Staff Sgt. Kenneth Clauson was 
trying to make room for five rolls 
of toilet paper in his duffle bag. 
He'd already found room for a 
two- months' supply of cigarettes. 

"There's no 7-Elevens in 
Somalia," he said. "It's pretty 
much a matter of being prepared 
for everything." 

Clauson is one of four Fort 
Riley soldiers scheduled to leave 
Manhattan Municipal Airport today 
for Camp Pendleton, Calif. From 
there, the soldiers will make their 
way to Somalia. 



The soldiers are members of the 
19th Public Affairs Detachment at 
Fort Riley. The detachment is not 
part of the 1st Infantry Division but 
is assigned tu it. 

"We'll be part of the joint 
information bureau," Clauson said. 
"We'll be writing news stories, 
taking photos and assisting civilian 
journalists." 

Capt. Karen Conley of ihe Fort 
Riley public affairs office, said the 
trip was "just part of being in the 
military," Conley, whose husband 
and two dogs will remain behind in 
Kansas, said she was a little 
nervous about Ihe mission but that 



she believes in helping people. 

The soldiers had little time to 
prepare for their mission, Clauson 
said. 

"I had a suspicion on Friday and 
thought a week, maybe longer," he 
said. "I got a call at 1 1 p.m. Friday 
saying we had to be in Camp 
Pendleton Monday." 

The soldiers have no idea how 
long they'll be at Camp Pendleton 
before going overseas, Clauson 
said. They also have no idea how 
long they'll be in Somalia or even 
where there going once they get 
there. 

"We can't give you information 



we don't have," he said. 

Which made explaining the 
situation to Clausen's wile of less 
then a month a touchy situation. 
Clauson had plans to visit her in 
her New Zealand home during 
January. Those plans are now on 
hold, indefinitely. 

"She works for a newspaper. So. 
she kind of understands the 
situation." Clauson said. "She was 
disappointed, though." 

"I hope we can get over there, 
do what we have to do and get 
back home."

Air Guard to go, others await orders 



TOPEKA — A Kansas Air National 
Guard unit that was among the first 
deployed to Operation Desert Storm is 
also in the first wave of U.S. troops 
that will aid Somalia in Operation 
Restore Hope. 

The 190th Air Refueling Group 
flew out of Topeka Friday, just a few 
hours after officials hastily called a 
news conference to announce the 



deployment. 

Aircraft and volunteers from the 
unit will be stationed at a classified 
location about eight hours from 
Somalia, Maj.'Joy Moser said. Tbe 
number of Guard members and aircraft 
on the mission is also being kept 
secret, Moser said, but the Mate's Air 
National Guard has about 1,000 
members. 

The group will refuel aircraft flying 
between the United States and the 



famine-stricken country. 

'In the Persian Gulf, the 190th was 
one of the first units to be mobilized 
and on site to support that effort," Maj, 
Gen. James Rueger, Kansas adjutant 
general, said at the news conference 
Friday. "Later on tonight, the aircraft 
(hat will be leaving will also be one of 
the lead units in supporting this 
mission." 

The volunteers likely will be on a 
two- to three- week rotation, officials 



said. 

"I anticipate most people going now 
will be home for Christmas." Rueger 
said. 

Suck Lyle, a district judge from 
Hutchinson who commands the unit's 
U7th Air Refueling Squadron, said the 
timing of the mission was appropriate 
to the spirit of the holiday season.

Libby Goode returned from her Thanksgiving 
break to find that about $2,700 worth of her 
personal belongings had been stolen from her 
apartment. 

"Our TV, stereo. VCR. and all of our jewelry 
were gone," said Goode, junior in medical 
technology. 

Her story is not an isolated one. 

"Especially for the longer breaks, like 
Christmas and spring break, there are deliberate 
crimes of opportunity. The people thai are doing 
it know where the students live and that they're 
out of town," said Sgt. Kim Padgett. Riley 
County Police Department 

Padgett also emphasized the easiness with 
which these crimes are carried out. 

"It's not hard to pick out an unoccupied 
apartment. You" II find ihe north end of town and 
around the University that there's not too much 
of a mixture It's mostly students. They watch for 
this sort of thing," he said. 

Crime does not stop at K- State's boundaries. 
Theft occurs at both the residence halls and 
campus buildings over breaks, K-State police 
said. 

"Sometimes there is an increase, because 
there is no student population. Usually, we 
anticipate an increase because there is a lack of 
students in the buildings," said Sgt. Andrew 
Amaro, K-State Police Department. 

Computers have been tampered with in 
buildings on campus, and Amaro said he fears 
thefts will increase during the upcoming break. 

"There's someone going around removing the 
parts from computers on campus. They're taking 
the internal guts of computers, like internal 
drives, motherboards, integral parts of 
computers. 

"King Hall. Willard. and Seaton are all my 
main concerns. Because of a lack of activity, 
there will be an increase. It's just a gut feeling I 
have," Amaro said. 

Preventive measures can be taken, but nothing 
short of taking everything home is foolproof, 
Padgett said. 

"You can put locks on doors and windows, 
but if they want to get in, they're going to get in. 
Nobody's around; it's just a matter of force. The 
best is having somebody you know will be in 
town to watch the place. 

"I would suggest taking home your TVs. 
VCRs, and stereos. That's what the people are 
after," Padgett said. 

Three of the apartments in Goode' s complex 
were burglarized. The complex's landlord. Dr. 
Frank Fishburn. said he was not certain what 
preventive measures he would take. 

"The amount stolen was sizable. They seemed 
to take a lot of stereos, microwaves. Apparently, 
about $6,000 worth. 

"We're going to change all the locks for one 
thing. I don't know what they [the tenants] can 
do. Maybe take some of their stuff home. We're 
going to have to do something about it. I'm not 
sure what," Fishburn said. 

Goode said she wasn't going to mount any 
special preventive measures over Christmas 
break. 

"We are probably not going to do anything 
different. There's nothing left to steal," she said. 

Two people have been arrested in part for the 
thefts that occurred in Goode's apartment 
complex. 

"They robbed 1 3 other places in and around 
Aggieville. I guess that's how they gut caught," 
Goode said. 

The only difference in security on campus 
will be closer surveillance.

Prevention key to deterring crime

The holidays are a time for 
giving, but not the time to get 
careless and give to a thief. 

Sgt. Stanley Conkwright of the 
Riley County Police Department 
said holiday crime starts around 
Thanksgiving and goes through 
New Year's Day. 

"When people go shopping, they 
shouldn't leave things on the seats 
of their cars. Then, those things 
wouldn't be burglary targets. 
Instead, they should be putting 
them in the trunk," Conkwright 
said. 

All tapes and radar detectors 
should also be placed out of sight if 
left in a car. 



"A tape case full of tapes worth 
$25-30 makes a pretty nice 
Christmas present." Conkwright 
said. 

Lt. Robert Mellgren, of the K- 
State Police Department, advises 
the "out of sight, out of mind" 
attitude. He said students want to 
leave school as soon as possible for 
the holidays. So, they pack the car 
up early, leave it unattended, go 
take a final and come back to a car 
that has been broken into. He 
advises common sense and 
precaution. 

"Don't tempt somebody, because 
somebody is liable to take it," 
Mellgren said. 

When shopping, park close to 
the building or in a well lit place, 



Conkwright said. When leaving a 
building, check things out before 
you get outside. 

"Women shouldn't carry 
everything in their purse," 
Conkwright said. "Put license, keys, 
credit cards and some cash in your 
front pocket. That way, if they want 
your purse, let them have it." 

There are precautions paoople 
can take to secure their homes if 
traveling during the holidays. 

"Make the apartment looked 
lived-in at all times." Conkwright 
said. 

For students, he said, have 
someone watch your apartment, and 
take home expensive items such as 
computers, stereos and televisions. 

Kimberly Plummer, employee of 



McCullough Development Inc., 
said the company sends out a letter 
to tenants that advises they leave a 
light or two on and have newspaper 
deliveries stopped. 

"Empiuyees keep an eye on the 
apartments and will drive by to 
check up on things," she said. 

Conkwright said the RCPD has a 
packet thai. describes devices that 
help the apartment looked lived-in, 
such as timers for the lights He 
also said people who live in a house 
can ask for a "vacation security 
check" from the RCPD. The service 
includes safety information and the 
packet describing safety devices. 
Officer also checkp homes for any

Six Public Speaking II students spoke on 
campus issues during a public forum 
Thursday afternoon in Nichols Theatre. 

Brooke Graber, secondary education 
student, opened the forum with a speech 
supporting the continuation of the speech 
pathology and audiology program. 

The College of Arts and Sciences has 
recommended it for de-emphasis within two 
years under the new Role and Aspirations 
Statement. 

The program is particularly important to 
her because she is legally deaf, Graber said. 

The decision on the fate of the program 
was made too quickly, she said, as only a 
one-semester study was conducted. 

"We don't just take from the 
community," she said. "We also give 
something back." 

Teryl Goeckel, a non-traditional junior 
in education, spoke out against what she felt 
was the University's lack of concern for 
non-traditional students like her. 

She said despite the fact that 27 percent 
of K-State students are non-traditional, the 
l-enix organization for non-traditional 
students is only budgeted 4 cents for each 
of these 5,500 students. 

Goeckel proposed a survey to be handed 
out at registration that would ask about all 
student needs to be considered in budget 
allocations. 

One audience member was concerned, 
however, that the survey would encourage 
every small group to demand more money. 

"If the survey shows that people are not 



interested in helping non-traditional 
students, then they shouldn't," Goeckel 
said. 

The next speaker, Jerrod Burns, 
sophomore undecided, proposed that all 
students in the high-risk AIDS category for 
AIDS be given free HIV tests at Lafene 
Health Center. 

He said a survey could be taken lo deter- 
mine risk level, and high-risk people would 
receive a free test, while low-risk students 
would still have to pay the $28 fee. 

Concerns from the audience included 
cost, as well as a debate about the honesty 
of those surveyed. 

In another speech, Diane Conner, 
sophomore in accounting, said she didn't 
think graduate teaching assistants were 
qualified to teach 300-level courses. 

She said some solutions are already in 
the works, such as mock classroom and 
internship training being implemented. 

Audience members were supportive of 
Conner, as one man commented: "If you 
don't have the basics down, it compounds 
the problem." 

Karla Matson, senior in accounting, 
talked about her concerns over parking .ind 
traffic safety at Jardine Terrace Apartments. 

She said visitor parking will become 
easier, and traffic after games will decrease 
because of solutions reached between the 
K-State Police, Riley County Police and 
Jardine management. 

The final speech, delivered by David 
Kitchen, freshman in pre-law, called for a 
private office and telephone line for 
Bisexual and Gay and Lesbian Societv . 

When questioned about the number of 
campus organizations that had an office and 
phone, he said he didn't know, but 
BaGaLS' greater need for privacy justified 
the cost.

Cancer 

center gets 

$2 million 

for research

The Center for Basic Cancer 
Research has received a $2 million 
grant from the Kansas Health 
Foundation. 

Terry Johnson, professor of 
biology and director of the research 
center, said the grant will be used 
for training graduate and post- 
graduate students in the cancer 
research program. 



"The Cancer Scholar Training 
Program has existed for five years 
because of the Kansas Health 
Foundation, and it will continue for 
three more," he said. "They rune 
provided an excess of $7 million 
over a period of eight years." 

The center involves three 
programs, including education, 
research and research training, and 
the public outreach information 
program, Johnson said. Within 



these programs, cancer cells are 
Mudied. research is done in more 
than 25 different programs, and 
speakers go out around the state to 
inform people about cancer. 

"The statistic is that cancer 
strikes one in three Americans." 
Johnson said. "We are all 
influenced by cancer, either 
directly or indirectly.'' 

The public also has provided 
$80,000 in scholarships to those 



interested in cancer research, 
Johnson said. 

"There are over I00 individuals 
working in cancer research alone," 
he said. "Being able to join the 
research team is exciting and 
provides unique experiences for 
many different majors." 

Donald Roufa, professor of 
biology, said many of the people in 
the center received doctorate 
degrees from other institutions in 



countries such as China, Canada. 
India, Russia and Spain. 

"These people are supported by 
the grants we have received from 
the Kansas Health Foundation and 
are here to obtain training on the 
aspects of cancer research," he said. 

The training for cancer research 
is carried out at K-State along with 
University of Kansas Medical 
Centers in Kansas City and in 
Wichita.

Sending food to hundreds of thousands of 
starving Somalis is a good idea, and making sure 
it actually gets to them clearly makes sense. 

But for several reasons, the United States 
must stick to a strict mission during Operation 
Restore Hope: do the job and get out. 

First of all, there are IS similar cases around 
the world where justice would be served by 
humanitarian intervention, a Brookings Institute 
specialist on Africa said this week. 

Restore Hope could set a dangerous 
precedent that our country would get involved in 
the variety of war-torn, hungry areas that also 
need our help. 

The scene in the capitol of Mogadishu and 
the hopes of the Somalian people has been 
compared to Beirut, Lebanon as it was a decade 
ago by the Associated Press's Beirut bureau chief 
at the time. 

The U.S. intervention in Beirut ended with 
nearly 250 American soldiers dead and no peace 
between the warring factions. 

Secretary of Defense Dick Cheney has said 



U.S. troops should begin turning over some areas 
of Somalia to U.N. peacekeepers by the end of 
January. 

Sounds like wishful thinking. 

He has also said, "If you're looking for the 
United States to stay until all Somalia's problems 
are solved — it's not going to happen.'* 

Let's hope he's telling the truth. 

Somalia is a worthwhile cause, and the 
United Nations and the United States can do 
good there. It is a tragedy for which both are 
responsible, at least in part, for waiting so long 
and could perhaps have prevented. 

But the mission of the U.S. forces must be 
clean Stop the bandits, get the relief to the 
people and try to disarm the fighting factions. 
Simply, feed the people and clear the way for 
U.N. peacekeeping forces and negotiations. 

Then, get out. 

The United States* continued efforts should 
be limited to sending humanitarian aid and trying 
to curtail the flow of weapons into the country 
once the disarmament is underway.

Harald Prins. professor of 
anthropology, wrote an essay in the 
Dec. 1 Collegian about the role and 
purpose of the University. He said that, 
as a whole, the University should 
promote diversity, reject orthodoxy, 
stimulate dialogue and emphasize 
creative thinking. These are all 
reasonable and beneficial suggestions 
except one: rejecting orthodox, or 
customary, ideas and established 
doctrines 

To many in the University 
community, onhodoxy is a diny word, 
It represents stasis and out -dated ideas. 
However, rejecting orthodox ideas 
based solely on the "orthodoxy" label 
seriously undermines the integrity of 
this University. While sometimes 
honestly attempting to promote an 
atmosphere of free and open debate on 
campus, purveyors of ant i- orthodox 
thinking promote close-mindedness, 
intolerance and intellectual arrogance, * 
Anti-orthodox agendas encourage 
students to reject ideas because of the 
"orthodox" label before investigating 
and debating the issues at hand. 
Rejecting ideas just because of the 
stereotypical title of "orthodoxy," 
promotes patterns of intolerance and 
ignorance. It tells students that it's OK 
to reject an entire body of ideas without 
first thinking about them. 

A college education should be 
marked by the pursuit of truth, where a 



student is encouraged to determine fact 
from fiction. Thus, the only "ami" type 
of thinking worthy of pursuit is anti- 
false thinking. At K-State, orthodoxy, 
as well as every other idea, should be 
challenged, but not categorically 
rejected because of political or 
ideological biases. Every idea deserves 
to be debated based on its truth or 
falseness as an idea, without biased 
labels such as orthodoxy skewing 
rational thought. 

So where does anti-orthodox 
thinking originate? Perhaps it's an 
aspect of a political agenda eager io 
remove a group of ideas from the arena 
of free and open debate. Orthodox 
ideas represent the most serious threat 
to the thousands of liberal ideologues 
entrenched in our nation's university 

Consequently, promoting anti- 
orthodox thinking is a 
convenient way to censor 
opposing viewpoints by persuading 
students that orthodoxy is not worthy 
of being debated on the same plane us 
"progressive" ideas If students reject 
orthodoxy before investigating it, then 
they will clearly never learn if there is 
any truth or value in orthodox ideas, 

Prins and I do agree that the 
University should be more than a 
diploma factory and a training ground 
for future professionals. It should be a 
place where students can explore new 
ideas. 

This semester, as a columnist. I've 
tried to encourage readers to pursue 
truth with an open mind. I don't expect 



people to be overly concerned about 
my opinion, I only hope people are 
concerned with learning what's true 
and false. In my columns, I've strived 
to provoke thought by discussing ideas 
that are generally rejected on a liberal 
campus. 

My goal has never been to impose 
my values on anyone or shove my 
religious beliefs down anyone's throat. 
I have neither the means nor the desire 
to force people to act a certain way. 
The only person that can decide your 
direction in life is you. As a journalist. 
all I can do is write persuasive columns 
on a variety of germane topics. 

My aim has also not been to incite 
anger and divide people or to see how 
many letters to the editor I can receive. 
Nevertheless, an honest and bold 
journey into investigating truth is 
divisive by nature because it involves 
suggesting that not everyone's ideas 
and beliefs are right. No, I'm not 
claiming to have a knowledge of 
absolute truth. I have as much to learn 
as anyone else. 

I challenge students to have an open 
mind and view their college experience 
as an opportunity to investigate strange 
and unusual ideas.

Pregnancy services 
may harbor bias

I appreciated Megan 
Mullikin's article on unbiased 
pregnancy counseling on and off 
campus, but I would like to call 
attention to an important agency 
that she missed. Namely, the 
Riley County Health 
Department, which provides free 
pregnancy tests as well as 
unbiased counseling. 

I truly hope that Kim Menard 
of the Kansas Children's Service 
League provides unbiased 
counseling: yet I am unnerved 
by the following quote attributed 
to her: "We can meet with the 
whole group if that's what the 
mother wants." I believe 
"pregnant woman" would have 
been a better choice than 
"mother," since a mother is one 
who has already given birth. 
Language can reveal bias. 

I am also concerned both by 
Mernard's and Gail Senock's 
(director of Women's Clinic at 
Lafene Health Center) remarks 
regarding the emotional effects 
of abortion.

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'Alumni Connections' 
help students find jobs 
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Today's job hunting students can 
increase their employment chances 
by contacting alumni sources here 
on campus. 

The "Alumni Connections" is a 
networking tool for students 
looking for a job or internship, said 
James Akin, director of Career 
Planning and Placement Center. 

"One of the reasons the program 
is successful is because students are 
more comfortable approaching 
alumni, because they have that K- 
State connection," center career 
advisor Sara Doombos said. 

In conjunction with the Alumni 
Association, the center has been 
able to contact alumni in large cities 
throughout the United States. The 
objective is to have five alumni in 
each of five cities on file for 
students to contact during their job 
search. 

"Our goal is to have 25 people 
for each major across campus," 
Akin said. 



The names of our alumni give 
students somewhere to start their 
job search. They can just be a 
source to talk with about the field, 
or a contact to send a resume to, 
said Tracey Fraser, assistant 
director of the Center. 

"As a result of this program, 
people are able to secure 
internships and jobs," Fraser said 

The program has also been a 
way for the center to network with 
alumni. Alumni have sent job 
information to the center, visited 
campus, or had their place of 
employment visit, to interview for 
internships and jobs. 

"Alumni are responding very 
well," Akin said. "We are getting 
more alumni wanting to participate 
than we had planned." 

The Alumni Connections has 
books for the colleges of Human 
Ecology and Business Admini- 
stration that are complete. In a year 
and a half, the center plans to have 
every college completed. Akin said. 

The program is open for all 



students to use, just like all the 
other resources the center has to 
offer, Fraser said. Once a students 
graduate they can use the center's 
services for three months free of 
charge, just like a student. After the 
three months, they have alumni 

Alumni have access to one 
advising session, the career library 
and workshops and career 
information sessions. They can also 
establish an alumni file or update an 
inactive one, free of charge. There 
is a charge for additional services. 

The Alumni Connections started 
development in the summer of 
1990. The program was started 
because it just seemed tike a good 
idea. Akin said. 

*The job market is pathetic, but 
through our services, students have 
been able to find jobs," Akin said. 

He said he does not see any 
change in the original perception of 
the program until it is completely 
done and evaluations can be 
performed.

Placement center offers 
services to assist students

The Career Planning and 
Placement Center is offering three 
services and programs to make 
finding a job or internship for 
students easier. 

The first service offers students 
part-time work opportunities on- 
and off-campus. 

"Because of the competition in 
(he job market, we want this to be a 
student service," said Rob LiPuma, 
graduate assistant in part-time 
student employment.

The center also offers an alumni 
network program, which gives 
students access to professionals 
who are K-State graduates. 

"We would like to have 25 
alumni per curricula," center

The network helps students to 
get further job information and to 
get assistance in obtaining an 
internship. 

To prepare for internships, the 
Center offers a third service, which 
is an interview clinic program. Akin 
said the program began in the 
College of Agriculture in 1989.

The real Vincent Jackson showed 
up when K-State needed him most 
Saturday Right. 

Tbe forward scored IK points 
against tbe Lafayette Leopards, 
including 10 in a decisive run at the 
start of the second half that propelled 
the Wildcats to * 86-6.1 win at 
B r a m 1 a g e 
Coliseum. 

"I've got to 
pick it up." tbe 
senior said. 
"This year, 
I've got to be 
a leader. 

"I was 
squaring up 
and bitting the 
open shot. 
which loos- 
ened me up a 
little bit." 

Jackson's performance was a 
complete reversal from the Cats last 
game against Coppin State, in which 
he had only three field goals with five 
turnovers, Saturday eight, he had only 
one turnover in 32 minutes of court 
time. 

"He bad a real good stretch for us," 
Coach Airman said. "When he shoots 
the ball well, his defense picks up at 
tbe same time. He shut down his man 
defensively in the second half, and that 




helped us get the big lead.** 

Jackson said his intensity at practice 
over the last week has been a key to 
his improvement. 

T wasn't having good ones early," 
he said. "1 was just too relaxed at 
practice, and was just kind of there, 
going through tbe motions." 

But the coaches have been staying 
on me hard, and that helped me turn it 
around,** he said, 

"When I'm doing good things on 
defense, my adrenaline gets going and 
it helps my shooting. 

"I wanted to get my shot off, and 
(Anthony) Beane fed me some good 
balls that 1 nailed down/' 

Jackson said his shooting touch was 



an area be concentrated on in die off- 
season. 

"I got to score more this season, and 
I worked on my shot a lot this summer - 
T need to let everybody know I can 
shoot and have an impact on tbe 
game." 

Jackson's performance helped 
smooth over tbe rocky shooting of his 
junior wingmate, Askia Jones. Jones 
had a 5- for- 16 shooting night, G-for-7 
from three-point range 

""Ski's going to have an off night 
sometimes, and I'm going to have off 
nights," Jackson said. "We just need to 
get to the point where we're consistent 
enough thafwe don't have to depend 
on one player.

Paced by double-digit scoring 
from six Cats, the K-State men 
won the second of two games 
against Lafayette, defeating the 
Leopards 86-63 Saturday night 
in Bramlage Coliseum. 

But K-State's late letdown, 
which allowed the Leopards to 
pull within five points midway 
through the second half, has 
Coach Dana Airman concerned. 

"That's four times in a row 
now that that's happened — our 
two exhibition games and both 
games," he said. "In all four 
games, we've had big leads in 
the second half and let those 
leads slip." 

The most recent slide came 
against winless Lafayette, 0-3. 

Sparked by a pair of Vincent 
Jackson 3-pointers, the 2-0 Cats 
opened the second half with an 
early 17-4 run. That put K-State 
up by 18 with 1 5 minutes left. 

"We had a little stretch there 
at the start of the second half 
where I think we were playing 
pretty well," Altman said. 
"Defensively and on the boards, 
we were very active, and that got 
us our lead." 

But then K-State let the 
Leopards claw back. 

The Wildcat lead was cut by 
13 points when Lafayette put 
together a 17-4 run of its own. 
Things were going so bad for K- 
State at one point, in fact, that 
Jerrell Robcrson and Hamilton 
Strickland, fighting for a 
defensive rebound, tipped the 
ball into the Leopard basket. 

But the reason for the 
letdown, Altman said, was the 
defensive lapse and the poor 
execution rebounding. 

"One thing our team has to 
realize." he said, "is that if we 
don't do those two things — it 
doesn't matter who we're 



playing against — we're not 
going to be successful." 

The statistics indicate that the 
Wildcats out-rebounded the 
Leopards 41-37 and forced 
Lafayette into 26 turnovers. 

But stats aren't everything. 

"Defensively, I thought we'd 
be more solid than we are," 
Altman said. "And we have to 
rebound much better. We don't 
have the size, and we're not 
blocking out." 

And once conference play 
begins, those halftime leads 
might just slip away. 

"Defense and rebounding is 
going to be the key, and we 
found that out," said point guard 
Anthony Beane, who had 14 
points and just two turnovers. 

"In the Big Eight, nine times 
out of 10 if you let the other 
team back in the game, you'll 
lose." 

K-State finished the game 
positively, rattling off a 24-4 run 
and holding Lafayette scoreless 
for a seven-minute stretch. 

Jackson led the Cats with 1 8 
points, but he was just one of six 
players who scored in double 
digits for K-State. And the 
ability of many of the Cats to 
step up overshadowed Askia 
Jones' 10-point performance. He 
connected on just five of his 16 
shots, including none of his 
seven 3-point attempts. 

"Ski just didn't shoot the ball 
at all," Altman said. "It was 
really good that some other 
people stepped it up 

Perhaps hampered by snowy 
weather and. more importantly, 
preseason picks that tab the Cats 
as the seventh-place team in the 
Big Eight, 5,398 fans witnessed 
the game — just 1 1 more than 
the Bramlage low. 

K-State' s next game is at 7:30 
Tuesday night at home against 
Ohio. 



Jackson 
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Football season ends with 38-24 loss to Nebraska

TOKYO — The No. II Nebras- 
ka Comhuskers clinched their third 
Orange Bowl bid in five years and 
overshadowed the best collegiate 
performance by K-State quarter- 
back Matt Garber in their 38-24 
victory in Japan. 

Garber played the entire game 
for the Cats, completing 19 of 29 
passes for 246 yards. He threw a 
pair of touchdowns and also ran for 
the Wildcats' third score. He didn't 
throw an interception, and he 
caught a pass. 

K-State Athletic Director Milt 
Richards said Garber "played the 
best game of his life." 

"Our offense worked today like 
we hoped it would work all 



season," he said. 

But Nebraska's offense worked 
better in a scoring show that pleased 
the 50,000 mostly Japanese fans in 
the Tokyo Dome watching the 
annual Coca Cola Bowl, the only 
NCAA regular season game played 
outside the United States. 

The pass plays were working 
fine for Husker quarterback Tom- 
mie Frazier — especially the two 
that turned into touchdown runs. 

Frazier ended up passing for one 
and running for three touchdowns 
for the day. He threw for 1 28 yards 
on the day. 

The Comhuskers clinched the 
Big Eight championship with a 6-1 
conference record and, at 9-2 over- 
all, reached their 24th consecutive 
nine-win season. 



K-Staie ended at 5-6 overall, 2-5 
in the conference. K-State hasn't 
beaten Nebraska since 1 968. 

Nebraska first scored 8 1/2 
minutes into the game with a 
Frazier 18-yard touchdown pass to 
Corey Dixon. The next two times 
Nebraska had the ball, Frazier 
ended the drive by trying to pass for 
touchdowns. 

The first time, he scrambled 19 
yards for a touchdown. 

The second. "I just saw a man 
coming and I avoided him" — and 
kept going into the end zone. 

The 18-year-old from Bradenton. 
who completed 11 of 18 passes, is 
now about to go home to Florida for 
the Orange Bowl.

L.A. Raiders 
beat Chiefs, 28-7 



LOS ANGELES — The on- 

again, off again Los Angeles 
Raiders were on Sunday, keeping 
their slim playoff hopes alive. 

Jay Schroeder threw three 
touchdown passes, and Elvis 
Patterson blocked a punt and 
recovered it for another score as the 
Raiders beat up on Kansas City 28- 
7. That snapped a six-game losing 
streak to the Chiefs dating back to 
1 989. 

The Raiders are 6-7 with three 
games remaining, while the Chiefs, 
who had a four-game winning 
streak snapped, fell to 8-5 and into 
a tie for first place in the AFC West 
with San Diego. 

"I don't think they took us 
seriously today." Raiders safety 
Eddie Anderson said. "They came 
in talking a lot. But we just shut 
them down. Today, we showed up." 

The Raiders went ahead for 
good by finishing off an opening 
drive, something they've failed to 
do so often this season. Schroeder' s 
6-yard pass to Ethan Horton on 
third-and-3 capped a 57-yard, 10- 
play march. 

"The playoff door is still a little 
open, and we are trying to shove 
our shoe into it." 

It became 1 4-0 less than three 
minutes after the Schroeder-to- 
Horton pass when Patterson 
blocked a punt by Bryan Barker and 
recovered the ball in the end zone. 

"From watching films, I thought 
they had a slow-acting punter," 
Patterson said. "The snapper had a 
hitch, so I just took off and got my 
hand on the ball. 

"This could not have come at a 
better time for me. I've felt I am 
special teams, and it's about time 
we did something. All year, we've 
been beating ourselves. Today, we 
did not." 

The Raiders had 1 4 points in less 
than 10 minutes after scoring only 
29 first-quarter points in their 
previous 1 2 games. As it turned out, 
14 points were enough for a 
victory. 

"In the circumstances we're in 
right now, they came out with a lot 
of pride and I'm very proud of what 
they did today." Raiders coach Art 
Shell said of his players. "They 
showed great effort." 

Barker injured his left shoulder 
while trying to get to the ball on the 
blocked punt, forcing placekicker 
Nick Lowery to handle the Chiefs 
punting the rest of the day. Lowery 
hadn't punted since high school. 



"All I can remember is that the 
punt was blocked," Barker said. "I 
tried to bat it out of the end zone 
and I ended up lying there." 

Barker said he didn't know how 
serious his injury is. 

Los Angeles made it 21-0 on an 
1 1-yard pass from Schroeder to 
Steve Smith with 6:18 left before 
halftime, capping a 35-yard drive 
after a 39-yard punt by Lowery was 
returned 10 yards by Tim Brown. 

The Chiefs were held without a 
first down until Dave Kricg threw 
an 18-yard pass to Keith Cash two 
plays after the Raiders scored their 
third touchdown. 

Shortly after, Terry McDaniel 
recovered a fumble by J.J Birden in 
the air and returned it 40 yards to 
the Kansas City 15. However, Neil 
Smith deflected a second-down 
pass by Schroeder high into the air 
and Tracy Simien was in the right 
place to intercept it. 

The Chiefs then moved 88 yards 
in six plays, scoring their only 
points on a 2-yard pass from Krieg 
to Cash with 1:07 to go in the half 
to make it 21-7. 

The Chiefs got to the Raiders' 6 
early in the third quarter, but Dan 
Land intercepted a pass in the end 
zone. That turned out to he the final 
time Kansas City would threaten 
until the outcome was decided. 

The Raiders made it 28-7 with 
19 seconds left in the third quarter 
on a 17-yard pass from Schroeder 
to Willie Gault. 

Schroeder completed 12 of 18 
passes for 93 yards with two 
interceptions. Eric Dickerson led 
the Raijers in rushing with 77 yards 
on 23 carries. 

Kansas City's running game was 
ineffective throughout. The Chiefs 
ran the ball only four times in the 
second half and finished with a net 
of 17 yards on 14 carries. 

"Basically, what we decided to 
do after we got down was to throw 
the football." Chiefs coach Marty 
Schottenheimer said. "We had our 
opportunities. That's a good 
football team we played. They 
clearly outplayed us today. 

The Chiefs entertain New 
England (2- 1 1 ) next Sunday while 
the Raiders visit Miami (8-5) a 
week from Monday night. 

Krieg, under pressure all day, 
completed 1 8 of 33 passes for 276 
yards with one interception and was 
sacked four times. 

The Chiefs finished with 1 2 first 
downs and 265 yards in total 
offense while the Raiders had 15 
first downs and 230 yards total.

The prediction made by senior 
forward Leah Honeycutt came 
true Saturday night. 

After the Lady Cats' win over 
Missouri-Rolla Tuesday, the K- 
State captain said they would end 
the week 3-0. 

She was right. 

Honeycutt pulled down a 
game-high 12 rebounds and 
scored eight points to give K-State 
a 48-41 win over Lafayette in 
Bramlage Coliseum. The 3-0 start 
is the best since the 1988-89 
season. 

"1 thought we would be and 
should be 3-0," Coach Susan Yow 
said after the game. "I'm real 
pleased with our effort on defense 
and on the boards. 

"I'm pleased with our 46 
rebounds," she said. "We doubled 
their rebounding output." 

The Leopards were held to just 
23 boards. 

"We have been stressing more 
on rebounding in practice," said 



sophomore forward Shanele 
Stires, who contributed 1 1 
rebounds and 19 points to 
the Lady Cats' victory. "It 
was easier to see the ball on 
offense. We knew when it 
was shot." 

"We were quicker to the 
boards," Honeycutt said. 
"But we need to increase 
our offense efficiency." 

K State committed 35 
turnovers, 20 of which 
came from the guards. 

"We almost shot 
ourselves in the foot on 
offense," Yow said. "Our 
guard play was out of 
sync." 

Lafayette stole the ball 
times. More than half of them 
were from guard Heidi Caruso, 
who posted a career-high 14 

Last year, Caruso finished third 
in NCAA Division I in steals per 
game with 4.97. 

"We built her up," Yow said. 
"She had some questionable 
steals. She became more 
aggressive as she got more steals." 

The Lady Cats jumped out 
early in the first half with 10 
points from Stires. two 3-poimers 
from junior guard Andrea O'Neal 
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and six points from sophomore 
forward Pam Stoltz to take a 30- 
1 8 halftime lead. 

Caruso rallied the Leopards 
with one of her 10 steals at the 
9:50 mark to get Lafayette to 
within six points at 39-33. 

Stires and Honeycutt moved 
the lead to 10 with back-to-back 
baskets. 

Stephanie Hayes, who finished 
with 10 points for the Leopards, 
scored six in a row from the 
perimeter to get Lafayette back 
into the game with five minutes to 
play. 



But Lafayette wouldn't get 
closer, as Stires and O'Neal made 
three free throws to open the 
margin. 

Senior guard Kelly Moylan, 
who had been averaging 1 15 
points per game, made her first 
basket of the game with 35 
seconds to play, ending the 
Leopards' hopes. 

The Lady Cats return to the 
court at 7 p.m. Thursday in 
Bramlage when they lake on Oral 
Roberts. K-State escaped from the 
Lady Titans last year with 66-64 
win in Manhattan.

Ward, Wentland qualify for 
indoor nationals at 1st meet

It is still early in the season, but K- 
State's track and field athletes showed 
Saturday at the KSU Allcomers meet 
that they have the potential to battle for 
the league titles in February. 

Interim coach Cliff Rovelto said 
newcomers and those returning have 
proven in the first meet of the indoor 
season that they are ready for upcoming 
competitions. 

"Overall, we have to be real pleased 
with this meet," he said. "We had a lot of 
good events for this time in the season." 

Junior Gwen Wentland and senior 
Christy Ward highlighted the meet at 
Ahcarn Field House by reaching the 
provisional qualification for the national 
indoor championships in March at 
Indianapolis. 

Ward won the shot put with a throw 
of 48 feet, 8 inches. Throwing coach 
Jesse Stuart said Ward traditionally 
improves throughout the season. So, the 
first meet is an indication of what last 
year's ail-American can do, 

"For this time of the year, it was a 
good start," he said. "It was a good meet, 
and she showed she is in shape." 

Wentland flopped 6 feet, 3/4 inches to 
win in the high jump. Having a good 
practice week behind her, she said, gave 



her confidence to jump well in this meet. 

"I expected to jump at least 6-foot," 
she said. "I had a lot of technical 
problems, but if I can make 6 feet with 
problems, imagine how high I can jump 
without them." 

Rovelto said the team is ahead at this 
point of the season compared to last 
year. In particular, concerning the ability 
to have one athlete competing in 
different events on one day, the Cats 
have improved. That's what K-State has 
to accomplish, he said, in order to 
compete for the conference titles. 

Besides Ward and Wentland, the Cats 
had some other performances that gave 
hope for a successful year. 

In the women's long jump, freshman 
Rahma Mateen won the event with 19 
feet, 5 1/2 inches in front of two other 
Cats. Rovelto said those three would 
have placed between second and fourth 
place at last year's Big Eight indoor 
meet 

"The long jump — boy, that's 
impressive," he said. "That's really 
good, plus those jumps were with shorter 
approaches." 

Mateen also jumped 5 feet 7 inches 
high and ran a 61.5-second leg in the 
1,600-meter relay for K-State's B-team. 

"Rahma is really talented," Rovelto 
said. "She's 17 years old. My guess is, in 



two years from now, she will be one of 
the best young heptathletes in the 
country," 

Freshman Linda Shea won the 600 
yards with a time of 1 : 25.49. 

"For a freshman, I can't tell you how 
good it is," Rovelto said, "It was a hell 
of a run." 

Other winners were Verida Walter in 
the 55 meters hurdles, after placing 
second in long jump, and Nicole Green 
in the 400 meters. Kathy Janickc won 
the triple jump. 

On (he men's side, K-State hasn't 
had as many competitors in the field as 
the women, but they still had some 
strong performances. 

Decathletes Troy Adkins and Jason 
Meredith ted the team. 

Adkins won the long jump, ran the 
55-meter dash in 6.65 seconds and had 
the best leg in the 1 ,600-meter relay with 
50.1 seconds. 

Meredith cleared 13 feet, 6 1/4 inches 
in the pole vault and opened the relay 
with a 50.4- second round. 

Brian McAlpin won the 400 meters, 
Chris Pryor the 200 meters and Ed 
Broxlerman the high jump. 

"Basically, all it was, was a glorified 
practice," Rovelto said, "to give (hem a 
chance to see where they are at. Overall, 
it was pretty good."

The band has been together for 
1 1 years, Shirley said. 

Confederate Railroad has had the 
experience to sharpen the outlaw 
sound for a while, doing double- 
duty playing back-up for David 
Allen Coe. 

The band has produced three 
albums as The Danny Shirley Band. 
Confederate Railroad's current 
album is self-titled with the new 
name. 

Among the album's songs are 
"Trashy Women." "Time Off for 
Bad Behavior" and "Queen of 
Memphis." 

Shirley^said the band doesn't try

Foundation donated $50,000 to the 
KSU Foundation to help the Huck 
Boyd National Center for Com- 
munity Media strengthen news- 
papers and broadcast media in rural 
communities. 

"It was donated for the know- 
ledge that a good journalism pro- 
gram is necessary to keep small 
papers in western Kansas alive," 
said Dane Bales, manager and 
trustee of the Hansen Foundation. 
"They don't get enough profes- 
sional experience." 

The Huck Boyd Center will use 
the money for three things, Direc- 
tor John Neibergall said. 

The first project will be a 
publication showcasing excellence 
in community journalism. 

It will highlight the winners of 
the National Newspaper Asso- 
ciation's Better Newspaper Contest 
for 1 992. The association has twice 
endorsed this idea, Neibergall said, 
and with the donation, it will have 
sufficient funds to carry it out 

"It will introduce journalism 
students to the best of community 
newspapers and attract bright talent 
to these newspapers and com- 
munities," he said. 

The second project will be 
conducting regional workshops in 
this area, Neibergall said. 

"It will not only be a benefit to 
community media in Kansas, but it 
will also help with our reach 
throughout communities in the 
nation," he said. 

The donation also will be used 
for travel around Kansas to get 
information from publishers and 
practitioners, including broadcast 
media, to keep the center in focus 
with its mission, Neibergall said. 

This is the Hansen Foundation's 
second donation to the Huck Boyd 
Center. It donated $25,000 last 
year. 

"We've tried hard to use these 
funds in ways to benefit northwest 
Kansas. We're real conscious of 
their mission and try to use them in 
ways they would like," Neibergall 
said. 
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Biology seeking director for newest unit 



Fish and Wildlife will fund salaries; 

position will include full faculty status

The Division of Biology will 
conduct interviews in two weeks to 
find a director for K-State's new 
Cooperative Fisheries and Wildlife 
Research Unit. 

The unit is a partnership among 
the United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service, the Division of Biology 
and the Kansas Department of 
Wildlife and Parks. 

"All three of these have agreed 
to cooperate on wildlife and 
fisheries research, primarily to fit 
the needs of the state," Robert 
Robe!, professor of biology, said. 

Robel has been lobbying for 
such a unit in Kansas since 1963. 

There are units in 36 other 
states, but this is the first one here, 



he said. 

The K- State unit was formed 
with a cooperative agreement 
between the three groups in the fall 
of 1990, Robel said. A leader who 
was hired in October 1991 has 
since accepted a research position 
elsewhere. 

A search for an assistant leader 
was dropped, and the application 
process for a leader was reopened 
late last summer, Robel said. 

The unit is currently staffed by 
only a secretary, but it is funding a 
research project on neo- tropical 
birds. 

Two candidates for the unit 
leader position will be interviewed 
in two weeks. Both are employed 
with the Fish and Wildlife Service 
— one in Wisconsin and the other 



in Louisiana. 

Robel said a third candidate, 
who works for the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, is 
being considered. 

"We're looking for the best 
scientist. That scientist can then 
address many different issues," 
Robel said. 

The objectives of the research 
unit program are to conduct 
research in fisheries and wildlife 
biology, train graduate students to 
become professional resource 
managers and to make technical 
fisheries and wildlife resource 
information available to natural 
resource managers and the public. 

The program was established in 
1935. But il was not until I960 that 
Congress authorized the tfsh and 
Wildlife Service to make 
cooperative agreements. 

Each of the three bodies 
involved in the agreement has a 



different role. 

The Fish and Wildlife Service 
will provide salaries and some 
operational money for three 
scientists to be hired — one unit 
leader and two assistant leaders. 
The scientists will have full faculty 
status at K-State. 

K-State will provide office 
space, lab space, access to utilities, 
the secretary's salary and some 
part-time help. 

The Department of Wildlife and 
Parks will provide some operating 
money and fund the unit's 
research. It will specify research 
projects that need to be done in the 
state. 

'The unit is a way to cooperate 
to do research in an efficient way, 
utilizing graduate students, faculty 
and facilities at a university," 
Robel said. 

Without such an agreement, he 
said, the state or federal 



government would have to pay 
extra for facilities and supplies the 
University already can supply. 

Research will be conducted by 
unit scientists and graduate 
students they will supervise. 

"Most of the units operate with 
three or four graduate students per 
federal scientist," Robel said. 

The unit can also fund other 
graduate students researching in 
areas the Department of Wildlife 
and Parks wishes to fund. 

Jerry Weis, acting director of 
the Division of Biology, said the 
three new unit biologists will 
nearly double the number of 
faculty in fisheries and wildlife 
biology. He said this will increase 
the number of graduate students in 
that area. 

Working with the unit will give 
graduate students the opportunity 
to work with personnel from both 
the state and federal agencies. 



South African police 
knew of attack plans 



JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa — Police knew a 
radical black group planned a 
bombing campaign against whites, 
but decided not to alarm civilians 
by issuing a warning about the 
threat, a newspaper said Sunday. 

The Sunday Times reported that 
police minister Hernus Kriel and 
senior police officers learned in 
October that the Azanian People's 
Liberation Army planned to attack 
white civilians. 

The Azanian group has claimed 
responsibility for two recent attacks 
on whites, saying they were part of 
a "shock and show" campaign. The 
black nationalist group says white 
civilians are legitimate targets 
because they aid government 
security forces. 

The attacks frightened many 
whites and cast a shadow over 
efforts by the government and the 
African National Congress, the 
main black opposition group, to 
prepare for the country's first 
multi-racial elections. 

A man died Sunday from 



wounds suffered in one of the 
Azanian attacks — the bombing of 
a hospital. Jerome Guse was the 
first victim to die from the blast, 
which injured 18 other people in 
Queenstown, 500 miles south of 
Johannesburg. 

Four whites were killed in the 
other incident, a Nov. 28 gun and 
grenade attack on a Christmas party 
at a country club in nearby King 
William's Town. 

Police say there could be a 
Christmas bombing campaign with 
possible targets including movie 
theaters, schools and churches. 

The Azanian group is the 
military wing of the Pan Africanist 
Congress, a small, radical group 
that advocates blacks seizing power 
and driving out whites. The 
congress has boycotted the black- 
white political negotiations. 

The Times said Kriel told the 
Pan Africanist Congress in a Nov. 
11 meeting that he was aware 
Azanian militants planned attacks 
and appealed for the fighters to be 
sent "on a holiday for some 
months." The Times said it had 
obtained minutes of the meeting.

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China hurries 
to deal for arms 



Fear of probable 

harsh Clinton policy 
spurs frantic talks ' 



WASHINGTON — China is 
engaging in a flurry of arms 
dealing, apparently fearing that the 
incoming Clinton administration 
will take a harder line toward the 
weapons trade. 

The arms activity — with China 
at the hub — involves Russia, 
Libya, Syria, Iran and Pakistan, and 
deals for missile and other weapons 
technology, government sources 
said. 

"It's like the end of a fireworks 
show, They're throwing everything 
up there," said one official, 
speaking only on condition of 
anonymity. 

The arms deals have left U.S. 
national security policymakers 
wary of a proposed sale of a Cray 
supercomputer to Beijing. 

The computer would be more 
than one hundred times faster than 
the mosi powerful computer the 
Chinese now have. 

On Friday, top Bush 
administration officials postponed a 
decision on whether to go ahead 
with the sale, while they consider 
the weapons activity and whether 
the computer might have military 
uses. 

One official said it appears that 
Beijing believes the incoming 
Clinton administration will take a 
far harder line toward its arms 
exports, and is trying to do as much 
business as possible before the new 
administration takes over in 
January. 

As evidence, the official cited 
the recent Chinese shipment of two 
dozen Mil missiles to Pakistan. 
The missiles were shipped through 
a port that the Chinese know is 
watched by U.S. intelligence. 

"That's got to mean they don't 



think we care." the official said. 
"They're trying to get this done 
before Clinton comes in." 

China is buying weaponry from 
Russia, whose own arms industry is 
suffering a depression as the 
government dramatically cuts its 
military strength, and re-exporting 
it to other countries, the official 
said. 

"There is an explosion of deals 
in the making, and the Chinese are 
clearly No. I in the middle of it." 
said one source. 

On the proposed U.S. computer 
sale. Commerce Secretary Barbara 
Franklin had planned to announce a 
decision during a trip to Beijing 10 
days from now. The computer is 
intended for weather forecasting, 
and is to be kept under tight 
security to make sure it is not put to 
other purposes. 

One congressional source said 
the high-speed computer could be 
used to help China enhance, its 
targeting of missiles, or to 
modernize its nuclear weapons 
guidance systems. "Nobody 
believes this kind of thing could be 
secure," he said. 

In Friday's meeting, officials 
from Commerce and the State 
Department argued for the sale, 
while the Pentagon, the CIA, and 
the Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency opposed it. 

China has been the most 
reluctant of the Permanent Five 
members of the U.N. Security 
Council to conclude an agreement 
restraining "destabilizing" arms 
transfers and technology that could 
be used in chemical, biological and 
nuclear weapons and missiles. 

The other four nations — the 
United States, Great Britain. France 
and Russia — had planned to meet 
in Moscow this month. But China 
has announced it would withhold 
its participation out of anger over 
the Bush administration's sale of 
150 F- 16 fighter planes to Taiwan.

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16th century mosque destroyed by Hindu fundamentalists 



AYODHYA. India — 
Hindu fundamentalists used 
pickaxes and crowbars Sunday to 
raze a 430-year -old mosque they 
say was built on the site where a 
main Hindu deity was born. The 
government declared the nation 
under its highest security alert, and 
braced for a Muslim backlash. 

At least four Hindu militants 
were killed and 100 others injured 
by falling debris as the 16th century 
Babri Masjid, or Mosque of Babar. 



was demolished in less than six 
hours by thousands of frenzied 
Hindus. 

Prime Minister P.V. Narasimha 
Rao said the destruction of the 
three-story mosque had pushed the 
country into "a grave crisis." He 
appealed for peace in a nationwide 
television speech. 

About 1,000 people were killed 
in Hindu-Muslim riots that broke 
out in northern India in 1 990 after 
Hindu extremists stormed the 
mosque in the longstanding 
religious dispute. That crisis 



brought down the government. 

In New Delhi. 20 prominent 
Muslim leaders met with President 
Shankar Dayal Sharma on Sunday 
and expressed "deep anguish and 
pain." 

In a rare statement an religious 
issues, the president condemned the 
destruction. 

"Those who have harmed (the 
mosque) have caused injury to the 
centuries-old ethos of India," he 
said. They have "violated the rule 
of law, the tradition of India of 
mutual respect for all religions." 



In Jiddah. Saudi Arabia, the 50- 
nation Organization of the Islamic 
Conference accused the Indian 
government of allowing Hindu 
extremists io demolish the mosque 
and demanded il punish the 
culprits. 

"The entire Islamic world was 
shocked by the heinous and 
premeditated crime against an 
Islamic symbol of value not to 
Muslims in India alone, but to 
Muslims everywhere," said Hamid 
al-Gahid, secretary -general of the 
organization, which represents the 



world's 1 billion Muslims. 

More than 300.000 Hindus had 
made the pilgrimage to Ayodhya, 
which normally has 41,000 resi- 
dents, to destroy the mosque and 
build a colossal temple to Rama. 

On Sunday, just before the hour 
decreed by astrologers as 
auspicious for the work to begin, 
dozens of people climbed onto a 
platform near the mosque io dance 
and chant slogans. 

Pilgrims had set up roadblocks 
of concrete slabs, furniture and 
wooden logs to prevent 30 busloads 



of federal riot police from coming 
in. 

Outnumbered police at the site 
retreated to a nearby police station 
and watched as the Hindus, dressed 
in the orange colors of the 
fundamentalists, completed their 
task unhindered. 

Hundreds of people poured into 
the building and used grappling 
hooks to climb to the mosque's 
roof. Wielding pickaxes and 
crowbars, they razed the mosque in 
defiance of a Supreme Court order 
and their own leaders' instructions.

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Tapes reveal Nixon's 
desire to plant 
campaign literature 



WASHINGTON — Still-secret 
White House tapes show Richard 
Nixon favored planting McGovern 
campaign literature in the apartment 
of the man arrested for shooting 
Alabama Gov, George Wallace, the 
New Yorker magazine reported 
Sunday. 

Nixon and White House counsel 
Charles Col son discussed how to 
exploit the attempted assassination 
for political gain within hours of the 
May 15, 1972, shooting, the New 
Yorker said in a story released 
Sunday. 

They were unable to plant 
material from Democrat George 
McGovenTs presidential campaign, 
because the FBI moved too quickly 
in sealing off the apartment of 
gunman Arthur Bremer, the 
magazine article by Seymour M. 
Hersh said. 

Colson told the New Yorker that 
the idea progressed as far as 
approaching E. Howard Hunt about 
flying to Milwaukee where Bremer 
lived, according to Keren's article. 

Hunt was a retired CIA agent 
and Colson political operative who 
served 32 months in prison for the 
Watergate break -in, which occurred 
the month after the Wallace 
shooting. 

"I don't know which one of us 
actually said, 'Too bad we can't 
plant McGovern literature,'" the 
New Yorker quoted Colson as 
telling the magazine 

But the tapes show Nixon 
berated Colson after being told the 
idea of planting McGovern 
literature would not work because 
the FBI had moved too quickly, the 
New Yorker said. 

Nixon complained on the still- 
undisclosed tape about the missed 
opportunity to damage McGovern, 
trie article said. 

Many of the tapes relating to the 



Watergate break-in have been 
released, but hundreds of additional 
hours of recordings from the Nixon 
White House's taping system 
remain under lock and key at the 
National Archives. Watergate 
historian Stanley Kutler has sued 
archives officials seeking their 
release, alleging that they relate to 
the Watergate break- in and other 
abuses of power. 

Separately, a federal appeals 
court ruled last month that Nixon 
was entitled to be paid for the 
seizure of White House papers and 
tapes from his administration. 

Nixon lawyer R, Stan Mortenson 
declined to comment on the New 
Yorker story. 

According to the magazine, the 
unreleased tapes also show: 

■ Businessman Charles G. 
"Bebe" Rebozo gave the president 
cash and bought a house for 
Nixon's younger daughter, Julie, 
and her husband. David 
Eisenhower. 

■ Nixon and White House chief 
of staff H.R, Haldeman "openly 
discussed the sale of 
ambassadorships — to what 
country, for how much in 
contributions." Nixon allegedly 
insisted that people wanting to 
serve as ambassador in more 
desirable posts be told they would 
lose the job after a year unless they 
made an additional contribution. 

■ Nixon conducted allegedly 
improper Oval Office discussions 
with Chief Justice Warren Burger 
about Watergate and pending 
Supreme Court cases. Former 
Nixon aide John Ehrlichman told 
the magazine he had first-hand 
knowledge of the Nixon-Burger 
conversations, telling the New 
Yorker. "It bothered me. You bet it 
did" 

The New Yorker does not quote 
from the unreleased tapes directly.

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MOGADISHU, Somalia — Somalis got their 
first look at U.S. power Monday when Navy 
warplanes roared over Mogadishu. 

Pentagon sources said Marines would land at 
dawn Wednesday to begin helping the starving 
people. 

The 1 ,800 Marines standing offshore on three 
Navy ships arc the vanguard of a multinational 
rescue mission in the war- and famine- wracked 
nation. 

But Pentagon sources said most of the 28.000 
U.S. soldiers and Marines committed to the 
operation might not begin arriving for several 

d,l>v 

Robert Oakley, a special U.S. envoy and 
former U.S. ambassador to Somalia, arrived 
Monday to meet with leaders of Somalia's 
warring clan leaders and with international aid 
workers to outline plans for the U.S. -led 
operation. 

He stressed that Washington envisioned a 
humanitarian effort, not a military one. 

Oakley told reporters the UN. -authorized 
operation would be the opposite of Desert Storm, 
the mammoth military campaign that dislodged 
the Irani army from Kuwait nearly two years 
ago. 

"We hope it will remain a humanitarian 

operation all the way through, because the 

purpose is to protect deliveries of relief supplies, 

relief workers and relief recipients." Oakley said.

— A 
plane crashed just short of a 
Kansas City International Airport 
runway Monday, killing one and 
injuring a Manhattan man. 

A malfunctioning navigation 
instrument may have been a 
factor in the crash, officials said. 

Killed was the pilot, John C. 
Dart, 73, of Belleville. Passenger 
Wilbur Lata, 46, of Manhattan, 
was in critical condition Monday 
night at Liberty Hospital in 
Kansas City, Mo. 

Dan owned the plane. 

The plane had flown from 
Belleville, about 100 miles 
northwest of Manhattan and 1 70 
miles northwest of Kansas City. 

Shortly before the crash, the 
pilot told the control tower that 
the gyroscope on the four- 
passenger Cessna Cardinal II was 
not working, said Joe Mc Bride, a 
spokesman for the Kansas City 
Aviation Department 



The gyroscope tells the pilot 
the plane's position relative to 
the ground and is essentia) in 
making a landing when visibility 
is limited, Mc Bride said. 

He said Dart twice attempted 
to land in the early morning 
darkness and dense fog. 

But the tower lost radio 
contact with the plane about 6: 10 
a.m. when the plane's wing hit 
the ground. The aircraft then 
spun into a cartwheel before it 
landed nose down in a field. 

As fog blanketed the grounds, 
rescue workers searched for a 
half-hour before locating the 
wreckage a few hundred yards 
from the runway, McBride said. 

National Transportation and 
Safety Board members and 
officials with the Federal 
Aviation Administration began 
inspecting the gyroscope and 
other wreckage to determine the 
cause of the crash. No final 
determination had been made 
late Monday.

Jill Baisinger, senior in history 
and Spanish from Hays, and Jean 
Sonnenfield, graduate student in 
veterinary medicine from Omaha, 



Neb., were among the finalists from 
the Midwest region. 

K-State has produced eight 
Rhodes Scholars in the past 18 
years, including two who were 
selected in December 1990. 

"1 think it's a wonderful 
experience anytime you do an 
extensive project like this. It's a 
learning experience like doing a 
research project," Sonnenfield said. 

"Rhodes wants a well-rounded 
person. So, you're more apt to sit 
down and read a book, and more 
apt to watch the news. Even though 
you should be doing it anyway, you 



just feel more like you should. I 
think anyone who even made it to 
the state competition is a winner." 
she said. 

Rhodes selects' four people from 
each district — 32 in all— for the 
scholarships to Oxford University 
in England. K-State is in District 
Five. Winners, in this district were 
from the University of Kansas, 
University of Iowa, Bryn Mawr 
College in Pennsylvania and 
Harvard University. 

Pamela Dawn McElwee. a 
political science and environmental 
studies graduate of KU, was named 



a Rhodes Scholar. She now works 
in the Washington office of Vice 
President-elect Al Gore. 

Baisinger and Sonnenfield are 
eligible to apply again for the 
Rhodes Scholarship next year if 
they want to. 

"I could apply again next year, 
although I don't know if 1 will," 
Baisinger said. "The woman from 
KU who won — it was her second 
time to apply." 

Sonnenfield also said she wasn't 
sure if she'd apply again.

The exhibit, now on display at the Manhattan

Geographic Society in Washington, D.C., said 
Angela Baier. Sunset Zoo marketing and 
development officer. 

"The exhibit is a display of rare animal 
products from endangered and threatened 
species," Baier said. "The idea of the display is to 
educate the general public on illegal wildlife 
trade. 

"The people involved in this kind of activity 
are usually also involved in illegal drug trade."

Baier said the Holiday Inn was chosen to make 
the exhibit more accessible. 

"We wanted some place that was free to the 
public, because some people can't afford to go to 
the zoo." Baier said. "The Holiday Inn is easily 
accessible, and we wanted to reach as many 
people as possible It's a warm climate, and we 
can also reach out-of-towners who are traveling 
through Manhattan."

The University has once again found a silly 
way to spend money it could be spending 
elsewhere. 

"The Commencement Committee is 
working on ways to enhance the dignity and 
ceremony of our graduation exercises. It has 
established a Subcommittee on Ceremonies to 
consider various proposals for this purpose," a 
flier the administration distributed to faculty, 
students and staff said. 

The idea is to design a mace to be carried at 
the head of the commencement procession to 
symbolize the "corporate nature of this important 
University event," the flier says. 

The Commencement Committee is having 
competition to design a mace "that is formal, 
impressive and emblematic of the entire 
University." 

It estimates the cost of production should 
not exceed more than $2,000. 

Where is this money going to come from? 
Does the University really need a mace to 
symbolize its importance? Have hoards of people 



been complaining commencement isn't 
impressive enough? 

The University is struggling with its budget. 
There are closed sections, unfilled positions and 
heavy workloads.

A professor gave his lecture 
to a student in the hospital three 
times a week so the student 
would be able to complete the 
course.

A professor drove to the 
Kansas City airport to pick up 
the father of a critically ill 
student and was host to the 
father in his home while the 
student recuperated. 

A professor invited a student 
to live with her in order to 
escape a dangerous family 
situation. 

One faculty member paid a 
bail bond for a student employee 
from his personal funds. 

I realize many in the 
University community may be 
tired of hearing one more 
administrator extol the virtues of 
K-State. However, I believe this 
is a contribution of faculty 
members that goes virtually 
unknown and certainly 
unacknowledged. 1 do 
understand that the life of a 
faculty member has many 
demands and priorities, and the 
extra effort it takes to assist a 
student in times of crisis is really 
far beyond anything we have a 
right to respect.

SUPREME COURT 



Decision angers 
pro-choice voice

WASHINGTON — The 
Supreme Court rejected a challenge 
to a Mississippi abortion law 
Monday, encouraging abortion foes 
but angering abortion-rights 
advocates. 

The state law requires women to 
gel counseling and then wait 24 
hours before ending their 
pregnancies. 

Without comment, the justices 
left intact a ruling that denied 
abortion clinic operators a hearing 
when they tried to block the law 
before it took effect last August. 

The issue was how soon after 
such a taw's enactment women may 
sue, claiming it is an undue burden 
on their constitutional right 

Monday's action is not a 
decision on the merits of the 
Mississippi dispute and sets no 
national precedent But it represent 
a setback for abortion-rights 
advocates. 

"It's hard to believe the Supreme 
Court would be so heartless or 
blind to the injustice of allowing 



women in Mississippi to be used as 
human guinea pigs — to force them 
to bear the undue burdens of these 
restrictions and then require them to 
come back for relief," Planned 
Parenthood lawyer Carole Chervin 
said. 

But Burke Balch of the National 
Right to Life Committee said it is 
now clear the court does not believe 
in "endless litigation over whether 
women have the right to know the 
facts about the development of the 
unborn child and about alternatives 
to abortion." 

A federal appeals court threw 
out a challenge to the Mississippi 
state law last August. 

It noted the Supreme Court had 
upheld in June a Pennsylvania law 
that imposes similar counseling 
requirements and an identical 
waiting period 

In that landmark decision last 
June, the justices said states may 
not outlaw most abortions or 
impose undue burdens on women's 
constitutional right to such 
operations.

Somalian relief effort gets under way

Aid groups say half the food 
donated for starving Somalis has 
been stolen by the gangs of gunmen 
who have held sway during a nearly 
2 -year-old civil war. 

An estimated 300,000 Somalis 
have died from starvation, disease 
and fighting this year, and 250,000 
may be in imminent danger. 

Rival militiamen battled for a 
second day in Baidoa, one of the 
inland towns hit hardest by famine. 
A spokesman for the international 



relief agency CARE, Rick Grant, 
said at least 48 people were killed 
and 50 wounded Monday. 

Grant said at least 28 and 
possibly 34 died in fighting Sunday 
between feuding clansmen. 

U.S. troops and smaller contin- 
gents from France. Canada, Egypt. 
Kuwait and other nations hope to 
impose calm so that supplies can 
move safely into the countryside. 

American officials have said 
U.S. troops will fight if necessary. 
But Marl in Fitzwater, White House 



spokesman, said Monday the initial 
response from Somali warlords had 
been better than expected. "Many of 
the problems we had feared most 
have not materialized," he said. 

Kenya announced Monday that it 
closed its border with Somalia to 
prevent armed Somalis from 
seeking refuge. Ethiopia took the 
same step over the weekend. 

The two nations abut nearly all 



of Somalia's land frontier. 

U.S. officers in the Navy's 
amphibious task force said the first 
mission of the Marines off the coast 
would be taking control of the 
seaport and airport at Mogadishu. 

The Marines — who arrived in 
the area last week — will come 
ashore in helicopters and 
amphibious vehicles. First, they will 
secure the airport in Baidoa to pave 



the way for the Army's 10th 
Mountain Division. 

Two Navy F-14s flew over 
Mogadishu, dropping orange flares 
to defend against any attack by 
militiamen armed with shoulder- 
mounted missiles. Pentagon sources 
said F- 1 4s from the aircraft carrier 
USS Ranger flew reconnaissance 
missions over Somalia scouting for 
the Marine landing.

Skaters split games in Dallas 



Loss to SMU, win 

over Memphis mark 
end of preseason

K-State's hockey team finished its 
preseason schedule in Dallas, playing 
two games last Saturday at a 
tournament hosted by Southern 
Methodist University. 

The Wildcats lost to SMU 4-2. 
before talcing the ice again to beat 
Memphis, 7-3. 

In the loss, K-State essentially 
defeated itself, receiving 28 penalty 
minutes. SMU used the power-play 
situations successfully. 

"I was always in the penalty box," 
defensive player Jake Kisel said about 
sitting 12 of the 60 minutes in the 
cool box. "They scored all their goals 
when we were short-handed." 

Right wing offensive player Pat 
Steiner said the penalties "didn't 
really help the team." 

Besides the amount of penalties, 
SMU's goalie was another problem 
for the Cats. K-State's offensive lines 
just couldn't shoot the puck into the 
net. 

"Our offense was really pretty 



good," Steiner said. "Their goalie 
made really good saves. He saved 
about 50 shots." 

In front of their own goal, the Cats 
had the situation under control, 
Steiner said. But SMU converted 
several rebounds coming off the 
goalie successfully. 

"Our defense was great," Steiner 
said. "All their goals came off 
rebounds. You can't control it. They 
just got a few more breaks on 
rebounds." 

Scott Thome scored the two goals 
for the Cats. 

After 30 minutes cooling off after 
the loss, K- State returned to the ice 
against Memphis with a different 
attitude. 

"We talked and I yelled at 
everyone to get pumped up," Steiner 
said. "We skated a lot better, we 
checked better, and hitting was more 
a part in the second game." 

K-State*s goalie had a good game. 
Kisel said, and the offense finally 
found a way to get the puck into the 
net. 

Thome was twice successful, and 
center Yui Namba, in his last game 
for the Cats before returning to Japan, 
had a hat trick, lifting the score from 
2-0 to 5-0 within five minutes of the 



second period. 

Steiner and Mike Bachtle were the 
other two scorers to beat Memphis, 
the first win in ita games for K- 
State's skaters. 

"We were always in the lead, and 
it was not much of a contest, but it 
was a good game," Kisel said. "We 
always had the first line on the ice in 
power-play situations and we 
converted a couple of those. That 
helped." 

The final game on Sunday between 
K-State and SMU was canceled 
because SMU did not have enough 
players to send on the ice. 

The record of 1-5 doesn't look 
impressive, but Kisel and Steiner 
agreed that the team is on its way up. 

"I think we kinda got things 
figured out in the preseason games," 
Kisel said. 

When the Cats open their regular 
Division II season against Kansas, 
they have to be more united. The 
opener is scheduled for Jan. 16 at the 
Kansas Coliseum in Wichita. 

"It's hard to have everyone to 
show up at all games, playing all the 
games late on weekends not closer 
than in Kansas City," Steiner said. "If 
everyone of our 15 players is there, 
we will not lose too many games."

Turnovers lead to Oilers' 
24-7 victory over Chicago

HOUSTON — The Houston Oilers found the Chicago 
Bears in another giving mood on "Monday night. 

The Oilers, capitalizing on two of three Chicago 
turnovers, beat the Bears 24-7, They were ignited by a 26- 
yard interception return for a touchdown by Bubba 
McDowell and Webster Slaughter's 6-yard touchdown 
catch, set up by Ray Childress' fumble recovery. 

The Oilers (8-5) remained in the running for an AFC 
wild-card playoff berth, and the Bears (4-9), continuing to 
wilt under their own miscues, lost their sixth straight 
game. 

"This game was no different, we had to win last week. 
and we had to win this week," Oilers quarterback Cody 
Carlson said. "Now we have to win next week." 

Houston did no more than copy what other teams have 
done to Chicago this season. The Bears have lost 26 
turnovers, and the opposition has produced 1 7 touchdowns 
and two fields goals from the errors. 

Houston's defense also had five quarterback sacks. 

McDowell turned a sleepy defensive struggle into a 10- 
halftime Oiler lead with his theft, and Brad Muster's 
third-quarter fumble was recovered by Childress, setting in 
motion the same scenario. 

"We were looking for a spark, and it felt good," 
I McDowell said. "I was very close to going out of bounds. 
When 1 caught it, I was going toward out of bounds. 

"It was very close." 

Houston's Lorenio White kept the game from being 
4 close. He gained 1 16 yards on 20 carries and went over the 

1.000-yard rushing mark. 

"That was a beautiful interception by Bubba." White 
said. "It motivated us on offense to get out there and score 
some points and not let the defense do all the work." 

"I don't know what else to say," Bears coach Mike 
Ditka said. "They didn't do anything in the first half. It 
was 3-0, and then we threw them a turnover. That's 
something we've learned to do very well." 



After trading defensive punches through the first 
quarter, the Oilers finally took a 3-0 lead on a 19-yard field 
goal, despite the anxious demands of Oiler fans wanting a 
touchdown on fourth down from the Bean 2-yard line. 

Carlson's thud-down pass to Slaughter got the Oilers a 
16-yard gain for a first down at the Chicago 29, and a 10- 
yard pass interference penalty against Lemuel Stinson put 
the ball on Chicago's 6-yard line. 

But two incompletions and a 4-yard gain by White were 
all the Oilers could muster before Al Del Greco's kick. 

The game appeared headed for a 3-0 halftime when 
McDowell stepped in front of Peter Tom Willis' pass 
intended for Neal Anderson and ran down the sidelines 26 
yards with 44 seconds left in the half. It was the first 
touchdown of McDowell's four-year career. 

The Oilers thought they had an interception in the 
second quarter when cornerback Jerry Gray ran down an 
overthrown pass by Willis, but he was flagged for 
interfering with Anthony Morgan, nullifying the theft. 

Despite a 17-0 lead, the Oilers fans booed Coach Jack 
Pardee's decision to have Del Greco attempt a 48-yard 
field goal with fourth down and one to go at the Chicago 
30. Holder Greg Montgomery bobbled the snap for a 1 5- 
yard loss. 

That ignited Chicago's only touchdown, a 17-yard pass 
from Willis to Anderson on the first play of the fourth 
quarter. A 20-yard pass interference penalty against 
cornerback Chris Dishman on a third-and-19 kept the drive 
alive. 

"I don't think I played very bad." Willis said. "We tried 
to establish the running game, and we did that. We had 
good plays — they just didn't work." 

The Oilers answered that with White's 1-yard 
touchdown run with 9:40 left in the game, putting the 
Bears away. 

"For us to have a chance tonight, we needed William 
and Sean to have big games." Pardee said. "We're looking 
forward to the next three games. I'm looking forward to 
them."

The Wildcats face what may be one of their 
toughest non-conference home opponents this 
season when they play the Ohio Bobcats at 7:30 
tonight in Bramlage Coliseum. 

The Bobcats, though 0-2 this season, are not 
strangers lo success. 

Ohio has been to the NCAA tournament eight 
times, winning the championship once. The 
1982-83 team, led by now-Nebraska coach 
Danny Nee, was 23-9 and advanced to the 
second round of the tourney. 

This year's Ohio team is coached by Larry 
Hunter, who has a career record of 351-116, a 
.752 winning percentage. He is the winningest 
coach in the history of Wittenberg University, 
where he coached from 1976 to 1989, and he 
was named the NCAA Division III Coach of the 
Year in 1977. 

But Hunter, now in his third season at Ohio, 
is leading a young Bobcat team that lost alt five 
starters from last year's squad. Two freshmen 
and two sophomores will start for the Bobcats, 
and the top returner from last season's 18-10 
team, junior forward Ryan Greenwood, 
averaged just 6. 1 points a game. 

This season's top scorer is 6-foot-7 freshman 
center Gary Trent, who is averaging 1 3 points 
and 1 1 rebounds a game. 

"We're just very young and require 
patience," Hunter said. 

The Cats, with convincing victories over 
Coppin Slate and Lafayette, are looking to go 3- 
for the second consecutive season. 

The Wildcats have made 48 percent of their 
field goals this season, including 44 percent of 
their 3-pointers. 



But K-State has struggled at times, and the 
inside game is still having trouble scoring 
points. 

"Offensively, we're about where I thought 
we'd be." K-State coach Dana All nun said. "I 
didn't think we'd be very far along, and we're 
not." 

At least five Wildcat players have managed 
to score in double figures in each of the first two 
contests. Senior guard Vincent Jackson leads the 
team with a per-game average of 14 points. 

On the defensive end, the Wildcats are giving 
up just 62 points a game but have yet to play a 
school that came into the game with a victory. 

"Defensively, 1 thought we'd be more solid 
than we are. and I thought we'd be a much better 
rebounding team than we are right now," 
Airman said. "We're not rebounding very well at 
all." 

The Cats, who have out-rebounded their 
opponents 78-65, are led on the boards by junior 
forward Deryl Cunningham. He is averaging 
more than eight rebounds a game, including 
seven boards in 21 minutes against Lafayette. 

Freshman center Jerrell Roberson — at 6-9, 
the tallest Cat — recorded six rebounds in just 
15 minutes in K-State's 86-63 win. He pulled 
down five of those in eight minutes of first-half 
action. 

"I try to fire the team up as much as I can." 
Roberson said "I try to come off the bench and 
give the team a lift, and it seems like when I get 
fired up, the whole team gets fired up. 

"I just want to do whatever it takes to win 
games. All I'm concerned with is getting a *W 
in the win column." 

Tonight's contest will be the first meeting 
between the two schools.

performance in this year's election 
was the worst in 24 years, losing 
five of 18 seats. Karr won his 
leadership race by only one vote. 

After the voting, the most-asked 
question was whether unity would 
prevail after clove leadership races. 

"Hey. we've got our parking 
spaces (on the Statehouse 
grounds),' ' Snowbarger said. 

"You bet." 

The four caucuses filled 26 
positions, and more than two-thirds 
of the jobs went to white men. 
Eight positions will be filled by 
women, but Sawyer, who is 
Hispanic, is the only nonwhite 
leader. 

Most of the Republican leaders 
— including Miller and Burke — 
come from the moderate wing of 
the party Both Miller and Burke 
have pro-choice voting records, fnr 
example. 

The most significant contested 
race was for House speaker. Miller 
defeated Rep. Bob Mead, R- 
Pawnee, who described himself as 



more conservative fiscally and 
promised a more open leadership 
style. 

In the House, the speaker has the 
power to set the debate calendar 
and make all committee assign- 
ments Republicans will have 66 of 
the House's 125 seats when the 
1993 Legislature convenes. 

Thirty-eight voted for Miller to 
28 for Mead. 

Miller, a 48-year-old farmer, is 
considered a moderate, and 



Democrats have said they might be 
able to form coalitions with some 
GOP representatives to get 
progressive legislation passed. 

Miller also is a known quantity. 
He served as majority leader in 

1989 and 1990, then was elected 
minority leader after Republicans 
lost control of the House in the 

1990 elections. Some Republicans 
gave his office credit for 
engineering th&GOP's return to 
power this year.

Precision is key for newest Senate leader

The Kansas Senate has its first 
female majority leader. 

Sheila Frahm, R-Colby. 
represents the 40th District, 
which encompasses most of 
northwest Kansas. She was 
elected to majority leader 
Monday. 

Frahm will be responsible for 
determining which bills will be 
debated in Senate and when they 
will be debated 

She will also coordinate that 
schedule with the House of 
Representatives. 



"I think 
she'll do an 
excellent 
job," Lana 
Oleen, It- 
Manhattan, 
said. 

"She has 
the kind of 
temperament, 
reserve and 
strength Chat I 
think is nec- 
essary in that position." 

Oleen said she thought the 
current leadership in the Senate 
represents a good balance 




between rural and urban interests 
in the state. 

Frahm' s district includes 15 
primarily rural counties, while 
re-elected Senate President Bud 
Burke, R-Olathe. represents 
Johnson County, the Kansas City 
area. 

Frahm said her leadership 
style would be organized and 
precise, and she would be 
conscientious of the desires of 
the entire Republican caucus. 

"Due to the lack of a clear 
agenda by the governor, I will be 
working with the Republican 
leadership to put together an 



agenda of our own," she said. 

She said some of the 
important items on her agenda 
would include health care 
reform, worker's compensation, 
the expiration of tax lids on 
county government and the cost 
of community colleges. 

Oleen said she agreed that the 
entire Republican caucus would 
be working hard to develop an 
agenda for next year. 

"It's difficult at this time to 
know exactly what the 
governor's message will be. 
other than budget concerns," she 
said. 



As majority leader, Frahm 
will automatically serve on the 
Organization, Calendar and 
Rules Committee, where she will 
work with Burke and five other 
senators to appoint committee 
chairs and assign committee 
responsibilities for the entire 
Senate. 

Oleen said she has served with 
Frahm on several committees in 
the past and plans to in the 
future, 

"She does her homework, and 
she's a straight shooter. That's 
what you want in a majority 
leader," Oleen said. 



MOGADISHU, Somalia — Mobbed by the 
media but meeting no resistance, American 
troops landed by the glow of the moon and TV 
lights shortly after midnight local time 
Wednesday to extend heavily armed helping 
hands to Somalia's starving millions. 

Troops moved swiftly to seize the capital's air 
and sea ports. 

Amphibious vehicles came out of the Indian 
Ocean, rolled over the dunes and to the airport. 

Meanwhile, a company of Marines in rubber 
rafts slipped into the port about a mile away, AP 
correspondent Jeffrey Ulbrich reported from 
aboard the USS Tripoli. 

The Marines were taking control of the airport 
and harbor in the first step of a plan to seize vital 
gateways for international aid and get food, 
medicine and other supplies. 

More than 300 .(XX) Somalis already have died 
in one of history's most savage famines, and the 
United Nations says 2 million more are at risk of 
starvation. The aid operation has been disrupted 
by civil war and looting. 

The first reconnaissance team of 20 Na\> 
frogmen and Marines came out of the sea four

What about 
the long term?

WASHINGTON — U.S. forces are entering 
Somalia to stabilize a country with no 
government, devastated by starvation with 
armed bands blocking food deliveries. 

Even if the mission succeeds, will the African 
nation slip back into anarchy when they leave? 

In one sense, the U.S. mission is limited: Use 
a show of overwhelming force to enable relief 
workers to do their job without interference from 
the rival gangs. But left unclear are the answers 
to longer-term questions. 

Will the U.S. forces inevitably have to take 
the guns away from the warlords and their 
followers? And would that change the nature of 
the U.S. mission and extend it well beyond what 
anyone now is contemplating? 

With all the uncertainty, one prediction seems 
sure: While President Bush dispatched the U.S. 
troops, it will fall to President Clinton to decide 
when they come home. 

At a news conference Tuesday at the Capitol, 
Clinton suggested he'd define the U.S. mission 
narrowly: establishing secure supply lines. But 
the president-elect sounded skeptical of talk that 
the U.S. forces could withdraw by mid-January. 

Rep. Dave McCurdy, D-Okla., chairman of 
the House Intelligence Committee, said the 
United States ought to be planning the transfer 
of authority to a U.N peacekeeping force. 

"You have a trauma patient," McCurdy said 
of Somalia. "You stabilize him and then hand 
him over to the experts." 

A positive sign: U.S. special envoy Robert 
Oakley said the price of guns had dropped 
sharply in Mogadishu, 

"People feel they aren't going to use their 
weapons and are getting rid of them," he said. 

The prospects for long-term stability seem 
uncertain at best. 

"It's premature to think about national 
discussions," said David Smock, an Africa 
scholar at the U.S. Institute for Peace.

Four K-Staie students topped 115 other 
professional competitors to win fourth place in the 
Heart of the Park Design Competition. 

Jason Jones, senior in parks and recreation 
administration; Eric Hornig, senior in landscape 
architecture; Ami Ackerman, junior in park 
resource management; and Craig Rhodes, senior in 
landscape architecture, formed the only student 
team to place in the competition for Hermann Park 
in Houston. The students were awarded $2,500. 

All other winners were from professional firms. 

The project was a class assignment for Design 
of Park and Recreation Areas, said Stephanie 
Rolley, assistant professor of landscape 
architecture. 

Five teams from the class turned in designs, and 
three of them were submitted. 

Rolley said the guidelines of the contest were to 
create a design to enhance the existing park and 
make it "a place for people." 

"The part we had to change was the center axis 
of a big park," Rhodes said. 

The designs were limited to a 5400-million 
budget, Rolley said. 

Hornig said the core of the team's design was a 
reflecting pool with fluctuating water levels. 
During the day, the pool's fountains would only be 
two feet tall, allowing children to play in the water. 
The fountains would be 30 feet tall at night. 

"The climate in Houston is incredibly hot, and 
we wanted a place where people could just relax 
near the water." Homig said. 

Ackerman said the fluctuating water levels of 
the fountains will also conserve water, because 
there are sometimes water shortages in Houston. 

Rolley said the students" design for the 
reflecting pool was the main feature cited by the 
contest judges in their comments. 

Hornig said the team worked on their design 
from late October to early November. 

The contest was sponsored by the Rice Design 
Alliance, associated with Rice University.

I was upset by some of the 
views expressed in Liana 
Riesinger's Dec. 3 article. 
"Workshop examines attitudes." 
The article described a Rape 
Awareness Workshop presented 
by the directors of the Women's 
Resource Center.

Parenting is always challenging, 
but doing it alone means twice the 
responsibilities and twice the 
challenges. 

Forty- seven parents attended the 
single-parent event last night at the 
Woodrow Wilson School. 

Unified School District 383 and 
New Directions, a K-State outreach 
program for single parents and 
displaced homemakers, co- 
sponsored the evening's program 

This was the fifth year for the 
event, said Kay Ediger. coordinator 
and Woodrow Wilson School social 
worker. Attendance is usually 45-50 
parents. 

"Being a single parent is difficult 
and rewarding," said Ediger, who is 
a single parent herself. 

"I think that being a single 
parent is a really challenging job, so 
it's important to make use of all the 
resources you can," Ediger said. 



Ediger said one of the greatest 
benefits of the event can be to allow 
single parents 10 meet other single 
parents, so that they may share and 
pool resources.

Representatives from Konza

The new year may bring more 
than holiday cheer for the four- man 
lineup of the band Roach Factory.

Jackson's bucket gives Cats 73-72 win

A crowd of 5,013 — the smallest 
crowd in Bramlage Coliseum history — 
witnessed the Cats, now 3-0, post a 
controversial overtime victory over the 
0-3 Ohio Bobcats. 

K-State overcame a 10-point Ohio 
lead to send the game into overtime and 
win 73-72 on a shot from senior Vincent 
Jackson with four seconds to play. 

"In the last time out, we called for 
Vince to drive to the hole," Coach Dana 
Altman said. "He's a senior, and I felt 
comfortable with him to have the ball." 

After taking a pass from guard 
Anthony Beane, Jackson drove to the 
basket, shot over a Bobcat. The ball hit 
the glass and fell through. 

"I felt it was a good shot," Jackson 
said of his only field goal of the game. "I 
had to put touch on it to make it go 
through. 

"When Coach called the play, I knew 
I could hit it," he said. 

But the game wasn't over. 

The Bobcats got the ball and were 
moving the ball down the right side of 



the court. A Bobcat and a Cat fell to the 
court. The official whistled a foul, but 
the lime trickled off the clock, and the 
game ended. 

K-State fought back when the Cats 
were down 48-38 with 17:25 left in 
regulation. The Cats went on a 17-2 run 
and shut out Ohio for eight minutes. 

"We were in great danger," Altman 
said. "We turned it up a notch." 

The 17-2 run was fueled by three 3- 
pointers as K-State regained the lead. 
Two of the 3-pointers were made by 
Henson, the Cats leading scorer with 17 
points. Jones, who tied Mitch Richmond 
for third place on the K-State career 3- 
point charts with 58, fired the other shot 
from behind the arch. 

Slowly, Ohio crawled back with 
nearly nine minutes left in regulation to 
tie the game. Gus Johnson got Ohio 
within two with 2: 1 4 to play. 

Deryl Cunningham, who had a career- 
high 14 points, missed a one-and-one 
shot with 1:53 left in the game. 

K-State got one more chance to score 
when it pressured Bobcats as Ohio 
brought the ball down the court. Beane 



came away with a steal but missed his 
shot. But Cunningham rebounded and 
scored from underneath with 30 seconds 
in the game. 

K-State jumped to a 15-4 lead to start 
the game before the Bobcats took a 33- 
3 1 margin into halftime. 

"Ohio came in here and scrapped." 
Altman said. "They're a very good ball 
club. We were very fortunate to win." 



Ohio was led in scoring by freshman 
Gary Trent. Trent scored 22 points and 
pulled down eight rebounds. 

"We didn't do well covering him," 
Altman said. "(Ron) Lucas got around 
him and denied him the ball in the 
second half." 

Trent scored 14 points in the first half 
before being slowed by the Cat defense. 
He made 1 1 of 1 3 field goals.

Ohio coach upset with controversial ending

Tuesday night, the Cats may 
have gotten away with one. 

"I've been a coach for 17 
years, and I've seen a lot of 
things," Ohio coach Larry 
Hunter said. "And I think that 
was one of the worst." 

"That" was the controversial 
manner in which the Cats' 73- 
72 victory over the Ohio ended. 

With just under four seconds 
to play in overtime, K Stales 
Vincent Jackson made a basket 
that put the Cats up by one. The 
Bobcats, who had no timeouts, 
quickly threw the ball in. 
Freshman guard Gus Johnson 
raced towards mid-court and 
was seemingly fouled by 
Jackson. 

The official, after a brief 
hesitation, whistled the play 
dead and motioned a blocking 
foul — a foul that would have 
put Ohio on the free-throw line 
with a chance to win the game. 



But as the ball rolled 
towards the sideline, and the 
final seconds ticked away, the 
officials ran off the court. 

"It was a foul on the 
offensive dribble," Ron 
Zetcher, a Big Eight official, 
said. "My partner told me he 
thought the bom had gone off." 

As it was, the Cats record 
improved to 3-0. 

"I saw a block called," 
Hunter said. "But then the other 
official waves him off the floor. 

"You want to cry. You 
almost have to laugh." 

Perhaps it wasn't the first 
time Hunter wanted to cry. 

The Ohio bench was called 
for a technical foul early in the 
first period. At the end of 
regulation, Cat guard Anthony 
Beane stole the ball from the 
Bobcats on a play that led to 
the Cats' tying bucket — a play 
that he said he thought merited 
a whistle. 

"At the end of regulation, 



we get killed," he said. 

But it was the play that 
ended the game that he said 
was the most costly. 

"It was just a heck of a ball 
game, and 1 think other people 
decided the outcome." 

Did the fact that those "other 
people" were Big Eight 
officials mean anything? 

"You saw the game," Hunter 
said. "You don't have to ask." 

Wildcat coach Dana Altman 
said that he didn't see whether 
or not the time had run off the 
clock when the call was made.

Leviathan 
lurks for 
ice fishers 

"Loooord. it's as big as a goddamned 
baby!" — Robert Earl Keen Jr.. "Five Pound 
Bass" 



In February of 1985, a 35-pound striped bass 
was lifted from ice of Cheney Reservoir near 
Wichita. It was the state record for a while. 

Every winter since, Kansas ice-fishers have 
caught stripers weighing at least 25 pounds. 

Try to imagine it. Your power auger has 
hacked through the ice, and now you sit in a 
folding chair, your short ice rod in your gloved 
hands. The line is hanging straight into the water 
It is positively glacial, so nippy your ears 
have retrogressed into your scalp. Your friends 
back in the city think you are crazy. And you are. 

The line goes tight, and you reel in a fish too 
huge to fit through the hole. Then the ice breaks, 
and you fall in. 

Forget the falling-in part, and it can be the 
acme of your angling life. 

Crappie, striped bass and white bass are easy 
to catch when the cold winds blow, and the top 
five inches of Kansas lakes freeze thick. The real 
sport is not dying. 

Hypothermia kills quickly. Drowning may 
precede hypothermia if the current is moving 
under the ice. 

The challenge is to wait for safe ice. Some 
winters are too warm to 
freeze deep enough. And 
warm currents can make 
certain sections of ice 
shallower than others. 
Watch where you walk 

Ice fishers usually start 
in the upper one-third of a 
lake, along the inlet 
channels in five to 20 feet 
of water. 

Gizzard shad is 
preferred for ice fishing, 
as cold water stresses 
shad, killing much of the 
population. 

A fish strikes with less 
vigor in the winter. 
Ultralight tackle and 
sensitive rods help indicate a strike. 

There's not a bunch of strategy once the bait 
goes through the hole, unless waiting is a 
strategy. Don't stomp around or start a fire on 
the ice. Smoke cigarettes, eat beef jerky, remain 
calm. Do not think about cracks in ice. 

Once the fish is on the hook, there is the 
problem of removing the leviathan from the 
fishy depths. Doubtless, the hole you cut will be 
too small for the fish you catch or just barely 
wide enough. 

A gaff hook will help some here. They are 
stronger and will take more jostling without 
giving up the fish. 

Tuttle Creek Reservoir is good for ice fishing, 
especially crappie and white bass. 

Cheney Reservoir will yield many large 
stripers, as well as crappie and white bass. 

Glen Elder, Wilson and Council Grove are 
also noted for ice fishing. 

There are no limits on white bass, Striped 
bass have a limit of two per day, and crappie 
have a limit of 50.

However, 
if someone wants to use a religious 
belief to justify their opinion on the 
issue, I do not believe that makes the 
person the Grand Inquisitor or on 
some religious crusade. 

This country was built upon 
religious tolerance, and that doesn't 
mean you have to be humanistic to be 
tolerant. Ii is possible to be tolerant 
and have an opinion. 

Be careful who you call intolerant; 
remember, what goes around comes 
around.

I suggest you take a second look at 
J.A.S. It was J.A.S. who said a 
professor should not express ;in 
opinion on abortion — I call that 



intolerance. It was J.A.S. who said 
"people" need to understand that 
abortion is wrong. That does not 
sound to me like just an opinion, but 
rather a prescription others must use 
and follow, or they are being immoral. 
You call that tolerance? 

I think it is obvious that J.A.S.

Hope troops 
with welcome 




ASSOCIATED PREM 

MOGADISHU, Somalia — U.S. 
Marines freed the capital from the 
grip of warring gunmen 
Wednesday. 

And Ihey opened the way for 
mighty air convoys of soldiers and 
supplies to revive Somalia's 
starving interior. 

The first mercy flight to 
Mogadishu hours after troops 
stormed ashore brought in 
powdered formula for famished 
children and adults. 

The Marines' next goal was to 
seize inland airstrips from bandits 
so that big U.S. transports can fly in 
tons of life-giving grain where it is 
needed most. The first of thousands 
of Army troops for the mission 
were to arrive today. Defense 
Secretary Dick Cheney said in 
Washington. 



Amid the thump of chopper 
blades and the rumble of 
amphibious vehicles, Somalis 
crowded hillsides and jammed into 
the airport to welcome the 1,800 
Marines who brought Mogadishu 
one of its most peaceful days since 
civil war broke out two years ago. 

There was no resistance 

The teen-age gunmen and their 
cannon-mounted jeeps — the terror 
of the city since President 
Mohamed Siad Barre was 
overthrown in January 1991 — 
appeared mostly to have slipped out 
of town and into the bush. 

But reporters saw youths riding 
in one pickup truck dismount two 
machine guns and stow them on the 
floor as the pickup approached a 
Marine checkpoint. 

Mogadishu was in a festive

"Members of our squad have been 



discouraged because of the negative 
comments," Smith said.

Smith asked students if they thought 
the cheerleaders represent the campus 
Several students replied "Hell no."

"A white female made the squad 
who had fallen during tryouts and was 
allowed to start over," she said. "This 
was very discouraging for me after 
working and practicing so hard." 

Smith said she is not the only one 
having trouble being treated fairly at 
K-State. She gave several examples of 
friends who are facing the same 



problems. 

"K-State. I think we have been 
robbed long enough," she said 
repeatedly. "I cannot believe I am 
paying money for this University. 

The team has started a petition 
directed to President Jon Wefald, the 
cheerlcading squad and the athletic 
department to show how unfairly 
multicultural organizations are treated 
at K-State, Smith said. 

She said the rumor of the team 
duplicating the Classy Cats or 
cheerleaders is false. 

"We are not just a duplicate of the 
Classy Cats with pom-pons." she said. 
"Let us show you what we are all 
about." 

They then performed for students 
packed in the Courtyard and those 
watching from the balconies.

► BLAST CITED IN DEATH 
OF 8 VIRGINIA MINERS 

NORTON, Va. (AP) — Rescue 
workers Wednesday night recovered the 
bodies of seven of the eight miners 
missing more than a mile underground 
since a mine explosion Monday, 

Bill Tattersall, assistant U.S. labor 
secretary for mine safety and health, said 
it appeared the explosion killed them. 

The search for the eighth miner was 
called off because methane gas levels 
became dangerously high, rescuers said. 

Families awaited the news of their 
relatives for more than 60 hours, holding 
out hope that the miners were still alive. 

It was the worst mining disaster in 
Virginia since 1 957, when 37 miners died 
in an explosion in Tazewell County. The 
cause of the explosion hasn't been 
determined.

Clinton calling 
for ethics reforms 



Lawmakers seek 
to shorten sessions

TOPEKA — Three Republican 
legislators launched efforts 
Wednesday to win adoption of a 
proposed constitutional amendment 
to shorten the Legislature's annual 
session. 

Sponsoring the proposal are 
senator-elect Mark Parkinson of 
Olathe, Rep. Kent Glasscock, R- 
Manhattan and representative-elect 
Gary Haulmark of Lenexa. It is 
designed to cut IS working days 
from the session. 

Parkinson, Glasscock and 
Haulmark said they are concerned 
that longer sessions make it harder 



for working Kansans, especially 
professionals, to serve in the 
Legislature. They also believe the 
proposal could save taxpayers SI 
million. 

"We have to decide what kind of 
Legislature we want," Glasscock 
said during a Statehouse news 
conference. "Kansas traditionally 
has had a citizen Legislature." 

Currently, the state constitution 
puts no limit on sessions in odd- 
numbered years and declares that 
sessions in even-numbered years 
will last 90 working days, unless 
two-thirds of the members of both 
houses vote to extend it.

Rules target 

Washington's 
revolving door

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. — 
People seeking top government 
jobs from President-elect Clinton 
will have to do more than pass a 
job interview. 

Tough new ethics rules 
unveiled Wednesday require them 
to sign an unprecedented pledge 
meant to keep them from cashing 
in on their government con- 
nections down the road. 

The rules are designed to slam 
— or at least slow — what has 
become known as Washington's 
revolving door, which allows 
federal officials to turn around 
and lobby their former agencies a 



year after leaving government 
service. 

Current law bars most federal 
employees from lobbying their 
agencies for a year. 

"In recent years, too many high 
officials began to sell their access 
and influence almost the day after 
they left office," transition 
director Warren Christopher said. 
"That saps public confidence in 
the entire political process." 

The same refrain had been 
repeated throughout the 
presidential campaign and struck 
a chord with voters. Clinton 
pledged to enact ethics reforms if 
elected, and Ross Perot ridiculed 
high-price lobbyists "in alligator 
shoes" for selling their country 
short after leaving government.

Fred Germann, a 1 949 K-State 
graduate, received the 1992 College 
of Agriculture Distinguished Alum- 
nus Award at the Homecoming ag- 
riculture alumni gathering Nov. 21. 

The award recognizes living 
alumni who personify the College 
of Agriculture's tradition of excel- 
lence, bringing distinction to them- 
selves and to the University, said 
William Am stein Jr., agriculture 
alumni coordinator. 

"1 was extremely flattered they 
thought I was worthy," Germann 
said, "I have always been connec- 
ted and interested in K-State. It was 
a real honor to receive this award." 

Germann has been devoted to 
the farming industry his whole life, 
said his brother-in-law John 
Wilson. 

"He's been a lifelong outstand- 
ing farmer. He started out in 4-H by 
showing pigs, and he went from 
there to create a good industry." 

In the application for nomi. 
nation, Germann's nephew Ron 
Wilson wrote: "He has given great- 
ly of himself to his profession, to 
KSU and to his fellow man. He is a 
successful and innovative livestock 
producer who has served as presi- 
dent of KLA (Kansas Livestock 
Association), Pork Producer's 
Council and KSU's Essential Edge 
fund drive." 

Among his achievements in the 
farming industry, Germann said his 
main interest is in pork production. 
He was a pioneer in producing 
Specific Pathogen Free (SPF) 
Durocs and Yorkshires. 

For several years, his herd pro- 



duced more recorded purebred SPF 
litters than any other producer in 
the nation. 

"In my many years in this indus- 
try, I have primarily worked in the 
livestock area," Germann said. 
"I've always done what 1 could to 
serve that industry." 

He was also a charter member of 
the K-State-based Livestock and 
Meat Industry Council. As council 
president for three years, he led the 
group's support for the agriculture 
industry. 

"I enjoyed being a part of the 
Livestock and Meat Industry Coun- 
cil because we supported the indus- 
try by raising a considerable 
amount of money. The money was 
used at the University to aid in 
research, award scholarships and 
improve facilities." 

Germann has also been a 
community leader. 

He was the Geary County Farm 
Bureau Leader of the Year in 1971 
and has served on the state Farm 
Bureau commodities committee. He 
has been the agriculiural represen- 
tative on the Geary County Exten- 
sion Council. 

Germann is currently a board 
member of the First State Bank in 
Junction City, and he served on the 
board of the Flint Hills Rural 
Electric Cooperative for nine years. 

Although Germann has achieved 
many things in his lifetime, he said 
he probably takes the most pride in 
his connection to K-State. 

"In our farming operations, we 
have used a number of K-State 
people.

currently exists today,'' Beeby said. 

The library is made up of three structures, 
he said. 

The original T-shaped building was 
constructed in ihe 1920s, the larger square 
structure was added in the 1950s, and the 
glazed window addition was built onto the 
south side of the library in the 1970s. 

"Each building is built from the style of its 
period. Our main concern with this 
renovation is to unify the building," Beeby 
said. 

Beeby said the 1994 structure will 
integrate and upgrade the current building. 

The renovation will give the library a look 
much like the other buildings on campus, he 
said. 

"We are making the building compatible 
10 the existing campus," Beeby said. 

The construction will start in January 1994 
and is estimated to take 30 months, costing 
$28 million. 

"Students are supplying $5 million, 
outside donations make up $5 million dollars 
and $18 million is coming from within the 
state," Hobrock said. 

The library construction will double the 
size of Farrell, he said. 

It will increase space available by 80 
percent. This includes more space for books 
and computers, and increases the seating 
capacity from 850 to 2,000.

Violence 
in India 
at a high

NEW DELHI, India — Rioters wielding 
hatchets and homemade bombs rampaged 
throughout India on Wednesday in a third day of 
religious violence. 

Reports said nearly 700 people died in 
Hindu-Muslim fighting, including 200 on 
Wednesday alone. 

Zealots left a trail of brutality and desecration 
as they battled over the demolition of an ancient 
mosque by Hindu extremists on Sunday. 

Since then, Bombay's slum district, Dharabi, 
a patchwork of Hindu and Muslim colonies, has 
become a war zone. Nightly raiding parties at- 
tack neighboring colonies with knives, hatchets, 
Molotov cocktails and acid- filled light bulbs. 

Army units, with shoot-on- sight authority, 
were sent to assist police in enforcing a curfew 
in the city of 12 million, India's largest and the 
hardest hit by the religious violence. 

The Hindu nationalist Bharatiya Janata Party 
called a general strike to protest the arrest of its 
leaders, who are charged with instigating the 
demolition of the mosque in the northern holy 
town of Ayodhya. 

Prime Minister P.V. Narasimha Rao met 
leaders of the National Front, a leftist opposition 
coalition, to appeal for an alliance against the 
Hindu nationalist party in an attempt to quell the 
violence. He accused the Bharatiya Janata of 
"extreme perfidy" by encouraging the zealots 
who tore apart the mosque. 

Devout Hindus believe the 430-year-old 
mosque stood on the ruins of a prehistoric Hindu 
shrine marking the birthplace of Rama, an 
important god in Hindu mythology.

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Mosque's destruction inane 



THE ISSUE 

Dm rasing of 

theBabri 
mosque in 
India has 
caused much 
•thnJc unrest 



It is difficult to exaggerate the significance 
of the wanton destruction of the Babri mosque in 
Ayodhya, India. The demolition of this mosque 
by a Hindu mob has poisoned the relationship 
between the two largest religious communities in 
India. 

Devout Hindus believe the mosque stood on 
the ruins of a prehistoric Hindu shrine which 
marked die birthplace of Rama, an important god 
in Hindu mythology. 

The mosque's destruction has prompted 
widespread violence and destruction in India and 
neighboring Pakistan and Bangladesh. 

The Indian government put the death toll at 
560 people dead and 2,475 wounded throughout 
India. News agencies have estimated the death 
toll to be near 700 people. This is believed to be 



more accurate. 

This desecration will render the Kashmir 
problem more intractable than ever. And it will 
deepen the suspicion between a largely Hindu 
India and the Moslem nations of the 
subcontinent, Central Asia and the Middle East. 

The outrage at Ayodhya is also a direct 
challenge to me secular state established after 
independence in 1947. 

In demolishing the mosque and beginning 
construction of a temple on its ruins, the Hindu 
fanatics have defied a Supreme Court injunction. 
By are arguing that legal rulings are irrelevant in 
matters of faith, they are calling into question the 
values of a society which is based on the rule of 
law and religious pluralism. 



Larger metaphor to be 
found in America's 
involvement in Somalia 



Our society has fallen prey to 
a "Prime Directive" 
mentality. 
For those of you who don't 
know, the "Prime Directive" is the 
overriding rule of the starship 
Enterprise on Star Trek. It holds 
that members of Starfleet will not in 
any way interfere with the progress 
of another civilization. It implies 
that lesser civilizations must be 
allowed to develop at their own 
pace. 

It's only a fiction to keep a 
fictional Federation from looking 
like an expansionist colonial 
empire. And yet, a similar "Prime 
Directive" has become the 
centerpiece of U.S. foreign policy 
(CIA projects notwithstanding): 
"Thou shalt not interfere with the 
progress or politics of the Third 
World- 
Victim to this policy for the past 
year have been the people of 
Somalia. For a year, U.S. policy 
makers, by refusing to send troops 
to help, allowed Somalis to starve. 
Helping the Somalis was not in "the 



national interest." Somalis must, it 
was claimed, be allowed to resolve 
the situation themselves. 

"Besides," opponents claimed, 
"there are at least 1 5 other areas of 
the world 
where 



violence 
reigns 
unchecked. If 
we can't 
intervene in 
all of them, 
we shouldn't 
here either." 
Now, at 
last, common 
sense has 
prevailed. 
After reports 
from the 
Pentagon 
showed that 
a U.S. 

military presence would probably 
be effective, due to the open terrain 
and ragtag nature of the 
combatants, the administration 
decided to offer U.S. help. The

situation is significantly different 
from other world hot spots, where 
concerted opposition could make a 
military intervention fail. 

It is clear that so far, the 
operation is working. The local 
warlords have fled from U.S.- 
controlled areas, and people are 
being fed. 

But the "Prime Directive" of 
foreign policy is already making 
another appearance. Adherents to 
the commandment say that U.S. 
troops should stabilize the country 
and then get out as soon as possible 
The United States, they say. should 
resist the opportunity to help alter 
Somali politics, letting the Somali 
solve their own problems. 

That option is sheer insanity. If 
indeed the Somali would be 
allowed the voice to solve their 
country's problems, then that 
answer might be just. But leaving 
the people of Somalia to the whims 
of warlords is not a solution to the 
problem It is a formula for more 
problems in the future. 

It is clear that our military 
presence, or that of the United 
Nations, must continue until the 
relief- threatening violence has been 
ended. That will not occur until a 
firm government can be established 
in Somalia. We must guarantee that 
the new government includes the 
voices of the Somali people. That 
can only be accomplished if that 



government is established with die 
full advice of the international 
community, including the United 
States. 

What we are seeing in Somalia is 
felt by some to be a dangerous 
precedent — the takeover of a 
country by the international 
community. But it is also a blow 
against our "Prime Directive." If the 
United States and the rest of the 
international community see this 
situation through to the end and do 
their best to help the Somali people 
resolve it, then they will be making 
a grand statement of international 
cooperation. If they pull out too 
soon, then the precedent will be one 
of failure. 

We must absolve ourselves of 
the "Prime Directive." It is time we 
understood that underdeveloped 
nations are not "inferior cultures" 
that need to develop at their own 
pace. They are, rather, partners with 
us in the world — partners that at 
times may need a helping hand. We 
must do our best to bring to them 
the advantages that our social and 
technological development allows. 
We certainty won't always be right, 
but we can at least do our best. If 
we do. we will certainly make 
millions of lives better as a result. 

Then may we all "live long, and 
prosper." 



Affirmative action undermines integrity 



It took me a long time and some research 
before I found the courage and the 
determination to express my views on the 
"racial issue" that undermines our nation. But 
this is it — be ready for a different perspective. 
1 am convinced that affirmative action and 
quotas are at the root of the non-progress of 
racial harmony and are largely responsible for 
the relative lack of economic power of the 
black community.

f denounce the position of affirmative action 
because it instills in minorities the belief that 
they can't help themselves and succeed on 
their own. That they need special assistance to 
achieve. Minorities will have to succeed on 
their own if they want to find pride in their 
accomplishments, self-esteem and respect. 

It's a fact that self-made men and women 
get more respect and admiration than do heirs 
with inherited fortunes. It is also a fact that it is 
more satisfactory to get a job because you are 
the best applicant rather than wondering if the 
company needed to fill its quotas, not wanting 
to get into trouble with affirmative action. 

Giving special treatment to an ethnic group 
is silently admitting and reinforcing the belief 
that this particular group can't make it on its 
own, and that skin color has an effect on our 
intellect. 

This is nonsense. Affirmative action and 
quotas involuntarily perpetuate the racist 
belief that if you are a minority, you are 
not as smart as if you were a white male and 
are too weak to make it on your own.

Soldiers are capable 

of more than killing

Reading Kelly Klawonn's 
latest diatribe led me to wonder 
if she ever reads the more 
reasoned columns that appear in 
the Collegian from time to time. 
John Hart gave us such a column 
on Dec. 7. 

In it, he cautioned against the 
stereotypical thinking that 
"promotes patterns of 
intolerance and ignorance" and 
leads to the categorical rejection 
of ideas "because of political or 
ideological biases." 

Referring to the soldiers 
ordered to Somalia as "trained 
killers" in her first paragraph, 
KJawonn gives clear warning of 
the mindless argument to follow 
Her underlying bias is later 
revealed in her totally clumsy, 
unsupported conclusion.

That President Bush failed to 
do so reflects, I think, a craven 
unwillingness to face the 
cynicism that would have 
greeted such action during a 
presidential campaign. That this 
humanitarian action can be so 
defamed even after the election 
and in full view of the 
unspeakable deprivation, 
suffering and victimization that 
is occurring in Somalia is a 
potent reminder of the power of 
ideology. 

Klawonn professes to be 
disturbed by the images and 
suffering in Somalia, but not 
enough to do anything about it! 
In today's global village, if you 
are not pan of the solution, you 
are part of the problem.

public servants are working for 
them, not for special interests,"

president who would run on the 
same ticket as the president.

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Cone returns to Royals

LOUISVILLE. Ky. — After six years in the bright lighls of 
the big city, David Cone is returning to his Midwestern roots. 

The 29-year-old right-hander and the Kansas City Royals 
agreed Tuesday 10 an SIS million, three-year contract thai 
makes him the highest-paid pitcher in baseball. 

Cone gets a record $9 million signing bonus, by far the 
largest ever, and salaries of $3 million per season. His $6 
million annual average tops the previous high for a pitcher, 
$5,425,000 in the two-year deal signed last fall between Jack 
Morris and the Toronto. 

"They made me an offer 1 couldn't refuse," he said. 

The deal sent Cone, born and raised in Kansas City, back to 
the team where he started his pro career. Ever since they sem 
Cone, then a young, struggling reliever, to the New York Mets 
on March 28, 1987, for four minor leaguers, the Royals had 
wanted to get htm again. 

"Obviously, he was pan of a trade we shouldn't have made 
a few years ago," Royals general manager Herk Robinson said. 

Since that dreadful deal. Cone has gone on to become one 
of the best pitchers in baseball. He went 20-3 with a 2.22 ERA 
for the Mets in 1988. and last year led the majors with 261 
strikeouts white with the Mets and Toronto. 

Cone. 29, is 84-51 lifetime with a 3.01 ERA. He has 
averaged nearly a strikeout per inning since 1986. 

The World Series champion Blue Jays, who got Cone from 
the Mets last August, were one of four teams courting Cone, 
including the New York Yankees. 

"Kansas City was my first choice," he said. 

"I know a lot was written about how I'd like to play in New 
York," he said. "The Yankee negotiations were rather strange, 
needless to say. I think the chaos surrounding the front office 
there is self-explanatory." 

The Yankees had said they wanted to sign a top-line starter. 



but concentrated on National League Cy Young winner Greg 
Maddux. They did not actively pursue Cone. 

The Royals, meanwhile, knew what they wanted. 

"David was our No. I priority in pitching." Kansas City 
manager Hal McRac said. "He gives us innings, a good 
competitor, a complete game guy." 

Cone gave the Mets several good years, becoming a full- 
time starter in 1987 and never having a losing season. 

In late August, however, the Mets decided they would not 
be able — or willing — to pay what it would cost them to keep 
Cone, so they traded him to Toronto for second baseman Jeff 
Kent and center fielder Ryan Thompson. 

Cone was 1 3-7 with a 2.88 ERA for the Mets before the 
trade. He went 4-3 with a 2.55 ERA for Toronto. 

Along with Cone, the Royals signed two other free agents. 
They lured shortstop Greg Gagne from Minnesota and kept 
infielder Curtis Wilkerson. 

Gagne, one of the best fielding shortstops in baseball, 
signed a three- year, $10.7 million contract. 

Gagne was signed a few weeks after the Royals acquired 
Gold Glove second baseman Jose Lind from Pittsburgh. 

"We made a lot of errors last year. We wanted to address a 
lot of needs at the winter meetings, and defense was one of 
them," Royals manager Hal McRae said, "We needed 
someone to catch the ball," 

Kansas City split shortstop last season between young 
David Howard and Wilkerson. 

"Nothing against David, but he's not the player that Gagne 
is," McRae said. 

Gagne put together a 53-game errorless streak last year for 
Minnesota. He had a 973 fielding percentage and 18 errors. 

Gagne. 31 , anchored the Twins* infield during World Series 
championship seasons in J 987 and 1991. 

Gagne hit .246 with seven home runs and 39 RBIs last 
season. He is a .249 career hitler in 10 years.

Braves sign Maddux 

for $28 million in latest 
example of free-for-all

LOUISVILLE, Ky. — A day after 
spending a single-day record of $125 
million on 16 players, major-league 
teams gave $72.75 million to seven free 
agents. 

Greg Maddux got Wednesday's big 
deal: a $28-million, five-year contract 
from the Atlanta Braves. 

Maddux, the top pitcher available this 
offseason, turned down an offer from the 
New York Yankees worth at least $6 
million more. He joined David Cone, 
Doug Drabek and Jose Guzman on the 
list of pitchers who spurned the 
Yankees' big bucks in recent weeks. 

On a day that would have seemed 
busy had it not come after Tuesday's 
record spending spree, outfielder Andre 
Dawson, rejected by the Chicago Cubs, 
agreed to a $9,3-miltion, two-year deal 
with the Boston Red Sox. 

Pitcher Mike Moore, offered only a 
two-year deal from the Oakland A's, 
agreed with the Detroit Tigers on a 
three-year contract worth $10 million. 

Reliever Randy Myers, a free agent 
after just one season in San Diego, 



agreed to an $11 -million, three-year 
contract with the Chicago Cubs. Todd 
Worrell, a reliever for the St. Louis 
Cardinals since 1985, went to the Los 
Angeles Dodgers for $9.5 million over 
three years. 

In other activity, the Montreal Expos 
sent pitcher Mark Gardner and pitcher 
Doug Piatt to Kansas City for catcher 
Tim Spehr and pitcher Jeff Shaw. 

Maddux, 26, joins a staff that already 
includes Tom Glavine, Steve Avery, 
John Smoltz and Pete Smith. Charlie 
Leibrandt was traded to the Texas 
Rangers. The Braves went 98-64 while 
coming within a game of a World Series 
title for the second straight year, and 
they had a team ERA of 3. 14. 

Braves general manager John 
Schuerholz said this "provides the 
Atlanta Braves with the most formidable 
starting rotation in all of baseball." 

Maddux gets a $2.5-million signing 
bonus, $5 million in 1993, $3.5 million 
in 1994, $5 million in 1995 and $6 
million each in 1996 and 1997. He was 
20-1 1 for the Chicago Cubs in 1992 and 
won the NL Cy Young Award. 

Dawson, a popular 38-year-old 
outfielder for the Cubs since 1987, 
wanted to stay at Wrigley Field but 
wanted more than a one-year deal, alt 
the Cubs were willing to offer.

$4.25 million in 1994. 

"Being realistic, I know the move to 
the American League will be 
advantageous fm me," said Dawson, a 
.282 career hitter with 399 homers and 
1.425 RBI. 

"There will be a point in time when I 
need a day off and I can DH. But right 
now, I think I'm targeted to play right 
field." 

Boston didn't offer salary arbitration 
to its right fielder last season, Tom 
Brunansky. 

Moore, a 33-year-old right-hander, 
was offered a two-year contract by 
Oakland. But the A's withdrew it

1995. 

Myers got a $1 -million signing bonus 
from the Cubs along with salaries of 
$3.25 million in 1993 and 1994. and 
$3.5 million in 1995. 

In other baseball news, the Red Sox 
also signed big-name free agent Tom 
Henke. 

Henke. 35 on Dec. 21, was 3-2 with 
34 saves and a 2.26 ERA for the Toronto 
Blue Jays in 1992. He has 220 saves in 
1 1 major league seasons. 

He has been one of baseball's most 
dominant and consistent stoppers. He 
has struck out 695 batters in 623 innings.

MOGADISHU, Somalia — Troops opened 
fire on a truckload of Soma! is who barreled 
through a French checkpoint Thursday night, 
killing two and injuring seven in the first 
bloodshed of the U.S. -led mission in Somalia. 

The shooting came nearly two days after 
American and French soldiers took control of 
Somalia's capital to protect food shipments. The 
two main Somali warlords, whose looting 
clansmen have blocked the convoys, agreed 
Thursday to their first meeting since they began 
fighting two years ago. 

The shooting episode foreshadowed the 
unpredictable situation U.S. troops may face in 
Somalia's interior. Saturday, Marines are to 
escort the first land convoy in a month to strife- 
torn Baidoa, 1 25 miles to the northwest. 

CARE International said Thursday night its 
five-member staff in Baidoa had barricaded 
themselves inside their compound in anticipation 
of an armed attack by clansmen. The staff were 
an American, two Britons and two Australians. 

CARE's manager in Mogadishu, Rhodri 
Wynn-Pope, asked American troops to provide 
air cover for the town Thursday night.

Senate 
passes 
Bramlage 
fee

Student senators breathed a sigh of relief as 
the Bramlage Continuance Fee issue was finally 
settled during last night's Senate meeting. 

The bill was approved in a 44-6 vote after 
three weeks of controversy. The fee, $1 for full- 
time students and 50 cents for part-time students, 
will be used for maintenance of the coliseum. 

A motion was made to reconsider the bill 
immediately after it was defeated Nov. 20, It was 
later tabled due to controversy over 
parliamentary procedures. 

Student Tribunal ruled, in this case, that 
reconsideration was in order, and the bill easily 
surpassed the needed two-third majority vote. 
However, tribunal will be setting definite 
guidelines concerning the reconsideration of bills 
next spring. 

Student Governing Association also passed 
on a 40- 1 vote with one abstention. 

The new policy will result in changes for 
many campus groups. A conference committee 
will be established and will consist of three 
members appointed by Senate's finance

the department wanted to have total say in 
where the money was spent, said Ryan 
Hampl, KSET member and junior in 
mechanical engineering technology. 

More than one month ago. KSET 
president Russ Revey. junior in 
engineering technology, said on behalf of 
the group he asked the department for 
information on its activity, including a list 
of where student fees were being spent. 

"The list that said where all the money 
was being spent wasn't too descriptive, so 
we asked the department head. (John) 
Ulrich, to fill in the blanks," Revey said. 



"He followed up with that for us and 
prepared a revised list Then the feeling at 
the KSET meeting was that some of the 
money was not being spent fairly." 

At the Dec. 3 KSET meeting, students 
talked about why student fee money wjs 
being spent on the Department of Energy 
lab. The K-State lab is one of 12 electric 
vehicle operator sites, Ulrich said 

The program is partially funded by a 
grant from the Department of Energy that 
is matched by the University and the 
utility companies, he said.

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Yeltsin wants 
referendum 
to decide rule

MOSCOW — President Boris 
Yeltsin declared Thursday he could 
no longer work with Russia's hard- 
line lawmakers. 

He proposed a nationwide 
referendum to decide whether he or 
Congress should run the nation. 

Frustrated by the rejection of his 
reformist prime minister a day 
earlier by the Congress of People's 
Deputies, Yeltsin accused legis- 
lators of trying start a "creeping 
coup" to send the country "on the 
road to nowhere." 

In a campaign to bypass the 
Congress and appeal directly to the 
people, Yeltsin proposed a Jan. 24 
referendum on whether there 
should be new presidential or par- 
liamentary elections in the spring. 

The Congress shot back by 
rejecting Yeltsin's action as 
confrontational, saying any 
referendum should ask whether 
early elections should be held for 
both the president and the 



Congress, Russia's highest 
parliamentary body. 

Returning to the populist tactics 
that carried him to the peak of 
power, the 61-year-old president 
left the Grand Kremlin Palace in 
the afternoon and plunged into a 
crowd of workers on the grease - 
covered assembly lines of an auto 
plant in southeastern Moscow. 

During a blunt, bitter speech 
when the Congress convened 
earlier in the day, Yeltsin accused 
lawmakers of blocking his 
economic reforms and of trying to 
revive "the totalitarian Soviet- 
Communist system." 

"What they failed to do in 
August 1991 they decided to repeat 
now and carry out a creeping 
coup." Yeltsin said. Lawmakers 
responded with jeers. 

Yeltsin's term expires in June 
1996. Elections for Congress are 
scheduled for March 1995. 

Recent public opinion surveys 
show Yeltsin far more popular than 
the Congress.

Manhattan High School averages 
one or two fights a week. 

"Generally, those are between 
willing participants," Principal Jim 
Rezac said. 

"Our primary responsibility, after 
the safety of the kids, is to guarantee an 
educational environment where kids 
can learn," he said. "We do everything 
we can to maintain that environment." 



He said the school uses several 
deterrents, such as hall and cafeteria 
monitors. Two security officers are on 
duty during school hours. 

"We ask faculty to be vigilant and 
aware of any kind of disciplinary 
problem inside or outside the 
classroom." he said. 

The school offers counseling to 
avoid conflicts, but if a conflict occurs, 
the school tries to deal with it 
decisively, he said. 

Any student the administration 
believes had a major role in a fight is 
suspended usually for five days. Rezac 
said. 

However, one parent said -.he 
believes those safeguards aren't 



enough. 

Donna Fox said her son was 
repeatedly a victim of violence and 
intimidation at MHS, and she doesn't 
believe the school is a safe place at all. 

"Since our experience with our son. 
we've had numerous people tell us 
about their youth being intimidated or 
threatened by individuals at the high 
school." she said. 

School board president Joleen Hill 
said she doesn't think MHS had any 
more problems with violence than 
should be expected from a school of 
1.800 students. 

"The policy of the board is to

While I am aware that ocean 
surfing is hardly an option for those 
of us ensconced in the rolling 
grasslands of the Midwest, we do 
have the opportunity to do some 
intellectual surfing — to ride the 
waves of wisdom. 

The idea of intellectual surfing is 
important, because it touches on the 
essence of university life. Or, 
perhaps ! should say, what I believe 
a university should be all about. 

For me, coming from the 
Netherlands, traditionally a 
seafaring nation, such maritime 
metaphors are common. As a 
Dutchman, I am a foreigner here at 
K-State. Like others from "away," I 
cannot help but notice the rather 
remarkable homogeneity here on 
this beautiful campus. 

Nicely tucked away in the Flint 
Htlls, it feels like a sheltered place. 
Here, unlike elsewhere in much of 
the United States, one finds little 
evidence of this country as a 
multicultural society. 

This is probably why such issues 
as "multiculturalism," which is now 
quite literally a burning issue on 
many American campuses, is here 



mostly viewed as outlandish, 
perhaps quaint and easily dismissed 
as irrelevant. 1 find this short- 
sighted. But that's another matter. 

Here, I am concerned with a 
less- fashionable issue. Actually. 1 
believe there is a much more 
pernicious problem confronting the 
academic community. 1 call it the 
tyranny of orthodoxy. 

In the final analysis, this is more 
of a threat to the well-being of the 
university as an institution than the 
attrition caused by more obvious 
factors such as slashed budgets, 
layoffs, salary freezes, tuition 
increases, library cutbacks or 
overcrowded classrooms. 

From its foundations as an 
institution, the university has 
functioned as an intellectual 
center for the conversation, 
dissemination and advancement of 
higher learning. It has always been 
a place where orthodox, or 
customary, ideas and established 
doctrines have been challenged — a 
precious oasis in society where 
students were encouraged to 
explore the unknown. To master 
new skills. And perhaps most 
importantly, to think for 
themselves. 

They are havens of originality 
and diversity, attracting free 
thinkers and, indeed, foreigners. 
Thus, universities occupy a 
somewhat precarious position 
within the conventions of wider 
society. 

In this respect, K- State is not 



fundamentally different. Here, as 
elsewhere, most academic scholars 
have received their training as 
researchers and teachers at 
universities other than where they 
are currently employed. As a result, 
they often carry with them the 
ideas, patterns of thinking, research 
habits and teaching styles'they 
picked up along their intellectual 
journeys.

Of course, this diversity also 
exists, to a degree, among the 
students. While it is true that the 
vast majority of students call this 
prairie state their home, there are 
many from places as far as Japan. 
Ivory Coast. Spain and Argentina. 



Often it is difficult to see if a 
professor or student is a foreigner. 
That is, until they begin to speak. 
Then suddenly, there is a different 
accent. Their language, while it is 
English, sounds unfamiliar and can 
be difficult to understand. After a 
while, though, one tends to get used 
(o it, and it sounds less strange 

In a way, one could say the same 
about knowledge and ideas, which 
are the real stuff of university life. 
When first exposed to unfamiliar 
facts and theories, we may find 
them strange, alien or foreign. But 
we cannot reject them simply 
because we are unfamiliar with 
them. 

Quite the contrary, students 
come to the university precisely 
because it is the place where they 
can expand the frontiers of their 
knowledge. 

Of course, in today's world 
where everything, including 
institutions of higher 
learning, are geared to respond to 
the demands of the market place, 
there are some universities which 
simply function as diploma mills. 
They peddle worthless university 
degrees, including useless 
doctorates. But, I would also think 
that the university is more than a 
place where one goes to learn a 



trade to capitalize on in the market 
place. 

In other words, as an institution 
made up of faculty and students, it 
should aspire beyond being a 
training center for future 
professionals. 

No doubt, listening to the 
familiar is often easier, holding onto 
established customs more 
comfortable and adhering to old 
beliefs more assuring. But in our 
rapidly changing world, we are 
constantly looking at uncharted 
territories beyond yesterday's 
horizon. 

The major function of the 
university is to create and 
preserve an intellectual 
climate in which people are 
encouraged to think for themselves, 
to challenge the usual beliefs and 
established doctrines. 

Only then will it be possible for 
a society to effectively face the 
challenges of the future, to foster a 



generation eager to explore the new 
and to enable students to 
successfully cope with the 
unexpected in our constantly 
changing universe. 

Only then can students gain the 
perspective needed to determine 
what from the past is worthy of 
being carried into the future. 

This is why the university as a 
whole should promote diversity. 
reject orthodoxy, stimulate dialogue 
and emphasize creative thinking. As 
an institution (and therefore in a 
somewhat disciplined manner), it 
should not be afraid of a little chaos 
and anarchy — of waves. 

And that brings us back to the 
idea of intellectual surfing and the 
university's role in making waves 
and showing us how to ride them 
gracefully and effectively. Without 
waves there is no dynamic 
movement to carry us forward — 
only aimless floating on the surface.

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Lady Cats post biggest rout in 4 years 



77-44 victory gives 

K-State women best 
start, 4-0, in 6 years

Senior Kelly Moylan scored a career- 
high 21 points to boost the Lady Cats to 
their best start in six years as K-State beat 
Oral Roberts 77-44 Tuesday night at 
Bramtage Coliseum. 

The Lady Cats had five players reach 
the double-digit plateau, including 
Moylan. K-State had four players with 1 1 
points — senior captain Leah HoaeycuH, 
sophomore forward Shane le Stircs and 
junior guards Andrea O'Neal and Gretcheo 
Bertrand 

"To have five players in double-figure 
pleased me," Coach Susan Yow said, "*We 
spent a lot of time working on our offense 
in practice since Monday. We looked 
sharper tonight. This was our best game of 
the year because we played at both eodt* 

The 33-point victory for the Lady Cats, 
now 4-0. over the Lady Titans. 1-3, was 
the largest margin since the 1988-89 
season when K-State beat Cleveland State 
77-43. 

The win was more of a surprise to the 
K-State players after the only two-point 
win last year. 

"We didn't anticipate this great of win ," 
Moylan said. "We put two halves together. 
Our offense was flowing. It was a total 
team effort and ail around good game." 

K-State showed its offensive power as 
the team hit nearly 47 percent from the 
field, a reason-high for the Lady Cats. 

"We did a good job setting picks and 
getting better open shots." Yow said. This 
was better than the Lafayette game where 
our offense brought down our defense." 

Moylan said her points came from the 
help of her team. 

*T give credit to the team for opening 
some shots," Moylan said, whose previous 
high was at 20 against Miami-Ohio last 
season. "I felt comfortable with my 
shooting* 

Honey cutt said there was more to 
Moylan's 8-10 shooting performance from 
the field. 

"We know Kelly can shoot," Honeycutt 
said. 'Their defense fell on us. She set 
herself up for the shots." 

Oral Robert* started welt in the first 
half, leading 8-3 early. K-State went on an 
18-6 run io take the lead for good. The 
Lady Cats pulled away and ted at halftime 
by a score of 40-27. 

K-State maintained an 18-point lead 
early in the second half before exploding 
to a 23-7 spurt to kill any threat of a Lady 
Titan attack. 

The Lady Cats limited Oral Roberts to 
34 percent from the field and out- 
rebounded them 47-30. 

'That team was averaging 40 rebounds 
and 70 points per gam* ." Yow said. "We 
played well in the post and applied good 
pressure on them." 

A problem Yojw pointed out after the 
game was the large number of turnovers 
committed by K-State. 

"We had 20 turnovers in the game," she 
said. "It might be that we are substituting 
a lot of players in a game. I have to watch 
the tape to see when and where we turn 
over the ball We've got to take better care 
of the ball." 

Despite the early success, Yow said she 
hopes to maintain this level throughout the 
season. 

"We know we've got a long way to go," 
Yow said. "4-0 makes the road easier to 
travel. An assistant coach gave me this 
saying, 'inch by inch is a cinch. Yard by 
yard is hard.' 

"We've done great things to be 4-0."

Yes, that's the Bearkats — with a 
"k." 

"We don't know that much about 
them yet," K-State coach Dana 
Altman said. "We've had a little 
trouble rounding up some tape on 
them." 

Considering that the Bearkats are 
coming off of a 2-25 season, a 
campaign in which they finished 1-17 
and in tenth place of the Southland 
Conference, that may not be too hard 
to understand. 



"It's going to be one of those 
games where you go in, and you do 
not know much about them at all," 
Altman said. 

Sam Houston State dropped an 
exhibition game to the Fort Hood 
Tankers 110-102 — K-State beat that 
same team 92-77. 

The Cats — with a "C" — close 
out their season-opening four-game 
home stand looking to run their record 
to 4-0 for the first time since the 
1987-88 team. 

That perfect record was in jeopardy 
Tuesday night against the 0-3 Ohio 
Bobcats before Vincent Jackson sank 
a 10-foot jump shot with three 
seconds to play in overtime. It was 
Jackson's sole field goal of the 
evening. 



But the Wildcat win, against a 
team they were supposed to beat 
handily, sparked some concerns for 
Altman. 

"We are not where we should be at 
this point," he said. "We just need to 
put more pressure on ourselves to get 
to the level where we need to be. 

"We've got a lot of strides to 
make" 

One concern for the Cats, primarily 
from the Ohio game, is the play of the 
guard tandem of Askia Jones and 
Jackson. Against the Bobcats, the two 
had a combined 6-for-22 shooting 
performance — a 27 percent clip. 

For the season, Jones has made 14 
of his 38 shots, and Jackson is 1 1 fur

— Former track coach John Capriotti on the 
remarks he just made about the budget cuts. 

■ "#@*$*©¥*9X'uJ!!" 

— Capriotti ' s remarks about the budget cuts. 

■ "What was the question?" 

— High jumper Connie Teaberry to a bunch of 
journalists after her Big Eight indoor 
championships in Lawrence in February. 

■ "They aren't dead yet, but their body 
already is pretty cold." 

— Tennis coach Steve Bietau about the strength 
of Missouri's team. 

■ "1 thought Coach Snyder wanted to kill 
me. 

— Running back Eric Gallon after an 
unexpected high amount of playing time against 
Montana, the first game after his knee injury. 

■ "But don't write anything stupid."

But I feel that not only what I wrote, but also 
my thoughts, my ideas, and my "that's how 1 
am" provided a few negative attitudes against 
me, switching now from the athletic department 
to the Collegian staffers, in particular those this 
semester. 

Just because I am not a native English speaker 
does not mean that I don't know what I am 
talking about. 1 just hope some of the Collegian 
writers open their mind to new ideas in the 
future. 

Picking all the times on my accent and on my, 
logically, not perfect grammar (to correct it is the 
job of copy editors anyway, and I think mine is 
still better than many Collegian writers) wasn't 
very funny for long.

En 1968, a temporary press box was erected 
at KSU Stadium to bouse the local media for 
home football games. 

On Thursday — 24 vears and 140 games 
later — that temporary press box began coming 
down in favor of a S3. 3 million, five-story new 
one. 

"There's been a lot of times that 1 was afraid 
our temporary press box wouldn't hold up," 
said Norma Lawrence, an office specialist in the 
Sports Information department and the only 
person to have been in the box for all 140 
games.

The new press box and accompanying sky 
suites and club seats is the second step of a two- 
phase process that was established in 1989 to 
upgrade the facilities of Wildcat athletics. Jack 
Key, Associate Athletic Director, said. 

The new facility, which is being paid .for 
solely by private donations, will include 22 sfcy 
suites, 128 club seats and room for 100 



members of the media. The current press box is 
two ievek with no sky suites, no club seats and 
a 75-seat media room. 

The sky suites will be sold for a one-time 
building access fee of $50,000, which can be 
paid over a period of five years or as one tump 
some at a reduced rate of $40,000. Purchasers 
must also sign a five-year agreement — at a 
rental price of $10,000 a year — and buy 12 
season tickets for the suite. They must be 
members of the Ahearn Fund at the $1,000 
level. 

The sky suites will be fully air-conditioned 
and heated with setting for 1 2 people in theatre- 
type seats. 

Two reserved parking spaces are included 
with each suite, and fully catered meals are 
available, at cost, upon request. 

The VTP club seats, accessed by an elevator 
and complete with restroout and concession 
area, ore available for $1,000 Ahearn -level 
donors. The seats cost $500 a year, and buyers 
must commit to a five-year agreement. 

The new press box gives us a chance to 
raise some money that will help not only 
football but all of our sports,"* Key said. "This 
structure will help us lower our debt in the long 
run. 

*'We need more money to compete with 



other Big Eight schools." 

K- State. Key said, is operating on the 
seventh-lowest budget in the Big Eight — $8.5 
million. 

Twelve of the 22 sky suites have already 
been sold, but none of the club seats have. Plans 
are for the facility to be completed by the first 
game of the 1 993 season — Sept. 4 against 
New Mexico State. 

'in reality, looking at our facilities that we 
have tit K- State, the press box was really die 
only thing that was inferior," Key said. 

The first step of that two-step process is a 
new indoor practice facility for the football 
team, which is currently being constructed 
south of Bramlage Coliseum for $2 million. It 
will measure 230 feet wide and 400 feet long — 
the indoor practice facility used by the Kansas 
City Chiefs is 200' by 3 1 5'. 

"If it's not the biggest in the United States, it 
will be one of the top five nationwide," Key 
said. 

*1 think it's going to make our football team 
better, and at the same time, if a student athlete 
comes to K- State, this might be an influence. 

"Those are the kinds of things that sell a kid 
on whether or not he comes to school here.'* 

The new practice facility is due to be 
completed in mid-April.

Thursday afternoon, Snyder set 
the record straight.

I asked for 
nothing other than to be treated 
equally at all times, and that was 
not the case. 

"There isn't anything that I 
would take back." 

One particular area of concern 
for Snyder was the post-game 
awards ceremony.

But after the contest, 
game officials told Snyder they just 
wanted him and Andre Coleman, 
who was voted K-State's player of 
the game.

maintain an atmosphere of safety 
for students, and that includes 
everything from security to 
equipment," she said. 

Hill said she has a great deal of 
confidence in the faculty at the high 
school. 

"Any time there is an incident at 
the high school, action is taken 
immediately," Hill said. 

She said prevention of violence 
is important. 

Hill said the MHS security 
officer contacts the Riley County 
Police Department every Monday 
morning to find out if anything 
occurred over the weekend that 
might carry over to school. 

She said there are plans to 
purchase a metal detector for the 
high school. 

"There have never been any 
guns found at the high school, but 
that's not to say there aren't any 



there," she said. 

Fox said she thought the school 
should provide quarterly reports to 
the public that would include police 
disclosure of any acts of violence. 

"If more people were aware of 
what was going on up there, maybe 
something more could be done 
about it," she said. 

She said she thought Riley 
County High School, which her son 
attends, is much safer. 

"When you're dealing with 163 
students versus 1,800, it's 
definitely safer and more 
personable," she said. 

But Hill, while saying she would 
like to sec no Tights, also believes 
eliminating all fights at MHS is 
impossible. 

"Thai's not likely, nor is it 
realistic," she said. "What we're 
trying to do is minimize and 
decrease the severity of these 
conflicts."

If you were lying in bed around 1 1 p.m. Sun- 
day and were suddenly struck with the eerie 
sensation that a two-mile wide asteroid was 
speeding toward Earth at 85.000 mph, you're 
much more perceptive than we are. 

The asteroid Toutatis zipped past the planet 
at a distance of 2.2 million miles, which may 
seem like a lot, but in celestial terms, it's a 
hairbreadth. 

The asteroid, if it had hit, would not have ex- 
actly trumpeted the Christmas season. 

"It would be catastrophic if it hit the Earth," 
said Don Yeomans, a Jet Propulsion Laborato- 
ry research astronomer. 

"It would throw up enough material to shut 
down the sunlight, and the plants would have 
died. It wouldn't have wiped out everything, but 
millions of people would expire." (Expire? 
What are we, coupons?) 

Toutatis is on an orbit that takes it through 
our immediate galactic neighborhood every 
four years, passing at varying distances. 

In 1996 and 2000, the asteroid will miss by 
a long shot, but in 2004, Touatis will zoom 
within 1 million miles of Mother E. That's 
only about four times the distance between 
Earth and its moon.

A royal couple quite 
unlike Charles and Di 

((I have found it impossible to carry on the 

heavy burden of responsibility and to dis- 
charge the duties of King as I would wish to do 
without the help and support of the woman I 
love." 

These were the words King Edward VIII 
used on this day in 1936. when he announced he 
was abdicating the British throne in order to 
marry American divorcee Wallis Simpson. 

Edward, the only British sovereign ever to 
voluntarily step down, first met Simpson in 
1930 and was in love with her by 1934, while 
she was still married to her second husband. 

King for only 1 1 months and 10 days before 
resigning, Edward ideally wanted to remain 
monarch after the marriage. But a horrified 
cabinet said, in essence, "Sorry, buster, no can 
do." It deemed such an action would be con- 
tradictory with his position as head of the 
Church of England. 

Forced to make a choice between the throne 
and love. Edward chose love. 

The couple married June 3, 1937, in France, 
after Simpson's second divorce was finalized. 

After the marriage, Edward's brother be- 
came King George VI, and Ed became the 
Duke of Windsor. 

In 1940, Edward was appointed governor 
of the Bahama Islands, but it was not until 
1967 that the couple was invited to an official 
pubic ceremony with other members of the 
royal family.

Harry: "You realize, of course, that we can never he 
friends, " 

Sally: "Why not?" 

Harry: "What I'm saying is ... men and women can 
never be friends because the sex part always gets in the 
way. " 

Sally: "That 's not true. I have a number of men friends, 
and no sex is involved. " 

Harry: "No you don't. ... What I'm saying to you is 
they all want to have sex with you. " 

Sally: "They do not. ... What if they don't want to have 
sex with you?" 

Harry: "Thai doesn i matter, because the sex 
thing is already out there. So the relationship is 
ultimately doomed, and that is the end of the 
story. " 

But is it really? 

This dialogue, from the 1989 
movie "When Harry Met Sal- 
ly," is one that may strike 
up similar conversations 
about platonic relation- 
ships between men and 
women. 

The questions fly. 
Can men and 
women get past 
the sexual ele- 
ment that may 
come up in re 
I alio n ships? Is 
it even possi- 
ble to have 
close relation- 
ships with the 
opposite sex? 

For some, 
the benefits 
gained from 
friendships 
with the op- 
posite sex 
make for inter- 
esting relation- 
ships. For oth- 
ers, sticking with 
friends of their 
own gender is the 
smartest option. 

John Robertson, 
psychologist at Lafene 
Health Center, said 
quality, not gender, makes 
or breaks a friendship. 

"It's what one brings to it 
rather than the maleness or fe- 
maleness of the friendship, 
Robertson said. 

For Jake McCanless, sophomore in 
business administration, having close mate 
friends is more comfortable than having female 
friends. 

'To me, a best friend is someone who you can tell 
everything, and they understand," McCanless said. 

"It's better for me to talk to a guy, because a guy un- 
derstands what 1 understand," he said. 

McCanless said he has had friendships with women, 
but no one to whom he really became close. 

Looking back, he said he does have casual friendships 
with women, and in high school he used to talk to one girl 
about problems with his dating situation. 

Other than that, he didn't really think he would be able 
to share anything more with her in a friendship. 

Robertson said he thought this discrepancy in commu- 



nication may be due to the way men and women are so- 
cialized as children. 

Women have a tendency to be socialized lo talking, 
sharing and expressing feelings. Men are socialized to ex- 
pressing their feelings more through actions. 

"That's why many couples come in for counseling, be- 
cause they don't understand what the other is doing. The 
man says! 'All she wants to do is talk,' while the woman 
says, 'He just wants to do things for me,'" Robertson said. 




But 

not everyone 
has the same reservations about sharing her or his inner se- 
crets with a friend of the opposite sex. 

Dan Brungardt, senior in advertising, said his female 
friends bring an extra aspect to how he sees things. 

"You get lo learn a lot about what women expect from 
not only guys, but society," Brungardt said. "If you're a guy 
that runs around with just other guys, you're in for a real 
shock." 



But the ability for friends of the opposite sex to honest- 
ly communicate can be an advantage to having friends of the 
opposite sex. 

Jamie Polk, senior in accounting, has known her friend 
David since both were 4 years old. She said she likes his 
honesty about different issues and about her actions. 

"If he thinks I'm being a bitch, he'll tell me. He won't be 
afraid to hurt my feelings," she said. 

A different point of view may also bring a sense of re- 
alism to a friendship. 

"When you talk with your girlfriends, you might just be 
complaining about guys." said Sarah Huerter. sophomore 
in political science. "With guys, you get a more ra- 
tional or overall view of the situation." 

It's a fine line, though, as to how far 

people should go in telling what they 

think about their friends' actions. 

Mike Wilhelm, sophomore in 
economics, said he thought it 
could be better to let things go 
and see what happens 

Wilhelm described a 
situation where two of 
his friends began dat- 
ing, and he wasn't 
sure if it was the best 
thing to do. Instead 
of saying anything 
negative, Wil- 
helm said he en- 
couraged his fe- 
male friend and 
hoped things 
would work 
out. 

After about 
four or five 
months, the 
couple started 
having prob- 
lems, and his 
female friend 
asked for his 
opinion about 
the situation. 
He eventually 
told her what he 
really thought. 
"She was 
mad, and she kind 
of listened to me, but 
now they're back to- 
gether," Wilhelm said. 
w " But is it realistic to see 
concern over a friend 
changing into a more roman- 
tic relattbnship, such as in the 
movie "When Harry Mel Sally?" 
Robertson said it does depend 
on the personalities of the couple, but ii 
is important to have a sense of communi- 
cation with another person before getting ro- 
mantically involved. 

Meghan Breneman, sophomore in business ad- 
ministration, said she tried dating one of her close friends. 
It didn't work out in the beginning. After a bjeak. they 
tried again. This time she said they are progressing better 
She thought maturity was a factor in the success of their 
relationship now. 

Brungardt said he also dated one of his close friends, but 
it didn't quite work out. 

"I think we had different experiences on each of our 
pans," he said. "It just didn't click. It didn't affect our 
friendship because we were mature enough to realize it 
wasn't meant lobe."

Life after Jim Henson: Muppets do "A Christmas Carol" 



Creator's son tries to 
qo where he thinks his 
father would have gone 



NEW YORK — It's 6:15 p.m. Jeez. 
lots of kids. They wander and whine, 
squirm and giggle, all winter coats and 
popcorn. 

Then, with the dim of the lights and a 
whoop from the young audience, comes 
the Muppets first feature-length outing 
since the death of their creator, Jim Henson. 

The Muppeis doing "A Christmas Car- 



ol?" 

"We wanted to take the Muppets in a 
new direction, which is the way my father 
would have felt," said Brian Henson, who 
directed and is the eldest son in Jim's brood 
of five. 

"They had done three films, where they 
played themselves and their relationships in 
a group, and in this one il really felt like we 
needed to do something very different that 
allowed these characters a little more cre- 
ative freedom," Henson said. 

Henson took control of his father's com- 
pany at 26, after Jim's sudden death in 
May 1990. 

"When my father died it was a terribly 



traumatic experience for everybody in the 
company, and certainly for my family," 
Henson, 29. said. "And then 1 think there 
was a time of mourning and then a lime for 
the family and the company to get back 
together and realize that what we wanted to 
do was carry on." 

Kermit. created by Jim in 1955, fell 
silent for a short lime after Jim died. 

Jim Henson had wanted Kermit to go on 
if anything happened to him and had a 
hand in picking Steve Whitmire to take- 
over the common-sensical frog. Whitmire 
had worked with Jim for more than 10 
years. 

"It took a long lime for Stevie to gci il 



right," said Frank Oz. the voice of Miss 
Piggy and executive producer of the movie, 
"Il was odd in the beginning, no question 
about it. but what made it easier was that I 
love Stevie, and Sievie and Jim were very 
close, and we're all family." 

Henson and Oz agreed that basic hu- 
man qualities and quirks sustain the Mup- 
peis. 

"The Muppets interrelate on a very, 
very, very basic level," Henson said. 
"They're not hip or contemporary. They've 
invented their % wn jargons and their own 
hipnesses and their one weitd quirky man- 
nerisms."

committee chairman and three 
appointed by the University 
Activities Board chairman. 

The committee will divide 
campus groups into institutional 
services and organizations. 

All institutional services' 
individual budgets are now due by 
the second Friday of February, 
while organizations* budgets for 
fall semester projects will be due by 
the second Friday of February and 
for spring semester projects by the 
fourth Friday of September, 

Sara Caldwell. finance 
committee chairwoman, said the 
legislation should encourage groups 
to do more than have meetings. She 
hopes that it will encourage them to 
sponsor more events on campus. 

The bill also requires the groups 
look for alternate sources of 
funding before submitting their 
requests to the committee. 

Policies are also set forth about 



what allotted monies may or may 
not be spent on. 

Modifications of services in 
Holton Hall will be taking place as 
that bill passed after much 
discussion concerning the future of 
U-LearN. 

Senate also approved a fee 
increase for KSDB-91.9. Fees will 
increase from 85 cents to one dollar 
for full-time students, while the fees 
of 50 cents for part-time students 
and 10 cents per credit hour for 
summer students will remain the 
same. The money from the fee will 
fund the purchase of a type of 
transmittor, Joe Montgomery, 
station manager, said.

But it's not a class, it's a job," 
Hampl said. "They get paid for it." 

Students also questioned why 
the faculty, not the students, got 
new computers. 

Ulrich said he met with students 
this week and identified where and 
for what fee money is spent. Some 
of the students said they did not 
think all the expenditures were fair 

"I feel the money was spent for 
student use, but that the money was 
not spent fairly because only a few 
students have access to the 
equipment," Revey said. 

Ulrich said changes will be 
made to satisfy the students. 

"The students want us to let 
them know where the money is 
going to be spent, and the students 
want access to facilities which the 
money is being spent on," he said. 

A decision has not yet been 
reached concerning the controversy 
over placement of the new 
computers. 

"I had a student keep telling me 
he did not think it was fair. 1 asked 
him what he proposed to do. and he 
said, 'Give the students the 



computers back*," Ulrich said. 

He said he believes faculty 
members have done their part 
because they gave up their 
computers for student use after the 
student fee was implemented. 

The faculty went for three 
months without computers before 
receiving the new ones. 

Ulrich said he did not think it 
was fair to take away the faculty's 
computers, because they had all 
their software on them. 

He said if the department did 
give the students the new 
computers, then the department 
would have to buy the faculty new 
computers again. 

"I made him an offer of buying 
the students two new 486 
computers." Ulrich said. "1 still 
have to discuss this with the 
faculty. 1 do not think this is 
necessary, and I don't think the 
faculty will either." 

Ulrich said students believe the 
money was spent properly, except 
that they don't have full access to 
the equipment. 

"We're going to resolve the 
situation so they're happy."

economic policy and coordinate a 
new National Economic Council. 

■ Roger Altman. a Wall Street 
investment banker, who will serve 
as Bentsen's top deputy. 

■ Economist Alice Rivlin, 
former director of the Congres- 
sional Budget Office, who will be 
Panetta's deputy. 

Taken together, the five 
nominees offer what Clinton hopes 
will be the right mix of economic 
philosophy and practical skill to fill 
in the details of his economic 
proposals and get them enacted, 
Rivlin and Panetta, in particular, 
are known as strong advocates for 
cutting the federal deficit. 

"These people are seasoned, 
skilled, incredibly able and ready to 
work for the American people," 
Clinton said of his first appointees, 
who appeared with him at a news 
conference in the Old Staiehouse. 

The appointments came on a day 
that brought yet more encouraging 
news about the economy. The 
government reported new claims 
for jobless benefits dropped in 
November, as did wholesale prices.

the diseases associated with it. 

"Hunger and starvation does not 
draw the public attention." 
Akhimien said. 

"They are aware of the famine in 
Somalia, so they send food. They 
want to just fix that problem. But 
the gravity of the problem in Africa 
is far more than that. 

"Capital food production is at a 
rate of minus 1. 5 percent while 
population is growing at a rate of 
3.3 percent. The food production is 
not meeting the minimum need of 
the population increase," he said. 

Akhimien said the solution is to 
address the root cause of the prob- 
lem, not the symptoms. 

'There is no reason in the world 
why someone in Africa or 
anywhere else should die of hunger 
given the resources we have," 
Akhimien said. 

Dennis Law, professor of 
landscape architecture, is a member 
of the advisory board for Tractors 
for Our Daily Bread. 

"The best thing we can do to 
help to countries in Africa is to 
teach them to be self-sustaining." 
Law said. 

Akhimicn's solution is a simple 
one. Get people to donate their old 
tractors, restore them and ship them 
to Africa for the farmers. 



"It's an exciting project," Law 
said. "Akhimien is taking Amer- 
ica's farming junk and turning it 
into something that's valuable in 
Africa. Its a worthwhile cause and 
its success will rely on the com- 
passion of the American people." 

TFODB has acquired 27 Ford 
8Ns — rugged, simple tractors "hat 
are easy to operate and maintain. 

"Our immediate goal is to start a 
pilot project with six tractors and 
the appropriate implements in 
Nigeria. We also want to provide 
training and maintenance facilities 
and spare parts, but everything 
lakes money," Akhimien said. 

He said TFODB still has much 



work to do before actually getting 
the tractors to the fanners. 

"We will need at least $200,000 
to get the project started in 
Nigeria." he said. 

"This will cover the cost of 
taking mechanics to begin training 
people in Nigeria and to set up 
maintenance shops to keep the 
tractors running," Akhimien said. 

But he is confident Americans 
will chip in to get the work started. 

Akhimien said hunger and 
starvation causes more deaths than 
cancer or AIDS, and yet is 
preventable with the right 
technology and some human 
compassion.

WASHINGTON — A Marine patrolling near 
Mogadishu airport was killed Tuesday in a 
firefight with Somali gunmen in the first death of 
a U.S. serviceman in Operation Restore Hope, a 
Pentagon official said Tuesday. 

The dead Marine was with the 3rd Battalion, 
1 1th Marine Regiment, based at Twentynine 
Palms Marine Corps Air Ground Combat Center 
in California, according to base spokesman Capt. 
John Man ley. 

The soldier's name was withheld until 
relatives could be notified. 

The Marines were on a security patrol near 
the Mogadishu airport when the shooting 
occurred, the Pentagon official said. He said the 
unit took some fire, returned fire and pulled its 
people back. 

When the unit regrouped, a head count was 
taken and one Marine was found to be missing. 
When the Marines returned to the scene of the 
incident, the Marine's body was found, the 
official said. 

There was no word on any other casualties in 
the firefight. 

U.S. servicemen on the ground in the area 
"had been taking sniper fire off and on for 
days," the official said. 

In the past several days, the Marines have 
become far more aggressive in terms of dealing 
with Somali gunmen and their weapons and had 
been conducting arms sweeps in the city 

Prior to the Marine's death, the U.S. military 
had reported one of their quietest days since they 
arrived.

Department managers for the 
city of Manhattan are hoping to let 
city residents help set this year's 
agenda. 

City Manager Jim Pearson has 
organized a series of community 
listening tours between the city staff 
and the citizens of Manhattan. 

'1 thought of the idea to kick off 
the year by getting the city staff to 
hear from the people on a turf other 
than City Hall," Pearson said. 

The first of five listening tours 
convened at 7 p.m. Monday at the 
Holiday Inn and Holidome. 

Mayor Richard Seidler told those 
in attendance that Pearson was 
hired with city management's 
accessibility to the citizens in mind. 

"He took that one step further," 



Mayor Seidler said. "He asked the 
department heads to do the same." 

City staff members representing 
the Department of Parks and 
Recreation and Manhattan Fire 
Services were among those on hand 
to speak with the citizens. 

"My intent was to simply put the 
city staff members outside of City 
Hall for people to talk with them," 
Pearson said. "There is no set 
agenda and no expected outcomes." 

Due in part to icy road 
conditions, attendance was low. 

The eight citizens in attendance 
were encouraged to talk 
individually with the city staff 
members. 

To aid the discussions, displays 
on Manhattan Fire Services, 
Municipal Airport, land use plans, 
siren locations and parks were 



placed throughout the room. 

The main issue discussed was 
the Americans with Disabilities Act 
of 1990, Pearson said. 

"It (the listening tour) is a great 
first step, but the other foot is in the 
air," Paul Palenske. a disabled 
Manhattan resident and researcher 
for Handicapped People Obligated 
to Equality (HOPE), a nonprofit 
organization in Manhattan. 

For Palenske, the nest step is to 
involve the school districts, K-State 
and Fort Riley in the listening tours. 

The tours will continue 
throughout this month, and the 
results will help shape the 1993 
City Commission agenda, Pearson 
said. 

"I feel that if we have the 
opportunity to talk on this level, 
much more can be communicated 
than at City Commission meetings," 
Pearson said. "We can hear more 
issues than opinions."

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Grand jury clears Virginia senator

NORFOLK, Va. — A federal 
grand jury Tuesday refused to indict 
Sen. Charles Robb in a political 
eavesdropping scheme targeted at 
Democratic rival Gov. L. Douglas 
Wilder. 

But a Robb acquaintance. Bruce 
Thompson, was indicted on three 
counts related to the case, and that 
indictment alleged Robb's staff 
kept Robb informed about efforts to 
discredit people considered un- 
friendly to him. 

Thompson's indictment also 
alleged that Robb ordered an aide to 
lie to the media about how his 
office obtained the Wilder tape. 

The outcome of the panel's 18- 
month investigation was announced 
by the Justice Department in 
Washington. 

Robb had denied any wrong- 
doing connected to the illegal 
taping of a car-phone conversation 
between Wilder and a political 
supporter. 



In a news conference in 
Washington, Robb thanked the 
grand jurors. 

"Ultimately, the system worked, 
and the grand jury fulfilled its 
historical role to serve not only as a 
sword, but also as a shield, to pro- 
tect citizens from unjust prose- 
cution," he said. "It never entered 
my mind that this matter could get 
this far, or that the system could be 
so abused." 

Robb said he will seek re-elec- 
tion in two years but said the case 
hurt his reputation. He questioned 
whether a U.S. attorney should have 
"unfettered power to destroy" 
someone under inves-tigation. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Robert 
Wiechering. who led the investi- 
gation, said "The grand jury has 
made their decision here, and I 
respect that." 

Thompson, a Virginia beach 
businessman, has been identified in 
news reports as the man who gave 
Robb aides the tape of an illegally 
recorded telephone conversation of 



Wilder. 

Thompson was accused in the 
indictment of violating federal 
communications law and trying to 
get the man who recorded Wilder' s 
call to lie about his knowledge of 
the matter. 

During the 1988 conversation, 
Wilder — then the state's lieutenant 
governor — said Robb's political 
career had been mined by published 
reports that he had attended cocaine 
parties while he was governor from 
1 982 to 1986. 

Robb denied attending parties 
where cocaine was used and wan 
election to the Senate in 1988 by a 
landslide. 

Robb and Wilder have feuded 
for years. 

Lisa Katz, a spokeswoman for 
Wilder, said the governor would 
have no comment on the grand 
jury's action. 

After a transcript of the tape was 
provided to newspapers in the 
summer of 1991, the grand jury 
launched an investigation. 



Robb testified before the grand 
jury in August 1991, acknow- 
ledging he knew of the tape's 
contents but saying he ordered his 
staff not to release it. He appeared 
before the panel again in December. 
telling reporters afterward that he 
expected to be indicted. 

Three former Robb aides 
pleaded guilty. 

David McCloud. Robb's former 
chief of staff, pleaded guilty in May 
to three criminal charges. 

In a plea agreement to a 
misdemeanor and two infractions, 
McCloud admitted to conspiring to 
falsely report campaign expen- 
ditures, a misdemeanor, and con- 
spiring to disclose and use the 
contents of the Wilder tape. 

He was fined $10,000 on the in- 
fractions, which are less serious 
than a misdemeanor. McCloud, a 
top aide to Robb as far back as the 
senator's term as governor from 
1982 to 1986, was sentenced to four 
months probation on the 
misdemeanor. 
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KSU attorney 
loses battle 
with cancer

K.- Slate' i Associate University 
Attorney Dorothy Thompson died 
Dec. 1 1 after a bout with cancer. 
She has worked with the 
University for more than 20 years. 

University Attorney Richard 
Seaton described Thompson as a 
determined lawyer who was 
heavily relied on by the 
University's administration and 
many others on campus. 

"She was one of these 
unusually calm but determined 
people. She could discuss and 
work out problems without 
compromising her principles or 
inflaming the other side," Seaton 
said. "Dorothy became an 
invaluable resource of advice for 
administrators because of her 
strong personality qualities." 

Thompson pioneered the K 
State's affirmative action program, 
was active on the University AIDS 
committee and was a leader and 
supporter of many professional 
women's groups in the community 
and on campus. 

"She had a great perception of 
how a university works. She 
brought civil rights a long way. 



mostly through her own 
incentives. She also went a long 
way with internal education 
regarding legal matters and policy 
within the University." Provost 
James Coffman said. 

Thompson worked with the 
private law firm of Everett. 
Seaton. Knopp and Thompson and 
as assistant to the University vice' 
president for academic affairs, 
where she developed the 
affirmative action program before 
becoming associate University 
attorney. 

Thompson was president of the 
Riley County Bar Association in 
1990 and was admitted to practice 
before the U.S. Supreme Court the 
same year. 

Thompson is survived by her 
husband Charles Thompson, a K- 
State psychology professor, and 
sons Eric Thompson of Seattle and 
Brett Thompson of Manhattan. 

A memorial fund has been 
established with the KSU 
Foundation for the Dorothy 
Thompson Scholarship Fund. 
Contributions may be left in care 
of the Edwards-Yorgensen- 
Meloan Funeral Home.

Iraq, the stubborn brat of this global nursery 
school is at it again, pulling the pigtails of an 
exasperated United Nations. Now it seems that 
everyone is wondering when Saddam Hussein's 
mother is going to show up to take him off our 
hands. 

It's been a busy January at the playground. 

Last week, the United States scolded 
Hussein when he lined up anti-aircraft batteries 
along the 32nd parallel, the strictly enforced "no- 
fly** zone established by U.S.- led allies to protect 
southern Shiite Muslims from harassment. Iraq 
briefly balked, but then seemingly backed down. 

Before anyone could pat himself on the 
back for a threat well veiled, Iraq was already 
making trouble over at the sandbox. Tuesday, 
about 150 unarmed Iraqis in civilian clothes 
made a third consecutive trip into disputed 
territory to retrieve equipment, including four 
anti-ship Silkworm missiles, from an Iraqi-built 
naval base. 

While the United Nations grimly protests 
these flagrant violations of the Persian Gulf War 
cease-fire, Iraq executes an artful nose-thumbing 
in the teacher's direction. 

Now, U.S. officials claim that when pesky 
Hussein gave in on the anti-aircraft battery issue, 



he merely transferred the artillery to the "no-fly" 
rone located at the northern 36th parallel. 

The latest of the tantrums revolves around 
Iraq's latest refusal to allow U.N. weapons 
inspectors to fly non- Iraqi aircraft into the 
country. Today, U.N. officials may resubmit 
flight plans to the Iraqi government for 
transporting weapons inspectors. If Iraq again 
refuses to comply, many feel that playtime will 
be over. 

"The situation is too explosive to play 
irresponsible games," Russian Foreign Affairs 
Ministry spokesman Sergei Yastrzhembsky said. 

"Irresponsible games" is a good term. Iraq 
has been mollycoddled for far too long, It has 
become far too adept at pushing the envelope of 
authority, backing off in the nick of time, then 
provoking again. 

Like the preschool protagonist, Iraq needs 
to find out the dire consequences of such brazen 
contempt and, unless it agrees to abide by the 
strictest of existing U.N. regulations, it should 
find out soon. 

It's time for the allies of the Persian Gulf 
War to make Saddam Hussein and Iraq sit in the 
comer.

abandon the norm that we all really 
admired. More than anything else, 
clothing is what separates men from 
women. Our clothing defines the 
masculine and feminine. 

Women wear skirts and dresses. 
Feminine. Men wear suits and ties. 
Masculine. The cross-over of 
gender-specific clothing is a slow 
and often times hard fought 
process. 

Today women wear pants, ties 
and boxer underwear, without as 
much as a turn of the head. Men 
can get by with long hair and 




pierced ears to the dismay of only a 
few curious onlookers. 

The way we dress says a lot 
about they way we are expected to 
behave. When I wear a dress — 
heaven help me — visions of the 
Miss America Pageant run through 
my head, and an overwhelming 
urge to read Jane Austen novels 
consumes me. I don't mind typical 
"women's clothing," but it is the 
imagery and connotations that 
coincide with a way of dressing that 
are troublesome. 

People make assumptions about 
our character by how we clothe our 
bodies. A man with long hair — 
liberal. A woman with combat 
boots — radical and separatist. 

Clothing and appearance are a 
means of control. Think of all those 
eager college students who scrub 
themselves up, comb their hair antl 
put on that new "power" suit or 
dress for the all-important job 
interview. If they don't follow the 
steps of proper attire, they are 
considered wild or outrageous and 
will most likely not get the job. 

There was a time earlier this 
century when women would dress 
and behave like men everyday. 
There were two basic motivations 
for this behavior — either they 
enjoyed activities that were 
typically male — hunting, working 
or smoking — or they wanted to 
have a lesbian relationship, and it 
was virtually impossible to develop 
such a relationship in their society. 

Upon discovery of such a 
woman, Caroline Hall, the Oct. 1, 
1901, issue of the New York Times 
said Ms. Halt's reason for dressing 



as a man was that "women were not 
afforded as many opportunities in 
the world as men ... and after 
brooding for some time over the 
disadvantages of being a woman, 
she decided to adopt male attire." 

Sure, this was some 92 years 
ago, and today is the lime of unisex 
clothing, men with long hair and 
women who don't shave their legs 
and armpits. But we also have 
snickers and strange looks to 
accompany these pioneers of 
change. 

Just last week on "Donahue." 
there were four men who 
dressed as women because it 
helped further their careers. One 
man was a singer who happened to 
have a high voice for a man. When 
he dressed in a historically male 
fashion, people would either heckle 
or leave upon discovery of the the 
man's gender. When he began 
dressing in a historically female 
fashion, he got more work and 
more well-behaved audiences. 
Nothing changed except his 
outward appearance, and that 
changed everything. 

Clothing has become so closely 
tied to a gender and a specific set of 
behaviors that we can't separate the 
person from the fabric. 

Our environment requires 
clothing. Our culture created labels. 
Since nudity is not an option, I say 
strap on your combat boots, my 
sisters, and prepare for battle. To 
my brothers, 1 say put another hoop 
in your ear. And to the man in the 
skirt, 1 say you got great legs.

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Colorado's Amendment 2 Farrell receives challenge grant 

may endanger gay inmates

DENVER — Denver's manager 
of safety indicated Tuesday that the 
Denver jail might have to put gay 
inmates at risk by no longer 
segregating them from other 
prisoners if Amendment 2 is 
allowed to take effect. 

Safely manager John Simonet 
testified before Denver District 
Judge Jeffrey Bayless, who has 
been asked to issue an injunction 
barring the controversial anti-gay- 
protection amendment approved by 
Colorado voters from taking effect 
Friday. 

He said gay inmates now have 
the option of choosing to be 
segregated from the rest of the jail 
population, but Amendment 2 
"would put a number of people at 
risk." 

"Jails have a predatory 
population. Most likely the general 
population would prey or pick on 
homosexuals," he said. 

Also testifying Tuesday were 
some of the eight gays and lesbians 
who filed the lawsuit challenging 
Amendment 2. One expressed

growing concern about his personal 
safety since the amendment was 
approved, and another said the 
careers of gays and lesbians in state 
government could be derailed if 
Amendment 2 is permitted to take 
effect. 

And Aspen's mayor said Aspen 
— which along with Denver and 
Boulder have gay-protection 
ordinances on the books — will 
continue to enforce its anti-gay- 
discrimination ordinance, enacted 
in 1977, until Amendment 2 
becomes law. 

The ordinance "reflects the 
humanistic tradition and lifestyle in 
Aspen," Mayor John Bennett said. 
"It's been extremely effective. ... 
My fear is discrimination would 
raise its head once again in Aspen." 

Promising to rule on the 
injunction request before Friday. 
Bayless is hearing testimony from 
gay and lesbian leaders and from 
attorneys for the state of Colorado 
who are defending passage of 
Amendment 2. 

Attorneys for nine plaintiffs — 
eight are gays or lesbians, and one 
is a heterosexual with AIDS — 



filed a lawsuit challenging 
Amendment 2 shortly after it was 
approved. Now, they and other 
Amendment 2 foes want Bayless to 
bar the measure from taking effect 
until the lawsuit against it is heard. 
probably sometime this summer. 

Amendment 2, approved by 
Colorado voters Nov. 3, makes it 
illegal to pass a law protecting 
homosexuals from discrimination 
and annuls gay-protection 
ordinances in effect in Denver. 
Boulder and Aspen. 

The hearing, which began 
Monday and may continue into 
Wednesday, has become somewhat 
of a forum on the role of 
homosexuals in society and whether 
homosexuality is a product of 
genetics or environment or both. A 
clinical psychologist, John 
Gonsoriek, described homosexuals 
on Monday as one of the nation's 
largest "minorities." 

Amendment 2 opponents claim 
the measure violates Amendment 
14 of the U.S. Constitution, which 
ensures equal protection under the 
law. 
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Farrell Library has been awarded 
a $250,000-*: hallenge grant by the 
National Endowment for the 
Humanities research programs. 

The NEH grant is to be matched 
over the next four years by 
$750,000 in nonfederal funds, 
raised by FarreH with the assistance 
of the KSU Foundation for a total 
of $1 million, Briee Hobrock, dean 
of libraries, said 

These funds will be used to 
create an endowment with an 
annual income of $50,000 that will 
be devoted to purchasing resources 
in targeted areas of the humanities, 
which include history, English 
literature, modern languages and 
music history, 1 1 will be also used to 
preserve library materials 

Farrell is required to raise 
$82,000 by July 3 to receive an 
$82,000 check matching the 
amount, he said. 

Hobrock said they are receiving 
donations now, and they are also 



examining unrestricted donations 
because the Nl II is allowing funds 
received since 1990 to count on the 
$82,000 to be raised. 

The NEH has sei a schedule for 
Farrell to go by, he said. They are 
expected to raise S252.000 between 
Aug. I, 1993, and July 31. 1994 

Hobrock said that joint efforts by 
the library staff and humanities 
faculty members resulted in the 
grant. 

"It has been a two-year process 
that started in mid- 1990," he said, 
"The library staff and humanity 
faculty reviewed concepts and 
submitted the first application, 
which was turned down in 
December 1991." 

He said they didn't give up and 
resubmitted an application in 1992. 

"We have had a lot of success 
since the first report," Hobrock 
said. "The students raised a $5 
million-referendum, and we also 
received the Hale gift of $2 
million." 

K-State was one of only six 



recipients of the Nl.H. 

Other recipients were the 
Huntington Library in California, 
the American Research Center in 
Egypt. Indiana University Press, the 
New York State Education 
Department and the University of 
California at Irvine. 

Timothy Donoghue, vice provost 
for research, said challenge grants 
are extremely helpful to institutions 
because they leverage non- federal 
funds. Therefore, they provide 
long-range improvements in the 
quality of an institution's research 
resources or its humanities 
programs. 

Hobrock! said this award 
demonstrates that the humanities at 
K-State arc now recognized at the 
national level as being quality 
programs. 

"K-State is belter known 
nationally ^s a science and 
technology institution," Hobrock 
said. "Therefore, credibility in the 
humanities has been somewhat 
difficult to establish." 



Spacewalk begins NASA mission 



Endeavour's crew rings bell in space 
to honor Clinton's presidental inauguration 
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CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. 
— NASA put finishing touches 
Tuesday on Endeavour for a shuttle 
flight that will open the launch year 
with a spacewalk and satellite 
delivery and also ring in a new 
presidential era. 

The newest shuttle was 
scheduled to blast off at 7:52 a.m. 
Wednesday. Forecasters put the 
odds of good weather at 70 percent; 
low clouds were the sole concern. 

Endeavour's flight is the first of 
eight shuttle missions planned for 
1993, the same number as last year. 

"Although it's a new year, all the 
old rules still apply and the most 
important one of those is that we 
prepare quality products and we 
execute our procedures such that we 
enjoy a safe and successful 
mission," launch director Bob Sieck 



said. 

The highlights of the six-day 
mission include a spacewalk by two 
astronauts, the release of a Tracking 
and Data Relay Satellite, a toy 
demonstration for elementary 
students and the ringing of a small 
replica of the Liberty Bell as part of 
inauguration festivities. 

Barring a launch delay, 
Endeavour's five astronauts will be 
sleeping when Bells of Hope peal 
around the country Sunday evening 
to mark Bill Clinton's inauguration 
as president. The crew plans to 
videotape its bell-ringing in 
advance, and Mission Control will 
give the tape to the inauguration 
committee for broadcast. NASA 
spokesman Jeff Can said. 

"We want to do anything we can 
to make it work right for our 
country, and this is something that 
we can do to show our support for 
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the Clinton administration for the 
next four years." shuttle 
commander John Casper said at a 
news conference last week. 

The crew's main priority in orbit 
is to eject the $200 million 
communications satellite from the 
cargo bay. An attached rocket is to 
boost the satellite to a 22,300-mtle- 
high orbit, where it will be kept in 
reserve until NASA needs to 
replace one of its older Tracking 
and Data Relay Satellites.

With a 75-62 victory over the 
Oklahoma State Cowboys in Stillwater on 
Jan. 9, the Wildcats backed up what 
they've been saying throughout the 
season — this team is not just another 
page out of last year's Wildcat book.

Cats were heavy favorites going into the 
game, and the Kangaroos were 0-14 in 
games against the Big Eight. 

K-State escaped with a 66-64 victory. 
The favored Wildcats fell to the 
Wichita State Shockers on their second 
stop of the trip. The Shockers pulled 
away with a 13-point win despite 
shooting just 38 percent from the field. 

With a loss to the 2-2 Shockers and a 
two-point win against the 2^4 Kangaroos, 
concerns that this year's team was 
another chapter in road futility surfaced. 
But Altman would have none of it. 
"This was just one game," he said after 
the loss to WSU. "It's a long season." 

The Wildcats turned around and blew 
10- and 1 1 -point leads late in the game, 
eventually falling to Nevada-Reno by a 
single tally.

Barbara on Dec. 30. It was just the eighth 
time in nine years that a non-conference 
foe had won in the Thunderdome. 

"That was a big win for us — one that 
we desperately needed," Altman said. 

K-State then returned home in what 
promised to be a challenging game to 
prepare them for the Big Eight conference 
— the LaSalle Explorers have reached the 
NCAA tournament in four of the last five 
years, including last season. 

What the Cats got, however, was a 
siat-padder. K-State held the Explorers to 
a Bramlage Coliseum record-low 16 first- 
half points. 

The Wildcats then traveled to 
Stillwater, the site of last year's 
nationally televised 72-34 drubbing at the 
hands of the Cowboys. OSU had won 35 
of their previous 36 home games. 

K-State trailed by 1 1 with just more 
than four minutes to play before reeling 
off a stunning 14-3 run that sent the game 
into overtime. Sparked by the Anthony 
Beane 25-footer with eight seconds to 
play, which gave the Cats a second life, 
K-State was perfect in the extra period. 

A 15-0 run paralyzed the Cowboys, 
and Altman had posted what he called the 
biggest road victory in his Wildcat career 
It was, as Holthus said, a "big, big. big, 
big. big, big. big" win for K-State

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The K-State men's basketball 
team will take a break from Big 
Eight conference play tonight with a 
matchup against the 3-8 
Northeastern Illinois Golden Eagles 
at 7:35 p.ro, in Bramlage Coliseum. 
The game will be a tune-up for 
the Wildcats' two Big Eight games 
at home over the three-day weekend 
— the Colorado Buffaloes and the 
Kansas Jay hawks. 

"Right now, we need the game." 
Coach Dana Altman said. "They've 
played some close ball games 
against some good people. 

"We' it get back to Big Eight 
play soon enough." 

With victories over UC- Santa 
Barbara and Oklahoma State, the 
Wildcats won back-to-back road 
games against teams with winning 
records (a combined 15-1 ) for the 
first time in 1 1 years. 

While K-State is statistically 
ranked last in the conference in 
shooting percentage, the Cats are 
ranked first in conference defense, 
allowing only 65 points a game. 

"1 think we've made progress in 
the last four or five games," Airman 
said, "In the last three games, I've 
liked our defensive consistency, and 
I think that's been the most pleasing 
thing." 

Forward Vincent Jackson has hit 
a hot streak with four consecutive 
games in double figures, averaging 
16.8 points over that stretch- 
Jackson has been shooting 
almost 53 percent from the floor 
and scored six points in the 
overtime period at Oklahoma State. 
The Golden Eagles, an 
independent university in Chicago, 
just became a Division 1 basketball 
school in 1990. 

The team limps into tonight's 
game, having dropped all five road 
games this season, including losses 
at Arizona State, DePaul and 
Marquette. 

Northeastern Illinois has had a 
week layoff since its last game, a 
76-73 win over Indiana State 

Leading the Golden Eagles are 
point guard Victor Snipes aed 
forward Reggie Smith 

Snipes was the Division I leader 
in steals last season, averaging 3.4 a 
game. He is averaging 2.7 a game 
so far this year. 

"He's very quick, and he gets 
after the opposition's point guard 
every time out," Altman said. 

"Anthony (Beane). Brian Henson 
and Brian Gavin are going to have 
to be very aware, because he's 
going to take a lot of chances and 
try to jump in a lot of passing lanes 
and get his hands on a lot of balls.** 
Reggie Smith has ted the Golden 
Eagles in scoring eight times this 
season, and he pumped in 35 points 
against Arizona State, where he hit 
five of eight from 3-ooint range. 

With two Big Eight games 
looming, will it be tough to get the 
Cats mentally prepared to play 
against a team that has only won 
three games this season? 

"It sometimes can he difficult," 
Altman said. 'However, I hope our 
team has learned something from 
past experiences. 

"We're in no position to look by 
anybody," he said. "We're going to 
have to play hard and play well 
defensively.** *

Like an overlooked present from Grandma 
you discover when you take down the Christmas 
tree, the K-State men's basketball team is giving 
Cat fans an unexpected gift this season. 

"Yes. Virginia. They just might contend after 
all." 

With their upset win at Oklahoma State last 
Saturday, the Wildcats beat a team thai had been 
6-0 against Altman -coached teams in the last two 
years. 

The victory showed the preseason comments 
that "this year would be different" was more than 
lip service by the players. 

For Coach Altman, his team's improvement 
has been steady and comes for one reason j- 
hard work between the games. 

"We've been excited for the last month orso 
because players were working hard," Altinan 
said. "Over Christmas break, we had an 
opportunity to get some good practices in. 

"The benefits from that have come through in 
the last couple of games. The players' work ethic 
has been pretty solid, and that hard work has 
been paying dividends." 

Unfortunately, "work 
ethic" wasn't a term 
associated with last year's 
team. Throw in a couple 
of head cases — and a hot 
dog who believed his 
press clippings — and you 
end up with last year's 
116-75 Lamar game and 
an 1 1-point half at 
Oklahoma Stale. 

But this year's squad 
believes in the hard-work 
formula, something that 
newcomer Anthony 
Beane has helped 
improve. 

"Anthony's biggest 
contribution to our basketball team is one you 
don't get to see, because he makes it at practice 
every day." Altman said. 

"He comes and works hard, and that has 
helped our team because everybody watches 
him. That has meant a great deal to our program 
because of that work ethic " 

This season's team has been a hard sell to K- 
State fans, as preseason predictions of another 
cellar-dwelling year and a weak non-conference 
schedule have taken their toll. 

The crickets have had plenty of breathing 
room. Bramlage Coliseum has been averaging 
only 5.442 fans a game, about 8,000 less than 
capacity, and a Bramlage low of 5.013 saw the 
overtime win against Ohio University. 

As of yesterday, there were still several 
hundred tickets left for Monday's game against 
the Jayhawks, something that is about as rare at 
K-Siaie as an athletic director that stays longer 
than a junior college transfer. 

And there are still a lot of questions for this 
team to answer if it wants to fill those empty 
seats. 

The departure of Sean Robbins. the outside 
specialist that transferred from Emporia Slate ' 
and then abruptly transferred back, has left the 
shooting guard position dangerously thin. 

Askia Jones' shooting touch still hasn't shown 
up this season, which has magnified that 
weakness. 

So far Jones is averaging only 39 percept 
from the field and only 23 percent from 3-pomt 
range. 

Without Jones as a serious outside threat, K- 
State has only one consistent outside scorer in 
Brian Henson, a situation that will make inside 
scoring even more difficult against the larger 
front lines in the conference 

But the last three games, the Cats have shown 
something that a lot of people didn't expect in 
the cold January nights — that they "could be 
someboday" — they "could be a contends."

'philosophical differences' cited

"I am going to be at K-State for a 
very long time," first-year K-State 
athletic director Milt Richards said. 

That was Jan. 21, 1992, after he had 
been on the job for five months. 

That time ended on Jan. 5 of this 
year, when Richards announced his 
resignation. He cited philosophical 
differences — differences that, more 
than a week 
later, have not 
been revealed. 

"You're 
going to want to 
know what the 
philosophical 
differences are," 
he said, "and I'm 
not going to tell 
you. 

"I'm a pro- 
fessional. When 
you get to a 

point when you're not agreeing with 
the people you're working for, you've 
got a decision to make — you can stay 
and be miserable, you can do whatever 
they tell you to do, or you can move 
on. 

"I chose to move on." 

And even though Richards' 
resignation comes less than 17 months 
after he was hired, pressure from 
alumni concerning his resignation has 
been steadily increasing, K-State 
president Jon Wefald said. 

"Countless thousands of alums, as 
they met Milt within the first four to 
six weeks, felt that it wasn't a fit." 
Wefald said. "It was their immediate

instinct. I heard about that from day 
one. 

"Instead of it diminishing, it built. 
And that's the key." 

Wefald said that Wildcat alumni 
would rather see an individual with K- 
State ties in the position of athletic 
director. Richards came from Temple 
University in Philadelphia, where he 
had been the associate athletic director 
for six years. 

"In an athletic department, the AD, 
in addition to representing the day-to- 
day operations, represents an image, a 
history, a tradition," Wefald said, "and 
I think that's where the rub came. 

"I heard about that from day one — 
this urban person, this East Coast 
person, isn't going to be able to relate 
to K-Staters." 

Was this considered when Richards 
was hired? 

Wefald said that the $5.2-million 
debt that was left behind by Steve 
Miller, who resigned to take a position 
with Nike, needed to be dealt with. 

"Steve had the charm, the 
personality and the charisma," Wefald 
said, "but on the other hand, maybe he 
didn't carefully watch internal 
procedures, budgets, expenditures 
versus revenues, and this kind of thing. 
When he left, what we wanted was 
somebody who would put a great 
emphasis on a balanced budget. 

"And that's probably why we 
focused in on Milt, because internally, 
that's what he had done at Temple." 

Before Richards resigned, he was 
able to do precisely what he was asked 
— balance the athletic budget. For the 
1992 fiscal year, the Wildcat budget 
report indicated that the department 
operated in the black — $265,000 to be 
exact — for the first time in seven 
years. 

"I'm most proud that I leave the 



department, I believe, in belter shape 
than when I came in," Richards said. 

"What I want people to remember 
about Milt Richards is that he came in 
and got the fiscal house going." 

The athletic department raised 
enough money last year during 
Richards' tenure to enable the 
university to begin construction of a 
new press box at the football stadium. 
It was also able to build a new indoor 
practice facility. 

There has been speculation that 
there was pressure, from both the 
administration and the alumni, that led 
to Richards' decision to leave the 
University. 

"I bet you could count up six to 
eight different sources." Wefald said. 
"Alumni, the Foundation, Catbacker 
clubs, alumni clubs and just alumni out 
there — people would write a letter, 
maybe call me or Milt. 'Shape up. 
You're not doing this, you're not doing 
that.' 

"It came down to a matter of style, 
personality and the ability to win 
friends for the department." 

But in Richards' case. Wefald said, 
that ability never quite blossomed, and 
the solution became obvious. 

"It became clear to Milt, and it 
became apparent to me.

WASHINGTON — The Bush 

administration Tuesday declared Iraq's 
fresh incursions into disputed territory 
"a matter of extreme concern" and said 
there would be no further warnings 
before possible military retaliation for 
threatening moves by Saddam Hussein. 

Presidential spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater denounced Baghdad's actions 
after Iraqi work crews — for the third 
time in as many days — entered 
contested territory along the Kuwaiti 
border to remove equipment from a 
naval base. 

In addition, U.S. officials said Iraq 
was shifting anti-aircraft missile 
batteries around in both its southern and 
northern "no-fly zones" — areas in 
which the United States and its allies 
have banned military flights — in an 
apparent effort to confuse and provoke 
the allied jets flying patrols there. 

In Little Rock, Ark, a spokesman for 
President-elect Clinton said Saddam 
could be setting up a quick test for 
Bush's successor. 

"It would be unwise of him to 
underestimate President-elect Clinton," 



said communications director George 
Stephanopoulos. 

In the waning days of the Bush 
administration, officials at the White 
House and Pentagon were showing little 
patience. 

"The warning that we gave still 
stands," said Pentagon spokesman Bob 
Hall. "We won't tolerate any 
interference with our ability to enforce 
the no-fly zone. And if we make a 
judgment that some Iraqi action 
interferes with that ability, we'll take the 
appropriate action." 

Hall called the missiles "a potential 
threat to our aircraft." 

Some military experts suggested 
Saddam had opened the door for Bush 
to strike one more blow at the Iraqi 
ruler. 

"I sense that he (Bush) is looking for 
some excuse to do something pretty dra- 
matic to Saddam Hussein," said retired 
Vice Adm. Henry C. Mustin, former 
deputy chief of Naval Operations. 

"I can't imagine Saddam Hussein 
would be stupid enough to push him at 
this particular time," said Col. Harry G. 
Summers Jr., an analyst at the Army 
War College. "Bush has everything to 
gain and nothing to lose." 

At the White House. Fitzwater told 
reporters, "There is a clear pattern of 
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violation, whether it's missiles or these 
raids into warehouses or other actions 
they've taken." 

"It remains to be seen exactly what 
may come of that, but as we said, there 
will be no warnings," he said, speaking 
of any potential U.S. military retaliation. 

The U.N. Security Council on Mon- 
day night condemned the border raids. 

In an interview with "Fox Morning 
News," Fitzwater said the U.N. action 
"really put the world community on 
record in saying this is not acceptable. 
We are now in a position of walching to 
see how he may proceed from here. Bui 
it is a matter of extreme concern." 

At the State Department, spokesman 
Joseph Snyder said the U.N. resolution 
"lays the foundation for action by the 
council or member states" in response 
to Iraqi violations of the cease-fire 
resolutions, which were put in place 
after the end of the Gulf War. 

"The possible use of force is not 
excluded,' ' he said, adding this was how 
the United States interpreted the 
resolution. "We got a statement last 
night that we're very happy with "

LOS ANGELES — 

Promoting racial harmony is 
important to college freshmen, 
according to a survey. 

Forty-iwo percent of college 
freshmen surveyed by the 
University of California, Los 
Angeles, said that "helping to 
promote racial understanding" 
was an essential or very 
important goal, an increase of 8 
percentage points over 1991 . 

The survey is conducted 
annually by UCLA's Higher 
Education Research Institute and 
the American Council on 
Education. More than 300.000 
students at 606 schools were 
asked to fill out questionnaires 
involving their lifestyles, 
attitudes and backgrounds. 

This year, a record 66 percent 
said they had performed 
volunteer work in the past year. 

"These findings suggest that 
students today are substantially 
more committed to serving their 
communities and to working for 
social and political change than 



were students who entered 
college just a few years ago," 
said Alexander Astin, the 
survey's founding director. 

A third of freshmen said 
working in community 
leadership was very important or 
essential. At black colleges more 
than half the freshmen felt the 
same. 

A quarter of the respondents 
said they frequently discuss 
politics, but only 7.3 percent said 
they worked in a local, state or 
national political campaign in 
1992. 

The study also revealed gaps 
between male and female 
attitudes on social issues. 

One-fourth of students 
continued to believe the activities 
of married women are "best 
confined to home and family." 
Nearly one in three men agreed 
with that statement. Only about 
one in five women concurred. 

When asked about sexual 
relations between consenting 
adults, a record low of 44 percent 
agreed "if two people really like 
each other, it's all right for them 
to have sex even if they've 
known each other only for a very 
short time." Three years ago, 60 
percent felt that way.

Memorial service for Dizzy Gillespie 

has much music, many laughs, few tears 

mourned his death last 



NEW YORK — It wasn't hard 
to spot Dizzy Gillespie among the 
5,000 people at his own memorial 
service. 

The late jazz legend was 
omnipresent — in the music played, 
the humor displayed, the 
mannerisms and verve of the 
musicians and the warmth of spirit 
that enveloped the huge gothic 
expanse of the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine. 

There were few tears at 
Tuesday's memorial, a New 
Orleans-style jazz sendoff that 
celebrated Gillespie's life more than 



Wednesday at 75. 

"Today's not meant to be a 
memorial to someone who's 
departed," said Gillespie's lawyer 
and longtime friend, Elliot 
Hoffman, who led the service. "So 
much of Dizzy is still here." 

The interdenominational service 
began with a blues processional up 
the center aisle. It was led by 
Wynton Marsalis, the most 
prominent young inheritor of 
Gillespie's trumpet legacy. 

He was followed by honorary 
pallbearers who included jazz stars 
George Shearing, Jon Paddis, Slide 
Hampton. Milt Hinton. Chuck 



Mangione, Jimmy Heath, Ray 
Brown, Milt Jackson, Paquito 
D" Rivera and Clark Terry, among 
many others. 

Private services for Gillespie — 
who helped create the bebop style 
of jazz and whose trademarks were 
his bulging cheeks, his bent horn 
and his clowning around — were 
held Saturday. 

Tuesday's service consisted 
largely of reminiscences, many of 
them humorous, interspersed with 
some of the songs that are 



Gillespie's legacy, including "Con 
Alma." "Tin Tin Deo" and "A 
Night in Tunisia." 

Thelonious Monk Jr., the son of 
the late pianist and composer, read 
a message from President-elect 
Clinton, who said, "America and 
the world have lost one of the 
creative geniuses of the 20th 
century."

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CIA correct 
in firing of 

gay spy, 
court says 



WASHINGTON — The CIA's 
firing of a gay spy on grounds that 
he posed a threat to national 
security was upheld Tuesday by a 
federal appellate court. 

A three judge panel of the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia said the CIA had a 
legitimate concern about the spy's 
"trustworthiness in light of the fact 
that he hid information about his 
involvement in homosexual activity 
despite suspecting or knowing that 
the agency considered such 
involvement to be a matter of 
security significance." 

The appeals court overturned a 
federal judge's ruling that the spy, 
identified in court papers only by 
the fictitious name John Doe, was 
denied due process when CIA Dire- 
ctor William Casey fired him 1982. 

Doc joined the CIA in 1973 as a 
clerk typist and worked his way up 
to a covert job as an electronics 
technician, in which he was rated 
as an excellent agent. 

Fearing that he might be fired, 
he told a CIA security official in 
January 1982 that he was gay, that 
his family, neighbors and friends 
knew he was homosexual, but that 
he had never revealed any 
classified information to an 
unauthorized person. 

He was placed on paid leave 
pending an investigation and was 
told in May he was being fired "in 
the interests of the United States." 
After the CIA rejected his appeal. 
Doe sued the agency in federal 
court, contending he was fired 
because he was gay. 

When the case reached the 
Supreme Court six years later, the 
CIA denied having a blanket policy 
against homosexuals. But the 
Reagan administration contended 
that the CIA director had the 
discretion under the 1947 National 
Security Act to dismiss any 
employee deemed a security risk 
"without giving reasons." 

The justices disagreed. They 
said courts could intervene if a CIA 
agent was denied equal protection 
and property rights under the 
Constitution. They sent the case 
bock to lower courts. 

In 1991, a district judge ruled in 
Doe's favor, saying statements 
from other employees and the 
CIA's handbook created an 
"agency -fostered understanding" 
that he would enjoy continued 
employment as long as his services 
were needed and his work was well 
done.

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GOP criticizes Finney's State of the State address 



TOPEKA — Republican 
legislative leaders said Gov. Joan 
Finney's State of the State address 
on Tuesday was bland and lacked 
specific goals, while Democrats 
praised her proposed budget as 
realistic. 

Rep. Roche lie Chronister, R- 
Neodesha. chairwoman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
said Finney's speech lacked a 
(heme for the next two years. 

"It's difficult really to say what 
it is that is really going on with the 



governor's budget at this point." 
Chronister said. "A lot of governors 
have a clearer view of what it is 
they would really like to see for 
people in Kansas." 

Finney, a Democrat, told 
legislators they must help prepare 
the state for the next century, but 
Republican leaders complained that 
she provided few details. They also 
said the ideas she outlined already 
have been proposed or studied by 
the Legislature. 

Legislators interrupted Finney's 
speech with applause 10 times. 
Each time. Democrats began 



clapping and Republicans joined in 
with limited applause. 

Sen. Gus Bogina. R-Shawnee, 
chairman of the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee, called Finney's 
21 -minute speech "vanilla ice 
cream." 

GOP leaden also were skeptical 
of Finney's proposed $6.65-billion 
budget for fiscal year 1994, which 
begins July I. They said they have 
doubts about whether her proposals 
— most notably a generous pay 
increase for state employees — can 
be financed with existing revenues. 

"I think what she said was very 



nice, and 1 agree with all of it, but I 
don't know how she plans to 
accomplish it," Bogina said. 

House Speaker Bob Miller, R- 
Wellington.said, "I didn't hear 
anything new in the non-budget 
items at all." 

But Democrats expressed 
satisfaction with the governor's 
proposed budget and her speech. 

Senate Minority Leader Jerry 
Kair, D-Emporia, called Finney's 
remarks a 'bread-and-butter 
speech" and "light and not 
dramatic." 

House Minority Leader Tom 



Sawyer, D- Wichita, said the budget 
was progressive and the governor 
had done a masterful job of putting 
it together. 

"Although the governor has 
stated that she would be satisfied to 
stay the course, it seems she is not 
going to back away from the major 
issues facing the Legislature this 
session." Sawyer said. 

Republican leaders said they 
were disappointed that Finney was 
not more specific in her speech 
about workers' compensation 
issues. Legislative leaders have 
made reforming workers' 



compensation laws a top priority 
because of continued increases in 
insurance premiums paid by 
businesses. 

Finney noted the problem and 
said the state must make work 
places safer and businesses more 
competitive, while striving to retain 
benefits for injured workers. 
However, she was not more 
specific. 

"We still don't know what kind 
of direction she wants to lead us 
in," said House Majority Leader 
Vince Snowbarger, R-Olathe.

Haitians anticipating 
Clinton administration 
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MIAMI — The U.S. military is 
prepared to disperse up to 100,000 
Haitian refugees across the United 
States to ease the burden on Florida 
if there's a massive exodus from 
Haiti, Gov. Lawton Chiles said 
Tuesday. 

But a Haitian community leader 
in Florida said that if U.S. officials 
were to succeed in returning ousted 
Haitian President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide to office, "the problem 
won't be there," 

President-elect Clinton's 
campaign criticism of President 
Bush's policy of forcibly returning 
Haitian refugees without asylum 
hearings has raised hopes in Haiti 
of more lenient treatment under 
Clinton. Hundreds of wooden boats 
are being built along Haiti's coast, 
prompting Florida officials to fear 
an influx of boat people after 
Inauguration Day. 

The governor met with Assistant 
Defense Secretary David Berteau 
and other Pentagon officials in 
Washington Monday to discuss 
U.S. plans to handle any 
immigration emergency affecting 
Florida. 

"They did not talk specific 
details, but they did tell us they had 
worked on their plan. They felt they 
could handle an emergency," Chiles 
said in an interview Tuesday. 



Chiles said Pentagon officials 
indicated they could handle up to 
100,000 refugees. 

"And we were talking about 
people being processed outside of 
Florida, in other states, at federal 
facilities." be said. 

U.S. Rep. E. Clay Shaw, R-Fla., 
said he doubted the military could 
control the situation. 

"Not even the U.S. Navy can 
stop all these boats, and it's 
absolute foolishness to think these 
Haitians are going to patiently wait 
on the beach for a military bus to 
come pick them up so they can be 
shipped to an Army base 
somewhere," he said. 

South Florida is still recovering 
from the $20 billion of destruction 
wrought by Hurricane Andrew. So, 
federal help would be essential. 

Ftorida, financially drained by 
the 1980 arrival of 125,000 Cubans 
during the Mariel boatlift, has since 
established its own plan to deal 
with refugees, including processing 
and detention sites. 

"It's a plan we hope we'll never 
have to activate." said Joe Pena. 
director of the governor's South 
Florida office. "This plan will kick 
in if we get the indication that the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service is just completely 
overwhelmed'" 

Clinton has said he opposes 
mass migration and has been 



searching for ways to avoid that 
possibility without violating his 
campaign pledge not to summarily 
return all Haitians. His aides have 
said his foreign policy team is 
working with the Bush 
administration and with Aristide on 
a policy statement that they expect 
to release late this week. 

About 40,000 Haitians have fled 
their Caribbean nation since the 
bloody army coup in September 
1991 that ousted Aristide, Haiti's 
first freely elected leader Bush 
claims they are escaping poverty, 
not repression. Refugees claim they 
are fleeing army terror. 

"If the (U.S.) government wants 
to do what is right — and legal — 
they should send Aristide back. If 
Aristide goes back, the problem 
won't be there," said Rolande 
Dorancy. head of the Haitian 
Refugee Center. 

Haitian advocates have protested 
the detention of Haitian refugees, 
citing the treatment of Cuban 
refugees, who usually are freed 
shortly after their arrival.

"They are demolishing build- 
ings and taking whatever they can 
— windows, cables, everything," 
said Abdel Latif Kabbaj, spokes- 
man for U.N. observers in the 
demilitarized zone along the Iraq- 
Kuwait border. 

U.S. officials also said Baghdad 
was moving anti-aircraft missile 
batteries around the southern and 
northern "no-fly" zones in defi- 
ance of demands to remove them. 

President Bush's press secre- 
tary. Marl in Fitzwater, said Iraq 
would get no further warnings to 
halt such actions before possible 
military retaliation. He called the 
situation "a matter of extreme con- 
cern." 

Kabbaj said about 1 50 unarmed 



Iraqis in civilian clothes entered 
the zone Tuesday to remove more 
equipment from the former base 
near Umm Qasr, about 50 miles 
north of Kuwait City. 

He said they again failed to get 
prior approval from the United 
Nations as required. 

Tuesday's foray came a day 
after the U.N. security council 
condemned earlier raids and asked 
Iraq to return Silkworm anti-ship 
missiles it seized Sunday. 

Hungarian Ambassador Andre 
Erdos said he could imagine the 
United States and its Persian Gulf 
War allies launching a military 
strike against Iraq "without neces- 
sarily asking for a green light from 
the council." 

Fitzwater accused Iraq of "a 
clear pattern of violation" of U.N. 
resolutions and said it cannot con- 
tinue. 

Kuwaiti Defense Minister 
Sheik Ali al-Sabah told Parliament 
that the emirate was prepared to 
repel any Iraqi military threat. 

Kuwait is trying to rebuild its 
2 1 ,000- member army, shattered by 
the Iraqi invasion of August 1990. 

After the allies defeated Iraq in 
February 1991, Kuwait signed 10- 
year military agreements with the 
United Stales, France and Britain.

Serb leader accepts peace proposal; critics 
question commitment to mediators' terms 



GENEVA — The leader of 
Bosnian Serbs said Tuesday he 
accepted mediators' peace 
proposals, apparently dropping 
demands for a separate state within 
the war- ravaged nation. 

But a leader of the self-styled 
Bosnian Serb Republic predicted 
lawmakers would not back the deal 
by Radovan Karadzic. 

The disagreement illustrates the 
fragile state of efforts by mediators 
Cyrus Vance and Lord Owen to end 



the ethnic fighting in Bosni.i 
Herzegovina, where Serbs led by 
Karadzic control about 70 pert cm 
of the territory. 

Combat continues sporadically 
in Sarajevo and along a strategic 
Serb-held land corridor in northern 
Bosnia, which government forces 
have cut several times in the past 
two months. The narrow strip 
connects Serb-held land in western 
Bosnia with Serbia. 

Serbia has been blamed for 
l\ 'meriting a civil war that has killed 
more than 17,000 people, left 1 



million homeless and produced 
charges of "ethnic cleansing" — 
ridding areas of other ethnic groups 
as a Serbian way to control the 
territory. 

At Tuesday's peace talks. 
Karadttk agreed lo a constitutional 
framework proposed by the 
mediators, who have proposed 
dividing Bosnia into 10 provinces 
among the Ihree main factions: 
Muslims, Serbs and Croats. 
Karadzic said the deal was subject 
in approval by the Bosnian Serbs* 
assembly within a week, a 



Yugoslav delegation statement said. 
But Karadzic has previously 
agreed to local cease-fires that have 
been quickly violated by Serb 
forces. His critics have questioned 
his commitment to peace under 
anything les* than his terms. 



Biljana Plavsic, vice-president of 
the self-styled Bosnian Serb 
Republic, was asked by a British 
television interviewer if parliament 
will accept the deal. "No." she 
said. "Absolutely no."

Oil spill worsens as ship breaks up 



Officials say 
waves, wind will 
help ctean-up effort

SUMBURGH. Shetland Islands 
— The fury of wind and waves that 
shattered the tanker Braer now is 
the best hope for cleaning up one of 
the world's largest oil spills, 
conservationists and pollution 
experts said Tuesday. 

In darkness, the 790-foot vessel 



broke into at least three pieces after 
being grounded against the rugged 
edge of the Bay of Quendale for a 
week. Waves have risen to 30 fee* 
and winds have hit 100 mph. 

The tanker was carrying Z J i 
million gallons of Norwegian light 
crude to Canada when it went 
aground in a hurricane- tori. e storm 
Jan. 5. The cargo was more than 
twice the amount spilled by the 
Exxon Valdez in Alaska in 19S9. 

"It is obvious most of the oil has 
now gone. There is a possibility 
there will be some still on board. 



but we are no longer talking about 
thousands of tons — just 
hundreds." Geert Koffeman of the 
Dutch salvage firm Smit Tak told 
reporters. 

This was the world's 12th largest 
Oil tanker spill, according to 
(loloh's Oil Pollution Bulletin of 
Cambridge. Mass. The worst was 
79 million gallons lost by the 
Castillo de Bellver off South Africa 
in 198.V 

Asked to assess the impact of the 
Shetland spill, Da\id Bedborough, 
of the covernment's marine 



pollution control unit, said, "On 
crude tonnage terms, quite high. In 
terms of immediate, gross, fouling 
dirty effects, very low. In terms of 
more subtle effects, unknown." 

Local council member Magnus 
Flaws said the spilt was "nowhere 
near as bad as when I saw the 
vessel hitting the rocks."

The studio at KSDB-FM 91.9 is getting a 
facelift. The student radio station at K-Statc 
has renovated its studio to fit changes in 
equipment. 

Joe Montgomery, DB92 station manager, 
has wanted these changes for some time. 
Montgomery said the changes were much 
needed. 

"We've been wanting a new board for 
some time, and we got one last October," he 
said. 

The renovations have been in progress 
since finals week of last semester and were 
completed Friday. 

The new board will help the disc jockeys 
perform their jobs better, Montgomery said. 

"Ideally, we want our studios to be as 
user-friendly as possible. With new or rookie 
DJs, you want to make things as simple as 
possible. The new board will help reduce 
some of the DJs' mistakes," he said. 

Doug Chapman, assistant music director, 
said he agrees with Montgomery. 

"It should improve the quality somewhat 
because there will be less mistakes by the 
DJs," Chapman said. 

The new mixing board provides many 
features for the DJs at DB92. 

Gary Pettet, station engineer, said the new 
board will have features to help tell DJs when 
something is wrong. 

"It helps keep track of our quality 
control," he said. 

Other features of the new board include 
timers, remote music starts and a talk back 
feature to help with station remotes and 
promotions. 

Another reason for the renovations fas to 
make the studio more handicapped- 
accessible. 

Montgomery said the old studio had little 
room in which to maneuver and was 
impossible to enter with a wheelchair. 



"We made sure that everything in the 
studio was wheelchair -accessible. We 
lowered much of the equipment, so anyone 
can reach it," he said. 

Jim Johnson, former music director for 
DB92, who completed all renovations 
himself, helped with determining 
handicapped- accessibility. 

"We had Jim Johnson sit down in a 
wheelchair and made sure he could reach 
everything." 

Although renovations started during finals 
week, it took months of planning before work 
could begin. 

Pettet said he had to draw out plans for the 
renovations, including the locations of every 
piece of equipment. 

Many of the DJs said they like the new 
renovations. Chris Kollar, senior in 
architecture and a DB92 DJ, said he likes the 
new studio features. 

"It's a wonderful idea. It's got some nice 
qualities to it," he said. "It will help with 
remotes and promotions." 

The costs of these renovations came out of 
the station's general operations fund. 

"It only cost a couple hundred dollars for 
the lumber and carpet, then add in the labor. 
We had already saved up for the board." 
Montgomery said. 

The station also just received more money 
from Student Senate. 

Montgomery said with this money, he is 
thinking of even more changes for the station. 

Some of these changes include digital 
broadcasting. This would bring CD-quality 
sound to everything in the station, from the 
music to the DJs. 

Montgomery said he was thinking about 
getting a digital audio computer to help with 
the production staff. 

"We were the first FM station in 
Manhattan. I hope we can be the first digital 
station as well," he said.

PJ Harvey isn't dry — she's 
draining. But in a good way. 

On her Indigo/Island records 
debut, "Dry," this angry young Brit 
raggedly churns out the romantic 
frustrations of the women of 
Generation X with her versatile 
voice and guitar. 

There are no shiny, happy songs 
on the album, but, strangely, it's 
not a downer. It's a release. 

Harvey — the "P" is for Polly 
— puts her guitar to work as a 
catharsis for her conflicting 
emotions. She can grind away her 
angst one minute and deliver sweet, 
gentle strumming the next. 

Two singles off the compact 
disc are now in regular college- 
radio rotation. 

"Dress," an ode to the 
experience of going out in that 
uniquely feminine garment, is one 
of the album's most danceable and 
radio-friendly selections. Powered 
by a stop-start beat in the verses, it 
bursts wide open in the chorus with 
boisterous Harvey chords. 

But it's a far cry from the angry 
passion of most of the tracks. 
"Sheela-Na-Gig," the second single 
from the album, details her spumed 
advances on a man who only 
replies, "you exhibitionist." 

Broadway lyrics never had it so 
good as when Harvey bitterly 
declares "I'm gonna wash that man 
right outta my hair/I'm gonna take 
my hips to a man who cares." 

Harvey wrote all 1 1 tracks on 
the album, except for two written 
with drummer Robert Ellis — 
"Joe" and "Plants and Rags," a 
haunting sample of grunge played 
on string instruments. Harvey 
supplies the violin part herself. 

She even draws material from 
dysfunctional relationships 
throughout history. "Hair" is a 
revisionist take on the story of 
biblical lovebirds Samson and 
Delilah with a swerving bass line. 

But it's the fifth track, "Happy 
and Bleeding," that delivers the 
essence of PJ Harvey. She starts off 
with a simple, spare riff that soon 
erupts into pounding drums and 
raw vocals, then falls quietly back 
to the beginning. 

Harvey is one of the few 
vocalists around today who knows 
how to spew her frustrations 
without sacrificing quality sound or 
her voice. She's not working at 
roughing up the edges — she just 
lets loose what she feels. 

Next time your significant other 
pushes you over the edge, throw on 
"Dry," and let PJ do the screaming 
for you. It'll make you feel better.

I hook, we pay 50 percent cash and 
60 percent on the Wildcat card," 
Farley said. 

"For example, if a person bought 

; a book for $40 new, they would get 

i $20 hack. If that same book was 
sold as a used book for $30, the 

'. person would still get back $20," 

' she said. 

Books not being used the 

[ following semester arc shipped to a 

; wholesaler, Dan Walter, Varney's 
Book Store textbook manager, said. 
"If we're not using the book 
again, we buy as an agent for a 
nationwide wholesaler," Walter 
said. "We've iried to store the 
books that are to be used in the next 

' year, but it is too risky. Too many 
instructors change their minds, or a 
new addition comes out." 

Both Varney's and the Union 
Bookstore can give back wholesale 
price only if they have reached their 

i limit in inventory. Farley said the 

{Union usually offers 25 percent for 

! books sold to the wholesalers. 

t Malloy said she hasn't had much

Farmers 
jplant less 
'wheat for 
second year

throughout the country seeded 
:«fewer winter wheat acres than 
•anticipated for the second 
^consecutive year, and a grain 
'marketing analyst said that could 
mean a rally in wheal prices. 

The Kansas Agricultural 
Statistics service reported Tuesday 
Kansas farmers seeded 1 1 .8 million 
acres of wheat, down 2 percent 
from last year. The south -central 
Kansas district was the only one to 
increase seeding s — 2.9 million 
acres compared with 2.6 million in 
1991. 

U.S. plantings were reported at 
.5 1 .5 million acres, an increase of I 
percent. 

Even though it increased. Bill 
Tierney of Kansas State University 
says the nationwide wheat seedings 
figure was lower than the grain 
'industry expected. 

"The combination of a low 
plantings figure and stronger than 
expected wheat exports could push 
.die wheat market to new highs over 
Ihe next few weeks," he said. 
^'However, the abundant moisture 
situation and the relatively good 
condition of the winter wheat crop 
is likely to limit the rally." 

Tuesday's reports also included 
a final summary for fat I -harvested 
Kansas crops, most of which set 
.yield records. The row crops 
generally benefited from good 
moisture conditions, although in 
some areas too much precipitation 
hampered harvests. 

Grain sorghum production was 
iup 38 percent at 244 million 
bushels. That placed Kansas second 
behind Texas in milo production in 
1992. The yield of 80 bushels an 
iicre was a new record, surpassing 
■% lie mark of 75 bushels set in 1986. 
hi was a 24 bushel increase from 
;I99I. 

Milo production might have 
Jbeen even greater, but harvested 
{acreage at 3.05 million acres was 
{50,000 acres less than forecast in 
(November. 

The corn harvest was 259.5 
{million bushels, up 26 percent from 
la year ago and the largest crop 
{since 1889. Yields averaged 150 
{bushels per acre, an increase of 25 
(bushels from 1991 and another new 
[record. The previous record was 
1 1 36 bushels in 1986. 

Soybean production was 68.5 
•million bushels, a 57 percent 
•increase and a new record. 



"I've been selling back books 
for several semesters now, and I 
don't think I've ever gotten back 50 
percent for my books," she said. 

Farley said the Union gives 
more money back for books, 
especially if students take the 
money on their Wildcat cards. 

Walter said the difference in the 
amount from the Union and 
Varney's depends on the situation 
and the textbook. 

"It really just depends on the 
individual book. We do things to 
give back the most possible, but 
theoretically we offer the same 
amount," he said 

Sometimes it depends on the day 
of the week you sell your book 
back, Walter said. For example, if 
students sell their books back on 
Monday, the instructor may not 
have reported the book yet, and the 
students may receive wholesale 
price. Also, if students sell their 
books back at the end of the week, 
sometimes the bookstores may have 
their limit on that book and only be 
offering wholesale price. 

Both Farley and Waller said they 
have never seen a student-operated 
book exchange work. 

"There are several reasons ii has- 
n't worked. First, there is no return 
policy. Students have to be willing 
to take the risk of keeping their 
books through book buy -back week 
until the next term. Then at thai 
point there may be new editions or 
course changes, Walter said. 

"It is a good concept, but it 
leaves a potential for people to rip 
off each other. Il is pretty easy for a 
senior to take advantage of a 
freshman," he said. 

Walter said he thinks the Union 
gets more pressure from the faculty 
to have a large inventory of books 

"I think people view the Union 
as a service to the students instead 
of a business," he said.

The full report, to be released h\ 
the bipartisan congressional task 
force today, seeks to lay to rest 
allegations that have haunted the 
Reagan and Bush administrations 



"There is wholly insufficient 
credible evidence of any 
communications by, or on behalf 
of, the ls>K(> Reagan presidential 
campaign with any persons 
representing or connected with the 
Iranian government, or with those 
holding Americans as hostages 
during the 1979-1981 period," the 
summary said. 

"There is no credible evidence 
supporting an> attempt or proposal 
to attempt, by the Reagan 
presidential campaign ... to delay 



the release of the American 
hostages in Iran," the ta^k force 
concluded after an I I -month 
investigation. 

The report itself, which runs 
several hundred pages, contains 
detailed information rebutting 
allegations that senior Reagan 
aides — among them the late 
William Casey who served as his 
campaign manager and then 
headed the CIA — took part in 
meetings in Europe with Iranian 
representatives.

WASHINGTON — American 
and allied warplanes raided 
southern Iraq and bombed anti- 



aircraft missile sites Wednesday in 
a fiery showdown with Saddam 
Hussein two years after the 
Persian Gulf War and a mere week 
before President Bush leaves 
office. 

The 30-minute, nighttime strike 
by warplanes from the United 



States. France and Britain was 
accompanied by an order from 
Bush dispatching about 1.300 
American troops to Kuwait to 
stand as a tripwire against any 
incursion from neighboring Iraq. 
The bombing fleet included 80 
strike planes and 30 support 



aircraft. 

"Preliminary information 
indicates the mission was 
accomplished." presidential 
spokesman Martin Fitzwater said 
at the White House. "All of our 
planes have returned to their 
bases." 



The United States had accused 
Iraq of a lengthy series of 
provocations, including 

deployment of missile batteries in 
a "no- fly zone," the firing of a 
missile from an Iraqi plane at an 
American aircraft and illegal 
border crossings into Kuwait. 



Iraq condemned the attack as 
"very uncivilized'* but offered to 
halt cross-border raids into 
Kuwait. Saddam, appearing on 
Iraqi television in military 
uniform, said, "The criminals have

Saddam calls 
for 'holy war' 
against allies 



NICOSIA, Cyprus — Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein urged his people early Thursday to 
wage"holy war" against Western allies after 
attacks on military targets in southern Iraq. 

After the speech. Baghdad radio reported the 
raids killed a soldier and three civilians in a 
residential area near a"petrocbemical complex" 
in the area around the southern city of Basra. The 
report, whjch quoted an anonymous official 
source, also said three soldiers and four civilians 
were wounded. 

"Fight against them as you fought the enemies 
of God before, and extinguish the fire of hatred 
in the muzzles of their weapons," the Iraqi leader 
said in a speech. 

"The criminals came back, carrying their spite 
and their tools of evil," Saddam said in the nearly 
10-minute address. 

He urged the Iraqi military and its air defenses 
to turn the skies of Iraq into a lava against the 
oppressors from north to south, east and west.

"I really feel my education back- 
ground will make it easy to under- 
stand the issues," Schrum said. 

Her appointment came after 
talks with Gov. Joan Finney, whom 
she has known for 20 years, 
Schrum said. 

"We've talked about education 
over long periods of time and have 
always felt confident discussing it," 
she said. "1 am pleased she has such 
a deep interest in education, and not 
only for the regents schools, but 
also for elementary school kids and 
for kids in general." 

Finney interviewed Schrum, 
who was her campaign manager 
during her successful bid for gover- 
nor, about joining the board Dec. 
17. 

A native of Riley County, 
Schrum earned a bachelor's degree 
in secondary education from K- 
State in 1965. She received both a 
master's degree in secondary 
education and a special masters 
building administrator's certificate 



from K State 

After teaching elementary 
school in Dickinson County for 
four years, she taught American 
history at Fort Riley Junior High 
from 1969 to 1991. For the past two 
years, she has been a member of the 
University of Kansas Medical 
Center Admissions Board. 

Her experience extends beyond 
education to politics and business 
as well. 

Schrum and her husband Neil, 
also a K-State graduate, have 
owned Schrum Rental Properties 
since 1970. She has worked as a 
real estate agent for nearly 30 years. 

She also served as chairwoman 
of the Clinton Committee in 
Manhattan and is currently presi- 
dent of the Landlords of Manhattan, 
an organization that works on 
legislative proposals for owners of 
rental properties. 

Hostetler said issues now facing 
the board include the hiring of 
minority faculty, the recruiting of 
minority students, getting sufficient 
faculty salary increases, the mission 
statements and qualified admis- 
sions. 

Schrum supports open admis- 
sions. 

"That's fine." Hostetler said. 
"Not everyone will agree." 

"But she will be in a minority 
position on this issue, t think that 
the regents as a whole understand 
the need for qualified admissions, 
and 1 think Mrs. Schrum will be out 
of step on this." 

If the confirmation process goes 
as planned, Schrum will attend her 
first board meeting as a regent in 
February. In the meantime, she is 
studying the issues. 

"I personally want to catch up on 
what the regents have been doing," 
Schrum said. "I've been trying to 
get through the stacks of informa- 
tion.

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"I think all 
Iraqis are 






Immediate halt 

to salvage forays 
into Kuwait proposed

Iraqi U.N. 
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UNITED NATIONS — Iraq 
decried allied air strikes on its anti-air- 
craft missiles Wednesday, but immedi- 
ately offered to stop its salvage forays 
into Kuwait and to let U.N. weapons 
inspectors use their own aircraft. 

It had balked on these two points 
earlier despite U.N. and allied warn- 
ings. 

Iraqi U.N. Ambassador Nizar 
Hamdoon said Wednesday it was 
'Really sad that people are resorting to 
military action rather than trying to 
resolve issues peacefully, which Iraq 
has indicated its willingness to do." 



The United States, Britain and 
France launched the night raid to 
destroy anti-aircraft missile batteries in 
the southern no-fly zone, after repeat- 
edly warning Iraq the missiles threat- 
ened allied air patrols. 

Hamdoon said he had no casualty 
count. 

"I think all Iraqis are angry," he 
said. 

He said his government has always 
complied with terms of the U.N. cease- 
fire that ended the 1991 Persian Gulf 
War. Iraq considers the attack to be 
"very uncivilized," he said. 

Hamdoon met at his New York resi- 
dence later with U.S., British and 
French representatives, who sought 
clarification of his offer to abide by 
conditions imposed by the Security 
Council. No word emerged on the out- 
come. 



Venezuelan Ambassador Diego 
Arria said no U.N. meetings were 
scheduled. 

"It's a strong warning, no?" he said, 
smiling. 

The attack followed repeated 
Security Council warnings that Iraq 
stop violating cease-fire terms or face 
serious consequences. Baghdad said it 
was cooperating with the council, and 
in a letter delivered Tuesday offered 
"dialogue with the council and with all 
who so desire" to solve problems. 

After the raid, Hamdoon offered 10 
allow U.N. weapons inspectors to 
resume flying into Iraq on their own 
aircraft. Baghdad barred such flights 
last week, insisting that the inspectors 
use Iraqi aircraft instead.

WASHINGTON — Kansas 
lawmakers expressed support 
Wednesday for allied air strikes 
against Iraq. 

"Maybe now Saddam 
Hussein will finally get the mes- 
sage." Senate Republican leader 
Bob Dole said in a statement. 
"He's had more than enough 
warnings, hut it's clear he has 
no intention of listening." 

Dole and other Kansans 
agreed the bombings of missile 
sites in Iraq were an appropriate 
response to what U.S. officials 
consider repeated violations of 
the cease-fire agreement that 
ended the 1991 Persian Gulf 
War. 

"Saddam ought to get [he 
message at least that the country 
is unified against him," Rep. 
Dan Glickman. a D-Wichita, 
said in a telephone interview. 

Rep. Jim Slattery, D-Topeka, 
said the United States and its 
allies had little choice but to use 
military force 

"We have to demand that 
Saddam Hussein comply com- 
pletely with the UN resolu- 
tions," he said in a telephone 



interview. "There can't be any 
fish-tailing" 

U.S. officials contend the 
Iraqis have violated the cease- 
fire terms by dispatching planes 
over a no-fly zone. The United 
States also has warned Saddam 
to dismantle missile batteries 
that posed a threat to allied air- 
craft. 

Slattery said he wasn't 
suprised by Saddam's actions. 

"We should have anticipated 
that Saddam Hussein would lest 
George Bush as he leaves 
office, and you can expect he 
will test President Clinton as he 
assumes office," Slattery said. 

Rep. Jan Meyers, R- 
Overland Park, said in a state- 
ment Iraq had "ignored repeated 
warnings" about its failure to 
comply with trie cease-fire 
agreement. 

Dole said the allied bomb- 
ings were a needed "demonstra- 
tion of strength and resolve" by 
the United States and its allies. 

He said the military mission 
also could help in other spots 
around the world, especially in 
Somalia and with ethnic ftghing 
in the former Yugoslavia.

Iraqis here expressed disgust 
with the latest U.S. and allied air 
strikes Wednesday against Iraq, a 
response to alleged violations of 
a 1991 cease-fire agreement fol- 
lowing the Persian Gulf War. 

In one Iraqi neighborhood, 
where store signs in Arabic out- 
number those in English, many 
people huddled around TV sets. 

"In the war, it wasn't the sol- 
diers that got mostly killed. It 



was children, old people, women. 
Now this will happen again." said 
Akram Alnashhadni, 39, as he 
and a dozen others in an Iraqi 
social club watched CNN. 

He and others said it was 
unconscionable to attack a coun- 
try that hadn't attacked another. 

"If I have a gun in my house, 
you can't come in and cell me not 
to have it," Alnashhadni said, 

Iraqi officials have said about 
100,000 tons of explosives were 



dropped on Iraqi cities and vil- 
lages during the Gulf War in 
early 1991, Iraq's 17 million peo- 
ple were left with a shattered 
economy and shortages of elec- 
tricity, food, water and medical 
supplies. 

As a result, up to 5,000 Iraqi 
children die each month because 
of lack of water and sanitation, 
said the Detroit-based Coalition 
to Stop U.S. Intervention in the 
Middle East.

Political reality probably will prevent ihe

Outrage from voters who refuse to see the 
long-term benefits of higher taxes on fuels 
probably will be enough to stop Clinton, as it has 
past presidents. 

But the facts remain: The United States has 
the cheapest motor fuel and fuel oil by far in the 
industrialized world. It wants to discourage fossil 
fuel use in the interest of its environment, and it 
wants higher revenues to deal with monstrous 
deficits.

An oil import fee would be the fairest, but no 
one dares that because the heavily populated 
Eastern seaboard wants to continue to burn cheap 
fuel oil.

But the tariff would help an industry that has 
been losing 40,000 jobs a year to foreign oil 
interests.

Bill Clinton has said he intends to re-make 
government so that it wilt be more 
efficieni and effective.

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Grade changes possible, not easy 

Incompletes most common change; 

many students accept what they receive 
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Opening a grade card is like 
opening a box wrapped in brown 
paper. One never knows whether 
the contents will be a surprise, or 
the expected. 

Sometimes students are disap- 
pointed by the grades they receive 
because they are unaware of their 
semester average. At other times, 
grades arc incorrect due to comput- 
er or human error. Grades believed 
to be incorrect are occasionally 
protested by students. Registrar 
Don Foster said. 

Lori Schreibcr. study skills 
instructor, learned not to take an 
incorrect grade quietly. When she 
received a B in a physics course, 
and thought she had almost been 
guaranteed an A, she tried to have it 
changed. 

"1 contacted the department 
office and found out that my profes- 
sor had transferred to another uni- 
versity." Schreiber said. 

"I wrote him a letter and he told 
me that he had thrown away the 
final," she said. "He couldn't even 
tell me the grade that I had received 
on the final." 

Schreiber accepted the grade, but 
now wishes that she had taken fur- 
ther action to correct it. 

"Now 1 teach my study skills 
class that they should not give up 
easily if they think their grade is 
incorrect." she said. 

Every semester several hundred 
grades are changed in the registrar's 
office, Foster said. He said that 
incompletes are the source of many 



grade changes. 

"Grades are changed for a lot of 
reasons," Foster said. "We do not 
keep statistics." 

Grade mistakes could leave a 
student panicked. 

Craig Corsini, a graduate student 
in geography, said he knows the 
feeling of grade despair. 

"When 1 was taking Geography 
of Europe with Dr. Karen De Bres, 
I thought I would receive a B," 
Corsini said. "1 was very startled 
and upset when I got my report card 
and it said that I had received a D " 

Corsini said he called his profes- 
sor, but she was out of town. 

"I finally ended up calling Dr. 
Duane Nellis, the head of the 
department, to check the grade that 
Dr. De Bres had recorded." Corsini 
said. "There had been an error in 
transcription of the grade so that the 



person above me (in the roster) had 
accidentally become my grade." 

Grade mistakes are easy to dis- 
cover and can be changed at any 
time, providing that the professor 
still has kept the recorded grades, 
Foster said. 

Alden Williams, professor of 
political science, said students 
rarely approach him about a desired 
grade change. 

"It is pretty rare for students to 
come in and ask lo have a grade 
change — about once a term," 
Williams said. 

"I try to structure a class so that 
students know what grade they are 
getting when they are going into the 
final." he said. "What disturbs me is 
thinking there are students who do 
not ask questions about their 
grades." 

Barbara Hetrick, a plant patholo- 
gy professor, said she also tries to 
structure her class so her students 
know what grade they have going 



into the final. 

"I seldom have students ques- 
tioning the final grades they receive 
because I try to keep them informed 
about how they are doing through- 
out the semester," she said. 

Jerry Wets, biology professor, 
said he gets a few students every 
semester who want to change their 
grade. 

"I don't know if I get any more 
students questioning their grades 
than 1 did 20 years ago," he said. 
"Pre-professionals are the most 
grade conscious. They tend to fol- 
low their grades more closely." 

He said when the students sit 
down to show him how they com- 
pute their grades, he often sees 
where they have miscalculated. 

"There are more times 1 haven't 
changed a grade than 1 have." 

When a professor agrees to 
change a student's grade, a grade - 
change form is filled out and sub- 
mitted to the registrar.

breach of the cease-fire, which 
gives the inspectors free rein to 
search for weapons of mass 
destruction and destroy them. 

Hamdoon also offered to stop 
Iraqi swoops to retrieve weapons 
and equipment from Camp Khor, a 
former Iraqi navy base now in 
Kuwait under a redrawn border. 

Iraqi forces on Wednesday raid- 
ed the base for a fourth straight day. 
They earlier carted off Silkworm 
anti-ship missiles and other military 



equipment — in violation of cease- 
fire rules — in addition to civilian 
supplies. 

The air strike was believed to be 
punishment for those raids, as well 
as other Iraqi defiance of Security 
Council resolutions 

U.S. sources said Edward 
Walker Jr., the American deputy 
U.N. ambassador, delivered a letter 
to Security Council President 
Yoshio Hatarto of Japan, reporting 
the U.S. -led attack.

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Cats trounce Golden Eagles

K-State used a 55-point first half against 
Northeastern Illinois Wednesday to power them to 
their best overall start since the 198 1 -82 season 

K-State, now 9-2. had five players score in double 
figures as they disposed of the Golden Eagles 97-68 
in from of 5,58$ fans in Bramlage Coliseum — the 
second largest home crowd this year. 

The Cats* offense scored early and often against 
the 3-9 Northeastern Illinois squad The frontline of 
Vincent Jackson, Deryl Cunningham and Aaron 
Collier shot a combined 21 for 32 from the field. 

K-State hit 25 of their 37 field goal attempts in 
the first half. 18 of which came inside the paint. 

"We've been posting up better and really have 
been playing hard." Collier said, "We're focusing on 
scoring points inside. 

"We try to out-hustle the other teams" big men 
and make them run and trv to get them tired" 

The K State defense allowed the Golden Eagles 
only nine field goals in the first half, while the Cats 
shot 68 percent en route to a 55-26 halfume lead. 

"Defense tonight got everything going for us," 
forward Vincent Jackson said. **We wanted to build 
off this game going into the Big Eight." 

The Cats led 25-17 with 12:19 left in the first half 
when they exploded on a 22-0 run over the next 
seven minutes. The K-State defense forced 
Northeastern Illinois into 17 turnovers in the first 
hali" and maintained a 25-point advantage throughout 
the rest of the game. 

Golden Eagle head coach Reese Johnson, whose 
team finished with 25 Turnovers, said K-State' s 
defensive pressure was the key to the game. 

The game was over in the first five minutes," he 
said. "It might have been over in the first minute 
when they came out and we didn't respond." 

The Wildcats have now forced 56 turnovers in 
their last two games. 

"We really picked up the defense." said guard 
Askta Jones, who tied for the team lead with three 
steals. "We need to keep the defense and rebounding 
up — that's our bread and butter." 

"1 was pretty pleased at halftiroe." Coach Dana 
Altman said. "We out-rebounded tbem, shot the ball 
very well and got out and ran the floor 

"I thought our first-half effort was very good. 
Everybody contributed, and guys came off the bench 
and gave us something." 

Johnson said that K-State's defense was the best 
the Golden Eagles have seen this year 

"They were better than DePaul, better than 
Marquette, better than Arizona State," he said 

"It was like men and boys — they came out like 
men, and we were boys. They showed us how we 
have to play if we want to be a good team." 

Northeastern Illinois point guard Victor Snipes, 
who ted all Division I schools in steals per game last 
season, only mustered two against the Cats, even 
though starting point guard Anthony Beane only 
played 10 minutes due to die flu. 

K-State led at halftime 55 26. but shooting cooled 
off with a 34-percent clip in the second half The 
Cats also bad 10 turnovers to slow them down and 
committed 14 fouls in the last 20 minutes. 

"In the second half, we were lackadaisical," 
Altman said. "We played a lot of different 
combinations, which may have led to our lack of 
concentration when we weren't quite as sharp, and 
people were in the wrong spots. 

"Anthony was sick, and didn't play very much, 
which may be another reason we didn't push it like 
we probably should have." 

The Cats next game will be Saturday afternoon 
against Big Eight opponent Colorado. 



Collier sets Bramlage Coliseum record

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For a while, it seemed as if 
forward Aaron Collier wouldn't miss 
Wednesday night. 

Against the Golden Eagles, 
Collier had his best offensive game 
as a Wildcat, scoring 1 8 points and 
helping K-State to a 97-68 win. 

The 6-foot 6-inch senior set a 
Bramlage record for field goal 
percentage, making eight out of his 
10 field goal attempts for an 80- 
percent clip. Add this game to the 
Oklahoma State win Saturday, and 
Collier has made 14 of his last 17 
shots — good for 82.4 percent. 

Collier, who made all six of his 
first-half attempts, said he was look- 
ing to take the best shot available. 

"I've just been trying to shoot for 
a high percentage and take better 
shots," Collier said. "I think my 
game has become more aggressive 
this year." 

Collier and the other two frontline 
starters, forward Vincent Jackson 
and center Deryl Cunningham, 
combined to score 52 points and grab 
21 rebounds in the victory. 

Collier made two out of his four 
second-half shots. His only misses 
were underneath the rim and near the 



left side of the lane. 

For Collier, scoring is not what is 
important. 

"I wouldn't say it was my best 
game I've played so far," Collier 
said. "1 would rather have 10 
rebounds than 12 points in a game." 

Collier has improved his shooting 
from last year, when he shot 44.8 
percent for the year. His 58.4 field- 
goal percentage is second only to 
Ron Lucas' 59 percent. 

Collier has hit at least 50 percent 
of his shots in each of the last 10 
games, including 60.6 percent during 
K -State's four-game road trip. 

He has been a steady starter for 
Altman this season. After 1 1 games, 
Collier has reached the double-digit 
mark seven times. 

Collier ranks second in 
rebounding with six boards a game. 
But he said he is behind in that area 
of his game. 

"My knack to get to the ball 
hasn't been there lately." 

His 4.3 rebounding average last 
year tied htm for second on the squad 
with Askia Jones. 

This year. Collier topped the team 
in rebounds with seven against 
Wichita State and nine against 
Nevada- Reno.

Colorado? It's a conference game in what looks to 
be a pretty evenly matched race.

When the K-State administration 
begins its nationwide search for a new 
athletic director, it plans to emphasize a 
key element that outgoing Athletic 
Director Milt Richards lacked — local 
ties, 

"It's important for an athletic director 
to be not only internal, but external as 
well," K-State president Jon Wcfald said. 
"Not only to have good budget 
procedures and marketing strategies, but 
equally important, the external job 
becomes paramount." 

That external aspect of the job — 
primarily, the public relations with the 
school's alumni — is the facet of the job 
in which outgoing AD Milt Richards 
failed. Wefald said. 

"We have, let's say 90.000 alums, half 
of whom — or more — live right here in 
the state of Kansas. 

"And they want to feel good about the 
athletic department." 

Because Richards had no ties to the 
University or the state, Wefald said, that 
didn't happen. 

"In athletics, I'm now convinced 



you're better off finding someone who 
has a tie to K-State." Wefald said. 

Richards had not yet visited the 
campus when he was hired out of Temple 
University, 

In the meantime, Wefald has 
announced that the interim athletic 
director duties will be shared by 
Associate Athletic Director Jim Epps and 
University vice president Bob Krause. 

Epps will be responsible for 
coordinating the daily internal activities 
and will report to Krause. Krause will be 
responsible for coordinating the overall 
activities and policy decisions of the 
athletic department, 

Wefald said the search for a 
permanent athletic director won't begin 
for at least three months. 

"This will give us the time to bring the 
major projects to conclusion," he said. 
"We've done it before with Epps and 
Krause, and it worked out well." 

Epps served as the interim AD on 
three previous occasions, the latest in 
1991 after the resignation of Steve 
Miller. 

Krause, who will play a role in the 
hiring of a new athletic director, said that 
ideally a new AD will be named before 
the fall ■semester. 

"I feel a lot of times when we impose 
deadlines, we make some bad decisions," 



he said. "We'll give ourselves some 
time." 

Two individuals who have been 
mentioned as front-runners are Ernie 
Barrett and Jack Had man. 

Barrett, currently the director of 
development in the marketing 
department, was the athletic director 
from 1969-75. He also played basketball 
for K-State from 1 948-5 1 and went on to 
play professionally for the Boston 
Celtics. 

But Wefald said he doesn't consider 
Barrett a true candidate. 

"He's been the AD." Wefald said. 
"And I've said this to him before — if 
you step down as president of the United 
States, or as governor, or president of a 
university, or as AD, and then you leave 
for whatever the reason — you can't 
come back. 

"It's just kind of a rule of thumb." 

Hartman is the winningest basketball 
coach in K-State history. He led the Cats 
to nine NCAA tournaments and retired in 
1986. He h.iN \pent the last six seasons as 
the analyst on K-Slate's local television 
coverage 

"I happen to like Jack a lot," Wefald 
said. "He commands respect. He's a no- 
nonsense person. 

"But its probably belter not to 
speculate on him at this point."

Vanderbilt. which has a .779 
winning percentage at Memorial 
Gym, beat the last No, I team to 
visit. North Carolina in 1987-1988. 

The Wildcats had taken over No. 
1 in the Associated Press poll 
Monday after Duke's loss to 
Georgia Tech on Sunday, the first 
time Kentucky had been No. I 
since 1988. That time the Wildcats 
lost to Auburn in their first game 
with the top ranking. 

The Commodores 1 12-3. 2-1 
SEC) were nearly perfect at the tree 
throw tine, making 36 of 41, 
Kentucky (11-1,2-1) found itself in 
foul trouble early with Jamal 
Mashbum, Travis Ford and Rodney 
Dent with four fouls each late in the 
game. 



McCaffrey put the Commodores 
up 70-64 with 9:59 before the 
Wildcats gave their last charge at 
the lead. 

Junior Braddy capped a 104 run 
with a 3-pointer that gave Kentucky 
its only lead of the second half. 75- 
74 with 6:44 to go. But then the 
Commodores took advantage of the 
Wildcats' foul trouble and put away 
the victory with an 8-3 run capped 
by two free throws by Kevin Anglin 
with 3:32 left for an 83-78 margin. 

Kentucky tried to pressure the 
Commodores with its full-court 
press. The strategy worked at first 
as the Commodores looked hesitant 
and fell behind 20-12. 

Vanderbilt then settled down and 
went ahead 26-24 on a three-point 
play by Chris Lawson with 7:39 left 
as pan of a 10-2 run that gave the 
Commodores a 3 1 -26 edge. 

The Commodores, picking up 
confidence with each point, went 
ahead by as many as 44-39 on two 
free throws by Anglin before 
Rodrick Rhodes' jumper with 3 
seconds remaining tied the score at 
46-46 going intl halftime.

New tickets save 
time, mistakes

Parking Services has found 
success with the new ticketing 
procedure that was implemented 
last fall. The new procedure 
:involves a hand-held computer 
system that processes tickets in 
seconds. 

Lance Lunsway, parking control 
supervisor, said when the 
computerized ticket is issued, it is 
stored in memory and goes straight 
to the computer system in the 
office. 

"The ticket has all of the 
information printed out on it, 
including the time, date and license 
number," he said. "This takes care 
of mistakes made by the ticketer or 
in the office." 

Lunsway said the new system is 
very efficient because of the time it 
saves in the office. 

"It used to take around 10 
minutes to process a ticket, now it 
is done in a matter of seconds," he 
said 

One of the biggest advantages of 
the new system is that it is easier to 
detect excessive violators. This 
pertains to students who have had 
five or more unpaid tickets. 
Lunsway said the computer will 
print up excessive violators 
immediately, and wheellocks will 
be used. The computer can also 



detect stolen permits, after which a 
tow will be issued. 

David Amaro, programmer for 
Parking Services, said in the first 
week of the computerized program, 
2300 tickets were issued as opposed 
to around 900 now. He said more 
were issued in October because of 
the onset of cold weather. 

"Students think tbey can't walk 
to campus when it first gets cold. 
now they are used to it." he said. 

Lunsway said the money from 
the tickets goes to the upkeep of 
parking lots and the building of new 
ones. 

"K-State is one of the lowest in 
the Big Eight in terms of prices of 
tickets," he said. 

Lunsway said the new system is 
working well and is an investment 
that will save the University money 
in the long run.

Historic treaty signed by nations 



Pact bans chemical weapons, 

calls for destruction of stockpiles 



I Nations signing the 
treaty will be required 
to destroy stockpiles 
of chemical weapons 
and the factories that 
produce them within 
10 years of 
ratification. 



PARIS — The United States, Russia 
and dozens of other nations signed a 
historic treaty Wednesday to rid the 
world of chemical weapons, the first- 
ever prohibition of an entire class of 
weapons of mass destruction. 

The only cloud was a decision by 
most Arab states not to sign, in protest 
over Israel's refusal to endorse the 
nuclear non-proliferation treaty. 

But four Arab nations — Morocco, 
Algeria, Mauritania and Tunisia — were 
among the 65 states signing by the end 
of the opening session, and speakers 
appealed for holdouts to reconsider. 

Others nations signing Wednesday 
included China, India, Pakistan and 
Iran. More than 120 countries arc 
expected to sign by the ceremony's 
closure Friday. 

Nations signing the treaty will be 



required to destroy stockpiles of 
chemical weapons and the factories that 
produce them within 10 years of 
ratification. 

The pact also includes strong 
provisions for international inspections 
of suspected violations. 

Speakers from Britain, Belgium and 
Iran referred to their nation's bitter 
experiences with poison gas, and 
Australian Foreign Minister Gareth 
Evans recalled his childhood in 1940s. 

"I was exposed to the incessant 
coughing — racking, gasping, wheezing 
— of an invalid uncle of mine," Evans 
said. "Many thousands of Australians 
were cither killed outright or, like my 
uncle, suffered grievously for many 
years not far from here in the trenches 
of World War I." 

U.N. Secretary-General Boutros 
Boutros-Ghali, one of the opening 
speakers, called the treaty "a historic 
result for which the entire international 
community can take credit." 

"This treaty bans weapons that are 



not only extremely dangerous, but ... 
can spread easily throughout the world," 
Boutros-Ghali said. 

Secretary of State Lawrence 
Eagleburger urged other Arab nations to 
sign, saying such a move would be a 
step toward eliminating weapons of 
mass destruction from the Middle East. 

"The fact of the matter is that linking 
this convention to other issues cannot 
affect the fate of those issues, but it will 
surely undermine the effect of this treaty 
in the one region most exposed to the 
danger of chemical weapons — namely, 
the Middle East," Eagleburger said. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres called for global arms control 
settlements on "conventional hardware, 
ballistic missiles, chemical, biological 
and nuclear weapons," 

"1 call upon all of our neighbors to 
establish an arms control dialogue with 
us, and all parties to sign the chemical 
weapons convention and build a new 
Middle East free of the horrors of war," 
he said. 



Glasscock to keep busy during legislative session

different property taxes. The issue 
has come to the forefront because of 
legislation passed in 1992 that 
finances school with a 32 mill 
statewide property tax levy. 

"In light of school finance, the 
attorney general has said appraisals 
are not done on an equal basis all 



over the state. He wants to take it 
away from the counties and bring it 
to Topeka," Glasscock said. "I 
personally don't like the idea." 

Overall, he said, taxes will 
probably not be increased. 

Glasscock said there will be 
other issues for the Legislature to 
tackle as well. 



"Clearly, the overriding concern 
is the budget, how to divide up the 
monies that the state has, how to 
determine that in some fair and 
equitable way. It will be a tight 
budget year." Glasscock said. 

Several issues left from last 
year's session remain to be 
addressed. 



"Worker's compensation will be 
dealt with and be high profile," 
Glasscock said. "There will be 
some kind of stab at a state solution 
to the health-care problem. I don't 
think it will go very far. I think 
people will want to wait and see 
what the federal government will 
do. 



Somali killed as 
tensions mount

MOGADISHU, Somalia — 
Stung by bold Somali attacks that 
inflicted the first two American 
military casualties, U.S. forces 
killed one gunman Wednesday as 
edgy Marines patrolled lawless 
Mogadishu in the hunt for 
weapons. 

A Somali sniper fired three 
shots at a Marine patrol wounding 
a U.S. Navy medic Wednesday 
afternoon, less than a day after a 
Marine was killed in a fire fight 
near the airport. 

Later, Marines searching for a 
weapons cache inside a building 
near the national theater shot to 
death a Somali who threatened 
them with a heavy machine gun. 

Automatic weapons fire 
crackled on the streets of the 
capital Wednesday night. 

At checkpoints, Marines 
appeared more nervous and 
imposed stricter security. Some 
directed anger at Soma] is. 

"A lot of people aren't going to 
like Somalis even (hough some are 
innocent," said Lance Cpl. Jesse 
Oe Guzman, 21, of San Jose, 
Calif. "You start looking at them 
differently. It just gets you mad 
inside, but you have to hold it in.** 

Marine Col. Michael W. Hagce 
said at a news conference that the 



casualties would not cause any 
changes in military operations. He 
said U.S, forces would continue to 
step up their patrols and hunts for 
weapons. 

"Because we have reduced the 
number of weapons on the street 
we have put some of these militia 
individuals out of business. They 
are no longer able to extort on 
their security rackets," Hagce said 
"It*s still a dang ercms place, hot 
based oo when we came whore a 
little over 30 days ago it is a much 
iafer place," 

The first Marines landed Dec. 9 
to start an international operation 
to end two yean of clan fighting, 
and banditry and get food to. 
Somalia's famine-stricken people. 
Army U. Col, Steve Ritter said 
more than 33,000 soldiers from 20 
nations are in Somalia. Including 
22,000 Americans. 

Hagce said it was too early to 
tell if the attacks that inflicted the 
American casualties represented 
any kind of organized resistance 
by the Somalis. 

The Tuesday night ambush that 
killed Marine Pfc. Domingo 
Arroyo. 21 , of Elizabeth, NX, and 
the sniper attack that wounded the 
medic followed the most 
ambitious American effort to 
disarm Somalis in Mogadishu.

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Clinton supports Bush's decision to strike

come back, carrying ihcir hatred 
and their evil with them." 

President-elect Bill Clinton, who 
was telephoned by Bush as the 
attack was getting under way, said, 
"I think it was the right decision, 
done in the right way." He said 
"you can't rule out force" after he 
takes office if Saddam remains 
defiant. , 

The allied bombing was a 
limited action, confined to military 
targets and posing no direct threat 
to the safety of Saddam, hundreds 
of miles away in Baghdad. The 
United States said the strike was 
designed to spare civilian 
casualties. 

Baghdad radio reported the raids 
killed one soldier and three civilians 
were killed in a residential area near 
a petrochemical complex. The 
report also said three soldiers and 
four civilians were wounded. 

Bush said the strike 
demonstrated "we are serious" in 



demanding that Saddam comply 
with U.N. resolutions that set terms 
at the end of me Gulf War. 

"You've got to do what you luve 
to do," he said. 

Bush said it did not matter that 
the bombing came just one week 
before he leaves office. 

"I'm president until the 20th. and 
1 will run the foreign policy and 
make these kind of decisions as 
long as I'm president," he said. 

In London, Prime Minister John 
Major said the world was growing 
increasingly intolerant of Saddam's 
defiance. 

"I hope this will put an end to 
the infringements." Major said. 
"We've hoped that before, and it 
hasn't. If he infringes again, he 
must expect us to retaliate again, 
and we have made it entirely clear 
to him that we will certainly do 
that." 

Fitz water said they are prepared 
to take additional forceful actions. 

The military said about 1,000 



soldiers from the 1st Cavalry 
Division would fly from Fort Hood, 
Texas, to Kuwait and jon 300 
special i perations forces already 
taking part in a military exercise 
there. 

A Fort Riley official said 
Wednesday that there were no plans 
to deploy any 1st Infantry Division 
Troops in support of the action. 

"We haven't heard anything at 
this point," spokesman Mark 
Meseke said 

Meseke refused to comment on 
what he called "conditionals" which 
would include information on 
whether or not the base had been 
put on an alert status. 

He said if the 1st Infantry is 
scheduled to deploy, the earliest 
Fort Riley officials could comment 
would be 72 hours before the actual 
deployment. 

U.S. pilots returning to the 
carrier Kitty Hawk said they made 
double passes over their targets to 
make sure they hit the right ones 



and were crippling Saddam's ability 
to maneuver in the skies in southern 
Iraq. They said they encountered 
only ineffectual anti-aircraft fire. 

Senior Pentagon officials said 
Saddam's air-defense capabilities 
will have been reduced "very 
significantly" if the missile strikes 
were as effective as initially 
believed. Still, they said he had 
anti-aircraft missile batteries in the 
northern "no fly rone" and 
elsewhere. 

Fittwaler said the bombing was 
in retaliation for repeated 
provocations by Iraq, including the 
deployment of surface-to-air missile 
batteries in southern Iraq. The 
missiles were deemed a threat to 
allied aircraft patrolling a no-fly 
zone established after the war. 

Fitzwater said he could not judge 
Saddam's motives but that it was 
fair to speculate he was exploring 
for any weakness as the United 
Stales changes administrations.

Turkey 
research 
helps to nab

"I remember I told one radio 
station during a live interview that I 
had said to send wild turkeys and 
not just domestic." Finnegan said 
laughing. 

After Thanksgiving, Finnegan 
was asked how many turkeys had 
been sent to him. At the time he 
had only received 23 turkey 
carcasses. 

"They had said, 'Oh, we thought 
you'd get so many that we just 
threw ours away."* Finnegan said. 

He has done a little better, 
though, and now has seven wild 
and 48 domestic turkeys. 

"Once we're done with the 
measurements of the bones, we' II 
write another paper," Finnegan 
said. 

The research has been an 
ongoing project Finnegan has 
worked on in his spare time. 

"We're only worried about the 
wild versus domestic and the 
difference in ages," Finnegan said. 

The research is done to help 
wildlife and game officials 
prosecute turkey poachers, and 
thieves who steal from turkey 
farms. 

"The reason all this started was 
from a forensic study after a couple 
of guys had stolen some birds from 
a turkey farm in Missouri," 
Finnegan said. 

Later, the men were pulled over 
by policemen and asked to open 
their trunk, he said. They had about 
five dressed birds and said they 
were wild birds they had shot 
themselves. 

"From a wing and a drumstick 
we can tell what kind of a bird it 
is." he said. "Measurements are 
something easy to show to a jury." 

Finnegan was often asked the 
same questions during some of the 
interviews about the research. 
Finnegan said one question often 
asked was how much this was 
costing the government. 

"It doesn't cost hardly anything 
at all," Finnegan said. "I come in 
about an hour or two early in the 
morning, some of the students help 
clean the birds, and I have a 
daughter and a son who help 
number the bones." 

He has also been asked 
frequently if turkey poaching was a 
big crime in Kansas. 

'1 don't think there has been a 
poaching case that was prosecuted 
in Kansas for over 10 years," 
Finnegan said. "It has been a 
problem in states like Missouri and 
Tennessee, but it's not a big deal 
here." 

Finnegan said he is still hoping 
to get more turkeys sent in to 
continue the research and perfect 
the measurement system. 

"Of course we're trying to get 
this good enough for people in the 
field to use," Finnegan said. "We 
can do the same thing with human 
bones. This is just an extension of 
it."

Enrollment on the first day of classes for the 
spring semester was about the same as last year at 
the University of Kansas and Kansas State 
University. 

First-day enrollment was down by 1 percent at 
K -State — from 17,168 last spring to 16,950 this 
year — but school officials say the relatively 
steady enrollment was anticipated because of 
declining numbers of high school students in 
recent years. 

"In terms of enrollment numbers, we are 
where we planned to be," said Pat Bosco, 
associate vice president and dean of student life. 

"Fall 1992 was the final year of a three-year 
high school graduation decline, and that decline 
is reflected in each of our classes," he said. "In 
fall 1993, we expect to begin a steady increase in 
enrollment." 

Officials at KU, where first-day enrollment 
was up by 788, played down the significance of 
the increase because enrollment procedures have 
changed. 

The total first-day enrollment figure for the 
main campus, off-campus classes and the medical 
center is 26,353 — the figure was 25,565 for 
spring semester last year. 

Official enrollment figures will not be released 
until the 20th day of classes. 



► LESBIAN ALLOWED 
TO STAY IN ARMY 

KANSAS CfTY, Kan. (AP) — The 
U.S. Army has been temporarily 
barred from discharging a Fort 
Leavenworth major who 
acknowledged mat she had a lesbian 
relationship for nearly a decade. 

A federal judge granted a 
restraining order after Maj. Joyce 
Walmer sued the Army and U.S. 
Department of Defense Thursday 
morning in Kansas City, Kan., just 
hours before an honorable discharge 
she fought for 10 months was to take 
effect. 

► VOLCANO SPEWS 
ROCK ON COLOMBIA 

BOGOTA. Colombia (AP) — A 
volcano being studied by top 
researchers erupted Thursday, 
spewing a huge column of ash and 
killing at least six scientists taking 
gas samples on its side, according to 
the Colombian Red Cross. 

Eight other scientists — three 
Americans and five Colombians — 
were injured and 1 were missing, 
the Red Cross said. 

The names of those killed or 
injured were not immediately 
available . 

It also was not known if any 
Americans were killed.

donations to fund botanical project

Despite the cold temperatures 
and snowy weather, faculty 
members are thinking about K- 
State's springtime landscape. 

A plan to use 12 acres of the 
University's property for botanical 
gardens is being organized by Tom 
Warner, head of the horticulture, 
forestry and recreation resources 
department, and William Winslow, 
associate professor of landscape 
architecture. 

Winslow, who was hired to 
create plans for the gardens, 
presented his ideas to the Garden 
Advisory Board Wednesday 

"The Garden Advisory Board is 
designed to estimate the costs of the 
gardens and bow to raise funds for 
the project," Tim Keene, professor 
of landscape architecture, said. 

The board members are from the 
University and the community, 
Warner said. 

Eventually, Warner and 
Winslow said they will present their 
plans to faculty, students and the 
community with the hope to begin 
construction this summer. 

"Construction of the gardens 
should begin sometime in the early 
or latter part of this summer," 
Warner said. "Since the money still 
needs to be raised, it will take about 
five years before it is completely 
finished." 

The estimated SI -2 million 
needed to build the gardens, and the 
$5 million desired to create a fund 
to maintain the gardens will come 
entirely from public donations. 

"Probably what will happen will 
be that individuals who donate 



money will have a part of the 
garden named after them," Warner 
said. 

The outdoor botanical gardens 
will enhance the existing 
ornamental plant collection in the 
conservatory on Denison Avenue, 
Warner said. Nine acres of the 
gardens will be located near the 
Veterinary Medicine Complex. 

The other three acres to be 
developed are west of the Dairy 
Bam, he said. The small limestone 
barn, which currently stores 
vehicles, will be converted into a 
visitor's center. 

"The gardens will be developed, 
installed and maintained by K-State 
horticultural students," Warner 
said. "They will serve as an outdoor 
laboratory." 

Landscape architecture students 
in the classes of Keene and 
Winslow helped to create the 
preliminary designs for the 
botanical gardens, which were 
further refined by Michael Larson, 
a landscape architecture graduate. 

"Besides serving as a place for 
students to learn, the gardens are 
designed to be educational — a 
place where the public can visit to 
come away with plant material in a 
garden setting," he said. 

The design will feature ponds 
and an amphitheater where students 
may decide to have theatrical 
productions, Warner said. 

"Eventually we anticipate 
having one of the best ornamental 
plant collections in the Midwest," 
he said.

Shelters last choice despite cold

If you think walking to class in 
the cold weather is uncomfortable, 
try living without a home. 

Directors of area homeless 
shelters said the cold weather 
attracts more visitors, but generally 
the numbers in the winter months 
are only slightly higher than other 
months. 

Sonya Redmon, executive 
director of Manhattan Emergency 
Shelter Inc., said although the cold 



weather hits the Manhattan 
homeless hard, there has been little 
increase in occupants at the shelter. 

"In the winter months and right 
after the holidays, people will 
normally find a way to stay where 
they are. People know it will be 
cold, and they find a way to pay the 
bills. But the cold does make it 
harder for people to pay electric 
and other bills. 

"The shelter is generally used as 
a East resort, which is the way it 
should be," Redmon said. 



"Most of the time, the reason 
that people come to the shelter is 
because of poor planning with 
money," she said. "The people who 
come to this shelter are people who 
normally have had places to live." 

Redmon said the number of 
guests is about as high during ihe 
spring and summer because of 
transients who stay at the shelter 
while looking for a job. 

Topeka and Junction City 
shelters have seen an increase in 
occupants because of the cold 



weather 

"We have seen an increase, no 
doubt." said Marge Roberts of the 
Let's Help shelter in Topeka 

"Usually after the holidays, ii's a 
slow time, bul we haven't had a 
January this severe in a long time." 

If the cold weather continues, 
more people will come in. said 
Cathy Wilson, director of the Open 
Door shelter in Junction City 

"We are planning on more 
people in the next few weeks,"

Resignation prompts questions

There are some curious goings-on 
surrounding the resignation of Milt Richards. 

When Richards was first hired in August 
1991 , he was asked to emphasize a balanced 
budget and spearhead fund-raising projects for 
the Department of Intercollegiate Athletics. 

According to budget reports for the 1992 
fiscal year, K-State athletics operated in the 
black for the first time in seven years. Fund- 
raising projects hit a record high $1.2 million, 
and the construction of several new athletic 
facilities — including a press box and an indoor 
practice facility — have been put into motion 
under Richards' direction. 

Then Milt "resigned." 

Or did he? 

It seems odd that a university with the 
financial problems that K-State claims to have 
would honor an $85,000 yearly contract for a 
man who up and left the school. 

It seems odd that Richards is just the latest 



in a steady stream of athletic directors to "resign" 
before he has had a chance to unpack his bags — 
the third under the administration of President 
Jon Wefald. 

By drilling it into our heads that the 
circumstances surrounding Richards* resignation 
are due primarily to a lack of K-State ties, the 
University's administration has set the stage for 
one of two things — either K-State is going to 
bypass a worthy candidate, citing a lack of K- 
State ties, or set itself up for a similar situation 
just 16 months down the road. 

Athletics are the primary window through 
which a university is viewed. Under Wefald's 
direction, the K-State administration has finally 
come to realize this. 

What Anderson Hall hasn't come to grips 
with, however, is how to let the athletic 
department run itself. 

There's no better time than the present. 




Another Russian winter ...

"The Soviet Union is temporary — 
Russia is eternal." — Charles DeGaulle 

I have seen the face of communism. 
Well, to be more precise. I have 
seen two apple-cheeked, giggling. 
four-yfar-old faces of former 
communists in what is now the former 
Soviet Union. 

As I recently sat in the Moscow 
apartment of my new friend Vitya, 
under playful siege by his four- year-old 
twin daughters Katya and Genia, all I 
could think was, "We spent nearly two 
trillion dollars in the 1980s to make 
sure we had enough nukes to turn an 
atmospheric physicist and his little girls 
into radioactive glazeT 

I had been introduced to Vitya and 
his family by a friend who teaches here 
at K-State. who had also brought 
Christmas gifts for Katya and Genia. 
There may be no more gratifying sound 
in this universe than the gasps of a 
four-year-old ripping open a package to 
discover a Barbie doll, a relatively 
common thing in America but virtually 
unobtainable by the average Russian. 

Vitya is a world-class scientist, a 
member of the prestigious Academy of 
Sciences, yet he spends hours of time, 
which could be better devoted to 
research, hustling enough money to 
feed his family. 

In America, he would probably be 
on the faculty of Yale or MIT. As a 
Russian academic, Vitya is better off 
than most, with his own car and a 
three-room apartment. 

Try as I might, 1 could not find 
anybody worth nuking while touring 
around Moscow and St. Petersburg, 
Although, I think the guard who would 
not let me back into the Hermitage 
Museum after I went out to find a 
bathroom with some toilet paper could 
have done with a good swift kick in the 



kiester. 

Instead I found some of the most 
gracious and friendly people 1 have 
ever met, from the deaf-mute boy who 
tried to give me directions along 
Nevsky Prospckt. to the vendor on the 
Arbai. who recited the names of all the 
U.S. presidents and showed me a 
picture of his family while trying to sell 
me an Order of the Great Patriotic War, 
second class, which I bought for $6, 

For more than 70 years, the Russian 
people lived under a regime that robbed 
and persecuted them in the name of the 
"people." Now they are once again 
being screwed by economic 
circumstances rooted in the utter 
bankruptcy of the now-defunct 
Communist Party and an inexplicable 
apathy on the part of the West. 

It is wholly amazing that these 
people can maintain their civility and 
pride in the face of a painfully 
precarious future. 

Words cannot convey the look of 
confusion and fear in the eyes of some 
of the older pensioners who beg for 
rubles in the streets because the 
Russian government, in order to save 
money, has not adjusted their stipends 
to cover the costs of the 2,000 -percent 
inflation. 

Having grown up in a society that 
demanded ever greater sacrifices for 
the "good of the rodina (motherland)," 
an increasingly popular response by the 
aged to a future of uncertainty is to 
hang themselves. 

The women of St. Petersburg are 
known throughout Russia for their 
beauty. Now, more and more of them 
turn to working for the Russian mob as 
prostitutes in the hotels that cater to 
foreign tourists. Some even are 
traveling to work in Chinese hotels, 
where the list of acts that they will 
perform for cash reads almost like a 



menu. 

Somehow, despite all of the despair 
about the future, life in Russia goes on. 
My K-State friend believes the greatest 
attribute of the Russian people is their 
endurance. 

Ii is extremely fortunate that Lenin 
decided to move the seat of the new 
Bolshevik government from St. 
Petersburg in 1917 because it spared 
the city from 70-odd years of 
overgrowth with square, squat 
buildings symbolizing the triumph of 
socialism. 

St. Petersburg's founder, Peter the 
Great, decreed that no structure could 
be built higher than the spire over the 
Peter Paul Fortress. To this day, the 
skyline remains much as it was when 
the city was first built. 

As much as this site embodies the 
history of Russia before the revolution. 
it also represents the recent retreat from 
Communism, tn 1991, the city voted to 
change back its name from Leningrad, 
as it had been known since 1924, 

Just this week, the remains of Tsar 
Nicholas II, murdered by Lenin's order 
in 1918, were conclusively identified 
by British scientists. With Boris 
Yeltsin's apparent blessing, the mayor 
of St. Petersburg has indicated that the 
tsar's remains will be buried in the 
Peter Paul Fortress, the traditional 
resting place of Russian monarch-. 
since Peter. This act, unimaginable just 
two short years ago, is a measure of 
how much things have changed. 

Not everyone is convinced by the 
pace of change, however. Vitya thinks 
that things may change enough so that 
eventually his children will live in a 
better world. 

For his sake, and for the sake of 
little Katya and Genia. I hope he is 
wrong, and the changes come sooner 
rather than later

Cavalry 
troops 
deployed 
to Kuwait

FORT HOOD, Texas — Wilh a 
Persian Gulf War veteran in com- 
mand, about 1,000 Fort Hood sol- 
diers prepared Wednesday to fly to 
Kuwait in the wake of U.S. and 
allied air strikes on Iraq. 

"As you can sec, Fort Hood sol- 
diers are on the move again," said 
Lt. Gen. H.G. "Pete" Taylor, com- 
mander of the sprawling post in 
central Texas. 

"They will go in there, draw 
their tanks — their equipment is 
already on the ground there — and 
go out and exercise ... and be pre- 
pared for any other mission the 
command structure over there 
might give them," Taylor said. 

When asked if the troops would 
move into Iraq, Taylor said while 
their deployment was obviously 
connected to Wednesday's air 
strike, "they are going into 
Kuwait." 

"There are not plans that I am 
aware of to go further than 
Kuwait," he said. 

For some members of the 1st 
Cavalry Division, it may be their 
third time in Kuwait. They were 
involved in retaking the tiny coun- 
try from Iraq during the Gulf War 
and some returned last year for 
training maneuvers. 

Taylor said Col. Leon LaPorte 
will lead the bat tat ion -si zed unit. 
LaPorte was chief of staff for the 
1st Cavalry during the Persian Gulf 
War.

Clinton supports quick return, 

says sea escapes too dangerous

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti — Haitians 
reacted bitterly to President-elect 
Clinton's decision Thursday to keep 
President Bush's tough, quick-return 
policy for people fleeing this desperately 
poor Caribbean nation. 

Humanitarian aid officials said they 
didn't know if the news would discourage 
Haitians from risking their lives at sea to 
flee political persecution and economic 
hardship. 

In interviews before Clinton's 
announcement, some failed refugees said 
there was nothing he could do to stop 
them from trying again. 

U.S. policy-makers and south Florida 
officials have worried that up to 100,000 
Haitians would set sail for Miami after 
Wednesday's inauguration. Clinton had 
encouraged Haitians by attacking Bush's 
practice of quickly sending back boat 
people on the ground most fled poverty, 
not political repression. 

Marlene Doufeuille, director of the 
private Permanent Refugee Service, said 
Thursday's developments should leach 
this nation a bitter lesson — "Haitians 
should count on themselves first, and then 
see what other people can do." 

Clinton's Voice of America message to 
the Haitian people boomed out from a 
radio on the airport tarmac as scores of 
people who tried to flee were being 
repatriated from Cuba. 

As he spoke, the U.S. Coast Guard was 
returning 140 more boat people plucked 
from 8-foot- high seas Wednesday night 
off northern Haiti. 



None of them showed much emotion 
when told of Clinton's decision. Under the 
watchful eyes of police, few even 
professed to know who he was. > 

They preferred to speak of their reasons 
for leaving, and several said they 
envisioned dying at sea. 

Madelva Fleurilis, a 22-year-old 
mother of three from Gonaivcs, said she 
left because "I have kids. There's no 
work." She said she sold fruit on the street 
until business vanished. 

Asked if she would attempt the voyage 
again, she shook her head. "No. because I 
didn't succeed," she said. "I went, they got 
me. 

Dennis Hankins, refugee coordinator 
for the U.S. Embassy, said his 29- member 
unit was processing 100 claims a week by 
people seeking political asylum. He said 
about 15,000 people have filed claims in 
Haiti since a September 1991 military 
coup ousted Haiti's first democratically 
elected president, Jean-Bertrand Aristide. 
and touched off a political and economic 
crisis. Of the 15,000. a little more than 300 
have been approved. Hankins said. 

More than 40,000 Haitians have taken 
to the seas since that bloody coup. 

Ivonne Villanueva, head of UNICEF's 
extensive organization in Haiti, was 
among humanitarian officials expressing 
sadness over Clinton's announcement. 

"Oh dear!" she said over the telephone. 
"The people had expected a liberalization 
of the refugee policy." 

She said she was uncertain what 
Haitians planning to leave would do, 

"I'm not sure, because the situation in 
other parts of the country continues to get 
worse. It's a choice between two bad 
options."

Courses provide a change 



Intersession a chance to teach 

current, unusual topics and travel

Intersession exposes students to 
topics and courses that are not 
offered during the fall or spring 
sessions. 

Instructors who have a special 
interest or research they want to 
share send in a proposal and get it 
approved by their department, 
Cynthia Trent, intersession 
coordinator, said. 

It is a way to offer in-depth 
insight or present a topic that 
would not be appropriate in a 
regular class, Alfred Cochran, 
professor of music, said. He 
teaches Country Music: History 
and Style. 

Trent said it is also a way to 
study current topics, and some 
classes are trips to study new 
topics. 

Some of the courses offered 



were as follows: Golf Course 
Planning and Design, Special 
Topics in Sports and Medicine and 
Personal Computer Applications. 
Trips to Australia, New Zealand, 
England and Washington, D.C. 
were offered as intersession 
classes. 

Students take the courses for a 
variety of reasons. 

"Some courses count as 
internships — that gives the 
students hands-on training they 
couldn't get in a regular session," 
Trent said. 

Students also like intersession 
because they are able to 
concentrate on one subject and 
raise their grade point average. 

It also gives a student the 
chance to take a class of special 
interest that may not be offered 
again, or it's simply something to 
do during break, Trent said. 



"Enrollment has dropped down 
a little, but with fewer 
cancellations," Trent said. "The 
classes had healthy enrollments." 

Most of the students are K-State 
students, with others from the 
community or other institutions, he 
said. 

Students from the community 
use the intersession classes as a 
way to get re-certified in a 
particular area or to explore their 
interests. Students from other 
institutions enroll to take 
advantage of classes not offered 
anywhere else. 

'Thirty to 50 different classes 
are offered. Most courses are 
eleciives, even though some will 
fulfill requirements," Trent said. 

Laura Smith, junior in social 
science, took Computer 
Applications and Stress 
Management. She said she took 
the classes as electives and 
enjoyed it. 
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Athletic 
director 
turnover 
continues

Milt Richards' resignation from the 
position of K-State athletic director 
marked the fourth time in seven years the 
athletic department's high post has 
changed hands. 

"When you have so many people in 
such a little time, there's something 
wrong," former Athletic Director Milt 
Richards said. "I think all you have to do is 
look at the track record, and make your 
own judgments." 

That track record includes the third time 
since 1986, when President Ion Wefald 
first came to K-State, that an athletic 
director has resigned. 

But, Wefald said, it's the job — not the 
University. . 

"There's nothing particular to K-State," 
he said. "I guess t don't see that. To be an 
AD anywhere in the country, you have to 
be good in all aspects, both the internal and 
the external. ' 

"If you talk to any AD, anywhere in the 
country, at the very least, he would say it's 
a tough and demanding job." 

Bob Krause, K-State vice president, 
will be coordinating the overall activities 
of the athletic department on an interim 
basis. He also plays a significant role in the 
hiring of Wildcat athletic directors. 
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"It's a very tough position," he said. 
"There's a variety of skills that are 
necessary. You almost have to be a 
jailhouse lawyer, the book is so thick. 

"It's a complex and very large 
business." 

Richards, who was asked to place an 
emphasis on balanced budgets, resigned 
Jan. 5 after less than 1 7 months on the job. 
He speculated that perhaps it was 
necessary for someone without K-State ties 
to come to the University and clean up the 
fiscal house. 

"I think that would be a positive 
interpretation," Wefald said. 

With the athletic budget operating in the 
black for the first time in seven years, it 
was time, Richards said, to move on. 

As a pan of the mutual agreement, K- 
State will honor the final year and a half of 
Richards' $85,000 yearly contract — 
something the University didn't do in 
1991, when Steve Miller resigned to take a 
job with Nike. 

Why was Richards' resignation handled 
differently than Miller's? 

"That's a very lough question," Wefald 
said. "Each situation is different. We just 
did what we felt was in the best interest of 
all concerned." 

Changes at the athletic director position 
affect more than the athletic department's 
administration — it affects Wildcat 
coaches as well. 

"You get a little uptight because you 
don't know what kind of person they'll 
bring in," baseball coach Mike Clark said. 
"Baseball is not a revenue sport, and you 
always have to re-establish that relation- 
ship. 

"I'm not losing sleep over it, but there's 
always that concern." 

Richards said he'd rather not expand 
upon what the problems with the 
administration might be. 

"I think it's a difficult position, but I'd 
rather not speculate, because, as I've said 
before, I want to leave on the up." 

Wefald said the concerns of the athletic 
department can't be ignored. 

"Athletics is a such big business today, 
and it's far more important than it should 
be." he said. 

"But when you're running a university 
like this, all of us have to pay attention to 
it." 




an K-State break the KU Jinx?

If you don't recognize these names, it's 
because that was 1983. 

The Jayhawks will go for their 10th win in 
a row on K -Stale's home floor when they 
enter BramJage Coliseum for Monday night's 
nationally televised matchup, beginning at 
8:30 p.m. 

KU has now won 19 of its last 23 games 
against the Wildcats, including six meetings 
over the last three years. 

What has been die secret of the Jayhawks' 
success in Manhattan? 

"1 think they've had better teams," K-Staie 
coach Dana AJtman said. "They were a better 
basketball team than we were a year ago, and 
they beat us. t 

Two yean ago, the same thing can be 
said. Three years ago, they put it on us pretty 
good. We've just got io keep scratching and 
fighting and see if we can get one back." 

Mitch Holthus, "Voice of the Wildcats" 
since die 1984-85 season, said that the streak 
by the Jayhawks has seen a little of 
everything. 

"Carl Henry hit a buzzer-beater to get their 
first win in Manhattan (19841. Billy Ray 
Smith has an uncontested six-footer in the 
lane that rolls off (1989). 

There have been some blowouts, like the 
64*50 game when they had their first Final 
Four team of this era. But you take out about 
four plays out of the streak, and it could be at 
least even. Jt has been uncanny." 

Last year's matchup saw J ay hawk guard 
Steve Woodberry bit a running jump shot in 
the lane as time expired, giving KU a 54-52 
win. 

"Last year we almost had them," said 
guard Askta Jones, who has seen three KU- 
K-State games in Manhattan. 

"That last second shot — 1 don't want to 
call it luck, but they're real fortunate. We had 
a chance last year, and the year before was 
pretty close," be said. 

"Coming into this game, you just never 
know, really." 

Things won't be easier for the Wildcats in 
the game this season. KU is currently ranked 
fourth in the national polls and defeated 10th- 
ranked Oklahoma on the road early this week. 

"There certainly isn't an intimidation 
factor coming in,** Holthus said of next 
Monday's game. "And that's been proven 
when you win nine straight times. 

"It's almost a subconscious feeling that 
you can be successful in a place." 

Jack Hartman. former K-State coach from 
1970 through 1986. said that feeling is one 
that his Wildcat teams have had in other Big 
Eight arenas. 

"Good things tend to happen there more so 
than not," he said. 

"We felt comfortable playing at Missouri, 
and strangely enough, comfortable playing at 
Kansas. 

"We never did feel comfortable at 
Oklahoma State, even though we were real 
successful there.'' 

K-State sophomore Brian Hen«on. who 
was guarding Steve Woodberry on his game- 
winning shot last year, is excited about the 
rematch. 

'It's a good opportunity for us," he said. 1 
reel real confident this year, and I'm looking 
forward to the contest." 

Is there hope for K-State? 

"Kansas has been on a good ran of teams," 
Holthus said. "Maybe Kansas State hasn't 
been on a good run, but there have been a tot 
of close shots, too — tons of them. 

"That could turn around at some point." 
Hartman said he feels tike K-State chances 
will be good Monday 

"1 feel optimistic," he said. "K-State* s 
playing very well right now, and Kansas has 
had some trouble this year. 

"It's a very fickle game, and when you 
have two rivals, there will be streaks here and 
there,'' he said It's just part of basketball.*'

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Colorado is first weekend test for Cats

K-State has the chance to open 
conference play 2-0 Saturday 
afternoon when the Cats host the 
Colorado Buffaloes at Bramlage 
Coliseum. 

And if history repeats itself, the 
Cats will have a good chance of doing 
just that. K State holds a commanding 
43-3 lead over Colorado in games 
played in Manhattan. The last 
Colorado win here was in 1964. 

A win over the Buffaloes would be 
K-State 's best start in Big Eight play 
since the 1987-88 season Overall, the 
9-2 Cats are off to iheir best start since 
1981-82. 

Colorado, 7-5 for the season and 0- 
l in the conference, downed SUNY- 
Buffato 95-50 Wednesday night in 
Boulder. 

The Buffaloes have lost four of 



their last six games, including a two- 
point loss to the University of 
Missouri-Kansas City. 

The game with Colorado comes 
just two days before the Cats meet 
intrastate rival Kansas. 

But the two Wildcat seniors are not 
looking past this weekend's game in 
anticipation of the nationally televised 
Monday game with Kansas. 

"We have to execute well against 
them," forward Vincent Jackson said. 
"Our defense is going to dictate the 
game." 

And forward Aaron Collier said K- 
State can't look solely at Colorado's 
record. 

"We can't overlook them," he said. 

The focus for the team is on 
Buffalo sophomore Donnie Boyce. 

"He has a good feel for the game," 
Coach Dana Altman said. "He scored 
a lot of points last year." 



The 6-foot-5-inch guard became 
the Buffaloes all-time freshman scorer 
last season with 417 points in 28 
games, an average of 14.9 points a 
game. 

This season. Boyce is leading the 
team in scoring with 19 points per 
game. He has either led or tied the 
team in points in eight of the 12 
games. 

Colorado returns with its top 
rebounder and shot- blocker, I*oncho 
Hodges. 

"He is an aggressive rebounder," 
Jackson said. "We have to be 
aggressive inside." 

Also, Hodges became the highest 
single-season shot blocker for 
Colorado last year with 73 swats In 
12 games, he has 26 blocks andg 12.7 
points a game for Colorado. 

K-State swept both games last 
season, including 62-56 in Manliattan. 
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Stires' basketball career 
has been one crazy ride

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Iraq expresses 
desire to comply 
with UN resolution 



said U.S. Ambassador Edward 
Perkins, 

The Security Council gathered 
after Iraq's U.N. ambassador, Nizar 
Hamdoon, met with representatives 
of four of the five permanent mem- 
bers — the United States, Britain, 
France and Russia. China is the 
other permanent member. 

Hamdoon assured them of his 
government's compliance. He said 
U.N. inspection planes could begin 
flying over Iraq again as early as 
Friday, 

"On the questions about the 
border, it eases the tensions," 
Hungarian Ambassador Andre 
Erdos said. "These (concessions) 
certainly are positive, and 1 
welcome them." 

The letters were signed by Iraqi 
Foreign Minister Muhammad Said 
dl-S.ihh.it Erdos told the 
Associated Press. 

The allies also had given Iraq an 
ultimatum to remove anti-aircraft 
missiles threatening allied patrols in 
the no-fiy zone in southern Iraq. 

The night raid was to destroy 
these missile batteries. 



UNITED NATIONS — Iraq has 
sent two letters to the Security 
Council expressing willingness to 
comply with U.N. resolutions and 
asking permission to retrieve equip- 
ment from the border area with 
Kuwait, diplomats said Thursday. 

The United States and its allies 
cited Iraq's border incursions 
among the reasons for Wednesday's 
air strike in southern Iraq. 

Baghdad also had banned U.N. 
inspectors from using their own 
planes to monitor the elimination of 
Iraq's weapons of mass destruction. 

The Security Council consulted 
in private Thursday, and some 
members seemed encouraged by the 
Iraqi offer. 

"We assume that after what 
happened yesterday the Iraqi 
authorities won't be foolish enough 
to endanger the safety ... of the 
flights," French Ambassador Jean- 
Bernard Merimee said. 

"I think that the council left very 
satisfied that they have been given 
the kind of information they need."

Air strikes 
accomplish 
fulfillment 
of demands

Baghdad promised Thursday to 
abide by two U.N. demands that 
prompted U.S. -led air strikes on 
southern Iraq, but the key issue of 
Iraqi anti-aircraft missiles in no-fly 
zones remained unsettled. 

Pentagon officials said only one 
of the four targeted anti-missile 
batteries was knocked out in 
Wednesday's short, intense raids. 
They said the other three were 
disassembled and temporarily 
unusable. 

But U.S. officials said the 
mission was successful because a 
threat to allied planes enforcing the 
no-fly zones was curbed and a 
"strong message" was sent to Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein to obey 
U.N. resolutions. They said allied 
jets would attack again if needed. 

Iraq gave no indication it would 
withdraw the missiles. It said 
soldiers manning the anti-aircraft 
batteries had been ordered not to 
fire during Wednesday's attack, but 
in the future would be prepared to 
retaliate. 

The official Iraqi News Agency 
reported two planes had flown over 
northern Iraq on Thursday, but fled 
after being confronted by anti- 
aircraft forces. There was no 
elaboration and the planes were not 
identified. 

A senior Pentagon official said 
there was no evidence of such an 
incident. Speaking on condition of 
anonymity, he said there had been 
no radar illuminations, no missiles 
fired and no Iraqi aircraft in the no- 
fly zones. 

Baghdad quickly backed down 
Thursday on two issues: 

Deputy Premier Tariq Aziz said 
Iraq had ended a ban on U.N. 
flights, which had prevented 
weapons inspectors from 
dismantling Iraq's weapons of mass 
destruction. 

Baghdad also promised to stop 
the raids into Kuwait to remove 
Iraqi material left there after Iraqi 
forces were routed in the 1991 
Persian Gulf War. 

The United States and its allies 
cited Iraq's border incursions 
among the reasons for Wed- 
nesday's air strike in southern Iraq. 
More than 1 10 American. 
British and French planes raided 
missile batteries in the southern no- 
fly zone, set up in August below 
the 32nd parallel to protect Shiite 
Muslim rebels. 

President Bush, who ordered the 
attack a week before his four-year 
term ends, said it had "made the 
skies a little safer." He called the 
raid "a big success." 

The Pentagon said allied 
warp lanes damaged four Iraqi air 
defense sites they had targeted, and 
destroyed one mobile missile 
battery. The Iraqis dismantled the 
three other missile batteries after 
the attack, though it was unclear 
whether they had been hit. 

Pentagon spokesman Pete 
Williams said the main point was 
that the interlocking system of air 
defense radars, communications 
and missiles in southern Iraq no 
longer posed a threat to the allied 
aircraft.

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Getting away with it 
or getting put away 

The hallowed halls of justice. This is a phrase 
that brings to mind large, pillared buildings with 
statues carved into their sides, black -robed judges, 
even "L.A. Law". 

OK. maybe not Of all images that come to mind, 
however, a cheaply -carpeted, orange-vinyl- 
covered metal chair image of a courtroom is not 
among the most common. 

Welcome to Manhattan Municipal Court, 

wherein on any given Tuesday or Thursdas . your 

fate rests in the hands of Judge Patrick Caffey. 

"It's a part-time job," Caffey said of his duties 

as judge. "I'm a lawyer the rest of the time." 

Caffey has been a judge for 10 years and 

has to shake his head when asked about 

some of his more interesting cases. 

"I'm sure there have been many day s 

w lien t had to restrain myself from laughing 

at some of the things I've heard," he said 

"Bui you have to keep in mind that even 

though we don't deal with some of the more 

serious crimes, they are still crimes." 

Municipal Court is where we go to plead 

for our existence when we drive under the 

influence of alcohol. Or when we shoplift, 

get in bar fights, and when we speed, 

among other things. Perhaps a few students 

have been here? 

"Most of our cases arc alcohol-related," 
Caffey said. 
Imagine that. 

How do you get to Municipal Court? 

Break a law, silly. Whether it is a traffic 

ticket, an arrest or citation, you will be 

assigned a day for arraignment. 

"At the arraignment, the person is given 

the chance to plead guilty, no contest, or 

not guilty," Laurie Cammel, court services 

officer, said. "Lots of times things have 

already been taken care of, and they don't 

even have to come in." 

'Taken care of" does not mean the person 
has knocked off the witnesses or the judge. 

"The person has already made a deal through 
their lawyer." Cammel said. 

If you plead not guilty, a trial date is set. If you 
plead guilty, you are assessed a fine or sentenced. 
Many sentences are suspended for probation, 
which is where Cammel comes in. 

As court services officer, she keeps those 
probationers on their toes. By meeting with this 
heinous criminal element weekly, she is able lo 
monitor behavior and collect weekly payment 
of Tines. 

So what is the best excuse she has ever heard 
for missing a probation meeting? 

"Gosh, there are so many," she said. "But my 
favorite is i forgot." At least it's honest." 

One interesting note about shoplifting cases is 
that the fines and sentences are the same no 



matter what you stole, Cammel said she has seen 
people in the courtroom for something as small 
as a pair of $2 shoe laces 

"Most of the time it's not something that tin 
person needs that he steak," she said. "If it w.i 
a matter of hunger or just not having the money 
it would be more understandable." 

So, all you sticky fingered shoppers migln 
want to make it worth your while. The ininimu 
sentence Caffey usually gives is 30 days suspemku 
and a 5100 fine, plus court costs. 

"I have given the maximum to a few people 
Caffey said. "A $500 fine and six months ii< 
jail." 

He said the people who come in as five- t>r si \ 
time offenders w ill most likely get "hammered 

"In those cases, you don't have much choice." 
he said. 

There have been a few instances of people 
coming to Manhattan from Gearv Counts w 
shoplift. Caffey said he thinks if this is a trenj 
it is for a good reason 

"They put vou in jail on the first offense ovei 
there," he said. "But I doubt the people who Jo 
it are really paying attention to the fines." 
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This guy was doing 40 in a 
30-mile zone. He said he wasn't 
paying attention and didn't think 
Ms car would go that fast.

What is the best story Caffey has ever heard 
from a speeder trying to get out of a ticket? 

'This guy was doing 40 in a 30- mile zone.' 
he said. "He said he wasn't paying attention and 
didn't think his car would go that fast. 

"My reply was that if his car wasn't able to go 
30 or 40, he shouldn't be driving it." 

Other reasons include "my speedometer isn't 
working," and "I didn't see the sign." Then there 
is the ever- popular "1 had to go to the bathroom." 

Remember, the intent does not have to be 
proven in speeding cases. The law has been 
broken, and there is no mercy. 

"Very rarely does a person get out of a ticket,"* 
Caffey said. 

He admitted that most officers do not give tickets 
for seven or eight miles an hour over the speed 
limit, in fact usually not less than 10. He said ihat 
people will always try to stretch it, and that is when 
they gel into trouble. 

Finally, for those of you who are unaware ot 
fines for driving while under the influence, the 
minimum fine for a first offense is a 48-hour 
jail sentence or 100 hours community service, plus 
fines and court costs. 

Are there any new excuses for that one, judge ! 
"Just when you think you've heard them all, 
there is always a new one." 
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If you like Leary's lingo, you'll love his new album

Makeup artists make movie magic 



LOS ANGELES — When Billy 
Crystal called makeup artist Peter 
Montagna to report a good reaction 
to the first screening of "Mr. Satur- 
day Night." the comedian added 
apologetically: "Nobody mentioned 
the makeup.'* 

"Great!." Montagna, who aged 
Crystal for the film, said. "That's 
the best news I could hear." 

Michelle Burke, whd won an 
Academy Award for makeup in 
■"Quest for Fire," said she agrees. 

"No compliment about the make- 
up is good news. Part of the job is to 
call no attention to our work," she 



said. 

Making Crystal. Gary Oldman 
("Bram Stoker's Dracula"), Bctte 
Midler and James Caan ("For the 
Boys"), Michael Douglas and 
Melanie Griffith ("Shining 
Through") and other stars look aged 
is the often unrewarded task of the 
film world's makeup artists. 

Once limited to applying pan- 
cake makeup and lip gloss to the 
world's most famous faces, many 
arc now technicians using sophisti- 
cated means to work their magic. 

Greg Cannom, Oscar- nominat- 
ed for aging Maggie Smith in 
"Hook," was charged by director 
Francis Coppola to create facial 



transformations for Gary Oldman 
as star of "Bram Stoker's Dracu- 
la." Part of the makeup depicted 
Dracula as a monster, part as an old 
man. How old? 

"Four hundred years," Cannom 
said, "but we decided on a 75-80 
look." 

Like other makeup artists, Can- 
nom began with a plaster face cast, 
from which he sculpted the aged 
look. He devised 14 "appliances," 
pieces of foam late*, that were laid 
on Oldman "s face in a process tak- 
ing up to four hours. 

"I tried to give Gary a parch- 
ment look," Cannom said. 

Crystal arrived each morning and 



spent his first four or five hours in 
makeup. After ID or 12 hours di- 
recting and acting in the film each 
day, he underwent the painful ordeal 
of having the latex taken off with 
makeup remover. 

Montagna recalls when he trans 
formed Crystal into ■ crusty old- 
timer for Rob Reiner's "The 
Princess Bride." 

"Billy was not as well known in 
England then," Moniagna said. 

"He arrived at 4 in the morning 
to be made up, then appeared on 
the set at 8 and worked all day. 
When he came on the set at the end 
of the picture to thank the crew, 
thev didn't know who he was." 
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ed by Phil Alden Robinson, demon- 
strates the state of the art in comput- 
er technology — all of which is very 
reminiscent of the Matthew Broderick 
film "Wargames." 

"Sneakers" also gives the audi- 
ence the feel of modern- day espi- 
onage, with an astonishing look into 
surveillance techniques rivaled only 
by "Patriot Games."

Kings- 
ley and Poitier give solid and humor- 
ous performances, while Akroyd, 
Phoenix. Strathaim and McDonnell 
fill the movie with enough comedy to 
keep audiences laughing. 

"Sneakers" is a movie that any- 
one can enjoy, whether >ou hase 
knowledge of electronics or not. The 
film will keep you sitting at the edge 
of your seal while you laugh your 
head off. 
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Film shines despite struggle in theaters

Forster's first novel was released to

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Letterman takes 'Late Night' to CBS

NEW YORK — David Letterman told 
his "Late Night" audience Thursday he'll 
be taking his "Stupid Pet Tricks" and Top 
10 lists from NBC to CBS. 

Letterman said his last show on NBC will 
be June 25. 

Letterman didn't give details of the 
move. CBS was expected to announce later 
Thursday that it had signed Letterman for 
an 1 1 :30 p.m. talk show, smack against 
his old friend Jay Leno and NBC's "The 
Tonighi Show." 

Not immediately known was how NBC 
planned to fill Letterman' s 12:30 a.m. slot. 
The 11-year-old show had helped NBC 
dominate late-night television. 

Letterman. during the afternoon taping 
of his show, tipped his hand by starting with 
a joke about how he would be visiting 
outgoing President Bush to pick up any 
extra moving boxes. Then Letterman referred 
to lines in the NBC building lobby for 
"Late Night" ticketholders and said there 
would he an additional tine "if you would 
like to host the show." 

Letterman then announced his last show 
on NBC would be June 25. The audience 
groaned, and he said, "Do you really mean 
that, ladies and gentlemen? 

"Shortly thereafter we'll be taking this 
program lo another network — can I mention 
this? — taking it over there to CBS," he said. 

Letterman's first guests Thursday were 
movie critics Gene Siskel and Roger Ebert, 
and Siskel asked if the show would stay in 
New York, 

"We'll stay here if we can find reasonable 
hourly parking rates." Letterman replied. 
The irascible talk-show host's decision 
to leave NBC was fueled by public 
dissatisfaction with his bosses, who had 
passed him over as successor to Johnny 
Carson, and a fervent courtship by CBS. 
CBS was believed to have offered him 



$14 to S16 million a year, a hefty raise 
from the $7 million annuatlv he earned at 
NBC. 

Letterman will enter gab-show gridlock, 
competing against Leno, the syndicated 
"Arsenio Hall Show" and a new Fox show 
with comedian Chevy Chase, among others. 

Letterman's departure had been in the 
cards, some say, as early as 1988, after 
Leno was named "permanent guest host" 
to fill the gaps of Carson's laid-back 
'Tonight*' taping schedule. 

Although Letterman signed a new contract 
in 1990, he was piqued when NBC sold 'Late 
Night" renins to cable's Arts & Entertainment 
network wiihout consult] ng or compensating 
him. 

And though he may never have expressly 
indicated his interest in the 'Tonight" show, 
his feelings were nun when NEC picked Leno 
for the job in June 1991 and allowed 
Letterman to learn about it from the media. 

That's when he retained Hollywood 
"superagent" Mike Ovit2's high-powered 
Creative Artists Agency to negotiate with 
NBC, where his contract expires in late 
June. 

When contract renewal talks opened in 
September. NBC let the comedian "explore 
opportunities outside of the network." 

In late '91 . news reports said ABC and 
NBC were battling for Letterman's services. 
Spy magazine, a gossipy monthly, reported 
trie deal was done: Letterman would move 
to Los Angeles and follow "Nightline." 

In mid- 1992, Advertising Age said ABC 
wanted to offer Letterman the 1 1 :30 slot and 
move "Nightline" anchor Ted Koppel to 
Sunday morning, where he likely would 
succeed David Bunk ley. 

Ad Age said even Fox Broadcasting 
Co. was interested in Letterman despite 
having signed Chase to a late-night show 
for fall 1993. 

As 1993 drew near, one trial balloon had 
NBC keeping Leno at 1 1:30 and giving 



Letterman a one-hour show every night 
— at 1 p.m. 

The stories may have varied so widely 
because they were at least partially true. On 
Tuesday. CBS Broadcast Group president 
Howard Stringer told television critics that 
at one point eight companies, including 
Disney and Viacom, were vying with CBS 
for Letterman. 

Stringer said he started courting 
Letterman's producers I 1/2 yean ago, 
making friends with Robert Morton and Peter 
Lassally. 

Stringer said he met Letterman at a CBS 
News softball game and encountered him 
again at a Peabody awards ceremony after 
the gap-toothed host, in accepting an award 
for "Late Night," joked: "Is Howard Stringer 
in the house T 

"I shouted 'Yes!' and dashed around 
and caught him," Stringer said. He recalled 
telling Letterman: "There's a home for 
you at CBS." 

CBS had long been hungry for a position 
in late-night television. 

They came after Leno three years ago," 
one NBC executive said. "One way or 
another, when these guys* contracts came 
up. there was going to be an auction." 

Now, questions abound. 

Can "The Tonight Show," NBC's 
formidable franchise, handle perhaps its 
strongest competition ever? 

And will Letterman's brand of comedy, 
variety and wiseguy interviews, play at 
1 1:30? Apart from some unmemorable 
"Tonight" guest-host appearances, he is 
untested in the time slot, and skeptics note 
his irreverence might not click with viewers 
who are older and likelier to fall asleep by 
the second commercial. CBS* local news 
programs also might not be as strong a 
lead-in as 'Tonight." 

These are problems CBS is thrilled to have 
a chance to worry about.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. — Country 
music, long a mainstay on radio, is 
surging on network television as well, 
with Garth Brooks and Billy Ray 
Cyrus leading the way. 

There were five country music 
specials on network television in 1992 
and three more will be aired early this 
year. 

Programs showcasing "the Nashville 
Sound" are commanding strong ratings 
and drawing solid support from 
advertisers. 

"Country music has become an 
important part of the entertainment 
world and part of the social fabric, 
and TV has jumped on it." said Ed 
Benson, executive director of the 
Country Music Association. 

Brooks had his own highly rated 
special on NBC last January and also 
appeared on ABC's "Best of Country 
'92" on Dec. 10. Cyrus was on "Best 
of Country '92." and his own ABC 
special is scheduled to be broadcast in 
February. He's under contract for two 
more, thanks to the popularity of his 
single "Achy Break) Heart" and his 
album "Some Gave All." 

"With these exciting young artists. 
they have brought visual imagery to the 
music," Benson said "They have 
attracted a younger and broader 
audience." 

"A Country Music Celebration," a 
two-hour special marking the 35th 
anniversary of the CMA, will air on 
CBS in the first quarter of this year. 
Vince Gill. Wynonna Judd and Kenny 
Rogers are among those scheduled to 
appear on the show. 

Another CBS special. "Women of 
Country," has been taped for broadcast 
in early 1 993. El features Judd, Man, 
Chapin Carpenter, Emmyiou Harris, 
Kathy Mattea Trisha Yearwood and 
others. 



'Country music is capitalizing on 
things sociologically," Benson said. 
"There's a return of fundamental 
values in America. The product is 
right for the times." 

The CMA's annual awards show in 
September, which included live 
performances by both Brooks and 
Cyrus, was the third highest rated 
program of the week. The two-hour 
show was seen by 48 million viewers, 

"They turned away advertisers for 
the show," Benson said. 

In May, CBS broadcast the special 
"Country Music Hall of Fame 25," 
featuring about 50 country performers 
saluting the silver anniversary of the 
Nashville shrine. 

Also last spring, the Academy of 
Country Music awards show was 
broadcast on NBC. 

One ratings failure was NBC's 
'Hot Country Nights" in early 1992. 
which was not renewed after 12 weeks. 
It did better than previous NBC shows 
in that time spot, but -fill finished in 
the bottom third of the weekly rankings. 

"The time slot (early Sunday night) 
was one of the worst of the week," 
Benson said. "It was against 'Murder. 
She Wrote,' which tied up the older 
demographic, and Fox Network had a 
good lineup targeting the younger 
audience," 

Country music got a global boost 
in October when the cable channel 
Country Music Television began a 
European cable 'network. Both the 
American and European channels 
broadcast country music videos. 

Also on cable. "Hats Off to Minnie: 
America Honors Minnie Pearl" in 
October drew some of the strongest 
ratings ever on cable's The Nashville 
Network. One hundred celebrities 
participated in the 2 1/2-hour special 
honoring the 80-year-old Grand Ole 
Opry humorist

WASHINGTON — The hit- 

a and-miss allied bombing raids sent 

■ garbled message at best to Iraqi 

President Saddam Hussein, some 

independent military analysts said 

■ Thursday. 

A "With tOO aircraft sent on the 

: mission with no opposition, we'd at 
;best have to give them a D-plus 
[grade," said retired Adm. Gene La 
;Rooque, director of the Center for 
[Defense Information, a frequent 
.critic of VS. military policies. 

V.S. officials said they consid- 
ered the mission a success, even if 
f ;some Iraqi anti-aircraft missile bat- 
teries escaped, because the central 
:goal was to silence the missile 
[threat — either by destroying them 
or making Iraq move them. When 
Ithe missiles are on the move they 
cai not be used against aircraft. 
F Pete Williams, the Pentagon 

spokesman, said that besides shut- 
ling down the air defenses, 
President Bush wanted to send Iraq 
a clear signal that it must abide by 
.'the U.N. resolutions that brought 
■the Persian Gulf War to an end. 

"If this was done to send a mes- 
sage, it clearly was a garbled mes- 
;sage we sent," La Rocque said 

Peter Rodman, a former 
National Security Council staff 
member, said however successful 
Wednesday's mission may have 
been, it was too limited to dissuade 
Saddam. 

This retaliation was a chance to 
inflict real pain." he said. "We 
should have inflicted real pain that 
was more than Saddam Hussein 
expected. I'm afraid we did less 
than he expected, and it's not likely 
to discourage him from doing 
something again." 

Williams said that of the allied 
bombs that missed their targets one 
hit some kind of structure that was 
not supposed to have been bombed. 
He said he did not know what kind 
of structure it was or whether any 
civilians were in or near it. 

However, The Washington Post, 
quoting unidentified Air Force 
! sources, reported in Friday editions 
that a stray 2,000-pound bomb did 
heavy damage to an apartment 
| building near Basra. The newspa- 
;per said Pentagon officials gave no 
explanation and no casualty esti- 
: mate for the bombing. 

The Pentagon disclosed that one 
of the four anti-aircraft missile bat- 
teries it targeted in southern Iraq 
; was destroyed white three others 
'may well have escaped the barrage 
■ of sophisticated bombs dropped by 
;U.S. and allied planes. The three 
| were disassembled and as a result 
; were temporarily unusable, it said. 

Also, all four of the air defense 
; command centers targeted in south 
;ern Iraq were damaged, a senior 
! defense official said. The official, 
; speaking on condition he not be 
identified, said two of the com- 
'• mand centers sustained severe dam- 
age, one was hurt moderately and 
lone lightly. 

The main point, Williams said, 
; was that the interlocking system of 
; air defense radars, communications 
and missiles in southern Iraq no 
longer posed a threat to the allied 
aircraft patrolling the "no-fly zone" 
, south of the 32nd parallel. 

; "If you're trying to knock com- 
munications out between Dodge 

! City and the next town down the 
Pony Express trail, you don't have 
to saw down every telegraph pole, 
you just have to cut the wire once." 
Williams told reporters at the 
Pentagon. "The Iraqi southern air 

defense network is now seriously 

degraded." 

Some analysts said the war- 
planes nonetheless could nave been 
expected to do more damage.

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Allies bomb Iraq in showdown with Saddam

WASHINGTON — American- 
led warplanes thundered into Iraq in 
daylight bombing raids Monday as 
President Bush devoted his final 
hours in office to a tense showdown 
with Saddam Hussein that strained 
the solidarity of the Gulf War 
coalition. 

"Let's just hope that the message 
has been delivered loud and clear," 
Bush said, hours after Allied planes 



rained bombs on ait-defense missile 
sites in southern Iraq and hit other 
targets in the north in limited 
strikes. 

"We did the right thing," he said. 

President-elect Clinton ex- 
pressed support for Bush's action 
but there was pointed criticism from 
Arab nations that once supported 
military action against Iraq. 

The Cairo-based Arab League 
called on the United Nations "to 
adopt a policy of self-restraint and 



use the language of dialogue." The 
Russian government delivered a 
note to the State Department 
admonishing the Bush 

administration not lo act militarily 
without the explicit approval of the 
U.N. Security Council. 

The message, from Foreign 
Minister Andrei V. Kozyrev, said, 
"There are casualties among civi- 
lian populations which is especially 
regrettable." 

The Pentagon acknowledged that 



a cruise missile fired from a Navy 
ship Sunday had struck a Baghdad 
hotel. Iraq said two civilians were 
killed. The Pentagon said (he 
missile was knocked off course by 
Iraqi fire. 

A senior official, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said the 
hotel, home to many American and 
other visiting journalists, was not a 
target. The hotel, he said, was 
"adjacent to the flight path" of the 
missile. 



"These attacks could proceed 
without furl her warning," Pentagon 
spokesman Pete Williams said. 
Official! said all allied planes 
returned safely. Iraq said 21 people 
were killed altogether. 

Monday's raid was the second in 
24 hours and the latest in a string of 
allied blows that began with a 
bombing run on southern Iraq last 
Wednesday. 

Clinton, two days from taking 
power, said the United States will 



not waver frem demands that 
Saddam bow to terms of Gulf War 
cease-fire resolutions adopted by 
the United Nations two years ago. 

Iraq has challenged no- fly zones 
imposed by the allies in the north 
and south and has restricted U.N. 
weapons inspectors. 

Appearing to back away from 
their wartime alliance with the 
West, Arab nations questioned why

Health care has been a hot issue 
lately, but Kansas Representative 
Sheila Hochhauser has always been 
involved in health-care matters. 

Hochhauser, D-Manhattan, has a 
master's degree in health services 
administration and worked in the 
health-care field for five years before 
becoming an attorney. 

She says healthcare reform will be 
a big topic in this session of the 
Kansas Legislature, Community 
rating is one subject up for 



discussion. 

"Small employers that might 
employ four people," Hochhauser 
said. "One person might have a 
difficult pregnancy or an illness. They 
might get treated for a year and then 
get better. 

"The following year, the health- 
care premiums go up 300 percent. 
Premiums go up for the entire firm, 
and then there are five people 
uninsured." 

"It's ridiculous. They can't spread 
the risk, so they have to spread the 
cost across the group," she said. 



Hochhauser said 25 percent of 
Kan sans don't have health insurance. 
The new plan would judge how much 
premiums rise by the number of 
people who have illnesses across the 
stale of Kansas in a year. The cost 
would be spread across the state 
instead of a few people in business. 

"I also think one of the things 
coming up will be something to help 
health-care costs," Hochhauser said. 
"One way is a uniform health 
insurance form."

K- State lost a legend this weekend when Dev 
Nelson, former Wildcat broadcaster and athletic 
director, died Saturday at the home of his 
daughter, Jana Lee Isaacson, in Shawnee. He 
was 66. 

Nelson, who suffered a heart attack on Oct. 
25 and then had a 
massive stroke only 10 
hours later, died of 
complications resulting 
from his condition, 
Isaacson said. 

"He was just so proud 
of the people and history 
of K-State." she said. 
"Whether it was a good 
year or a bad year, he 
loved this University. 

"He was such a 
gentle, good man. When 
I think about my dad, I think about camping, 
hiking, fishing — he really loved the outdoors, 
and I don't think a lot of people realized that." 

And to members of the University, Nelson, 
who was the "Voice of the Wildcats" from 1954 
to 1979, will always be remembered as a man 
who bled purple. 

"He was a true K-Stater," Associate Athletic 
Director Very) Swiuer, who has been with K- 
State since 1969, said. "We had a high regard for 
him as an individual, and he will be sorely 
missed." 

A memorial service for Nelson will be at 2 
p.m. Wednesday at the Edwards- Yorgensen- 
Meloan funeral home in Manhattan.

Farrell expansion 
closer to reality

In November J99I, students 
passed a referendum lo give $5 mil- 
lion to the Farrell Library expan- 
sion. Since that time, the architects 
and library administration have 
been working on making the expan- 
sion a reality. 

The architects have created the 
footprints." Brice Hobrock, dean of 
libraries, said. Architects for the 
projects are Bren^ Bowman and 
Associates of Manhattan. The asso- 
ciate architects are Hammond, 
Bebbe and Babka in Chicago. 

The plans have been presented 
to the Joint Committee on Building 
Construction in the Kansas 
Legislature and Student Senate, he 
said. The committee has approved 
where the expansion will sit, 
Hobrock said. 

"It's going to wrap on the west, 
south and east sides of the current 
library with the majority of the new 
building on the east side," Hobrock 
said. "It is expected to displace the 
art building." 

Progress has been satisfactory, 
although the project is not as far 
along as footprints of other build- 
ings approved at the same time, 
Hobrock said. 

"It is a much larger and complex 
project," he said. 

Ray Kowalczewski, senior in 
political science and economics and 
member of the Library Construction 
Review Committee, said he agrees 
that the complexity of the ex pan 
sion has been a major stumbling 



block. 

"One of the major impediments 
is that we're not able to do anything 
with the 1955 slacks." 
Kowalczewski said. "It would cost 
too much to demolish and rebuild 
them." The architects have to 
design around them, he said. 

Despite design problems, the 
architects have managed to present 
both the footprints and a prelimi- 
nary exterior design, Hobrock said. 
The architects are currently 
working on the interior design, 
Hobrock said. The expansion will 
increase not only the space avail- 
able for current library materials, 
but it will also increase library ser- 
vices, Hobrock said. 

Two things the expansion will 
include are a science library and a 
24- hour study facility for students, 
Hobrock said. 

In addition to the study area, 
Kowalc/ewski said there was one 
other thing students wanted to see 
in a new library. 

"We're probably going to have 
vending machines and a place 
where students can have food in the 
library." Kowalczewski said. 
"Those are two of the main things 
students have wanted." 

Once the interior design is fin- 
ished, which is expected to be in 
mid-February, the plans will again 
be presented to the Kansas 
Legislature for approval, Hobrock 
said. 

"It will probably be a year from 
now before a contractor will be 
chosen." he said.

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WICHfTA — The local chapter 
of the NAACP urged Police Chief

James Crump, president of the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People 
chapter, said Sunday the organi- 
zation did not mean to imply Stone 
was guilty of the accusations.

The five allegations Crump 
referred to are charges that Stone 
kicked the corpses of two men 
involved in shoot -outs with police 
last year, complaints of sexual 
harassment filed against Stone by 
police department employees in 
199 1, and two other allegations 
Crump said he is personally 
investigating. 

He said one case involved the 
dismissal of a black officer. The 
other case concerned a woman who 
said she was mistreated by police 
and physically removed from 
Stone's office while pursuing a 
complaint.

Teen dies 

in fire after 

handing out 

two nieces

LAWRENCE — An apartment 
tire that killed a teen-ager after she 
heroically saved her two young 
nieces was being investigated as a 
possible arson, authorities said 
Monday. 

"We feel very strongly it was an 
arson fire." said Fire Marshal Rich 
Barr, coordinator of the Douglas 



County Fire Investigation Squad. 

He would not elaborate on the 
exact cause of the early Sunday fire 
that killed LaTonya Farmer, 17. No 
suspects had been arrested Monday 
afternoon, and no motive had been 
established, he said. 

But Barr said the fire was set 
intentionally in a vacant apartment 
on the cast side of the first floor 
The victims were in an apartment

on the second floor west side. 

The Kansas Bureau of Investiga- 
tion will conduct tests on materials 
recovered at the scene to determine 
how the fire began, Barr said. 

Farmer passed her two nieces 
out of a window to neighbors on 
the ground before firefighters 
arrived, officials said. She then col- 
lapsed and died from smoke in- 
halation, officials said. 



The nieces, ages 2 and 4, were 
treated at a hospital and released, 
officials said. 

A neighbor who helped save the 
girls, John Burroughs, 28. was 
treated for smoke inhalation and 
released Sunday. 

More than 20 firefighters battled 
the blaze in the four-pie x apartment 
complex in south-central Lawrence 
and had it under control within 15 



minutes. 

Three of the apartments were 
unoccupied at the time of the blaze 
And fire investigators said flames 
never reached the apartment where 
Farmer and five others were 
trapped. 

Fire Chief Jim McSwain said 
heavy smoke filled the apartment 
after someone apparently tried to 
flee and left the door open.

Nelson deserves remembrance

With the loss of alumnus and radio sports 
announcer Dev Nelson last week. K-State is a 
little less rich in tangible heritage but perhaps 
alt the more wealthy with memories. 

From his very first K-State game broadcast in 1951 
— a 65-61 Wildcat basketball win over Kansas — to his 
1966-72 stint as KSU sports information director, to his 
retirement in 1988, Nelson held a variety of positions, most 
of which kept him close to the institution that he luved and 
that loved him. 

The '"Voice of the Wildcats," they tagged him, and 
rightly so. His was a vocal bookmark, the spot on the radio 
frequency dial that listeners could find blindfolded. When 
a game's fervor hit its peak. Nelson would describe it with 
his patented "rip -snortin', hootenang, double-barreled, 
deep-dish dilly " Few knew what it meant, but it sounded 
fine. 

Apart from the accolades he received in Manhattan, 
Nelson was a respected professional throughout the 
Sunflower State. After a quarter of a century of sports 



work. Nelson was voted by his peers as the Kansas 
Sportscaster of the Year — five times. 

And in 1988, then-Gov. Mike Hayden made Nelson 
a trustee for the Kansas All Sports Hal) of Fame. 

After his retirement, Nelson didn't buy a condo in 
southern Florida but rather opted to stay in Manhattan, 
where he opened Dev's Dugout, a sports memorabilia 
store. 

To the majority of people reading this. Dev Nelson is 
only historical matter. Few current students have ever 
heard him call a K-State game, have ever heard what all 
the fuss is about. With the legacy that Nelson left, that 
shouldn't matter. 

The almost symbiotic relationship between K -State 
and Dev Nelson deserves to be commemorated and what 
better location than a KSU sports field? Dedicating the 
press bo* at KSU Stadium, currently under construction, is 
the perfect tribute to an individual who immortalized K- 
State athletic evenis with his unique enthusiasm.

Commission on AIDS report, 
which declared that AIDS is now 
a racial issue, also illustrates 
how out of focus our approach to 
racism has become. The report 
stated that black and Hispanic 
people make up 46 percent of all 
U.S. cases and claimed that "As 
a nation we have no choice hut 
to take account of race if we are 
to alter the course of the 
epidemic." 

AIDS is a behavioral, not 
racial, issue. In almost all cases, 
AIDS is spread through sexual 
contact or intravenous drug use. 
Skin color is an irrelevant 
variable that we should 
overlook. Yet, when it comes to 
AIDS, the national commission 
wants us to believe that skin 
color matters. Turning AIDS 
into a racial issue takes the focus 
off the root problem of both 
AIDS and racism. Linking the 
two issues only result in more 
confusion. 

Racism is a moral issue. The 
core problem of racism resides 
in the human heart.

Unfortunately, racism is rarely 
confronted at its true source. 
Affirmative action laws attempt 
to confront racist behavior, 
multiculturalists try to make 
people tolerant through the right 
education, the politically-correct 
crowd provide us with right 
terminology and. of course, the 
government can solve any 
problem if it throws enough 
money at it. 

All of these methods are 
quick fixes, but in our 
microwave-dinner society, a 10- 
step program for a racial 
harmony simply won't work. 
With affirmative action laws, 
government can sometimes 
regulate racist behavior, but not 
the motives in a person's heart. 
Multiculturalists believe that 
knowledge about cultural 
differences will make people 
more tolerant. Yet, history tells 
us that multiracial societies are 
unstable, as with the Croats and 
Serbs, and highlighting our 
differences instead of our 
similarities may lead to a more 
fractured society. Moral 
problems cannot be solved 
through legislation, or even 
education, but through a direct 
incursion into the soul. 

Jesus Christ confronted the 
core problem of racism when he 
declared, "Love your neighbor 
as yourself." Love in this sense 
is not erotic or sentimental but as 
King explained, "It is the 
overflowing love that seeks 
nothing in return." Paul and 
Peter, apostles of Christ 
followed that command with 
instructions to "live in harmony 
with one another." 

Serious, lasting change 
involves a transformation of the 
heart. No amount of education 
or affirmative action laws can 
accomplish that. Only when 
love is first pursued can other 
methods have any positive 
effects. Otherwise they act as 
Band-aids or cause even more 
strife. 

King took the Christian 
doctrine of love and built much 
of his philosophy around it. His 
philosophy brought progress in 
the sixties and if applied today, 
meaningful change and progress 
would surely follow. As he has 
stated. "Love is mankind's most 
potent weapon for personal and 
social transformation."

Daniel Kleppner, professor of 
physics from the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology will speak 
at 4 p.m. today in Cardwell 102. 

He will discuss his views on 
scientific and human values and the 
ways they relate to everyday life 
during a speech titled "Coping in 
an Age of Anxiety; Science and the 
Human Condition." 

On the college level, a basic 
understanding of science and 
research is important, Kleppner 
said. He has helped promote federal 
funding of science as chairman of 
the American Physical Society's 
Physics Planning Committee. 

Kleppner said he talks to 
students about ways science 
influences society. He said the 
values of science are essential to 
everyone, not just physics majors. 

"Both Clinton and Gore have 
brought the issue of technology to 
center stage." Kleppner said. 

The new science adviser, 
appointed by President-elect Bill 
Clinton, is someone thai Kleppner 
sees as having a leadership role in 
science technology. 

Kleppner said he thinks Vice 
President-elect At Gore will also 
have a leadership role in the 
advancement of scientific 
technology, due to his interest in 
the environment. 

Kleppner is a graduate of 
Harvard and a member of the 
National Academy of Sciences . 

While at Harvard, he worked on 
the development of the Maser, 
which is an early version of the 
laser, using microwaves instead of 
light waves. 

His current research is 
concerned with quantum chaos, 
studies of hydrogen at extremely 
low temperatures and ultra-precise 
laser spectroscopy. 

"He is known for his extreme 
accuracy in work on atomic 
properties," Larry Weaver, 
professor of physics, said. 

Kleppner sees science as a 
source of hope, instead of as a 
threat to society. Weaver said.

After a 25-point performance against 
Colorado Saturday, Jones made just one 3-point 
basket against the Hawks and missed both ot his 
free-throw attempts. 

"He did not have one of his better games. 
Coach Dana Altman said. 

"Ski had a few opportunities that he turned 
down. He missed a couple shots early and kind 
of hesitated after that." 

Jones, who has been averaging almost 14 
points a game this season, fouled Hawk guard 
Steve Woodberry twice in the first five minutes. 

The junior spent all but eight minutes ot the

"They were real aware of Ski," said Henson, 
who scored 12 points. "He's a big part of our 
offense, and they were on him real tight all 
night.

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The Lady Cats tost both weekend Big 
Eight home games — to Iowa State and 
Nebraska — leaving them 0-4, and last in the 
conference. 

The Lady Cats are 7-6 overall, but have 
lost six of their last eight games. 

K-State started out strong against 
Nebraska but lost 74-57, The Lady Cats' 
first-half efforts kept them within three of 
Nebraska. 

In the firsr. half, K-State tied the game at 
28 with a pair of free throws by Andrea 
O'Neal. O'Neal was then fouled again to give 
K-State its first lead of the game. But in the 
second half the game changed, Yow said, 
because Nebraska mixed up its defensive 
strategy. 

"I have to give credit to Nebraska's 
defense in the second half," she said. "That's 
a mark of a good team." 

Nebraska posted the victory despite Karen 
Jennings, the team's leading scorer, being 
limited to just 1 points. 

"Karen Jennings is not getting her usual 
points and things aren't going well for her. 
and they have some people coming through," 
Yow said. "I think that is a mark of a very 
good basketball team, and that lets you know 
that they are not a one-man team." 

Lady Cat forward JoMorec Grattan said 
she made the game more difficult for 
Jennings by crowding her and keeping her 
away from the basket.

The lady Cats started slow and failed to 
pick up the tempo, which resulted in a 67-61 
loss to Iowa Slate Friday night, 

Iowa State came into the game with a 1-13 
record. 

"I think we played the team's record." 
Yow said. 

Keliy Moylan was six for nine from the 3- 
poi nt line, breaking her own record for 3- 
potnt field goals made in a single game. 

But Moylan said the loss could not help 
but overshadow her success from beyond th^ 
arc.

Buffalo and Dallas ready for Pasadena 

Young Cowboys reach for top Bills' Kelly answers critics

SAN FRANCISCO — They are 
brash, they are bold, and they are back 
in the Super Bowl after a 13-year 
absence. 

The Dallas Cowboys, the youngest 
team in the NFL with an average age of 
26, settled an old score with San 
Francisco Sunday by defeating the 
49ers 30-20 in the NFC championship 
game. 

"In the eyes of a lot of our fans, this 
is a payback for what happened 1 1 
years ago." said owner Jerry Jones, 
referring to the Cowboys' 28-27 loss to 
San Francisco in the 1981 NFC title 
game. "This heals a lot of wounds," 

In that game. "The Catch" by 
Dwighi Clark on a pass from Joe 
Montana won the day in the final 
minute. 

On Sunday, it was the passing of 
Troy Aikman, the running and 
receiving of Emmitt Smith, and the 
spectacular receptions of wide receiver 
Alvin Harper that put the 49crs away. 

Aikman was superb in the second 
half, leading the Cowboys on three 
touchdown drives and completing 13 



of 16 passes for 204 yards. 

"I couldn't help but marvel at 
Troy's performance," said former 
Dallas quarterback Roger Staubach, 
who prowled the sidelines during the 
game. "He took everything San 
Francisco gave him. He dumped the 
ball off, and when he found man- for- 
man coverage, he made the right call. It 
was spectacular. Where are all of his 
critics now?" 

The Cowboys were immediately 
installed seven-point Super Bowl 
favorites over the Buffalo Bills, who 
will be making their third consecutive 
appearance. 

Dallas coach Jimmy Johnson, who 
pumped his fists triumphantly into the 
air on his way to the Cowboys' locker 
room, said simply, "It was Troy's 
game. He has come a long way, and 
he's brought me with him." 

Johnson, who won a national 
collegiate title at Miami in 1987. can 
carve out a little piece of history with a 
victory in the Super Bowl at Pasadena, 
Calif. No coach has ever won both the 
collegiate and professional champion- 
ships. 



MIAMI — Jim Kelly took more of a 
hammering from critics before the 
game than he did from the Miami 
Dolphins. 

In the end, Kelly triumphed over 
both, leading the Buffalo Bills to their 
third straight Super Bowl in a 29-10 
victory in the AFC championship on 
Sunday. 

Returning from a three-week layoff 
because of a knee injury, Kelly was 
stung by those who said the Bills 
should start Frank Reich, the veteran 
backup who took over for Kelly and led 
Buffalo to their two earlier playoff 
victories, 

"This is probably without a doubt 
the sweetest victory I've ever been 
associated with because it's almost like 
at the beginning of the week. I should 
apologize to everybody for feeling 
good," Kelly said. 

He completed all but 7 of 24 passes 
for 177 yards and threw two 
touchdowns behind an offensive line 
that allowed only one suck. Buffalo's 
defense did the rest, sacking Dan 
Marino four times and limiting him to a 



22-for-45 passing day. 

"I cannot think of a time when a 
quarterback entered a game under more 
pressure than Jim Kelly did," coach 
Marv Levy said. 

"Ernest Hemingway once defined 
character as grace under pressure. Jim 
Kelly showed that today." 

The Bills insisted there was no 
quarterback controversy because Levy 
maintained all along that Kelly would 
be back as the starter as soon as his 
knee, sprained in Buffalo's season 
finale Dec. 27 against Houston, was 
ready. 

There was a little soreness in the 
knee because of the brace he wore 
during the game, Kelly said, but it 
should dissipate in the two weeks 
before the Bills take on the Dallas 
Cowboys in the Super Bowl. 

Kelly said he'f ready for the 
inevitable questions about the Bills' 
losses in the last two Super Bowls.

It appears, however, that i Lewis-Foreman bid 
is more likely. 

"Lewis has come to the table with a very 
serious offer." Ron Weathers, a Foreman advisor, 
said Sunday. 

Weathers said Foreman would get 55 percent 
of the gross revenue because "George is the 
ticket-seller," 

Lewis, of Britain, is scheduled to defend 
against Tony Tucker April 24 in London. 

Bowe is scheduled to defend against Michael 
Dokes Feb. 6 at New York's Madison Square 
Garden, and against Ray Mercer at Atlantic City. 
NJ. 

Foreman has a three-fight. SIS million deal 
with HBO. which began Saturday night. But Seth 
Abraham was not annoyed by die possibility that 
the Foreman- Morrison fight might not happen. 

Abraham is president of sports for Time 
Warner, which owns HBO and TVKO and 
presents pay-per-view fights. A Foreman title bid 
would be on TVKO. 

Abraham said HBO-TVKO also had deals with 
Bowe for six fights, with Lewis for four and with 
Morrison for two. 

Williams almost made talk of a Foreman- 
Morrison fight academic. 

After being knocked down early in the first and 
third rounds, the 33-year-old Williams knocked 
the 24-year-old Morrison down twice. 

Morrison, at 228 pounds, won when referee 
Mills Lane stopped the fight at 2:10 of the eighth 
round with Williams, 225. being battered against 
the ropes. 

"The best thing we gained was the experience, 
beating a fighter like Carl Williams," said 
Morrison, who won for the 35th time against one 
defeat and scored his 3 1st knockout. 

The 258-pound Foreman battered and bloodied 
the 31 -year-old Coetzer, 216. knocking him down 
twice before referee Joe Cortez stopped the match 
at 1 :48 of the eighth round. 

Foreman scored the first knockdown with a 
minute gone in the fourth round. After beating on 
the South African for another minute, Foreman 
asked Cortez to stop the fight 

"I asked him. 'What in the world is wrong with 
you, man? What are you doing,"* Foreman said. 
"It's not like this guy was going to get his scl 
back together and come back and get George 
Foreman." 

Foreman has a 27-1 record with 26 knockouts 
since ending a 10-year retirement in 1987. His 
career record is 72-3. with 67 knockouts

As space shuttle Endeavor 
returns today, so will the 15 
experiments seni into space by 
more than 32 professors and 
students from K -State. 

During the past several months, 
various labs within the Division of 
Biology have been preparing 
experiments to be carried out in 
zero gravity. 

The majority of the experiments 
that were carried on the shuttle 
studied the effects of gravity on 
living systems. 

The experiment sent up by 
Robin Denell, professor of biology, 
studied the basic biology of the 
Tribolium, otherwise known as the 
red flower beetle. 

"The question is. 'Does gravity 
affect the development process in 



any way?' And if il does, if you 
eliminate gravity, perhaps the 
females returned lo Earth will be 
sierile or not produce normal 
progeny," Mike Abbott, post- 
doctorate research scientist, said. 

For this experiment, four 
different viles, with five female 
beetles in each, will develop in 
space. 

Once these viles are returned, 
the females will hatch and then be 
mated. The progeny will be 
collected and studied for signs of 
abnormalities. 

The lab of Terry Johnson, 
distinguished professor of biology, 
has isolated a peptide which they 
said they believe stops cells from 
dividing. 

Two different experiments were 
sent from Johnson 's lab. 

The first experiment used a line 



of insect cells. The ceils will be 
used to see if (hey are able to 
respond to a particular chemi ., 
under various controls, he said. 

Johnson said the second 
experiment involved PC- 1 2 cells 
These cells, when studied on Earth, 
go through massive skeletal 
changes when injected with a nerve 
growth factor, he said. The 
experiment aims to determine if the 
absence of gravity affects the way 
in which the cells grow when 
injected. 

^ An experiment by James 
Guikema, associate professor of 
biology, sent sweet clover roots into 
space to try to understand how roots 
perceive gravity, or the lack of 
gravity. 

On Earth, roots always grow 
downward. Using zero gravity wit] 
help scientists understand how 
Earth's gravity controls root

There are 407 dilferent health- 
insurance companies in the state, 
she said. Health-care workers have 
to fill out 407 different insurance 
forms. 

"Doctors are always complain- 
ing how they have to pay so many 
workers to handle insurance," 
Hochhauser said. 

An attempt might be made to in- 
troduce a universal health-care bill, 
she said. 

"I think somebody will put a bill 
in the hopper. I've always said, 
though, that I don't think Kansas 
can solve its health-care problems 



without help from the federal 
government," Hochhauser said. 

Along with insurance reform, 
regulating purchases of health -care 
equipment would help keep down 
health-care costs, Hochhauser said, 

"There needs to be a moratorium 
on the inventory of health-care 
equipment by everyone. Expensive 
equipment lays idle, and then it still 
has to be paid for. Certain equip- 
ment can be regionalized," she said,

The recruiting process for 
prospective K-State students is a 
complex and integral part of the 
University. 

Recruiting is done through a 
combination of efforts by faculty, staff, 
students, admission representatives and 
the Alumni Association. 

In 1986, when Jon Wefald became 
the University's 1 2th president, his top 
objective was to stop the enrollment 
decline, said Pat Bosco, associate vice 
president and dean of student life, 

"I was asked to develop an 
enrollment management plan," Bosco 
said. "We wanted to improve relations 
with currently enrolled students and 
prospective students, to re-establish 
relationships with high schools 
throughout the state of Kansas and to 
improve our overall efforts in the area 
of retention. 

"Since then, the student body has 
grown from approximately 17,500 to 
20,000 students," he said. "We have 
recaptured a market share of the high- 
school and community college market 
that K-State has enjoyed for a number 



of years." 

K-State visits every high school in 
the state, Dennis O'Keefe, admissions 
representative and alumnus, said. 

He said this is done by dividing the 
state into seven sections and assigning 
an admissions representative lo each 
one. 

"The presentations given to the high 
schools in the fall differ from the ones 
in the spring," O'Keefe said. 

"In the fall, we attend many College 
Programming Conferences and talk 
about academic programs, financial 
assistance and work on providing a 
service relationship to high-school 
counselors," he said. 

O'Keefe said the spring presen- 
tations are geared more toward stu- 
dents coming to K-State. The presen- 
tations include topics on housing, 
student life and college in general. 

Brad Beets, director of alumni 
clubs, said the K-Siate Alumni 
Association gets involved in two facets 
of student recruitment. 

The Alumni Club program consists 
of about 28 clubs throughout the state, 
he said. 

Members of the club will try to 
personalize the effort by having a 
picnic or dinner at their home and 
invite prospective high-school juniors 



and seniors, he said. 

"We want to give the student a good 
feel for what is going on at K-State," 
Beets said. 

"The second thing we do is College 
Nights," he said. "It is for prospective 
students as well as their parents. This is 
involved more with the admissions 
office, staff and current students." 

The recruiting challenge of the 
future is to continue to manage K- 
State's enrollment, to lake into account 
the popularity of K-State and to 
maintain the quality of the University, 
Bosco said. 

"K-State grew, not hy accident, but 
by planned growth," Bosco said. 

"We must be ready to continue to 
grow into the 21st century and plan 
even better than we did in the late 
1980s," he said. 

Future planning will be crucial 
because the last three graduating high 
school classes had declining numbers, 
Bosco said. 

"From the 199? graduating class on, 
there will be a 20-percent growth in 
high-school graduates." Bosco said 

"This will be very important for a 
school like K-State, because we are the 
number one choice among Kansas 
high-school and community college 
students," he said.

King urges 
politicians 
to keep 
promises

ATLANTA — Martin Luther 
King Jr.'s daughter urged people 
marking his holiday Monday to 
honor him by keeping public offi- 
cials true to their word — and she 
suggested that President-elect 
Clinton has not been. 

"A true follower of the prophet 
must point out when people say one 
thing during the campaign and do 
another, whether it's budget cuts, 
tax cuts or Haitian immigration," 
the Rev. Bernice Albertine King 
told 1,100 people who filled 
Ebenezer Baptist Church, where 
her father used to preach. 

"All we say. President-elect 
Clinton, is say what you mean and 
mean what you say. Let your yea 
be a yea and your nay be a nay." 

The day honoring the slain civil 
rights leader was a state holiday for 
the first time in Arizona and New 
Hampshire. 

In Arizona, where voters 
approved the holiday in November, 
thousands marched to the state 
Capitol in Phoenix. "This is a vic- 
tory and commemoration," organiz- 
er Gene Blue said. 

New Hampshire Gov. Steve 
Merrill issued an executive order 
last week changing the name of 
Civil Rights Day lo King Day. A 
bill to change the name permanent- 
ly is pending before the Legis- 
lature. On Monday, about 200 peo- 
ple gathered on the Statehouse 
lawn for the ringing of a Liberty 
Bell replica. 

Thousands marched in Denver 
to honor King, while two dozen 
white supremacists rallied at the 
state Capitol. The Ku Klux Klan 
rally resulted in a few disturbances, 
but a large police presence prevent- 
ed a recurrence of last year's melee 
by pro-King demonstrators, which 
ended with 2 1 arrests and business- 
es vandalized. 

Denver Mayor Wellington 
Webb, who is black, exhorted the 
crowd to ignore the white suprem- 
acists. "I'm big enough where I'm 
not worried about someone smaller 
than me," he said. 

In Memphis, Tenn., 10,000 peo- 
ple visited the National Civil 
Rights Museum in the former 
Lorraine Motel, where King was 
shot to death in 1968.

"This was brought up in front of 
my executive committee after Pd 
received phone calls from 
prominent citizens in this 
community, including white 
business people and white 
community leaders, concerned with 
the latest accusations."

It's in 
light of the total allegations. Five 
allegations at one lime against a 



chief of police doesn't look good, 
and there's no other way to cut it," 
he said. 

The Kansas Bureau of 
Investigation and state officials are 
investigating the former allegations. 

"I'm sincere when I say this, 
because Rom a personal standpoint 
I've been through false allegations, 
but he should Tight these charges if 
he's innocent," said Crump, who 
retired from the Wichita police 
force before Stone was hired.

director from 1967 to 1972. Norma 
Lawrence, a sports information 
office specialist, first came to K- 
State in 1967, and Nelson was her 
first boss. 

"He was a great K ■ Stater, and he 
would help everybody with 
anything he could," she said. "He 
was just a big-hearted person. 

"I've had some wonderful 
bosses, and he was one of them. He 
was a great man to work for," 

In his 25 years on the job. 
Nelson was selected by his peers as 
the Kansas Sportscaster of the Year 
five times. 

But Isaacson said she didn't 
know about many of her father's 
accomplishments, and she first 
learned of them by reading the 
newspapers, 

"He was such a humble man." 
she said. "I didn't know about half 
the the awards he had won. 1 think 
he would find all the attention 
embarrassing." 

And Isaacson said she was 
surprised at the amount of well- 
wishers that she and her mother, 
Dorothy, have heard from. 

"I knew he was a wonderful 
man," she said. "I just didn't know 
everyone else knew." 

Nelson's broadcasts were 
complete with some of his own pet 
phrases, including the likes of a 
"rip-snortin', hootenang, double-

Clinton pledges 
to keep policy 
against Iraq 



WASHINGTON — President-elect Clinton, 
hours away from inheriting the volatile standoff 
with Saddam Hussein, greeted Iraq's cease-fire 
offer on Tuesday with skepticism and bluntly 
warned that defiance would trigger more military 
strikes. 

"We need to see Iraq change its behavior," 
Clinton communications director George 
Stephanopoulos said in a terse response to 
Saddam's announcement, "We need full 
compliance with the U.N. resolutions." 

Saddam's sudden promise to stop firing at 
allied aircraft patrolling the no-fly zones over 
Iraq raised hopes of reduced tensions in the 
Middle East when Clinton, untested in global and 
military affairs, takes office at noon Wednesday. 

Clinton himself said nothing publicly about 
Iraq. But aides, speaking for him, pledged 
continuity in the hard-line U.S. policy as the hour 
approached when the Bush administration's two- 
year confrontation with Saddam would become 
an instant Clinton administration foreign policy 
dilemma. 

Advisers said Clinton was weighing an array 
of options from the Pentagon and his own camp, 
including the possibility of expanding military 
responses to Iraqi violations to targeting

"Only 32 percent of entering freshmen indi- 
cate being very sure of their choice of an aca- 
demic major," Tracey Fraser, coordinator of the 
ACIC said. "At least 46 percent of all incoming 
students indicate that they are not at all sure of 
their choice for a major, and only one in five will 
actually graduate from their initial major. 

She said the ACIC was developed to help 
these students make choices about their majors 
and careers. 

The ACIC was set up by a task force and has 
been in the planning stages for more than a year. 
The proposal for the center was made to Student 
Senate in mid- November, 1992. 

"I'm anxious for the center to open to sec the 
plans come together and go into action." Fraser 
said. 

The ACIC was developed for the purpose of 
providing programs, services and resources to 
assist students with the career planning process. 

"We hope that ail students who need to make 
choices about majors and careers will be the first 
to use the center because that is what we've 
developed it for," said Sara Doombos. assistant 
coordinator of the ACIC. 

Some of the services the ACIC will provide 
include DISCOVER, a computer-based career 
planning and information system, curriculum 
guides, academic profiles of majors and a career 
information library, she said. 

To assist students with these various services, 
the ACIC has trained student career specialists, 
Fraser said. 

The ACIC staff will also be speaking to class- 
es and in an outreach program to inform and 
heighten awareness of the center's fu net ions to 
students around campus, Fraser said. The ACIC 
will welcome walk-ins, as well as. appointments.

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Wamego theater receives grant 



Community 
interest sparked 
for renovation 



The Columbian Theatre in 
Wamego, which is known for its 
hundred-year-old paintings, was 
awarded a $130,000 grant for 
restoration. 

"The money received from the 
Kansas Department of Commerce 
and Tourism is for the restoration 
of the main ballroom of the facili- 
ty," Ray Morris, executive direc- 
tor of the Columbian Foundation, 
said. 

The idea for the renovation 
started in 1989 when town meet- 
ings were held to discuss the 
downtown revitalization project. 
The outcome of the meetings 
showed there was a lot of interest 
in the Columbian Theatre. People 
wanted to return it to its former 
basic style. 

"In these meetings, people 
were not only interested in a 
strong community theatre, they 
wanted to be in the productions," 
Morris said. 

Since then, the building has 
been open and used for proms, 
lectures, weddings and exhibits. 
Although, over the past year there 
has been a lot of fund raising to 
get the entire building restored. It 
is estimated it will take $1.5 mil- 
lion to restore the building com- 
pletely. Morris said the fund-rais- 
ing drive was started by a 100-day 
media blitz. 

The money will be used for 
'minor' things such as putting in 
restrooms, cooling and heating 
and modern stage technology, he 
said. 

"In the earlier years, people 
used to have to go to the drugstore 
to go to the bathroom because 
there were no toilets in the the- 
atre," Morris said. 

The main attraction of the 
Columbian Theatre is the six large

paintings located on the second 
floor of the building. These paint- 
ings are from the Columbian 
World Exposition of Chicago in 
1893 and are valued at $790,000. 
The paintings are also the only 
ones stilt to be found from the 
Expo, 

Morris said between 75,000 
and 100,000 people come to see 
the paintings within a year. 

"Just the size of the paintings 
are overpowering to people," he 
said. 

The paintings are still in good 
condition. This is partly because 
the second floor of the building 
had been closed from 1929 to 
1950. and the paintings were 
untouched during this time. 

The Columbian Theatre was 
originally owned by J.C. Rogers, a 



local banker and businessman. 
Rogers attended the 1893 fair and 
was amazed by what he saw. 
Morris said. He returned to 
Wamego with the six paintings 
and many other artifacts. 

In the past few years there has 
been a lot of interest in the paint- 
ings. 

"The Smithsonian Institute was 
very interested to hear that we had 
paintings from the 1893 fair," 
Morris said. 

The Terra Museum of Chicago 
has also requested to show the 
paintings during the 100th 
anniversary of the Chicago fair. 

Two-lhirds of the $1.5 million 
needed for the restoration has 
been raised. He said $800,000 has 
come from the local community, 
and $168,000 has been promised 



or already received. 

"We will have the bids from 
the engineering companies around 
the 19th of February, so work will 
be started soon," Morris said. 

"This is an excellent invest- 
ment that will help produce large 
dollars in return," Ruth Maus, 
Director of Communications at 
the Kansas Department of 
Commerce and Housing, said. 

Maus said the grants were 
decided by a three- member 
tourism committee that is experi- 
enced in the field of tourism in 
Kansas, and this committee decid- 
ed which areas needed the most 
funding. 

"We're putting a lot more 
money back into the state," she 
said. 
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There's a new outlet for imagi- 
native writing and artwork circulat- 
ing throughout (he Manhattan afea 

The Purple Thistle started as an 
attempt to showcase the creative 
talents of people living in and 
around Manhattan. It includes short 
stories, poetry and various types of 
artwork. 

The work is currently available 
at Vital Vinyl Records and the 
Dusty Bookshelf. 

Its publisher, also called the 
Purple Thistle, is operated by two 
Manhattan residents, John Scott and 
Chad Myers. They said they wanted 
to produce something that put no 
stipulations on the creativity of the 
artist or the language in which they 
wrote. 

"We are always writing, and I 
know a few people who also write 
We wanted to show that Kansas 
llto has home-grown writers that 
are weird." said Scott, who con- 
tributed three works of his own to 
the first edition. 

Myers, who contributed poetry 
to the Purple Thistle, said he didn'i 
think anyone would be interested in 
publishing his poetry. So he and 
Scott decided to do it on their own. 

"We didn't want to limit our- 
selves. The language is different. 
So we thought it better to do it our- 
selves. We had Ag Press put it 
together because we also wanted 
quality oser quantity ." he said. 

The unifying theme of the 
Purple Thistle is that it represents 
works from people in the Manhat- 
tan area. They recruited submis- 
sions from people they worked w it h 
or knew. They said they plan to 
expand the scope of writers and 
artists for the next edition, due out 
this April 

Another part of the theme is that 
they are honest, unedited works 
with no limitations that might result 
if someone else had published it, 
Scott said 

'We called people at the English 



.ind .irt departments M see if thi> 
might be interested. We also con- 
tacted the Espresso Roy ale. Then- 
arc a lot of creative people out there 
who don't know where to get their 
works published," he said. 

If they get their way. the Purp It- 
Thistle will only be the first in a 
line of publications from their pub 
lishing establishment. 

"We want to publish our own 
stuff through it. We'd also like m 
put out some educational software 
and other works from people 
around the region." said Scott, who 
said he saw this as an opportunity 
for other people who haven't been 
published to get published. 

Myers and Scott began by 
financing the Purple Thistle out of 
their own pockets, thinking that 
advertisers probably wouldn't want 
to place an ad in something sure to 
be considered controversial. 

Not wanting advertisers is part 
Of how they decided to use the 
name Purple Thistle 

"It's honest, lis just what came 
about. Our work is analogous to 
how the Purple Thistle is treated. 
It's a beautiful flower, but people 
are always cutting it down That's 
how the name actually came 
about." Scott said. 

Myers and Scott also did all the 
layout and editing on a personal 
computer, having a picture-ready 
product ready for the press. Friends 
assisted in photographing the art 
work and preparing the final COp) 

Despite having to pay the enor- 
mous cost of producing hundreds of 
copies of the publication. Scott said 
he and his partner have derived a 
sense of satisfaction and accom- 
plishment from their work 

"We're not making any money, 
but I really enjoy doing it. And 
ih.n's the most important part.'' 
Saxi said 

Myers said he agreed. 

"A lot of cosmopolitans think 
that this is Conservativille. We're 
just showing what's out there as far 
as talent goes," he said.

"Taxi Driver" rotates as Travis 
Bickle takes on a job as a New 
York cab driver. 

Bickle, portrayed by Robert 
DeNiro, initially takes the job 
because he has insomnia, excess 
time and no direction in his life. 



During his 6 p.m. to 6 a.m. shift, he 
is a voyeur in his rearview mirror 
to the world of pimps, prostitutes, 
pushers and addicts who ride in his 
cab. 

He drives in the rundown 
neighborhoods no other cabbie wilt 
travel because he is drawn to the 
very people he despises. Every 
night, be cleans out the blood and 
filth they track into his cab in an 



effort to somehow rid all of New

A l 8:35 p.m. CST last Monday night, ESPN 
announcers Tim Brando and Larry Cooley 
weren't describing the action of the KU-K-State 
game like they should have been. They were, 
instead, telling a nationwide audience how 
Kansas coach Roy Williams was picking up 
pennies that K-State fans had thrown onto the 
court. After the game, the camera showed a 
Kansas player after he was injured by a coin 
thrown from the crowd. 

These were images more embarrassing than 
K-State*s ESPN appearance last semester, when 
fans rushed the field and tore down a goalpost 
following a football victory over mighty Iowa 
State. 

Of course, the majority of K-State fans 
aren't at fault. As usual, the problem springs 
from a pinheaded minority who can't fathom the 
consequences of their asinine actions. As it 
stands, it's a shame the entire student body has to 
suffer for their bad decisions. 

And suffer we do. On area sports programs, 
few people spoke about the impressive -play of

Choice. 

Being gay, lesbian or 
bisexual is not a choice. 
Nobody wakes up one 
morning and decides to 
change his or her sexual 
identity. Thai does not, 
however, mean that to be 
gay, lesbian or bisexual does 
not involve some degree of 
choice. 

We choose to act ralher 
than repress. We choose to 
be proud rather than hide. 
We choose to live lives of 
honesty toward ourselves 
rather than conform to the 
dictates of the homophobic 
majority. We choose to live 
in or out of the closet. 

How any of us live our 
lives involves a certain 
amount of choice and 
decision making. There 
seems to be a real fear of 
owning up to the notion of 
choice within the gay and 
lesbian community. More 
importantly, there is a lack 
of respect for whatever 
those choices may be. 

Bisexual* have had to 
fight to be included in the 
queer community. Pans of 
the gay and lesbian 
community seem to think 
that bisexuality is not an 



honest expression of a 
person. 

Bisexuals are unwilling 
to admit to being gay 
because they will lose the all 
important heterosexual 
privilege, or they are really 
heterosexual and just out to 
experience different things, 
the arguments go. 

Stereotypes exist because 
there is some degree of 
truth, but they do not define 
each and every person. For a 
community of people so 
confined and riddled by 
stereotypes, it seems ironic 
we would be so willing to 
further perpetuate other 
stereotypes. 

Our language, coupled 
with our need for concrete 
definitions, doesn't allow 
for much leeway or 
interpretation. People want 
gay or straight. People don't 
want "1 am a bisexual but..." 
I agree that there is a need 
for people to have a label 
and identity because it 
makes mobilization and 
identity much easier. What I 
don't agree with is the need 
for boundaries or criteria. 

Bisexuality is a theory, 
not a practice. The only way 
a person can be bisexual is 



to be with a man and a 
woman at the same time, 
which is a whole other 
culumn. When a bisexual 
woman is with a man, she is 
by definition heterosexual. 
When that same bisexual 
woman is with another 
woman, she is by deft nil ion 
a lesbian. For the bisexual. 
the identity is determined by 
the partner. This, however, 
doesn't mean that the 
bisexual should not be 
included in the gay 
community. 

Involvement in the gay 
community means a person 
is not willing to accept 
mandatory heterosexuality 
as the only means of 
expression. I believe there 
needs to be some level of 
commonality within the gay 
community, but I don't 
think it should be to the 
exclusion of the bisexual 
population. 

When a bisexual is in a 
heterosexual relationship 
and maintains the label of 
bisexual, that person at least 
shows they do not represent 
traditional heterosexual 
arrangements. If a bisexual 
is in a relationship with 
someone of the same sex. 



maintaining the bisexual 
label allows that person to 
validate past relationships 
with partners of the opposite 
sex. 

Some bisexuals argue 
that everyone is bisexual. "If 
people weren't so afraid or 
conditioned ..." the argument 
could begin or end. The 
bisexual who uses this 
argument is only luming the 
tables on a tired old tactic. 
Just as pans of the gay and 
lesbian community don't 
accept the bisexual identity, 
or pans of the heterosexual 
community do not accept 
anything but heterosexuality 
as an honest expression, the 
bisexual community is 
saying that theirs is the only 
honest and valid expression. 

The gay and lesbian 
community needs to include 
all sexually oppressed 
people in the fight against 
mandatory heterosexuality. 
Our identities, whatever 
they may be, should not be 
so limited or defined. 
Homophobia and sexual 
freedom are tough enough 
battles without the queer 
community creating further 
division.

Readers Write 
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Columnist's logic 
misses the point 

Editor, 

My immediate response after 
reading John Hart's column (Jan, 
19) can be summed up in 12 words: 
No. No no no no no no no no no no 
No. 

Let me explain. Racism is a 
moral problem, but it also involves 
a lack of understanding. Most 
people don't sit around and say to 
themselves, "I haven't been 
immoral in a while, why don't I go 
out and practice racism?" For one 
reason or another, they have come 
to the conclusion that a certain 
group of people does not deserve 
the same consideration that another 
gets. 

For example, the Tomahawk 
Chop. If you ask Chiefs fans, they 
will tell you that no disrespect is 
meant by the 'harmless' gesture. 
"What are all these Indians getting 
so upset about anyway? It's only a 
game." But by doing the 
Tomahawk Chop and belting out 
that ridiculous attempt at a war 
song and hanging signs that say 
"Scalp the Cowboys" or some other 
nonsense, they trivialize the culture 
of millions of people. 

Yes. Native Americans used 
tomahawks. Yes. there were war 
songs. Yes. people got scalped 
(though often it was Native 
Americans getting scalped by the 
European Americans). But there is 
much more to any culture than 
what goes on in wartime. Unless 
people can come to understand that, 
the fight against the Tomahawk 
Chop and other "irrelevant" issues 
must be confronted with the same 
ferocity as discrimination on the 
job. 

When Christians are generalized 
as hatemongers out to conven the 
world through violence and 
deception, not really interested in 
bettering the world as much as 
bettering themselves, the vast 
majority reject the generalization, 
often with the aid of one of your 
columns. 

The vast majority of Christians 
are good people who have no 
intention of harming others. But 
intending no harm does not 
necessarily mean doing no harm. 
(And I do not mean to imply that 
Christians are responsible for ihc 
Tomahawk Chop, I am just trying 
to show the inconsistency in Hart's 
thinking.) 

Why can Christians defend their 
beliefs, while Native Americans are 
"blowing a peripheral issue out of 
proportion"? Is it because 
Christians are the dominant culture, 
and Native Americans should just 
learn to understand European 
Americans, while forgetting their 
own culture? 

Is AIDS a behavioral or racial 
issue? Yes. I understand that most 
AIDS patients get the vims through 
sexual contact or drug use, but that 
does not mean there is not a racial 
dimension to the problem, I have 
not read the national commission's 
report, but I would guess they 
concluded that African Americans 
and Hispanics are at greater risk 
because of their environment. 
Ethnic minorities are far more 
likely to live in poverty, and people 
in poverty are more likely to 
engage in high-risk behavior. 

Poverty is undeniably a racial 
issue, as the dominant culture in 
America has long tried to keep 
others poor. It is also likely that 
report found that race has 
something to do with the fact that 
the government has done so little to 
solve the AIDS problem. When a 
group of people makes up an 
incredibly disproportionate number 
of victims in any circumstance, it 
mu> i at least be investigated as a 
racial issue. 

Racism does not reside in the 
heart, it resides in the mind. 
Whether it is the Klansman who 
fire-bombs churches, or the 
columnist who thinks that if those 
African Americans and Hispanics 



would just stop sleeping around 
and shooting up then maybe they 
wouldn't get AIDS, the mind of the 
racist has been programmed to 
think that. Maybe by racist parents, 
but most often the culprit is the 
dominant culture itself. 

I'll admit that I say and do 
things that probably offend other 
people, but I try to slop when it is 
brought to my attention. And 
because I was brought up in the 
dominant culture, 1 don't know 
everything about my Native 
American heritage. 

Only by learning about other 
cultures and trying to understand 
their point of view on things can 
the attitudes be changed. 1 don't 
expect everyone to go out and visit 
[heir local Native American 
reservation, but asking Native 
Americans why they find the 
Tomahawk offensive is a good 
start.

Serbs meet to consider proposal 



A large accumulation of snow 
and ice has meant overtime for 
workers in Manhattan and on the K- 
Stute campus. 

"This has been an unusual 
winter so far," Ed Rice, assistant 
vice president for facilities, said. 
"We've had people working for the 
past two weekends." 

Rice said the Division of 
Facilities has used 50 workers in 
the removal, utilizing brooms, 
blades, plows and three-wheeled 
scooters. 

The main concern now is to 
clean up the salt. Rice said. 

"The ice melt mixture gets 
tracked into buildings and damages 
the wood, the tile floors and the 
carpeting." Rice said, "We try to 
clean it up as soon as possible." 

Jerry Lane, director of facilities 
services, said $30,000 has been 
spent by his department so far ihis 
year, and 250 hours of overtime 
have been reported. 

"We're not in any kind of 
emergency situation, but the supply 
of salt has been depleted to the 
point that we are ordering more." 
Lane said. 

Lane's department handles 
sidewalks and bike paths on 
campus. 

Facilities maintenance, which 
oversees campus streets, has had 
eight people working on the 



using a plow truck, sand- spreader, 
road-grater and tractors. Randy 
Slover, director, said 

Slover said his department has 
spent $16,060 this year. He said 30 
tons of ice melt and 200 tons of 
sand have been used in the removal 
process. 

The city public works 
department has spent between 
$12,000 and $13,000 on snow 
removal so far. Chuck Williams, 
assistant public works director, 
said. 

The work involved 20 to 25 
workers, who have worked 550 
hours of overtime. Seven dump 
trucks, two motor graters, a back- 
hoe, a loader with a snow blower, 
and a skid-steer motor have been 
used in the removal. Williams said. 

While the city public works 
department has a sufficient supply 
of salt and sand, Williams said the 
Independent Salt Company in 
Kanapolis. Kan., has a backlog and 
is currently not taking orders. 

The public works department 
has used 400 tons of salt and nearly 
1 ,000 cubic yards of sand since Jan. 
I, Williams said. 

"We really haven't had a major 
storm like this since 1986," 
Williams said. "Last year we didn't 
use that much over the whole 
winter, but we have enough salt in 
storage to fight two more of these 
storms." 



Debate bitter as factions sort out plan 
to bring peace to war-ravaged republic 
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PALE, Bosnia-Herzegovina — 
A self-proclaimed parliament of 
Bosnian Serbs met Tuesday to 
consider trading land and the right 
to their own borders for an end to 
Bosnia's bloody civil war. 

Bosnia's Muslim and Croat 
factions have accepted the proposal 
by international mediators. 

Rejection by the Serbs could 
doom peace talks and lead to 
foreign military intervention in a 
conflict that has killed at least 
17,000 people. 

Seventy-one of the assembly's 
81 members opened the plenary 
session with the old Serbian nation- 
al anthem, "God of Justice" and a 
moment of silence for dead 
comrades. 

Debate was bitter at the session 
in Pale, 12 miles east of Sarajevo. 

Forty-nine deputies signaled 
their intention to speak, and after 
about four hours of discussion, only 
1 8 had taken the floor. 

The proposal by mediators Cyrus 
Vance of the United Nations and 
Lord Owen of the European Com- 
munity would divide the former

Red Cross 
lifts ban 
from blood 
donations

The American Red Cross has 
lifted a ban that prevented anyone 
who served in the Persian Gulf War 
from donating blood. 

The Red Cross had instituted the 
Dan to prevent transmission of a 
parasitic infection caused by 
iandfly bites received in the gulf. 

A Department of Defense study 
indicates there is no longer a 
danger from the parasite. 

Richard Bowles, assistant 
station manager of the Red Cross at 
Fort Riley, said this should increase 
the blood supply received at Fort 
Riley. 

"Of course it makes a difference 
for us because we had a number of 
people serve in the Persian Gulf 
War," Bowles said. "We should see 
a significant increase during our 
next blood drive. 

Malt Seligman, freshman in 
business administration and veteran 
of the gulf war, said the lifting of 
the ban is the proper action for the 
Red Cross. 



Yugoslav republic into 10 auto- 
nomous provinces. 

Bosnian Serb leader Radovan 
Karadzic accepted the plan a week 
ago in Geneva on Ihe condition that 
the Bosnian Serb assembly approve 
it. 

"On the one hand, the inter 
national community is rattling its 
sabers," he said in his opening ad- 
dress. "On the other hand, it has 
made possible a political solution of 
the crisis. That is why the Geneva 
conference represents the only hope 
for the war to end ' 

Karadzic has said he will resign 
if the plan is rejected. He predicted 
the vote would be "very light." 

The draft includes boundaries 
drawn partly along ethnic lines and 
nine constitutional principles. It 
would mean the Serbs would have 
to give up their demand for a 
separate state within Bosnia and an 
eventual merger with neighboring, 
Serb-dominated Yugoslavia. 

The international community has 
warned Serbs to accept uncon- 
ditionally or risk military inter- 
vention. 

But even if they accept, an 
agreement to halt the fighting 



would not be assured. 

Karadzic contended Tuesday 
that the provincial borders were 
subject to negotiation. 

Talks in Geneva could resume 
by Thursday if the Serbs approve 
the plan. Vance and Owen were to 
travel Wednesday to Sarajevo, but 
whether they would meet with Serb 
leaders was unclear. 

Some Serb officials said they 
might insist on three separate ethnic 
states, which Geneva negotiators 
and the Muslims have rejected. 

"If the assembly says 'yes,' that 
will mean that the Serbs in Bosnia 
will not have their state, and that 
was the reason why this war was 
fought," said Biljana Plavsic, one of 
Karadzic's iwo vice presidents. 

Assembly speaker Momcilo 
Krajisnik. warned, "We are now 
deciding between bad and worse, 
and either decision will have 
negative consequences for Serbs." 

Bosnia's Serb minority, backed 
initially by the Serb-dominated 
Yugoslav army, rebelled after the 
Muslim and Croat majority voted 
for independence last February. 

Serbs made up one-third of 
Bosnia's prewar population of 4.3 
million, but have seized 70 percent 
of its territory. 

Neighboring Yugoslavia, now 



composed of only Serbia and 
Montenegro, is under heavy U.N. 
economic sanctions for provoking 
the conflict and supporting the Serb 
fighters 

Bosnian delegates arriving in 
Pale, the Serbs' political and 
military headquarters in Bosnia. 
were greeted by banners reading. 
"Peace Through Agreement," 

But as they met, fighting 
continued across much of Bosnia, 
including Sarajevo. 

More shelling Tuesday hit the 
old town district of the Bosnian 
capital, under siege by Serb forces 
throughout the »;ir.

One of the primary preseason 
concerns for the Wildcat basketball 
team was whether or not 
somebody would step up and fill 
the role vacated by last season's 
point guard Marcus Zeigler. 

Junior transfer Anthony Beane 
lias done just that. 

Beane' s strong work ethic — 
and a continued penchant to sink 
the late-game bucket — has him 
tabbed as one of the team's 
dominant players. 

"Anthony Beane's biggest 
contribution to this basketball 
team, you guys don't get to see." 
Cat coach Dana Altman said. "It's 
at practice everyday. Anthony 
comes to practice every day and 
works very hard. 

"He's helped our basketball 
team in that regard because 
everybody watches him. His 
actions have picked up our 
practices, and he's meant a great 
deal to our basketball program 
with his work ethic." 

"We were hoping he would 
provide that, and he really has." 

At the midway point of the 
season for the 10-3 Cats. Beane 
has done alt the things that Zeigler 
did — and more. 

Not only can Beane break down 
a full-court press, but he also offers 



K-State a scoring threat that 
Zeigler couldn't. 

True, Beane already has more 
turnovers than Zeigler had all 
season (42-36), but most of those 
have come when Beane was 
driving the lane — something that 
Zeigler rarely did. 

The result? Beane has also 
scored more points than Zeigler 
did last season — 121-107. 

Beane is averaging 93 points a 
game. A year ago, Zeigler scored 
just more than four points a game. 
And Beane has connected on 41 
percent of his treys, dwarfing 
Zeigler's 27.5 percent and ranking 
him second only to Brian Henson. 

Beane's late-game heroics have 
become nearly as routine as his 
shoestring-high dribhtes and the 
wrist band wrapped halfway up his 
left arm. 



■ Against Ohio. Beane made a 
steal at midcourt with 30 seconds 
to play in regulation that led to 
Deryl Cunningham's game-tying 
iayup. K-State eventually won in 
overtime, 73-72. 

■ At Cat-Santa Barbara. Beane 
drilled a 19-foot jumper with eight 
seconds to piay that gave the Cats 
a 60-59 win. 

M Again on the road. Beane 
sent the game with Oklahoma 
State into overtime by sinking a 
24-foot trey with eight seconds left 
in regulation. Again, K-State 
prevailed. 

But a penchant for late-game 
heroism isn't new to Beane. He hit 
a game-winning, buzzer-beating 
basket to lead Three Rivers Junior 
College to the NJCAA Champ- 
ionship last year.

Put them away — there are plenty of bird?, 
left. 

All you have to do is drive 25 minutes out of 
Manhattan to experience tirst-class upldnJ 
birding at the Red Rock Came Farm just outside 
Warn ego. 

You can shoot pheasant, quail or chukar You 
make the call. The hunt will be tailored to youi 
needs, and Lynn Pugh will make sure of that 

Pugh is the owner of Red Rock and goes out 
of his way to make sure you are having a good 
time. 

He personally guides his guests through the 
preserve, pointing out the hot spots 

If you have your own dog, you may use it It 
you don't, you can rent Pugh's labs. Babe and 
Hers hey. 

Babe is probably the finest pointing bb I've 
ever hunted with It's almost worth the trip just 
to watch a lab lock up on a quail with a point 
unmatched by many Brits. 

If you desire, you may 
rent a couple of Brittanys 
from local hunters who 
will assist you in the field. 

If you don't have birds 
planted for you, there is a 
good population of wild 
birds that may be hunted. 
The wild birds come to 
feed on the food plots that 
Pugh has planted all 
around the preserve. 

Whether you shoot 
wild birds or have them 
planted for you, the 
charge is still the same. 

Pheasants are $12.50, 
chukar arc $9.50 and 
quail are $5.50 per bird. These are the lowest 
preserve prices in the area, and there is no cover 
charge to hunt at Red Rock. 

You pay only for what you shoot, nothing 
else. 

You may purchase a video of your hunt. This, 
as I found out. is a double-edged sword. If you 
make some great shots, you will gladly purchase 
the tape and take it home. 

But if you make some terrible shots, your 
hunting buddy will gladly purchase the tape and 
make sure everybody in the Western 
Hemisphere sees it. 

At the end of the day. Pugh will dress the 
birds for a smalt fee. 

You manly men may shun this service, but at 
the end of a long day. I'd rather stand around 
Pugh's wood-burning stove and drink a cool one 
than dress birds. 

If you have a bird dog that you are training, 
there probably isn't a better place to do it. First, 
you know there are birds. Secondly.Pugh will 
teach you how and where to plant birds 

This is a dog trainer's dream once you learn 
how to do it. 

The spring turkey season is just around the 
corner, and Red Rock will offer six Toms for 
shotgunning. 

And one lucky fella will bag a two- bearded 
torn estimated to be around 30 pounds. 

For the elderly or handicapped, this is an 
excellent setup. You can be taken directly to i 
your blind, the bird will be released in your area 
and either you or your caller will lure the bird in 
for a shot. Included in this package is a free 
video of your hunt. 

When the weather improves, construction will 
begin on a six-station sporting clay range 

Pugh is aiming at a family -type of j 
atmosphere in which everybody will be able to 
enjoy the clays. 

In February. Red Rock will host a two-man. 
two-dog, hunting competition. Two hunters will, 
be sent to the field with two dogs. 12 shells, and 
one hour to shoot birds. 

Last year's winner walked away with a 
shotgun.

Chris Munoz, senior in criminal 
justice, said he has four credit cards 
and owes a total of about $3,000. 
Every month he pays about $150 
and plans to pay off his debt when 
he gets a job as a police officer. 

William Griffin, Miami 
representative for Ford Motor 
Credit, said "Munoz has 
established good credit and will 
probably qualify for loans after 
graduation." 

Not all students are like Munoz. 
In fact, many have already 
jeopardized or even ruined their 
credit rating. 

Daniel Broze, sophomore in 
political science, recently 
transferred to K-State from 
Broward Community College in 
Florida. He said the bill collectors 
tracked him down. 

"When I got into town, my first 
call was from a bill collector," he 
said. "I don't know how they got 
my new number, but they found 
me, 

Broze said he has five credit 
cards that have been past due on 
and off for the last three years. 

"Since I came to K-State, my 
father has been paying off my 
credit cards, which is about $4,000 
worth," he said. 

Broze said he just got a 
Discover card in the mail, which he 
will use to try and get a Dillard's 
card. 

"I want to establish good credit 
again. It took a long time, but I've 
learned my lesson," he said. "It's 
not like it used to be. When I was 
fourteen, 1 was a member of one of 
those music clubs. I never paid and 
they just gave up." 

One student, a fourth-year 
sophomore, said he is so 
embarrassed about his credit that he 
asked to remain anonymous. 

He said collection letters from 
music and book clubs come in the 
mail almost daily. His delinquent 
accounts have gotten so severe that 
one of the letters said, "Sometimes, 
we just can't seem to find the right 
combination of words to get people 
to pay." 

He said his Visa card has 
already reached the $500 limit. 

"I've charged more than six 
hundred. So, my bill always has a 
$25 over the limit charge in 
addition to late fees," he said. "I 
really don't know how I could have 
put that much on it. I think it was 
chips and cigarettes." 

The card was canceled because 
of his delinquency, he said. 

He recently paid off his credit 
card debt, along with last term's 
deferred tuition and a past due 
emergency student loan, he said. 
He did not get the money from 
work or his parents. He got a 
$3,000 Stafford loan. 

"I have about $10,000 in student 
loans now. I want to complete my 
master's degree. So, I'm thinking 
I'll have about $20,000 in loans to 
pay off," he said. 

"But, I might be able to file for 
bankruptcy. This might be 
considered an abuse of the system." 
Whether or not his actions are 
an abuse of the system is a matter 
of opinion. 

"A bankruptcy or student loan 
default will ruin a person's credit," 
William Griffin, representative 
from Ford Motor credit, said. 
"That's a fact. Ford Credit receives 
credit information about customers 
from a company called Credit 
Bureau Institute." 

"On the report we receive, there 
is information about an applicant's 
employment, pay history and other 
personal information," Griffin said. 
"If there is a student loan default 
or a bankruptcy, the person 
applying for the loan will almost 
always be turned down." he said. 
"If the applicant has some bad 
credit, but not too much, they might 
be approved, but their interest rate 
will be higher." 

Griffin said the most common 
problem with students who apply 
for a loan is that they are over- 
extended. He said people shouldn't 
owe more than 50 percent of their 
monthly income to creditors. 

Tanis Edwards, finance manager 
at Dick Edwards Ford, said it's 
good for students to establish 
credit, as long as they don't get too 
many credit cards that will end up 
costing more than the student can 
afford. 

Edwards said most of the 
students that apply for loans with 
her company are seniors who have 
already found jobs and understand 
their own financial responsibilities.

White flipping through a book at 
a bookstore, Harold Nichols, head 
of speech department, said he 
happened to see four K-State 
performing arts programs nationally 
ranked in the Performing Arts 
Major's College Guide.

"I don't know how thorough the 
research was, hut to me ii doesn't 
look like all the programs of every 
school were listed." Shelton said. 

Two olher Kansas schools had 
performing arts programs ranked in 
the guide. The University of Kansas 
and Wichita Stale University both 
had three programs listed. 

"I suspect it will cause a tot of 
schools io look at their programs 
and see how they can get listed." 
Shelion said. 

Nichols said the publicity is a 
welcome surprise. He said he did 
not know if it would affect 
enrollment in K- State's performing 



arts programs 

"It's hard to tell. This book is 
pan of the ARCO college guide- 
that come out through Prentice Hall, 
so they have a fairly wkL 
circulation," Nichols said. 

"It probably will not, although n 
might have some effect once It's 
more widely read," Nichols said. 
"Then it might aid us in recruiting 
new students into the programs." 

Shelton also said he thought the 
publicity would help bring in more 
students. 

"I think it will probably mean 
more out-of-state interest.'" Sheliou 
said "Particularly when they set- 
how low the tuition is. they might 
take a good took at K-State."

J.C. jogger's death 
sparks inquisition 



JUNCTION CITY. Kan. (AP) 
— A judicial inquisition could 
begin next week to investigate 
the death of a jogger who was 
shot last month near his rural 
Geary County home, County At- 
torney Chris Biggs said Tuesday. 

Randall R. Sheridan, 41. of 
Junction City died of multiple 
gunshot wounds Dec. 22. His 
body was found by a meter 
reader shortly after the shooting. 

The inquisition will be closed 
to the public. An inquisition 
gives officials subpoena power to 
require people to appear and 
provide information about a 
crime. 

Under Kansas law, the 



inquisition testimony and 
evidence could form the basis for 
Tiling charges. 

Local law authorities, assisted 
by the Kansas Bureau of Investi- 
gation and FBI. have been con- 
ducting an intensive investi- 
gation into the homicide. There 
have been no arrests. 

Sheridan, a truck driver, was 
shot near old U.S. 77, about 4 
miles southwest of Junction City. 
The site was less than a mile 
from his home. 

In a related matter, a man and 
a woman from Salina have been 
arrested on suspicion of perjuring 
themselves during the investi- 
gation. They were expected to 
make initial appearances today in 
Saline County District Court. 
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Agriculture offices targeted to close

WASHINGTON — Six 
Agriculture Department field 
offices in Kansas were 
recommended for closing Tuesday 
as pan of a nationwide restructuring 
of the agency. 

Agriculture Secretary Edward 
Madigan announced the proposed 
closings and said it would be left to 
Congress and the Clinton admini- 
stration to carry out his plan or 
change it further. 

Earlier this month, the depart- 
ment had targeted nine offices in 
Kansas for possible closure. But 
three of those would remain open 
under Madigan's final plan. In 
addition, the secretary proposed 
opening one new field office in 
southwest Kansas. 

Madigan said it could lake 
several years to fully implement the 
closings if they are accepted by the 



Clinton administration and 
Congress. The department has said 
it hoped to make staff cuts by 
attrition rather than firing workers. 

Here is the list of proposed 
closings in Kansas, according to the 
department: 

Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service 

■ Elk County office in Howard 
and Geary County office in 
Junction City. 

The Johnson County office in 
Olathe. which had been on the 
preliminary closing list, would 
remain open. 

Farmers Home Administration 

■ Graham County office in Hill 
City, Hamilton County office in 
Syracuse, Mitchell County office in 
Beloit and Stevens County office in 
Hugoton. 

The Cloud County office in 
Concordia, which had been on the 
preliminary closing list, would 



remain open. 

The department proposed 
opening a Grant County FmHA 
field office in Ulysses to better 
provide service in the area. 

The department said it wouldn't 
close any Soil Conservation Service 
offices in Kam.tv it previously had 
targeted the Geary County office in 
Junction City for closure 

USDA has said it targeted 
offices for closing because of a 
combination of factors, including 
the number of farmers and size of 
region served as well as overhead 
costs. In some instances, several 
USDA agencies have offices in the 
same building. 

Incoming Agriculture Secretary 
Mike Espy, who is awaiting Senate 
confirmation, said last week he 
supported restructuring and would 
immediately look at the plan 
developed by Madigan once he 
assumes office 



Some members of Congress, 
including Kansans, had criticized 
Madigan's draft consolidation plan 
because it focused only on field 
offices and not the headquarters 
staff 

But Madigan's final recom- 
mendations included a consol- 
idation of the department's head- 
quarters in Washington to reduce 
the number of operating agencies 
from 26 to 13. 

Rep. Dan Glickman. a Wichita 
Democrat who had objected to the 
draft proposals, said he had not 
studied the details of Madigan's 
final recommendations, but that "it 
sounds like what he is trying to do 
is modernise the operations of the 
department. 

"The department is in desperate 
need of reinvigorating and 
modernizing at the top," he said

First U.S. troops return from Somalia 



U.N. to command troops in near 
future, resolution still on table

MOGADISHU, Somalia — The 
first American combat troops flew 
home from Somalia on Tuesday 
with excitement, relief and a feeling 
that they brought some stability to 
this far-off ravaged land. 

The chief U.S. military spokes- 
man. Marine Col. Fred Peck, said 
he did not know when more of the 
24,715 American troops would be 
withdrawn 

The United States has been 
frustrated in its efforts to transfer 
military control of Somalia to a 
U.N. command because the 
Security Council has not yet acted 
on a required resolution. The top 
U.N. envoy to Somalia, Ismat 
Kittani of Iraq, indicated Monday 
that the U.S. deadline of Feb. 1 
would not likely be met. 

The 556 Marines who left for 
Camp Pendleton. Calif., were 
jubilant as they departed, many of 
them cheering loudly, happy to be 
out of harm's way and the heat, 
disease and dust of Somalia. More 



riguanas 



than 500 troops were scheduled to 
leave Wednesday, reducing Marine 
strength to less than 9,000. 

Another spokesman. Army Lt. 
Col. Steve Ritter, told the daily 
briefing that U.S. strength had 
probably reached its peak in 
numbers, but about 430 support 
troops, mostly from the Army, will 
be arriving as part of the logistics 
task force. The United States 
reportedly will provide logistics 
support to the U.N. command once 
it is set up. 

The Marines are providing 
security for aid workers and are 
trying to break through the famine, 
disease, lawlessness and civil war 
that have taken 350,000 Somali 
lives in the past year. 

"I'm excited to be leaving 
Somalia," said 1st Lt. Anne 
Christenson, 25, of Vancouver, 
Wash., looking forward to a reunion 
with her husband, who is in the 
Navy. "It's a pretty hard place to be 
living in — the heat, the dirt, being 
shot at I've only been here for five 
weeks. It seems like a year. 



though." 

Christenson, an intelligence 
officer who tracked Somali gangs 
and bandits, said Mogadishu is 
much more secure than when the 
first Marines arrived Dec. 9. 

"Some of the schools have 
started up again." she said. "Some 
of the police forces have started 
taking control of the city. They're 
trying to take the city back from the 
gangs and bandits." 

Tn feeling real good now." 
said I-ance Cpl. Brandon Stevens. 
21. of Blue Earth, Minn. "I think 
we did them a lot of good. We 
helped them out a lot. got the food 
to the places where it needed to be." 

"We've accomplished so much 
here." said Lt. Col. Jim Walsh. 46, 
of San Francisco, commander of the 
3rd Battalion, 9th Marine 
Regiment, the first combat unit to 
leave. 

"When we arrived, this country 
was on its hack, and since we've 
been here, we've gotten it back up 
on its feet." Walsh said. "It's a real 



pleasure to see all the food flowing 
in, kids going back to school, the 
towns fairly stable again. The elders 
in the towns are starting to form a 
government again on their own." 

Even as the battalion was 
leaving, other Marines providing 
security for relief workers in the 
countryside came under sniper fire, 
but there were no casualties. Two 
Somalis were captured and turned 
over to local authorities. 

Since American forces arrived in 
Somalia, one Marine has been 
killed and one Marine and one 
Navy corpsman wounded. 

As the first American troops 
departed, representatives of 
Mogadishu's two major warlords. 
Ali Mahdi Mohamed and Mohamed 
Farrah Aidid. tore down the 
barricades along the capital's 
embattled Green Line in a symbolic 
gesture of reconciliation. 

The two warlords were among 
the leaders of 14 factions who 
signed a cease-fire last week in 
Addis Ababa. Ethiopia.

WASHINGTON — As the 
helicopter carrying private 
citizen George Bush departed, 
William Jefferson Clinton 
began celebrating the first 
hours of his presidency 
Wednesday afternoon. 

A crowd of more than 
300,000 stretching from the 
west Capitol steps to the 
Washington Monument had 
just finished witnessing the 
peaceful transfer of power 
which was a part of the 42nd 
Presidential Inauguration. 

With family and friends 
looking on, Clinton was 
administered the Presidential 
Oath of Office by Supreme 
Court Chief Justice William 
Rehnquist. The crowd 
exploded into applause as 
Clinton promised to uphold 
the Constitution of the United 
States, "So help me God." 

Wendell Ford, D-Ken.. 
chairman of the Joint 
Congressional Committee on 
Inaugural Ceremonies, 
prepared the crowd for 
Clinton's inaugural speech. 

"We're getting ready to do 
it now," Ford said before re- 
introducing Clinton to the 
crowd as President . 

Clinton then took the 
microphone. After saluting 
Bush and thanking him for his 
50 years of public service, 
Clinton used his speech to 
reiterate many of the themes 
he stressed during his 
campaign, evoking memories 
of John Kennedy. 



"We must make change our 
friend and not our enemy." he 
said. "We need a government 
for tomorrow and not 
yesterday" 

To do that will require 
some pain, Clinton said. 

"We must invest in our 
people and cut our massive 
debt. It wilt not be easy. The 
American people must be 
willing to sacrifice," he said. 
"But it can be done and can be 
done fairly." 

Clinton stressed that even 
though changes need to be 
made, the United States is still 
full of opportunities. 

"There is nothing wrong 
with America that cannot be 
cured by what is right with 
America. Our challenges are 
fearsome, but so are our 
strengths,'' Clinton said. 

One of the major keys to 
success will be keeping young 
people involved in the 
decisions being made. Clinton 
said. He challenged all youth 
to serve their community and 
challenged older people to 
remember that they borrow 
America from the generation 
that follows. 

The newly inaugurated 
President also urged Congress 
to join with him in getting 
away from what he labeled a 
"who's in, who's out" 
syndrome, which he said 
plagues them all. 

"In this city today, there are 
people who want to do better," 
Clinton said. "Let us put aside 
personal advantage so we can

Deans update University on multicultural goals

A crowd of about 40 people 
listened as college deans read 
updates Wednesday on K-State' s 
multicultural goals and 
aspirations. 

Dean of the College of 
Architecture and Design Lane 
Marshall said a minority 
exchange program has been 
discussed with President Jon 
Wefald and is scheduled to be 
instated in fall 1993. 

K-State has plans to exchange 
with Howard University, a 
primarily African-American 
school in Washington, D.C., 
Marshall said. Using a one-month 
exchange program, minority 
faculty from other colleges would 
come to K-State, while a white 
K State faculty member would 
travel to their college. 



Other multicultural programs 
were discussed, most of which 
focused on helping students get 
the extra educational help they 
need. Tutoring programs, study 
skills courses and peer counseling 
have been set up for minority 
students in all the colleges, 

"We have put a lot of time into 
our minority program." Dean of 
the College of Engineering 
Donald Rathbone said. 

Rathbone stressed the 
importance of the Minority 
Engineering Center, which has 
been in existence for almost 20 
years. 

The deans discussed their 
desire to have more minority 
students and faculty at K-State. 
They each noted, however, the 
difficulty in obtaining 
multicultural staff and students. 

Michael Hoten, dean of the 



College of Education, gave the 
audience a list of numbers 
reflecting minority growth in that 
college. He said a task force on 
diversity has been established and 
will report to the entire faculty. 

Holen said several 
multicultural speakers visited K- 
State last semester, some from as 
far away as Thailand. 

"We will be happy when the 
classrooms look like this, rather 
than what we know they look like 
now," Holen said, as he pointed 
out the culturally diverse 
audience. 

Many of the minority students 
listening to the speech agreed on 
several points made. Bruce 
Crawford, doctoral candidate in 
education, said K-State has done 
some things to promote a multi- 
cultural community, but he said 
he feels much is left to be desired.

Changes in federal financial aid programs will 
make applying for aid easier and will make loans 
available to all students, said Larry Moeder, 
director of Student Financial Assistance. 

One of the most noticeable changes will be a 
new application used to apply for federal 
financial aid. 

Last fall, Congress mandated a standard form, 
the Free Application for Federal Student Aid 
form, to be used by everyone applying for 
financial aid. This new form will replace the 
Family Financial Statement previously used. 

"The new form is four pages, fill in the blank, 
with no bubbles to till in. I think the tendency for 
errors w ill be reduced." Moeder said. 

Another change is that any student is now 
eligible to receive some type of financial 
assistance, regardless of income, Moeder said. 

This is partially due to the creation of the 
Federal L'nsubsidized Stafford Loan 

This loan is identical to the Federal 
Subsidized Stafford Loan, except the borrowers, 
rather than the government, will pay interest on 
the loan while the student is in school. 

With the new L'nsubsidized Stafford Loan, 
students are eligible for the equivalent 
Subsidized Stafford Loan allowance for their 
year in school minus any other financial aid 
received. 

PLUS loans, which are parent loans for 
undergraduate students, have also seen changes. 
In the past, parents were limited to borrowing 
$4,000 per student per year. 

Now, parents may borrow up to the full cost 
of education minus other financial aid received 
by the student, Moeder said. 

Students who are classified independent now 
may not be next year, he said 

In the past, students with resources of $4,000 
or more and who were not claimed on their 
parents income tax could be classified as 
independent 

Next \e.ir to be classified as independent, a 
student must meet one of seven criteria: be over 
24, a veteran, married, a graduate or professional 
student, an orphan, ward of the court or have 
legal dependents of his own. 

The new classification standards will change 
about 450 K-State students from independent to 
dependent status. 

The new federal financial aid laws also have 
changes in figuring a student's and family's 
financial resources, Moeder said. Home equity 
values arc removed, allowable income will raise 
$10,000 and farm equity values for families 
living on farms have been removed. 

"This will help us from small farms. We are 
limited in our ability to generate income, but in 
the past were forced to show a large net worth 
when applying for financial aid," junior in agri- 
business Lyle Wedel said. 

Applications for federal and state financial 
aid are available at the Office of Student 
Financial Assistance. 

"Every student and parent should be able to 
receive enough assistance to finance the total 
cost of the student's education," Moeder said. 

The most important thing when applying for 
aid is to meei trie priority deadline of March 15 
for federal and state aid programs, he said.

April 
Hasson, senior in hotel and restaurant manage 
ment, visited the Chang Gallery.

K-State professor, elected

Washington. DC. — Kansas elected officials and a K-State 
professor are greeting the inauguration of Bill Clinton with 
renewed hope. 

'There is a tremendous sense of optimism around here," 
said K-State associate political science professor Joe Unekis. 
"This is a fantastic part of history." 

Unekis is currently on sabbatical from the University 
working in Washington, D.C.. overseeing Democratic Rep. 
Jim Slattery's intern program and doing research on Congress. 
This is the first inauguration he's ever attended, and he made 
sure his wife Shirly got to come as well. 

The Uqekis' were attending school at Indiana University in 
1967 when the school's football team advanced to the Rose 
Bowl. The couple was all ready to go but decided not to at the 
last minute, thinking they could go next time. Unfortunately, 
the Hoosiers haven't made a return trip, 

Unekis made sure the couple didn't miss a big event this 
time. 



"1 called Shirly fin Manhattan), and said 'Let's do it,'" 
Unekis said, laughing. 

As both a student and professor of the political game, 
Unekis has given some thought to the upcoming Clinton 
administration. Unekis said he believes Clinton and Gore have 
a chance to make a lot of change. 

"There's a heightened anticipation that Clinton can pull this 
off." he said. "The first few weeks will be the proof of the 
pudding." 

Sen. Bob Dole. R-Kan , is also waiting for those first few 
weeks. Until then, he's cautiously optimistic. 

"It's a very exciting time," Dole said. "This is a big 
celebration and a time for non-partisanship. 

"But, we'll have to wait to see what the agenda is. There 
will be a lot of work to do." 

That political agenda is bound to include the question of a 
line-item veto for the president. Clinton wants it, but Unekis 
said he thinks Congress won't give it to him. 

"It's such a fundamental shift in power,'' Unekis said. 
.There's also no definitives. It might cut pork, but it will be 
the opposing party's pork." 

To that end, S lattery has offered a compromise. 

In his version, the president would have line-item veto 



power. However, if it was invoked, Congress could overturn 
the veto with a simple majority vote in favor. 

Currently, a two-thirds majority is required to overturn a 
veto. 

Slattery said he will work this session to make his compro- 
mised version law. He also expressed optimism for the future. 

"There is a tremendous sense of optimism," he said. 
'Clinton has a unique opportunity to lead America." 

Although Clinton has appeared to back off from some of his 
campaign promises, Unekis calls them "minor points" and 
said Clinton's goal and promises remain clear so far, 

"I think a lot of those promises were made in the heat of the 
campaign," Unekis said. 

Clinton will be OK. "as long as he handles the deficit and 
addresses the questions about the New World Order," he said. 

"I think a lot of these accusations about broken promises 
come from the press still waiting for something to happen." 

Kansas Gov, Joan Finney said she agrees. She said the 
optimism she's seen among Kansans has caused her to jump 
on Clinton's bandwagon, 

"I'm very optimistic," Finney said. "The new ideas coming 
from our campuses, from our high schools, ... It's very 
reminiscent of the 1960s,"

connections, and the presidential 
office is one of grandeur, all 
contribute to the ceremony's 
length and festive nature, he said. 

The expected attendance is 
250,000 to 300.000 people, 
excluding the TV audience, 
Tummala said.

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Making sense of Islam and the Arab world 




Seabourn 



Saddam Hussein has succeeded in 
focusing world attention once 
again on the Middle East. One 
has to ask why has not this despot, 
whom former president Bush likened 
to Hitler in personality, power, and 
potential, been toppled as Bush and 
many military experts predicted at the 
end of the Gulf War? The answer lies 
in understanding what it means to be 
Arab ... which ultimately lies in 
understanding Islam. 

Obviously, the "Coalition," which 
is largely composed of Western 
nations under cover of U.N. authority, 
has failed to comprehend either one. 

Followers of Abu al-Qasim 
Mohammed ibn Abd Allah ibn Abd 
al-Muttalib ibn Hashim — simply 
called "Mohammed" or "The 
Prophei" by the faithful — face 
toward the Holy City of Mecca five 
times a day to pray. 

I challenge any of you to think of a 
single thing you do faithfully five 
times a day. 

Yet, for the typical Muslim, 
constant daily prayer is only one of 
five obligations — accepting one God 
and Mohammed as His Prophet; 
giving a portion of one's income to 
the needy; fasting from dawn to dusk 
during the holy month of Ramadan; 



and making the hadj or pilgrimage to 
Mecca at least once during a 
believer's lifetime. 

For a Muslim, the only book worth 
reading is the Koran. There is no 
other literature. 

The Koran consists of 114 
chapters of Allah's revelations to 
Mohammed, and represents the only 
divine scripture in Islam. Between it 
and the Sunna, which contains the 
sayings and deeds of the Prophet, 
every aspect of life, from criminal 
punishment, to alcohol, to gambling, 
to marriage, to bathing, to the proper 
position for sexual intercourse, is 
covered. 

Although many Christians will 
deny it, Islam is closer to Christianity 
than to any other major religion. 
Muslims accept Jesus Christ as a 
prophet (but not the son of God) and 
Mary as Jesus' mother. They place 
great importance on Adam. Noah, 
Abraham, Moses, Jacob and Job. 
They believe in a heaven and a hell 
and in a resurrection of the body after 
death. Christianity and Islam both 
began with the life's work of one 
man, although Mohammed was 
entirely mortal and a historically 
verifiable figure. 

Yet, what Mohammed brought to 



the wprld almost fourteen hundred 
years ago was considerably more than 
just a religion. It was a truly different 
way of life — a new political and 
economic system with a new set of 
laws and a code for social behavior. 
Unlike Christianity, it is not so much 
a belief as it is a way of life. There is 
no separation of church and state 
because Islam is the very substance of 
life itself to the Muslim. Each and 
every human lire is a statement of 
Islam. 

Early in the history of Islam, 
Mohammed attempted to win the 
loyalty of the Jews by emphasizing 
the similarities between Islam and 
Judaism. The Jews rejected him as an 
Arabian prophet. Their rejection 
eventually turned to scorn and the 
Muslim's tolerance of the Jews was 
likewise replaced with contempt. 

The Crusades of the twelfth and 
thirteenth centuries in which 
Christians perpetrated the wholesale 
slaughter of Muslims and Jews by the 
thousands did nothing to endear 
Christians to Arabs. In fact, it was 
largely due to the Crusades that Arabs 
came to understand (hat unity and 
survival were synonymous, that 
Western intervention (and eventually 
Western culture) posed a continuing 



threat to Islam and that isolation was 
the surest means of enduring. Had it 
not been for the discovery of oil and 
the illegitimate creation of the nation 
of Israel in the Middle East, their 
isolation would probably have 
continued to this day. 

Fundamentalism in any religion 
means setting aside one's brain in 
favor of self-righteous, irrational, 
anti-intellectualism. When 

fundamentalism becomes militant it is 
dangerous. When it becomes militant 
and Islamic, it is deadly, and there is 
not a government in the world 
(including Saddam's) that does not 
fear militant Islam as the most 
significant challenge to stability in 
the Middle East, and ultimately the 
world. 

Yet, Islam all over the Middle East 
is currently undergoing just such a 
transformation — a militant, 
fundamentalist revival whose roots 
stem from the defeat of the Arab 
armies (and thus Arab unity) during 
the Six-Day War in 1967. It is a 
revival essentially driven by U.S. 
support and collaboration with Israel, 
for it was with considerable help from 
the U.S. that the Six-Day War 
enabled Israel to evolve as the Middle 
East's first regional superpower. To 



most Arabs, the military defeat was 
viewed in typical islamic fashion as 
an expression of God's displeasure. 
They believed they were being 
punished for having drifted away 
from Islam. Arabs young and old 
have returned to the only constant in 
a sea of war, poverty, injustice, and 
Western oppression, to expunge the 
guilt of having failed God — and that 
constant is Islam. 

Saddam Hussein knows this. He 
knows the sentiment of the common 
Arab because it is his sum and 
substance. Whether he actually 
believes in the tenets of Islam is 
irrelevant. The fact is, he is Arab and 
he lives Islam. He has survived the 
Western armies* onslaught during the 
Gulf War. To an Arab, 
fundamentalist or not, survival is 
winning. And winning means the 
favor of Allah. 

The Iraqis have no intention of 
removing (or allowing the U.S. to 
remove) Saddam Hussein from power 
as long as he remains a winner, a 
survivor. 



To do so would not be Arab 
it would not be Islam.

"That person would still run the 
president's staff, but wouldn't have 
to worry about the vice-presidential 
duties," Bautista said. 

The revisions state that require- 
ments for the vice-presidential can 
didate he the same as the presi- 
dential candidate.

running mate on the same ticket. 

On the Wednesday following the 
election, there will be a run -off.

This must be filed two weeks prior 
to the general election.

KUWAIT — American soldiers 
dug in near the border with Iraq on 
Wednesday to counter any assault 
from across the desert frontier. 

The deployment came as 
President Clinton took the oath of 
office in Washington, becoming the 
first new American president in 
nearly a quarter-century to assume 
office with U.S. troops on combat 
duty. 

The tensions with Iraq promise 
to be Clinton's first major foreign 
policy test. Baghdad on Wednesday 
abided by a unilateral cease-fire but 



promised to rebuild a factory 
blasted by U.S. missiles last 
Sunday. 

About 300 men from the U.S. 
Army's 1st Cavalry Division 
traveled by convoy to the border 
area, known as Al-Dayra Range. 
said Lt. Col. Ned Longsworth, 43. 
of Fort McPherson, Ga. 

They are part of a 1,300-strong 
battalion from the 1st Cavalry's 9th 



Regiment, based in Fort Hood, 
Texas, sent to shore up the 
emirate's defenses after Iraq raided 
border posts 

American troops said they 
expected no encounters with 
Saddam's forces along the border. 

The soldiers are veterans of the 
1991 Persian Gulf War. in which 
U.S. -led forces pushed Iraqi 
invaders from Kuwait.

DC power energizes Wildcat frontline play

Success hasn't come overnight for 
Wildcat center Deryl Cunningham. 

But free of the hype that surrounded 
him his first collegiate season, "D.C." is 
now showing the potential that made him 
a McDonald's Ail-American in high 
school. 

After averaging 
only 3.6 points and 
3.6 rebounds a game 
last season, 

Cunningham has 
become a centerpiece 
on the Wildcats' 
starting lineup in 
1993. 

"Rebounding, 
some post-up 

defense, scoring 
down low — we need 
a lot of things from him for us to be 
successful this year," guard Askia Jones 
said. 

Thirteen games into the season, 
Cunningham is averaging 10. 1 points and 
7.9 rebounds a game, a turnaround that 
Cunningham said is due to hard work in 
the summer. 

"I put in a lot of hours," he said. "And 1 
came back saying that things had gotten 
tough for the team, and I was going to get 
tough. 

"1 know 1 give up size, but with my 
mentality, I think I can play anybody in

the country." 

Cunningham's statistics this year back 
him up. The 6-foot-7-inch junior is leading 
the Wildcats in rebounds, including a 15- 
board effort against Colorado last 
Saturday. 

He held 7-foot Oklahoma State center 
Bryant Reeves to six rebounds in the Cats' 
overtime win in Stillwater and helped 
force Reeves into seven turnovers. 

Cunningham was originally 
recruited and signed by DePaul 
University in his hometown of 
Chicago. He came out of St. Joseph's 
High School tabbed the 19th-best 
prep player nationwide. 

But under Coach Joey Meyer, 
Cunningham scored less than a point 
a game and got an average of just six 
minutes of playing time as a 
freshman. 

"Every time I stepped on the court 
at DePaul, it was like they were 
expecting this all-American to set the 
world on fire." he said. "Of course it 
didn't happen." 

The pressure from fans' 
expectations and his lack of playing 
time led Cunningham to transfer. 

"They said I was going to play on 
the wing with David Booth, but we 
ended up playing the same position." 
he said. "I wasn't going to sit behind 
him for three more years." 

Cunningham considered playing at 
Indiana or Illinois. But he chose K- 



State after being recruited by Wildcat 
assistant coach Ken Turner. 

"My dad was real impressed with 
Coach Turner," Cunningham said. "He 
talked about things that we really like — 
academically and about coaching — and 
he knew that they'd take care of me " 

After sitting out the the 1991 season as 
a redshirt. Cunningham struggled on the 
court. His playing time dwindled as the 
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season wore on, and he spent more and 
more time on the bench. 

"It was frustrating," Cunningham said. 
"1 wanted to do well, and it seemed like 
when I was coming in, things were going 
wrong. 

"A big part of it was that I just wasn't 
ready to play, and I didn't understand a lot 
of things that Coach Turner was saying 
about playing the game." 

Cunningham averaged only II 
minutes a game in Big Eight play 
last year, something his off-season 
practice has changed. 

"Sometimes you work at it. and 
the rewards aren't there," Head 
coach Dana Altman said. "DC. 
has worked hard in the off-season 
and spent more time than anybody 
on his game and is being rewarded 
for it. That's encouraging to see." 

Cunningham said the 
unselfishness of this year's squad 
is what separates it from last year's 
seventh-place team. 

"It's a lot better than last year 
when you've got guys concerned 
with winning and doing the little 
things it takes to win." he said. 

"Whether it's making the extra 
pass or picking up a loose ball or 
rebound, the guys are worrying 
more about that than whether 
they've scored 30 points. 

'This team is getting caught up in 
winning. I know I am."

New rule at the Rec 

forces bleeding players 
to sit out, change attire

The sounds of sneakers skidding the floor and 
basketballs pounding the hardwood will fill the 
air Friday night when the intramural basketball 
season begins at the Rec Complex. 

Unless, of course, there is blood on a player 
or a jersey, in which case the officials will stop 
the game. 

The Chester E. Peters Recreation Complex 
will be enforcing a new law required by the 
Occupational Safety and Health Administration 
to protect people in the workplace — and on the 
basketball court. 

It is designed to help protect people from the 
diseases carried in the blood, like HIV, the virus 
that causes AIDS. 

"If a player is bleeding, he or she will be 
taken out until the bleeding is stopped," 
associate director of Recreational Services Steve 
Martini said. 

'The bleeding has to be stopped and covered 
before entering the game." 

If the player has blood on his or her jersey, 
the jersey must be taken off and replaced with a 
new one. 

'They won't come in until the blood comes 
off. We do this to safeguard the players and 
people," Martini said. 

Players who have blood-stained garments and 
no replacement clothing will be required to sit 
out the game. 

High schools and the NCAA are following 
the same procedure, he said. 

"People have to be protected to minimize the 



contact of blood," Martini said. "There are many 
things that blood can carry. 

"A person might not know if he is HIV- 
positive and would get cut," he said. "We want 
to make sure the players are protected." 

The new law could result in a decline in 
fighting and pushing during games. 

"I might think again about fighting," said 
Jason Feil, who was kicked out of an intramural 
basketball game last year for fighting, 

"It might change the way players play the 
game." 

Martini said three athletic trainers will be at 
every game to take care of minor cuts and 
bleeding. 

There are 325 teams signed up to play 
basketball for league play — a number slightly 
down from last year. Martini said. 

Men's teams are divided into four categories: 
fraternities, residence halls, independents and 6- 
foot-and-under division. 

Women and co-rec teams play within their 
own divisions. 

The teams are organized into leagues, and 
each team plays every team in its league. The 
winner of each league will advance into the 
playoffs to determine the best team in the 
division. 

The winners from the men's divisions will 
play in the all-University tournament. 

Schedules for intramural basketball games 
will be posted today, Martini said. The first 
games will be played at 4 p.m. 

Wednesday marked the first day of intra- 
murals for several other intramural sports, 
including both four-wall handball doubles and 
four-wall raquctbalt doubles. 

Table tennis doubles also began Wednesday 
afternoon.

Tenants say fire was predictable

A fire that destroyed a 
mobile home on Tuesday was 
ruled an accident. Some 
tenants of the Tuule Terrace 
Mobile Home Park say it 
could have been prevented. 

'Tve been expecting this to 
happen," John Farley, tenant, 
said. "There have been gas 
leaks before." 

The fire started when 
Anthony Carrington tried to 
light a stove, and it exploded. 
The mobile home was 
completely destroyed, 

Carrington recieved minor 
bums on one arm. 

Krishna Molzahn, junior in 
psychology, had moved into 
the mobile home about the 
first of the year. Carrington 
was a guest in the home. 

They found the leak a few 



days before the fire, 

"It was this last weekend 
we heard a noise," Molzahn 
said. "We turned around and 
the back of the stove was on 
fire." They got the fire out by 
turning off the gas supply. 

She said they tried to report 
the leak to the manager of the 
park, Randy Fountain. 

"We tried calling them," 
Molzahn said. "They were out 
of town for two days." 

Fountain said he had not 
received any messages of a 
leak. 

"When we renl the homes 
we give them a letter that has 
numbers of places such as 
KP&L that they can call to get 
things fixed." Fountain said. 
"They wouldn't have had to 
call here." 

Farley said he has the sheet, 
but they were told to call the 



manager first. 

"All we know is that we're 
supposed to call Randy if 
something needs to be fixed 
and fill out a work order 
before anything gets done," 
Farley said. 

This is not the first 
problem with propane the 
Farley's have had. and Kristie 
Farley, tenant, said they have 
a leak now. 

"We had a leaky stove for 
two weeks, and finally they 
brought us an electric stove," 
Kristie Farley said. 

"The night of the fire we 
had a break in," Kristie Farley 
said. "The officer told me he 
could smell it outside " 

Some tenants said they 
have not had problems, but 
they've known of the problem.

Students sj K-State will vote on more than the 
student both president during the fall semester. 

Thursday night. Student Senate passed a bill 
that will create the office of student body vice 
president. The need for this office was apparent 
in (he discussion presented by Mike Porter. 
senior in elementary education and attorney 
IX' rural of senate. 

"I see three reasons for a student body vice 
president. Those three reasons include students, 
efficiency and the executive branch." Porter said 

Porter was co author of the bill, which first 
came up at the last meeting in December. The 
hill w;is tabled because only 42 senators were in 
attendance when the bill was discussed, and a 
minimum of 45 senators is needed to pass a bill. 

Right now, students do not elect the successor 
to the student body president. With this bill, 
students will have that right 

"The student body vice president needs to be a 
position exclusively as back up to the student 
body president," Porter said. 

To be considered an eligible candidate for the 
position of vice president, a student must be a 
member of Senate who is recognized as a full- 
time student by his or her respective college or 
school 

The executive branch is not as efficient as it 
could be. Porter said. With the office of vice 
president approved, the attorney general would 
be eliminated from the executive branch. This 
would make the Senate more efficient by the 
attorney general not serving on two branches of 
the Senate 

If the constitution including the office of vice 
president is passed by the college councils, with 
a two-thirds vote, the bill will take effect for the 
election in the fall 

In other business, three bills on first reading 
were approved on special orders by Senate. 

The Aikido Club was allocated $1,150 for the 
purchase of a polymerized canvas over pad. The 
pad will create a safer practice surface. 

The Ice Hockey Club was allocated Si. 000 for 
ice rental in Wichita and Kansas City. 

Senate also voted to remove funds totaling 
$751.85 from the SGA foundation account to pay 
to the 4-H Foundation. The funds were put into 
the foundation account by participants of the 
1 992 Student Senate retreat.

Department buildings to be linked, 

construction planned to begin in early spring 



The College of Human Ecology 
received a $400,000 gift lo build a con- 
necting building between the Early 
Childhood Laboratory and the Family 
Center. 

"This is what the donors wanted," 
said Stephan Boll man. professor of 
human development and family studies. 

"These people are alumni from K- 
State," said Barbara Siowe, dean of the 
College of Human Ecology. 

Dr. Joseph Galichia graduated from 
K-State in 1964 and then went on to 
medical school. Kathryn Galichia gradu- 
ated from the College of Human 
Ecology and is president of the founda- 
tion. 

"The contribution from the Galichia 
Foundation will support the construc- 
tion," Stowe said. 

Stowe said responsibility will now lie 
with the faculty of the college to work 
with the University architect and a 
Wichita architecture firm to decide what 
will be done. 

"Since it's donated money, we don't 
have to use the state architect," Bollman 
said. 

They will meet with an architecture 



firm in Wichita this week. Stowe said 
the firm will be responsible for refining 
the plans and drawings 

"We have preliminary drawings 
already made up," Stowe said. "You 
have to have something on paper to 
communicate what you want to the 
architects." 

Stowe said they also received a 
$100,000 gift from the Forrest Clyde 
Lattner Foundation Inc. 

"They're interested in the same kind 
of work as the Galichia Foundation," 
Stowe said. "Kathryn helped introduce 
them to us." 

The Family Center is located on the 
corner of Campus Creek Road behind 
King Hall, with the Early Childhood 
Laboratory beside it. Boll man said he 
has been drawing floor plans for the 
connection for years. 

"This is really a kind of dream to 
make things more efficient," Bollman 
said. "It just makes sense to have one 
building rather than two. which are real- 
ly kind of small. We use every inch of 
space we have, and then some." 

John Murray, head of the human 
development and family studies depart- 
ment, said the hope is for construction to 
begin in early spring. 



"It depends on when the snow 
melts," Murray said. 

De Luccie said the sessions they hold 
for preschool age children follow the 
school board's schedule. There are no 
sessions offered in the summer, so there 
wouldn't be many conflicts with the 
construction. 

Murray said the physical link of the 
two buildings will not only provide 
more efficiency but an intellectual link. 

"This is a chance to bring specialists 
together and have those in childhood 
development also consider family devel- 
opment, and those in family develop- 
ment consider the whole lifespan," 
Murray said. 

"With our age distribution, it is really 
common to be parents at middle age," 
be said. "They not only have children to 
take care of, many of them also have 
elderly parents that they may have to 
care for." 

He said some also have to deal with a 
family member with Alzheimer's dis- 
ease. 

"Those stresses added to being a par- 
ent can make family development diffi- 
cult," Murray said. 

Many faculty members studying 
these issues, he said, and the construc- 
tion of the connection will give them 
better opportunities to bring the faculty 
together lo talk about them. 



Court hears appeal 
from Gulf War vet 



Circumstances 
cited, Turner 
claims war stress 



TOPEKA — A district court 
judge abused his discretion in 
sentencing Jason L. Turner, 
convicted of a fait 1991 murder, 
his attorney told the Kansas 
Supreme Court Thursday. 

The judge sentenced Turner to 
terms of life and 10 years to life 
for the first-degree murder and 
kidnapping of Catherine Heintze 
while she was working at a 
convenience store in Mi! ford, just 
west of Manhattan. 

Turner was sentenced for 
Heintze' s September '91 shooting 
death during an attempted robbery 
of the Mtlford convenience store. 

The court heard Turner's 
appeal of his sentences. Under 
normal handling, a ruling would 
be made public on March 5, the 
court's next opinion day. 

The sentences, imposed after 



Turner pleaded no contest in 
Geary County District Court, were 
flawed because the judge refused 
to consider as a mitigating factor 
the defense's claim that Turner 
suffered from post-traumatic stress 
disorder due to an incident during 
the Persian Gulf War. 

Turner and Nathaniel Ellibee, 
wearing military clothing, took a 
HUM-V military vehicle from 
Fort Riley to use in the robbery, 
the prosecution claimed. 

The robbery failed when 
Heintze triggered a silent alarm. 
Ellibee noticed the alarm and fled 
the scene, but Turner aimed a 
high-powered rifle at Heintze, a 
K-State student, and fired once. 
The slug struck her in the bead. 

In the appeal, his attorney 
noted that Turner, a veteran of 
Operation Desert Storm, had said 
he killed three Iraqi soldiers in 
Saudi Arabia with a pistol he 
smuggled to the desert. 

Trie appeal petition said when 
Ellibee left the store. Turner "fell 
alone and trapped, like in 
foxhole, when he shot Heintze."

Any student wanting to take 
Introduction to Personal Compu- 
ting must complete College Alge- 
bra with a C or better, starting next 
semester. 

This is a change from the previ- 
ous rule, requiring only completion 
of College Algebra. The change 
occurred Jan. I, 1993, when the 
Department of Computing and 
Information Sciences switched 
from the College of Arts and 
Sciences to the College of 



Engineering. 

Virgil Wallentine. head of the 
Department of Computing and 
Information Sciences, said the 
switch will benefit the students in 
the department. 

"The nature of our undergradu- 
ate program is a problem-solving 
discipline similar to engineering, 
and it is important that our students 
be associated with and around that 
kind of college," Wallentine said 

Personal Computing is the only 
class that wilt be affected by the 
switch. Wallentine said that all 



other computing classes had the 
requirement of a C or better in the 
prerequisite class, effective fall 
1992. 

Since this is the first semester 
for the change, students in the class 
are being given waivers if they do 
not meet the requirements. 

Mike Miller, assistant professor 
in the computing department and 
one of three instructors for the 
class, has asked each of the stu- 
dents to get a waiver so he can at 
least ask them about their math and 
computer backgrounds. 



"Fundamentally, we are not 
going to force the C this semester 
because we are in a transition, and 
students were not aware of the 
change," Wallentine said. "But, in 
the fall they will be aware of the 
change, and the requirement will be 
enforced." 

Wallentine said it was always 
assumed that students enrolled in 
the class had completed College 
Algebra with a C or better. 

Now that the requirement is 
being enforced, he said the class 
might be upgraded to be slightly 



more quantitative oriented. 

"We might change the emphasis 
a little," Milter said. "It might be a 
bit more math oriented and include 
deductive reasoning, but if we 
decide to do that it won't be done 
until next year." 

The class is required for stu- 
dents in the College of Business 
Administration and the College of 
Human Ecology and is one of the 
options for the quantitative math 
requirement in the College of Arts 
and Sciences.

I was having a beer in a local bar the 
other day with my friend Quail T.

"But, didn't the bombing strategy 
work out in Grenada, Panama, Libya 
and in the Gulf War?" 

"Strategy?" The Quail laughed in 
my face. "The United States has no 
strategy, just a list of potential bomb 
targets. It has no strategy because it has 
no coherent foreign policy. You can't 
have a military strategy unless you 



have a political goal for it to 
accomplish. 

"Ever since the Evil Empire" went 
belly-up, we've been flying blind. 
Does anybody remember the 'New 
World Order?' Hell, even the Cold War 
policy of containment was nothing 
more than an excuse to sit back and 
react to world events. If you want to be 
honest, the United States hasn't had a 
rational foreign policy since World 
War II." 

"I don't know about that," was all I 
could come up with as a response. I 
looked up at the television. "Maybe 
things will be different with President 
Bill." 

"Maybe they will." The Quail said, 
"but I wouldn't hold my breath. You 
see. the problem isn't only the 
president, but the American people too. 
Americans have never understood that 
there is no such thing as the cheap use 
of military power. 

"War, in any form, means casualties. 
But because the American people will 
not stand for American servicemen and 
women coming back in body bags, and 
American foreign policy is predicated 
on the use of force to cover up its lack 
of focus, the president is forced into 
using low-risk applications of military 
power, like bombing. 

"Since airpower is an inherently 
limited means of applying force, it 
never accomplishes what we want it to, 
and we get stuck in the cycle of 
escalation. Catch- 22. I sincerely doubt 
that ol' President Bill can change any 
of that." 

"But if we can't bomb these foreign 
maniacs like Saddam, then what can we 
do about them?"

Editor's note: K -State 
journalism professor Paul 
Parsons is on sabbatical in 
China this year as a Fulb right 
Professor at the China School of 
Journalism, He was the featured 
speaker Wednesday at the U.S. 
Embassy in Beijing, where 150 
diplomats, Chinese academ- 
icians and leaders gathered to 
watch the Clinton inauguration 
via satellite. 

Parsons had frequently 
interviewed Clinton during his 
early years as governor, when 
Parsons was a United Press 
International reporter and 
Associated Press editor in 
Arkansas. 

Below are some excerpts 
taken from a transcript of his 
speech: 

One of my strongest 
memories of Bill Clinton 
is our first interview after 
he became, at the age of 32, the 
youngest governor in the United 
States. I asked if he hoped to 
become president of the United 
States someday, and he 
surprisingly answered yes — 
surprisingly, since politicians 
aren't supposed to be so openly 
ambitious. 

Is ambition of that magnitude 
good or bad? 

In terms of good, Clinton has 
been preparing himself for the 
presidency all his life. He was a 
presidenl-in-training, schooling 
himself on national issues. In the 
campaign, he astonished people 
with his grasp of complex issues, 
both domestic and foreign. 

In 
terms of 
bad.

what people want to hear. The 
danger is, broken promises can 
lead to public cynicism. 

In journalistically describing 
the new president, I'd start with 
the word intelligent. Bill Clinton 
is clearly the most intelligent 
man I know. He is the closest to 
a real intellectual in the While 
House since Woodrow Wilson. 
Being intelligent, of course, does 
not mean he will be a successful 
president. But given the choice 
of a smart or a not-so-smart 
president, I'd rather take my 
chances with an intelligent one. 

I also would describe Bill 
Clinton as a consensus builder. 
Some ambitious people like to 
destroy opponents. Clinton likes 
to appease them. I predict he will 
overcome political gridlock in 
Washington by having a publicly 
cantankerous, privately cordial 
relationship with the leader of

the opposition in Congress. Sen. 
Robert Dole. 

I would also describe him as 
intensely personal. When 
Clinton meets someone, he 
remembers their name. He looks 
into their eyes. He puts a hand 
on their shoulder as they talk 
I've had it happen to me — he 
makes you think you're the most 
important person in his life at 
that moment. 

Upon becoming the 
nation's youngest 

governor, he thought he 
was so wise that the people 
would instinctively follow him. 
His ego was the size of Jupiter. 
And when he ran for re-election, 
he lost. He was humbled. 

What did he learn in 1980? 
He learned to portray himself as 
of the people, not above them. 
Example: The AP accompanied 
him from one speaking event to 
another in separate cities. He's 
always behind schedule, because 
he's never met a hand he didn't 
want to shake. Between 
speeches, he ordered his driver 
to go 85 mph on the highway, 
with a state police car clearing 
the way with lights flashing. 

Later, journalists asked 
Clinton if tie viewed himself as 
above the law. Clinton said no, 
but that he had been running 
late. We asked him if everyone 
who is late for an appointment 
has the right to break the law. 
Clinton said no, but he was the 
governor and the people were 
waiting for him. 

The people of Arkansas 
didn't like his answer, and they 
told him so. He publicly 
apologized for getting too 
inflated an opinion of himself. 
His inherent caution stems from 
his political instincts. His mind 
works analytically in two 
dimensions simultaneously — 
policy and politics. He does not 
separate what he believes in 
doing (policy) from what its 
consequences will be on him 
(politics). 

Regarding most favored 
nation status for China. Clinton's 
heart will want to add human 
rights to the discussion. 
Clinton's head will want to keep 
economic issues separate. Will 
his head win this battle, too, or 
did the Tiananmen events affect 
his heart so strongly that he is 
willing to risk tension with 
China to advance his core beliefs 
about supporting democratic 
tendencies? 

On such policy issues as Haiti 
and China, he will encourage 
policy debate among top 
officials. He views himself not 
as the top of a ladder, but as the 
hub of a wheel. This means the 
Clinton administration will often 
seem "at drift" on policy issues 
... Clinton will insist on being 
ihe final determiner, and he's 
notorious for waiting until the 
final moment to make a policy 
decision. He believes some 
"drift" will give him time to hear 
all arguments and ultimately 
make the right policy decision 
that has acceptable political 
consequences.

Seagal cooks up more action in 'Under Siege' 



Chalk up another one for action movie 
master Steven Seagal, who retains his seek- 
and -destroy image in the Film "Under 
Siege."

Busey continues to make his mark as a 
bad guy, who calmly and ruthlessly kills 
anyone who gets in his way. 

Jones also accomplishes his bad-guy 
character, but with more flair. He rants and 
raves to the government about revenge and 
loss of his beliefs and hopes about the Unit- 
ed Slates. This insanity ploy is just an act to 
throw off the big brass, but there is still an 
undercurrent of instability in the character's 
personality. 

Through all this terrorism and espi- 
onage. Seagal's character' manages, of 



course, to slowly gain control of the bat- 
tleship and take care of both Busey and 
Jones. 

Seagal fans will enjoy the return of his 
deep, raspy voice and tough-guy attitude. 
But don't look for any acting deeper than 
that.

The Nebraska Comhuskers, 
looking to post their first 
conference win of the season, will 
welcome K-State at 7:05 
Saturday night at the Bob 
Devaney Sports Center. 

The Wildcats are looking to 
snap Nebraska's 14-game home 
winning streak by riding the 
momentum generated in a tough 
six-point loss to the No. ) -ranked 
Jayhawks Monday night. 

"That game showed us that wc 
can play with anybody in the 
nation," Cat point guard Anthony 
Beane said. "It gave us a lot of 
confidence. 

"If we continue to play hard, 
we're going to be a lot tougher 
than most people think." 

And Beane said the Wildcats 
can't look at the Kansas game — 
in which K-State was leading by 
eight at halftime — as a game the 
Cats should have won. 

"We don't have time to get 
negative on ourselves," he said. 
"We've got ! 1 more Big Eight 
games coming up." 

Nebraska has suffered road 
losses to both Oklahoma and 
Oklahoma State. The Huskers, 
1 2-5, jumped out to a 7-0 start by 
posting victories against the likes 
of Colgate, Citadel and 
Appalachian State. 

Since then, Nebraska is just 5- 
5 with more blowout wins against 
weaker non-conference oppo- 
nents — Fordham, Eastern 
Illinois and Southern Utah. 

In its last game. Nebraska beat 
1-17 Sacramento State 86-70. 

"Nebraska hasn't been playing 
as well as maybe a lot of people 
thought they would be," Cat 
coach Dana Altman said. "1 think 
they will look at this game as one 
they have to have." 

Nebraska's rocky start may be 
because of the loss of many key 
players from a year ago. 
Although three starters return 
from last year's team, Nebraska 
lost two of its top five scorers in 
Carl Hayes and Dapreis Owens. 

In all, only five players from 
last year's team returned. 

"It just takes a little longer to 
mesh that many people with those 
returners," Altman said. 

But Nebraska does return Eric 
Piatkowskj and Derrick Chandler, 
the team's leading scorer and 
rebounder. And junior guard 



J a mar Johnson, also a returner, 
leads the team's upbeat offense 
that is averaging more than 84 
points a game. 

The Huskers will have to get 
past the Big Eight's leading 
defense if they are to pick up 
their first conference win of the 
season. K-State is giving up an 
average of just 66.5 points 
through 1 3 games this season. 

In Big Eight play, the Cats 
rank second with a 70.3 points- 
per-game defensive average. 
After three conference games a 
year ago, the Wildcats were 
giving up more than 91 points a 
contest. 

Indeed, it's not the K-State 
defense that has Altman worried. 

"I'm concerned about our 
offense," he said. "I realize we 
have to score, but I'm more 
worried about handling the 
basketball. 

"We're careless." 

The Wildcats have a total of 
216 turnovers thus far in the 
season, an average of nearly 17 
per game. 

The game gives K-State a 
chance to avenge last season's 
loss in Lincoln. Nebraska put 
together runs of 22-0 and 16-0 en 
route to a 91 -62 blowout.

The Lady Cats have not won 
since Jan. 3.

The Cowgirls of Oklahoma State 
are 15-2 and 3-0 in the Big Eight. 
Nationally, they are ranked No. 22. 
K-State has not defeated Oklahoma 
Slate at Stillwater in seven years. 

Oklahoma State is led by 5-foot 
1 1 -inch center Lisa McGill. 

"She is the best post-playing 
center in the Big Eight," Lady Cat 
coach Susan Yow said. 

McGill leads the conference in 
rebounds with an average of 9.3 
boards per game. She is also second 
leading scorer in the Big Eight with 
a 19.5 points -per- game average. 



"We need to contain Lisa 
McGill," Lady Cal guard Kelly 
Moylan said. 

Moylan said shutting down 
McGill will force shots from the 
outside, enabling the Lady Cats to 
put defensive pressure on the ball.

"If we learn to take better care of 
(he ball and if we get back the 
defensive intensity that we had 
before break, we can win," Yow 
said. 

The Cowgirls start three fresh- 
men and one sophomore. 

Despite the lack of experience, 
the team is still second in (he Big 
Eight. 

"We're really pleasantly 
surprised right now," Oklahoma 
State coach Dick Haltcrman said. 
"When we started practicing in 
November, there really was no 



question of how good this bunch 
would become, but we didn't think 
we would be this good this early." 

McGill's leadership has been a 
key to the team's success. 

The only pressure 1 felt was the

McGill said. "I've always been the 
type of player who just went out on 
the floor and did what had to be 
done. But this year I know 1 had to 
be more outspoken to help the 
freshmen."

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Fire's cause disputed 
by tenants, manager 
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"Oh, you can smell ii around 
here," Sean Rhoten said, "I've 
never had a leak, but every once in 
awhile you can smell them." 

John Farley said he has tried to 
report the problem several times. 

"I've called the health 
department," he said. 'They said 
there was no county ordinance that 
would legally allow them to do 
anything." 

Judy Willingham, environmental 
supervisor for the Health 
Department, said most regulations 
deal with just the mobile home 
parks. 

"The licenses for mobile home 
parks come from planning and 
zoning," Willingham said. "They 
have to meet certain criteria to get 
the license, but that deals with stuff 
outside the trailer." 

She said there are city 
ordinances that apply to mobile 
homes, but not for mobile homes 
outside of the city. 

"That's probably true," said 
Monty Wedel, director of city 
planning and zoning. "I suppose if 
it we're inside the city they could 
condemn it. Even if it was, it 
wouldn't apply to inside the mobile 
home." 

Pat Collins, assistant rural fire 
chief, said if there was a fire hazard 
outside the trailer, then it can be 
inspected. 

"If there is a call, then we try 
and work with them and try to talk 
to the owner and get him to fix it," 
Collins said. "The law doesn't 
allow us to just go in and make 
them fix it." 

The cause of the fire has yet to 



be determined by the fire 
department. Fountain said it was 
not caused by a gas leak. 

"It was caused because the pilots 
were out, and he had been turning 
the stove on from the main," 
Fountain said. 

He also said he has not had any 
other leaks reported recently. 
Molzahn, though, said she knows 
there was a leak. 

"You could definitely smell it," 
she said. 

She and Carrington have gotten 
a lawyer, and are considering going 
to court. The Farley's have said 
they will go to court. 

"Randy said he would evict us if 
we talked about it," John Farley 
said. "I don't care, cause we're 
looking for a new place." 

On Thursday, the Farley's were 
served with an eviction notice, after 
the health department inspected 
their trailer. 

"They found sewage underneath 
the trailer," Kristie Farley said. 
"She told Randy that if he didn't 
get it fixed, she was coming out 
tomorrow with a videocamera. 

That afternoon, Fountain served 
them with an eviction notice. 

"Guess what the reason for the 
eviction said." John Farley said. "It 
was for health reasons." 

John Farley said he called 
Willingham to see if that was a 
valid reason for an eviction. She 
said it was not. 

"That's just going to show the 
judge that he's just mad that we 
reported it, and that we talked about 
the gas," John Farley said. "We are 
not moving until the law ccnes and 
makes us leave."

a model program," Switzer said. 
"Without Dean Rathbone we would 
not have the kind of program that 
we have." 

Recruitment and retention are 
equally important, Rathbone said. 

"We have to do both to be 
successful," he said. "If we do these 
two R's and then get the students 
into the work force, we are a 
success." 

The program includes 
scholarships based on financial 
need, peer tutoring and counseling, 
internship, co-op and Job placement 
assistance and four minority 
engineering organizations. 

"The reason the recognition was 
given was because of Rathbone' s 
longstanding support of minority 
education, which is demonstrated 
through the Minority Education 



Program," said Mordean Taylor- 
Archer, assistant provost for 
multicultural affairs and a member 
of the advisory committee. 

"His program is a model for 
other schools lo follow," Taylor- 
Archer said. 

Minority recruitment is 
important, because it lets people 
know what opportunities are 
available, Rathbone said. 

"I really feel there are an awful 
lot of opportunities in engineering 
for minorities and women. For too 
long this has been an all-white male 
occupation." Rathbone said. "There 
is talent out there that is not being 
used, and I want the profession to 
take advantage of that talent." 

Rathbone said there are still not 
as many minority and female 
students enrolled in the college as 
he would like.

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Lecture stresses King's dream

continue the ideas of such an 
intelligent and articulate individual, 

"I think it's important that we 
look at what was said and done by 
Dr. King and others of that time. To 
see, first of all, the development of 
those ideas," she said. "Second of 
all, how can we apply it today? And 
thirdly, where are we?" 

She asked if the students had 
faced the issues King originally 
addressed and whether society has 
met his ideals. 

King and others like Rosa Parks 
were heroes, Terrell said, for ihe 
peaceful civil-rights movement has 
kept American society from 
suffering the same problems of 
Bosnia. Northern Ireland and South 
Africa. 

"We need only to look around to 
realize that if ethnic conflict is 
allowed to fester, you can wind up 
with streets full of blood." Terrell 
said. "And while yet we have 
violence in this country, we have 
nothing on the scale which equals 
those situations." 

Speaking of the civil-rights 



movement, Terrell compared King 
and Parks to Gandhi. They refused 
to use violence, didn't back down 
and demanded equal treatment. 

To id I paraphrased King, using 
his famous line, "Let us be 
dissatisfied," to sum up what King 
would say if he were here today. 
"Let us not think that we can rest on 
our laurels. Let us not pat ourselves 
on the back. Let us not slow down." 

Continuing the theme of change. 
Terrell related how race relations 
are becoming as important as using 
a computer. Anyone who graduates 
and cannot overcome prejudice will 
be poorly prepared. 

"The world you students are 
about to enter will be diverse. It 
will be mutti-hued. It will be multi- 
ethnic. It will not be the world of 20 
or 30 years ago." 

She cited statistics snowing that 
within the next century, the white 
population will be the minority in 
the United States. 

Prejudice must be fought, Terrell 
said. 

"We all have a monster living 
inside of us, and that monster is 



prejudice. Each of us has prejudice 
living inside of us. Th»f monster, if 
left alone, could destroy everything 
that Americans have built up. " 

Focusing on college campuses, 
she said violence and racism are 
more common because students are 
entering a new world where (hey 
don't have parents telling them 
what to do. 

"One-fourth of all minorities 
have experienced some form of 
harassment or assault during the last 
academic year based on prejudice," 
Terrell said. "If you ask the gay 
students, you get an even higher 
number." 

Terrell touched further on 
society's violence by saying how 
many people resolve their conflicts 
through violence. This needs to end, 
and people need to work together to 
end the violence, she said. 

"Start within yourselves and start 
today," she said. "Because the 
world and the nation no longer 
gives us the luxury of sitting around 
quietly among those who look only 
like ourselves."

The cost of living in a residence 
ball has gone up once again. 

In December, the Kansas Board 
of Regents approved a 9,8 percent 
increase in rates for K -State 
residence halls. It will go into 
effect next fall. 

Chuck Werring, director of the 
Department of Housing and Dining 
Services, said K-State is still 
offering the lowest price in the Big 
Eight. 

He said the department is run as 
an auxiliary enterprise and receives 
no funds from the state, county or 
city. Thus, all of the money needed 
to maintain facilities and pay for 
staff comes directly from the 
students. 

While the percent increase is 
higher than the Consumer Price 
Index, other things have to be 
taken into consideration. Edwin 
Olson, associate professor of 
economics, said. 

"When you adjust for prices, 
you also need to adjust for 
quality," Olson said. "If the quality 
of housing has increased, you can't 
directly compare price increases to 
increases in the Consumer Price 
index." 

One reason for the increase is 
the residence halls have faced a 
decline in numbers for the past 
three to four years, Werring said. 



This is because the number of 
high school graduating seniors has 
decreased — having an effect on 
the number of first-time freshmen 
and, in return, the rates, he said. 

However, the numbers are 
slowly going back up. and Werring 



said he thinks they've seen the 
bottom. 

It's estimated that 83 percent of 
the residence halls are currently 
occupied, and figures for next year 
are predicting 85 percent, he said. 

Robert Burgess, assistant 



director of business operations for 
the department, said the budget is 
determined by looking at the 
anticipated number of residents, 
possible renovations for the older

Iraq denies 
firing on U.S. 
warplanes

BAGHDAD. Iraq — Iraq denied its anti- 
aircraft batteries fired at U.S. warplanes again 
and insisted on Sunday that the cease- fire it 
declared last week remained in effect. 

The claims came a day after U.S. warplanes 
attacked Iraqi missile sites for the third 
consecutive day. 

In Washington, Defense Secretary Les Aspin 
said it was not certain the Iraqis opened fire 
Saturday night in the southern "no fly" zone, but 
he stressed the pilot thought he was shot at. 

U.S. military spokesmen stood by the report 
that American planes were fired on. and a second 
pilot on the aircraft carrier USS Kitty Hawk 
reported seeing gun flashes during the Saturday 
night incident. 

Aspin also reported that there was "some 
indication" Iraqi troops were preparing new sites 
for anti-aircraft missiles in southern Iraq, despite 
allied warnings to keep such weapons out of the 
air exclusion zone. 

"Ifs a little soon to make definitive 
judgments." he added. 

Appearing on CBS's "Face the Nation," 
Aspin said recent Iraqi action "was not proof 
that Saddam Hussein's government was trying to 
test the new U.S. administration, or that it had 
necessarily broken its own cease-fire. 

Iraq's information minister, Hamed Yousef 
Hummadi, called for "pragmatic, businesslike 
discussion" with the United States, and 
government-run newspapers invited President 
Clinton to settle disputes through dialogue.

COUNCIL GROVE (AP) — A 
Junction City man was stabbed to 
death early Saturday along a road 
in Morris County, authorities said. 

Morris County Attorney Robert 
Daub said Scotty R. Adam, 18, of 
Council Grove, was charged with 
second-degree murder Saturday in 
the death ot Scott Sanders, 19. 

Daub said the stabbing took 
place on Kansas Highway 57, about 
three miles north of Council Grove. 
He said the incident is being 
investigated by the Morris County 
Sheriff's Department and the 
Kansas Bureau of Investigation. 

► GOSPEL CREATOR 
DIES OF ALZHEIMER'S 

CHICAGO (AP) — Thomas A. 
Dorsey , who blended blues, ragtime 
and church songs into a creation he 
called gospel music, died Saturday 
of Alzheimer's disease. He was 93. 

Dorsey wrote such gospel 
classics as "Peace in the Valley" 
and "Take My Hand, Precious 
Lord." He also wrote more than 
2,000 blues songs, including the 
1928 hit, "It's Tight Like That." 

He contributed about 1 .000 
songs to the genre he created. 

Dorsey 's work reached a wider 
audience in 1983 through the 
documentary film, "Say Amen, 
Somebody," and in 1992 he was 
honored with the National Academy 
of Recording Arts & Sciences 
National Trustees Award, 



Thurgood Marshall dies at 84 



WASHINGTON - Retired Justice 
Thurgood Marshall, the most prominent 
civil rights attorney of his generation 
and the first black to serve on the U.S. 
Supreme Court, died Sunday of heart 
failure. He was 84. 

Marshall was a hearty, blunt-spoken, 
irascible figure — from the outset a 
liberal activist who looked out for 
disadvantaged Americans. In his later 
years on an increasingly conservative 
court, Marshall often spoke out in 
frustration and dissent. 

He had been in failing health for the 
past several years and left the court in 
1991. He died at 2 p.m. at Bethesda 
Naval Medical Center in suburban 
Maryland, according to Toni House, 



Supreme Court spokeswoman. 

President Clinton said he was 
"deeply saddened" by Marshall's death. 

"He was a giant in the quest for 
human rights and equal opportunity in 
the whole history of our country," 
Clinton said in a statement. "Every 
American should be grateful for the 
contributions he made as an advocate 
and as a justice of the United States 
Supreme Court." 

As a lawyer for the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People. Marshall argued and 
won the landmark Brown v. Board of 
Education desegregation case before the 
court in 1954. In all, Marshall argued 33 
cases before the court. He won 29. 

"His victories went beyond (hose 
pertaining to race," said A. Leon 



Higginbotham, chief judge emeritus of 
the U.S. Court of Appeals for the 3rd 
Circuit. "For if he had not won the 
Brown case, the door of equal 
opportunity would have been more 
tightly closed also to women, other 
minorities and the poor." 

Laurence Tribe, constitutional 
scholar and professor. Harvard Law 
School, called Marshall "the greatest 
lawyer in the 20th century." 

Marshall, the great-grandson of a 
slave, was born July 2, 1908. in 
Baltimore, the son of William and 
Norma Marshall. He grew up in 
comfortable but not affluent 
circumstances. His father was a head 
waiter in private clubs. His mother was

The people of Russia are experienc- 
ing life on the edge. The country no 
longer has an economic life force. 
People resort to a life of crime to sur- 
vive. The honest and hard working are 
punished. 

These are the views of both profes- 
sors and students who visited Russia 
during Christmas break. 

"For the average Russian, the econo- 
my has hit a brick wall. They are terri- 
fied about tomorrow," John Daly, pro- 
fessor of Soviet history, said. 

"Only the bureaucrats, ones with for- 
eign language skills or money saved on 
the side, as well as people with no moral 
scruples are making it." 

This was Daly's second visit to 
Russia in the past year. The conditions 
are much worse now than they were 
during his visit in July, he said. 

"Everywhere you look there are petty 
traders, prostitutes, street urchins and 
hustlers," Dave Kromm, professor of 
geography, said. 

The average Russians must sell their 
belongings to buy food. 

"You are constantly and unendingly 



accosted by everyone selling .things," he 
said. 

Shawn Woodford, graduate student 
in history, bought a military coat 
adorned with three World War Two 
medals. 

"These medals were literally paid for 
in blood. And now widows are selling 
military items to black marketeers for 
next to nothing. Then they are selling it 
to you," Woodford said. 

While in St. Petersburg. Woodford 
witnessed a rally in Palace Square. One 
placard suited in English "I want to fol- 
low in the footsteps of Hitler ," 

"As people get more disenchanted 
they are going to start turning to people 
who say they can put things straight," he 
said. 

The people want an ending to this 
and the blame may eventually be put on 
someone, he said. 

"The people are much more desper- 
ate than they were six months ago. 
There is definitely an undercurrent of 
menace," Daly said. 

Despite hard times, the values of the 
Russian people have not changed. 

"What hasn't changed is that Russian 
people are still the most warm and lov- 
ing people on this planet," Kmmm said. 

Julie Chartier, senior in history, 
recalled the time their Russian bus driv- 



er took her to a bar for a Pepsi. He 
couldn't speak English, and she couldn't 
speak Russian. 

"1 didn'i feel as alienated as I thought 
I would. It felt like we were communi- 
cating even though we couldn't talk to 
each other," she said. 

The group visited Zagorsk, just north 
of Moscow, as well as the Alexander 
Nevskti monastery at Lavra These are 
two of the most important religious cen- 
ters in Russia. 

"This was the second Christmas they 
had since the fall of Communism. It was 
a religious experience just to watch the 
Russians take their religion so serious- 
ly," Diane Arthur, junior in broadcast 
journalism and history, said. 

Education is also taken very serious- 
ly in Russia. 

Their literacy rate is 100 percent. 
However Russians will have to start 
paying for their education. Daly said he 
had not spoken to anyone who thinks 
better times are around the corner. 

"I'm just happy to realize the long 
dark nightmare forced upon it is over. 
They can begin to recover what was 
stolen by the biggest bunch of criminals 
in the 20th century," he said. 

Among the sites the group visited 
were the Kremlin, Red Square, a 
Russian opera, circus and ballet.

Haitians deserve hearings 



THE ISSUE 

Haitian refugees 
■re being sent 
back to their 
home without 
the benefit of an 
asylum hearing.

One week before BUI Clinton was to be 
inaugurated, he faced tough questions 
concerning an anticipated invasion. 

The troops numbered 250,000, sources said, 
and they were a determined lot, determined to 
launch a sweeping strike with an immense naval 
armada. 

Clinton's cautious predecessor hadsent off 
Coast Guard vessels with a mission to circle the 
island and halt the forces before they could get 
close to our pristine beaches. 

It's a surprising series of actions for a little 
island called Haiti. 

The prophecies have been alarming — 
AIDS will increase exponentially, jobs will be 
lost, and the United States will get a global 
reputation as some sort of sanctuary for anybody 
who cares to come over. Imagine that. 

During the Bush administration, the U.S. 
supported Haiti's military dictators, the regime 
that overthrew popular president, Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide. Rather than live under this oppressive 



government, many Haitians braved the 600-mile 
sea journey, often in rickety boats, in order to 
find a better life in America. Those who made it 
were immediately turned back. 

The Bush administration said the Haitians 
were economic rather than political refugees, and 
thus coutd not be granted asylum. Yet this 
decision is one that must be made through the 
asylum hearing process, an opportunity similar to 
the right to a fair trial. Unfortunately, the 
majority of Haitians never got a hearing. 

While campaigning for president, Bill 
Clinton said, "This policy must change." 
Then, after being elected, Clinton changed his 
mind and dashed the hopes of the Haitians with 
his decision to continue the last administration's 
policy. But President Clinton is wrong. 

The United States may not be unequivocally 
obligated to accept offer everyone a space within 
its borders, but it is obligated to give everyone a 
chance, and this means asylum hearings for the 
Haitians.

a schoolteacher, 

"My father," he once recalled, 
"never told me to become a lawyer. 
But he turned me into one by 
teaching me to argue, to prove 
every statement I made and by 
challenging my logic at every 
point." 

A penchant for playful 
misbehavior in grade school was 
responsible for introducing the 
young Marshall to the Constitution. 
He was forced to memorize a 
portion of the document each time 
he was disciplined. 



"Before I left that school, 1 knew 
the whole thing by heart." Marshall 
once said. 

He graduated from Lincoln 
University in Lincoln, Pa., where he 
originally intended to study 
dentistry. After he switched to law, 
his mother sold her engagement 
ring to help him through Howard 
University Law School in 
Washington, He graduated at the 
top of his class in 193?. 

Serving well after the liberal 
domination of the court had ended, 
Marshall's was often a voice of 
frustration. 



In a 5-4 decision in 1972 that 
struck down capital punishment 
laws then on the books. Marshal! 
was one of two justices who went 
all the way and declared that the 
death penalty was unconstitutional 
under any circumstances. 

The court reinstated capital 
punishment in 1976, and Marshall 
often spoke in opposition. In a 1984 
speech at the New York University 
law school, he said the death 
penalty was being imposed with 
"startling unfairness." 



"The most glaring of the 
inequities in the administration of 
the death penalty concerns the race 
of victims and defendants." be said. 
"A Negro who kills a white man 
runs a far greater risk of being 
executed than a white man who 
kills a Negro." 

He was again in the minority in 
1986 when the court voted 6-3 to 
permit Norfolk, Va., to end the 
crosstown busing of elementary 
school students to achieve racial 
segregation.

buildings, salary rates for staff and 
a balance required to be kept in the 
bank. 

"We look to break even," Bur- 
gess said. "We don't set up a profit 
margin. We simply hope our pre- 
dicted estimates will balance and 
maintain the reserves. Anything left 
over goes to facility enhancement. 

"Many times, parents don't 
understand why they have to pay so 
much when they're also paying 
taxes," he said. "The fact is, we 
receive no money besides that from 
students." 

Burgess said steps are being 
taken to listen to the students who 
live in residence halls. He said this 
is an attempt to retain current resi- 
dents and recruit more students. 

"We are really trying to find out 
what the students want," he said. 
"On the side, we are planning an in- 
service with the Consumer Rela- 
tions Board so our staff can help 
students decide whether or not resi- 
dence halls are for them. 

"If a student wants to move off 
campus, we want them to make an 



informed decision," Burgess said. 
"They have to realize that cost 
alone shouldn't be a factor, because 
prices are quite similar. We are 
very realistic in what advantages 
our system has to offer students and 
know we can provide convenience 
with such things as parking, prox- 
imity to campus and meals," 
Burgess said.

LINCOLN, Neb, — The Wildcat* 
posted their second Big Eight road 
victory of the season Saturday night 
with a 66*64 victory over the 
Nebraska Comhuskets. 

That's twice the number of 
conference wins away from the 
friendly confines of Bramlage 
Coliseum than K-State could muster 
all of last year, 

"It feels great," said Cat guard 
Vincent Jackson, who led all scorers 
with 1 7 points. 

"It really feels great to win on the 
road — any game on the road — in 
the Big Eight," 

The win for the Wildcats, their 
first at the Bob Devaney Sports 
Center since 1989, snapped 
Nebraska's 14 -game home winning 
streak and gave the Cats a 3-1 
conference record, 1 1 -3 overall. 

And it silenced the 14,481 fans in 
attendance — Nebraska's largest 
crowd of the season. 

But the win didn't come easily. 

The Wildcats strolled into the 
locker room at halftime with a 
comfortable 7-point lead. But, like 
the loss to Kansas less than a week 
earlier, the Cats let that lead slip 
away. 

The Huskert stormed back — 

t after trailing by 13 points with just 

nine minutes to play — to pull 

within a point with just more than a 

minute to play. 

But the Cats made five of six free 
throws in the last 71 seconds to keep 
the game out of reach. The Huskers 
were never able to reach K-State, 
and after the 17:19 mark of the fust 
half — when Nebraska led 3-2 — 
. the Wildcats never trailed. 

What was different between this 
game and the KU game that enabled 
K-State to hold on for the victory? 

"We talked about it in the locker 
room," center Deryl Cunningham 
said. "And we said, "This can't be 



like the Kansas game.' 

"We punched Kansas in the first 
half, they punched us in the second 
half, and we didn't punch back. 

"When Nebraska came at us hard, 
we tried to punch back. I'm not 
saying we gave a solid punch, but 
we gave an effort to punch back. It 
might have saved us the victory." 

Cunningham finished the game 
with 10 points, 6 of which came 
from the charity stripe. He missed 
just two of his free throws and 
helped the Cats to a 16 for 22 
performance from the line — a 72.2 
percentage and the second- best 
outing for K-State from the free- 
throw line. 

Junior guard Anthony Beane, 
who finished with 16 points, made 
three of four free throws in the final 
1:11 minutes to help secure the win. 

On the flipside, the Huskers made 
just eight of their 19 free throws. 

"That's not going to get it done," 
Husker coach Danny Nee said. 

And it didn't. 

Beane, who rested for just 17 
seconds at the close of the first half 
and never saw the bench again, 
dished out five assists and made a 
pair of steals. He turned the ball over 
just three times, despite facing a full- 
court press much of the evening. 

In his last three games, Beane is 
averaging IS points and six assists 
per outing. 

"Anthony Beane is a tough young 
nun," Wildcat coach Dana Altman 
said. "He rights and, very honestly, 
he's the difference in our program 
from last year to this year. 

"I wish I could take some of the 
credit, but none of it's mine. I'm not 
doing anything different, it's 
Anthony Beane" 

The Cats take a break from Big 
Eight play to take on a pair of non- 
conference opponents in Bramlage 
Coliseum. K-State plays Central 
Connecticut State Tuesday night and 
Temple Saturday afternoon. 
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"It really

Demon defense shuts down Nebraska in 66-64 victory

LINCOLN, Neb. — Call it 
premonition. 

Following K-State's 84-72 
preseason win over the Cuban 
National Team on Nov. 23, the 
coach of the Cubans, Miguel 
Calderon, had words of praise for 
the Wildcat defense. 

Calderon said, in broken 
English, that K-State' s defense was 
the toughest he had ever seen and 
could be one of the nation's best. 

Hardly words to live by from a 
coach whose team had just been 
saddled with its seventh loss in as 
many games of its U.S. tour, but he 
may have been on to something. 

K-State's demon defense held 
Nebraska to 64 points Saturday 
night, 20 points below their 
average. And the Huskers shot just 
36.3 percent from the field, their 
worst output since 1986. 

"You have to give K-State a lot 
of credit," Nebraska coach Oanny 
Nee said. "You have to give them 
credit for a quality defense. We 
played the best we could under the 



circumstances. 

"K-State beat Nebraska fair and 
square. They just played better." 

Nee isn't alone in his thinking. 
He joined the ranks of fellow Big 
Eight coaches Roy Williams of 
Kansas, Eddie Sutton of Oklahoma 
State and Joe Harrington of 
Colorado to praise the Cat defense. 

The Husker win was just the 
latest for K-State sparked by the D. 

"We got the lead with our de- 
fense," said center Deryl Cunning- 
ham, whose seven boards were 
second on the team. 

"Whatever else goes on, we have 
to believe in our defense. That's 
what's carrying us," 

And that defense has carried the 
Cats through what continues to be a 
struggling offense. 

"We're not really worried about 
the offense." guard Askia Jones 
said. "That will come. We just have 
to keep the defense going for 40 
minutes a game." 

The Huskers became the seventh 
Wildcat opponent to shoot less than 
50 percent. The Wildcats are hold- 
ing the opposition to an average of 



43-percent shooting from the floor. 

K-State is forcing 19 turnovers 
per game, and the Cats have forced 
20 or more turnovers six times. 

But the Wildcats, who were 
outrebounded Saturday for only the 
second time this season, gave up 
some key offensive boards to the 
Huskers, a defensive lapse that has 
Coach Dana Altman worried. 

Nebraska pulled six offensive 
rebounds in the last three minutes, 
when K-State could have put the 
game away. That directly led to 
seven Husker points. 

"That got us in trouble," Altman 
said. "That's what their comeback 
was based on — offensive rebounds 
and second shots." 

For the game, Nebraska recorded 
23 offensive rebounds. That, 
coupled with their poor shooting 
percentage, led to 71 field-goal 
attempts for Nebraska. K-State took 
only 47 shots. 

But the Cornhuskers made just 
26 of those shots — primarily. Nee 
said, because of a furious defense. 

"They handled every bit of the 
game."

The Wildcat track team 
started the new season with a 
bang. 

K State captured eight 
events, four each for the men's 
and women's teams this 
weekend during the Wildcat 
Invitational at Ahearn Field 
House. 

Coach Cliff Rovelto said he 
was pleased with the team's 
effort. 

'There were a lot of good 
performances," Rovelto said of 
the squad's first meet. "We're 
looking at their performance as 
something to build on. Some 
events had good competition. 
We're happy with those that 
finished one or two." 

One of the events that K- 
State dominated was the men's 
high jump. 

Percel Gaskins and Itai 
Margalit qualified for the 
NCAA indoors as they jumped 
7 feet, 2 1/4 inches. Gaskins. 
who set a meet record, beat 
Margalit because he had fewer 
misses than Margalit. 

"It's great to jump this 
early in the season," Rovelto 
said. "Itai had more time to 
prepare because Percel played 
football. But Percel is a quick 
learner. It's phenomenal what 
he did. 

"Just as impressive was Ed 
Broxterman," he said. 

Broxterman, who competed 
in his first indoor meet as a 
freshman, cleared 7- 1/4 to take 
third place. 

"He responded well for his 
first meet," Rovelto said, "For 
a freshman to jump that well is 
excellent," 

Dante McGrew set a meet 
record in the triple jump as he 
leaped 50-11 1/2. 

Rovelto said that had 
McGrew not fouled on a 
different jump, he would have 
cleared 52 feet, 

Chris Pryor sprinted to a 
first-place finish in the 400 
meters at 49.85 seconds, while 
Randy Helling and Francis O' 
Ncill went one and two in the

800 meters with times of 
1:52.95 and 1:53.28, 
respectively. 

Jason Meredith came in 
second place in the pentathlon.

Meredith 
collected 3,668 points, 442 
points behind Fritz's 4,1 10 
points, which is the Ahearn 
record. 

Gwen Wentland highlighted 
the women's team as she set an 



Ahearn record in the pentathlon 
with 3.392 points and an 
invitational record in the high 
jump with 6-1/2 

"That's a hell of a score," 
Rovelto ^iid. "She had personal 
records in the hurdles, the shot 
put, the high jump and a huge 
personal record in the long 
jump." 

But Wentland said she's not 
done yet. 

"I say I'm really pleased 



with my effort, but 1 got a long 
way to go to win the Big Eight 
indoors," she said, "I can't stop 
here and be pleased. If I stay 
healthy and injury -free, I'll be 
all right" 

The women distance runners 
took two of the three distance 
races. Irma Bentacourt captured 
the 800 meters in 2:14.9, two 
seconds ahead of teammate 
Paulettc Staats. Jennifer Hillier 
came across the finish line in 



flsc minutes to take first place 
in the mile. 

RjIuiu Mateen won the long 
jump at 19-6 3/4, a foot better 
than the second-place finish, 
.md took third place in the high 
jump at 5-4 1/2. 

The women won their 1600- 
meter relay at 3:52.07, while 
the men came in second place at 
3:21.17, only .21 seconds 
behind Southwest Missouri 
State.

Iraq denies trying to test new administration

In an interview with CNN. 
Hummadi said the recent U.S. 
attacks were "minor ones, and we 
are committed to the cease-fire." 
But if attacks continue, the two 
sides could be in for a difficult 
time, he said. 

In other developments; 

■ U.N. experts resumed 
destruction of mustard and nerve 
gas at the Muthanna complex north 
of Baghdad, said the team's leader, 
Paul Brough, an American, The 
team, which had been kept out of 



Iraq for several weeks, is acting 
under a Gulf War cease-fire 
provision requiring Iraq to 
dismantle weapons of mass 
destruction. 

■ Iraqi officials claimed a U.S. 
cruise missile that struck outside the 
Al-Rashid Hotel on Jan. 17, killing 
two people, was a deliberate attack. 
Pentagon officials say the missile 
was one of 45 aimed at a suburban 
factory involved in nuclear 
weapons work and was knocked off 
course by anti-aircraft fire. 

■ Hundreds of Jordanians, 



including politicians, union leaders 
and human rights activists, marched 
through the streets of Amman 
cheering Saddam and chanting anti- 
American slogans. Many Arabs are 
criticizing the West for being 
harsher on Iraqis than others who 
ignore U.N. resolutions, such as 
Israelis and Serbs fighting the 
Muslim-led government of Bosnia - 
Herzegovina. 

The northern no-fly zone, north 
of the 36th parallel, was imposed by 
the U.S.-led allies in April 1991 to 
protect Kurdish rebels from Iraqi 



attacks. The southern zone, south of 
the 32nd parallel, was declared last 
August to protect rebellious Shiite 
Muslims. 

Iraq rejects the zones as an 
infringement on its sovereignty and 
says they are an effort by the West 
to partition Iraq. 

Clinton has pledged to continue 
the policy begun by President Bush 
to respond strongly to Iraqi threats 
to allied planes in the air exclusion 
zones.

"Many talented instructors, 
including university faculty, 
researchers, farm producers, com- 
mercial owners and operators, as 
well as education experts, con- 
tribute to the course," Tally said. 

Teachers learn through hands-on 
activities how to integrate agricul- 
ture into subjects such as math, sci- 
ence, language arts and social stud- 
ies. Tally said. 

To be admitted into the course, 
teachers must fill out an application 
and be accepted. 

Those who are accepted receive 
full-tuition scholarships sponsored 
by agriculture and education orga- 
nizations and other interested indi- 
viduals, Tally said. 



To receive credit for the course, 
teachers must create a teaching unit 
about some facet of agriculture. 
Tally said she instructs them to cre- 
ate something they will use in their 
own classroom. 

In the past. Tally said, some of 
the unit topics have ranged from 
pigs and cattle to tractors and 
Christmas trees. 

She also said the course has 
been a big hit with teachers who 
have taken it in the past. 

"They find it full of ideas and 
materials they can take back and 
use in the classroom," Tally said. 
"Several teachers have commented 
that they couldn't wait to get back 
to school to use what they'd 
learned."

The first time Susana 
Labrador, junior in industrial 
psychology, visited the United 
Stales, she assumed she 
wouldn't be back again, 

Labrador, who is also a 
member of the women's tennis 
team and originally from 
Matadpera, Spain, received her 
first glimpse of the United 
States when she attended the 
John Newcombe Tennis Ranch 
in New Braunfels, Texas, for 
six months in 1989. 

Coaches from several 
colleges offered Labrador 
scholarships to begin school in 
the fall, but she declined. 

Labrador just wanted to play 
tennis. 

"I didn't want to worry 
about studies," she said. 



Instead, she continued to 
travel throughout Europe, 
competing in team tournaments 
with the Spanish National Team 
and on an individual basis. 

Part of Labrador's success in 
the sport can be attributed to 
her early start in the world of 
tennis. She began playing at the 
age of nine. 

"At the time, everyone in my 
family played tennis," she said. 

Two years later, she became 
one of the youngest competitors 
to enter the Catalam Federation, 
a regional tennis federation 
comprised of members from 
northeast Spain. 

Labrador was chosen to join 
the SNT at age 13 and 
continued to play with them for 
seven years. 

After returning from the 
United States in 1989 and 



touring Europe for several 
months, Labrador said she 
decided she wanted to pursue 
an education as well as the 
sport she loved. 

This was impossible in 
Spain. 

"You cannot play tennis 
because of the system back 
home," Labrador said. 
'Universities don't have 
sports." 

She came to K-Slate in Fall 
1992 after attending two junior 
colleges in Texas and Brigham 
Young University in Utah. 

She chose K-State for a 
number of reasons, Labrador 
said. 

"The people are really nice 
and open." 

She said she enjoys 
Manhattan's small size, and it's 
low crime rate. 



Labrador said she also 
appreciates the architecture. 

"The buildings on campus 
are beautiful." 

She senses distinct 
differences in family ties 
between Spain and the United 
Stales, she said. 

"In Spain there is a lot of 
unity in your family." 

It is more common for 
mothers to stay home with their 
families in Spain rather than to 
hold jobs, she said, which is 
more prevalent in the United 
States. Also it is customary in 
Spain for families to eat 
together every meal. Labrador 
said. 

Despite the differences, 
Labrador plans lo stay in the 
United States and play tennis 
until she finishes her industrial 
psychology degree. 



She said she has always has 
been interesled in psychology, 
and it will be useful when she 
returns home. 

"When you finish in the 
United States, you can use your 
industrial psychology degree in 
Spain." 

Labrador doesn't include 
profession al tennis in her future 
plans. To get ready for the 
professional arena, she would 
have lo practice at least eight 
hours a day. 

"I just don't have the time," 
Labrador said. 

She plans to pursue her 
career and would like to coach 
if the opportunity arises. 

"It's a skill I've been using 
my whole life," Labrador said. 
"I love the game, and 1 love 
being outside." 



Coltegiun 

A K-State student charged with rape and 
sodomy in September 1992 is asking that the 
University's Policy Prohibiting Sexual Violence 
be found unconstitutional and unenforceable. 

Mark Mazour. junior in architectural 
engineering, alleges in an amended petition for 
judicial review that his constitutional rights, 
including the right of due process, were violated. 
The petition was tiled Jan. 15 in Riley County 
District Court. 

The civil action riled by Mazour names the K- 
State University Office of the President, the 
office of the Dean of Student Life and the panel 
acting under the Sexual Violence policy as 
respondents. 

Mazour was arrested September 10, 1992, on 
charges of rape and sodomy after an incident at 
the basketball ticket campoul. 

However, the Riley County Prosecutor's 
office refused to take the case to trial because of 
what Riley County Attorney Bill Kennedy called 
contradictory evidence and the fact that both 
parties had been drinking. 

Kennedy said if additional evidence came 
forth, the case could be prosecuted under the 
Kansas Statute of Limitations for up to two 
years. 

After Kennedy declined to prosecute, a four- 
member University committee convened to 
decide whether or not Mazour was guilty of 
violating the University's sexual violence policy. 

The panel is the University's response to the 
July 1992 Higher Education Act passed by 
Congress, which requires universities to have a 
policy and procedures in plnce to address 
complaints of sexual violence. 

Based on evidence heard during those 
meetings, the committee decided Mazour was 
guilty of violating University policy and imposed 
sanctions upon him. 

In a letter dated November 30, 1992, Pat 
Bosco, dean of Student Life, outlined how the 
committee made its decision and outlined the 
sanctions that Mazour would have to meet to 
remain a student at the University. 

Those include performing 100 hours of 
community service during the Spring 1993 
semester, making restitution to the alleged victim 
for any monetary debts incurred in the context of 
the campout incident, and having no contact with 
her or her roommate. Mazour was also required 
to enroll in a women's studies class and to read 
three books to be named by Bosco about rape or 
sexual assault, meeting wilh him 10 times to 
discuss those books. 

Bosco was out of town Monday and could not 
be reached for comment. 

Mazour appealed that decision to University 
President Jon Wefald. In a letter dated December 
1 1, 1992, Wefald denied the appeal and upheld 
the committee's sanctions. 

Mazour refused comment on the case but 
claims in his petition that Susan Scott, assistant 
dean of Student Life and chair of the panel, was

K-State student stabbed to death during weekend 



Freshman attacked on highway; 

suspect arrested for homicide 
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The death of a K-State student 
has sent a wave of shock through 
the lives of his friends and family. 

Scott O. Sanders, 19, freshman 
in mechanical 
engineering, 
was stabbed 
to death early 
Saturday 
morning on 
his way back 
from visiting 
friends in 
Emporia. 

Sanders 
and two 
friends were 
traveling north on Highway 57 out 
of Council Grove when their car 
was stopped and an altercation 
occurred. The other passengers 
were unavailable for comment. 

Roger Rinehart, Junction City, 
was Sanders' roommate during 
their first semester at K-State in 
the fall of 1992,

Rinehart said he was able to get 
a sketchy account of Saturday 
morning's events, which are not 
part of official records of the 
investigation. 

He said Sanders and his 
companions had stopped at a 
convenience store in Council 
Grove when one of the men with 
Sanders exchanged vocal 
comments with other customers 
outside the store, Sanders was said 
to be defending his friend and 
trying to stop the exchange. 

The clerk was alerted to the 
exchange, Rinehart said, and 
threatened to call the authorities. 
The group broke it up, and Sanders 
and his friends left the store to 
continue on their way. 

Once on the highway, a car or 
car* blocked the way of Sanders 
and his friends. Trie three left the 
vehicle, and a fistfight ensued, 
Rinehart said. 

During this fight, Sanders was 
allegedly slabbed by the suspect, 
Scotty R. Adam. 18, of Council 



Grove. 

"He died in his 
best friend's arms," 
Rinehart said. 

"He was a really 
special guy to 
everybody," Holly 
McConkey. freshman 
in public relations, 
said. '"He was 
probably the sweetest 
guy I've ever met in 
my life." 

McConkey said 
the tragedy has 
changed the way she 
and her friends think. 

"This could have 
happened to 

anybody," she said. 
"Even in a small 
town things like this 
can happen, and it 
has really scared 
everybody." 

McConkey graduated from 
Junction City High School with 
Sanders. 

"He had only been here one 
semester and hadn't made his mark 
yet," she said, "People need lo 
realize how special he was to 
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everyone who knew him." 

This could have been anyone. 
McConkey repeated, 

"Unfortunately, it was him," 
she said. 

McConkey had also heard 
accounts of the events of Saturday 



morning. 

"I think his friend knew he 
wasn't going to make it," she said. 
"He said, 'My friend is dying, give 
me a Bible.'" 

Sanders' father said Scott was 
especially interested in cars. 

"I think that's why he enrolled 
in mechanical engineering," Ernie 
Sanders said. 

"Cars were his passion. He had 
hoped to get on with an 
automotive manufacturer and 
design a new type of car," 

Rinehart said Sanders was 
popular with his classmates. 

"He had lots of friends," he 
said. "He was always trying to 
keep us out of trouble, 

"Scott was a car nut. He liked to 
rebuild engines. I think he was 
planning to get a '57 Chevy and 
race it in Topeka this summer. 
That was his dream," 

Sanders was a lifetime Junction 
City resident and graduated from 
Junction City High School in May 
1992. He helped establish the 
Vocational Industrial Club of 
America at JCHS and was 
president of the club his senior 
year. 



Besides his father, Scott is 
survived by his mother, Louann 
Sanders, also of the home. 

Funeral services will be at 10 
a.m. today at St. Xaviers Catholic 
Church, 2)8 N. Washington St., 
Junction City. Memorial funds 
have been established through the 
Mass-Hinitt-Atexander Funeral 
Home, 6)8 N. Jefferson St., also in 
Junction City. 

Robert Daub, Morris County 
attorney, was unable to comment 
on the accounts of the incident, 
which is still under investigation. 

He said the charge had been 
increased to one count of first 
degree murder, from second 
degree murder, after new 
information was found Monday. 

Daub said Adam had been 
released on $50,000 bond, Adam's 
first court appearance is set for 10 
a.m., Feb. I., in Morris County 
District Court.

Leaving one of the world's most 
popular bands and releasing an 
album with a totally new one is a 
difficult task. So is trying to 
combine rock, blues, reggae, 
country, gospel and punk onto one 
album. Izzy Stradlin has done both. 

The former guitarist for Guns "N

Roses has set out to make his first 
solo album with his new band the 
JuJu Hounds, and the result is an 
experiment of various types of 
music on this self-titled release. 

Tracks like "Somebody 
knockin'" and "Shuffle it all" are 
blues-rock combinations which 
show just one side of Stradlins' 
interests. These particular songs are 
two of the best on the album. 

Other quality tunes on the 
release include "Time gone by," 



which is one of two acoustic songs 
on the album and "How will it go." 
The interesting thing about these 
two songs in particular is the varied 
assortment of percussion instru- 
ments used. This gives the songs a 
very down home, blue grass sound. 

The two most interesting tracks 
on the release are "Pressure drop" 
and "Come on now inside." 
"Pressure drop" is an extreme 
stretch for Stradlin. He combines a 
harsh punk guitar sound that later 
transfers into a reggae beat. 

"Come on now inside," a rather 
slow song, incorporates a choir on 
backup, which gives a gospel 
appeal to the track. Even though it 
is an interesting sound for the JuJu 
Hounds, the tune is slow and very 
repetitive.

instruments. It begins with a Latin 
beat, transitions into an African 
tribal rhythm, then ends with a 
Native American dance beat. This 
gives another side to Stradlin's 
diverse area of musical interest and 
is a interesting addition to the 
album. 

The area that is most lacking on 
the album is the normal Guns 'N 
Roses tune. The rock style tunes on 
the album, which should be 
Stradlin's main area of experience, 
are nowhere to be found. 

Efforts on "Cuttin' the rug,"

Benjamin Franklin said there

To some Desert Storm veterans, 
the war in the Persian Gulf was a 
good deal better than most. 

In the midst of reneweiAllied 
bombings of Iraq. K-State Desert 
Storm veterans who were deployed 
from Fort Riley are left to re- 
evaluate the accomplishments of 
the Gulf War and the need for 
future military intervention. 

"I think we're doing the right 
thing in bombing Iraq to get them 
to comply with the United Nation's 
mandates," Former Infantryman 
Mike Pearce. freshman in animal 
science and industry, said. 

"We have to ensure the UN 
inspectors' freedom, as well as the 
safety of Allied pilots patrolling 
the no-fly zones." 

Pearce said there comes a point 
when bombing alone doesn't 
always get the point across. It 
starts out as a nuisance, and then it 
is later tolerated. 






"If the situation worsens, I think 
we should reserve the right to 
petition the UN to ease cease fire 
restrictions to allow us to finish 
what we started," Pearce said. 

He said he believes the heart of 
the problem lies within the Iraqi 
leadership, a belief shared by other 
K-State Gulf War veterans. 

"I fully supported taking 
Saddam out in the first place," 
former Infantryman Dan Hellman, 
sophomore in accounting, said. 
"We accomplished the mission in 
the Gulf War thai we were sent to 
do, but it seems that suffering of 
the Iraqi people continues." 

He said if the Allied forces 
would have tried to overthrow 
Saddam Hussein, he would have 
been worried about the Arab 
response to the Western 
aggression. 

"Western intervention has been 
a fear of the Arab nations since the 
times of the crusades," former Fire 
Support Officer Allen West, 
graduate student in political 
science, said. 

"We had to stay within the UN 



guidelines and not use the UN to 
promote our own self interests." 

He said the Gulf War was not 
necessarily a war from which a 
harmonious "new world order," or 
even a peaceful Middle East, 
automatically sprung. 

"We assumed that we would be 
back in Iraq eventually," West 
said. 

"You always have to keep the; 
diplomatic lines of com- 
munications open when dealing 
with countries like Iraq, but once 
those lines are shut down, there is 
no recourse other than the military 
option." 

West said the political objective 
of the Gulf War was met — Iraqi 
forces were forced to withdraw 
from Kuwait, However, the 
military objective was not. 
achieved. 

"From a military standpoint, 
you have not defeated a force 
unless there is a change in the 
command structure," West said. 

"The UN is teaming a valuable 
lesson," he said. "You can't always 
pacify a fanatical leader."

Pro-choice platform built 
on a shaky foundation

The legal barriers the pro-life 
movement will face in the near 
future will be almost 
insurmountable. President Clinton's 
recent lifting of several abortion 
restrictions is only the first of many 
legal setbacks the pro-life movement 
will likely face during the next four 
years. Also, the passage of a version 
of the "The Freedom of Choice Act,' 
essentially ensuring a woman's right 
to an abortion, is a very real possibility 
during Clinton's term. 

The debate is by no means over, but 
it's time for a new approach to the 
issue, including a move away from 
unsubstantiated slogans to an effort to 
provide adequate grounds for either 
belief. The question most worthy of 
debate is whether or not abortion is 
murder. The argument is simple. 
Murder is illegal and if abortion is 
murder, then abortion should be 
illegal. 

The pro-choice movement bases 
their argument that abortion is not 
murder on three premises. First, they 
claim that life is a process. There is no 
single "event" when a fetus becomes a 
person, instead, a fetus gradually 
becomes a person. However, this 
logic is useful for creating an elastic 
line of personhood vs. nonpersonhood 
that can be stretched to fit the arbitrary 
whims of pro-choicers. 

Second, pro-choicers describe the 
unborn as "potential persons" that 
must develop certain qualities before 
they can be called "actual persons." 
The two baseline qualities of actual 
persons according to Joseph Fletcher, 
pro-choice ethicist, include a 
"minimum level of intelligence" and 
"individual or separate existence." 
Fletcher has decided that anyone 
below an 1Q of 20 would not qualify 
as a person and anyone below an IQ of 



40 would be a questionable person. So 
are people who don't possess a 
"minimum level of intelligence" due 
to severe mental retardation, senility or 
a coma, nonpersons? Also, at what 
specific point does a fetus attain a 
"minimum level of intelligence"? 

The "individual or separate 
existence" clause excludes the unborn 
from personhood because they are not 
existing separately from their mothers. 
Babies born two months premature 
often go on to live healthy lives, but if 
that same seven -mo nth -old baby were 
still in the womb it would be classified 
as a nonperson. It's unreasonable to 
believe that a fetus magically becomes 
a person once its umbilical cord is cut. 
It's like believing an apple on a tree is 
a nonapple, but once it's picked it 
suddenly becomes an apple. All living 
things are actual. The fetus is an actual 
person with potential. 

Finally, pro-choicers claim that 
although a fetus is alive in biological 
terms, it's not a person but a "mass of 
tissue." Yet a wealth of biological and 
psychological evidence demonstrates 
'hat our mental and physical states 
closely interact and effect one another. 
You can't describe human life in 
strictly biological terms. If you had 
relatives who were menially-retarded 
and senile, or who failed to meet the 
pro-choice criteria for personhood, 
would you introduce them as your 
relatives, fellow human beings, or 
your relatives, "masses of tissue." 
Also, pro-choicers don't cite a specific 
time as to when their alleged "mass of 
tissue" becomes a person. 

The pro-choice argument 
claiming that abortion isn't 
murder can only be taken as, at 
best, a vague uncertainty. When 
deciding whether to take a life or spare 
a life, uncertainty is unacceptable. 



The pro-life movement, on the 
other hand, offers a clear and 
consistent argument as to why 
abortion is murder. "Life has a very, 
very long history, but each individual 
has a very neat beginning, the moment 
of its conception," Jarome Lejeune. 
professor of fundamental genetics in 
Paris said. Conception does last 
several minutes, but at one point what 
did not exist, now exists. There's no 
room for guessing, as with the pro- 
choice position. A human being starts 
its lifelong process of development at 
its moment of conception. 

The issue isn't that simple, pro- 
choicers claim. For example, abortion 
should remain legal because children 
will be born into poverty and such a 
condition may drive them to a life of 
crime. Is poverty worse than death? 
Unwanted children may be born into 
abusive environments and become 
murderers. Yet the same children 
might overcome adversity and become 
great leaders who lead innovative 
community service projects, run for 
public office and save lives. These 
children deserve a chance. You can't 
be certain what children will become. 
So, why not give them the benefit of 
the doubt? The abortion issue is not 
that complex, pro-choice 
rationalization is complex. Murder is 
the most important question in the 
debate and must not be evaded. 

But don't we live in a pluralistic 
society where one group, 
whether the pro-life movement 
or conservative Christians, shouldn't 
be allowed to impose its values on 
society? We also live in a society 
where the rights of those without a 
voice must be protected. This is why 
I'm pro-choice. I'm for the right of 
the unborn child to choose to live or 
die.

Columnist tends to 
oversimplify problem

In his recent editorial, 
"Racism fought on wrong 
plane," John Hart attempts to do 
exactly what he purports to be a 
failure regarding race relations 
in our culture: 

oversimplification. 

When he dismisses the 
"Tomahawk issue," Hart strikes 
at the very problem of diversity, 
mainly that the dominant white 
culture has got to get used to not 
making decisions for other 
cultural groups in issues that are 
based outside the white 
European tradition. There is a 
reason that there is a greater 
number of AIDS persons among 
blacks and Hispanics. You can't 
ignore the economic and 
political reasons. To leave it at 
what Hart calls a "behavioral 
issue" ignores the fact that 
behavior can be the result of 
many factors outside the 
personal. Once again Hart 
frames the issue in his own 
beliefs rather than exploring the 
complex of reasons that 
influence an individual and 
creute problems in society. 

Hart is right to stale that just 
learning about another culture, 
or laws against racism, will not 
change the heart or soul of a 
person. He is wrong, however, to 
simplify the problem again by 
saying "Love one another." 
There is a reason that people 
don't love one another, and 
much of it is based on ignorance 
of the realities of the other 
person. 

To solve a problem as 
complex as racism, there is no 
one shot solution, whether it is 
legal, political, educational or 
moral. Only a complex solution 
will solve a complex problem. 

Until we realize that 
individuals make up every 
group, we will keep proposing 
these simple solutions based on 
false assumptions that all 
individuals in a large group think 
alike on all issues and at all 
times. Perhaps a beginning for 
Mr. Hart might be to at least 
include in his research 
knowledge that morality and 
love are not concepts on which 
the Judeo-Christian tradition has 
a monopoly. 

Education and knowledge of 
diversity cannot assure 
tolerance, understanding or 
respect. Without them, however, 
there is not much chance of 
changing bigotry and hate. Why 
don't we start with a reality 
check?

If Parking Services did 
not want to take a cut in 
revenue, they could clear a few 
stalls so residents could move 
their vehicles over, and then 
they could clear a few more.

Johnson, who 

coordinates men's 

basketball season 

ticket campaigns, 

said the 2,670 

student season 

tickets sold is up 

523 from a year ago. 

"We got them to 

buy the tickets," 

Johnson said. "Now 
we need them to 
come to the games." 
According to a 
poll conducted by 
the Collegian, bring- 
ing the fans into the 
games is out of the 
marketing depart- 
ment's hands. 

Aside from the 
personal reasons that keep fans 
away, the main reason for the poor 
turnout is K-State's non- 
conference schedule. With games 
against the likes of Coppin State. 



Sam Houston State and Central 
Connecticut State, many people 
said it wouldn't be worth the 
money. 

"If we had a belter schedule, 
I'd go watch them play," said 
Jeremy Lippold, sophomore in 
electrical engineering, "It's not 
just that we're winning — 1 want 
to see other good teams, too.

years — also because of the non- 
conference schedule. 

"That was the overriding 



Bramlage up. But, if the overall 
average for the season doesn't 
reach 7,300 fans, the basketball 
team will not meet expected 
financial figures. K-State's chief 



financial officer Jack Key said. 

"We would probably have to 
cut our budgets later on in the 
year," he said. "And it wouldn't 
be just the basketball program. 
There would be cuts across the 
board." 

But Key said he doesn't expect 
that to be a problem. 

"I don't think that's going to 
happen. In fact, my guess is that 
we'll be closer to 8,000 than 7,000 
when the season's over." 

Overall, 6,700 season tickets 
were sold for the 1992- 
93 campaign — 32 less 
than the average. 

The decline in 
attendance, Key said, 
is not the fault of the 
students. 

"It's really been on 
the alum side," he said. 
"The students here 
have been great. 

"But the walk-up 
attendance is less than 
what was anticipated." 
Attendance at the 
games affects more 
than the athletic 
budget. It affects the 
players and the game. 

"I love the crowd," 
Wildcat guard Brian 
Henson said. "That's 
part of the home-field 
advantage. If you have 
2,000 fans, that's not 
an advantage." 

Reserved tickets for 
tonight's game will be at a 
reduced rate of $7 to help lure 
fans into another non-conference 
game — the Central Connecticut 
Stale Blue Devils.

biased. The policy against sexual 
violence states no member will 
have any knowledge of Ihe case. He 
alleges that Scott is charged with 
the duty of counseling and seeing 
to the needs of the alleged rape 
victim. 

Scon, citing confidentiality, 
refused comment about the petition. 

Mazour also claims he was not 
fully informed as to the panel's 
procedure, his rights thereunder, 
the specific allegations against him 
or how sanctions were to be 
determined. 

Mazour said that he was denied 
access to evidence and that neither 
he nor his attorney were allowed to 
cross-examine or confront 
witnesses. 

Scott refused direct comment on 
the case but said the University's 
policy does not provide for cross 
examination of witnesses. In 
response to questions about the 
legality of not allowing cross 
examination. Scott said (hat two 
lawyers were present when the 
policy was drafted. 

Mazour asks that if the court 
cannot find the policy 
unconstitutional and unenforceable 
and set aside the panels actions, 
that they modify the panel's 



actions, including the sanctions 
imposed. 

Greg Kieffer, Mazour' s 
attorney, also refused to comment 
on the action. He did say in a phone 
interview that he was tired of 
seeing and hearing stories in the 
media. 

"Every time a story appears, my 
client gets harassing letters and 
phone calls," he said before 
hanging up. 

Mazour is currently enrolled at 
the University but is not enrolled in 
the women's studies class as the 
sanctions required. 

Scott said University attorneys 
Jennifer Kassebaum and Richard 
Seaton will be handling the case. 
Kassebaum said the University has 
no plans to meet Mazour's 
demands without orders from the 
court. 

"The University utilized its 
procedures that we have for sexual 
violence, and we're prepared to 
stand behind those procedures we 
have," she said. "We'll leave it to 
the courts to decide the efficiency 
of those procedures." 

Kassebaum said a judge will 
look at the record of the panel's 
actions before making a decision on 
Mazour's petition. No immediate 
action is planned, she said.

Future plans for Calvin include 
an elevator for better disabled 
access and additional stairways for 
fire safety. 

"Calvin has dead end halls, and 
the fire marshal doesn't like that too 
much," Stover said. 

Finally, the attic in Calvin will 
be cleaned out and utilized, he said. 

"The business department has 
been wanting to get in there and use 
that space for quite a while now," 
Slover said. 

Although construction is loud, 
there have been no formal 
complaints filed. 

"I haven't received any 
complaints. Most people here are 
pleased that a change is coming 
about," Kay Stewart, assistant dean 
of business, said. 



Projects like this keep the 
maintenance department busy. 

"Our role is three-fold. We do 

construction, maintenance, and we 

' also are in charge of contracting out 

certain jobs on campus," Slover 

said, 

Working the jobs around the 
campus and the students can 
sometimes be difficult, he said. 

"We try to do the noisy, 
demolition work during the breaks 
and rebuild during classes. I know 
it's inconvenient, but it's the only 
way," he said. 

Even though students are in 
close proximity to the projects, 
there is usually no danger to 
students or faculty. 

"We take many safety 
precautions," Slover said. "Our 
biggest fear is that students get on a 
site. If they don't stay out then there 
is a danger."

Eight candidates arc competing for three 
seats on the Manhattan City Commission. 

The terms of Mayor Richard Seidler, 
Edith Stunkel and Eugene Klingler expire 
in April. Stunkel and Klingler are seeking 
re-election, while Seidler decided not to 
run again. 

As of the filing deadline at noon 
Tuesday, along with Klingler and Stunkel, 
Bob Rogers, Stanley Crowdcr, Sydney 
Carlin, Paul Palenske, Thomas Whalen and 
Steve Hall had filed as candidates. 

Because more than seven people filed, 
there will be a primary election March 2. 

Stunkel' s reasons for refiling are simple. 

"I feel I can continue to serve the 
various publics who like my style of being 
a commissioner and my work on the 
commission," she said. 

Klinger's decision to seek re-election is 
equally simple. 

"I've enjoyed the time I've served on 
the commission," he said. "I still think I 
can represent all segments of the 
community." 

Stunkel said she thinks making the 
commission more open to the public is an 
important issue. 

"I have faced the issue of trying to make 
the process of commission decision-making 
more accessible to the people," Stunkel 
said. "For me, the over-arching issue is 
how the commission and the city staff can 
serve its citizens." 

That concern is shared by other 
candidates as well. 

"1 want the taxpayers to feel that they 
can come to city hall and ask questions and 
feel the city government is responsive to 
their needs," Hall said. 

The local economy and tax base is also a 
major concern of candidates. 

Palenske said he thinks Manhattan will 
experience an unprecedented recession if 
links among the University, Fort Riley, 
Unified School District 383 and the city are 
not nurtured. 

Whalen said that while the 
interrelationship among K-State, Fort Riley 
and the city is crucial, a stable tax base 
needs to be built. 

"We've always relied on K-State and 
Fort Riley for our economic backbone, but 
Fort Riley isn't as stable as it used to be," 
Whalen said. 

K linger said taxation is a priority for 
him as well.

allowed to work during school year; allowances 
needed, some say.

Allowances for K-State athletes on full 
scholarship are illegal, yet some athletes 
say allowances should be given. 

Lance Walker, senior in exercise 
science, is a wide receiver on full 
scholarship for the football team. He said 
athletes should definitely receive an 
allowance beyond what is covered in a 
scholarship. 

"1 sat down and figured it up once," 
Walker said. "If you figure the hours you 
put in with football related activities, we 
don't even make minimum wage 

"For the amount of time spent, the 
compensation is inadequate, but we are 



getting an education, so 1 guess it evens 
out," Walker said. 

Bob Krause. vice president for 
institutional advancement, said there are 
no allowances given to an athlete beyond 
what is covered in the scholarship. 

"If so, they are in violation," Krause 
said. 

Full scholarships cover the cost of 
attendance, which includes room, board, 
books, tuition, fees and transportation. 
Krause said. 

Athletes on full scholarship are not 
permitted to wot* during the school year 
to help offset costs, Krause said, and it 
would be difficult for them to find time to 
do so. 

"It's a legitimate concern that we ask ,i 



lot of our athletes," Krause said. "A case 
can be made that it is hard for an athlete to 
get by." 

Stephanie Liester, junior in 
psychology, is a member of the volleyball 
team and said an allowance would be very 
helpful. 

"Nobody understands the amount of 
time it takes to play a sport," Liester said. 
"An extra allowance would be great, but 
I'm fortunate for what 1 get." 

For walk-on athletes or those on partial 
scholarship, working is permitted as long 
a* the money they earn does not exceed 
(he cost of attendance, Krause said. 

Tyson Schwieger, sophomore in 
journalism and mass communications, is a 
walk-on wide receiver for the football 
team. He said it is legal for him to work, 
but he doesn't have the time. 

"Technically, you could have a job, but 
you're so busy," Schwieger said. 
"Football is basically your job." 



Krause said student athletes are 
allowed to work during the summer, but 
many still train for their sport, which cuts 
into the working time. 

"At this level, you find athletes that are 
dedicated, and to be competitive, they 
train in the \ummw," Krause said. 

K-State volleyball coach Patti 
Hagemeyer said she understands what the 
athletes are saying, but financially, she 
does not know how an allowance system 
would work. 

"If 1 was a student, 1 would probably 
be for it," Hagemeyer said "But knowing 
the ramifications, I don't know if it's 
feasible." 

Hagemeyer said she has been involved 
in college athletics for more than 20 years, 
and there are many things the school does 
not cover. 

"There are two sides to the situation, 
and >ou just can't solve it," Hagemeyer 
said.

Program helps college 
transition for students

The Upward Bound Program, 
active at K-State for 22 years, 
offers direction for improving 
financially disadvantaged students' 
academic performance as they 
make the transition from high 
school to college. 

"Upward Bound is a federally 
funded mission in which motivation 
and academic support is offered to 
students of economically disadvan- 
taged backgrounds and first -genera- 
tion college students," K-State 
director Reggie McGowan said. 

K-State' s program serves Geary, 
Riley and Pottawatomie counties 
and is among seven federal pro- 
grams that make up the Special 
Programs for Students from 
Disadvantaged Backgrounds. 

"We only offer two of the seven 
programs at K-State," McGowan 
said, 

K-State offers Upward Bound 
and the Education Support Service 
Programs. Upward Bound, the old- 
est of these programs, was created 
by Congress in the 1964 Economic 
Opportunity Act. 

The Education Support Services 
Program provides disadvantaged 
college students with the opportuni- 
ty of continued success while pur- 
suing higher education. 

In order to better accommodate 
the students, the program's 17- 
member staff is comprised of the 
program coordinators, faculty men- 
tors, high-school liaisons and K 
State students of junior and senior 
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status. 

"These are students who were 
formally in the program at the high 
school level and have now become 
full-time college stu- 

dents. "McGowan said. "They serve 
as mentors for the Upward Bound 
students, lending a trickling effect 
throughout the University that 
enhances the students' academic 
success." 

lanthalatres Williams, junior in 
biology, interacts with four Upward 
Bound students, each for one hour a 
week. 

"I help students with their transi 
tion from high school to college 
life," Williams said. 

He said he helps students keep 
their grades up and shows them 
places to get help, whether it's aca- 
demic tutoring or financial needs. 

The help is valuable, Williams 
said, because most of the students 
are unfamiliar with the college 
campus. 

McGowan said 70 percent of 
high school Upward Bound stu- 
dents from the tri-county area end 
up attending K-State. He said he 
would like to see the program 
expand. 

"I would like to see us expand 
more at the high- school level. We 
currently only serve one -tenth of 
the population of students our pro- 
gram can reach." McGowan said. 

"The Talent Search Program 
reaches the younger student ot 
sixth , seventh and eighth ginks 
and serves as a tremendous feeder 
for Upward Bound," he said.

He doesn't look 
like the "Bible-beating, sandal-wearing 
freak" label that is sometimes placed on 
Manhattan Christian College students. 

Maybe I'm waving the wrong guy 
over to my table. My self-description of 
"short with short hair" had been vague. 

The Gap ad sits down, and he is nei- 
ther a catalog image nor is he armed 
with a Bible, in fact, he would blend in 
on any campus. 

In my quest to find the "typical" 
MCC student, I found that Scott 
Maddox had proven me wrong. There 
isn't one. 

Maddox, junior in Christian educa- 
tion, began 180 degrees from where he 
has ended up at MCC. 

An honors student in junior high, he 
was thrown out of his honors class and 
flunked algebra because he surpassed 
the allowed 10 absences — he racked up 
35. A troublemaker. 

He was a party drinker who didn't 
drink alone. But he drank heavily with 
the social scene in high school. 
Graduation was soon followed by his 
enrolling in an alcohol rehabilitation 
program. An alcoholic. 

But those stereotypes were not 
Scott Maddox. And it wasn't until 
the Alcoholics Anonymous pro- 
gram that he decided to find out who he 
really was. He didn't have a startling 
revelation and "find" God. 

His goal, coming out of the program, 
was to help other teens troubled by 
drugs and alcohol. He said he warmed 
up to Christianity slowly and after he 
had done quite a bit of research and 
questioning. 

He spent last year as a K-State stu- 
dent studying psychology and his sum- 
mer as a youth intern at Westlink Chris- 
tian Church in Wichita. It was then that 
he decided to combine counseling teens 



and Christianity and came to MCC. 

"I just decided it was the best way to 
use my gifts to my greatest ability." 

MCC student is the third stereotype 
he's faced thus far, and one he is stil! 
digesting. 

"It's been a shock to my system to be 
in classes this small," he said. "I'm not 
used to other people knowing my busi- 
ness, knowing whether or not I make it 
to my classes." 

But one professor to every 13 stu- 
dents isn't all that distinguishes the col- 
lege. 

"I've been to three colleges now. 
Butler County Community College has 
the same low ratio, but it's not the same. 
Most don't give lick one about you. 
Here, instructors are different. 

"They are here because they care 
about the type of people they put out 
there. It isn't about employment, it's 
about putting more people out there who 
care." 

And their numbers are increasing. 
John Poulson, vice president for 
admissions and recruitment, said 
fall 1992 enrollment was the second 
largest ever. Spring numbers are not in 
yet. but fall saw 258 students, with 48 
getting a dual degree from K-State. 

Poulson estimated 50 percent of 
those attending MCC will get a (uU-iime 
ministry job. 

The other 50 percent is made up of a 
variety of students. Some are seeking a 
Christian foundation for a secular occu- 
pation. Some just want to take an Old 
Testament class and fulfill a K-State 
history credit at the same time, Poulson 
said. 

"People here are totally on fire to 
make a difference," he said. "Some 
choose to make a difference as a minis- 
ter. But you can make a difference as a 
parent, citizen or in whatever career. 
Some are still wondering what they're 
going to do with their life. We try to 
help them figure it out." 

"Figuring it out" is pan of the reason 
all MCC students must take some class- 
es at K-State. 

"If you came here and only went 



here, you could wall yourself in " said 
Rick Wright, director of student devel- 
opment. 

"We try to push people out. You're 
being pushed out into the rest of the 
world. Every person is important, and 
every vocation is important. In saying 
that, it doesn't detract from the students 
who come here to devote themselves 
full time to Christian ministry." 

Maddox has been on both sides of 
the street and said both are important. 

"It's valuable to have both perspec- 
tives and use them. Especially in my 
classes like sociology and psychology. 
It's reality, basically. I can take my 
Christian perspective to K-State classes. 

"Right now, I'm actually more com- 
fortable there (K-State) in those adverse 
situations because that's what 1 grew up 
with. I can relate to people who auto- 
matically equate fun with drinking." 

He related a high school story of 
meeting a fellow MCC student for the 
first time in the back of a police car, 
cuffed for fighting with a police officer 
at the drive-in movie. He met him the 
second time at MCC. studying to be a 
minister. 

Using experiences like that. 
Maddox said, show [hat MCC 
students and K-State students 
can relate and learn from other, rather 
than just tolerate each other 

"Not only can I relate to a K-State 
student, in my younger days, I was 
probably wilder. I think a lot of good 
relationships are missed out on because 
of preconceived ideas," he said. 

Maddox no longer has to drink to 
have fun, and in the process he has 
found something better. 

"1 had a lot of fun in those days, but I 
wasn't a happy person. Being happy is 
knowing Christ and his unconditional 
love and forgiveness. Until you have 
experienced that kind of love, you can't 
even imagine what it is, but everyone 
needs it. 

"And fun, fun is what you create." 

He leaves the coffee shop, stepping 
into the street. And the MCC student 
blends in with everyone else.

Marine's death halts 
progress in Somalia 



MOGADISHU. Somalia — 
The death of a second Marine 
underscored on Tuesday how 
difficult it will be for the United 
States to pacify Somalia and 
rapidly withdraw its combat 
troops from this lawless land. 

Lance Cpi. Anthony D. 
Botello, 21, of Wilberton. Okla., 
was the third American to die 
since U.S. forces came ashore 
Dec. 9. 

Botello was shot late Monday 
by a sniper while on a nighttime 
foot patrol near a stadium on 
Mogadishu's northside. Troops 
fired back and saw a man fall, but 
his body wasn't recovered. 

The stadium houses more than 
900 men and women of the 
Marines' 7th Regimental Combat 
Team. It is in a perilous area 
where the Marines frequently 
come under sniper fire. Pfc. 
Domingo Arroyo was killed 
nearby last week. 

Washington last week 
informally asked the U.N. 
Security Council to consider a 
new resolution that would transfer 
the U.S. led military coalition in 
Somalia to the United Nations. 

No action has been taken. 

The United States, under 
former President Bush, obtained a 
U.N. mandate last November to 
lead a military coalition to achieve 
two objectives: 

— To secure Somalia's major 
ports, airports and towns for the 
safe delivery of food to the 
starving and other aid from 
organized looters, free-lance 
bandits and renegade clan militias. 

— To establish a secure 
environment for a U.N. 
peacekeeping force that would 
move on to a second phase of 
rehabilitation of the shattered 
nation and restoration of a civilian 
government. 

The first objective has been 
largely achieved, but the second is 
a matter of debate. U.N. 



Secretary -General Boutros 
Boutros-Ghali has made it known 
that he does not think Somalia is 
safe enough for deployment of a 
peacekeeping force. 

The latest Marine casualty 
came only hours after U.S. army 
helicopter gunships and Belgian 
troops blasted with rocket and 
cannon fire a clan militia column 
heading for a rival militia's 
encampment near the southern 
port of Kismayu. 

They killed eight Somatis. 
Farouk Mawlawi, a U.N. 
spokesman said. 

American officials said seven 
vehicles and several artillery 
pieces were destroyed, with no 
allied casualties reported. 

The allies were enforcing a 
cease-fire in an increasingly 
unstable area. 

Aid agencies have been 
pulling foreign workers out of 
Kismayu because of heightened 
violence, including 10 grenade 
attacks in the past three days 
which wounded six Belgian 
soldiers. 

Gen. Mohamed Farrah Aidid, 
one of Somalia's dominant 
warlords, claimed the attack on his 
rival, Gen. Mohamed Said Hirsi. 
was made at his request, a 
contention vigorously denied by 
U.S. special envoy Robert Oakley, 
the American military and the 
United Nations. 

They all said the coalition 
military action was taken 
independently in support of the 
cease-fire agreement signed by 14 
warring Somali factions in Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia, on Jan. 15. 

Oakley told reporters in 
Kismayu that Hirsi *s forces were 
violating the pact. 

"Therefore, I don't think it's 
taking sides anymore than we've 
taken sides elsewhere," Oakley 
said. 

"People have accused us of this 
from time to time, and they look at 
the long run, and they sec that 
we're not taking sides."

It's hard to understand Joint Chief of Staff 
Chairman Colin Powell's arguments against 
admitting homosexuals into the American 
armed forces. 

In statements Monday, Powell argued 
vehemently against a change of the current 
policy. Homosexuals, he argues, just don't fit 
into the armed forces in any way, shape or 
form. 

Powell argues that homosexuality, unlike 
skin color or gender, is a chosen behavior. 
Simply put, if gays want to be in the army, they 
can choose not to be gay. 

But this viewpoint ignores studies that 
show a definite correlation between genetic 
make-up and homosexuality.

Powell also argues that gays will flaunt 
their sexuality and cause discipline problems. 



But, if and when they do so, procedures are in 
place to remove those guilty of doing so from 
service. The proposal to admit gays suggested 
by President Bill Clinton, makes no special 
allowances for homosexuals. Gays would be 
subject to the same code of conduct covering 
sexual behavior as heterosexuals. 

What the proposal does do, is allow gay 
soldiers to eliminate the lies they have to make 
in order to serve their country. 

Why Colin Powell, a military man through 
and through, would be opposed to a policy that 
eliminates hypocrisy and encourages frank 
openness, borders on the ludicrous. 

Fortunately, Powell takes his orders from 
Clinton.

Hamlet is popular 
because it is brilliant

I was quite surprised by Richard 
Andrade's brief article in the Jan. 
15 Weekend section of the 
Collegian, which suggested that we 
have been glutted by numerous 
productions of William 
Shakespeare's "Hamlet." 

Andrade warns of the dangers of 
"Hamlet Fatigue." He proclaims 
that everyone has had his or her 
turn playing the role of Hamlet. 

I don't think so. 

Yes, it's true, all the great 
English actors of modern times 
have portrayed Hamlet in the last 
20 years or so. Perhaps this is 
because it is one of the best roles 
ever written for an actor. 

I doubt, however, that few, if 
any, members of the K-State 
community had the opportunity to 
view these exquisite London 
productions. 

Andrade suggests that because 
of this "Hamlet Fatigue" syndrome. 
Collegian readers should pass over 
the upcoming KSU Theatre 
production of the play and instead 
rent the video of what he proposes 
is "the best version of 'Hamlet'," 
Tom Stoppard's "Rosencrantz & 
Guildenstcrn Are Dead." This 
video focuses on two minor 
characters in Shakespeare's 
"Hamlet" and has little to do with 
the original play. Calling it a 
"version" of "Hamlet" is a bit 
overstated. 

While the Stoppard film may be 
interesting to some, it is pretty clear 
lo me that Tom Stoppard is no 
William Shakespeare. 

For shame that anyone would 
encourage audience members to' 
bypass an opportunity to view a 
live theatrical presentation of one 
of the greatest plays ever written by ; 
the greatest playwright to ever put; 
pen to paper. 

I doubt that Stoppard's play will: 
be in demand 300 years from now, 
but I can imagine that the Laurence 
Oliviers and Kenneth Branaghs of 
year 2293 will be giving life to the 
Bard's "Prince of Denmark." 

Andrade calls it "Hamlet; 
Fatigue." He must have viewed; 
numerous live productions of this 
great work to have tired of it so, or 
perhaps his fatigue was prompted 
by HBO reruns of the abbreviated 
and commercially sweet Met 
Gibson film version of the play. 

If so, he may fear that there will 
be a sequel entitled "Hamlet II." 
Please rest at ease. I doubt that any 
living playwright would take the 
charge to create a sequel, given that 
Shakespeare's "Hamlet" is 
considered so brilliant, so grand in 
the world of dramatic literature.

K-State limited Central 
Connecticut State to t6 points in 
tbe first half — tying a Bramlage 
Coliseum low that was set earlier 
this season — en route to an 81- 
56 victory over Central 
Connecticut State Tuesday night 
at Bramtage Coliseum. 

The win improved the 
Wildcats' overall record to 12-3. 

Coach Dana Alt man said he 
was pleased with the first 20 
minutes. The Blue Devils shot 
just 30 percent in the first half. 

"1 thought our defense was 
really sharp in the first half,"

on its feet moving well. Our 
concentration was better."

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Clinton to remove ban on homosexuals in military

WASHINGTON — The While 
House asserted the right to revoke 
the ban on homosexuals in the 
military without the consent of 
Congress Tuesday. Some 
Republican lawmakers explored 
how to force a vote, but the 
Senate's top Democrat predicted it 
will all be worked out. 

President Clinton will act swiftly 
to end the 50-year-old prohibition, 
spokesman George Stephanopoulos 
said. 

"The president has the power to 
move forward on ending 
discrimination against homosexuals 



in the military." he said 

White House press secretary Dee 
Dee Myers said Clinton probably 
would announce his decision on 
Wednesday. She said, "I don't think 
it gets any easier" by waiting. 

"If we can avoid a legislative 
battle, that's all to the good," 
Stephanopoulos said. "But the 
president remains committed to his 
policy." 

Clinton held his first legislative 
strategy meeting with congressional 
leaders — Democrats and 
Republicans alike — but 
participants said there was only 
scant discussion of lifting the 
military ban on homosexuals. 



Senate Majority Leader George 
Mitchell, D- Maine, said outside the 
White House that he didn't know 
how the Senate would vote on the 
issue if it arose. But he added. "1 
don't think it's going to come to 
that. 1 think it will all be worked out 
beforehand." 

Republicans accused Clinton of 
ignoring the strong objections of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

"These experts are saying 
something simple. If you are 
looking for a way to destroy the 
discipline and esprit de corps of a 
military unit, it is clear — just inject 
sexual tension into the barracks," 
said Sen. Dan Coats of Indiana, the 



GOP point man in the fight with the 
new administration. 

But Republicans were not united 
in their opposition. Sen. Alfonse 
D'Amato, whose New York 
constituency includes a large 
number of homosexuals, announced 
on the Senate floor that he Npportl 
Clinton's plan. 

"No government has the right to 
discriminate against any of its own 
people," D'Amato said. "Gays and 
heterosexuals have served in the 
military with honor, and they will 
continue to serve honorably 
together in the future." 

While the White House said 
Clinton could act on his own, some

A recent phone survey conducted 
by a public relations class found a 
large percentage of K-State students 
admit to cheating. If the survey of 
150 students is accurate, almost 70 
percent of those surveyed cheat. 

Nineteen students in a Public 
Relations Techniques class called and 
questioned 10 students each. The stu- 
dents were selected at random, and 
questions ranged from what people's 
perceptions of cheating were, to 



whether they had ever cheated or 
been caught cheating. 

Chuck Lubbers, assistant professor 
of journalism, taught the class that 
did the survey. The purpose of the 
exercise was to teach phone-survey 
techniques to the students in the class, 
he said. 

"The survey we used was actually 
an improved version of one used at 
another university," he said. "1 
thought it went extremely well," 

According to the results of the sur- 
vey, of the 190 students questioned. 



128, or 67.4 percent, had cheated. 
Only three of those who said they had 
cheated reported being caught. 

Statistical breakdowns showed 
that 73.3 percent of all males 
responding said they had cheated, 
while 60.7 percent of all female 
respondents said the same. 

Crystal Sawalich, junior in public 
relations, participated in the research. 

"The class didn't seem that sur- 
prised," Sawalich said. "We pretty 
much considered it a given that peo- 
ple cheat once in awhile." 



Sawalich said she was most sur- 
prised by the low number of people 
who get caught, but can understand 
why they don't. 

"I had a class once where the tests 
were essays," she said. "In one 
instance the instructor wrote the ques- 
tions on the board and left the room 
for about twenty minutes. Everybody 
basically picked up their books and 
took advantage of the situation. I was 
amazed." 

Sawalich also said that most of the 
students surveyed were open about 



their experiences, since the survey 
was anonymous. 

Lubbers said the survey brought 
up the question of what actually con- 
stitutes cheating. 

According to the survey, more 
than 90 percent surveyed believed 
that cheating includes looking at 
someone else's test, using a crib sheet 
during a test, or having someone else 
do your homework. 

The most common form of cheat-

Architecture 
students 
study abroad

Thirty-five students in the College of 
Architecture and Design are studying in Italy 
this semester. 

The program, which sends students to study 
overseas, is in its third year. 

Richard Forsyth, director, professor and dean 
of architecture, said the program has increased 
each year in the number of students studying 
overseas. 

Italy isn't the only country students are 
visiting, but it plays host to the largest number 
from K-State, Some students will go to 
Denmark, Japan and Germany. 

Fourth-year students in landscape architecture 
and interior architecture who are interested in the 
study-abroad program are offered the 
opportunity to travel. 

"It's amazing. Because of the global context 
these days, everyone seems more interested in 
studying abroad," Forsyth said. 

The students are enrolled at K-State and pay 
the semester tuition, as well as the cost for the 
study abroad program. They receive credit for 
their study, and the number of hours depends on 
their major. 

Forsyth said this semester's expenses in Italy 
are estimated at $5,520. The program fee 
includes room and board, tuition and airfare. 

In Italy, the program is housed in Santa 
Chiara Study Center, located in a small hill town 
called Castiglion Fiorentino, which translates to 
"castle of Florence." It is about an hour south of 
Florence and two hours north of Rome. Forsyth 
said. 

"The students are housed with other 
American students. Some are from Texas A&M 
and Illinois Institute of Technology," Forsyth 
said. 

In all, 80 students and faculty live there. 
They study examples of architecture, Forsyth 
said. The study gives the students a better 
perspective of where the architecture come from 
he said. 

"It is critical that they see what they've 
studied and develop an appreciation for other 
cultures and geographical regions of the world," 
Forsyth said. 

One student who spent last spring in Italy said 
he agreed. 

"The number of things I learned is endless. I 
didn't only learn about being a designer, but I 
teamed a lot about myself and about architecture 
being for people." said Todd Meyer, senior in 
landscape architecture. 

Meyer said the trip changed his opinion or 
some areas of design and he has brought the new 
ideas to his studies at K-State 

"People have a preconceived idea that 
architecture is for the designers," he said. 

But I learned that it is done more for people, 
and that inspired me. I challenged myself as a 
designer." 

Meyer's enthusiasm is what Forsyth said adds 
to the architecture program at K-State. 

"They come back so enthusiastic, and it 
spreads like Fire," Forsyth said. 

After the students return from Italy for the fall 
semester, they are required to share their 
experiences to classmates through a program. 
They prepare a slide show of what they saw and 
did throughout the semester and organize an 
exhibition of the projects they worked on while 
overseas. 

The students aren't sent to Europe without 
preparation. Those going lo Italy enroll in a one- 
credit hour class where they learn the basics in 
the language, customs and history of Italy. 

Meyer said he and his classmates were 
interested in learning about their new homeland 
for the next six months before arriving. 

"No one really did it for credit. It was mostly 
to prepare us." Meyer said.

Some K-State students have found an 
addiction almost as time consuming and 
expensive as college. 

It's Nintendo, a popular video arcade 
for home TV entertainment. 

"Games like the Atari of the past are 
gone. Nintendo offers a lot better quality," 
said Mandy Sneed. sales associate for 
Kay -Bee Toy & Hobby Shop. "Super 
Nintendo offers better graphics, a sharper 
image, and is more challenging." 

Students have labeled this competitive 
challenge as Nintendo's biggest 
salespitch. 

"I'm addicted to the competition." 
Warren Noble, senior in business 
education, said. "Whether it's playing 
quarters in a bar, one-on-one, or video 
games, I just like to compete." 

Jennifer Miller, sophomore in social 
work, said she plays Nintendo about an 
hour a day. 

"You always want to do better," Miller 
said. "Like Super Mario 3 — you can't 
stop until you get just one more world." 

Motivation for play comes with the 
expense of the unit and the appropriately 
challenging video games. For some, this 
can mean paying the Kay -Bee Toy and 
Software Etc. quoted prices of S89.99 for 
a regular Nintendo or $149.99 for Super 
Nintendo. One must include the average 
rate of $40 to $60 for individual game 
cartridges as well. 

"I've probably had between 15 to 16 
games at one time," Noble said. 

"It's an expensive habit," Miller said. 
Once the Nintendo investment is made, 
however, students make use of it. 

"You get to the point where you seem 
like you're playing all the time." said 
Noble, who admits to playing three hours 
a day. "It's then that I think I can make 
better use of my time, and I sometimes 
make my brother hide it from me so I 
don't play it." 

Tisha Peugh, freshmen in pre-physical 
therapy, opts for renting Nintendo from 
various video stores. 

"If I had it during the weekdays, I'd 
play it instead of going to class," Peugh 
said.

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Rumors circulate about stabbing 



Council Grove principal tolls teachers 

to keep discussion out of classroom

In the aftermath of a fatal slabbing 
north of Council Grove, the communi- 
ty appears to be conducting business as 
usual. 

Many versions of the Friday stab- 
bing of K-State freshman Scott 
Sanders can be heard from people in 
Council Grove, but the authorities are 
keeping information under wraps. 

The case is being handled by the 
Morris county attorney, the Council 
Grove Police Department, the Morris 
County Sheriffs Department and the 
Kansas Bureau of Investigation, 

Scotty R. Adam, an 18-year-old 
senior from Council Grove High 
School, has been arrested and charged 
with first-degree murder. 

Dennis Delay, the high school's 
principal, said the school's main objec- 



tive is to maintain normal school con- 
duct. 

"This incident should be kept out- 
side of the school and will be handled 
in the courts," Delay said. 

He said he called a staff meeting 
early Monday morning and told his 
faculty not to discuss the incident in- 
side the classrooms to avoid participa- 
tion in the rumor mill. 

Delay said he has been busy with 
school activities since the incident and 
does not have any new information 
about the stabbing. 

Delay conducted a locker search 
Friday, involving two freshmen who 
were reported to be carrying guns. 
Some speculated the search was relat- 
ed to the stabbing, but Delay denied 
any correlation. 

"The search took place Friday, 
before the stabbing ever occurred," he 



said. "It was not related to the incident 
in any way." 

The locker search and findings are 
being handled by the school, he said. 

An employee of the Council Grove 
Stop and Shop, where the incident 
allegedly started, said he has heard 
several stories told about how the stab- 
bing happened. 

Charlene McRae, Council Grove's 
mayor, said she had nothing to add 
about the incident, except to say she 
was "really concerned about what hap- 
pened." 

McRae said she has not heard any 
of the rumors or stories about how the 
killing happened. 

"People talk amongst themselves, 
but no one has really discussed it too 
much with me." 

Both Delay and McRae said the 
incident was a real shock to them and 
to the town.

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French peacekeepers become trapped 
in Croat-Serb combat zone near Zadar

ZADAR, Croatia — Twenty 
French peacekeepers were trapped 
in a combat zone today amid Croat- 
Serb fighting in Croatia. 

On another front in the bloody 
Balkans, heavy fighting erupted in 
Sarajevo, the Bosnian capital. 

There was no sign of a letup in 
the heavy fighting in Croatia, where 
Croats refused to comply with a 
U.N. order to give up their new ter- 
ritorial gains. President Franjo 
Tudjman refused to order a pull- 
back unless Serb militias in the 
region are disarmed. 

The bloodshed jeopardizes the 
peacekeeping plan for Croatia nego- 
tiated by U.N. envoy Cyrus Vance 
in late 1991. The renewed fighting 
also threatens peace talks between 
Serbs, Croats and Muslims in 
neighboring Bosnia. 

Until the Croats launched their 
offensive along the Adriatic coast 
last Friday, Croatia had been rela- 
tively calm for a year. About 
10.000 people died there in the 
1991 civil war. 



The Croatian forces are seeking 
to regain some of the one-third of 
Croatian territory lost to the Serb 
forces. 

Croatian forces so far have taken 
control of the key Maslenica road 
bridge — the main link between 
Croatia's heartland and the 
Dalmatian coast — and the 
Zemunik military airstrip, both near 
the Adriatic port of Zadar. Serbs 
destroyed the Maslenica bridge in 
the 1991 war. 

Just two days after two French 
peacekeepers were killed and three 
others wounded, the French De- 
fense Ministry announced today 
that about 20 of its peacekeepers 
were trapped in a combat zone 
inland from the port of Zadar. 

Three unarmed French U.N. 
helicopters came under fire Monday 
night off the Croatian coast while 
on a mission to rescue wounded 
French peacekeepers, said Shannon 
Boyd, spokesperson for the peace- 
keepers in Zagreb. None of the heli- 
copters was hit. and no one was 
injured. 

The incidents underline the vul- 



nerability of the 14,000 U.N. peace- 
keepers deployed in Serb-held areas 
of Croatia. 

France is sending the carrier 
Clemenceau and naval task force to 
the Adriatic Sea Thursday to protect 
its peacekeepers. The British air- 
craft carrier Ark Royal also has 
entered the Adriatic on a mission to 
support its troops in the U.N. force 
in Bosnia, officials said today. 

The U.N. Security Council con- 
demned the Croatian offensive on 
Monday and threatened sanctions. It 
also demanded that Croatian Serbs 
return heavy weapons seized from 
U.N. warehouses in Croatia over 
the weekend. 

The commander of the U.N. 
peacekeeping forces in all of former 
Yugoslavia, Gen Satish Nambiar, 
traveled today to Knin, a center of 
minority Serbs in Croatia. U.N. 
spokesman Sergio Appolonto said 
Nambiar was to meet with the 
regional U.N. commander to look 
into the evacuation of the French 
soldiers and discuss the peacekeep- 
ers' dangerous position. 

In Bosnia, meanwhile, artillery 



and mortars bombarded Sarajevo, 
and heavy fighting was reported 
around the airport as the UN. High 
Commissioner for Refugees, 
Sadako Ogata, arrived Shelling 
echoed near the presidency building 
downtown. 

There was no immediate word 
on casualties. 

Ogata was to meet with Bosnian 
President Alija Izetbegovic and 
Gen. Phillip* Morillon, the com- 
mander of U.N. peacekeepers in 
Bosnia. 

Croatian television reported late 
Tuesday that Morillon's car was hit 
by a bullet near the town of 
Busovaca, 30 miles northwest of 
Sarajevo. 

He was en route back to the cap- 
ital from talks in Gornji Vakuf in 
central Bosnia on a cease-fire there 
between Muslims and Croats, erst- 
while allies. 

Croatian radio quoted Dario 
Kordic, an official of the self-pro- 
claimed Croat republic in Bosnia, 
as saying 35 Croats were killed and 
dozens wounded in a Muslim attack 
around Busovaca.

The French government recently 
announced plans to send a naval task 
force into the Adriatic Sea to possibly 
enforce the U.N. declared "no-fly zone" over 
Bosnia-Herzegovina. 

The French are responding to an artillery 
attack on a U.N. control post that killed two 
French peacekeepers and wounded three 
others. That brings the number of U.N. 
peacekeepers killed in Bosnia-Herzegovina to 
26. 

The French are sending eight ships for 
support of their ground troops. One aircraft 
carrier, two supply ships, a transport ship and 
four specialized frigates could be in the 
Adriatic by the weekend. 

This latest military decision to uphold 
U.N. sanctions is a welcome change because. 
for once, the United States didn't have to 
initiate the military support and manpower. 

It is inarguable that there are existing and 
growing problems in the former Yugoslav 
republic. The number of broken cease-fire 
agreements, gruesome tales of rape and large 
prison camps are just a part of the bigger, 
uglier picture. The television news broadcast 
daily meetings in Geneva of Bosnian and 
U.N. representatives. Nothing substantial has 
come of these meetings. 

The United States has been the 
forerunner of U.N. policy enforcers. In 



Somalia and Iraq, the United Stales has not 
only been the military support but has been 
the largest contributor. 

The United States has played the part of 
global watchdog in the past. Right or wrong, 
the United States intercedes when it sees fit. 
Now, something is needed in Bosnia- 
Herzegovina. 

The United States has always asked for 
international support of its endeavors. The 
United States now should offer its help to 
France. 

The main assistance should be in the 
diplomatic arena. At this point, negotiations 
have not produced any successful 
agreements. More countries need to help the 
U.N.'s side of the talks in trying to resolve 
the problems between the factions. The 
United States should be at the head the line. 

America could also consider sending 
planes to assist the French in the patrolling of 
the "no-fly zone," which has not yet been 
enforced. Serbian helicopters make several 
runs a day through the zone, uncontested. 

President Clinton did run on an America- 
first platform. The United States should be 
the main concern ot the new administration, 
but foreign affairs cannot be forgotten. The 
United States has certain responsibilities in 
aiding other countries in the enforcing of 
international laws.

Originally. I had planned un having a 
little fun with today's column and sharing 
a few of my favorite Super Bowl 
highlights. 

I don't mean game-by -game, but even 
better, those things that only happen under 
the intense magnifying glass of the media 
during "Hype Week" that always precedes 
the biggest — and most watched — 
athletic event of the year. 

Things like Jim McMahon mooning a 
low-flying helicopter during practice in 
Miami in 1985, or Buffalo's Thurman 
Thomas misplacing 
his helmet and 
missing the first 
two plays of last 
year's game. 

But, then, as I 
glanced at yester- 
day's front page 
headline, plans 
changed. 

"Athletes ask for 
allowance." 

The gist of that 
"startling" front- 
page article is that 
scholarship 
athletes on this 
very campus don't 
have much in the way of money and 
would like a few eura greenbacks to 
spend here and there. 
Who wouldn't? 

But for athletes to be complaining to 
their fellow students that they need money 
isn't the way to go. 

In fact, that just makes the average 
student more cynical. 

As college students, we all have our 
financial sacrifices. Come to think of it, so 
do most of our parents. 

I am here on student loan money and 
help from my parents. 

My younger brother is the same way, 
with some scholarship money thrown in, 
but his isn't the "full ride" like these 
athletes get. 

I work to earn three paychecks. 
For what? 

To enjoy Kraft Macaroni and Cheese 
every once in a while rather than the cheap 
stuff. 

Meanwhile, some of the tax money 
your parents pay goes towards funding 
"full -ride" scholarships at K-Stale. 

In other words, they help pay for an 
athlete's room, board, books, tuition, fees 
and transportation. Your parents, as 
taxpayers, are helping pay for an athlete's 
education as well as possibly paying for 
yours. 



And, yet, these athletes want an 
allowance? 

The NCAA doesn't allow for 
universities to provide an "allowance" of 
any kind to student-athletes, and if it did. 
the case would set an unwelcome 
precedent. 

Administrators would find themselves 
having to explain why participants in "The 
Pride of Wildcat Land" Marching Band 
weren't also getting an allowance, 
considering they are under the auspices of 
the athletic department. 

And what about members of the 
lacrosse team? 

Would they — and all members of club 
sports, for that matter — be afforded the 
same type of treatment, as they also 
receive money from the athletic 
department? 

Pan of the problem can rest on society 
II know, it's overused, but try to bear with 
me). 

Our society places so much emphasis 
on sports and on what happens with 
athletes both on and off the playing 
surface. 

This week is a prime example. 
Everywhere you turn — including this 
very sports page — there is another story 
about Buffalo and Dallas playing in what 
over the past few years has turned into the 
"Super Bomb." 

But everyone still thinks (hat the Super 
Bowl is the end-all of sports, and wants to 
be informed about who was arrested for 
partying too much the night before the 
game. 

Athletes, meanwhile, are used to 
getting it all handed to them on a silver 
planer. 

Yes. they do their work on the practice 
field and in the games, but because they 
are athletes, they get treated as "special 
people." 

It's not the easiest thing to be a student. 
It's even harder to be a student-athlete and 
under the microscope set up by the 
NCAA. 

Under those two terms — "student" and 
"athlete" — they have to meet stringent 
grade requirements, can't take "gifts" and 
have to watch the people they associate 
with. 

But, that still doesn't change the fact 
that the average student can't help, and 
really could care less, when those student 
athletes say they need an allowance. 

We aren't the people to talk to about 
the problem. 

The athletes who don't like the 
situation should try talking to the people 
whose job it is to care — the NCAA. 
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LOS ANGELES — The play is 
the thing. The big play. 

Long touchdowns and critical 
turnovers are exactly what fans hope 
to see in the Super Bowl. A 100- 
yard kickoff return? Sure. A darting 
60-yard dash to the end zone? Love 
it. 

With two high-octane offenses 
featuring breakaway threats in 
virtually every skill position, the 
public might get just what it wants 
Sunday — in a big way. 

"Our team doesn't worry about 
who gets the publicity or who 
doesn't," Cowboys receiver Alvin 
Harper said. "We're just happy for 
one another, and it seems to work 
out that a lot of different guys get 
the attention after making the big 
plays." 

Players such as Harper, whose 
70-yard.catch and run clinched 
Dallas' victory at San Francisco in 
the NFC title game. Players such as 
Michael Irvin. whose statistics (78 
catches. 1,596 yards and seven 
touchdowns) don't lie. 

Players such as Troy Aikman, 
who can deliver whatever kind of 
pass it takes to lift the Cowboys, but 
who understands that "it's a lot 
easier if we don't have to win that 
way." 

"I don't care what my numbers 
look like," Aikman said, "but I 
realize for us to have a chance, I'll 
have to play well and have some big 
plays." 

But the Bills believe the one 
place Dallas will look for the major 
game-breaking contribution will be 
in the backfield. 

Who can blame the Cowboys for 
turning first and foremost to Emmitt 
Smith, the NFL's two-time rushing 
champion? 

On his way to 1,713 yards and 18 



touchdowns. Smith had runs of 68. 
51,31 and 29 twice, not to mention 
a whole bunch of other 20-plus 
rushes. In the most crucial 
situations. Smith gets the ball. He 
usually gets the first down, the 
touchdown or whatever is needed.

"I've seen Emmitt hit some holes 
on film and it just amazes me," Bills 
star defensive end Bruce Smith said. 
"Once he gets into the secondary, 
there's not too many guys around 
who can catch him," 

Emmitt Smith has even said he 
dreams of being the Super Bowl 
MVP, That, he admitted, "means 
making some big-time plays." 

It also means Dallas preventing 
Buffalo's suddenly powerful defense 



from making the same kind of plays. 
The Bills have allowed 16 points 
since falling behind Houston 35-3 in 
the first playoff game. 

To Buffalo, defensive success 
means making Aikman uncom- 
fortable, forcing him to throw at the 
wrong time or to the wrong receiver.

"They hit you short a lot, then 
they strike deep with a big play," 
Bills cornerback Nate Odomes said. 
"They have a very controlled and 
efficient offense, and we're going to 
have to do a good job to take the big 
play away from them. 

"We are going to have to put 
some licks on Aikman — get some 
pressure on him. We can't let him 
have a picnic.

The Bills, with their formidable 
offense built around the no-huddle, 
can match Aikman, Smith, Irvin, 
Harper and tight end Jay Novacek 
with Jim Kelly.

"Anytime you have great payers 
on the offense like they have, they 
are going to make great plays," 
Cowboys linebacker Ken Norton Jr. 
said. "We've got to understand once 
they make a great play, it's not the 
end of the game." 

Maybe it will be just the start of a 
big game, filled with big plays.

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Search continues 
for attorney general 
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^ WASHINGTON — President 
Clinton continued his search for an 
attorney general Wednesday, 
although one senior official said the 
process was moving slowly, 

"The list ain't short." the aide 
said, 

Clinton wants to fill the position 
soon to put Zoe Build's embarrass- 
ing withdrawal behind the young 
administration. Also, the new attor- 
ney general must deal with FBI 
Director William Sessions, who is 
challenging a Justice Department 
finding of improprieties on his part. 

But the president has warned 
aides to take their time and do the 
job right. Clinton has taken the 
blame for rushing the choice of 
Baird to meet his self-imposed 
deadline. 

Baird withdrew her nomination 
amid a storm of public criticism of 
her hiring illegal immigrants and 
failing to pay Social Security taxes 
for them. 

The administration official, 
speaking anonymously, said Clin- 
ton is balancing the search with his 
work on the economy and efforts to 
lift the ban on gays in the military. 

Clinton aides said they did not 
think the president had interviewed 
any prospects. During the transi- 
tion, Clinton nearly always met per- 
sonally with candidates before 
nominating them. 

Administration officials say sev- 
eral prospects are still under consid- 
eration, and it could be next week 
before Clinton settles on a nominee. 

Among those being considered 
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' Dirty' agents 
arrested 
for money 
laundering 
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MIAMI — Four federal agents 
were snared in a U.S. Customs 
sting aimed at uncovering lawmen 
who allegedly ripped off drug deal- 
ers and laundered the money, 
authorities said Wednesday. 

It was believed to be the largest 
number of federal agents ever 
arrested at one time, said Leonard 
Freedman, regional internal affairs 
director for customs. 

One FBI agent and three cus- 
toms agents were charged with 
stealing and laundering $200,000, 
he said. 

"We're not going to tolerate any 
of these characters working in law 
enforcement," Freedman said. 
"These are anomalies who stole 
and laundered money." 

He said it was possible more 
agents were involved, and that 
charges could be expanded after 
search warrants were served. 

One customs agent in Miami. 
Orlando White, 42, was the original 
target of the 18-month investiga- 
tion, Freedman said. 

Customs internal affairs had 
received information that White 
was "dirty." said Freedman, who 
refused to elaborate. 

He said the investigation of 
White led to the other agents — the 
FBI's Louis Reveiz, 27, brother of 
NFL place kicker Fuad Reveiz of 
the Minnesota Vikings, and 
Customs agents Alcides Licona of 
Miami, 47, and Ricardo Laurel of 
Houston, 37. 

"They were all friends," 
Freedman said. Deals were often 
seated with gold Rotex watches and 
other expensive gifts, said a federal 
law enforcement source who spoke 
on condition of anonymity. 

The four agents have been 
charged with theft of government 
property and money laundering so 
far, Freedman said. 

The sting began in August 199) 
when White was approached by a 
customs informant with a plan to 
rip off $80,000 to $100,000 from a 
fictitious "black guy -career crimi- 
nal," according to a federal affi- 
davit. 

White was reluctant at first but 
eventually went to the hotel room 
of the supposed trafficker and stole 
$82,000 agents had planted there, 
the affidavit said. Unknown to him, 
customs videotaped the burglary. 
White allegedly kept $30,000 of the 
cash, said the affidavit. 

Reveiz, whose girlfriend, 
Laureen Mayor, 34, managed a 
Great Western Savings Bank 
branch in suburban Miami, was 
approached to launder drug money, 
according to the affidavit. He put 
the informant in touch with Mayor, 
and she agreed to open an account 
under a phony name and later trans- 
fer $75,000 to a foreign account, 
the affidavit said.

The information gathered is used 
lo determine which local, state and 
federal programs the caller may be 
eligible for. 

Sandra Ninas-Schcffel. Re-Entry 
Hotline specialist and a marriage 
and family therapist, answers calls 
on the hot line and does general 
program matches. 

The information she collects 
from callers is shared with only one 
other person, an outreach 
technician. 

Five outreach technicians, 
Ninas-Scheffel said, are located 
strategically throughout the state 
and have more localized financial 
and educational resources to better 
serve callers. 

Outreach technicians also 
coordinate and facilitate free job 
search skills workshops for people 
in small Kansas towns. 

Harms said these types of 
workshops, which teach value 
identification, job search, resume 
and interviewing skills, were only 
available in large cities until now. 

Stan Ward, director of the 
FACTS program, said he has been 
surprised at the success of the 
program. 

"It's been considerably more of 
a success than any of us imagined," 
Ward said. "We have tapped an 
underserved need at a greatly 
appropriate time."

Food safety is one of the top 10 
issues facing the food industry, and 
a federal grant will help Cooper- 
ative Extension address the prob- 
lem in Kansas. 

The USDA Food Safety and 
Quality Initiative will be used to 
improve the safety of food through- 
out Kansas. 

Karen Penner, associate profes- 
sor and extension specialist in 
foods and nutrition: Carol 
Shanklin, professor of hotel and 
restaurant management and dietet- 
ics and extension assistant: and 
Betsy Barrett, extension assistant 
for food and nutrition, will use the 
grant to implement a food service 
sanitation and certification pro- 
gram, 

Penner petitioned for the grant 
after holding 16 public policy 
forums throughout the state. The 
forums were targeted at people in 
the food industry. The forums 
showed that food safely was a con- 
cern. 

"One of the top 10 issues to face 
restaurateurs and managers is food 
safety," Barrett said. 

Instead of individually training 
every manager in Kansas, the plan 
is to train county extension agents. 

"My goal in the next three years 
is to get all the home economists in 
the state trained," Penner said. 

These county agents can (hen 
take the information back to their 
county, where it will be available to 
any interested parties. Although the 
training will be available, sanitation 
certification will not be required of 
food service establishments. 

The training program that will 
be used is provided by the 
Educational Foundation of the 
National Restaurant Association. 
Titled SELFSERV, the training 
includes videos, slides, lecture 
materials, group discussions, text- 
books and a standardized test 

When the training is completed, 
the test is sent back to the Edu- 
cational Foundation for scoring, 
Penner said. 

In addition to agent training, 
Barrett will start training with indi- 
vidual food service establishments 
in Manhattan. Barrett said she will 
first observe the establishment, 
concentrating on the flow of the 
food. 

The emphasis of the observm -mi 
will be on critical control p< ;$, 
areas were there is a potenti. ir 
food contamination.

ing was on tests. Ninety -three of 
the 190 surveyed had cheated on 
tests. Running second was copying 
homework, which 90 students 
admitted to.

A junior in speech pathology 
admitted to cheating in the past but 
said she had never been caught. 

"I took a class where we graded 
our own quizzes right after taking 
them," she said. "I would fill in the 
answers as we graded." 



The quizzes combined to equal 
one lest, the student said. 

A junior in education said she 
had received help from another stu- 
dent on papers, but didn't consider 
that cheating, 

"I consider it editing my work, 
since the thoughts were mine,'* she 
said. "If it had been totally rewrit- 
ten it would be cheating." 

The survey encompassed stu- 
dents ranging in age from 17 to 29 
and included a wide variety of 
majors. It showed little significant 
difference in propensity to cheat 
between classes and majors.

in camps in the former Yugoslavia 
by Serbs, Croats and Muslims. 

"We should have a right to 
defend ourselves," Ejup Ganic. a 
member of the Bosnian presidency, 
told reporters as his group called on 
White House officials. 

The Bosnians vowed to keep 
fighting against Serbian forces lo 
maintain their country's 
independence. 

Meanwhile, it was learned 
Secretary of State Warren M. 
Christopher would go to the United 
Nations on Monday with Madeleine 
Albright, the new U.S. ambassador, 
but it was not clear whether he 



would take the occasion to push for 
enforcement of a no-fly zone over 
Bosnia. 

There have been more than 300 
Serbian flights in the past four 
months, but the U.N. Security 
Council has not taken steps to apply 
military pressure on the Serbs, 

In another development, three 
former presidents, Richard M. 
Nixon. Geraid R. Ford and Ronald 
Reagan, joined with former British 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, 
former Secretaries of State Henry 
A. Kissinger and Alexander M. 
Haig Jr., and other notables in a 
full-page advertisement in The 
Washington Times calling on 



Clinton and Congress to stop 
genocide in Bosnia. 

Other signers included former 
Democratic presidential candidates 
George McGovern and Michael 
Dukakis, former Defense 
Secretaries Harold Brown, Melvin 
Laird and Frank Carlucci and 
former National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski. 

More than half the country is 
occupied by Serbian forces, about 
two-thirds of them from the regular 
Yugoslav army, the Bosnians said 
at a news conference. 

They said they would accept 
arms from Arab countries if the 
new administration did not help 



them, though U.N. Ambassador 
Mohamed Sacerbey said 'the whole 
idea is not to make this a Muslim 
issue." He said Bosnia- Herzegovina 
considered itself part of Europe. 

During the election campaign. 
President Clinton promised to assist 
the mostly Muslim government in 
its war with Serbs from Bosnia and 
from Serbia. "This is a battle to 
eradicate a people," Sacerbey said. 



"In our conversations with some 
of these individuals, we have been 
left with the impression we should 
not be disappointed," he said.

Gulf War troops 
caught in friendly 
fire at greater risk

WASHINGTON — Several 
dozen U.S. soldiers were exposed 
to minor amounts of radiation in 
the Gulf War, and the Array did not 
provide proper warnings or training 
for the hazards, according to a draft 
General Accounting Office report. 

The exposures resulted partly 
from "friendly fire" rounds 
containing depleted uranium — 
shells that penetrated Abrams tanks 
and Bradley fighting vehicles, ihe 
GAO said in the draft obtained 
Wednesday by the Associated 
_ Press. 

;." Depleted uranium is a slightly 
radioactive material used to 
•toughen armor piercing rounds and 
•ihe shielding of some Ml At 
"Abrams tanks. It ordinarily poses 
no health risk to tank crews 
because it is covered by other 
Shielding material. 

Some tank crews were exposed 
"when they were near vehicles 
^which accidentally caught fire and 
"ignited ammunition, and some 
vtroops assigned to disposal of 
-damaged vehicles may also have 
"been at risk, the congressional 
investigators concluded. 

The GAO did not report any 
illnesses among those exposed, but 
noted that preliminary tests on two 
wounded soldiers showed the 
; presence of uranium in their urine 
;Jin excess of federal radiation 
exposure guidelines. 

But the levels were far below 
^the amounts which would cause 
(oxfc effects, the report said. 

Rep. Ron Wyden, D-Ore., who 
ordered the report as chairman of a 
House Small Business 

subcommittee, said he will ask 
Defense Secretary Les Aspin to 
conduct a review of the exposure 
on an expedited basis. 

"We should undertake changes 
to make sure that these exposures 
are kept to an absolute minimum. 
It's readily apparent that this 
sloppy system doesn't deliver that 
assurance," Wyden said. 

The Army "has not effectively 
educated its personnel in the 
hazards of DU (depleted uranium) 
contamination and in proper safety 
measures..." the report said. 

"What little information 
available is not widely 
disseminated, and training on DU is 
basically limited to Abrams tank 
personnel, munitions handlers and 
explosive ordnance disposal 
personnel," the report said. 

Other troops, including those 
responsible for damage assessment 
and disposal of contaminated 
vehicles, received no information 
about the hazards, the GAO said. 

"Our review showed that at least 
several dozen U.S. soldiers, some 
unknowingly, were exposed" to 
depleted uranium, often in the form 
of dust, the report said. 

Army and Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission officials believe the 
doses did not exceed federal limits 
established by the NRC, the report 
said. 

But both agencies agreed "the 
relationship between radiation 
dosage and health risks at low 
levels of exposure is not clearly 
understood, and compliance with 
the NRC limits does not eliminate 
the risk of future health problems." 
In a Jan. 15 letter to the GAO, 
Victor H. Reis. a defense 
department research and 
engineering official, said the 
military recognizes the hazards. 

"Because of the toxic nature of 
uranium and because it is prudent 
lo assume there is some risk 
associated with low level depleted 
Uranium radiation, the DOD will 
implement precautions for 
personnel working with 
contaminated equipment in non- 
combat situations," Reis said. 

He added the military is 
conducting medical evaluations on 
those exposed and as a result of 
lessons learned in Operation Desert 
Storm, "the Army will develop 
plans for future recovery of 
depleted uranium contaminated 
equipment." 

The Army "will implement 
appropriate training for all 
personnel" who may work on this 
equipment, the letter said. 

The report said 15 Bradleys and 
; I4 Abrams tanks were 
contaminated in the war. 
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LA policemen on trial for civil rights charges

LOS ANGELES - The Rodnev 
King beating returns to the forefront 
next week as four white police 
officers face federal civil rights 
charges in a case likely to test the 
mettle of the justice system and ihe 
nerves of the city. 

Dominating the proceeding is the 
memory of the officers' acquittal on 
most charges in last spring's state 
trial, triggering three days of deadly 
riots. 

The city says it's preparing for 
the worst. 

Legal experts say that 
background is sure to complicate 
the federal trial and selection of an 
impartial jury. 

"I don't think there's any process 
in the legal system that can erase 
the memory of what went before," 
said Loyola University law pro- 
fessor Sam Pillsbury. "It is going to 
have an impact on the case." 

Jury selection is scheduled to 



begin Feb. 3 with distribution of 
questionnaires to some 350 
prospective jurors. 

With this trial re-examining the 
same facts aired in the state trial, 
some have questioned whether the 
outcome can be just. 

Attorney Michael Stone, who 
represents Officer Lawrence 
Powell, said he hopes the public is 
prepared for acquittals. 

"The community should not be 
expecting guilty verdicts," he said. 
"If they are, we're going to have 
trouble. The public should look at 
this like any other case. 

"The public has to understand 
it's not a slam-dunk," Stone said. 

Powell and Officers Theodore 
Briseno, Timothy Wind and Sgt. 
Stacey Koon are charged with 
violating King's civil rights on 
March 3, 1991. 

The black motorist was clubbed 
and kicked after a freeway chase — 
a scene captured on an amateur 
cameraman's videotape. The tape's

Pretrial coverage in the Los 
Angeles Times has focused on the 
prosecuiion case, suggesting 
prosecutors have new wiinesses 
who will turn ihe tide toward 
conviction.

The same paper that tines the 
bottoms of bird cages and garbage 
cans is ulso popular to recycle. 

Manhattan presses print more 
than 130,000 newspapers a week, 
and recycling those papers has 
been difficult in Riley County. 

Difficult until recently, when 
Howie's Recycling decided to 
accept newspapers from the 
general public again. 

Last year, Howie's Recycling 
halted the policy of talcing news- 
papers for recycling from the 
public. Howard Wilson, owner of 
Howie's Recycling, said the prob- 
lem was financial at the time. 

Wilson changed his mind when 



the Riley County Commission 
decided to subsidize his recycling 
effort. 

"We're going to pay him 40 
dollars a ton, less what he receives 
in the marketplace," Monty 
Wedel, Riley County planner, 
said. 

Basically, thai means if Wilson 
receives $7 50 a ton for recycling 
newspaper in Wellsville, where a 
processing center is located, the 
county will pay him $32.50 to 
make up the difference, Wedel 
said. 

"He will net $3250. That takes 
care of labor, transportation and 
supplying trailers to get it to 
Wellsville," Wedel said. 

If the price per ton goes up 



from $7.50, the county will pay 
less to Wilson. 

"It used to be $30 dollars per 
ton. But everybody wants to 
recycle now, so there was a glut. 
It's slowly making its way back 
though," Wedel said. 

When Wilson stopped taking 
paper from the general public last 
spring, he only took paper 
deposited at recycling bins in the 
Wal-Mart parking lot. Those 
papers were then taken to 
Howie's, but the volume was 
much less than it had been when 
Howie's accepted them directly. 

The bins were the only 
depository in Riley County for 
newspapers, and earlier this month 
Wal-Mart officials announced they 



would stop accepting the 
newspapers at the end of January. 

Then the officials changed their 
minds. 

"I found out Monday or 
Tuesday that they will continue to 
do just as they do now. How long 
that will last, I don't know," 
Wilson said. 

Wal-Mart officials were not 
available for comment on the 
change. 

The Riley County Commission 
decided not to subsidize Wilson 
last spring, but a shortage of straw 
and a hard winter changed their 
minds. 

"It basically worked for a

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Fatal fall 
claims life 
of professor

Faculty and students were shocked Thursday 
to learn of the death of Orma Linford. 

Linford, associate professor of political 
science, died Thursday morning at Memorial 
Hospital after suffering severe spine and brain 
injuries from a fall Tuesday morning. She was 
57. 

"I am completely shocked about her sudden 
death." Michael Harders, senior in political 
science and history, said. "She was always 
generally concerned about students." 

Harders said Linford was his adviser for four 
years, and he also took classes from her. 

"She always had an open door." he said. "She 
was compassionate and very witty. I consider this 
a huge loss to the 

University, and it will be 

hard to replace her." 

A Utah native, Linford 
joined the K- State political 
science faculty as an 
assistant professor in 1966 
after earning her doctoral 
degree at the University of 
Wisconsin. 

Linford was promoted 
to associate professor in 
1979. 

Previously, she had been 
an assistant professor at the 
University of Wisconsin from 1964 to 1966 and 
an instructor at Belott College in Wisconsin. 

While at K-State. she taught a variety of 
classes relating to law and the judicial system. 

"Her case-based, Socratic teaching influenced 
a host of lawyers now practicing nationwide at 
all levels of United States jurisprudence," T. 
Alden Williams, professor of political science, 
said. "She was widely acclaimed for her 
humanitarianism and her commitment to 
academia as professor and author."

Making city government more 
accessible to citizens is a common 
concern for city commission 
candidates this year. 

Eight candidates have filed for 
three open scats on the Manhattan 
City Commission. 

Aside from Edith Stunkel, 
Eugene Klingler, Sydney Carl in, 
Paul Palenske, Steve Hall and 
Tom Whalen, Stanley Crowder 
and Bob Rogers are also running 
for the three seats. 

Crowder has run for 
commission three times and has 
never been elected. He said he 



continues to run because he thinks 
things can be done better. 

"I don't like the way the other 
commission members handled the 
mall situation," he said. "They 
threw all that at the taxpayers." 

Crowder said he is concerned 
about issues such as road, bridge 
and airport expansions in 
Manhattan. 

"Tf I do get elected I'm going to 
put all of this in front of the 
voters," Crowder said. 

He also said he thinks 
Manhattan needs stricter housing 
regulations. 

"I wouldn't even put my dog in 
some of the apartments I've seen 



in this town." he said. 

Rogers shares many of 
Crowder 's concerns about 
inadequate housing. 

"With some of the apartments 
K-State students have to live in, 
there is room for improvement," 
he said. "And the rent some of 
them have to pay is outrageous. 
Manhattan should definitely be 
ashamed of this." 

Rogers served as co-chairman 
of Citizens for Representative 
Government, which sought to 
change Manhattan city 
government from the current city 
commission form, to a mayor- 
council type of government. 



Such a change would allow for 
more public involvement in city 
government, he said. 

If elected to the commission, 
Rogers said he hopes to create a 
hot line for Manhattan residents 
who have questions concerning 
city government. 

"I intend to bring the people 
closer to government," Rogers 
said. 

"We can't make any changes 
unless we know what the people 
want." 

Rogers is also concerned with 
the city budget, drainage in 
various areas of the city, the 
elderly and teen-agers. 
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His victories went beyond those pertaining to race, 
i-or it he had not won the Brown case, the door of 
equal opportunity would have been closed also to 
women, other minorities and the poor."

By the year 2000 companies 
may be expecting more than a 
college degree. 

Vocational schools have a 
stereotype following them. 

They are thought of as second 
best, said Pat Dunaway, 
information coordinator at 
Manhattan Area Technical 
Center. 

The students, or anyone who 
has looked into the center, always 
react positively to it, he said. 

Bill Berry, director of the 
center, attended a seminar 
conducted by the American 
Vocational Association, with 
Hillary Clinton as one of the 
guest speakers. 

Berry quoted Clinton as 
saying: "As a culture, you can't 
get to heaven without a college 
degree. Americans would rather 
be a third-rate insurance agent 
with a college degree than a 
skilled, productive high-paid 
worker without a college degree." 



But the times are changing. 

According to the Secretary's 
Commission on Achieving 
Necessary Skills report, the U.S. 
Department of Labor indicates 18 
of the 20 fastest growing 
occupations in the next decade 
will require technical education. 
And more than 70 percent of me 
jobs in America will not require a 
college education by the year 
2000. 

Manhattan Area Technical 
Center tries to offer a solution to 
these changes. 

"In our opinion, it's best to at 
least start here," Berry said. 

Even though the average age is 
26, there are also students with 
master's degrees enrolling for the 
technical training in their fields, 
Berry said. 

He said chances are good for 
the center's students to find jobs 
after graduation. 

"Ninety-four percent were 
placed on the job out of all the

Injectable contraceptive gets OK

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration has approved Depo- 
Provera, the first injectable 
contraceptive available in the 
United States. 

Depo-Provera. according to a 
report in the January 1 993 
Contraceptive Technology Update, 
is already used as a contraceptive in 
more than 90 countries in Europe, 
Asia, Latin America and Africa 



Although popular in these 
countries, "the FDA was reluctant 
to approve Depo-Provera as a 
contraceptive because of concerns 
about its potential cancer -causing 
effects, studies linking the drug to 
tow birth-weight babies and 
osteoporosis, and suggestions that it 
could be used coercively," the 
report said. 

Depo-Provera has been used for 
treating endometrial and kidney 
cancers since the early 1970s, but it 



has never been approved ai „ 
contraceptive until recently. 

The decision to approve Depo- 
Provera for contraceptive use came 
down to weighing the potential 
risks against the benefits of the 
drug. 

All women, regardless of weight 
or height, receive the same dose of 
the injection containing a synthetic 
hormone similar to the natural 
hormone progesterone. 
Injections are given to the muscle

Newhouse said in states like 
Kansas there is a foreign language 
mandate, slating that schools must 
offer at least two years of foreign 
language. For small schools, the 
satellite language program is the 
most economical way of meeting 
that mandate. 

Nancy Wonhington, instructor at 
the ECC, said once the schools have 
the transmitter and satellite uplink, 
which cost about $4,500, the only 
fee they pay is an annual per- 
student fee. She said K-State

Every day, students entering from the east 
side of campus are forced to play a 
dangerous game of chicken. 

This continuous game takes place at the 
intersection of North Manhattan Avenue and 
Vattier StreeUThe problem is that for such a 
heavy pedestrian traffic route* there is no 
designated pedestrian crosswalk. 

Many students who choose this direct 
death route to McCain Auditorium, Anderson 
and Fairchild Halls are faced with the 
daunting challenge of weaving between the 
endless traffic that rumbles down Manhattan 
Avenue. 

In order to enter campus with the safety 
of a crosswalk, students must either go one 
block south or two blocks north to cross. 

Students can choose to play chicken or 
go out of their ways. Either way, they often 
end up being late for class. 

Because this area is a universal entry way 
to campus for many students, a pedestrian 
crosswalk at this intersection is the only 



suitable solution for students* safety. 

Taking up the driver's cause, another 
potentially hazardous and annoying 
intersection is at 17th Street and Anderson 
Avenue. 

Motorists venturing east or west on 
Anderson during rush hour find it virtually 
impossible to make a left turn at this much- 
used intersection. 

With no protected left-turn arrow at this 
intersection, traffic often gets backed up by at 
least 10 cars. This also creates a serious 
danger when drivers, stranded in the middle 
of the intersection, attempt to turn left when 
their light has already changed to red. 

It seems rather illogical not to have a 
protected left turn signal at such a busy 
intersection, when one block west and two 
blocks east, there are such signals installed. 

These pedestrian and traffic hazards are 
in vital need of immediate change. In both 
situations, there is an obvious safety threat 
that can be easily fixed.

President Bill Clinton's fight to 
lift the Pentagon's policy of 
preventing homosexuals from 
serving in the armed forces has taken 
a depressingly familiar turn. 

Last Monday, Clinton met with his 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, who were 
unanimous in expressing their desire 
to see the ban remain in place. 
General Colin Powell, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs and the highest ranking 
black military officer in history, has 
indicated that he "is very much 
opposed to lifting the ban." 

This opposition is marked by fears 
that allowing gays to participate 
openly in the military will result in 
everything from degraded combat 
efficiency to chaos deriving from 
uncertainty over the status of same- 
sex marriages, spousal benefits and 
the need for vast sums of money for 
courses to teach soldiers tolerance for 
homosexuals. 

In addition to military opposition, 
Clinton also faces the entrenched 
bipartisan resistance of congressional 
legislators. This includes Sen. Sam 
Nunn, D-Ga., the powerful chairman 
of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee and Rep. Newt Gingrich, 
R-Ga. 

Gingrich warned Clinton that he 
"would weaken his presidency if he 
picked a fight with Nunn 'over turf" 
and affirmed his own opposition to 
lifting the ban for "'social 
engineering' because it would weaken 
morale and efficiency in the armed 
forces." 

The "sky-is-falling" rhetoric of 
the generals and politicians is 
reminiscent of the hysteria of 
the Cold War. It is also a painful 



reminder of the bigotry Harry S. 
Truman fought against during his 
battle to end segregation in the armed 
forces in the aftermath of World War 
II. 

Black Americans had long served 
this country, dating back to when 
armed slaves fought side-by-side with 
their white masters. This was during 
conflicts with Native Americans along 
the western colonial borders. 

Despite their willingness to risk 
their lives for a country that regarded 
them as little more than third-class 
citizens, black soldiers were rewarded 
with the same indifference and bigotry 
that faced them in civilian life. 

Unofficial segregation policies 
during World War II were 
described by one white Air 
Force officer as an attempt to 
"'impose' them upon as few people as 
possible, on the assumption that it is 
far better for a hundred people in one 
place to worry about the problems 
surrounding a thousand Negroes than 
for a thousand people in several places 
to worry about the problems 
surrounding one hundred Negroes." 

As the armed forces were reduced 
in the post-World War 11 
environment, the attempts to impose 
prewar segregationist policies aroused 
the opposition of President Truman, a 
man known to refer to blacks as 
"niggers" in casual conversation with 
white friends. 

American public opinion, molded 
by wartime stories of German and 
Japanese racist atrocities, was open to 
the official integration of the armed 
forces. However, the resistance from 
the services was formidable. 

Army Air Force Lieutenant 
General Elwood "Pete" Quesada, a 
hero of the war in Europe, declared 
that "anyone who says the Negro is up 
to the white man is just not telling the 
truth." 

Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 



Staff General Omar N. Bradley 
worried that the difficulty of 
absorbing poorly educated blacks, 
taught in second-rate segregated 
schools, into the modern Army would 
impair combat efficiency. 

On July 26. 1948. Truman 
delivered the following 
executive order: "It is hereby 
declared that there shall be equality of 
treatment and opportunity for all 
persons in the armed sen ices without 
regard to race, color, religion or 
national origin." The new policy was 
to go into effect "as rapidly as 
possible, having due regard to the 
time required to effectuate any 
necessary changes without impairing 
efficiency or morale," 

Truman's stance on civil rights 
provoked a fire storm within the 
Democratic Party as it faced the 
election of 1948. Progressive 
members of the party included civil 
rights measures in the party platform, 
inciting the conservative wing to split 
away and form the Dixiecrat Party, 
nominating Governor J. Strom 
Thurmond of South Carolina, a 
staunch segregationist, as their 
candidate for president. 

Despite the defection of the party's 
right wing, Truman won the election, 
supported by a coalition of blue- 
collar, war veterans and black voters. 
Integration of the armed forces 
proceeded, and American fighting 
units, with black and white soldiers 
fighting side by side, have proven 
their combat effectiveness from the 
mountains of Korea to the sands of 
Iraq. 

Marx once said that history repeats 
itself, first as tragedy, then as comedy. 
The irony of Colin Powell's success 
in the military and his current stand 
against the civil rights of homosexuals 
is palpable.

THE WIZARD 

LONDON AUTHOR GEOFF RYMAN TELLS 
WHY HE WAS DRAWN TO MANHATTAN

Geoff Ryman may be the only 
person to ever have had a 
religious experience by dis- 
covering Manhattan. 

It happened as Ryman pored over a 
map, looking for the perfect place to serve 
as a setting for his fourth novel. 

"I was looking at a map of Kansas, and 
the town of Manhattan went PING," Ryman 
said, in a telephone interview. "1 knew 
God was on my side." 

Ryman 's 369-page effort, mysteriously 
tided "Was," was published last year by the 
major publishing house Knopf, thus 
immortalizing the Little Apple on add-free 
paper, in Goudy Old Style type. 

If it was divine intervention that led 
Geoff Ryman to Manhattan, it was first 
the author's imagination that was the 
catalyst to the grimly creative tale of the "real 
Wizard of Oz." 

"Was" is an Olympic speed-skating race 
of three individual stories that come off the 
mark separately, yet end up weaving 
gracefully among each other. 

The first story chronicles the life of one 
young Dorothy Gael (as opposed to the 
1939 cinema classic's main character, 
Dorothy Gale) , who is sent in 1875 from her 
New York home to live with her Aunty Em 
and Uncle Henry 
in the farming 
community of 
Zeandale. 

Unlike the 
kindly relatives 
portrayed in the book 
or movie, the aunt 
and uncle Ryman 
paints ate strikingly 
different In Kansas, 
Dorothy is emotionally 
abused by her aunt 
(who also kills her dog 
Toto) and sexually 
abused by her Uncle. 

In essence, Dorothy's 
life in Kansas is less 
comforting than a yellow brick road. Then 
one day at school, Dorothy encounters a 
traveling actor and playwright from New York 
— Frank L Baum (the author of the original 
novels that led to the 1939 film). Baum hears 
Dorothy's story and later writes "The 



Wonderful Wizard 
ofOz." 

The second 
story is set In 
the present day 
and tells the 
.story of a movie 
actor named 
Jonathan who. 
dying of AIDS, 
is consumed with 
a desire to 
discover the 
"real" Dorothy. He 
spends his final 
days in and around 
Manhattan, 
searching for evidence 
of her existence. 

The third facet of 
"Was" relates the true 
story of Frances Gumm, a girl 
who lives a pitted childhood in a 
1920s California town, before 
she ends up in Hollywood with the 
new name Judy Garland. 



s 





ome may visualize Baum's 
original story as one literary 
sacred cow, too honored to be 
tampered with, but the idea of 
writing about such an icon of 
literature was appealing to 
Ryman for a variety of 
reasons. 

"I'd always played around 
with doing a western, 
actually, and I'd also 
loved the Oz books, but 
I'd never connected the 
two," he said. "Then 1 
said, 'Ahhh, that's a new 
kind of western.'" 
Ryman, who was bom 
in Canada but now lives in 
London ("That's the thing 
about Canadians, we end up 
somewhere else."), never 
saw "The Wizard of Oz" as a 
strictly American literary legacy. 
"Oz is very, very big in 
Australia, in Britain. What it 
touches on is a lot of powerful 
theories," he said. "'The

Wildcats to face 
9-5 Temple Owls 



K-State wraps up its non- 
conference season this weekend 
with a game against a team that is 
the Cats' toughest test outside of 
the Big Eight. 

The Temple Owls, 9-5 after 
Thursday night's 69-67 win over 
Rhode Island, will come to 
Bramlage Coliseum at I p.m. 
Saturday afternoon trvtng to cool 
off the 12-3 Wildcats. 

K-State has won seven of its 
last eight games, the lone setback 
being a 6-potni loss to the No. I- 
ranked Jayhawks. 

The Owls, ranked 20th in the 
nation in the USA Today computer 
rankings, have faced some tough 
competition thus far in the season. 
They have beaten the likes of 
Massachusetts and Florida, while 
dropping close games to Florida 
State and UMass. 

"They are very athletic and 
talented," Cats' coach Dana 
Airman said. "They are all able to 
create their own shots." 

Temple has three players 
averaging more than 12 points a 
game, and Aaron McKie is leading 
the pack with 20. 

"Those three guys score a lot of 
points and do most of their 
shooting." 

Indeed, between McKie, Eddie 
lones and Rick Brunson, the 
Temple trio takes more than 68 
percent of the Owls' shots and 
scores 68 percent of their points. 

The Wildcats, on the other 
hand, have six players averaging 
more than 10 points a game — the 
five starters and sophomore Brian 
Henson. 

K-State continues to lead the 
Big Fight in defense, giving up 
just 65.7 points per game. Wildcat 
opponents are shooting just 42 
percent from die floor and turning 
the hall over almost 20 times a 
game. 

But K-State followed the same 
script in Tuesday's win over 
Central Connecticut State that they 
have been using much of the 
season — slopgr second-half play. 

Against the Blue Devils, a team 
that scored 16 points in the first 20 
minutes, K-State was outscored 
40-37 in the second half — 
something that has the Cats 
worried. 

The same thing has happened 
several times this season, including 
games against Ohio, Kansas and 
Nebraska. 

"It's just a matter of taking 



pride in our second half," Beane 
said. "It's tike we come out and 
say. *Hey, we got them now.' 

"We look at the score, we see 
we're up by a lot, and it's very 
easy to get out of sync." 

But the Wildcats continue to 
thwart preseason picks that tabbed 
K-State as the seventh-best team 
in the Big Eight. The Wildcats. 3- 
1, are currently in sole possession 
of third place in the conference, 
trailing Kansas and Missouri. 

"I've seen articles (hat had our 
team down," junior center Deryl 
Cunningham said. "And I've seen 
articles that had me aa the biggest 
bust in the Big Eight. 

"It still didn't bother me. 
Everyone has a right to his own 
opinion. It's not the first time that 
this team has been put down." 

And K-State got plenty of 
criticism after failing to this 
Temple team 68-65 a year ago. In 
that game, Askia lones scored 28 
points. 

In fact it was the only time in 
the past two seasons that K- State 
has lost when Jones scored more 
than 20 points. 

Four of the Cats* next five 
games will be at Bramlage 
Coliseum. 

The next conference game for 
K-State is Oklahoma on Feb. 3.

▼ T sense immediately the vibrant excitement the children 
have for learning. 

Chinese checkers, chess and American games are a few of 

the analytical challenges in progress. Besides teaching her 

students critical thinking, Titus encourages them to appreciate 

music and art. Her students have an unusual opportunity — the 

chance to learn violin at an early age. 

"Each student has their own 
violin, which has been loaned rent- 
free for the year," Titus said. 

Since mid-September, the 
Hume Music Store in Topeka 
has loaned the violins to the 
primary multi-age classroom 
at Theodore Roosevelt Grade School 
in Manhattan, she said. 

"Every Wednesday, Neta Stanley, 
the K-State orchestra concert 
mistress, comes into our class to give 
an hour-long lesson," Titus said. 
"The students also practice as a class 
for about 1 S minutes on Tuesday and 
Thursday.** 

The lessons are paid for by 
Varney, Mills, Rogers, Burnett and 
Associates, a Manhattan accounting 
firm. 

"Neta Stanley is a wonderful 
teacher for these children," Titus 
said. "She is really good at explaining 
to the students how to play. You 
couldn't ask for a better teacher." 

Although Titus plays the cello 
rather than the violin, she has always 
dreamed of having a class of students 
playing the violin. 

"I decided that if I was ever going 
to have my students play the violin, 
now was the time to try it," she said. 

Looking around the room, people 
will notice neatness is not a 
priority — Learning is. Books, art 
supplies, styrofoam peanut creations, 
class banners, art masterpieces, 
bacterial cultures, microscopes and 
even a continent carpet mat decorate 
the room. 

Getting into the primary multi-age 
classroom is not difficult. 

'The parents just asked to have 
their children put into this class," 
Titus said. "There is no set reason 
why they are in this class." 

Besides i 
arranging for her class of 
21 students to explore the 
violin, 
Tiius's class is 
unique because of 
the various ages 
of the students. 

"Because they 
range in age from 
6 to 9 years old, 
the students are 
able to learn from 
one another," she 
said. 

The three-year 
age difference 
between the the 
students is 

beneficial, Titus 
said. Besides 
helping students 
excel socially, 
Titus said peer- 
group learning is 
one of the most 
effective ways for children to learn. 

"At the beginning of the year, only 
one boy knew how to play chess," she 
said. "Now, all of the students know 
how. 

"Every child is gifted. It's just a 
matter of discovering their abilities." 

Some of her students have (he 
potential to be gifted musicians. Three

Other students said they agree that 
playing the violin at least 15 
minutes a day is enjoyable. 

"It's fun," Casey 
Devore, an 8-year-old, said. 
"I'm trying to learn to play a 
piece that I've written for 
the piano on the violin." 
The class's music talent 
does not stop there. 

Titus pointed to one of 

her students named Lynn 

Lee, an 8-year-old, who can 

play the piano by ear, 

unaided by sheet music. 

"When our music 

teacher isn't here, Lynn 

plays the violin to 

accompany us on the 

piano," Tims said. 

"Lynn, tell about your 
solution to the ozone 
hole- 
After Lee modestly said 
he would rather not discuss 
it because he has not figured out those 
slight details, Titus quietly explained 
his idea. 

"Lynn has it all worked out," she 

said. "He has been reading about the 

ozone problem, and now he just needs 

to figure out how to get the extra 

oxygen atom on the molecule." 



Titus takes her students' dreams 
seriously and tries to avoid 
discouraging them. 

"Lynn also wants to invent a time 
machine some day," she said. 

"Yes, but my dad says I shouldn't 
even dream about it," Lee said. 

But such lofty goats are only 
encouraged in Titus's classroom. 

"I want my students to learn about 
the joy of music and the discipline it 
takes to play an instrument," Titus 
said. 

Part of the challenge of 
learning to play a musical 
instrument is learning how to 
perform for others. Already, 
the students have given four 
performances this school year. 

Certainly the violin program is 
unique, if not one of a kind, for a 
public school, Titus said. 

"It is very unusual for an entire 
classroom to play the violin," Titus 
said. "Usually, when students play the 
violin, it is done on an individual, pull- 
out basis. And if it is done by an entire 
grade school class anywhere else, we 
are unaware of it." 

Although teaching violin to such a 
large group is difficult, Titus and 
Stanley said they try to see to the 
students' individual needs. 

"An instrument is a very individual 
thing." Titus said.

Clinton estimates lifting order in six 
months, Dole says to take time-out 

ASSOCIATED PRESS Republicans pressed him not to 

take any immediate action and said 
they would try to stop him if he 
went ahead. "Take a time-out for 
six months," Senate Minority 
Leader Bob Dole said. 

Clinton said there was "an 
enormous amount of agreement" on 
ending the practice of asking 
military recruits about their sexual 
orientation. However, he said there 
was still disagreement with 
Congress and the military over the 
second part of his interim plan 
dealing with treatment of 
acknowledged homosexuals already 
in the service. 

The president gave no indication 
of backing away from his ultimate 
goal, which aides have said would 
be reached in an order six months 
from now, of lifting the military's 
50-year-old ban on homosexuals. 

"People should be disqualified 



__ WASHINGTON — President 
Clinton said Thursday he remained 
committed to suspending the ban on 
homosexuals in the military and 
was "pretty close" to resolving 
congressional objections to his 
interim plan. Aides worked 
feverishly to mute opposition from 
Congress and the Pentagon. 

Whatever their sexual 
orientation. Clinton said, 
"Americans who are willing to 
conform to requirements of conduct 
in the military service, in my 
judgment, should be able to serve in 
the military." 

But the president, trying to avoid 
a backlash in Congress that could 
weaken his week-old 

administration, postponed for a 
second straight day an expected 
announcement of action.

from serving in the military based 
on something they do, not based on 
who they are," Clinton said. 

White House communications 
director George Stephanopnulos 
said the interim order, the first 
steps, would come 'relatively 
soon," perhaps Friday. It original I > 
had been expected to be released 
Wednesday. 

According to White House 
expectations. Defense Secretary Les 
Aspin would draft an executive 
order for Clinton to sign, formally 
lifting the ban after six months. 
Details would be worked out by 
then on how the military should put 
the new policy into effect.

designed to give the administration 
lime to solve problems with morale, 
recruitment, discipline and conduct 
and also lime to stave off a revolt in 
Congress. 

Clinton said the Joint Chiefs 
agree recruits should not be asked 
about iheir sexual orientations. 

Finding another point of 
agreement with the military, which 
fears promiscuity and resulting 
morale problems, he said, "I agree 
thai any sort of improper conduct 
should result in severance." 

Under the interim order, cases 
based on sexual conduct would 
proceed because they involve 
violations of the military code of 
justice.

Ryman finds inspiration for story in Manhattan

Wizard of Oz' is an experience that 
a lot of people share." 

Even the film version, shown 
religiously on television every 
year, holds a mysdque for Ryman. 

"It's not the greatest film ever 
made on one level, but there's 
something going on underneath," 
he said. "There's a lot going on 
in finding of identity, the finding 
of self." 

Ryman wrote the first draft of 
"Was" in 1987, from September 
to December, doing almost all his 
work on weekends while working 
his regular job producing leaflets 
for the British government. 

After the first draft, he spent his 
holidays flying to the United 
States, then to Manhattan, to do 



research for "Was." Besides 
gaining a feeling of modern-day 
Manhattan, he found himself 
spending long hours searching 
for pieces of the town's past. 

While wandering around New 
York City in 1991 , on his way to 
Manhattan, Kan., for the first 
time, Ryman ran into an omen of 
sorts. On a television mounted in 
a bank. "The Wizard of Oz" had 
been rigged on a tape loop to 
play continuously. 

In the final chapter, after the 
novel is finished, Ryman describes 
and acknowledges Manhattan for 
the foundation of reality he built 
his story on. These indude thanks 
to the Riley County Historical 
Museum, where he spent long 
hours absorbing local history. 

"1 had to work very hard when 



I was in Manhattan," said Ryman. 

"Looking through old 
newspapers of that time (1 870s), 
I came across an advertisement 
placed by a man whose wife had 
left him, and which stated that he 
would appreciate it if no one 
mentioned her to him anymore," 
Ryman said. 

And once the author saw Kan- 
sas, he said he fell that an injustice 
had been done to it in the movie. 

"One of the things I wanted to 
do was redescribe Kansas dif- 
ferently than it was described in 
the film — flat, dead and gray." 

The original ending had the 
character Jonathan finding the 
answer to his Oz search in Mexico. 
But Ryman suddenly realized the 
story couldn't possibly end that 
way. So he re-wrote the ending

and Jonathan returns to Man- 
hattan. 

"When you write books, they 
have this very nice, neat shape, 
like this street in Manhattan called 
Oz Circle," he said. "I think it's a 
nice thing we end up in Manhattan 
to see it round." 

Despite its local ending "Was" 
remains a work of dark currents. 
Dorothy cannot take the punish- 
ment of her life in Kansas and goes 
insane, dying in 1956 in a nursing 
home. 

Yet, Ryman maintains there 
is a spring of hope in the story, 

"I think the main person in 
the book is Dorothy Gael, but 1 
think the main character is the 
spirit of "The Wizard of Oz."

campuses. Williams said Linford 
assisted the defense of scores of 
alleged victims of civil-rights 
violations and racial and gender 
discrimination. 

"She was a friend of 
multicultural students during the 
civil rights movements," Bernard 
Franklin, assistant dean of student 
life, said, "She also marched and 
gave advice to students." 

Linford was a long-time 
member of the K-State Faculty 
Senate and author of many of the 
University's due process 
guidelines, said William Richter, 
head of the political science 
department. 

From 1 966 to 1 976, Linford was 
the prelaw adviser and director of 
the pre law program in the College 
of Arts and Sciences. 

"She built the pre- law program 
here," Michael Suleiman, professor 
of political science, said. "She was 
a very dedicated teacher, a person 
of principle and someone who was 



always ready to help people who 
are disadvantaged." 

Outside of the University. 
Linford liked gardening, Trisa 
Linford. her niece, said. 

"As a child, she was always out 
in the sun." she said, "She really 
liked the outdoors, and she loved to 
read." 

Trisa Linford said her family 
was her No. 1 priority, but the 
students were her life.

of oral contraceptives. 

Dr. Anne Wigglesworth, a 
Manhattan obstetrician and 
gynecologist, said Depo-Provera is 
unpopular with women's health 
care activist groups. 

"It has been used for years — 
with or without approval — and 
the problem is that it's not known 
how long the effects really last. 
Many women hated the way it 
made them feel." 

Wigglesworth said women who 
used the drug in the '70s are just 
now coming forward. A lot of 
women have said it caused such 
changes as unusual hair growth, 
water retention and weight gain — 
all of which are side effects of 
progesterone, she said. 

"The consensus at this time is 
that the injection causes more 
problems than it solves." 
Wigglesworth said. 

Wigglesworth does not intend to 
promote the use of Depo-Provera 
and said it's hard for her to 
understand what population would 
find it useful.

Pay attention, folks — the 
Buffalo Bills are about to make history. 
With the emergence of a bountiful 
crop of new-generation talent, the Dallas 
Cowboys have all the tools to add to the 
Bills* Super Bowl woes. 

Never mind the fact that the Bills have 
37 players who have been to the Bowl while 
Dallas, with an average age of just 26. have 
two. How much does the experience factor 
truly mean?

And that was against a defense that doesn't hold a candle to 
this Cowboy crew.

Wannstedt, had the top-ranked D this season. And 
America's Team spends so much time shuffling 
players in and out of the game that Jim Kelly won't 
have a chance to wear down the Dallas defense — 
precisely the reason Buffalo was able to overcome 
Houston. 

Never mind the run and shoot — no defensive 
unit that Buffalo has overcome has cither the speed 
or agility that the Cowboys have. 

Charles Haley anchors that Cowboy defense, 
and his leadership ability has brought the younger 
Russell Mary lands and Robert Joneses into the 
limelight.

What Jimmy Johnson has done in Dallas is nothing more than 
phenomenal. Just four short years ago, America's Team was 1-15 and the 
armpit of the NFL. 

But Johnson has brought football back to Dallas. His trust in the 
rookies has produced one of the most confident teams in the NFL, 
something the Bills desperately lack with their recent failures. 

Marv Levy, great as he is, has been out-coached in each of the last 
two Bowls. 

All seriousness tossed aside for a moment, can you whole-heartedly 
support a team that lost a pair of games — in back-to-back weeks, no less 
— to the Indianapolis Colts and the New York Jets? Is this the best the 
AFC has to offer? 
Ouch. 

That's an NFL equivalent to the K-State basketball team losing a pair 
of nail-biters to the ever-tough Coppin State and Northeastern Illinois.

Kent Dean will be watching Sun- 
day's Super Bow] with guarded 
enthusiasm. 

Dean, a former Wildcat tight end 
and the owner of Dean Retail Liquor 
in Manhattan, got a taste of the Na- 
tional Football League — the Dallas 
Cowboys, to be exact — after his K- 
State playing days. 

And that sampling has left an awk- 
ward taste in his mouth. 

"My involvement with the Cow- 
boys was kind of bittersweet," Dean 
said. "And f think anyone that you 
talk to after they're done, whether 
it's two years or eight years or what- 
ever, you'll find that it's just not what 
you think it is in the pros." 

Specifically, with the Cowboys. 

Dean, who is from Wichita, grad- 
uated from K-State in 1987, after a 
storied collegiate career at tight end. 
He led the Wildcats in receptions and 
receiving yards his senior year and 
was selected Wildcats co-player of 
the year. 

He led all tight ends in the country 
in receptions that year and was pro- 
jected to be drafted between the third 
and fifth rounds of the NFL draft. 

But in Dean's final game as a 
Wildcat, a 7-7 lie at Iowa State, he 
hurt his knee and was unable to work 
out fully with NFL teams. As a result, 
he wasn't contacted through the first 
six rounds. 

"We just went round by round by 
round, and I was like, 'When is some- 
thing going to happen?' 

"I was getting worried." 

When something did happen, and 
it was the Green Bay Packers that 
contacted him in the seventh round. 
Dean was advised by his agent not 
to accept any offers — that he could 
get more money as a free agent. 

Dean refused more than 10 phone 



calls through the 1 2th round. 

Twenty-four of the 27 NFL teams 
called Dean after the draft, asking for 
a tryout. Dallas out-bid the Denver 
Broncos, and Dean was headed to 
America's Team under the direction 
of head coach Tom Landry. 

"Things had been looking up the 
whole camp," Dean said. "I did 
enough good things to impress 
Landry." 

His leg fully healed. Dean had 
been having a good preseason and 
putting up good numbers when the 
unthinkable happened. 

"You could hear it," Dean re- 
members, wincing. "It was like a 
shot." 

Dean had been hit by. Dallas* 
Charlie White after making a recep- 
tion in practice. 

"I tried to put my hand down, but 
instead of coming straight down on it, 
it just crumbled." 

Dean broke two bones in his right 
arm. and his season was over. To this 
day, he has 12 screws, two plates and 
one rod in that arm. 

But Landry held onto to Dean, 
hoping that he would be able to play 
some time during the season. The arm 
didn't heat as quickly as doctors had 
anticipated, though, and Dean didn't 
play a snap all year. 

And then Landry was released by 
the Cowboys. 

"I wls supposed to be at mini- 

camp that afternoon, and nobody 

knows anything," Dean said. "I'm 

watching on ESPN here in Manhattan 

that Landry got fired. 

"It was a raw deal."

Experts predict Cowboys to win

LOS ANGELES — The experts 
maintained the Dallas Cowboys are a 
touchdown better than the Buffalo 
Bills. The Bills said being the under- 
dog isn't a problem. 

"All year, when we've been un- 
derdogs, the learn seemed to re- 
spond," center Kent Hull said Mon- 
day. "This football team likes chal- 
lenges, and being an underdog, that's 
certainly a challenge. And I'm confi- 
dent we're going to rise to the occa- 
sion because of that." 

Despite Buffalo's track record of 
success — except for the last two Su- 
per Bowls — in the last five years, the 
oddsmakers are putting their faith in 
the Cowboys. 

It doesn't matter who the AFC 
representative would have been, Jim 
Kelly said. The oddsmakers would 
have made the NFC champion the fa- 



vorite because of the AFC's woeful 
performance in recent Super Bowls. 

"Tve always liked being the un- 
derdog." Kelly said. "If you noticed in 
the past, we haven't been the under- 
dog too many times. Going into the 
Super Bowl, I think that no matter 
who the AFC team was to get in, we 
were going to be the underdogs." 

During that time, the AFC has lost 
the last eight Super Bowls, including 
the two most recent losses by Buffa- 
lo to the New York Giants and Wash- 
ington Redskins. 

During their run of success, the 
Bills have done well when not much 
is expected of them — with one ex- 
ception. 

"Look at last year," Kelly said. 
"We were underdogs against the Red- 
skins, and we didn't play too well " 

Other than that. Kelly said, "It 
seems like when we have adversity, 
we do play a little better. I think it 



shows the character on the team." 

Character through adversity has 
been a theme the Bills have been 
building throughout their up-and- 
down season. 

They offer their record comeback 
win over the Houston Oilers in the 
wild-card playoff game as proof. 
Down 35-3 early in the third quarter, 
the Bills won in overtime 41-38. 

"After what's happened — no one 
thought we could come back in the 
Houston game, and no one thought 
we could get back to the Super Bowl 
— I think this team has taken to that 
underdog atmosphere," wide receiver 
Don Beebe said. "I think it's human 
nature to do that, and we've used that 
to our advantage." 

Despite the possibility of being 
the first team to lose three Super 
Bowls, the Bills say the minimal ex- 



pectations of others actually will al- 
low them to play looser. 

"I think being the underdog and 
not being expected to do things we 
have to do takes some pressure off," 
strong safety Henry Jones said 

Most of the Bills' dismiss their 
position on the wrong side of the 
point spread. 

"1 don't look at it as a lack of re- 
spect because I don't care," lineback- 
er Shane Conlan said. 

That's for the gamblers, he said. 

"It's something that the fans and 
the people betting on the game look 
at." wide receiver Andre Reed said. 
"As far as a player is concerned, it re- 
ally doesn't matter." 

!n 26 Super Bowls, the underdog 
has won nine times. Two years ago, 
the 7- point favorite Bills lost to the 
Giants.

things suddenly changed. 

"I bet you couldn't talk to an ex- 
player who was involved with both 
regimes who says he was happy with 
the way Johnson treated the personnel 
in Dallas," he said.

It was then moved to Weber 
Arena and Golden Gloves boxing 
from Topeka became involved. 

"This made it more of a profes- 
sional event," Scotl Phillips, junior in 
pre- professional secondary education 
and president of the Sig Ep house, 
said.

Epsilon was recognized by its nation- 
al fraternity for an outstanding record 
of success and having no lawsuits or 
incidents occurring, he said. 

"It's too bad they can't have it any 
more," said Steve Lebeda. junior in 



construction science and past partici- 
pant in Fite Nite. "it was the biggest 
fundraiser on campus and a lot of fun 
for both the boxers and the crowd." 

"The thought of having Fite Nite 
under the sponsorship of a different 
organization had come up, but we 
couldn'i find a sponsor who Mould 
take the risk," Phillips said. 

"We are now debating over a few 
ideas for another philanthropy in the 
future," he said. "We're taking this 
semester off to hopefully plan some- 
thing that will be comparable."

K -State will recognize the contributions 
of black Americans this month. 

Black History Month's theme is African 
American Scholars, Leaders, Activists and 
Writers. It starts today and is a whole 
month scheduled with speakers, presenta- 
tions and special activities. 

"The importance is coming together and 
sending a message to acknowledge and 
appreciate the contributions of each other," 
Mordeen Taylor- Archer, assistant provost 
of multicultural affairs, said. 

These activities are to remind students 
and the community of the achievements 
and contributions by black Americans. 

"We're paying tribute to a lot of folks," 
Bernard Franklin, assistant dean of student

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K-State not commemorating ASK awareness Week

K -State's student government 
has opted not to commemorate 
Associated Students of Kansas 
Awareness Week, which begins 
today. 

The student organization, made 
up of six Kansas universities, has 
found itself increasingly under 
scrutiny. 

Headquartered in Topeka, ASK 
lobbies the Kansas Legislature for 
action favorable to its member 
schools, both as a whole and indi- 



vidually. Funding for the organiza- 
tion comes through student fees. 

No special events are planned to 
let K-State students know that 
ASK Awareness Week is this week 

Michael Henry, freshman in pre- 
law and ASK campus director, said 
the simple reason is money. 

"Funds are short right now," 
Henry said. "We plan to use the 
funds we have for a great Lobby 
Day instead of a great Awareness 
Week." 

ASK Lobby Day is scheduled 
for Monday, Feb. 8. K-State Lobby 
Day will take place Wednesday. 



Feb. 17. 

Henry said the basic idea behind 
ASK is that it unites the Kansas 
Board of Regenis schools* basic 
goals and ideas for change. 

"Even though you're KU and 
we're K-Statc. we can together 
accomplish a similar goal. It 
doesn't matter what school you go 
to." 

Besides K-State, the other mem- 
bers are the University of Kansas. 
Pittsburg State University. Emporia 
State University. Fort Hays State 
University and Washburn 
University. 



Wichita Stale University with- 
drew from the organization last 
year, citing concerns over ASK's 
effectiveness and cost. 

K-State representatives also crit- 
icized ASK's effectiveness and 
high cost, and reduced funding to 
the organization last year 

K-Statc students now pay a line- 
item fee of 51.34 cents each 
semester for ASK membership 
dues That represents an almost 25- 
cent-per-studem reduction. $8,000 
less revenue per year than the fee 
raised before it was cut. 

However, even with the reduc- 



tions, many students still think 
ASK's cost is too high for what the 
lobby group accomplishes. 

"A lot of students think ASK 
isn't doing anything," said Jim 
Persinger, senior in marketing and 
chief of staff to K-Statc Student 
Body President Jackie McClaskcy 

"When the stale was rolling in 
money. ASK was very influential in 
getting some of those state funds to 
come our way." Persinger said. 
"ASK can't take full responsibility 
for the Margin of Excellence bui 
certainly is one of the efforts thai 
brought money to campus." 



Lately however, Persinger said 
he believes ASK has been at a 
stalemate because the state has been 
financially strapped. He said mem- 
ber institutions arc competing for 
the same money. 

Both Pcrsingei and Henry said 
this has compelled K-Statc to take it 
upon its own initiative in several 
cases. 

"We have students who are very 
interested about working on things 
that are very specific to K State, be 
ii our library or support of higher

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Unusual courses 
offer flexibility

The Division of Continuing 
Education is responding to the aca- 
demic needs of students by offering 
courses that can be added as late as 
Feb. 12. These courses can be 
added late in the semester and used 
for scholarship or financial aid rca 
sons. 

"Continuing education has the 
responsibility to offer unusual 
courses, at unusual times, in unusu- 
al places and unusual ways." Peg 
Wherry, program coordinator in 
Academic Outreach, said. 

She said students can enroll in 
everything from individual guitar 
lessons to advanced steel design, 

"Education courses are graduate 
level, while undergraduate courses 
are in food sciences and social sci- 
ences with credits ranging from one 
to three," she said. 

Wherry said a conscious effort is 
being made to diversify the courses 
to meet the particular requirements 
of the curricula and provide courses 
that are multicultural in nature. 

"There is no need for cramming. 
It is not as intensive as interses- 
sion," she said. "Some courses are 
self paced, but there are deadlines, 
loo." 

Melinda Sinn, public informa- 
tion coordinator, said the cost for 
the courses is minimal and full-time 



K -State students are allowed a fee 
waiver. 

"These courses have been avail- 
able for some time now, but stu- 
dents were not always aware of 
them," Sinn said. 

For students living outside of 
Manhattan, the courses can he 
viewed on cable television and pub- 
lic television. Or, videos can be 
rented at the Distance Learning 
Program at the Division of 
Continuing Education. 

Courses offered vary from one 
semester to another, depending on 
the availability of faculty and pro- 
grams on the education channels. 
Wherry said. 

"Some programs seen on Mind 
Extension television are produced 
right here at K-State," Wherry said. 

She said James Higgins. profes- 
sor of statistics, and Stanley Elsea, 
associate professor of management, 
are two K-State professors who 
produce such programs. 

This semester a variety of cours- 
es will be offered in 12 Kansas 
communities. Students from across 
Kansas can remain in their commu- 
nities while taking these courses. 

Information about the courses is 
available from all deans' offices 
and academic advisers, and at the 
Academic Outreach and registration 
offices at the Division of 
Continuing Education, Wherry said.

From what he has said, it seems that 
Mike Espy has a true concern for this 
country's rural areas, a topic that many of us 
know firsthand. "I think rural America has 
been left out of the plan to rebuild America," 
he told the Star.

Espy's concern for the often overlooked 
countrysides of America, far from the glitter 
of the big cities, is enough to spark a hope 
that perhaps places like the family farm will 
not become pure nostalgia.

Athletes get better 
deal than students do

In this article, one line read, 
"Full scholarships cover the cost 
of attendance, which includes 
room, board, books, tuition, fee 
and transportation " The next line 
read, "Athletes on full 
scholarship are not permitted to 
work during the school year to 
help offset costs."

Students get better 
deal than athletes do

Most students don't 
understand the story of the 
student-athlete. We arc just 
normal people with special 
physical talents. Because of these 
talents, we get to represent K- 
State before thousands of people 
each year. But this isn't the most 
envious of positions 

We must lake 14-16 hours per 
semester so that we can make 
sure we remain eligible. We also 
must put in 30-40 hours of 
practice per week. K State 
recommends that if a person 
works 30-40 hours per week, he 
or she should take about 8 hours 
of classes, half as many as we 
take. Competition also takes 
anywhere from a half-day to two 
days away from school. 
Obviously, from this schedule, it 
is impossible to be an athlete and 
have a job. 

During (he summer we can 
work, but to stay competitive we 
must train also. This cuts into the 
only time of the year when we 
can earn some money. 

I earn about $2,000 a summer 



This must pay for all my expenses 
for one year including insurance, 
gas, school expenses, 

entertainment, food, clothes and 
taxes. 

Bob Krausc said that our 
scholarships include 

transportation cost, but the only 
transportation that is paid for us is 
a bus to a competition. 

I'm not saying that there 
should or shouldn't be an 
allowance for student athletes. 1 'm 
just trying to explain to you what 
we. as athletes, have to go through 
to put a team on the field so you 
can come and watch, and then tear 
the goal-posts down or throw 
coins at the other team.

Personally, I don'( care 
whether homosexuals choose 
their sexual orientations or not. 
Also, I don't care if 
fundamentalist Christians choose 
to hate homosexuals or not. I 
care primarily about two things 
in this matter: money and 
myself- 

My concern for myself is a 
fairly small part of my opinion, 
and amounts to this: I find it 
morally repugnant that I could 
be pressed into service in a lime 
of war. in the place of someone 
who is exempted because of his 
or her lifestyle. 

This may not be the most 
patriotic feeling, but when it 
comes to dying for my country. I 
would like to think that my 
chances are the same as 
everyone else's. 

Of course, the military itself 
is willing to give in to me on this 
point. As Newsweek reported 
last week, the military tends to 
overlook the sexual orientation 
of its personnel during armed 
conflicts. A look at dismissals 
for homosexuality found that 
military officials knowingly 
overlooked reports of 
homosexuals in the ranks, and 
attempts to avoid service through 
claiming a homosexual lifestyle 
were ignored. So, during 
wartime, homosexuals serve in 
the military anyway. 

On to money. Millions of 
dollars are spent each 
year on attempting to root 
homosexuals out of the ranks of 
the military. There is no excuse 
for millions of dollars of 
spending for ihis purpose, in 
these days of budget deficits and 



shortages. 

To justify this spending, the 
military claims that homosexuals 
have a devastating affect on 
morale. Officers claim that 
heterosexual soldiers or sailors 
will feel uncomfortable fighting 
next to a homosexual. Whether it 
is right or not, they assert, the 
military will perform belter 
without homosexuals spreading 
sexual tension throughout the 
ranks. 

I don't believe this logic for a 
moment. No doubt it is true that 
many soldiers hate homosexuals 
and would spit on them before 
serving with them, but I suspect 
it is also true that many of these 
men already have served with 
them without knowing it.

That problem may be very 
real, but I don't think that 
banning homosexuals from the 
military is the answer any more 
than banning blacks was the 
answer to racial bigotry in the 
military before integration. 

Jokes aside about the "Gay 
Brigade," maybe we could 
commission entirely homosexual 
platoons. That would certainly 
allow the "battlefield 
effectiveness" of the troops to 
remain high. 

But 1 don't think that is 
necessary. We don't, after all, 
pay for the military so that it can 
be a giant boys' club where men 
can slap each other's backs and 
talk about their conquests. We 
pay for these professionals to 
defend us in the most effective 
way. It is just as inappropriate 
for heterosexuals to brag about 
their behavior and hate anyone 
who docs differently as it is for 
homosexuals to do the same. 

I believe that the problem lies 
not with the homosexuals but 
with those who hate them. Even 
if their behavior is religiously 
immoral, I can safely say, in 
quoting Samuel Purchas, that 
"they are enemies not of you or 
I, but of God." 

With the downsizing of the 
military due to changing 
conditions around the world, I 
think we can improve our 
defensive forces not by 
continuing to ban homosexuals 
from the ranks, but by 
eliminating all those who behave 
in an unprofessional manner. 

After all. we pay the bills. Do 
we want to pay for a military 
that finds manhood more 
important than doing a good job? 
I think not. 

I am reminded of the marine 
commercial that claims that the 
marines help a man "find the 
meaning of the word honor." I 
hope they know what honor truly 
is.

Early in January, Manhattan's 
own Truck Slop Love released its 
third self-titled album. 

The band's four members hope 
this recording will allow them to 
bring their music to more people. 

They recorded their first six- 
song cassette at Red House 
Records in Lawrence, said guitarist 
Matt Mozier. 

The tracks were laid down in 
October 1992 in about 15 hours, 
even though it was the first time 
most of the band had been in a stu- 
dio. 

The first side of the album con-

The album's production was 
overseen by Lawrence's EJ. Rose, 
who has worked with Ministry and 
I he Manhattan band Roach Factory, 
said drummer Eric Melin. 

This is quite a step up from the 
first Truck Slop Love cassette, 
which was recorded in the back 
room of the old Vital Vinyl store, 
Melin said. 

The second album, which was 
never marketed, was recorded in 
the living room of a Manhattan 
orthodontist, said bassist Brad 
Huhmann. 

After a month off, the band is 
ready to "shift into high gear," 
Mozier said. 

"We're going to try to play a lot 
more regionally — all over the 
Midwest," he said. 

"We're also going to cut back 
on our drinking, lose a little weight 
and get fit. Seriously, though, we 
are looking for a way out of this 
town. There's not a real big market 
here," 

Guitarist Rich Yarges agrees 
with this statement. 

"One gig every two months, and 
you're basically screwed, at least 
financially," he said. 

The main problem is thai some 
people don't give Manhattan bands 
a chance, Melin said. 

"They might be surprised that 
somebody from this town can real- 
ly play their instruments," he said. 

However, the band appreciates 
the local support that it gets and is 
pleased with the sound of the new 
album. 

"It's really full, and it's got a lot 
of styles," Melin said. 

Melin also said he isn't bothered 
by the fact that grunge purists may 
not enjoy some of the new styles. 

"We don't consider ourselves an 
alternative band, just a rock V roll 
band. But once you get branded as 
alternative, you can never live 
down," he said.

The committee also decided to 
maintain the same. level of funds 
for two groups that had requested 
more money. 

Fischer alleges the funds were 
cut because COLAGE represents 
gay and lesbian students and 
because the group had not spent the 
$ 1 .900 allocated to il this year. 

UNL Student President Andrew 
Sigerson said the committee decid- 
ed to eliminate COLAGE funds 
because the group hadn't spent the 
money it received this year.

The Wildcats left no doubt Saturday afternoon what 
their goals arc this basketball season. 

In front of 9,136 fans at Bramlage Coliseum, K -State 
used a strong second-half surge to thrash the Temple Owls 
— a team thai has made the NCAA tournament eight of 
the last nine years — 86-63. 

The Cats, now 13-3, have suffered several second-half 
letdowns this season but blistered Temple under 62- 
percent shooting in the final half. K-State fashioned the 
23-point rout by outscoring the Owls 53-25 after halftime. 

This was the best second half we've had all year 
long," Cat guard Anthony Beane said. 

"ft lets us know if we can put two halves together, we 
can really be great. 1 just want to show everybody that this 
year's team is a lot better than last year's." 

But Saturday the Cats first had to survive a rocky start 
against Temple. K-State trailed the Owls by as many as 10 
points in the first half as Temple guard Rick Brunson 
scored 18 points on six of nine shooting from the field. 

They were playing harder than us," head coach Dana 
Airman said. 

"I thought, fundamentally, we were sound, but they 
were getting all the loose balls and the offensive rebounds. 
It was very disappointing." 

K-State forward Vincent Jackson kept the Cats within 
striking distance in the first half by hitting seven of eight 
from the field for 17 first-half points. 

Jackson went on to finish the game with a career- high 
29 points and held Aaron McKie, Temple's leading scorer, 
to a career- low 2 points 

McKie is the Owls' leading scorer, averaging more 
than 20 points a game. 

" Vince did a good job both halves of taking it (o them 
and knocking down 3 -pointers," Cat guard Askia Jones 
said. "He was penetrating and dishing it out and got some 
people some good shots. " 

The Cats closed the gap to 5 points at halftime when 
Jones hit a 3-pointer with less than a minute before 
intermission. 

Jones ignited the K-State offense at the start of the 
second half by hirting three 3-pointers in the span of two 
minutes. The Cats gained the lead for the first time, 44-42, 
and never trailed again, 

"We're a very young ballclub in many instances," 
Temple coach John Chancy said. "Our defensive lapses 
hurl us. When Askia hit those 3-point shots, that broke our 
backs.'' 

Jones finished with 19 points, 12 of which came in the 
second half. 

K -State also connected on 88 percent of its free throws 
by hitting 22 of 25 attempts — the team's best game 
percentage in two years. The Cats had been averaging 63 
percent this season, seventh in the conference. 

"Eighty-eight percent is outstanding in anybody's 
book," Airman said "For us, that's next to a miracle." 

Chancy said that while K- State is a good team, guard 
Anthony Beane was the most impressive player of the day. 

"This team has some good players on it," Chaney said. 
"But Beane is the key." 

Beane bad 15 points and connected on four of his five 
treys. He also dished out three assists. 

The other youngsters are very, very shaky when he's 
not on the floor," Chaney said. "He sort of controls 
everything for them. AH they've got to do is sit at the table 
and wait for him to make the del i very. 

"He gives them great leadership and great ball-control." 
he said. There is none without him on the floor. I'd like 
to have him.**

K-State had 27 turnovers, including 19 
in the first half. 

"It's been our Achilles' heel," Yow said. 
'Turnovers seem to haunt us." 

Yow said that her team was playing the 
way the Lady Jayhawks wanted them to. 

"We were playing into KU's ballgame," 
she said. "We sped it up. At one time, we 
had 16 possessions and never scored."

PASADENA, Calif. — It was 
quicker than anyone could imagine. 

Three seasons ago. the Dallas 
Cowboys were the worst team in 
NFL history. Now, they're Super 
Bowl champions, and they did it 
with four of the quickest 
touchdowns ever. 

That left the Buffalo Bills as the 
first team to lose three straight 
Super Bowls and the NFC's 
supremacy intact — nine straight 
NFL titles, seven in overwhelming 



fashion, this time 52-17. 

With MVP Troy Aikman 
throwing four touchdowns, and 
Charles Haley and Ken Norton 
leading a defense that forced a 
record nine turnovers, the Cowboys 
scored two touchdowns 15 seconds 
apart in the first period of Sunday's 
Super Bowl and two more 18 
seconds apart in the second. 

"Our defense is somebody now," 
Norton said of a unit that had no pro 
Bowlers to six for Dallas* offense. 
"Everybody knows who we are." 

Along with Aikman, the defense 
was the factor that made Buffalo the 
first team to lose three straight 
Super Bowls after becoming just 
the second team to make it three 
straight times. 



"You always wonder why, why 
us?" said Buffalo quarterback Jim 
Kelly, who was knocked out of the 
game with 6:52 in the first half with

Kelly didn't help matters much 
for the Bills, throwing a pair of 
intercepions before he was injured.

He also fumbled once after being 
hit by the Cowboys' Charles Haley.

Two of Aikman's TD passes 
went to Michael Irvin and one each 
to Jay Novacek and Alvin Harper as 
the NFC East won the Super Bowl 
for the third straight year, a record. 
The three winners were different — 
Dallas, Washington and the New 
York Giants — but the victim each 
time was the Bills. 

"Early on, the whole team was a 
little uptight,'' said Aikman, who 
was 22 of 30 for 273 yards. "I really 
had to talk myself into staying 
relaxed out there. This is the 
greatest feeling that I've ever had in 
my life, and I wish every player 
could feel it." 

There was another first — 
Jimmy Johnson became the first 



coach to win both a national college 
title and a Super Bowl. The NFL 
title came just three years after he 
began his pro coaching career with 
a I - 1 5 record. 

It was the Cowboys' third Super 
Bowl victory, but their first in 15 
years. And Johnson got his just 
reward — a dousing by his players 
at the 2-minute warning that left his 
hair sprayed coiffure uncharac- 
teristically mussed. 

"I played for a national 
championship team. I coached a 
national championship team, and I 
coached a Super Bowl team," 
Johnson said. "There's a common 
thread in all three — quality people 
who are committed to do their 
best."

In its first run, K-State placed first in the 4 x 800-meter 
relay with a time of 7:44.28.

"This is the first time we've run it this year," he said. 
"Last year we dropped the baton at the last chance 
qualifier.

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Weather shifts priorities for campus, city 



Campus crews kept busy by record snowfall 



Residential areas cleared last

Snow and ice are inevitable this 
time of year, but cleaning crews have 
been working overtime to keep cam- 
pus sidewalks and parking lots clear. 

Jerry Lane, director of facilities 
services, said due to the record snow- 
fall, crews have had to come in on 
weekends and early mornings to 
remove the snow. 

"We make every attempt to do 
what we can," Lane said. 
•Realistically, it takes a lot of time to 
get across the whole campus." 

I -.dime Zweimiller, director of 
Lafene Health Center, said he knew 
of only one injury. 

"A student fell in front of Waters 
on the ice," Zweimiller said. "That's 
the only one I know of." 

Richard Seaton, University attor- 
ney, said the University is not liable 
for accidents occurring on slippery 
sidewalks. As long as the ice is 
caused naturally, the University is 



not responsible. 

"The state isn't liable for slip-artd- 
fall cases," Seaton said. "If we leave 
the sprinkler on overnight, then 
there's a problem." 

Lane said the University's prima- 
ry concern is public safety. The 
method of cleaning sidewalks is not 
like a dot-to-dot puzzle. Certain side- 
walks take priority, he said. 

Many sidewalks are in fire lanes, 
and these are cleared first. Pedestrian 
safety is the next concern. 

"We try to get mainly sidewalks 
that are in the core of campus," Lane 
said. "Then we move to the peripher- 
al sidewalks." 

Ed Rice, assistant vice president 
of the Division of Facilities, said the 
campus had done a good job, consid- 
ering the amount of snowfall this 
year. 

"With the weather we've had, it's 
impossible to keep all the ice off," 
Rice said. 

Lane said there are many people 



responsible for different areas of 
campus. Custodial workers take care 
of building entrances, and grounds 
maintenance cleans campus side- 
walks. Parking Services is responsi- 
ble for campus parking lots, and 
housing services take care of the resi- 
dence halls. The Veterinary Medical 
Complex has its own crew for snow 
removal. 

Owain Archer, manager of 
Parking Services, said private com- 
panies with necessary equipment are 
contracted to clean the parking lots. 

"We've spent in excess of 
$80,000 just for Parking Services," 
Archer said, 

"It may have been thought that the 
snow removal process was slow," 
Archer said. "Cars are here from 8 
a,m, to 5 p.m., and large machinery 
can't get in to clean. We're forced to 
wait until around eight or nine at 
night, and then generally we work 
through the night to ensure the lots 
are clean. It's not an easy job."

City workers have been 
fighting an uphill battle this 
year against the forces of 
Mother Nature. 

When continuous snow and 
ice fail, clean-up workers must 
prioritize what to do and when 
to do it, City Manager Jim 
Pearson said. 

"I think our approach has 
been successful this year, but 
parking on streets does impair 
our ability to clear the residen- 
tial areas," Pearson said. 

Often, only one lane can be 
cleared on residential streets 
because of the parked cars, he 
said. 

Though residential streets 
are not completely cleared of 
snow and ice, more acc:dcntN 
occur on the relatively clear 
thoroughfares, said Riley 
County Police Department 
Captain Buddy Mays. 



"Most of our accidents 
occurred on thoroughfares, not 
on the side streets." Mays 
said. "On the thoroughfares 
there are people going to 
work, following each other 
closely." 

First priority for removal 
crews are the thoroughfares, 
such as Anderson and Claflin 
avenues and Fort Riley 
Boulevard, Pearson said. 
Collectors, like Sunset Avenue 
or College Heights Road, are 
the next to be cleared, he said. 

The last streets to be 
cleared are those in residential 
areas. Pearson said one reason 
for this is the city cannot order 
people to move their cars from 
the streets except on the emer- 
gency snow route, which is 
predominantly made of thor- 
oughfares anyway, 

"In the past, when we have 
had long periods of snow, 
ue've brought in general con- 



tractors to concentrate on the 
residential areas," Pearson 
sard. 

He said contractors have 
not been needed so far this 
year. 

"We haven't had a lot of 
complaints this year because 
people have found that once 
they gel out of their driveways 
and onto the streets, they are 
very passable," Pearson said, 
"They found there were very 
few hazards in driving." 

Pearson said there have 
been complaints from home 
owners who scraped their 
driveways only to have snow 
piled back onto them by 
street-cleaning crews. 

But in terms of snow, he 
said he has had more com- 
plaints about sidewalks not 
being cleared than about 
streets,

They are the ones who wear 
the stripes. They are the ones 
who blow the whistles. They are 
the ones who take the jeers from 
the crowd. 

They are the intramural offi- 
cials. 

"The refs are one of the most 
important parts of our program. It 
helps make intramurals as popu- 
lar as they are," Scott Gitmore, 
intramural supervisor, said, 

Becoming an intramural bas- 
ketball official takes a lot of 
work. 

"It's the toughest situation — 
officiating your peers," Steve 
Martini, intramural director, said. 

But to actually become a bas- 
ketball official, you must receive 
training. All of the intramural 
officials must attend three nights 
of training seminars. 

"It's the most important thing 
for our officials. We teach them 



from the ground up," Martini 
said. 

The training seminars cover a 
wide array of subjects that offi- 
cials need to know and are even 
more intense than those of high- 
school officials. 

"High-school refs don't need 
any training, they just pass a test. 
This is a good starting ground for 
those who want to referee high 
school," Bryan Skinner, assistant 
intramural director, said. 

The first night of training con- 
sists of an orientation, payroll 
procedures and an introduction to 
their role in officiating. Martini 
said. 

But, Martini said, most of this 
time is spent studying the rules of 
basketball 

The second night focuses on 
mechanics. Martini, Skinner and 
the intramural supervisors teach 
the officials proper mechanics 
and how to enforce the rules. 

The officials go through cor- 



rect hand signals, game-time 
preparation and even get to offi- 
ciate a scrimmage.- 

"They don't get much true-life 
experience anywhere else," Darin 
Scheer, intramural supervisor, 
said. 

"It gives the vets time to 
refine their skills, and it gives the 
rookies a chance to see what 
they're going to face," Skinner 
said. 

On the last night of training, 
the officials review the rules and 
their techniques. They then con- 
tract for the games they will 
work. The officials gel a chance 
to choose when they want to offi- 
ciate and at what times. 

An important part of their 
training rests in the hands of the 
intramural supervisors. 

They have an important 
responsibility in the officials' 
education, and they earn their

The preliminary hearing lor 
Scotty R. Adam of Council Grove, 
which was scheduled for 
yesterday at the Morris County 
District Court, has been 
postponed to Feb. 1 7 at the 
defenses request. 

Adam was charged in the Jan.

Robert Daub, Morris County 
Attorney, said Adam, 18, who had 
originally been charged with 
second degree murder, was 
released on $50,000 bond Jan. 
25. 

His charge was changed to 
first degree murder after 
investigators found new 
information last week. Daub said 
he assumed the defense had 
asked for the continuance to have 
more time to prepare a case, 

Steven Opat, Junction City, 
was hired by the Morris County 
Board of Commissioners to assist 
Morris County prosecutors in the 
case. Opat is a locally reputed 
criminal trial attorney. 

Investigators from the Morris 
County Sheriff's office, the Kansas 
Bureau of Investigation and the 
Council Grove Police Department 
continue to work on the case. 
Daub said he expects additional 
charges to be tiled in connection 
with the case.

Showing it on the 
channel was a way to reach more 
students, she said. 

"We're always looking for a 
way to reach the most people 
because there are about 20,000 stu- 
dents and 47 of us," McFarlin said. 

The funding to produce the 
video initially came from the 
provost's office. It is the first in a 
series of five videos. 

"The next one will deal with 
periodica! search process," 
McFarlin said. "It will be much 
more tutorial. The first is more like 
a commercial. One of the producers 
referred to it as an infomercial." 

McFarlin said they hope to do 
other videos on the government 
document section and on general 
research methods. The last one will 
be a general overview of Farrell 
after the renovations are completed. 

"We're trying to develop help 
sources so that people don't feel 
intimidated in the library," 
McFarlin said. 

The other video was done by Pat 
Bosco, associate vice president for 
institutional advancement. 

Chastain said that it describes 
the basic features of the University, 
and that it is used for recruiting new 
students.

Twenty to 40 American baJd 
eagles are spending their winter at 
Tuttle Creek State Park, 

The eagles have migrated from 
the northern states and Canada to 
spend their winters here for the last 
10-12 years, said Paul Whitehouse, 
a park ranger with the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

Whitehouse said the eagles are 
drawn to Tuttle Creek because of 
the open water. Eagles feed on fish 
and sometimes injured water fowl, 
and they will only fly as far south 
as they need to. 

The eagles arrive from late 
October to early November and 
stay until March. 

A pair of eagles had built a nest 
in the fall of 1991 at Mill Cove. 
They built the nest then abandoned 
it. which was expected, 
Whitehouse said. 

Whitehouse said he thinks the 
eagles have returned. The Army 
Corps is going to measure, weigh 
and band the male eagle's leg to 
' determine if the pair is the same if 
it returns next year. 

Eagles are monogamous crea- 
tures, which means they mate for 
life. 

Whitehonse said there has been 
an increase in the number of juve- 
nile eagles this year. He said that is 
a good sign.

"They made a strong comeback 
from the DDT days." he said. 

DDT. before being outlawed, 
was used as a pesticide. It was 
ingested by the eagles as part of the 
food chain. Unfortunately, the 
result was that the eagles* egg 
shells became thin and a large 
number of birds never reached 
maturity. 

Characteristics of the adult bald 
eagle include a snow-white head 



and tail, large size and a massive 
yellow beak. An adult eagle is usu- 
ally 30 inches tall, with a wing 
span of 72-90 inches. 

An immature bald eagle will 
have white splotches on the wings 
and back, and black and white 
streaks on the head. 

Whitehouse urges caution to 
those who want to try and see the 
eagles. 

"People are invited to come

look at the eagles, but if we find 
them being unintentionally 
harassed we will block off the 
area," he said. 

Some good spots to see the 
birds are Outlet Park. Riverpond 
State Park, Mill Cove and Eagle 
Island, Whitehouse said. 

He added that the eagles are 
pretty active, usually leaving their 
nests early in the morning and stay- 
ing out until the evening.

Eric Abercrumbie kicked off 
Black History Month yesterday 
with a presentation about the con- 
tinuation of racism and oppression 
in the United States and on college 
campuses. 

Abercrumbie is director of the 
African American Cultural and 
Research Center and of Ethnic 
Programs and Services at the 
University of Cincinnati. 

The address in the K-State Union 
Little Theatre was attended by 140 
students and faculty. 

Abercrumbie said that black his- 
tory should not be restricted to only 
one month — it should be a contin- 
ual learning process. 

"African Americans have made 
outstanding contributions," Bernard 
Franklin, assistant dean of student 
life, said. "There should be recogni- 
tion every month of the year." 

Abercrumbie encouraged the 
audience members to share their 
creative intelligence and not to wail 
for others to give it to them. 

"We must be willing to go be- 
yond that that is ordinary," he said. 
"The reality of today and what 
we're talking about is serious busi- 
ness." 

Abercrumbie also emphasized 
the importance of authentic black 
history. 

"Our story is different from his- 
story,'" he said. 

"It is important for people to pre- 
serve and teach black history," he 
said. "Yesterday tells vou what 
today is about."

said Gabriel Bailey, freshman in 
criminal justice. 

In addition, Abercrumbie chal- 
lenged universities to improve their 
black history and black leadership.

Abercrumbie said. "Never give up 
on our people and our struggle."

raise bill with a twist 



The process in 
which state 
legislators get 
pay raises has 
come under 
fire.

A bill was introduced Monday in the 
Kansas House of Representatives 
that brought up the always nasty 
issue of pay raises for legislators. 

But it's not what you think. 

Seven Democratic representatives — 
Denise Everhart of Berryton, Jim Garner of 
Coffey vi He, Ruby Gilbert of Wichita, Bruce 
Lark in of Bailey villc and Rocky Nichols, 
Kathleen Sebelius and Bob Wootton of 
Topeka — sponsored the bill, which would 
make it more difficult for legislators to give 
themselves a pay increase. 

As it stands now, state law mandates that 
whenever state employees get a boost in their 
pay, legislators also get a raise. 

The new bill would cut the strings 
attaching both items, thus allowing legis- 
lators, who earn about $18,000 annually, to 



grant pay raises without facing accusations of 
trying to line their own pockets. 

It's interesting that the introduction of 
such a beneficial bill was sparked by the 
workings of the political campaign process. 
In the 1992 elections, incumbents were 
oftened criticized by their opponents for 
voting themselves pay increases through the 
guise of pay hikes for state employees. 

"I got hit with this during the campaign," 
Everhart said. "Let's just unhook it. People 
don't like it." 

He's right, people don't like it. People 
don't like to see such important budgetary 
matters "hidden" in such suspicious ways. 

Yet, now is a chance for members of the 
Kansas Legislature to make themselves look 
that much more respectable by showing how 
unselfish they can be and voting for this bill. 



Christians and politics 

Mix with care

politics shouldn't mix? Whose 
Bible are they reading anyway?"

Mixing religion and politics 
elicits passionate responses in 
people, ranging from 
repulsed shoves to wild embraces. 
Some want to completely divorce 
religion from politics in America, 
while others hope to establish a 
theocracy. Neither response, however, 
exhibits much wisdom. 

A group of 40 pro-life leaders wrote 
Billy Graham a letter on Dec. 29 
asking him to skip the inauguration. 
They wrote. "The last thing we need is 
for a prominent and respected Christian 
leader to appear with (Clinton) to 
seemingly endorse his agenda. Never 
in recent history has a presidential 
candidate with such an explicitly 
unbiblical platform been elected to our 
nation's highest office" 

Graham declined their suggestion 
and accepted President Clinton's 
invitation to pray at his inaugural 
ceremonies. The decision was wise for 
two reasons. First, Graham, a world 
famous evangelist whose foremost 
calling in life is spreading the gospel of 
Jesus Christ, would undermine his 
mission by participating in partisan 
squabbling. Why would Graham, or 
any other prominent evangelist, want 
to spite or divide the people he hopes 
to save? 

Second. Graham set an outstanding 
example for all Christians by accepting 
Clinton's invitation. Instead of railing 
Clinton, he prayed for Clinton. Of 



course, Clinton's policies and actions 
should be critiqued and. when 
appropriate, opposed, but Christians 
should first put their faith into action 
and pray. 

So, should the Christian's sole act 
of political involvement be prayer? The 
answer must be a vehement no. 
Scripture teaches us to "be in the 
world, but not of the world", not to "be 
isolated in another world." Too often. 
Christians turn up their noses to the 
dirty business of politics. Young 
Christian men and women are 
encouraged to go to Bible college, lead 
a youth group, pastor a church, or 
become a missionary, but whatever 
you do, don't get involved in politics. 

During the last few decades we 
have turned America over to 
people who don't share, or are 
hostile to, our values and goals. As a 
result, Christians have lost much of 
their ability to interject their values in 
government. Also, our basic civil 
rights are being threatened at an 
unprecedented level. 

For example, the courts, with the 
help of the American Civil Liberties 
Union, have twisted the First 
Amendment into a device to purge 
Christian values from the public sector. 
This will only continue if Christians 
don't get involved. Christians share the 
same rights as every other American 
and, therefore, have every right to 
participate in the political process. 

Support for many typical Christian 
initiatives is widespread. A recent 
Time/CNN poll revealed that 78 
percent of Americans favor voluntary 
prayer in classrooms. Seventy-three 



percent support prayer before athletic 
events. Seventy-eight percent believe 
students should be allowed to attend 
voluntary Bible classes. Sixty-seven 
percent favor the display of religious 
symbols on government or public 
property. These goals can be met with 
greater involvement. 

Christians have no reason to yield to 
the political intimidation, sometimes 
subtle, sometimes not, expressed in the 
media and, need 1 say, universities. For 
example, the labels associated with 
Christians in politics such as the "far- 
right" or "religious right" imply 
fanaticisms while ardent liberals are 
referred to as "progressives." 

Mixing religion and politics 
should be done with the 
utmost care. Too often. 
Christians in politics allow their 
political orientations to become their 
religions. Political orientation should 
be made compatible with faith, not the 
other way around. The fact that most 
Christians find the Republican 
platform more compatible with their 
beliefs doesn't mean that all Christians 
should be Republicans, nur should 
anyone be judged for their decision. 
Neither party is perfect. 

Christians feel a real sense of 
urgency regarding the state of our 
country. However, that urgency should 
not be expressed with anger but 
transferred into disciplined prayer and 
political action. 

Christ's exhortation to his disciples 
in Matthew 10:16 applies to today. "I 
am sending you out like sheep among 
wolves. Therefore, be as shrewd as 
snakes and as innocent as doves." 
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The tight-rope: 
Self defense 
and gun control 



This spring. Congress will 
likely vote on several harsh 
gun-control bills. Before we 
support such bills, we need to 
consider two facts 

First, the police do not exist to 
provide personal protection to 
anyone. This principle can be 
found in numerous court cases. The 
most infamous is Warren v. District 
of Columbia (1981 1 in which three 
women college students sued the 
city after several men invaded their 
home, raped ^^^^^^^^^^ 
and tortured !wfc»»IwSBHWHI

raped, robbed, beaten, forced to 
commit sexual acts on each other 
and made to submit to the sexual 
demands of their attackers." An 
officer did respond to a phone call 
for help from one of the students. 
but after no one responded to his 
knock on the door, he left. 

The high court of the District of 
Columbia in its decision expressed 
sympathy for the victims and 
outrage at what occurred but still 
ruled that it was "fundamental [in] 
American law" that the duty of 
personal protection was the 
responsibility of every individual 
and not of the police and dismissed 
the case. Remember, there are only 
1 00.000 police officers on patrol at 
any one time. It is impossible for 
these officers to protect 240 million 
Americans from upwards of 10 
million violent criminals. 

Second, the best and most 
recent social science research 
supports the effectiveness of 
firearms for personal self-defense, 
especially for women. For example, 
research by Gary Kleck (arguably 
the foremost expert in the nation) 
has found when a criminal 
confronts a man or a woman armed 
with a firearm, the criminal 
surrenders or flees 83 percent of the 



time. Unfortunately, too many 
Americans have listened to 
misguided advice from the media 
and from Handgun Control Inc. not 
to protect themselves with firearms. 
As a result, they are easy victims to 
be brutally robbed, murdered or 
raped. One shocking report, 
"Violence Against Women," issued 
by the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
estimates the chance of an 
American woman being raped at 
some time in her life is now one in 
five. 

Civil rights attorney Don 
Kates, in "The Gun Control 
Debate: You Decide," 
especially criticizes Handgun 
Control Inc. for continuing to 
ignore the now overwhelming 
evidence that women can 
successfully defend themselves 
with a firearm and for urging 
women to submit to rapists. For 
example. Pete Shields, the founder 
of Handgun Control Inc.. tells 
worpen that the best way to "keep 
you alive (is to] put up no defense 
— give them what they want or 
run." Kates contends this advice is 
horribly wrong and Handgun 
Control Inc.'s goal to outlaw all 
handguns will simply deprive most 
women of their most effective and. 
in some cases, their sole means of 
defense. As Kates points out. 
outlawing handguns will not stop a 
rapist or other criminals because in 
most cases they don't need a 
handgun to commit a crime. For 
example, from 1972 to 1982, the 
criminal did not have a gun in 89.6 
percent of attacks on women. 

Before we support gun -control 
bills that prevent the lawful 
ownership of firearms for 
self-defense, I urge the students at 
K-State to read Kleck's recent book 
"Point Blank: Guns and Violence in 
America" and his article "Rape and 
Resistance" in the journal Social 
Problems, volume 37.

Crudup finished the game with eight 
rebounds, tops on Missouri. 

Mark Atkins led Missouri with 30 points. 
Melvin Booker added 1 8 for the Tigers. 

The Jayhawks went on a 1 7-2 run to take a 
43-26 lead with 5:40 to play n the first half. 
Missouri missed 16 of its last 18 shots of the 
half, and trailed 49-34 at the break. 



Atkins kept the Tigers in the game early, 
making seven of 13 field goal attempts for 17 
points in the first half.

Rex Walters and Adonis Jordan hit 3- 
pointers around a field goal by Atkins at the 
start of the second half to give Kansas a 58-40 
lead with 16:37 remaining.

Wildcat coach Dana Airman said before the 
season that he would receive some criticism for 
K-State's non-conference schedule. 

He has 

"I'm not going to sit here and tell you it's a 
tough schedule — it's not," he said at the time. 
"It's a schedule that we prepared to give us an 
opportunity to bring some of our players along." 

Like junior college transfers Anthony Beane 
and Ron Lucas. Like returning players Aaron 
Collier and Deryl Cunningham. And like 
incoming freshmen Brian Gavin and Jerrell 
Roberson, 

K-State's non-confer- 
ence schedule — as weak 
as it may have been — 
was a necessary found- 
ation in the development 
of this club. 

When a club has just 
two players that started 
more than half the team's 
games one year earlier, 
and a community -col lege 
transfer that's expected to 
lead the way, those early- 
season games are 
necessary 

When one of the 
team's two returning 
seniors. Collier, averaged 
just 15 minutes a game — and started only nine 
times — those early-season games are necessary. 

And when you're coming off a 16-14 year 
that all but alienated the Wildcat faithful, those 
early-season games are mandatory. 

Without games against the likes of Sam 
Houston State. LaSalle and Central Connecticut 
State, K-State wouldn't be in the position that 
it's in now — 13-3, in contention for the Big 
Eight title and in the running for an NCAA 
Tournament bid.

That's what 1 thought. 

You take away those early games, in which 
K-State had the chance to form a team, and 
we're struggling in the Big Eight much like we 
did last season. And then the fans would moan 
that we didn't schedule some weaker opponents 
to bring the team around. 

Indeed, when Altman put together this 
season's schedule, he was in a Catch 22 situation 
— schedule some weaker teams and get 
lambasted with criticism, or pit the Cats against 
better opponents who could do nothing for the 
team. 

And how soon we forget — the Wildcats lost 
to Lamar by 41 points a year ago. And we 
wonder why we don't have Michigan and 
Indiana on our schedule. 

Without a doubt, K-State needed these 
opponents to come together as a unit. And never 
was that more evident than when Ohio, a team 
coming off a fourth-place finish in the ever- 
tough Mid-American Conference, took us into 
overtime. 

Or when Wichita State shot 38 percent but 
still beat us by l3points. 

But the Cats are coming together now, as was 
evidenced by Saturday's win over Temple. The 
Owls, a perennial NCAA Tournament team — 
qualifying eight of the last nine years — came 
into the game with a 9-5 record against the 
toughest schedule in the nation. 

K-State responded by being the first team to 
shoot 50 percent against them from the field. 

Indeed, the Cats' non -conference schedule 
received much more criticism than it deserved. 

Even Kansas scheduled two games against 
Division II opponents and a third against Oral 
Roberts, a Division I Correspondence member. 

Sure, the Hawks had the likes of Indiana and 
Michigan on their schedule, but when you're a 
preseason pick for the Final Four, you have no 
business playing Emporia State and Rollins 
College. 

How many Division II opponents on K- 
State's schedule? None. 

Suddenly, Coppin State — 7-0 and in first 
place of the Mid-Eastern Conference — doesn't 
look so bad.

1 must admit that I' ve never been 
much of a Stray Cats fan. It isn't 
that 1 don't like their music. It's just 
that whenever I'm in that mood, I 
find it hard to choose the Stray Cats 
over the originals like Carl Perkins. 
Cliff Gallup or Duane Eddy. 

However, something did interest 
me about their latest release "Choo 
Choo Hot Fish." Looking back, it 
was probably just the cool title, 
coupled with the fact that I hadn't 
heard the Stray Cats for a while and 
had forgotten that I didn't 
particularly care for them. 

The original band is still intact, 
with Brian Setzer on vocals and 
guitar, Slim Jim Phantom on drums 
and Lee Rocker on bass and vocals. 

Their latest release does have 
many bright spots scattered 
throughout, and with a running time 
of 44 minutes, it's slightly longer 
than your average release. 

The effort was produced by 
Dave Edmunds, who is a great 
rockabilly force in his own right. As 
well as producing, Edmunds also 



guests on the track "Crybaby," 
providing both guitar and vocals. 
This tune is, without a doubt, one of 
the better offerings, from the foot- 
tapping thump of Rocker's upright 
bass to the straight -ahead groove 
provided by the teaming up of 
Setzer and Edmunds. 

In my opinion, the best track 
here is the opener "Elvis On 
Velvet." This tongue-in-cheek look 
at Presley's still-thriving empire 
culminates with the focal point in 
the chorus, which is the emotions 
provoked by seeing Elvis portrayed 
in a tacky, velvet painting.

Go Back To Memphis.'' which was 
penned by Randy Bachman of 
Bach man- Turner Overdrive fame, 
is a more traditional rocker.

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Clinton eases Medicade rules

WASHINGTON - President 
Clinton gave the nation's governors 
a freer hand Monday to run their 
financially strapped Medicaid 
programs. 

The governors in turn promised 
to help him sell a tough plan to 
shrink the huge budget deficit. 

Clinton said easing Medicaid 
rules was one big step on a long 
road to giving this country the kind 
of health-care system it needs. 

After years of strain between the 
White House and statebpuses, the 
governors were enthusiastic 
following a four-hour meeting with 
Clinton focusing on soaring health 
care costs that are helping drive the 
budget deficit to a projected $327 
billion this year. 

"He is someone who is fully 
knowledgeable and very 
sympathetic to what it is that we are 
facing," Gov. Pete Wilson, R-Calif. 
said of Clinton, himself a former 



governor. 

New York Gov. Mario Cuomo 
said he expected Clinton to come 
up with a deficit -reduction plan that 
will receive a substantial amount of 
support from Republican and 
Democratic governors. 

The administration has raised the 
possibility of an energy tax, limits 
on Social Security cost-of-living 
increases, higher corporate taxes 
and increased taxes on the wealthy. 

"No decisions have been made, 
and I don't know that it's very 
productive to go into what's on and 
what's off the table at any time," 
White House communications 
director George Stephanopoulos 
said. Clinton is to announce his 
program Feb. 17 in an address to a 
joint session of Congress. 

"1 think that there is much more 
sympathy on the part of the 
governors for what it is that the 
president will be undertaking," 
Wilson said. "There hasn't been a 
great deal of concern in the 



Congress about the deficit." 

Cuomo said, "What you need to 
do is convince the public that you 
arc willing to make the tough 
decisions and that they will work. I 
can't think of anyone in a better 
position to do that than the 
governors," 

The meeting gave Clinton an 
opportunity to jump beyond last 
week's controversy over 
homosexuals in the military and 
begin focusing on the domestic 
agenda he wants to stress. 

Asserting there is an urgent need 
to tame health care costs, Clinton 
said the nation's health bill has 
more than tripled in the last 12 
years. 



Family-leave bill gets support

WASHINGTON — A group of 
retailers that employs about 20 
million Americans endorsed the 
family- leave bill Monday on the 
eve of its scheduled Senate debate. 

The National Retail Federation's 
support was hailed by the bill's 
sponsors as an indication that the 
legislation is not anti-business, as 
critics argue. 

The U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
and other business groups oppose 
the legislation, which would force 
employers with 50 or more workers 
to give their employees up to 12 
weeks of unpaid leave to care for a 
newborn or a sick family member. 



The retail group said the bill, 
with its small business exemption, 
strikes a balance between family 
needs and workplace reality. 

The measure is expected to come 
up on the Senate floor on Tuesday. 
House debate is set for Wednesday. 

Supporters hope to get the 
measure to President Clinton by the 
end of the week. 

In the Senate, however, the bill 
could get caught up in maneuvering 
over a Republican effort to attach 
an amendment keeping the 
government's ban on homosexuals 
in the military. Democrats are 
expected to offer a counter- 
amendment blocking the 
Republican move. 



Sen. Chris Dodd. D-Conn.. said 
that the gays in the military issue 
ranks about 50th on Americans' 
lists of what is important and said it 
was regrettable some lawmakers 
would try to link the two. 

Meanwhile, the General 
Accounting Office said that the cost 
to U.S. businesses of continuing 
workers' health care coverage while 
they were on leave would amount 
to about $674 million a year. 

Sen. Nancy Kassebaum, R-Kan., 
a chief critic, has said she might 
offer an amendment forcing the 
government to pick up any costs of 
the mandated leave. The GAO said 
there were no other significant 
costs. 
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City ordinance requires sidewalk 
clearing within specified time

Pat Ball, code inspection officer 
for the Community Development 
Department, said a city ordinance 
specifies that sidewalks must be 
cleared within 48 hours of the last 
snowfall. 

When property owners fail to 
comply with the ordinance, and a 
complaint is made. Ball said she 
calls the owner. 

Some leases hold the renter 
responsible for clearing sidewalks 
and driveways. Ball said. 

Pearson said he recommends 
that the renter makes sure the lease 
holds the manager or property 
owner responsible for grounds 
maintenance before signing it. 

If the owner ignores the warning 
from Ball's department, the matter 
can be taken to municipal court.

"Sidewalks are the main con- 
cern," Ball said. "Especially around 
the University, because students 
have to use those to walk to 
school." 

Pearson is also concerned with 
the problems his department will 
face once the snow and ice are 
gone.

JERUSALEM — Israel said 
Monday it will allow 100 deponed 
Palestinians to return immediately 
from Lebanon and repatriate (he 
nearly 300 others within a year 
under a compromise plan crafted to 
aven possible U.N. punishment. 

The United Nations has 
demanded the exiles* immediate 
return. The impasse endangered the 
resumption of U.S. -sponsored 
Middle East peace talks and 
threatened to sour its relations with 
the Clinton administration. 

Israel's environment minister 
predicted the compromise 
unanimously approved by the 
Cabinet Monday night would end 
Israel's "collision course" with the 
Security Council and halt moves to 
impose sanctions. 

But the Palestine Liberation 
Organization quickly rejected 
Israel's move, announced in a 
nationally broadcast speech by 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

Yasser Abed-Rabbo. a PLO 
executive committee member, said 
from Tunisia that it was an attempt 



to circumvent the U.N. resolution 
demanding the return of the 
deportees, accused by Israel of 
being part of militant Muslim 
fundamentalists groups. 

The PLO's observer at the 
United Nations, Nasser al-Kidwa, 
said Arabs would push ahead with 
a sanctions resolution. 

Rabin said the arrangement was 
worked out in discussions with the 
United States, which promised to 
shield Israel from international 
sanctions and work to renew the 
Middle East peace process. 

"It is a package deal." he told a 
news conference. He said the U.S. 
promise would apply whether or 
not the deported Palestinians — 
who have been living in a 
makeshift camp in southern 
Lebanon — accepted Israel's offer. 

Rabin said Israel would help 
international groups get 
humanitarian aid to the deportees 
"by helicopter, not by land." 

Rabin said any charges would 
still stand against deportees who 
return to Israel, meaning many 
could end up in jail.

The question of the week: How 
well do students think Student Senate 
served its constituents last semester? 

The answer: so-so, at best. 

"All I hear is that Senate is wast- 
ing money," Bill Rowland, sopho- 
more in agribusiness, said. "I don't 
know what goes on in Student 
Senate." 

Out of 44 respondents to the ques- 
tion, which was posted by the Union 
stateroom last week, 3 1 said they did 
not think Senate was serving its con- 
stituents well. 

Rowland said Senate does not 
keep the students informed or tell 
them of changes that are happening. 



"Any student can come to a 
Senate meeting or pick up the news- 
paper and find out what's going on in 
Senate," Darby Wallace, arts and sci- 
ences senator and junior in public 
relations, said. 

Some changes Rowland suggested 
were to set short-term, obtainable 
goals that the student body wilt see 
while they are at K-State 

DcLoss Jahnke, communications 
representative for Senate and junior 
in agricultural journalism, said that 
Senate is using short-term thinking 
when they should actually be focus- 
ing on the long-term goals. 

"I feel these are good goals to 
have, even though they are not short- 
term goals," Jahnke said. 



Wallace said Senate tries to work 
on short-term goals, but the benefits 
are not always noticeable. 

The long-term goals of Senate 
must go through many different 
channels in order to be passed. Some 
of the long-term goals of Senate 
include restructuring of Farrell 
Library and trying to get a shuttle 
system on campus 

"We value what the students want 
because we are students ourselves," 
Wallace said. "There's a lot of time 
that goes into being in Senate We're 
here to make K-State a belter 
school." 

Todd Stedry, junior in marketing, 
had a neutral view of Senate 

"Some of the senators are doing a 



good job, while some of them 
aren't." Stedry said. "1 think that 
Senate needs to focus on residence 
halls and class presentations to 
inform the students of what is hap- 
pening. Senate needs to target the 
classrooms." 

Wallace said he agreed targeting 
the classrooms was a great idea. 

Senate meets at 7 p.m. every 
Thursday, and the meetings are open 
to anyone. Students are invited to sit, 
watch and listen to how Senate is 
run. 

"Students must realize that we are 
students too. We are people w ho care 
and who are trying to make a differ- 
ence," Wallace said.

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Instructor

After spending 2-1/2 weeks in Russia in 
August, Mike Ahem, instructor of marketing, 
filed for a $200,000 federal research grant. 

Ahem said he was gathering support data, in 
connection with the International Trade Institute, 
for a grant advocating a linkage between U. S. 
and Russian universities. 

"The implementation of this grant would not 
only benefit K-State. but possibly the entire 
world," he said. "You have to go over there to 
get a true understanding of what their business 
and economy is like." 

He said if the project is funded, faculty and 
students from Altai State University in Siberia, 
Russia, will be able to pursue MBA classes from 
K-State. 

"We are very optimistic about the success of 
acquiring the grant, although we will not find out 
until late spring," Ahem said. 

"The exchange program would also allow 
people from the United States to teach the 
faculty of Altai State the necessary skills to 
establish a college of business administration," 
he said. 

Currently. Altai State has no college of 
business administration. The university will need 
help deciding on issues such as curriculum, 
books and classes. Ahem said. 

"The classes will be taught with a special 
emphasis on the teaching and training of future 
MBA candidates in Russia," he said. 
"Instructional materials will be developed at K- 
State to contribute to the classroom instruction at 
Altai State " 

Ahem said, in addition, faculty at K-State will 
assist in the contribution of training programs in 
the areas of management, marketing, finance, 
accounting and entrepreneurs hi p. 

The governor of the state, the president of 
Altai State and other dignitaries provided a lot of 
written documentation for the linkage, he said. 

"This is great for K-State because it 
internationalizes our faculty and gives us 
research connections overseas," Ahem said. 

"We at the college of business want to 
increase cooperation throughout the world," he 
said. "If at this point in time we are not helping 
the Russians with their transition period, then the 
burden will become much greater for the world if 
they don't make this change." 

The idea of teaching business is really foreign 
to them. Ahem said. 

"With communism, you do not teach free 
marketing, and to survive in a world economy, 
they have to understand the free- market system," 
he said. 

Ahem said one of the biggest problems with 
the Russian economy is the inflation rate. It is 
difficult for Americans to understand hyper- 
inflation, which is over 2,000 percent, he said. 

He said advertising is in the embryonic 
stages, and that the Russians do not understand 
it. An advertisement would have no connection 
with what happened on television and with the 
company. It is so new they do not have strong 
goals or objectives, he said. 

"After this experience, you get the feeling you 
could make a difference," Ahem said. "Having a 
business school over in Russia could really be a 
positive change for the country. That is 
important to me." 

He said K-State has discussed some future 
programs with the institute involving Columbia, 
Paraguay, Mexico and the Netherlands.

"Ladies and gentlemen, (he Chief of State 
Club is proud to present the Presidential 
Seven, featuring Tom Jefferson jnd Johnny 
Tyler on violin. Harry Truman and Dick 
Nixon on piano. 'Silent' Cal Coolidge on 
harmonica and Warren Harding on comet. 

"And now our feature performer, just 
finishing up a tour of the continental United 
States, drumroll please, 'Slick Willie' 
Clinton on tenor saxophone." 

Seven presidents. 

That's it, and that's all, folks. Out of the 
4A men who have been president of the 
United States, only seven have played 
musical instruments. Three of them are not 
presidents who are talked about a lot. 

So some music retailers arc trying to 
capitalize on the fact that President Clinton 
not only plays an instrument, but plays it 
publicly. 

"I was just at a national trade show, and 
all the manufacturers were promoting 
saxophones. They all had Bill Clinton 
models, from when he was on Arsenio 
Hall." Blake Blackim. owner of Edgington- 
Midwest Music in Salina, said. 

Clinton played his tenor saxophone on 
the Arsenio Hall show last July, and also 
played at some of the inaugural balls in 
January. 

Companies that manufacture saxophones 
have reported an increase in sales in recent 
months and cite Clinton's influence, but 
saxophone fever has yet to hit Kansas. 

"We're trying to play on the president, 
but it hasn't worked so far," Mark 
Goodnow, Manhattan Pawn Shop employee, 
said. "You know, we get them, and we sell 
them. Nothing's really taken off yet " 

The owner of another music shop in 
Manhattan said Clinton hasn't been 
president long enough to have an influence. 

"It's too early to tell," Glenn Axelton. 
owner of Glenn's Music in Manhattan, said. 
"I don't think that it will make a difference. 
But that's just my personal opinion." 

Blackim said people in Salina are talking 
about Clinton and his sax. 

"Some people have come in and made 
comments, but they're not buying yet," 
Blackim said. 

He explained why he thought that was 
true. 

"Saxophone sales are seasonal. In our 
area of Kansas there's not much pro playing 
done The bulk of sales are fifth graders who 
are just getting into music lessons, and that 
started in September, Next September, there 
may be more interest." 

An employee at a Topeka pawn shop said 
he agreed the bulk of the shop's sales is 
right before school starts, but he said it has 
had a recent increase in interest in saxes. 

"We pretty much sell three months out of 
the year — June. July and August, right 
before school starts. But we have had many 
saxophone lookers from December to now," 
said Frank Ellis, employee at Capitol City 
Pawn Shop in Topeka. 

The FOX television show, "The 
Simpsons," also had an influence on sax 
sales, Blackim said. 

"Saxophones have always been popular. 
There was a surge a few years ago, since 
Lisa Simpson on the Simpsons plays 
saxophone."

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^Habla Espanol? Satellite sends K-State language lessons to small schools

High-school students in 1 SO high 
schools spanning 13 states are 
learning French and Spanish from 
K-State. 

Twice a week, live broadcasts of 
Spanish I and II and French I are 
transmitted via satellite to the high 
schools from the Kansas Regents 
Educational Communications 
Center, housed in Bob Dole Hall. 

Barbara Newhouse, associate 
director of academic programs at 
the ECC, said the schools partici- 
pating in the program are usually 
small schools that cannot afford to 
hire a teacher for foreign language 
courses. 



Newhouse said in states like 
Kansas, there is a foreign language 
mandate slating that schools must 
offer at least two years of foreign 
language. For small schools, the 
satellite language program is the 
most economical way of meeting 
that mandate. 

Nancy Worthington, instructor at 
the ECC, said once the schools have 
the transmitter and satellite uplink, 
which cost about $4,500, the only 
fee they pay is an annual per-stu- 
dent fee. She said K-State provides 
the class as a service and does not 
make a profit from the broadcast. 

"We keep the costs as low as 
possible so it is available to all 
schools," Newhouse said. 



This is the fourth year the 
Spanish class has been offered and 
the first year for the French class. 
Chuck Thorpe teaches the Spanish 
classes, and Jane Riles teaches 
French. Both are instructors at the 
ECC. 

The production crews for the 
shows are made up from mostly for- 
mer or current K-State students. 

"This gives them hands-on expe- 
rience with state-of-the-art technol- 
ogy, and it gives us people we can 
depend on every day," Worthington 



said. 

Thorpe and Riles teach the class, 
but teaching partners are the ones 
giving the grades. The partners are 
certified high-school teachers at the 
school and, in many cases, are 
learning the language right along 
with the students, Newhouse said. 

"This is not designed lo replace 
the in-class teacher," Newhouse 
said "But, there are so many small- 
er schools, and this allows them to 
have a foreign language before they 
go to college and maybe puts them 



on more of an equal level with stu- 
dents from larger schools." 

On the three days the students do 
noi participate in the satellite broad- 
cast, they do other activities 
planned by Thorpe and Riles. 
Worthington said. 

The class offers everything a tra- 
ditional class can. A loll-free num- 
ber the students can call during the 
broadcast provides interaction 
between students and teacher 
Prepared, computer-generated 
graphics replace the chalkboard. 



Visitors from foreign countries are 
hrought in as guests, and cooking 
demonstrations arc even used 

"My whole objective is to have a 
lot of fun with it." Riles said. 

She said when she taught in a 
classroom, she would use copy- 
righted material as visual aides, but 
those cannot be used on the air. 

"Everything has to be original. 
So, it opens up a whole new area of 
creativity," Riles said. "I like to 
stretch the technology as much as 
possible."

For the most pan. it has all been 
their stories. Their world. 
Through their eyes. I have never 
been passionate about history before. 
Maybe because it has all been just that 
- his-story. I read all the stories about 
all the men. Their battles. Their 
victories. Their lives. 

I read and learned about their 
history because it helped to shape my 
life and my world. All the white, 
though, 1 searched for my reflection in 
the stories, tales and drama of this 
country's past. But i wasn't there. 

American history, as taught in the 
classrooms of this country, doesn't 
want to tell my story or my life. Am I 
so different that my history is a waste 
of time to those not like me? Where is 
my reflection? Where is my 
connection? 

I want stories of women working in 
the factories and of the men who raped 
them. I want stories of how women 
were kept from voting until 1920. Not 
stories of how lucky women were to be 
granted the right to vote, I want stories 
of how lesbians and gay men were 
being subjected 10 electroshock 
treatment by the medical establishment 
in the 1960s, to "cure" their 
homosexuality. 

I never thought much about history 
growing up. It was just another 
class. I suppose it was because 1 
didn't know any better. What was 
taught must be the 1 trto. 1 mean, she is 
the teacher. It wasn't until 1 learned 
about myself — about who 1 am — 



that I realized the need for my history, 
and I embarked on my search for my 

past. 

When 1 finally came out as a 
lesbian 1 discovered the 
imponance of knowing about 
the past. It hasn't been just a matter of 
wanting to know, but needing to know 
I and others like me need to learn from 
past challenges, battles and the growth 
of our community to show us where 
we need to go and how to get there. 




The first time I went to a women's 
bookstore (read: lesbian) my life 
suddenly came alive. Instead of 
having to slink around a library trying 
to find a dusty, outdated and biased 
account of homosexuality, 1 was 
surrounded by volumes of books, all 
with a story to tell. I was amazed to see 
books displayed in the front window 
with lesbian or dyke right on the cover. 
Words that parts of society are too 
fearful to even say were being 



showcased for all of the city to sec. 

From that day on I haven't been 
able to go to a new city without hitting 
as many of the women's bookstores as 
possible. I will discover my past. I will 
learn the stories of my community. 

If it wasn't for books on women's 
history and the history of gay and 
lesbian America, all we would have is 
what the higher powers choose to give 
us. Until recently that would be almost 
nothing. A mere smattering of 
distorted images used to reflect the 
heterosexuals* interpretation of who 
we are. 

Some people criticize the 
politically correct dictates of 
inclusion. Why bother including 
e\ erything? What does it matter? Why 
should we — after all these years — 
change what we previously taught as 
right, only now to say it is wrong?

Pedestrian safety is 
a priority at K-State 

Editor, 

This letter is in response to 
the editorial in the Jan. 29 
Collegian regarding the safety 
of pedestrians at the intersection 
of North Manhattan Avenue 
and Vattier Street, and traffic 
congestion at 17th Street and 
Anderson Avenue. 

Approximately two years 
ago, the Campus Safety Task 
Force, including students and 
staff, recognized the need to 
address pedestrian safety issues. 
Since that time, the University 
has worked with the city of 
Manhattan to improve 
pedestrian safety on the streets 
bordering the campus. 

The marked pedestrian 
crosswalks on North Manhattan 
Avenue, at Thurston Street and 
at Old Claflin Road, as well as 
the marked crosswalk on 
Denison Avenue in the vicinity 
of Goodnow Hall have been 
added as a result of those 
discussions. 

We are continuing our 
efforts to improve pedestrian 
safety and traffic flow on the 
city streets adjoining the 
campus. Representatives of our 
Department of Public Safety 
and Facilities Planning Office 
will review with city officials 
your suggestion that a marked 
crosswalk be installed at the 
intersection of Vattier Street 
and North Manhattan Avenue, 
and your concern for traffic 
congestion at 17th Street and 
Anderson Avenue.

If you've been browsing through 
any of Ihe music stores in town 
recently, you may have noticed 
several re-releases by an unfamiliar 
band. 

This band is Angel, and thanks 
to the popularity of compact discs, 
they're back. In case you're 
pondering the purchase of one of 
these re-releases, or simply 
wondering who Angel is. allow me 
tell you a little about the band and 
its newest release, "Angel: An 
Anthology." 

In the liner notes of this 
compilation, Dave Reynolds of 
Kerrang!, states that had there been 
MTV in the 1970s, Angel would 
have been massive. 

If thoughts of an earlier version 
of Poison are filling your head, 
don't pass judgment just yet. 
Poison, it is definitely not. Angel is, 
however, a band that has been said 
to be ahead of its time. This 
description, unfortunately, is much 
like being told your prospective 
blind date has "a good personality." 
It's the kiss of death. 



Angel was discovered in 1975 by 
KISS' Gene Simmons in a 
Washington, D.C., club. 

I first became aware of the band 
in 1978 when they were opening for 
Styx on the "Grand Illusion" tour. 1 
had mixed emotions about the band 
then and still do now. 

Angel was voted best new band 
by Circus magazine in 1976, but 
just four years later, the dream was 
over and the group disbanded. 

Angel consisted of Frank 
Dimino, vocals, Punky Meadows, 
guitar, Barry Brandt, percussions, 
and the ever-trying -to- score-big, 
Gregg Giuffria, on keyboards. 
Mickey Jones provided bass until 
1977 until he left the band and was 
replaced by Felix Robinson. 

The anthology opens up with the 
band's theme song, "Angel." This 
instrumental evokes visions of early 
Styx and could also serve as an 
intro to something on Floyd's, 
"Dark Side Of The Moon." 

The compilation quickly picks 
up the pace with the next track 
"Tower." With its Edgar 



Winleresque keyboard intro and its 
Rush-tike tempo and mood 
changes, this song establishes itself 
quickly. It is definitely one of the 
best tracks here. 

Other highlights include "Rock 
& Rollers," which is a good, 
straightforward party song complete 
with unstructured overplay in the 
guitar solo. 

"White Lightning" is perhaps my 
favorite song on the release. With 
its funky guitar intro and a vocal 
delivery that is much like Rod 
Stewart's, "You're Insane," it 
comes off as a little different than 
the rest of the songs. 

"Don't Leave Me Lonely" may 
sound hauntingly familiar to some, 
as it was somewhat of a hit. but it 
may just be one of those songs that 
sounds familiar. 

If you've ever wondered what 
Judas Priest might have sounded 
like, had Rob Ha) ford recovered 
from laryngitis and had they added 
a keyboard player, check out, "Got 
Love If You Want It." 



This compilation also has 
portions that do not work as well. 
Although I applaud the inclusion of 
both "The Winter Song" and "The 
Christmas Song," both featuring 
The California Boys Choir, the 
songs just don't work in this 
context. And as you listen to "Wild 
and Hot," you're immediately 
reminded of Cheap Trick's 
"Surrender." You then begin to 
realize how often the band sounds 
like someone else. 

Slow ballads are not this band's 
forte. Songs like "Flying With 
Broken Wings" and "Ain't Gonna 
Eat My Heart Out Anymore" sound 
forced and overly self-indulgent. 

The low point of the release has 
to be the inclusion of "20th Centurv 



Foxes." from the 1980 movie. 
Foxes, starring Jody Foster. This is 
a direct attempt at dance music, and 
it fails miserably unless you like 
disco. 

All in all, "Angel: An 
Anthology" is a fair representation 
of Angel's abilities and drawbacks. 
But if you put this on at a party, 
most people will probably ask who 
it is — half of them requesting that 
you play something else. 

I personally find it to be a "must- 
h,i\e" for my collection, but then if 
I collected cars, I'd be sure to have 
an Edsel.

Park College handed the K-State men's 
volleyball team its first home loss of the 
season Tuesday night. 

The Pirates beat K- Stale three games to 
one in the match at Abeam Field House. Park 
took the first two games 1 5-9 and 1 5-9. 

The momentum began to swing for K-State 
in the third game, and K-State won 1 5-6. 

"They did great." K-State co-coach Lori 
Simpson said of the Wildcats. "They showed 
a lot of improvement on the floor tonight. 
They are having a good lime and doing what 
we ask them to do. 

"They're having fun. and I'm having fun 
coaching them." 

The final loss came when the Pirates won a 
close fourth game, 15-12. 

'To K-State's credit, they played hard and 
should of beat us," Park College coach Ronda 
Miles said. '"We were lucky to get out of here 



with our shorts on. Our passing was mediocre, 
our blocking was nonexistent, and our 
communication was almost zero." 

The Cats were impressed with the Pirates. 

"They were a good solid team, but we 
were with them in every aspect of the game," 
club president and middle hitter Kenny 
Martin said. "You could tell that they have a 
lot more experience than we do. 

"This is only our second year, and these 
guys are ranked fifth in the NA1A. We were 
intimidated at first but we came out. played 
and hit hard. 

"This was the first game of the semester 
and it was a good season opener. I think we're 
just warming up for the season," Manin said. 

"We did really well," setter Eric Martin 
said. "Each time we get' better and better. We 
have a lot of talent, and if we keep improving 
we'll just keep moving up the ladder." 

The Cats will see action Feb. 13 at 
Graceland College in Iowa, but Kenny Martin 
said he wasn't sure when the next home game 
will be. 

"We are trying to get KU and Nebraska to 
come play," he said.

► SUPER BOWL WAS MOST-WATCHED SHOW EVER 



NEW YORK (AP) — The Dallas 
Cowboys, Michael Jackson and NBC 
teamed up to make the 1 993 Super Bowl 
the most -watched show in television 
history, giving NBC its first weekly ratings 
victory in more than six months. 

NBC said Tuesday that an estimated 
1 33.4 million people watched the game 
Sunday. This is about 6.4 million more than 



watched the 1966 Super Bowl, the previous 
record-holder, which also was on NBC, 

The estimate was based on figures 
supplied by the AC Nielsen Co. 

The Super Bowl drew an A.C. Nielsen 
national rating of 45. 1 and a 66 share, the 
highest marks since CBS did a 45 8 and 66 
for the New York Giants-Denver Broncos 
Super Bowl in 1987. 



► ROYALS AGREE TO TERMS WITH 



KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — Catcher 
Mike Macfarlane has agreed lo a one-year 
contract with the Kansas City Royals for the 
1 993 season, the team announced 
Tuesday. 

Macfarlane, 28, signed for a reported 
$1,175 million. He had asked for $1.4 
million, while the Royals had offered 
$950000. He was paid $740,000 last year. 



By agreeing to terms, Macfarlane and 
the Royals avoided salary arbitration. 

Macfarlane led the Royals with a career- 
high 1 7 home runs and a .445 batting 
average in 1 992. He also was hit by a pitch 
1 5 times, which tied for the league lead and 
set a club record. 

He is a lifetime .251 hitter with 42 home 
runs. 






Explosive Sooner offense 
next test for tough Cat D 



Becoming the conference Scrooge 
of defense has powered the Wildcats 
to their best start since 1986. 

K- Stale's defensive stinginess is 
yielding just 65.6 points a game — 
best in the Big Eight — and has put 
the Cats in position for their first 
national ranking in four years. 

But now the season's biggest test 
of that defense will come when the 
Wildcats play their "Ghost of 
Blowouts Past" — the No. 16 
Oklahoma Sooners. 

When the Cats take the court 
against Oklahoma tonight at 7:35 in 
Bramlage Coliseum, they will be 
facing a team that pasted them last 
year by an average margin of 35 
points. 

The Sooners* 117-76 win in' 
Bramlage was the first time an 
opposing team had ever scored 100 
points on the Wildcats' home floor. 
Oklahoma also made 50 Held goals, 
another Bramlage record. 

"What do I remember about last 
year's game?" center Deryl 
Cunningham said. "I remember a 
team that gave up — a team that 
didn't fight" 

Cunningham pulled down seven 
rebounds and scored eight points in 
last season's game in Manhattan. 

"I was really disappointed." he 
said. "I never played anywhere where 
we didn't have any pride. After we 
got down, we accepted a." 

K-State hit just two of the team's 
first 16 shots and never threatened the 
Sooners, who built a 26 point 
halftime lead. 

The Sooners" pressure defense 
forced K-State into 23 turnovers, the 



key statistic that Coach Dana Alt man 
said led to last year's blowout. 

"We just didn't handle the ball 
against them, and the game got going 
way too fast really quick," he said. 
"It's just a matter of being strong with 
the basketball, looking down the 
floor, and judging when you have a 
good shot. 

"Last year, we didn't make those 
decisions. We rushed shots, and that 
only plays into their hands." 

While some of the names have 
changed, Oklahoma's game is the 
same — the Sooner defense is forcing 
opponents into 25 turnovers a game. 

"Oklahoma's going to be tough," 
guard Anthony Beanc said. "I think 
they're the most athletic team in the 
Big Eight 

"I'm real excited, but our team 
isn't worrying about them right now. 
If we play our game, we've got a 
good chance to win. Our defense is 
going to have to carry us." 

All five Sooner starters are 
averaging more than 14 points a game 
this season. Oklahoma leads the Big 
Eight in scoring average with 97 8 



points a game, including a 146-65 
win over Florida A&M last week. 

Jeff Webster and Bryan Sallier, 
both 6' 8", create particular matchup 
problems for the Cats. Webster is 
third in the Big Eight in scoring with 
an 18.2 average, while Sallier leads 
the conference in rebounding with 
10.2 a game. 

"Even more than their size, they 
score so easily," Airman said. "We're 
going to have lo keep their offensive 
production down, and it's going to 
put a lot of pressure on us. 

"We're going to have to out- 
rebound them, and that's going to be 
critical. We cannot give them two or 
three shots at the basket"' 

With K-State on the threshold of 
the national rankings, does that give 
the game added meaning? 

"The most important thing is that 
it's a home conference game, period," 
Altman said. "That's nice, but I'd 
rather see our team play well and play 
hard than be ranked. 

"We're in a position now where 
we can do a lot of good things, but 
we've got a lot of season left."

Confidence peaked in Temple win 1

K-State" s Saturday night victory 
against Temple did more for the 
Wildcats than put them in the hunt 
for an NCAA tournament berth. It 
showed them that they can play 
basketball in the second half. 

"That's something we had gotten 
away from," guard Anthony Beane 
said. "And it let us know that if we 
put those two halves together, we 
can really be great." 

But complementing a strong first 
half with an equally strong second 
half hasn't been easy. 

■ Against the Jayhawks, K-State 
blew an eight- point halftime lead 
and was outscored by 1 1 tallies in 
the final period. 

■ The Wildcats led Nevada- 
Reno 39-35 in the first half, but 



eventually lost 83-82, 

■ And K-State held both LaSalle 
and Central Connecticut State to 16 
first-half points, only to be 
outscored by both teams in the final 
half, 43-38 and 40-37. 

"It's definitely going to be 
necessary to turn it up in the second 
half," Askia Jones said. "We can't 
let down." 

But before the Temple game, 
letting down in the second half is 
what the Cats had been doing best. 

K-State's first-half shooting 
percentage was a balmy 50 percent 
prior to Saturday's 86-63 win. But 
in the second half, that percentage 
fell to 44 percent. 

The same partem was true for 3- 
point shooting — 45 percent in the 
first half, just 32 percent in the 
second. Even though the Wildcats 



had taken just three fewer second- 
half treys, they had 15 fewer 3- 
pointers. 

' "We really have to put two 
halves together," Jones said. 

The victory over Temple just 
may have been the first step in that 
direction. 

After shooting 42 percent in the 
first half — and trailing by five 
points — the Cats turned it up, 
making 62 percent of their second- 
half snots. That propelled K-State to 
a 53-point outburst, and what 
several Wildcats called the best half 
of the season. 

"That was really important 
because it showed we had heart," 
Deryl Cunningham said. "It showed 
a lot of character on our part 

"And it showed that we can get it 
done in the second half." 



HUNTIN' AND FISH1N' 



Pack the rod and hit the road - 
fishing in Kansas is heating up 



The fishing grapevine is a vast and 
never-ending source of information. 

Either you get someone who won't 
say a word about the fishing, fearful that 
a bus load of scouts and four troop 
masters might show up there, or you'll 
find out where the fish are biting and 
end up talking about Fred Corn's long- 
lost aunt from Harvey county. 

The fishing seems to be heating up 
around the state lately. 

But you may have to drive an hour or 
two because the local lakes either 
haven't begun to pay off, or the ice is 
rotten. 

Two hours west of Manhattan at 
Waconda Lake — more commonly 
known as Glen Elder — the fishing 
seems to be picking up quickly. 

Jeff Rader owns and operates Radcr 
Lodge just West of Glen Elder dam. 

"The fishing looks good right now," 
he said. "Some people have been 
catching large numbers of white bass 
through the ice." 

The weapon of choice for hard -water 
anglers at Glen Elder has been a silver 
slab spoon, fished about 20 feet down. 

Closer to home, some crappie have 
been caught through the ice. but they 
have been small and few. 

If you really get anxious, try 
bouncing one-half to three-quarter 
ounce jigs off the bottom of the outlet 
channel. The larger weight jigs keep the 



jigs down on the bottom, where chances 
of hooking a walleye will be better on 
bright days. Tipping the jig with a live 
minnow will sometimes catch fish, 
while a plain jig will be ignored. 

Twelve to 14 inch crappies have 
recently been taken at Milford, in 
Military Cove 



and Curtis Creek 
areas. But due to 
the ice storms 
and snow the 
area experienced 
during the 

freezing of area 
lakes. Milford is 
not a real good 
place for ice 
fishing. 

Chris Clouse, 
fish hatchery 
assistant for the 
Department of 
Wildlife and 
Paris, is hesitant 
about the ice fishing. 

"I'd call the bait shops and check 
before driving over," he said. "We 
didn't have very good ice to begin with 
and I think it would be real 
questionable," 

Council Grove is probably your best 
bet, as they have been producing good 
numbers of CTappie. but they have been 
small.

Also, don't ignore Council Grove 
city lake. It's small, but has a great 
walleye population, and healthy ice has 
been reported. 

Don't tell thfc folks down in 
Herington where you heard this, but the 
city lake there has great walleye fishing. 
They're protective about their lake, and 
you will have to buy a special city 
permit to fish the impoundment. 

But it's usually worth the trip and the 
permit. 

You don't need the 90-horse power 
ice auger, and a battery operated tip up 
with a siren to get started ice fishing. 
You can buy a hand-operated Auger for 
$40, and you'll be in business. I 
wouldn't recommend the old hatchet 
method — especially if you're on 
questionable ice. 

Your ultra-light outfit filled with 
two-pound lest can work all right, but 
buying the shorter ice fishing poles is 
recommended. 

I recommend them not because they 
catch more fish, but because you will 
have an uncanny urge to stare into your 
little hole in the ice. 

This is sometimes difficult to do 
standing at the end of a six foot flippin' 
stick. 

Use small, very small, jigs and 
spoons. You may want to buy some ice 
fishing lures made to accommodate 
small minnows or mealworms. They're 
inexpensive and catch many different 
species of fish. 

If you haven't tried it, give it a shot 
before the ice melts. 

Nobody thinks about the cold when 
catching fish. 
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Volunteer Income Tax 
Assistance program 
offers aid to those in need

But while there's not a whole lot that can 
be done about death, help is available for 
those who need it with their taxes. 

A service in Manhattan that helps those in 
need of tax advice is the Volunteer Income 
Tax Assistance program, or VITA. 

According to Alma Azuara, junior in 
finance, VITA serves those who can't afford 
or don't want to have an accountant do their 
taxes. The volunteers in the program are, for 
the most pan, students, 

Azuara said she joined the program 
because she enjoys working with numbers 
and thought it would be interesting. 

"I think it will be good experience 
because you get to work with the general 
public," Azuara said. 

Azuara and about 80 other volunteers had 
12 hours of training during two days. 



Another day was used for volunteers who 
wanted more advanced training. 

The volunteers are taught to handle both 
slate and federal forms. Most people ask for 
help with the I040EZ, 1040 and K>4i) A 

Volunteers are given a current income tax 
guide, several folders of guidelines and 
sample problems to assist them. 

"We're not experts. We were just 
trained," Azuara said. "But we have all the 
information we need and also experienced 
people to help us." 

Scott Walker, senior in accounting, is in 
his third year coordinating VITA. Walker 
was one of two students who. stepped 
forward to coordinate VITA two years ago 
when the previous coordinator left. He has 
been with VITA since. 

Walker said that the IRS helps VITA get 
set up every year and lets the group run on 
its own. 

"There is a lot of talent in our program," 
Walker said. "Hopefully, Riley County 
VITA will be strong this year and in the 
years to come."

►LEGISLATORS, CANDIDATES FACE 
QUERY ABOUT DOLE'S DONATIONS 

TOPEKA — Five legislators and four former 
legislative candidates face questions about the legality of 
their accepting $7,500 from U.S. Sen. Bob Dole's 1992 re- 
election campaign. 

The state ethics commission's staff said a 1991 law 
prohibits legislative candidates from accepting money from 
other candidates' campaign committees. However, an 
attorney for Dole's 1 992 re-election campaign called the 
interpretation patently absurd. 

The legislators who received the money said either 
they did not know a legal problem existed with accepting 
the Dole donations, or they received information that they 
could accept the money. They also said the state's 
Campaign Finance Act is complex and confusing.

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Teen-age gunman 
enters middle school

WICHITA — A teen-age gun- 
man surrendered to police about an 
hour after entering a middle school 
near downtown today and forcing 
the evacuation of several hundred 
students. 

Deputy Police Chief Mike 
Watson said officers were able to 
talk the young man into surrender- 
ing his weapon without incident. 

Police had sealed off several 
blocks around Allison Middle 
School after the gunman entered the 
building during the lunch hour. 

A student at the school, 1 4-year- 
old Shane Irvin, said he was work- 
ing in the school office when the 
young man came in shortly after 
noon. 



The gunman carried what 
appeared to be a 1 2-gauge shotgun 
and wore a black mask, gloves, a 
headband and some sort of an 
ammunition belt, Irvin said. 

"Surprise." was all the gunman 
said, according to Irvin. 

There were no reports of shots 
being fired, injuries or hostages. 

Shortly after the gunman entered 
the building, students and teachers 
were seen running west from the 
building accompanied by police, 
witnesses said. They went to an ele- 
mentary school about a block away, 
officials said. 

"I want my daughter," one 
woman yelled at a reporter as he 
tried to tell her she was running 
right into what police said might be 
a line of fire

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Seminar 
leaders help 
high school 
students

Upperclassmen at K-Statc are 
helping freshmen adjust to college 
life. These students are student 
success seminar leaders. 

Judy Lynch, associate director 
of the Academic Assistance Center, 
said the leaders teach the seminar 
which combines study and life 
skills. 

People who take the class earn 
two or three non-degree credit 
hours. Leaders can also earn three 
non-degree credit hours. 

Lynch said one day a week 
students learn skills like time 
management and note-taking. 
Another day they apply those skills 
in a general psychology or 
sociology lab and on another day 
they attend *a math lab. If the 
students are taking the course for 
two credits, they attend the study 
skills lab and either the social 
science lab or the math lab. 

The seminar uses the Becoming 
a Master Student text, a book 
marketed by College Survival Inc. 
and used in 1,500 schools. Lynch 
said the text was geared toward real 
life and gave different, interesting 
and even humorous ideas to help 
students. 

"This course goes beyond just 
teaching study skills. It shows the 
students how to take the 
information and not only apply it to 
their classes, but to life as well," 
Lynch said. 

Non-traditional students and 
those who score low on the ACT 
are recommended for this class, but 
anyone can take the course. 

Originally, lack of money was 
the reason for using 

undergraduates as leaders, when 
the seminar was first offered in 
1983. 

"At first it was money, but now 
even if we had money to pay a lot 
of salaries we would stilt use the 
students because it works so well," 
Lynch said. "They have recently 
experienced the things these 
freshmen have experienced, and the 
students listen more to what they 
are telling them." 

Daryl Peterson, manager of the 
consulting group at College 
Survival, said using undergraduates 
to teach the course was uncommon. 
He said he did not know of any 
other schools using undergraduates 
as leaders. Usually graduate 
teaching assistants, academic 
advisers or full-time faculty teach 
it, he said. 

"Your situation you have there 
is quite unique. Your group 
changes every year, and usually it 
takes several tries to become adept 
at leading this kind of thing," 
Peterson said. "But, your program 
seems to work well. " 

Peterson attributed the success 
of K-State's program to the 
enthusiasm and interest of the 
leaders and to the extra credibility 
the leaders have because they are 
peers. 

There is a tough competition for 
the leader positions. Lynch said. 

She said leaders span all majors 
and go through an extensive 
training period. 

"Their first day of teaching is 
really tough, and I try to prepare 
them, but there is no way they can 
be totally prepared," Lynch said. 

Jocelyn Viterna, sophomore in 
sociology, was a leader last

About 100 Wildcat fans gathered at Last 
Chance Restaurant A Saloon Wednesday 
night to revel in the moment. 

K-State 62, Oklahoma 61. 

"I thought it was an awesome game 
because we beat a nationally ranked team," 
said Kim Hodge, a former K-State student 
who now lives in Topeka. "No one thought 
we were going to do anything this year." 

Many of the fans stood around the fire, all 
talking about one thing — the excitement of 
the game. 

That excitement was evident in the post- 
victory celebration. 

"It was really great," Keri Heller, junior 
in human development and family studies, 
said. "The crowd was really in the game, and 
they really boosted the team's spirit and kept 



it going." 

Joe Beuerlein, a 1985 K- State graduate, 
also came from Topeka to watch the game. 

"This was the most perfect game as far as 
excitement," he said. "1 mean, those last 
minute free-throws! You couldn't have 
asked for a better game." 

Steve Dickey, a salesman from Lawrence, 
said he was jubilant, though he was a 
University of Kansas fan. 

"1 think it was one hell of a game," he 
said. "It doesn't matter if it's KU or K-State, 
as long as they beat Oklahoma." 

Marvin Burkett, a Manhattan resident, 
said he was also impressed by the energy of 
the fans 

"The crowd was into it," he said, "It was 
so much better than the KU game. The 
crowd was on their feet for more than half of 
the game." 



Chaos erupts following win over No. 16 Oklahoma

No other word could describe the 
activity on the Bramlage Coliseum floor 
just seconds after the Wildcats beat the 
16th-ranked Oklahoma Sooners 
Wednesday night. 

The win solidified K-State's second- 
place standing in the Big Eight and 
improved its record to 14-3 overall. 4-1 in 
Big Eight play 

Wildcat guard Anthony Beane hit a 
pair of free throws with just 3.6 seconds 
remaining to put K-State up by the 62 61 
winning margin. 

"Coach tells us it's not how big you 
are." Beane said. "It's the size of your 
heart." 

And that Wildcat heart — along with 
many of the nearly 10.000 in attendance 
— nearly stopped in the waning moments 
of the game. 

The Sooners, now 14-6 overall and 2-3 
in the Big Eight, took a one-point lead 
with just 2:05 to play Beane's long 3- 
pointer with 45 seconds left was well off, 
and Oklahoma got the rebound. 

That's when the cardiac overload 
kicked in. 

The scenario: Oklahoma 61. K-State 
60. Oklahoma ball with 42 seconds to 



play. The Wildcats had just three team 
fouls, meaning that they would have to 
commit four more before they sent the 
Sooners to the free-throw line. 

"We wanted to get a steal." Coach 
Dana Altman said. 

Instead, the Cats picked up the four 
fouls and sent Oklahoma's Terry Evans to 
the charity stripe. *4>> 

Evans, a 72-percent free-throw shooter 
who made all three of his previous free 
throws, went to the line with 23 left. 

"We just had to foul Terry Evans 
because he was so strong with the 
basketball," Altman said. "We were just 
fortunate that he missed that one." 

After the Cats' Ron Lucas and 
Oklahoma's Bryatt Vann fought for the 
loose ball, Vann knocked it out of bounds. 

That set K-State up for its patented 
late-game heroics. 

"When he missed that free throw and 
we called time-out," Beane said, "right 
then we felt that we were going to win." 

Beane was fouled on the return trip 
down the court, and his pair of free throws 
— the only two he shot all night — iced 
the win. 

But the late-game heroism was just one 
facet of K State's ninth win in 10 games. 

The game pitied the Big Eight's No. I 
defense and No. 8 offense, K-State, 
against the conference's No. 8 defense and 



No. 1 offense. Oklahoma. 

Something had to give. 

The Wildcats held the Sooners — who 
were averaging 98 points a game — to just 
61, their lowest output of the season. 
Oklahoma's previous low was a 74-p\»int 
loss against low a Slate 

Only two of Oklahoma's five starters 
matched their season averages, and the 
team's leading scorer, Jeff Webster, didn't 
score. He had been averaging 18 points a 
game. 

And Angelo Hamilton, who tore the 
Cats apart in the first half with 17 points, 
scored just two in the final 20 minutes. 

"Everything is based on effort," Beane 
said. "We try to give 1 10 percent, and 
good things will happen." 

Vincent Jackson's six rebounds led K- 
State. and the Cats outrebounded the 
Sooners 32-27. 

K-State started the game on fire. The 
Wildcats jumped out to a 21-8 lead in the 
first eight minutes of the game and 
seemed to be riding the momentum 
generated in the Temple win, in which K- 
Statc used a 53-potnt secund half to 
overcome the Owls. 

"We made some good decisions out of 
the blocks," Altman said. "We were 
making that extra pass and getting the 
good shot." 

Indeed, the Wildcats drilled seven of 



their first eight attempts 
their 3 pointers. 

Oklahoma, meanw 
game by missing each 
shots. 

But then the Sooners 
run of its own, and K- 
State seemed destined 
for another second- 
half letdown. 

That second-half, 
though, took on a 
much slower pace, and 
the Wildcats were able 
to keep the Sooners 
from putting together 
a run. 

"The pace of the 
game in the second 
half was more to our 
liking."

K -Stale graduates Randall and Elizabeth Hill 
have established a trust that will provide a profes- 
sorship and a student scholarship. 

Gordon Dowell, director of publications for the 
KSU Foundation, said the funds will endow the 
Randall Hill Professorship in Sociology and the 
Donald R. Hill Political Science Scholarship. 

The gift will be managed by the Foundation, the 
University's official fund-raising arm. 

The trust was created from the proceeds of 
investment income worth nearly $9**,000, Dowell 
said. The funds will continue to support the Hills 
for the rest of their lives and then will be trans- 
ferred to the Foundation, 

Randall Hill received his master's degree in 
sociology from K-State in 1927. In 1929, after 
earning a doctoral degree in sociology at the 
University of Missouri, he became an associate 
professor of sociology at K -State. Elizabeth Hill is 
a 1927 K-State human ecology graduate. The Hills 
currently reside in Topeka. 

"I have been associated with and benefited from 
Kansas Slate University many years, first as a stu- 
dent and then on the staff of sociology for nearly 
40 years." Randall Hill said. "1 have been very 
encouraged by the University's growth and the 
achievement of its students and faculty in the last 
several years." 

Martin Ottenheimer, head of the Department of 
Sociology, said he appreciates the contribution. 

"Dr. Hill, who was the first sociologist hired at 
K-State when sociology was in the department of 
economics, has made a wonderful contribution to 
the department," Ottenheimer said. 

The Hill family's association with K-State does 
not end with Randall and Elizabeth. Two of the 
Hill's sons, now deceased, were K-State graduates. 
Also, grandson John Hill represents the third gen- 
eration to attend K-State.

Yet, Senate president Bud Burke, R- 
Olathe, and House Speaker Bob Miller, R- 
Wellington, have recently made statements 
that suggest that neither they nor their 
colleagues are paying much attention to a 
current lobbying blitz that includes preprinted 
postcards signed by their constituents. 

The whole issue revolves around a 
proposed constitutional amendment that 
would allow casino gambling in Kansas City, 
Kan. 

The Woodlands, a dog and horse racing 
track in Kansas City, has organized a massive 
media campaign in order to pass the 
amendment. The racing complex makes the 
postage -paid postcards available to people 
who attend the races. The cards can then be 



simply signed and mailed in. 

"I've got a couple, 300 of them," said 
Miller. "I don't even look at them." 

Burke said most legislators don't pay 
much attention to lobbying campaigns such 
as this. 

"It's not particularly effective," he said. 
"If they want to help the post office, that's 
fine with me." 

While it is obvious that the entire 
campaign is being orchestrated by the 
Woodlands for it's own interest, the fact 
remains that, in essence, constituents are 
speaking to their representatives and are 
being ignored. 

Regardless of the issue, be it gambling or 
deciding on the state insect, and regardless of 
who is behind the push, racetrack or 
temperance club, legislators have a strict duty 
to listen to each and every citizen they were 
elected to serve.

The year was 1948, and the 
President's name was Harry 
Truman. The military ban, at that 
time, was against African 
Americans. 

The process was repeated when 
women were integrated into the 
military. The same absurd reason, 
undermining morale and discipline, 
was again given. 

And now, we are once again 
faced with the same response to 
lifting the ban against homosexual 
Americans serving in the military.

Nandigama Krishnamachary original- 
ly did not come to the United States to 
paint pictures. Far from it. 

After completing his doctorate in bio- 
chemistry at the Indian Institute of 
Science in Bangalore, India, focusing on 
membrane proteins, Krishnamachary 
came to the United States in 1987 to fur- 
ther his study at American universities. 

He spent time researching at the 
University of Virginia and Temple 
University before coming to K-State in 
January of 1991, 

But his journey to America did more 
than further his desire to conquer 
leukemia. It reignited an interest in 
painting that hadn't been there for 20 
years. 

"I used to do watercolor paintings in 
school, mostly doing portraits and gener- 
al things," Krishnamachary said. "But 
when I got to college, I had to stop for 
financial reasons." 

The high cost of painting materials 
forced him to discontinue his primary 
hobby in 1971. 

Upon arriving in the United States in 
1988, Krishnamachary, at the suggestion 
of his wife, began to take up the brush 
and begin anew a hobby that he*s had no 
formal schooling in. 

"I didn't think of really doing it until 
my wife suggested it," he said. "She's 



my best critic, always making sugges- 
tions and giving inspiration." 

Included among his works are a num- 
ber of paintings of various parts of 
Oregon, a depiction of the east side of K- 
State's Anderson Hall, a number of 
imaginary landscapes and a rendition of 
Mark Twain. 

"All of Mark Twain's works have 
been translated into my native tongue, 
Telugu. As a child I read 'The 
Adventures of Tom Sawyer."" he said. 
"My wife later introduced me to read 
him, and I painted a picture of him for 
her." 

The oil-on-canvas piece depicts 
Twain lying in bed while writing about 
the coincidence of being born and dying 
with the appearance of Halley's Comet. 

"It took 60 hours because it's oil on 
canvas, and you must wait for the oil to 
dry before you can add over what's 
already been painted," Krishnamachary 
said. "I paid note to the details. The 
hardest part is to get the exact features 
correct." 

Like many hobbies, painting is the 
primary way Krishnamachary relaxes. 

"Painting helps me forget everything. 
Whenever I feel frustrated, 1 get the frus- 
trations out by painting. It's very reward- 
ing, and I never get tired of this work." 
he said. 

The demands of research keep 
Krishnamachary's painting time con- 



fined to tbe weekends. He can only pro- 
duce about one major work per year 
because of his current work with 
Professor Melvin Center on a protein 
that will make celts resistant to 
leukemia. 

When the time is available, though, 
Krishnamachary experiments with dif- 
ferent styles of painting. 

"I also do wet-on-wet. which only 
takes a few hours. It's more of a repre- 
sentation," he said. 

He gets many of his ideas from 
watching painting shows on television. 

"Alexander on PBS gave me the idea 
for wet-on-wet," he said. 

Krishnamachary said he would like to 
have his work displayed on campus. He 
plans to do more works on familiar land- 
scapes around Manhattan to raise interest 
in what he does. 

"I'd like to present the picture of 
Anderson Hall to the University. Maybe 
have some works displayed elsewhere. 
But I'm really not sure how to go about 
it." he said. 

The summertime is when he expects 
to do the majority of his works so that he 
can walk around campus and get ideas. 

Even if this doesn't happen, 
Krishnamachary plans to keep on paint- 
ing. 

"Frustration is a part of life," he said. 
"Through painting I get relief from ten- 
sion. That's why I do it." 



Teen gunman forces 
schools to think safety

WICHITA — Security proce- 
dures have been increased at 
schools this year, but more stringent 
measures can't guarantee the pre- 
vention of a violent episode, a 
school official said Thursday. 

School board members have dis- 
cussed the possibility of locking all 
outside doors but one. 

"You could have a security 
guard at that front door. What's to 
say someone isn't going to come in 
and shoot the guard, and then walk 
on by and keep shooting?" Paul 
Longhofer, assistant schools super- 
intendent, said. 

"If someone is bent on doing 



something like that, unfortunately 
there isn't any level of security that 
can be provided to stop it." 

On Tuesday, Nick Phillips, a 14- 
year-old Allison Middle School stu- 
dent, walked into the school office 
carrying a loaded shotgun, a back- 
pack containing a loaded revolver 
and extra ammunition. He was 
being held by police Wednesday 
pending the filing of formal 
charges. 

Although the school was safely 
evacuated, and Phillips surrendered 
without ever pointing the weapons 
at anyone, parents were expected to 
press the school board for assur- 
ances schools are safe. 
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Ordinance will counteract 
Colorado's Amendment 2 
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TELLURIDE, Colo. — In the 
first municipal counterattack on 
Amendment 2, voters in this 
mountain resort approved an anti- 
discrimination ordinance that 
includes protection clauses for 
homosexuals. 

Telluride, with a 484-151 vote 
Tuesday, outlawed discrimination 
in housing, employment and public 
services based on sexual 
orientation, race, gender, religion 
and other categories. 

The measure directly opposes 
Amendment 2, which prohibits 
state or local laws that protect gays 
from discrimination. 

The Amendment, approved by 
Colorado voters Nov. 3, was 
suspended by a Denver judge last 



month pending the outcome of a 
court challenge . 

Telluride" s new ordinance would 
be nullified if Amendment 2 is 
upheld. 

Telluride and surrounding San 
Miguel County voted heavily 
against Amendment 2, as did most 
Colorado counties that rely heavily 
on income from ski tourism. Gay 
activists have called a boycott of 
the state to protest tbe Amendment. 

Voters in Denver and Boulder 
counties also opposed the 
amendment. 

The Telluride law will not only 
protect residents from bias, but will 
send the message that Telluride 
welcomes all visitors, said Zeb 
Landsman, an attorney who drafted 
the ordinance.

Wednesday night's win was the 
ninth in the last 10 games for K-State, 

The Wildcats now have a 
stranglehold on second place in the Big 
Eight — regardless of what happens 
Monday night against Missouri. 

And K-State is off to its best start in 
Big Eight play since the 1987-88 team 
started off 5-0. That team went to the 
NCAA Final Eight. 

"This was a game we needed to stay 
in the thick of things," head coach Dana 
Altman said. "It was very gratifying." 

But don't expect the win — and the 
imminent berth in the Associated Press 
Top 25 — to go to the Wildcats' heads. 

"I think it's nice for our fans, maybe 
nice for some of the people at K-State," 
Altman said. "But right now, it has no 
relevance to us." 

Indeed, Altman maintains that this 
team can't look past anybody. 

"We've got nine conference games 



to play This was an important win for 
us, and now we just have to continue to 
play." 

And several of the Wildcats 
reiterated the same point. 

"A ranking would be nice," Anthony 
Beane said. "It would be a confidence 
builder. 

"But as Coach says, we just need to 
keep working hard. We may not be as 
quick as other teams, we may not be as 
tall, but we're tougher." 

And Ron Lucas said that K-State 
can't afford to get too comfortable. 

"There's still a lot of time for other 
teams to try to catch up," he said. "The 
only thing we have to do is try to get 
better and better. 

"We won this. But in the Big Eight, 
we're still No. 2." 

But a confident No. 2. 

"We won a really big game," senior 
Aaron Collier said. "This just tells us 
that we have the capability to beat 
anybody."

In the aftermath of K-State s 
victory over No. 16 Oklahoma, 
Sooner coach Billy Tubbs left 
the Wildcats plenty of 
motivation for the rematch. 

"We're going to beat the hell 
out of them in Norman — mark 
that down," Tubbs said. 

"I don't give a shit how 
good they are, OK?" 

Tubbs' post-game comments 
centered primarily on the 
officiating. The Sooners saw a 
61-58 lead with 2:42 remaining 
in the game turn into a one- 
point Wildcat victory. 

K-State trailed by one when 
Wildcat guard Anthony Beane 
missed a three-point shot with 
48 seconds left. Oklahoma 
rebounded Beane* s miss with 
less than 45 seconds remaining 
in the game, forcing K- State to 
foul to regain possession. 

But the Wildcats, who had 
only two team fouls in the 
second half, had to foul 
Oklahoma four different times 
to get the Sooners to the free 
throw line before time expired. 



"It's amazing," Tubbs said. 
"They pick up four fouls in 40 
seconds but only two in 19 
minutes. We have a rule called 
the intentional foul rule." 

Sooner guard Terry Evans 
was fouled by Cat forward Ron 
Lucas with 23 seconds left. 
Evans missed the first free 
throw, and the ball was batted 
around until it went out of 
bounds to K-State. 

"I'm not supposed to explain 
it," Tubbs said of the 
officiating. "You better ask 
them. I'm not allowed to say 
anything about it." 

Tubbs also had no 
complimentary remarks about 
K-Sta(e*s defensive effort. The 
Sooners were held to 43 percent 
shooting in the game, including 
a 15.4 percent mark from 3- 
point range. 

Oklahoma guard Angelo 
Hamilton, who scored 1 7 in the 
first half, was held to one Meld 
goal in the second. 

"Well, Askia Jones had a 
bunch in the first half, and we 
pretty much shut him down too, 
didn't weT* Tubbs said. 

Jones, who led K-State with 
1 7 points, said that Tubbs* 
prediction of a beating in 
Norman didn't bother him. 

"We'll see. That game is 



awhile. So we're not going to 
worry about it right now. " 

Other K-State players had 
their own comments about 
Tubbs' post-game remarks. 

"Billy Tubbs can say what 
he wants to say," Wildcat 
forward Aaron Collier said. 
"But we're going to stay 
focused as a team. 

"That's going to be a 
motivator. We're going to want 
to prove a point." 

Guard Anthony Beane, who 
hit the winning free throws with 
3.6 seconds left, said that the 
Wildcats need to remain 
focused on their goals. 

"We're just going to 
continue to work hard, and 
we're going to go down to 
Norman thinking the same 
thing is going to happen again," 
he said. 

"We're going to find a way 
to win." 

Forward Vincent Jackson 
said that he is already looking 
ahead to the nationally 
televised Monday night match- 
up with Missouri. 

"We won, and we beat 
Oklahoma here. So when its 
time to go to Oklahoma, we'll 
think about it," he said. 

"But now it's time to play

Pottawatomie County residents 
have recently reported several 
sightings of pumas, an animal not 
native to the Midwest. 

Pumas were reportedly seen 
several times last semester, said 
Lynn Pugh, who lives north of 
Wamego. Most of the sightings 
have been in the vicinity of 
Highway 99 and Broderick Road, 
about seven miles north of 
Wamego. 

Another Pottawatomie County 
resident, Leroy Jackson, said he 
saw a puma as he was driving 
home from work one night. 

"It was right about sunset, and 
it jumped out of the grass, hit the 
middle of the road and landed in 
the other ditch." Jackson said. "One 
leap was all it took," 

Si iinil Howard, another resident 
who lives north of Wamego, also 
said she saw a puma, 

"We came onto Broderick Road, 
and saw it come across the 
pavement. It had a long tail, and 
when it turned its head, I knew it 
was a big cat," Howard said. 

Howard stopped the car, and her 
sons jumped out to get a better 
look. Then it disappeared into the 
woods, she said. 

These large cats, some reaching 
200 pounds, have many different 
names. They're sometimes called 
cougars, panthers and mountain 
lions. Each name describes the 
same species in North America. 

Before the 20th century, the 
puma's range covered all of the 
lower 48 states. Today, the big cats 
survive mainly in the desert 
Southwest, in (he Rocky 
Mountains, and a few in certain 
parts of Florida 

The puma's origin could be 
several places. Bob Henderson, 
Cooperative Extension specialist in 
animal damage control, said. 

"Lions are wanderers. They can 
travel 100 miles in a week," 
Henderson said. "Lions have been 
caught in Colorado within five 
miles of the Kansas border." 

Henderson also said the cat 
could have wandered into Kansas 
from the north. 

"There have been lions killed in 
Nebraska in the past. I think 
mountain lions have been coming 
across Kansas ever since the turn of 
the century," Henderson said. 

Although there have been 
documented cases of pumas in 
surrounding states, Henderson said. 
it could be a pen-reared cats= that 
has escaped. 

"We caught a puma in Cowley 
County in 1988 that was pen- 
reared," Henderson said. "A man 
had bought it and turned it loose so 
it would keep deer out of his 
orchard." 

Henderson said most of the 
reports he gets are relatively 
accurate, 

"I have been receiving reports 
for a very long time, but we have 
never found a dead cat or have had 
a road kill," Henderson said. 

Henderson said that some 
coyotes with mange may appear to 
be cats. 

"We have some photos, but they 
are very poor, and you can't be sure 
that it's a big cat," Henderson said. 

If a puma were captured, the 
damage control office would not 
kill the cat but would document the 
case, Henderson said.

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Grants, loans for everyone — maybe 



New system would guarantee 
money regardless of family income

WASHINGTON — Educators 
j nil several members of Congress 
Wednesday praised a proposal to 
guarantee $14,000 a year in aid to 
every U.S. college student. 
Bankers and others criticized the 
plan as unworkable. 

Implementing such reforms 
would subject students to a 
crapshoot because they might not 
work, said Sam Kipp. executive 
director of the California Student 
Aid Commission, which runs the 
state's grant and scholarship 
programs. 

Education Secretary Richard 
Riley said he was delighted that the 
congressionally mandated 



commission chaired by former Sen. 
Paula Hawkins, R-Fla., agrees with 
many of the Clinton 
administration's proposals, such as 
partial repayment of student loans 
through community service. 

The $14,000 in assistance 
would be available regardless of 
family income, according to the 
recommendations of the National 
Commission on Responsibilities 
for Financing Post-secondary 
Education. 

Less well-off students would get 
more in outright grants. Students 
from families with higher incomes 
would get more in loans. The 
reforms would entail billions in 
new federal spending. 

"The recommendations reassert 



the federal role as primary in terms 
of financial aid; we haven't had 
that for 12 years." said Richard 
Rosser, president of the National 
Association of Independent 
Colleges and Universities. 

Private financial institutions 
would be cut out of the federal 
student aid program and a direct 
loan system would take its place. 

"This report steps on a lot of 
powerful financial toes, and those 
who favor the proposed reforms 
are going to have to get in and 
fight for it." said Sen. Paul Simon, 
D-lll.. who endorsed the 
commission's work. 

"Relying on federal bureaucracy 
to deliver loans would be costly 
and counterproductive," said 
Lawrence Hough, president and 
chief executive officer. Student 
Loan Marketing Association. 



Known as Sallie Mae, the federally 
chartered corporation buys student 
loans from financial institutions. 

"It may be unrealistic to call for 
the elimination of the une reliable 
source of funds for families over 
the last twenty years," said Joe 
Belew. president of the Consumer 
Bankers Association. 

The money for direct loans 
would come from Treasury 
borrowing, "which would add 
probably $15 billion to $20 billion 
to the national debt. Some 
savings!" said Kipp of the 
California Student Aid 
Commission. 

I 
The General Accounting Office 
and others have said moving away 
from private sector capitalization 
would generate at least $1 billion a 
year in savings.

Clinton's cuts could be deepest for military

WASHINGTON — President 
Clinton is weighing defense cuts of 
$8.5 billion beyond former 
President Bush's budget for the 
next fiscal year, congressional and 
defense industry sources said 
Wednesday. 

Such a reduction in military 
spending could be expected to 
produce far-reaching effects 
elsewhere in the $1.5 trillion 
budget, as Clinton looks for ways to 
reduce the deficit. 

The $8.5 billion cut under 



consideration by Clinton would 
reduce the defense budget to $259.3 
billion from $267.8 billion 
envisioned by the Bush 
administration for fiscal 1994, 
which starts Oct. 1 . 

The actual cut could eventually 
fall within the range of $7 billion to 
$10 billion, said the sources, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

Defense Secretary Les Aspin has 
sent a budget memo to each of the 
armed services, giving a breakdown 
of the planned cuts. The Army is 
expected to trim $2.5 billion, the 
Navy $3 billion and the Air Force 



$2.8 billion, the sources said. 

The Army suffered the deepest 
cut from fiscal 1992 to fiscal 1993, 
as its budget was slashed to $63.6 
billion from $73.6 billion. The 
Navy budget was reduced from 
$90.3 billion lo $82.6 billion and 
the Air Force budget to $78. 7 
billion from $82.3 billion. 

Clinton is expected to lay out an 
economic stimulus package in his 
State of the Union address on Feb 
1 7, and present the plan a day later. 
The president will submit his 
budget to Congress on March 23. 

During the campaign. Clinton 



proposed defense cuts of $60 billion 
beyond the $50 billion Bush had 
proposed over a five-year period. 

Sources said the $8.5 billion in 
cuts would come from funds the 
Bush administration wanted 
Congress to authorize for 1994, but 
which would have been spent over 
a number of years. 

Since some military 

construction, such as shipbuilding, 
takes many years, such a cut would 
result in an actual spending 
reduction next year of only about 
$5 billion, the sources esli mated

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K-State's crime rate shows decline, Manhattan's rises 



TOPEKA — Kansas' overall 
crime rate declined during the first 
nine months of 1992. but the 
incidence of violent crime 
increased, the latest Kansas Bureau 
of Investigation report shows. 

While Manhattan showed an 
increase of nearly 40 percent, crime 
on the K-State campus decreased by 
almost 10 percent. 

The number of violent crimes in 
Kansas reported for the January - 
through-September period increased 
5.1 percent, but the overall rate 
dropped 2. 1 percent. 
BLACK HISTORY MONTH 



The KBI's compilation of crime 
reports from some 350 stale law 
enforcement agencies showed that 
the number of violent crimes 
increased during lanuary through 
September from 9,223 in 1991 to 
9,691 in 1992. 

At the same time, the number of 
property crimes declined from 
93,276 to 90,657, a 2.8 percent 
reduction. 

The combined violent and 
property crime figures showed an 
overall reduction of 2.1 percent — 
from 102,499 to 100,348. 

Among major crimes statewide, 
the number of murders went down 



from 120 to 116, while rapes 
declined from 852 to 792 and 
robberies dropped from 2,421 to 
2,376. 

Aggravated assaults increased 
from 5.830 to 6,407. 

Motor vehicle thefts led the 
decline in property crimes, down 
from 6,452 to 5,913.

The Mayor's Council at Jardine 
Terrace Apartments is postponing an 
investigation into the possibility of 
segregation based on nationality until 
more information is obtained.

"If we 
find that it's not a misunderstanding, 
we'll continue the investigation." 

Walters has served as mayor of 
the Jardine complex, K-State's 
housing for married students and 
families, for a year and was a 
member of the mayor's council for 
two years. 

The decision to look into 
allegations of segregation was made 
after Walters received phone calls 



from international students who 
complained they had been placed in 
unfair bousing. 

His first step was to call Susanne 
Tunstall, family housing coordinator 
for the housing department, he said. 
Walters alleges she made 
discriminatory remarks about 
international students. 

"She said that they (housing) 
don't segregate, but that those people 
have different standards. She said 
they can tell from observing them 
that they are not as clean,'' Walters 
said. 

"What bothered me was the 
sweeping generality of 'those' 
people," he said. "It lacks sensitivity 
and clarity of understanding." 

Tunstall said she did not recall 
making such a statement, though 
Walters alleges she acknowledged 
making the remarks at the council 
meeting Tuesday night. 

She denied that allegation and 
said she did not think she could have 
made such a statement. 



"I would say there will absolutely 
be people with different standards, 
but that is not limited to any one 
nationality," Tunstall said. 

After speaking with Tunstall. 
Walters said he decided to form the 
Fair Housing Research Commission 
to investigate the possibility of 
segregation. 

The commission, which is 
composed of seven Jardine residents 
appointed by Walters, has not yet 
begun an investigation They are 
waiting for the outcome of the 
meeting between international 
residents of Jardine and the housing 
department. 

"We decided there wasn't enough 
information to go ahead with a full 
investigation," Walters said. "The 
members felt it really boils down to a 
normal tenant and landlord conflict, 
and it can probably be mediated here 
in Jardine" 

However, Walter* said if 
international students complain to his 
office after the meeting with the 



Department of Housing, the 
committee will proceed with its 
investigation. 

H. Gene Wiley, maintenance 
superintendent for the housing 
department, said he didn't think there 
were any problems that could not be 
handled within the department. 

"These people are not assigned 
housing." he said. "They request it 
through her (Tunstall's) office. She 
tries to accommodate them, and if 
she can't she'll say. Look, that's all 
we have.' 

"There is no way on God's green 
earth there's any segregation here 
because the people choose where 
they live." 

Tunstall said international 
students often request to be placed 
together, 

"The way we assign people is 
mostly by the way they request it." 
she said. "International students 
ofien have friends in a particular 
building or hate a wife who speaks 
little English." 



Walters said Tunstall offered that 
explanation to him as well. 

"One explanation I was given by 
the coordinator was that often limes 
she perceives that international 
students want to be together," 
Walters said. 

"I don't think she does it with 
malice, but that is an interesting 
question. Is it a matter of 
accommodation or discrimination? 
That is what this commission is 
going to find out," he said. 

Tunstall said she tries to meet the 
students' requests regarding housing 
assignments. 

"1 think on the average people talk 
to us about their wishes, but as far as 
complaints, we've had very few," 
she said. "So I was upset to hear thai 
they hadn't come to me." 

Walters said if there is an 
investigation, the commission will 
not work on the assumption there is 
segregation but will instead attempt

In special orders. Senate 
approved $1,040.56 for the 
men's soccer club. The money 
will be used for mileage, lodging 
and subsistence as they travel to 
Baton Rouge, La., to participate 
in a tournament Feb. 20-21. 

Also in a special order, the 
women's soccer club received 
$109.06 for the purchase of 5 
jerseys for substitute players. 

A resolution concerning Gov, 
Joan Finney's budget 
recommendations will be voted 
on during next week's meeting. 

The intent of the resolution is 
to show support for the 1993 
Student Governing Association 
legislative priorities on state 
budgeting, on behalf of the 
student body at K-State. 

The resolution concerns 
salary increases for student, 
classified and unclassified 
employees, and a four- percent 



increase in other operating 
expenditures. 

Also included in the 
resolution is a $39,700 increase 
in funding for the Youth 
Education Service Program and 
the establishment of the Kansas 
Supplemental Grant Program. 
This is a statewide program with 
a budget of $2.8 million. 

The YES Program was 
established by Associated 
Students of Kansas. 

These recommendations are 
the same as those Finney 
proposed to the Legislature. 

A bill proposing a committee 
to investigate the possibility of 
incorporating SGA was referred 
back to Senate Operations 
Committee for review and 
possibly further consideration. 

The bill, if passed, would 
allow Senate to keep interest on 
the money Senate has at its 
disposal. 

Under current law, all interest 
goes to the State of Kansas.

► REGENTS REPAIR FUND EXTENDED 

TOPEKA — The Stale Building Construction 
Committee has voted to recommend extending the $10- 
million yearly allocation for rehabilitation ol Kansas Board of 
Regents university buildings for an additional two years. 

The annual allocation had been funded through 1995 
The committee voted Thursday to extend funding through 
fiscal years 1 996 and 1 997. 

Committee members said extending the funding 
would help regents institutions plan efficiently for longterm 
repairs. 

►GREEK HOUSING BILL PROPOSED 
TO KEEP RESIDENTIAL TAX STATUS 

TOPEKA — The House Taxation Committee heard 
testimony Thursday on a bill that would guarantee that 
university sorority and fraternity houses are taxed at the 
residential rate. 

Rep. David Adkins, R-Leawood, said greek houses 
currently are assessed at a residential rate, but he said he 
wants it locked into law. 

He and Rep. Gary Haulmark. R-Lenexa. co- 
sponsored the bill. 

"We have proposed this legislation as a result of 
constituent concerns," Adkins said "Our constituents 
request specific statutory protection of the residential' status 
of fraternities and sororities to prevent future assessors from 
assessing the properties as 'commercial' uses." 

Adkins said most university residential housing is tax 
exempt, but fraternities and sororities pay property taxes. 

This is not a fraternity and sorority tax-break bill," he 
said. 

He said the bill would simply provide assurance to 
parents and students.

Release of KU memo raises issue of law school funding

TOPEKA — Dean Robert Jerry of 
the University of Kansas Law School 
ignited a firestorm at the Statefiouse 
Thursday with comments disparaging 
the quality of the Washburn 
University Law School. 

The controversy was over an inter- 
nal memorandum Jerry sent to his KU 
supervisor last fall complaining about 
the financial support the state gives to 
the Washburn Law School. 

He called Washburn "a low-quality 
law school, with a faculty whose cre- 
dentials cannot even compare to ours 
... with a student body of significantly 
lower quality." 

Rep. Don Smith. D-Dodge City, a 
former district court judge and 
Washburn law graduate, took to the 
House floor to denounce the state- 
ments of Jerry, 



"1 think the statement made by the 
dean was highly inappropriate, tomes 
at a bad time, and he should spend his 
time, really, taking care of the admin- 
istrative problems at the University of 
Kansas Law School," Smith «.aid. 

Smith and others also brought up 
the sexual harassment allegations 
against a KU law professor that are the 
subject of ongoing tenure committee 
hearings over whether he should be 
fired. 

Some lawmakers said they thought 
Jerry's remarks could cause KU bud- 
get problems. 

Rep. Joan Wagnon, D-Topeka, 
whose husband teaches history at 
Washburn, said the incident should 
affect KU's budget. 

She said Jerry might have been 
responding to fears that if Washburn 
becomes a pan of the regents system, 



the state will close the KU law school 

because it only needs one. 

"This is a power grub on KU's pan 

to protect a school in trouble," 

Wjgnort said. 

Sen. Gus Bugina. RShawnee. 

chairman of the Senate Ways and 

Means Committee, noted KU baa ■ 

proposal before the Legislature to 
impose a special fee of $40 per credit 
hour on KU law students to raise extra 
money for the law school. 

"The thing where it might have an 
impact is a special request, which 
might be viewed with a more deliber- 
ate eye," Bogina said. "Ironically, the 
law school does have a request of that 
nature. I'm certain there will be more 
questions asked than might normally 
be asked.'* 

But Sen. Richard Rock, D- 
Arkansas City, a Washburn law school 



graduate, sought to quiet the storm. He 
called the story "a reporter's dream, 
bui it's every bod> else's nightmare. 

"I think this is an unfortunate tem- 
pest that bears no relevance to any- 
thing other than it is a great media 
event," Rock said. 

Rep. Barbara Ballard. D- Law rente, 
said, "It's already caused hard feel- 
ings, but I hope it doesn't affect our 
appropriations. I think we have to 
keep in mind this wasn't an official 
statement from the University of 
Kansas " 

Jerry issued a statement Thursday 
in which he apologized, but said he 
didn't regret raising the issue of inade- 
quate state funding for the KU Law 
School. 

He apologized for "the misunder- 
standings that have developed because 
of my poor choice of words in a pri- 



vate communication." 

For its part. Washburn expressed 
shock, and school officials produced a 
list of distinguished law school gradu- 
ates, including Sen. Bob Dole, U.S.' 
Rep Jim Slatiery and Supreme Court" 
Chief Justice Richard Holmes. 

A copy of the memo from Jerry to 
Del Brinkman, former KU vice chan- 
cellor for academic affairs, dated last 
Nov. 30, was sent anonymously to 
three news organizations in Topeka 
late Wednesday. 

Television station KSNT reported 
the incident Wednesday night, and the 
Topeka Capital-Journal reported it in a 
story in Thursday's edition. 

In the memo, Jerry said in part: 

"The state has assisted in the 
advance of a low -quality law school,

Even after Gov. Joan Finney's 
approval of Indian reservation 
gambling, there have been further 
complications. 

Finney negotiated compacts with 
four Native American tribes — Sac and 
Fox, Iowa, Kickapoo and Prairie Band 
Potawatomi — and they've been 
waiting for more than a year for state 
action. 

They are still waiting. 

Because the Indian reservations are 
federal property, casinos are already 
legal on reservations because of a 1988 
federal taw that requires states to 
negotiate such agreements with tribes. 

Meanwhile, Mirage Resorts Inc. of 
Las Vegas has teamed up with the 
Woodlands racing operations in Kansas 
City, Kan., on plans for a $300-mitlion 
casino and entertainment complex. 

For individually owned casino 
gambling to be allowed, the Kansas 



Constitution must be amended. 

Curiously, this big-money project 
has been flying through the Legislature 
with unusual speed. 

Even the secretary of state has 
become involved. He has postponed the 
deadline for gambling supporters to 
convince legislators of its benefits. 
Originally the deadline was Feb. 9. The 
secretary of state's office, however, 
reported last week a "more realistic" 
deadline of Feb. 15. 

The Native American's never 
received special deadline extensions. 
They never even got to the point of a 
deadline. 

It has become glaringly obvious that 
this playing field isn't level. 

The state has wrongly passed over 
the Native American's proposals 
because of money, instead giving 
preferential treatment to the Las Vegas 
company and to the Woodlands.

support. At the same time. 
however. Parrel 1 faces a myriad 
of future difficulties that can 
only be addressed by the 
continuing attention and support 
of those in charge of the purse 
strings. 

There has been a gratifying 
response to Farrell's pressing 
needs. In 1992, the Kansas 
Legislature voted $18 million for 
a plan to renovate and add to the 
existing library structure. An 
additional S3 million was raised 
through Kansas State's Essential 
Edge Campaign, and the student 
body voted to contribute $5 
million. But Assistent to the 
Dean of Libraries Karen 
McCulloh said this still leaves 
Parrel) $2 million short of the 
anticipated $28-million total 
price tag. 

Although they do not have all 
of the money in hand, McCulloh 
said Farrell hopes to be able to 
open contractor bids in 1994, 
with a completion date for the 
new structure estimated at late 
1996 or early 1997. 

However, libraries consist of 
more than just buildings. The 
bad news is that despite the 
financial largesse. Dean of 
Libraries Brice Hobrock must 
still oversee cutting $350,000 
worth of periodicals from 
Farrell's circulation by 1994. 
This follows a $283,000 cut in 
1989. 

Farrell, like other research 
libraries in America, faces 
costs that are rising by 12 
percent a year, while it's 
acquisition budget remains 
unchanged. It can afford to buy 



only a fraction of the total 
\olumes published each sear. 

In response, Farrell has 
turned 10 outside sources for 
assistance. Last December. 
Farrell was awarded a Si- 
million Challenge Grant by the 
National Endowment for the 
Humanities. This money will be 
put in an interest-bearing 
account, yielding about $50,000 
a year to be used to buy books in 
the humanities Unfortunately, 
the grant will only pay out 
$250,000. forcing the Library to 
raise the other $750,000 by 
l'M4 The Kansas Board of 
Regents also recently requested 
that Farrell submit a request to 
the state Legislature for an 
$864,000 appropriation to help 
replace the lost journals with 
computer databases and other 
electronic aids. 

The ongoing problem, 
Hobrock said, is that Farrell has 
no inherent constituency to call 
upon for help. It has no alumni 
who contribute money or exert 
political pressure to increase 
funding. Both Hobrock and 
McCulloh are quick to point out 
the attention and assistance 
provided by President Wefald 
and other administrators. It is 
curious, though, that Farrell 
never seems to be the recipient 
when the University solicits 
contributions from major donors. 

Although it is obvious 
Farrell is but one of many 
needy parts of the 
University, and that little help 
can be expected from a state 
Legislature. increasingly 
unresponsive to the needs ol 
higher education, more can — 
and must — be done. At Notre 
Dame, each pledge to the 
football program must be 
matched by a donation to the 
library. Penn State footbafi 
coach Joe Paterno is the fund- 
raising spokesman for its library. 
I don't suppose Dana Altman or 
Bill Snyder would be interested 
in doing such a thing. 

Above all, the users of FarreH 
(and I don't know of a student or 
faculty member who isn't) musj 
be sure that it continues as a 
priority in the minds of the 
legislators and administrators. 
Apathy on our part will ensure 
that Farrell will be even less 
able, as time goes on, to meet the 
demands we place on it. 



As demonstrated by the 
recently promulgated 
"Roles and Aspirations" 
statement, K -State has ambitions 
of becoming an institution 
capable of emerging from under 
the shadow of the University of 
Kansas. But as Dean Hobrock 
remarked. "You never see a 
great university with a bad 
library." Unless it faces 
undeniable realities, it is a 
certainty that K State will never 
accomplish its goals by relying 
on aspirations statements, a 5-6 
football team, and the ninth-best 
library in the Big Eight.

Burroughs graduated from Harvard Univer- 
sity in 1936, soon moving to New York City, 
where he picked up a rather nice affectation 
for heroin in 1944. He then moved with his 
second wife to Mexico where a really inter- 
esting thing occurred: He killed her. 

The story goes that the two were playing 
some sort of William Tell game where the au- 
thor was supposed to shoot (with a gun, mind 
you) an apple off of his wife's head.

The book began 
Burroughs' trek on the road of experimental lit- 
erature that continued in 1959 with "Naked 
Lunch," completed after his treatment for drug 
addiction. 

Burroughs hung out with such Beat figures 
as Jack Kerouac and poet Allan Ginsburg and 
wrote many more novels including "The Tick- 
et That Exploded" (1962) and The Western 
Lands" (1987).

from every group." 

Love said members of the K-State jazz 
ensemble and the K-State band have 
played in groups at the club, 

"Everybody wants to play here 
because they can get closer to the 
audience," he said. 

"Most players like to be close to the 
audience. They don't care about all 
that up-on-the-stage stuff." 

For the past few months, jazz night 
was Friday, but Dr. Love said he 
decided to move it back to its original 
Sunday night because he had gotten 
some complaints. 

"The ladies wanted to have male 
dancers on Fridays. We have women 
dancers the rest of the week, except on 
jazz night. I guess they want to have 
the men on Fridays so they have all dav 
Saturday to recover," Love said giggling. 
Love said he prefers having the 
bands at the club on Sundays. 

"You can do a lot of things on 
Sundays," he said. "I can have a 
barbecue buffet, seafood. See, I'm a 
gourmet cook, and that takes time. 
On Sundays, I got all day." 

Wait a minute, now you're talking 
about a restaurant When do people eat 
out here? 

"Oh, we have a good lunch crowd," 
he said. 

The restaurant serves everything 
from ribs and smoked meats, to shrimp 
and crab legs. 

So what made a Tennessee native 
open a seafood joint in Manhattan? 

"Twenty-one years and six months 
in the military," he said grinning, 

"Fort Riley was my last tour, and I 
left here in '65 to go to Vietnam. My 
mother raised us into business, and 
that's just the way I think." 

Love has other 
interests besides his 
business. He and his 
wife have a 5-year- 
old daughter and a 
9-year-old son. His 
wife is in the army. 
So he plays a big 
role in the 
upbringing of his 
kids. 

"I get those 
babies cleaned up 
and dressed, and by 
the time I get the 
house cleaned up

and get them out of the house, it's 
time to come here and do the same 
thing, clean house," he said. 

With this wholesome image, it's 
hard to imagine where the name 'Dr. 
Love* comes in. 

"They started calling me that about 
12 years ago," he said. "I'm not really 
sure why. I guess its because everybody 
thinks I'm 'Dear Abby' or something " 

Love said everyone is always telling 
him problems, including complete 
strangers. But he says that's OKwith 
him. 

"It makes my day," he said That way 
I don't have any." 



Dr Love's is a Class B private club. 
Private because he doesn't want the 
responsibibty of having to cook to keep 
up that 30-percent food sales required 
by the state. 

"I cook if I feel like it," Love said. 

"If I don't feel like it, well, see, they 
should have ate before they came. The 
stuff I cook takes time.

Good directing, acting make 'River' a winner

"A River Runs through li" deserves 
every compliment it has received, from 
Robert Redford's solid directing to the 
actors' convincing performances. 

The movie, set between 1910 and 1935, 
traces the relationship of two brothers, 
Norman and Paul McLean, as they grow up 
in Missoula, Mont 

Norman is ihe responsible and serious 



brother, while Paul is the brave, stubborn 
sibling who doesn't hesitate to do anything. 
Despite their different personalities, they 
always support each other. 

Their father is a straitlaced Presbyterian 
minister who tries to influence them through 
his two great passions, his religion and his 
love of fly-fishing. 

The boys' parents provide for them and 
love them, but the lack of communication 
within the family is a gaping hole in their 
relationship. This hole deepens as Norman 
goes off to Dartmouth College and Paul stays 
home to work for a nearby newspaper. 

The only thread that holds a common 
denominator for the family is their love of 



fly-fishing, which the brothers and their father 
fall back on whenever life gets too 
complicated. Their salvation is the bubbling 
river, and fishing is the only way for them 
to communicate. 

Brad Pitt who plays the younger brother 
Paul, conveys the perfect image of a boy 
who will never grow up and doesn't realize 
that his fast-lane lifestyle wilt catch up to 
him sooner or later. 

Craig Shelter, as the older brother 
Norman, doesn't disappoint either. He is 
excellent in his portrayal of a concerned 
brother who tries to deal with his own life 
decisions, as well as worrying about what 
will become of his brother. 



Tom Skerritt gives an equally potent 
performance as the stern father, who only 
knows how to communicate to his sons 
through their fishing expeditions. 

Redford manages lo mix all these 
performances, giving a clear kfcaot the boys' 
struggle to understand each other and itic

"All things merge into one, and a river 
runs through it" seems to be the film's 
message.

Six of K State's games have been decided by 
two points or less. The Wildcats have gone to 
overtime three times. 

In those eight games — one was a one-point, 
overtime win — the Wildcats are 7-1. 

"That's a compliment to those kids," Coach 
Dana Altman said. "It says that they don't 
panic. They stay with what they want to do. 
"And they execute down the stretch." 
In all, the Wildcats have won nine of their 
last 10 games. Five of those victories have been 
decided by six points or less. 

K- State's penchant for late-game success 
started early in the season against the Ohio 
Bobcats. The Wildcats needed a steal from 
Anthony Beane and a lay-up by Deryl 
Cunningham to force the game into overtime. 
K- Slate came away with a 73-72 win. 
The Wildcats then went on the road to post 
two-point and a one-point wins over Missouri - 
Kansas City and the University of Cal-Santa 
Barbara, 

Big Eight overtime wins over both 
Oklahoma State and Colorado continued the 
trend for the Wildcats. 

"It just says that we never quit." Anthony 
Beane said. "That's something that we started 
building off of since the first game." 

The construction continued with a two-point 
road win against Nebraska and Wednesday 
night's 62-61 victory over Oklahoma. 

"We really play hard, and good things 
happen when it comes down to the end." Beane 
said. 

The lone blemish for K-State came in a Jan. 
5 loss to Nevada-Reno. A Vincent Jackson foul 
at the end of regulation sent the Wolfpacfe to the 
free-throw line with a chance to seal the 83-82 
win. 

"When we get into those close situations. «we 
know we have to be strong with the ball," Ron 
Lucas said. "Coach says that the toughest team 
wins." 

But Altman is quick to dispel talk that the 
Wildcats are in a position where they can feel 
comfortable playing any team in the nation 

"We're not there yet," he said. "I'd like to 

think we are. but we're not. We had some 

defensive lapses where OU was getting lay-ups. 

"Good defensive teams don't do that." 

Was the win over the No. 16 Sooners the 

type of game that could put K-State over the 

hump and thrust them into national recognition? 

"Oh heck, I don't know," Altman said. "We 

have nine conference games to go. It's way too 

early to call it a hump game or anything like 

that." 

But Altman did say that this is one of the 
finest Wildcat teams he has worked with in his 
tenure at K-State. 

"1 like this group of guys," he said. "They're 
fun to go to work with. They go to class, and 
they do what they're supposed to do. 

"The fact that we're winning makes it nicer. 
They deserve to win, and I like to see it happen 
for them." 

Lucas, much like many of the Cats, hasn't 
been able to pinpoint the reason for K-State's 
success in close games.

Recruiting stresses offense; 
Cats land top quarterback

The Wildcat football offense finished last in 
the Big Eight Conference in total yardage last 
season. The Cats averaged just 244 yards a 
game. 

During the 1991 campaign, in which K-State 
went 7-4. the Wildcats were second in the 
conference with a 385 yards-per-game average. 

Coach Bill Snyder seemed to emphasize 
offensive improvement during off-season 
recruiting, hoping to return the Cat offense to the 
days of yesteryear. 

Thursday afternoon, Snyder announced the 
names of 19 student-athletes signed to national 
letters of intent to play football for the Wildcats. 

Twelve of those players are on the offensive 
side of the line of scrimmage. 

"This class, on paper, looks to be a very 
respectable class and one that we're proud of," 
Snyder said. "We're pleased with the overall 
speed of this class at virtually every position." 

Fifteen of the signees are straight out of high 
school, highlighted by quarterback Pete Jelovic 
from Lake Catholic High School in Mentor. 
Ohio. 

Jelovic was his high school's starting 
quarterback during his junior and senior seasons, 
compiling a career record of 27-1. He led his 
team to the slate championship his senior year. 

"He's a great kid,'* Lake Catholic coach John 
Gibbons said, "I couldn't say any more about 
him. 

"And he's a very intelligent quarterback." 

Jelovic called his learn' s plays for the no- 
huddle offense in the championship game. 
throwing for 260 yards and four touchdow ns. 

For his career, the 6-foot 4-inch, 200 -pounder 
completed 58 percent of his passes, racked up 
4,83 1 yards and tossed 55 touchdow ns. 

"K-Siate's program is on the rise," feiovic 
said. "But I'd really like to lake it to the tup .'" 

Jelovic. who has visited the K-State campus. 
said the state of Kansas isn't what he thought it 
would be. 

"I was a tittle surprised." he said. "1 thought it 
was going to be flat. That's what even, body w as 
telling me." 

Jelovic. who is expected to redshirt next 
season, will be joined by some talented running 
backs with impressive credentials 

Running back Andre Anderson, out of West 



Palm Beach. Fla.. rushed for 1 ,384 yards and 
j\eraged II yards a carry last fall at Suncoasi 
High School.

This situation is just one of many that 
annoy and enk-nutn siudents who live in 
Aggieville. 

"There are a lot of advantages to living 
in Aggieville, but sometimes more 
disadvantages." Tract Alt, senior in 
marketing, said. 

Alt and five others live in an apartment 
above Dean Liquor, 

An advantage to living in Aggieville is 
that she and her roommates are close to 
where they often party, All said 

"It's the sociaJ place for most students. 
We don't have to worry about designated 
drivers, and with our view overlooking 
Aggieville, we can see if a lot of people 
are out," she said. 

Much can be seen and heard from their 
apartment, especially from one of their 
two living rooms facing Laramie Street. 

"It's really noisy in the front living 
room, and you either have lo get away 
from it. or you have to go in a bedroom or 
to the back living room," said Sara James, 
senior in secondary education. 

Sometimes what the residents see and 
hear can be a little unpleasant.

Boschi described the Kents as an alternative 
band, with a slightly mellower edge than bands 
like Sonic Youth, Bui, he said the band comes 
to life and has a more aggressive edge during it 
concerts. 

Band members were nervous as they were 
preparing for the tour Wednesday. The reality 
of the opportunity was finally hitting them, 
Boschi said. 

The tour will increase their exposure 
beyond the Midwest, to the West Coast where 
they will play in such cities as Denver, Salt 
Lake City and Portland, Ore. 

They will finish the tour in San Francisco at 



the Gavin Conference. Sponsoring the 
conference as well as the tour is the Gavin 
Report, a music trade journal. The sponsorship 
honors bands from across the country that have 
the potential to make a mark in the music 
business. 

This breakthrough is rare for a Midwestern 
band because opportunities here are not as 
plentiful as they would be if the band had 
come from the coast, Boschi said. 

"It's not that the coast has better bands. 
They just have more of a means to get bands 
exposure,'' he said. 

Increasing their audience exposure is not 
the only advantage of the tour. Two major 
record labels could be checking out their 
performances, Boschi said. 

There also could be other record companies 
present any time during the tour. 



Brothers in jazz 
highlight month 
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Cleanup to round up pesticides

MANHATTAN — A spring 
cleanup is planned to help rid hun- 
dreds of farms in four counties of 
unwanted pesticides. 

Pesticides will be picked up in 
Riley. Pottawatomie, Morris and 
Marshal] counties in April after 
questionnaires are sent to farmers, 
said Dennis Peterson, director of 
the Riley County noxious weed 
department. 

Peterson's office, equipment and 
storage facilities, will be used in the 
program, which is mostly financed 
by an $80,000 federal grant applied 
for jointly by the Kansas State 



Board of Agriculture and the 
Kansas Department of Health and 
Environment. 

The cleanup is a pilot program, 
Peterson said Thursday. 

"The success will determine the 
scope in future years," he said. 

The four counties participated 
earlier in a household hazardous 
waste roundup. Much of the train- 
ing and equipment from that pro- 
gram will be used in this one. 

Three people in each county 
have been trained to handle the 
chemicals, which will be brought to 
designated sites by fanners. 

There is no charge to the farmers 
and no disposal costs to the trea- 



suries of the counties. The only 
local taxpayer cost will be the labor. 

Riley County has a permanent 
household waste storage facility to 
which the collected materials will 
go. 

An Illinois contractor, Chemical 
Waste Management, eventually will 
take the materials and burn them in 
an incinerator approved by the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

Peterson said enough money is 



budgeted to fill 100 55-gallon bar 
rels with material. He said about 
200 pounds can be packed into each 
barrel. 

The four counties have about 
3,000 farmers, who later this month 
will receive a questionnaire to 
determine who has materials. 
Peterson said. In March, the 
appointments will be made, and the 
chemicals will be collected in April. 
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The Holmes Brothers will bring 
their brand of blues, jazz and gospel 
to McCain Auditorium Saturday.

"I heard them in New York, in I 
bar called the Texas Roundhouse," 
Martin said. "Their management 
put them on a showcase and SOU 
letters to various booking agents 
So I went and saw them, and I 
loved them. 

"It is also Black History Month, 
and I think people should have a 
chance to see a group that maybe 
they have never heard of before." 
Martin said.

KU memorandum

with a faculty whose credentials 
cannot even compare to ours ... 
with a student body of significantly 
lower quality; at the same time, the 
state has failed to provide adequate 
resources to fund the state's one 
public law school. In a sentence, the 
state law school is in the process of 
getting leveled while a low-quality 
law school gets improved." 

Jerry suggested that the 
S600.000 to $700,000 the 
Washburn Law School receives 
annually from the state should be 
given to the KU Law School. 

Whether to maintain two law 
schools or make Washburn's school 
a branch of the KU school is an 
issue in the continuing debate over 
Whether to take Washburn into the 
regents university system. 
Washburn is the last municipal uni- 
versity in the U.S., supported in 
large part by local property taxes 
but also receiving some state fund- 
ing. 

Jerry was in Boston attending a 
meeting of the American Bar 
Association and issued his state- 
ment through the KU University 
Relations office Thursday. 

"I am dismayed that a private 
memo written to my immediate 
supervisor has been leaked to the 
press," he said. 

"Also, I regret the public release 
of some extremely casual language 
in that memo, because I believe that 
(he Washburn School of Law has 
rnade tremendous strides under the 
excellent leadership of Jim 
Concannon and has many outstand- 
ing alumni in the state and nation 
and is a quality institution. 

"I have always thought that 
Kansas needs two quality law 



schools, as it has today. I do, how- 
ever, stand behind the concerns I 
expressed in that memo about the 
funding for my own institution." 

Concannon, dean of the 
Washburn Law School, also was 
attending the ABA meeting. Jerry 
said he met with Concannon in 
Boston "to express my regret that 
someone would attempt to damage 
the positive relationship between us 
and our schools."

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Jardine residents Suicide doctor assists in 2 more deaths 

allege segregation

to find out if segregation does or 
does not exist at Jardine. 

"1 think if any reasonable person 
were given the same situation, at 
least their curiosity would be 
piqued." he said, "As an elected 
representative of Jardine, I have a 
responsibility to investigate such 
things." 

As mayor, Walters said he is 
familiar with the living conditions 
at Jardine. 

"In Jardine, there are still 
apartments that don't have showers, 
and there are some apartments that 
haven't been renovated in 25 
years," he said. "One apartment I 
know of had not been painted in 10 
years. It was so bad the guy 
checked right back out. 

"I know for a fact that 
international students have been 
checked into apartments that have 
bathroom tiles falling off into the 
bathtub, that have floor tiles lifting 
and breaking, that have 
refrigerators full of cockroaches," 
Walters said. 

Applications for housing in 
Jardine give students the option of 
choosing between furnished and 
unfurnished apartments, Tunstall 
said. 

Because most of the 
unrenovated buildings have 
furnished apartments, international 
students tend to be placed there 
because they have no furniture, 
Tunstall said. 

Currently, 150 of the 576 
apartments at Jardine have bathtubs 
hut lack showers. 

Of the 24 buildings at Jardine. 
14 have been renovated, Tunstall 
said. Each building contains 24 
apartments. 

Wiley said the renovated 
buildings have bathtubs and 
showers. He also said more will be 
added this semester and during the 
next fiscal year. 

Cockroach problems often occur 
because some students refuse to 



allow the exterminator to spray 
their apartments, Tunstall said. 

"That's our biggest obstacle," 
she said. "We can't force everyone 
to participate." 

She said the housing department 
offers roach bait free qf charge to 
those who request it. 

Walters said he thinks it is in the 
best interest of all parties to hold 
off on the investigation until more 
information is available. 

"I have no understanding of any 
segregation at this time or any 
proof that international students are 
being segregated, but I've had these 
complaints," Walters said. He said 
a decision about whether to proceed 
with an investigation will probably 
be made next week. 

The commission's first job will 
be to find out if an investigation is 
necessary. Walters said. 

"It will not be a standing 
committee," he said. "Its whole 
purpose is merely to decide if 
there's enough evidence or reason 
to continue an investigation 

"If they determine adequate 
evidence, they'll begin doing a 
statistical analysis," he said. 

Walters said commission 
members will complete a door-to- 
door survey to determine the 
distribution of international 
students and American students at 
Jardine. 

"We're going to look at where 
nationalities are placed, and if we 
do find that there is segregation, we 
are going to ask the Department kit 
Housing to explain this," Walters 
said. 

Wiley said the Housing 
Department is totally self- 
supportive and. therefore, sensitive 
to its residents' needs. 

"If students don't live with us. 
we can't afford to operate," he said. 
"We're like a hotel or a motel. We 
must maintain our property, he 
good PR people and provide good 
services, or people will not live 
with us." 



SOUTHFIELD, Mich. — Dr. 
Jack Kevorkian helped two sick, 
elderly people kilt themselves 
Thursday, making them the 10th 
and 1 1th patients the self-styled sui- 
cide doctor has helped to die. 

Kevorkian's lawyer said a flurry 
of people have been seeking the 
doctor's help in dying before a tem- 
porary state han on assisted suicide 
takes effect March 30. 

Kevorkian, a retired pthologist. 



has said he intends to ignore the law 
because he believes it's immoral. 

The two latest suicides occurred 
about noon Thursday in Leland, 
Mich., said Kevorkian's lawyer, 
Geoffrey Fieger. 

Fieger identified the dead as 82- 
year-old Stanley Ball, in whose 
home the deaths occurred, and 73- 
year-old Mary Biernat of Crown 
Point, lnd. 

Ball, who was blind, suffered 
from pancreatic cancer and had 
jaundice as a result. Biernat had 



breast cancer that had spread into 
her chest, Fieger said. 

"Both of the patients were in 
extreme pain and needless to say 
were near death." Fieger told 
reporters at his South fie Id office. 

He said Kevorkian had been 
counseling the two for about a 
month. Kevorkian had been unwill- 
ing to travel to Indiana for Biernat's 
death, because he was unsure what 
Indiana authorities would do. the 
lawyer said. Indiana has no law 
against assisted suicide. 



"There might be some prosecu- 
tors down there who would want to 
appease the right-to-1 iters, and I 
couldn't help him there,'' Fieger 
said. 

Ball allowed the use of his home 
for both suicides. Biemat was driv- 
en there by her children. 

Fieger said Kevorkian called 
him shortly after noon to tell him of 
the deaths, both by carbon monox- 
ide poisoning. Biernat's two sons 
were present, as were Ball's son 
and the son's fiancee.

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Ellis County sees rape conviction 



Consent only factor disputed; 

county attorney seeks life sentence

HAYS — A recent rape convic- 
tion was Ellis County's first in at 
least 2.1 years, and County 
Attorney Glenn Braun hopes the 
case will help reverse the disturb- 
ing trend. 

"Women in this town simply 
did not report sexual assault cases 
because they knew they couldn't 
get a conviction in Ellis County." 
Braun said. 

But last Thursday, a 1 2 -member 
jury convicted Douglas M. Willis 



of raping a 29-year-old Hays 
woman in August. District Judge 
Tom Scott, who went on the bench 
in 1970, said there had been only 
two other rape cases tried in the 
county since then, both ending in 
acquittals. 

"This case validates things for 
the victim," Braun said. "It's defi- 
nitely the biggest trial I have ever 
been involved with in terms of 
what it could do for the communi- 
ty." 

Barb Strobel, director of the 
Northwest Kansas Family Shelter, 



said rapes p »•• sported for sever- 
al reasons as lack of e\ tdence 
and the ^nal scars they can 
leave or. JTviclims. 

She ■ M | 1 8 rapes were reported 
to her f fice last year, but only 
three c .'our got as far as the coun- 
ty attorney's office. Most were 
never pursued at all, 

"It's hard on women, and we 
always go with them when they 
talk to the police so they have that 
support," she said. "The most 
important thing to remember is thai 
when they go to court, they get 
raped all over again." 

Strobel said she has seen grow- 
ing numbers of rapes in which the 
victim is dating or knows the 



Alcohol remains a case 
factor; new law proposed

An incident on the K-State campus this 
September has made some Kansas legislators think 
the state's rape law should be changed. 

The law currently reads that sex is rape when a 
person is "incapable of giving consent because of the 
effects of any alcoholic liquor, narcotic, drug or 
other substance administered to the victim by the 
offender, or by another person with the offender's 
knowledge, unless the victim voluntarily consumes 
or allows the administration of the substance with 
knowledge of its nature," 

Rep. Gwen Welshimer, D-Wichita, has sponsored 
the bill to change the law in the Kansas House of 
Representatives, and he said he thinks that phrase is 
inconsistent with other crimes. 

"1 want removed the reference to alcohol and 



drugs when a woman, or any victim, is raped," 
Welshimer said. "There is no mention of it (drugs 
and alcohol) in the car theft law. It's not in assault, 
murder or burglary. A crime is a crime." 

Last fall, the campout for basketball tickets was 
canceled when a female student claimed a male stu- 
dent raped her. The male student was not prosecuted 
because Riley County District Attorney Bill 
Kennedy said he believed the clause made the case 
unprosecutable. 

Kennedy said at the time the male, female .and 
several witnesses had voluntarily consumed alcohol, 
and as a result he decided not io prosecute the case. 

Rep. Mike O'Neal, R Hutchinson, chairman of 
the judicial committee, has appointed a sub-commit- 
tee to study the issue. 

"My understanding about what they are going to 
address is the attorney general wants to make the bill 
a little stronger than what I'd drawn up," Welshimer 
said. 

Members of the Senate are currently drawing up 
similar legislation.

Braun said the Willis case 
struck right at the heart of the issue 
of consent. There was no question 
as to whether or not sexual inter- 
course look place, and even though 
alcohol was involved, the only 
issue was consent. 

Some Kansas lawmakers now 
are seeking action on a bill that 
would remove all mention of vol- 
untary drinking from the rape law. 
Some prosecutors have said the 
current statute prevents prosecu- 
tion if alcohol is involved. Other 
lawmakers and some prosecutors, 
like Braun, believe the rape statute 
is fine as it is. 

In Riley County last fall, a pros- 
ecutor decided against pursuing a 
well-publicized case at K-State. 
Riley County District Attorney 
William Kennedy said the statute 
makes it difficult to prosecute if 
the accuser has been willingly 
drinking. 

Braun said he disagrees with 
that interpretation, citing the Willis 
case, in which the rape victim 
acknowledged she was intoxicated. 

The prosecutor said the victims 
lifestyle also became an issue at 
the trial, but the jury was able to 
see the law as the bottom line 

"The fact is. you don't have to 
approve of her lifestyle or the 
choices she made in life," Braun 
said. "She stood her ground, and 1 
admire her a lot for that." 

He said he plans to ask for the 
maximum senience of life in prison 
when Willis returns to court in 
March.

ATLANTA — A jury found the 
nation's biggest automaker negligent 
Thursday in the fuel-tank design of a 
Genera] Motors pickup truck and awarded 
$105.2 million to parents of a teen-ager 
killed in a fiery 1989 crash. 

The Fulton County Slate Court jury 
awarded 17-year-old Shannon Moseley's 
parents $101 million in punitive damages 
and $4,2 million for the value of his life. 
The parents' lawyer had asked for $100 
million in punitive damages. 

"The problem is getting this mammoth 
corporation to accept responsibility," 
attorney James Butler said. "Do it for a 
17-year-old boy who did not deserve to 
die." 

GM attorney Fred Bun lit told jurors the 
verdict itself was already a crushing blow 
to the company. 

The judge has the power to lower the 
award, but Butler said if that happens, it 
typically wouldn't be soon. 

The company said in a statement later 
Thursday it would appeal the verdict. 
Georgia law gives the judge the option to 
increase or lower a jury award, but Judge 
A.L. Thompson did not say whether he 
would. 

The award was the largest ever in a 
lawsuit against GM over the sidesaddle 
fuel tank design of its older pickup truck 
models, said Clarence Ditlow, executive 
director of the Center for Auto Safety, a 
Washington-based consumer advocacy 



group. 

Most other lawsuits over the GM fuel 
tank were settled out of court, and the 
results were sealed. 

The largest damage award in a product 
liability case given b> a jury was SI 28.5 
million against Ford Motor Co. in 1978 
for a gas tank explosion that severely 
burned a 1 3-year-old boy in California. 

GM has been under criticism for the 
design, which placed the fuel tank outside 
the truck frame in about 4.7 million 1973 
to 1987 Chevrolet and GMC C-K series 
full-si/e pickups. Most of those trucks are 
believed to be still in use. Critics contend 
the design made the trucks more likely to 
catch tire in accidents. 

The company argued the design 
complied with federal safely standards. 
Government certification depends largely 
on results of tests done by (he automakers 
themselves. In the case of the older GM 
pickups, those submissions remain under 
federal review as consumer groups press 
for a recall. 

In a similar design, problem. Ford 
voluntarily recalled 1971-76 Pinto sedans 
after the government alleged that gas tank 
defects made them likely to explode when 
hit from behind. In 1980. Ford settled one 
lawsuit stemming from a Pinto crash for 
less than $2 million. 

The Georgia lawsuit was brought by 
Thomas and Elaine Moseley of suBurban 
Snellville. They smiled and hugged their 
lawyers after the verdict was read. >

A meeting between residents of 
Jardine Terrace Apartments and the 
Department of Housing and Dining 
Services is expected to open the lines 
of communication about the 
possibility of segregation at Jardine. 

The outcome of the meeting, 
which will be at 8 p.m. Feb. 16 at the 
community center in Jardine. will 
determine if allegations of 
segregation need to be investigated 
further. 

Abdellah Laytimi, graduate 
student in mechanical engineering 
and Jardine resident, said he plans to 
attend the meeting to talk about the 
issue. 

"I want to just say that whoever 



came forward first and reported 
segregation, I'm going to support 
them because you can just drive 
around and see buildings with Indians 
and buildings with white Americans." 
he said. 

Laytimi said he thinks there is 
segregation at Jardine. He said he and 
his wife applied for a renovated 
apartment at Jardine and were 
assigned one but were later told it was 
not available. 

"They do give you a choice, but 
when you go in there they say this is 
all we have if you look shabby or 
foreign," he said. 

Laytimi said what bothered him 
was people who moved in after him 
were given a renovated apartment. 

"You come to this country to leam 



different cultures and meet different 
people, but if you put all the cultures 
together, you don't learn anything." 
Laytimi said. 

He said he likes his unrenovated 
apartment but does have a complaint. 

"The only thing I don't like is the 
problem of cockroaches." he said. 
"We went and bought roach traps 
ourselves because the spray they use 
here doesn't work. 

"And if you don't let them spray, 
you get a letter saying they'll kick 
you out." 

Jeffrey Henning. a Jardine resident 
from August 1 989 to December 1 99 1 . 
said the tendency was to have people 
of the same nationality housed 
together. 

"For the most part, there were two 



or three buildings that were mostly 
African American or Asian 
American, and a white section, too." 
Henning said. 

He said he thinks the students 
request to be placed w ith others of the 
same nationality. 

"There are cultural differences, 
and I think that's why they felt some 
urgency to do that," he said. "I think 
it was the tenants themselves who 
urged the administration to keep the 
cultures together," 

Henning's wife Kristin, a senior in 
art therapy, said she experienced an 
incident that, to her. implied there 
was segregation at Jardine. 

"I know the first semester 1 was 
getting my ID. and the lady at 
enrollment saw my address and said. 



'Oh, you're not in the white section.'" 

Todd Nafus. a manager of Jardine 
in charge of five buildings and a 
senior in education, said he did not 
know whether there was any 
segregation based on nationality. 

His wife and co-manager, 
Kathleen, said where a student is 
placed depends on when they apply 
for housing. 

"A lot of times, foreign students 
come to town and say they need a 
room right away, and they usually get 
placed in an unrenovated apartment." 
she said. 

"The Americans that check in 
know to gel on the list early. So. they 
get what they want," she said. 
"We've never had problems living 
here

The determination of President Bill Clinton 
to lift the ban aimed at keeping gays out of the 
military has evoked mixed responses from 
members of three organizations at K- State, 

Major David Liese. recruiting operations 
officer for Army ROTC at K-State, said he 
agreed integrating gays into the military will 
undermine its morale and cohesiveness.

Arthur Ashe dies 
after battle with AIDS

NEW YORK — Anhur Ashe 
was alert and full of questions in 
his final hours, and he reassured 
his doctor by making the OK 
hand sign shortly before his 
death from AlDS-related 
pneumonia, the physician said 
Sunday. 

Dr Henry W. Murray and 
lawyer Donald Dell, a longtime 
friend of Ashe's, held an 
emotional news conference at 
New York Hospital where the 
tennis legend died Saturday at 
age 49. 

"He used to say, "Don't feel 
sorry for me,'" said Dell. "He 
clearly fell he was not a victim. 
Whatever happened, he would 
rise to that particular occasion. It 
was just another challenge." 

Murray said Ashe was fully 
alert Saturday and asked 
questions about things such as 
who the next U.S. attorney 
general might be. 

"His last gesture to me was 
this," Murray said, making the 
circular OK sign with his thumb 
and forefinger. 

President Clinton mourned 
the death of Ashe, the only 
black man to win Wimbledon 
and the U.S. Open. 

"He was a friend of mine. 
I'm really sad about it," Clinton 
said Sunday as he walked to 
church in Washington. 

After winning a tournament 
in Japan, tennis star Martina 
Navratilova offered a prayer for 
Ashe, 

"I ask that we stop for a 



moment of silence here to 
remember an extraordinary 
human being who transcended 
his sport, his race, religion and 
nationality and in his own way 
helped to change the world," 
Navratilova said. "We will 
always remember you, Arthur." 

Ashe, who contracted the 
AIDS virus from a tainted blood 
transfusion, was credited with 
helping break racial barriers in 
professional tennis. 

"It was thanks to him that I 
could have a career in tennis," 
said Frenchman Yannick Noah, 
who is black. 

Ashe announced that he had 
AIDS last April at a news 
conference prompted by a 
newspaper's planned story 
exposing his condition. 

He defended his right to keep 
his illness private but 
nevertheless became active in 
the fight against AIDS, forming 
a fund-raising foundation and 
joining many AIDS boards. 

"The sports world has lost a 
tremendous spokesperson for 
AIDS," said Julian Rush, 
executive director of the 
Colorado AIDS Project in 
Denver. "No one didn't like 
Arthur Ashe." 

Murray said Ashe's swift 
decline was "unusual, but (it) 
happens." More extraordinary 
was Ashe's excellent health in 
the 4 1/2 years after he was 
diagnosed, despite his typically 
busy schedule, the doctor said. 

"He said it was better than 
sitting home and thinking about 
dying," Dell said. 



Legislators meet, discuss issues 



Senators, representatives meet 

with constituents in first of forum series

No eggs were served, just 
coffee. 

Nevertheless, about 70 people 
came to the Manhattan Town 
Center Saturday morning to 
discuss issues with five Kansas 
senators and representatives. 
Questions ranged from retired 
military pay to making Washburn 
University part of the Kansas 
Board of Regents system. 

This was the first in a series of 
Eggs and Issues forums for 1993. 
sponsored by the Manhattan 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The first question asked was 
when taxes taken from retired 
military pay would be paid back. 
Kansas has collected taxes on the 
pay received from retired military 
personnel for several years, and 
the U.S. Supreme Court recently 
ruled states cannot continue to do 
so. 

Rep. Sheila Hochhauser, D- 
Manhattan. said she wasn't sure 
Kansas had the money to pay back 
the veterans 

"The price tag to pay the 
retirees is $92 million. I have a 
grave concern aboul where the 
$92 million is going to come 
from," Hochhauser said. 

"I don't think there's anyone 
who doesn't want to do the fair 
thing," she said. "But the fair thing 
means less money for the regents 
schools, less money for public 
schools. There is a pattern where 
the state has funds available, and 
(he courts find it retroactive. 



Where there are no funds 
available, the courts have found no 
retroactive benefits available " 

Rep. Kent Glasscock, R 
Manhattan, was blunt. 

"If the courts say we have to 
give it back, we'll give it back." 
Glasscock said. "If they say we 
don't have to give it back, we're 



not going to give it back.' 

This did not sit well with the 
crowd, which consisted mostly of 
older people. An attempt was 
made to change the subject, but 
another person returned to it, 
asking why the payback could not 
be made over a number of years, 
instead of in one lump sum. 

"The hard facts are, there are 
very few of us that represent large 
areas of military," Sen. Lana 
Oleen, R-Manhattan, said. "The 



Hochhauser expresses discontent

A public forum on Sunday 
featured Rep. Sheila 
Hochhauser, D- Manhattan, ex- 
pressing discontent with the cur- 
rent Kansas legislative session. 

'The issues we have to deal 
with are controversial, and they 
affect the daily lives of 
Kansans," Hochhauser said. 
"There are bills being 
introduced. I think they are of 
minimal value." 

A group of eight community 
members raised various 
questions about problems facing 
Kansas, including Casino 
Gambling. 

Because of the Federal Indian 
Game and Revenue Act, Kansas 
cannot tax casino gambling, but 
the state can negotiate a compact 
so the casinos are not 
detrimental to Kansas, she said. 

"I don't think gambling is 
good economic development," 
she said. 

Hochhauser said she thought 



it is a tragedy thai the only 
economic option open to Indians 
is gaming. 

Providing viable options 
besides gaming was one 
suggestion from a member of the 
small crowd. 

"Casino gambling is the only 
thing they have," Paul Palenske, 
candidate for city commission, 
said. 

Several aspects of health care 
were also debated during the 
two-hour meeting. 

There are several areas of 
improvement, including health- 
related data systems and the lack 
of graduates in primary-care 
specialities, that need to be 
looked at, Hochhauser said. 

Insurance should be a high 
priority for the Legislature also, 
she said. 

"It's clear something is 
clearly happening in this state 
that is not happening anywhere 
else." Hochhauser said of rapidly 
rising insurance rates and 
lowered coverage. 



Legislature will look at a number 
of options." 

Another question was raised 
about a bill that came before the 
House Taxation Committee, of 
which Glasscock is vice chairman. 
The bill would impose a 2.5-mill 
levy on property taxes in all 
counties with Kansas Board of 
Regents institutions. The money 
raised would go to fund capital 
improvements and maintenance at 
those schools. 

"The bill, from my perspective, 
was mean-spirited and dopey," 
Glasscock said. "The notion that 
you have to buy the state 
institution in your county over 
time from the state of Kansas is an 
intellectually bankrupt notion. The 
bill was a mistake, and it certainly 
made me mad. It will not get heard 
in the taxation committee. It will 
be over my dead body." 

The bill was introduced by the 
Shawnee County delegation to 
start debate about entering 
Washburn University in Topeka 
into the regents system. Glasscock 
said. 

"I hope to send a message to 
the Shawnee County delegation 
that they cannot use the legislative 
process to shoehorn Washburn 
into the regents institutions," 
Glasscock said. 

Rep. Don Rezac. D-Emmett , 
said most of his college-age 
constituents attend Washburn and 
he could understand Washburn's 
plight. 

"I look at Washburn as the 
college from Topeka. Maybe we'll 
have to shut one {regents 
university) down before we can

Center will be in attendance to 
answer questions. 

At noon on Wednesday, the 
campus police will present 
"Personal Safety — Are You at 
Risk?" in the Union Courtyard. 

Charles Beckom, chief of the 
campus police department, said the 
event will be include some of the 
basic things people frequently 
overlook that place them at risk. 

"There are a number of small 
things people can do and signs they 
can look for that can remove them 
from being at risk," Beckom said. 

At 7 p.m. on Thursday, a self- 
defense introduction course will be 
taught by Lisa Emigh, junior in 
psychology, and Rhonda Bathurst, 
senior in philosophy, in Union 212. 
Emigh and Bathurst teach in 
coordination with the Women's 
Resource Center. 

Fink said she hopes more 
organizations recognize that safety 
is a campus- wide issue, and she has 
encouraged other departments to 
sponsor safety presentations.

I think that student athletes 
should be paid for what they 
do. 

That being said, I don't think 
they should have to do all that 
they do. 

It seems to me that the 
immense amount of practice 
time they put into their sports 
merits some sort of 
compensation. They do. after all, 
bring large amounts of money 
back to K-State. along with the 
prestige and profit that follow i 
having a winning team. 

Most student athletes are not 
on full scholarship or, for that 
matter, on any scholarship at all. 
Their responsibilities as 
members 
of a team

scholarship availability is the 

key to making a university 

education possible, but 

scholarships can't pay for 

everything. 

Athletics has other costs for 
its participants. The lime spent 
in practice is time not spent 
studying. It is the rare athlete 
whose scholarly abilities allow. 
him or her to achieve the 
academic performance that she 
or he could without being 
involved in sports activities. 

Finally, athletes must put up 
with their fans. These fanatics 
give adulation to their teams in 
times of victory. In times of 
defeat, however, they offer only 
derision. Furthermore, these fans 
often do not subscribe to die 
same code of honor as the 
athletes, bringing them disgrace 
in the eyes of their opponents. 

After looking at all these 
things, and thinking about all 
that athletes do to help support 
their communities and the 
University, t should think that 
we could agree that athletics is 
as much a job as it is a pastime. 
And yet, athletes are not now, 
nor are likely to be soon, paid for 
what they do. 

The reason is not that there 
is not money available. 
Athletics brings tons of 
money back to the University. A 
small part of this could be easily 
diverted to those who really earn 
it. 

The blocking character in this 
story is the NCAA. This 
mammoth athletic powermill 



strictly prohibits any payment of 
any substance to athletes. 
Furthermore, it regulates the 
number of scholarships that a 
university may offer and has 
impressive penalties for those 
who would disobey its 
commands. 

K-State is caught in a 
terrible position. To 
compete in athletics at a 
high level, to obtain all the 
benefits, including money and 
national prestige, of having a 
major collegiate team, the 
University must be an NCAA 
Division 1A school, and must 
follow all the rules of the 
organization to the letter. 

diese rules, however, require 
us to treat our athletes as slave 
labor. Collegiate athletes are 
today ' s indentured servants. Two 
hundred years ago, people were 
sla* es for seven years to receive 
passage to America. Today, they 
are slaves for four years to 
receive an education 

While some may argue 
that the education is 
worth it, that the 
"student" in "student athletes" is 
their primary role, those people 
forget that the adjective in 
English precedes the noun, and 
these students are known by the 
public only for their athletic 
identity Our student athletes are 
thought of as athletes and are 
treated by sports fans as pre- 
professionals. 

If we continue to do business 
this way, to put the interest of 
money and prestige above these 
athletes' rights as students, then 
we commit a gross injustice. If 
our athletes are not paid for their 
efforts, sports fanatics must 
begin to expect less of them. 
Victory cannot come at any cost. 
Their sports responsibilities must 
decrease, and their lime to study 
and, if necessary, work, should 
fill the gap. 

Or, if we are to keep on 
valuing victory above all else, 
then we must take action. The 
student athletes should be paid 
for what they do If the rules of 
the NCAA cannot be changed to 
allow more of the money 
athletes earn to be channeled to 
them, then K-State should make 
a stand against the organization. 
The University should pull out 
of the NCAA. 

The hype that this 
organization generates drives 
people to pressure athletes. This 
pressure can deprive athletes of 
time and money, or even worse, 
drive them to drug abuse and 
other personal problems. As a 
land grant university, it is K- 
State's job to stand up for the 
rights of the individual. We must 
support the idea of a fair day's 
pay for a fair day's work. If thai 
goal cannot be achieved, then we 
must not contribute to the j 
demise of the student athlete. ;

Even Willard Scott on the "Today'' 
show Wednesday morning became 
involved with the KSU Foundation 
Telefund. He displayed a T-shirt on 
the air promoting it. 

"And you know that there are going 
to happen to be some K-State alumni 
who saw that and got a warm fuzzy 
feeling." Russ McMahon. the telefund 
director, said. 

The national attention matches the 
national recognition the telephone 
campaign gets. It is the largest all- vol- 
unteer telephone fund-raising program 
in the nation. Last year, the program 



raised more than $765,000. 

"H was the work of people in this 
position over about 12 years," 
McMahon said. "They kept the philos- 
ophy that the votunieer process is the 
best." 

He said there are telephone fund- 
raising programs at other schools, but 
many use professional callers. 

"We're doing more than raising 
funds," McMahon said. "We're getting 
students to talk to alumni. We are also 
teaching them about philanthropy." 

The telefund program started Feb. 
I. It is located at the Hollis Telefund 
Center on the third floor of the KSU 
Foundation building It will run until 



Feb. 28, and volunteers call from 6 to 
10 p.m. 

Colleges provide their own volun- 
teers. Each college comes up with a 
telefund administrator who is then in 
charge of recruiting individual phone 
volunteers. 

"There's sign up and show up. 
said Scott Scrogin, special assistant to 
the dean of engineering, "We are for- 
tunate in that we have one of the high- 
est rales of participation." 

Scrogin is the telefund administra- 
tor for the College of Engineering this 
year. Students from the different 
departments were asked to be team 
captains to help raise volunteers. Each 
team captain has been asked to try and 
sign at leasi 15 volunteer callers. 

"Some will ask for volunteers in 



class," McMahon said. "Others will 
work through the officers of the vari- 
ous clubs" 

That was how iacquelyn Pinney, 
junior in interior design, got involved 
with telefund her freshman year. 

"I'm in human ecology, and I had a 
friend who was a team captain for tele- 
fund and in a club I was in," Pinney 
said. "She roped me into it." 

This is Pinney's third year of 
involvement with telefund, and this 
year she was a telefund prize solicitor. 

"We got together over $5,000 worth 
of prizes," Pinney said. "Approx- 
imately 20 percent of the callers will 
receive a prize at random at the end of 
every calling session." 

Some grand prizes will also be 
given away to those volunteers who 



raise the most money. 

The Telefund Center can have R0 
callers a night. The volunteers call 
from a list of alumni from their col- 
leges. 

"We have 30 minutes of training at 
the beginning," McMahon said. 
"Everyone needs communications 
skills. We're just giving them a chance 
to polish up on it." 

The money raised is used by K- 
State's colleges for scholarships and 
educational materials. 

"The students can certainly see the 
uses for the money, especially when 
they use the materials and services that 
are provided with those funds," 
Scrogin said. The fund has thrived on 
student volunteers, and 1 think the 
alumni like to hear from the students.''

Who could have predicted this? 

Fresh off a seventh-place conference 
finish in 1992, the K-State Wildcats will 
play for a chunk of the Big Eight lead 
tonight as they take on the Missouri 
Tigers. 

Nebraska's 68-64 upset of Kansas 
Sunday has left the door open for the 
Cats, 4-i in the Big Eight, to pull into a 
first-place tie with KU, now 5-1. 

K- State should also sport a shiny Top 
25 ranking as (hey play in front of a 
national ESPN audience at 8:35 p.m. in 
Columbia. 

The Cats have now won nine of their 
last 10 games and should*crack the polls 
for the first time since 1989 when the 
rankings are released later today. 

But to keep up their momentum, the 
Cats first have to defeat the 
schizophrenic Tigers. Although their 
record is 14-6, Missouri has been 
struggling for leadership all season. 

The Tigers lost their main go-to 
player Anthony Peeler to graduation. 
Peeler, now with the Los Angeles 
Lakers, was the Big Eight Player of the 
Year last season and led the Tigers in 



scoring and assists. 

Without Peeler in the lineup. Missouri 
has lost home games to Arkansas and 
Memphis State, went to double-overtime 
against Southern lllinois-Carbondale and 
played sluggishly against Cal. State- 
Northridge until pulling away late. 

K-State's Vincent Jackson, for one, 
said he was glad Peeler has left for the 
NBA. 

"We played them pretty tight last 
year," he said. "Until Peeler took over. 

K-State lost last season's Columbia 
match-up 67-59. 

Tiger guard Melvin Booker enters the 
game as Missouri's leading scorer, 
averaging 16.2 points a game. Jevon 
Crudup is third in the Big Eight in 
rebounding w ith a 9.0 average. 

"Mizzou is struggling right now," 
Jackson said. "But we're going to have 
to play them on the top of our game. It's 
hard to play in Columbia, and they're 
going to be ready for us." 

For three of the Wildcats, tonight's 
game also may be big for other reasons. 
Jackson, and guards Anthony Beam: and 
Brian Gavin, all call Missouri home. 

Jackson graduated from Lincoln High 
School in East St. Louis and attended 
Moberly (Mo.) Junior College for two 



years. 

"It's about two hours from my home. 
So, I'm looking forward to having my 
family there," he said. 

Beane was born in Dexter, Mo., and 
played at Three Rivers iMo.) Junior 
College. He also was contacted by 
Missouri recruiters while in high school, 
but said the Tiger's lack of interest in 
him out of junior college is not a big 
motivator for tonight's game.

Margalit qualifies for NCAA meet

K- State freshman Itai Margalit was telling his 
parents about his performance Saturday — through a 
fax machine. 

"I'm sending the results to my parents in Israel,'' 
he said. 

Margalii's high jump of 7 feet 4 1/2 inches was a 
new Ahearn Field House record, a new K-State 
record, and automatically qualified him for the 
NCAA Indoor Track and Field Meet 

He also hroke his own Israeli national record, 
which he had set last weekend. 

Margalit is knocking on the door of the best high 
jumpers in the nation. 

Prior to Saturday, 7-4 1/2 was the lop mark in the 
nation this season. 

"J had never competed in the U.S. before this 
season," he said. "Now, to compete with the big 
boys is great." 

And K-State interim coach Cliff Rovelto is 
noticing his ability. 

"It's kind of an understatement to say he's 
jumping well." he said. "That's better lhan he jumps 
outdoors." 

Margalit missed improving on his outdoor 
performance when he fell short on his three attempts 
at 7-5 1/4. 

Margalit has now set new K-State records in three 
successive weeks. 

' "From competition to compel ilion, 1 just keep 
feeling better." he said. 

But Margalit is one of only three K-State high 
jumpers doing well ihis season. Percell Gaskins and 
Ed Broxterman have also jumped more than 7-0 this 
season. 

Neither, however, competed in the high jump this 
weekend. 

Although Rovelto said Margalii's performance 



was the highlight of the meet, he said other Wildcat 
performances impressed him. 

Thomas Randolph and Gerald Benton, both 
football players, finished first and second 
respeclively in the 55 -meter dash. 

Both are provisional qualifiers for the NCAA 
meet 

"I thought Thomas Randolph and Gerald Bemon 
ran really well," Rovelto said 

"A month ago, we were looking at no one scoring 
in the 55. Now we've got two guys that are doing 
very well. 

'Travis Livingston won the 55-meter hurdles in 
only his third race of the year. He's really coming 
on," Rovelto said. 

Randy Helling and Ryan Clive-Smith also pulled 
off a one-two finish in the 1,000 meters. Mike 
Becker won the mile. 

In the women's events, K -Slate's Christy Ward 
won the shotput with a throw of 47 feet 8 inches on 
her final attempt. Kristen Schultz placed third in the 
event. 

Barton County Community College and Arkansas 
dominated the women's meet. 

Barton runners won seven of the 14 events, while 
Arkansas won four. 

Many of K-State's runners were competing in 
events they do not usually enter. Some took the 
weekend off. 

All of this was done to rest the squad for the 
Husker Invitational this Friday and Saturday in 
Lincoln. Neb., Rovelto said. 

'That is a really competitive meet," he said. "In 
some events, it will be as good as the national meet. 

"It will also serve as a good gauge for the Big 
Eight. 

"Some of the kids are fatigued right now. I'm not 
really concerned about the performances," he said. 
"It's just that they're out there competing."

"I think we give them our best shot every 
year." Nebraska forward Bruce Chubick said. 
"Our crowd really got up for us today. They gave 
us a lift." 

"Obviously, this is a very tough place to play." 
said Kansas center Eric Pauley, who managed 
only nine points and two rebounds against 
Chandler. "We' w been beaten up here every time 
since I've been here Don't take anything away 
from Nebraska, but we helped them win." 

Kansas (18-3, 5-1) saw a 12-poini second half 
lead erased by a run led by Badgett, a redshirt 
who scored eight of his 1 1 points after halftime. 

Nebraska trailed by 12 after Kansas* Rex 
Wallers opened the second half with a 3-point 
jumper, one of only two baskets for the Jay haw ks' 
leading scorer in the game. 

"The first five minutes of the second half they 
like to lake the crowd out of it," Nebraska coach 
Danny Nee said. "The kids really increased the 
intensity level. Our 1-3-1 defense was very 
effective. We wenl into that to stop penetration ." 

But on the other end, Badgeit scored six points 
in a 1 1 -point Husker run that put Nebraska up 44- 
43 with 12:58 to play. 

The sellout crowd of 14,679 turned up the 
volume on the Jay-hawks thereafter. 

"We got our fans back," Chandler said. "We 
proved a lot of people wrong"

"Today we were fired up." NU forward Eric 
1'i.itknwski said. "We really needed this game. We 
were 2-4 in the Big Eight. We hadn't beaten a 
ranked team. We want to go to the NCAA. We 
were on national television They are a team 
we've had success against in the past. Everything 
was perfect." 

The Husker defense, in particular, was perfect. 
KU, one of the best shooting teams in the nation, 
hit only 28 percent after intermission 

"We were running a couple of different 
defenses, and we just seemed to gel Kansas out of 
its rhythm," Nee said. 

"Basically they did the same thing the second 
half as they had done in the first," Kansas coach 
Roy Williams said. "We just did not execute well 
ihe second half. We lost our poise. That's 
something teams like us aren't supposed to do " 

Still. Kansas regained the lead twice in the next 
eight minutes before Jamar Johnson. Chubick and 
Chandler scored to put the Huskers up 61-57 with 
3:40 left. 

Steve Woodbcrry's follow shot evened the 
game at 64-64 with 45 seconds to play. Then 
Chandler hit a pair of free throws with 28.2 
showing on the clock. 

Walters then drove for the basket, missed and 
Badgett came down with the rebound. He was 
fouled by Walters but missed both free throws to 
give KU another shot. 

Walters again drove for the basket, but 
Chandler tipped the ball out and Badgett came up 
with it. He raced for the basket and slammed a 
lay up lo put ihe icing on the Husker win. 

"When you have the ball in Rex Walters* 
hands you have got the situation you want," 
Williams said. "He has won a lot of games for us. 
Don't remember it as two dumb plays made at the 
end of the game." 

Chandler led Nebraska scoring with 19 poinis. 
Piatkowski added 16 and Badgett 1 1 . 

Woodberry was the only Kansas player in 
double figures wilh 1 7.

Young made the costly fumble 
just minutes after his dramatic 
touchdown pass to Rodney 
Hampton forced the overtime. 

Kansas City's Derrick Thomas 
caught Young from behind on the 
fumble in overtime, and Long, of 
the Los Angeles Raiders, fell on 
the ball ai the NFC 28. 

After three running plays, 
Kansas City's Lowery made his 
third field goal of the game to win 
the all -star contest after 4;09 of 
ovenime. 

San Francisco's Young, 
scrambling on fourth-and- 1 2 with 
time running out in regulation, 
found the Giants' Hampton open 
at the goal line, drilled the ball to 
him, and Hampton stepped into 
ihe end rone with 10 seconds 



remaining. New Orleans' Morten 
Andersen kicked the PAT to draw 
the NFC into a 20-20 tie and force 
the overtime. 

Buffalo's Steve Tasker. who 
blocked a punt the previous week 
in the Super Bowl, blocked 
Andersen's field goal try earlier 
in the fourth quarter, and Terry 
McDaniet scooped up the ball and 
ran 28 yards to put the AFC ahead 
20-13 with eight minutes 
remaining. 

The AFC had turned another 
blocked Andersen field goal into 
its first touchdown, in the closing 
seconds of the first half. 

The second time. Andersen 
was kicking from 53 yards out 
when Tasker broke though, 
blocked the ball up the field and 
batted it along trying to get 
possession. 

The Los Angeles Raiders' 
McDaniel caught up with the 
play, grabbed the ball and ran the 
rest of the way to break a 13-13 
deadlock with eight minutes 
remaining, 

A few moments earlier, Tasker 



had forced a fumble on a punt 
return by the NFC's Johnny 
Bailey of Phoenix, but the AFC 
wasn't able to capitalize on that 
turnover. 

The AFC came up with a goal 
line stand late in the third quarter, 
with the game lied at 13-13 and 
ihe NFC on the 2-yard line after a 
48-yard pass from Green Bay's 
Brett Favre to JerTy Rice of San 
Francisco. 

The AFC defenders yielded 
just a single yard yard on the firsi 
ihree plays, then slopped Rickey 
Walters for no gain on fourth 
down.

Zivanovic will 
spend summer 
in Scotland

Hawthornden Castle, a Scottish 
landmark a few miles outside of 
Edinburgh, sits high on a cliff 
overlooking the beautiful 
wilderness below. It provides a 
seclusion many writers only dream 
of. 

Judith Zivanovic, associate dean 
of arts and sciences, will soon 
experience that seclusion. An 
aspiring author working on her first 
novel, she has been awarded the 
Hawihornden Fellowship. As part 
of the award, she is allowed to live 
in castle for a month this summer. 

Zivanovic said the award is 
based on published work and 
references from people familiar 
with the work. 

The authors must pay their own 
transportation costs. 



but each writer is given a study- 
bedroom equipped with a 
photocopier and computer. The 
castle has its own library of 
reference books. 

"The amazing thing is that there 
will only be five writers there." 
Zivanovic said. "You are waited on 
hand and foot. They serve you 
breakfast, do your laundry and 
clean your room." 

The staff even leaves lunch 
outside the door so they are not 
disturbed during the day. she said. 

Zivanovic is writing a story on 
the life of Benno Martin, chief of 
police of Nuremburg. Germany, 
from 1933 to 1948. 

"I am interested in this topic 
because I am third-generation 
German." Zivanovic said. "Also 
because my husband suffered 
tremendously as a child in 
Yugoslavia. His father was sent to a 
prison camp in Germany for years. 
Friends of his father were guerrilla 
fighters against the Nazis."

for her work on Holocaust 
Germany, Zivanovic came across 
Benno Martin within the readings. 

"I began to see many interesting 
aspects of him," she said. "I have 
written a couple of plays on this 
period. However, there is so much 
material about this man, I was 
going to have to write a novel to 
fairly cover the material." 

She spent last summer at a 
similar retreat, the Wurlitzer 
Foundation, in Taos. N,M. She said 
it was there that she developed 
yean of research into the first draft 
of her novel. 

"In Scotland I hope to 
accomplish some editing and more 
extensive development of the action 
and dialogue," she said. 

Martin was a very ambitious 
Nazi, Zivanovic said. 

"Martin engaged in 

machinations to save Jewish lives 



and property. At the same time, he 
was garnering honors in the Nazi 
Party," she said. 

She also plans to spend a week 
in Edinburgh to do some research in 
the National Library of Scotland 
and at the university library there, 
she said. 

"I anticipate finding material that 
I haven't found here." 

Zivanovic also did the research 
and writing on this period because 
after the war people were denying 
the Holocaust ever happened, she 
said. Generations now are not 
learning about it. 

"There is a resurgence of Nazi 
views in Germany and (he United 
States. Neo-Nazi organizations are 
asserting that the Holocaust did not 
occur," she said. "Yet substantial 
numbers of records prove 
otherwise."

"I've always done it as some- 
thing kind of fun, but people are 
starting to get serious about it 
now," he said. "I'm excited about it 
all." 

In the last few weeks alone. 
Schultz has sold 498 demo tapes on 
campus. He started out with 500 
tapes. Each tape has three songs on 
it and sells for S5. 

"I was just over at the Chi 
Omega house last Wednesday, and 
they bought 53 of them," he said. 

Schultz says some radio stations 
have been playing his songs. The 
song that may be heard the most is 
called "Don't Walk Away." 

"The first time I heard it in town, 
I had just got done playing basket- 
ball, and I was driving home, and it 
popped on the air. I probably sat 
through two stoplights. The light 
turned green, and I just couldn't go

because I just couldn't believe it," 
Schultz said. "It was really incredi- 
ble." 

When Schultz was asked if he 
would put school on hold if he got a 
record deal, his first response was, 
"That is exactly what my parents 
want to know. 

"I'm planning on graduating in 
May 1 994, but it depends on if I get 
a deal and how soon they would 
want me to move to LA and start 
recording," he said. "It would be a 
tough decision." 

Right now Schultz said he wants 
to finish college. He said he would 
rather put off going to Los Angeles 
than have a good song and never 
have it go anywhere. 

"I spend more time playing the 
piano man 1 do studying anyway," 
he said. 

Schultz said he taught himself 
how to play the piano. 

"I used to take piano lessons 
when I was young, but I quit 
because my teacher used to slap my 
hand with a ruler because I was so 
bad," he said. 

Schultz said he started playing 
the piano first and then started com- 
ing up with words. 

Kenton Epard, senior in electri- 
cal engineering and pre-law, has 
been friends with Schultz since they 
were in kindergarten. They used to 
play in a band together in Colby. 

Epard plays the guitar and the 
piano. He played the electric guitar 
to the second song on the demo 
tape called "Who Will You Run 
To," 

"Mark has a lot of Richard Marx 
in him. Marx is one of his heroes," 
Epard said.

ZAGREB, Croatia — A confer- 
ence called to show international 
solidarity for rape victims in 
Bosnia's war ended in disarray 
Sunday when some Muslim and 
Croat women objected to a resolu- 
tion they said was too soft on Serbs. 

More than 500 women, includ- 
ing some of western Europe's lead- 
ing female politicians, turned out 
for a meeting to denounce the mass 



rapes reported in Bosnia and work 
on strategies for halting such 
crimes. 

But their solidarity collapsed 
over a resolution that, while blam- 
ing Serb fighters for most of the 
atrocities, said men on all sides had 
raped women during the war. 

"We refuse this resolution 
because it mentions only Bosnia- 
Herzegovina, and not Croatia, and 
because it equates the aggressor and 
the victim, saying that all parlies 



rape," said Slavica Bilic of Wall of 
Love, a Croatian group founded in 
1991. 

Dafinka Veccrina, a lawyer from 
Zagreb, Croatia's capital, said. 
"Being raped in a park in Brussels 
and being raped today in a deten- 
tion camp in Bosnia have nothing 
in common. These women were 
raped only because they were 
Muslims and Croats."

Linda Richter, professor in 
political science, said the U.S. 
Supreme Court historically allowed 
Congress to make special 
provisions for the army. 

She said she agreed with the 
new secretary of the U.S. 
Department of Defense that the 
courts would be moving in at some 
point to give gays equal protection 
under the law, even if the president 
did not address the issue. 

Richter said most armies in the 
world have accepted homosexuals. 

"This is consistent with a world 
pattern of nondiscri mi nation. We 
are the last in line." she said. 

Clinton may have had a political 
motive in lifting the ban as gays 
supported him during the 
campaign, and it is expected that 
presidents help those groups that 
supported them during their 
campaigns. Richter said. 

The fear of AIDS is a genuine 
concern as the medical evidence 
clearly shows that gays are a high 
risk group, Liese said. 

Gays are not the only high risk 
group. Married and single men who 
go to prostitutes are high risk 
groups, too, Donovan said. 

"lunction city is full of 
prostitutes. They are all over the 
place," he said. 

There are many soldiers 
suffering from AIDS in the hospital 
at Fort Riley, Donovan said. 

Liese said he is aware of the 
argument that supports the 
provision of separate living 
facilities for gays. 

"Who will pay? The taxpayer?" 
he said. 

There are homosexuals at Fort 
Riley, and they are all taking 
showers together without any 
problems. Donovan said. 

"Lesbian females and gay men 
are used as scapegoats for a lot of 
problems that exist anyway. 
whether or not Clinton became 
president," Donovan said. 

The acceptance of gays in the 
military is a step in the right 
direction for the country, he said, 
but the majority of homosexuals do 
fear hostility and prejudice. 

"There are hundreds of 
homosexual men and women at 
Fort Riley. I know that for a fact," 
he said. "The more tolerant we are 
of each other, the better it is for all 
of us." 

K-State has a very liberal 
administration that is supportive of 
gay rights, yet BaGaLS finds it 
difficult to attract members, 
Donovan said. The majority will 
not admit they are gay because they 
are afraid. 

"There may be a few courageous 
ones," he said. 

Donovan said he graduated from 
Harvard ROTC and served for two 
years in Oklahoma and Germany. 
He served the army in a position of 
authority, he said. 

"I know the army as an 
institution." he said 

Richter said it is better for 
Clinton to take the decision now as 
he will have time to recover from 
the political consequences. 

"When rights are extended to 
groups that did not have them 
before, there is always an 
adjustment period," she said. 

There were problems when 

women and black people were 

integrated in the army, Richter said. 

After the adjustment period, 

things will be fine, she said. 

Liese said comparing the present 
issue with racial integration "is like 
comparing apples and oranges."

TOPEKA — K-Statc students joined with 
students from across the state in Topeka 
Monday to lobby for higher education during 
the annual Associated Students of Kansas 
Lobby Day. Of the Regents' universities, only 
Wichita State University did not participate. 
They dropped out of ASK last year. 

For the K-State delegation, the day served 
two purposes. 

"1 think that the most important thing that 
we have done today is to promote ASK as well 
as Kansas State University," said Derek 
Kreifels, freshman in business and delegation 
member. 

Another member of the K-State delegation 
member, Mary Farmer, junior in history, said 
she felt the day went well. 

"We have represented Kansas State and the 
Regents' system well today in support of 
higher education," Farmer said. 

ASK's goals for this legislative session 
include tuition and financing of higher 
education, campus safety and voter 
registration. 

"ASK has outlined several priorities. 
Included in these are tuition and the financing 
of higher education," said Jennifer Hanlon, 
ASK state chair and Emporia State Student 
Body President. "This is not new for us. but 
again, we are encouraging full funding of the 



base budgets. 

"In addition, we are asking that out-of-state 
tuition not be raised at a higher rate than in- 
state. 

"The goal is to let the legislators see that 
Regents' students vote They don't always get 
to meet people who are affected by the 
decisions they make." Hanlon said. 

Sen. Marge Petty, D-Topeka, agreed 
student lobbyists provide legislators with a 
different perspective, 

"The major difference is the other lobbyists 
are full time Their job is being aware of 
what's going on at all times. It's more 
important to hear from people who are being 
personally impacted rather than from people 
who are being paid." she said. 

Rep. Don Smith. D-Dodge City, said he 
enjoys talking to the student lobbyists 

"They're bright, optimistic young people 
They are not jaded like most of the lobtn ist\ 
and they are v er\ sincere," Smith said 

He said he expected higher education to 
fare well in this legislative session. 

"It looks favorable for adequate funding ot 
higher education." he said. 

Not all legislators are as optimistic as 
Smith Rep. Kent Glasscock. R-Manhattan, 
foresees another fight ahead for funding of 
higher education. 

"1 think there is no chance of getting the 
Regents" want list, and it will be a challenge to 



get the governor's recommendations. 

"The governor's recommendations on all 
budgets will be under extreme pressure But 
the Regents will not be singled out No one 
has it out for the Regents All budgets will 
come under scrutiny," he said. 

ASK is supporting the governor's 
recommendations. 

Petty is also concerned about higher 
education. Her concerns lie with the 
fundamental approach to education. 

"I think we're asking the wrong questions 
about education right now. We need to think 
long-term We need to look at this in terms of 
five and ten years down the road. We need to 
prepare our voung people for the global 
workplace," she said. 

Although Glasscock predicts a tough road 
ahead, he believes lobby day can be effective. 

"It can't be anything hut a help. Lobbying 
representatives from the Regents' schools 
doesn't do much good, but meeting with 
legislators fmm non-Regents areas can help." 
he said. 

Jim Persinger. senior in marketing and the 
K-State student body president's chief of staff, 
was pleased with K-State's showing. 

"Today was a great success. I felt that we 
represented the interests of higher education 
well." he said. "The legislators were receptive

Think big, 
start small

NEW YORK — In this year's recruiting 
season for college graduates, nurses are hot but 
aerospace engineers are not. 

Companies hope to hire more college 
graduates this year than in 1 992, but only a few 
fields are expected to benefit, college placement 
officers said. With many companies 
restructuring and eliminating jobs, there are 
fewer openings for job-seekers straight out of 
school. 

Health care is one industry that is hiring, said 
Dawn Oberman, a statistical services specialist 
at College Placement Council Inc. in Bethlehem, 
Pa. Jobs also are available in management 
information systems, for people who teach 
others how to use computers. 

A focus on the environment has created 
openings for engineers, geologists, biologists 
and chemists. And with the attention that 
President Clinton has promised to pay to 
rebuilding the nation's infrastructure, times 
should be good for civil engineers, Oberman 
added. 

But other industries are cutting jobs just as 
aggressively. Military cutbacks and hardships in 
the commercial airline industry have virtually 
shut down the market for new aerospace 
engineers. Would-be nuclear engineers may need 
to find another specialty. Jobs in finance and 
banking, except for technical and back -office 
jobs, are still hard to come by, 

"There's a fundamental shift, and most of it 
has come from a decrease (in campus recruiting) 
among the Fortune 500 companies," said 
Richard Stewart, director of placement at Purdue 
University. "You can look at your list of 
companies having problems, and that's the 
company that's not coming to campus now." 

A survey of 316 companies last fall by the 
College Placement Council found 54 percent of 
employers planned to hire more graduates in 
1993 than last year. 

Respondents predicted they would hire 7.7 
percent more graduates in the 1992-1993 school 
year than a year earlier. Actual hires were 
projected to rise to 70 per company from 65. 

"However, talking to placement officers this 
past January and December, we haven't seen that 
yet," Oberman said 

Not only do many recruiters have fewer jobs 
to offer, they are cutting back on recruiting costs, 

"Back in the heyday of the 1980s, companies 
would send 30 or 40 recruiters to campus," said 
Vicki B. Lynn, director of Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute's Career Development 
Center. "Half of the people would be standing 
around with nothing to do." 

Now. companies either do not come at all or 
send just a few recruiters. 

And companies surveyed by College 
Placement said they plan to visit 1 1.3 percent 
fewer campuses this year. 

The number of job offers continues to fait. At 
Rensselaer, 47 percent of the companies that 
recruited on campus last year made a job offer, 
down from about 63 percent in 1991. Lynn said. 

Worsening matters, colleges are turning out 
more graduates to compete for fewer jobs. The 
number of college graduates continues to rise 
despite a slight dip in the population of 22-year 
olds. Hacker said.

TOPEKA (AP) — A federal grand jury has 
indicted nine people lor allegedly operating a 
cocaine and crack cocaine ring based in Junction 
City. 

U.S. Attorney Lee Thompson said the 
indictment was returned on Jan. 27 but was 
sealed until Monday white law officials 
coordinated the arrests ot those accused. 

Thompson's office identified those charged as 
Marcos Torres, 27. an inmate at the Hutchinson 
Correctional Facility; his wile, Eva Melinda Torres, 
27. Junction City; Armando Nelson PeJfiere. 27, 
Junction City, Cesar Albert Planas, 29. Littleton. 
Colo.: AlcJdes Alonso Plato. 39. New York; 
R icar do Guevara Taylor. 35, Wichita. Ricardo 
Auereiio Scott -Sarifur. age and address unknown. 



Arturo Brazier. 33. incarcerated in New York 
stale, and Richardo Gooding. 19, Stone 
Mountain, Ga. 

Thompson said the indictment alleges Marcos 
Tones was the leader of the drug distribution ring 
that had regularly distributed cocaine and crack in 
the Junction City area for more than three years. 

He said Marcos Torres had previously been 
indicted on three federal counts Of distribution of 
crack, but this indictment supersedes those 
brought last August 

The defendants face potential maximum 
sentences under the new charges of lite in prison 
and a $4 million fine, Thompson said 

Most ot those charged are citizens of Panama, 
Thompson said. 



► NO DECISION MADE IN SCHRUM CONFIRMATION 



TOPEKA (AP) — The Senate Ways and 
Means Committee Monday interviewed Ruth 
Schrum of Manhattan but made no decision 
whether to recommend her confirmation as a 
member ol the state retirement system's board of 
trustees 

Gov Joan Finney appointed Schrum, a retired 
teacher, to the board of the Kansas Public 
Employees Retirement System in May. Trie 
governor also appointed Schrum to the Kansas 



Board of Regents last month. 

The Senate must confirm Schrum b 
appointment to the KPERS board. Her term 
expires in June. She said she does not iniend to 
seek another term, choosing instead to continue 
on the regents 

"I ve been serving sJnoa May. and I've reamed 
the malarial, and I feet I shaR be ol value on the 
board until June." Schrum told the committee 
during her confirmation hearing. 



Washburn tradeoff 
proves to be rumor

TOPEKA — There will be no 
tradeoff of admitting Washburn 
University into the state regents 
system in exchange for closing the 
state's hospital for the mentally 
retarded in Topeka, legislative 
leaders said Monday. 

In fact, they said they cannot 
understand how such a rumor got 
started, because to their knowledge 
nobody is considering such a 
proposal. 

All hut one of those contacted 
Monday, including most members 
of the Topeka legislative delegation, 
said they had not heard the rumor 
until they saw a published story 
over the weekend. 

Only Rep. loan Wagnon, [1 
Topeka, said she had heard 
speculation there could be a tradeoff 
of admitting Washburn to lite state's 
university system in exchange for 
Topeka legislators accepting the 
closure of Kansas Neurological 
Institute. 



"It's all speculation at this 
point," Wagnon said. "Nobody has 
said they're going to introduce a 
bill." 

Sen. Alicia Salisbury, R-Topeka, 
a member of the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee, said she had not 
heard the rumor prior to the story's 
appearance. 

"1 personally could not place any 
credence in it," she said, "t think the 
people of KN1 deserve more than a 
suggested tradeoff. The two issues 
should not even be discussed in the 
same arena." 

Sen. Bill Brady. D-Parsons, 
another Ways and Means member, 
also said he had not heard the 
rumor. 

"That's just ridiculous in my 
opinion." he said. "That epitomizes 
what people don't like about 
politics" 

Rep. Rochellc Chronister, R 
Neodesha. chairwoman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
also said the rumor was news to her. 
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Distributed computing 
spreads tasks to different 
computers in a network

"Distributed computing" is the 
new buzzword for Computing and 
Network Services. 

It means the distribution of 
computing tasks to different 
computers across a network, Rick 
Summerhill, Unix and network 
coordinator, said. 

It-Slate is using distributed 
computing all across campus in 
studios, labs and offices. 
Summerhill said there are 42 
subnets of the main network. The 
only places not connected to the 
network are the residence halls. 
Bramlage Coliseum and KSU 
Stadium. There are plans to conned 
these areas by next year, he said. 

Robert Kruh, University vice 
provost, said this type of computing 
is the direction in which K-State is 
moving. 

'The way in which the world is 
developing puts more and more 
emphasis on network computing," 
he said. 

The transition toward distributed 
computing started full force after 
the decision was made not to merge 
K-State"s mainframe with the 
mainframe at the University of 
Kansas, or any other mainframe, 
Kruh said. 

The merger with KU was 
considered last February when there 
were processing problems and 
concerns about the mainframe 
capabilities. Reorganizing the 
central processor solved Ihe 
problem, Kruh said. 



"After some consideration, we 
decided that distributed computing 
was attractive and we should move 
in that direction," he said. "Going 
to KU would not have been as easy 
as this option." 

The importance of the transition, 
Kruh said, is demonstrated by the 
$1 million President Jon Wefald 
and Provost James Coffman have 
allocated to improving distributed 
computing capabilities on campus. 

Summerhill said the mainframe 
unit, which is used for all 
administrative services, is a 
participating computer in the 
University's network. It is still an 
important part of the system, but it 
only accounts for 1 percent of the 
computing done on campus Kruh 
said. 

Network computing allows 
people to use a small personal 
computer and hook up with other 
programs being run off another 
station. Summerhill said it increases 
the number of applications that can 
be run. 

A mainframe computer system 
differs from a network in that there 
is just one central processing unit 
that handles all the computing 
tasks. 

Summerhill said there were also 
plans to start building a CPU farm 
in July. This is a collection of 
computers that will process 
computationally intensive programs 
and add computer power and 
research facilities to K-State's 
system.

Legend has it the Chicago fire in 
1 906 began when Mrs. O'Leary's 
cow kicked over a lantern in the 
barn. After the fire, most of the city- 
was leveled and had to be rebuilt. 

Soon Manhattan will have a taste 
of Chicago's rich and colorful 
history when the Old Chicago Grill 
and Bar opens in late February. 

"We were hoping to open the 
restaurant in early February, but we 
have had some setbacks," said 
Thorn Walker, manager of Cactus 
Jack's Mexican Can una and the Old 
Chicago Grill and Bar. 

The new restaurant wilt be 
located in the southeast corner of 
the Village Inn Plaza shopping 
center in Westloop. The site of the 
Old Chicago Grill and Bar, 
formerly the location of Malo's 
Seafood Restaurant, has undergone 
extensive remodeling. 

It now has a seating capacity for 
400 people. 

Strolling through the restaurant. 
Walker pointed out the fireplace, 
etched smoked glass dividers, dark- 
striped wallpaper and brick and 
wood paneled interior, which will 
provide a relaxed atmosphere to the 
various rooms, he said

"Although we want the dress to 
be casual, the food and atmosphere 
will be upscale." he said. "The 
atmosphere will be warm and 
friendly." 

The servers will probably wear 
baseball jerseys. Walker said, 

"I don't like to go into a 
restaurant where the servers are 
better dressed than I am. The 
service is what realty sets a 
restaurant apart." 

Although the atmosphere will be 
upscale, the food will be affordable. 

"The meals will range anywhere 
from $4 to $14, with the average 
meal costing around $6 to $8," 
Walker said. 

The menu will blend the 
restaurant's Chicago-style 

atmosphere with Manhattan's 
history. 

"We're thinking that our menu 
will be a combination of newspaper 
articles portraying some of the local 
color of Manhattan," Walker said. 

The Riley County Historical 
Society has provided the restaurant 
with information for the menu 
cover. 

The food items on the menu 
have also been carefully chosen. 

"The restaurant owners, the chef 
and myself have worked out a 



restaurant menu which offers a very 
big selection," he said. 

The restaurant owners, J.D. 
Kennedy and Dean Murphy, 
collaborated with chef and 
manager, Robert lacobellis, to plan 
the menu at Cactus Jack's and at the 
Old Chicago Style Bar and Grill. 

"As soon as our chef has 
finished training a food preparation 
team at Cactus Jack's, he will come 
over here to do the cooking," 
Walker said. 

"Steaks, shrimp, limited seafood, 
French baked breads, duck with 
Cumberland sauce and about a 
dozen salads, appetizers, and 
sandwiches will be featured. We are 
also proud of our rotisserie chicken 
which is cooked in its own juices 
without any additional fat." 

Besides offering a wide variety 
of menu items, the Old Chicago 
Style Bar and Grill will feature free 
bar snacks at a designated time at 
night. 

"We are hoping to draw in some 
of the Aggieville crowd by offering 
free snacks every night," Walker 
said, 

Although the restaurant does not 
plan to have live bands. Kennedy 
said he does plan to invite a 
comedian, guitarist or individual

A Rape & Campus Safety 
Awareness Panel stressed the 
importance of victims speaking out 
against sexual assault Monday night 
during a presentation in K-State 
Union 212 

Representatives from the 
Women's Resource Center. Lafene 
Health Center, Alcohol and Other 
Drug Education Services, 
University Counseling Services and 
the K-State Police Department 
provided information and answered 
questions concerning the issue of 
rape. 

Judy Davis, director of the 
Women's Resource Center, said 
their main goal is the advocacy of 



the prevention of rape, but when 
prevention fails, they offer a variety 
of services to rape victims. 

"There is abundant critical 
evidence that the quality and type 
of services someone receives 
following a rape has a great deal to 
do with their recovery and their 
well-being in the future," Davis 
said. 

Services the center offers include 
support and advice but never 
making decisions for the victim. 
The center also talks to friends and 
family of the victim, helps victims 
understand all the choices available 
to them and refers them to other 
sources for help. 

Dori Lambert, counselor for 
University Counseling Services. 



also stressed the importance of 
prevention and awareness. She said 
getting help as soon as possible is 
just as important. 

"Reacting to rape is essential," 
she said. "The quicker someone 
gets assistance, in terms of dealing 
with the emotional trauma after an 
assault, the more likely they will 
have a shorter recovery time, and 
they will be able to have a more 
integrative life afterwards." 

Paula Davis, physician at 
Lafene, stressed there are a number 
of female providers at Lafene, and 
their first priority is to treat urgent 
situations, such as the possibility of 
pregnancy and sexually transmitted

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Local poverty hits home 



THE ISSUE 

New census 
figures show 
how far poverty

With the recent release of figures from 
the 1990 U.S. Census, poverty pushes its way 
to the forefront of issues once again. 

According to the figures, one in five 
residents of Chautauqua, Cherokee, Douglas, 
Riley and Wallace counties is living below 
the federal poverty level of $12,675 annual 
income. 

The figures for Riley and Douglas 
counties are slightly skewed because college 
students count as residents, and many 
students have little income of their own. 

While this may add ammunition to the 
playful jokes about the poverty of students, it 
can't overshadow the fact that many Kansas 
residents can barely make ends meet. 

The numbers themselves can be 
frightening. Sedgwick County has 43,458 
residents living below the poverty line, 
Shawnee has 15,735, and 19 percent of 



Crawford County residents do without. 

Tragically, more children suffer the trials 
of impoverishment in counties like Cherokee 
(30.2 percent) and Wallace (29.5). 

On the other side of the rainbow, 
wealthy Johnson County ranked as the 22nd 
most affluent county in the nation. 

It seems sobering that such extremes can 
exist within highway exits of each other. 

Now that we know the numbers, we 
must use them in deciding how to improve 
the life of Kansas residents. 

We know neediness is particularly dense 
in the deep southeast corner of the stale, and 
we must address it there. We know 23 
percent of Bourbon County residents older 
than 65 live in poverty, and we must address 
it there. 

These figures give us a chance to 
change.

When the Campus Safely Task 
Force was begun by student 
government in 1990. one of 
its commitments was to issues of 
pedestrian safety. Since I took over as 
chairperson last year, our emphasis has 
been on crime prevention, but I'd like 
to remedy that a bit. Recently, there 
has been a growing concern over the 
idea that sidewalks are just not big 
enough for both walkers and bike 
riders. Our task force is looking at the 
dilemma and trying to arrive at some 
acceptable answers. Right now, I need 
to bring the problem to you. 

This year, there seem to be more 
bicycles on campus. I note this 
because this is the first semester since 
I started here in 1989 that I have had 
to look for a space to park my bike. 
Now I can imagine those who usually 
drive are out there reading this and 
saying, "Well. Ed. join the club." 
More bikes on campus also means that 
this is the "walkers vs. the bikers vs. 
the drivers." Most of us are in all three 
roles quite often. 

Fortunately, no big accidents have 
occurred recently. But once again, I 
can imagine that each of us has a story 
to tell that goes something like: "I was 
walking past the library, when a bike 
zoomed past this close to me." 



Now, for the few of you who 
need it, I'm going to quote to 
you from the 1992-93 campus 
traffic regulations — "Riding on the 
sidewalk, pedestrian walfcwayi DC 
grass constitutes a S10 fine, as does 
improper parking," You must also 
obey alt street signs, and using hand 
signals would be a good idea 

So, you must be saying. "We've got 
these rules, lei's enforce them," There 
are at least three inherent problems to 
doing so for the parking control 
officers who handle this. First, how do 
you approach a mov ing bicyclist lo 
stop without putting the two of you in 
possible danger? Second, what io do 
with an uncooperative biker. Third, 
these traffic officers are usually out in 
parking lots, away from the walkwa> 5. 

Bikes on the sidewalks are not 
the only travel hazards on 
campus. I'm sure many riders 
would like me to ask thai when you 
are walking to please stay off the bike 
lanes and out of the street, except at 
crosswalks. And for goodness sakes, 
look before you go out into the street. 
When you are driving on campus, the 
speed limit is 20 mph, but accept the 
fact that it is going to be a lot slower 
when classes change Also, when 
you're getting out of a car on the 



street, look behind you before you 
open i he door. 

Everyone is trying to get from 
point A to point B in 10 minutes 
during class changes. As I 
mentioned before, we are fortunate 
that with the thousands of people 
going around this place daily, 
accidents are few and far between.

For now, it's crucial for us to 
examine what Clinton's

recession, which ended well over 
a year ago, fueled the public's 
call for change. The Clinton 
campaign wisely seized that 
opportunity and advanced the 
theme of change by employing 
rhetoric that identified George 
Bush as representing stasis. 

For example, 12 years of 
Republican rule equals a time for 
a change, or 1 2 years of gridlock 
equals a time for a change. The 
most fascinating aspect of the 
idea of change is not what 
Clinton will or will not do, but 
the American public's hopes and 
expectations about change. 

The prevailing attitude that 
emerged during the campaign 
essentially called for the 
government to play the role of 
father/provider. The public 
wanted Clinion to get them jobs, 
pay for health care and solve the 
AIDS crisis. 

Millions of voters believe the 
Clinton administration can 
actually bring about this kind of 
change. Millions of voters are in 
for a bitter disappointment. 

The American public's faith 
in the government to 
change society is 
approaching religious 

proportions. The claim of AIDS 



activists that the government, 
namely Ronald Reagan and 
George Bush, not the people 
who engage in the behaviors that 
spread the HIV virus, are 
responsible for the AIDS crisis 
illustrates this belief in an 
omnipotent government. 

Ted Kennedy promoted the 
"Government is God" (GIG, not 
to be confused with a live 
musical performance) movement 
with these words last summer: 
"The ballot box is the place 
where all change begins in 
America." Welcome to 1984. 

Many examples from daily 
life refute Kennedy's claim that 
all change works through Big 
Brother. Where is the 
government when Salvation 
Army volunteers work to change 
the condition of a community by 
delivering food, clothing and 
blankets to elderly shut-ins and 
the homeless? 

Where is the government 
when churches go into the inner 
cities and establish ministries or 
community centers designed to 
get crime -prone youths off the 
streets? 

All change in America 
begins in the individual. 
People, not abstract 
political or economic theories, 
are at the center of all of today's 
social problems and the soul is at 
the center of people. Thus, the 
individual soul, not the 
government, is our most potent 
agent for change. 

The ballot box is a place 
where change, sometimes 
significant, can begin. Yet it is 
not worthy of the faith millions 
of American voters who believed 
"it's time for a change" have put 
in it. 

In 1996, after Clinton has 
broken a few of his promises, 
which only God could fulfill, 
America will grow increasingly 
cynical, and Ross Perot will 
resurrect the tired "no more 
business as usual" theme. 

Then, the candidate who 
makes the most appealing 
promises and appears to be the 
best provider, not who is the 
most qualified, will be the next 
president, unless Americans stop 
looking to the government to 
solve all of their problems and 
start examining themselves.

Tigers ignore Wildcats' newfound wealth 



Mizzou welcomes No. 23 Cats with 67-51 win 



COLUMBIA, Mo. — Twelve hours into 
their first Top 25 ranking in five years, the 
No. 23 K-State Wildcats were brought 
quickly back down to earth after the Missouri 
Tigers administered a 67-51 beating Monday 
night in Columbia. 

The Wildcats shot a meager 31.6 percent 
from the field during the game, while 
committing 18 turnovers to the pressing 
defense of Mizzou. The turnovers fed the 
high-octane Tiger offense, which hit a 
season-high 58.5 perceat from the field. 

"We just did not do the things we've been 
doing," Cat coach Dana Altman said. "We 
didn't execute our offense at all, and we were 
real sluggish against their press defense." 

Missouri's defense forced K-State into six 
turnovers in the first 12 minutes of the first 
half and forced the Cats into missing nine of 
their first 10 shots of the game. 

"I'm not sure what was wrong," Altman 
said. "That wasn't the same team that's been 
playing lately. We took some very bad shots 
and didn't handle the ball well at all." 

Four of K-State' s turnovers in the first half 
came from guard Anthony Beane, who was 
playing in front of his family in his home 
state. Beane had no turnovers in the second 
half. 

"The second half, I had to settle myself 
down," he said, "I was really hyped up in the 
first half, and they sped me up." 




Beane scored only 2 points and connected 
on just one of his nine field goal attempts, 
including none of his three 3-pointers. 

"It started right from the get-go," Altman 
said. "I think Anthony was just trying to do 
too much tonight." 

The Wildcats trailed at halfiime 33-20 and 
fell behind by 19 after a Missouri run in the 
first four minutes of the second half that 
expanded the margin to 43-24. 

K-State put together a run of its own run to 
close the gap to 8 points when an 1 8-foot shot 
by Jones ignited the Wildcats on a 16-4 streak 
with 15:25 to go. 

Brian Hcnson followed two free throws by 
Ron Lucas with a 3 -point bucket, and Vincent 
Jackson knocked down two treys of his own 
to close the 
gap to 49-41 
with 1 1:25 left. 

The two 
teams traded 
baskets until a 
D e r y 1 
Cunningham 
lay-up with 
7:52 to go 
marked the last 
Wildcat field 
goal for a five- 
minute stretch. 

But Mis- 
souri also went 
cold and gave 



the Wildcats a shot. The Tigers missed the 
front end of three free-throw attempts, but a 
3-point shot by the Tigers* Metvin Booker 
with 3:35 left buried K-State' s last hope. 

"We got it down to nine points/' Altman 
said. 'They got stuck, but we got stuck. We 
took some very good shots that we didn't 
knock down. 

"We had our opportunities, but we 
couldn't take advantage of them. 

"It was just one of those nights when it 
wasn't going to go down." 

Vincent Jackson led the K-State effort 
with 19 points, but only connected on seven 
of his 19 attempts. 

"We didn't come totally prepared tonight," 
Jackson said. "We came in lackadaisical. 
With our ranking, teams are going to come 
out to get you. and we just didn't come 
ready."

COLUMBIA, Mo. — K-State has used 
improved shooting to jump into the Big 
Eight race this season, but on Monday 
night, the Wildcats could only connect on 
3 1 .6 percent of its shots. 

Meanwhile, Missouri was having a 
nearly flawless night from the field, 
shooting 58.5 percent. 

That spelled a 67-51 defeat for the 
Wildcats. 

"We did not do the things tonight that 
we have been doing. We didn't execute 
our offense at all." K-State coach Dana 
Altman said. 

"That was not the same team thai has 
been playing lately." 

Every time the Cats made a. run at the 
Tigers, Missouri answered with a run ot to 
own. 

With 11:28 remaining, a Vincent 
Jackson 3-pointer brought the Cats within 
eight. But Missouri finished the game with 
a 18-10 run. 

Missouri's only offensive lapse came 
during a scoreless, three-minute span 
midway through the second half. 

But the Wildcats didn't take advantage 
of the situation and were also scoreless 
during that period. 



"We had some shots tonight." Altman 
said. "We got down to nine points there. 
and they got stuck, and then we got stuck." 

K-State 's first point came on a Brian 
Henson free throw with 16:14 to plav in 
the first halt" 

The first Wildcat field goal of the game 
didn't go down for another three and a half 
minutes, 

"We came out very sluggish, and it 
really took a long time to get started." 
Henson said. "We just didn't have ihem 
ready to play tonight," 

Anthony Beane, who had been 
averaging 13.3 points over his last six 
games, scored just two points and 
connected on one of his nine field goals. 

"We came out tentative tonight," he 
said. "This is not the way we've been 
playing all year long. They were a lot more 
aggressive lhan we were. 

"They dictated the tempo at both ends 
of the court during the whole game." 

And Beane was just as worried about 
the Wildcat defense as he was about the 
sputtering offense. 

"It's not the points we were worried 
about," he said. 

"Our defense has been our bread and 
butter all year long, and we weren't doing 
it."

The Cats head to Boulder Feb. 18 to play a 
sliding Buffalo team as Coach Harrington tries to 
save his job.

diseases. 

Also important, she, said, is the 
treatment of physical trauma and 
possibly gathering legal 
information. 

"In the case of Lafene, a lot of 
the evidence gathered over the 
years has been used in a plea 
bargain rather than an actual court 
case, but that has resulted in several 
convictions. So, it has been very 
useful information," Davis said. 

She said Lafene helps the victim 
weeks, months and even years after 
the rape by continuing to diagnose 
and treat any physical problems or 
STDs the victim may have 
acquired. 

The panel also discussed the 
issue of alcohol in relation to rape 
and its effects on women in 



particular. Bill Arck, director of 
Alcohol and Other Drug Education 
Services, said alcohol is present in 
most rape cases, and women are 
much more susceptible to its effects 
than men for a number of reasons, 

"Women are. of course, 
generally lighter in weight, and 
therefore have less fluids in their 
systems. So. they oxidize less 
alcohol. Therefore, it makes them 
more susceptible just based on 
weight and size," Arck said. 

He added that a woman's 
menstrual cycle, birth control and 
poly drug use. mixing alcohol with 
other drugs, all make a woman 
more prone to alcohol's negative 
effects. 

Because they are affected by it 
more seriously, alcohol also causes 
more complications in women than 



in men, Arck said. 

"All these things put together 
tell me that drirk.ing alcohol puts a 
woman more risk, and it should 
tell other p/p'e thal - as well." 
Arck said. \ 

University police Chief Charles 
Beckom joined the panel to discuss 
the legal consequences of rape. He 
stressed the fact they do everything 
they can within the taw to ensure 
the legal action of a rape case 
remains fair, and the victims 
receive the help they need. 

"We want to make sure that the 
victim is well taken care of, and we 
want to make sure that we are 
meeting all of our obligations at the 
same time." Beckom said.

it is prevalent throughout the 
school systems. Whether it is 
administration harassing teachers 
or teachers harassing students, or 
even students harassing students. 

"Sexual harassment doesn't just 
spring up in 40-year-old men — 
it's learned — and it's learned in 
and out of public schools," Shoop 
said. 

In an effort to raise awareness 
about harassment, Shoop will pre- 
sent video clips along with case 
scenarios. He will give audience 
members a chance to talk about 
him when they have witnessed sex- 
ual harassment. 

"1 have three goals," Shoop said 
"First, to raise awareness of the fact 
of sexual harassment on the part of 
the teachers and administrators. 
Second, to identify sexual harass- 



ment when seen and know what it 
is. And thirdly, to development a 
strategy to eradicate sexual harass- 
ment in schools." 

Women's Week Celebration 
coincides with National Women's 
History Month and Susan B. 
Anthony's birthday and WomeAis 
Equality Day, which both fall in 
February. 

"I see this as a diversity issue — 
one aspect of a diversity issue. This 
issue is very critical, especially in 
public schools.

Black soldiers opened door to the West, 

paved way for integrated armed forces

When a buffalo is backed into a 
corner by an enemy, it comes out 
vigorously fighting, straggling for a 
victory. The black soldiers in the 9th 
and 10th U.S. Cavalry divisions in the 
mid- 1 800s fought in the same manner, 
historians say. 

The Native Americans were the first 
group to realize these black soldiers' 
significance in history, and they are said 
IX) have admired their strength, dubbing 
them the "Buffalo Soldiers." Although 
the actual origin of the nickname is 
unclear, it is said the Native Americans 
compared the courage of the soldiers to 
the buffalo. 

Four members of the 9th and 1 0th 
Cavalry divisions Buffalo Soldiers 
participated in a panel discussion 
Tuesday in the K-State Union as part of 
Black History Month. 

Troopers William Harris, 75. Albert 



Curley. 71, Turl Covington Jr.. 76, and 
William Harrington, 98, served in the 
all-black 9th or 10th Cavalry divisions. 
Harrington began at Fort Riley on a 
special assignment in 1913. 

The Buffalo Soldiers opened the 
door to the West by guarding wagon 
trains, protecting settlers from Native 
Americans and helping to build towns, 
Later these men were allowed lo join 
alt-black units whbTought in the 
Spanish -American War, World War II 
and the Korean War. 

In one incident. Covington said his 
outfit was not allowed to fight during 
World War II. The group was sent to 
Europe but ended up serving on guard 
duty, as cooks and in the laundry, he 
said. 

"We were a well-organized outfit," 
Covington said. "We got treated awful 
bad." 

Curley said when he and his all- 
black outfit arrived in Italy the white 



soldiers made fun of the black soldiers 
They warned the Italians that the black 
soldiers grew tails at night, he said 

"We fought just like anybody else. 
At that time you didn't think. You just 
fought for your own life and your own 
skin," Curley said. 

About 1940 President Harry Truman 
required all military units to integrate 
blacks and whites. The four agreed the 
transition at first proposed some 
anxiety, but mostly it was just another 
step in the right direction . 

"At first, they wanted to keep us 
separated. They put us on a separate 
wing of the building," Curley said. 
"Eventually, they put us all together. 

"The war really helped. When the 
bullets started, they're all your friends. 
When the bullets stopped flying, you go 
your way, and they go their way." be 
said. 

Better late than never — the Buffalo 
Soldiers' recognition did finally come. 
A national monument of a black soldier

Recycling on campus costly 



Efforts by facilities reduced after 
budget cuts, lack of state funding

K-State has been losing money since 
1989 trying to keep the campus environ- 
ment clean. 

Recycling has been a difficult project 
for custodial services, Jerry Lane, direc- 
tor of facilities services, said, 

"There were never any state funds to 
offset the cost," he said. "It has never 
been profitable." 

For the first six months of this fiscal 
year, facilities has made $346.18 from 
the recycling project while suffering a 
net loss of $3,473, Lane said. When fig- 
uring expenses for labor, the truck and 
materials used, the project is unprof- 
itable for K-Slate. 

The first recycling program at K 
State began in early 1989. 

"We were collecting plastic, glass, 
white bond paper, colored paper, 
newsprint, computer paper and alu- 
minum cans," he said, "We had collec- 
tion centers in 20 locations on campus." 

During 1991, there was quite a fiscal 
problem in the slate of Kansas, and the 
budget for facilities was significantly 
reduced, he said. This hurt the recycling 



project because it was funded entirely 
through the Division of Facilities, 
specifically custodial services. 

"We suffered a large budget reduc- 
tion," Lane said. "Because of that 
reduction, we eliminated the recycling 
program all together." 

When the recycling project was elim- 
inated, there was concern from the 
administration. Lane said. Facilities was 
instructed to begin another recycling 
program, only on a smaller scale with a 
reduced budget 

"We eliminated colored paper, plas- 
tic and glass," he said. 

Collection centers on campus were 
reduced to eight buildings. These build- 
ings are Ackert. Anderson, Bluemonr, 
Cardwell, Nichols, Seaton, Umberger 
and Willard halls. When relocating the 
recycling centers, facilities looked at 
where buildings were located and where 
space was available in the buildings. 

"We tried to space them out around 
campus and put them in buildings thai 
had good space available," Lane said. 

All material collected is taken daily 
to Howie's Recycling because K-State 
has no storage facility for the recycled 
matenal, he said. 

Although the recycling project is 
operating on a low budget, funding for 



future recycling projects on a larger 
scale is doubtful. Lane said. 

"Until it is economically feasible or 
legislated by the federal government, I 
don't think recycling will be done on a 
larger scale," he said. "Unfortunately, 
people need an incentive." 

Incentive to educate others environ- 
mentally has motivated Students Acting 
to save a Vulnerable Environment. 

Jennifer DeLuca, senior in English, 
is president of SAVE. She said the 10- 
member organization has been in exis- 
tence for four years. The membership 
varies from year lo year depending on 
the popularity of certain environmental 
issues. 

SAVE is currently working on an 
adopt-a-building program similar to the 
adopt-a-highway plan, DeLuca said. 

"This would tike the burden off the 
administration and put it on the stu- 
dents,'* she said. 

Fraternities, sororities and other stu- 
dent groups would take it upon them- 
selves to clean the areas around the 
building they adopt. By involving more 
people, this may create more drop off 
points for the recyclable material, and 
recycling would increase. 

"If it's more convenient, they're 
more apt lo do it," DeLuca said.

Townes stresses need 
to redefine culture

Emilie Townes "Shattered the 
Silence" in her speech Tuesday by 
stressing the importance of a re- 
definition of black culture. 

"We must re-examine 
everything. We need to go back as 
far as we can and travel the roads 
we've past and the ones from 
which we came from." she said. 

Townes is assistant professor 
of Christian social ethics at St 
Pauls School of Theology. She 
said black Americans need to 
discover the truth about (heir 
heritage. 

"We need to look at where 
we've been, who we are and 
where we are heading," she said, 

"That we must learn to struggle 
not only within ourselves but 
within the community." 

Throughout her speech, 
Townes talked about sexism, 
racism, homophobia and justice. 

"We live in a sexually 
repressed culture," she said. 



Townes said many still do not 
believe the HIV virus is an 
epidemic. She said many people 
in society are too comfortable 
with the way things are, and many 
have perceptions that the people 
who have the virus are just gays 
and prostitutes. 

"We must separate body from 
spirit. Body is lower than the 
mind. Mind represses higher than 
spirit. We must learn to love the 
mind." 

Everyone, no matter what the 
culture or race, should be 
respected and recognized, Towne 
said. 

"If we can't work to create 
justice we have co-signed to 
worthlessness," 

Townes said the truth of the 
past is many times hidden. 

"We must discover the truth 
about ourselves and what we have 
been." she said

A transformer leaked 50 gallons of oil con- 
taining PotycMorobiphenyts, or PCB's, Tuesday at 
the construction site for the K-State's new press box 
at the KSU Stadium. 

The accident occurred when construction 
workers were digging footings for the press box and 
entangled underground transformer cables in equip- 
ment. This caused the transformer to crack and 
leak, John Lambert, director of K-State's public safe- 



ty department, said. 

Safety workers will dean the affected area 
today and send the chemical to a licensed disposal 
company department, Lambert said 

Most of the transformers on campus do not 
have this chemical in them, and it is rare to find one 
that does, he said. 

PCBs can cause skin irritation in humans and 
result in other minor problems, Lambert said. The 
area was sufficiently blocked off. however, to elimi- 
nate any of these problems, he said.

Local Sears hopes for business 
as usual despite national closings

One month after Sears an- 
nounced it was closing stores 
nationwide, store officials and 
employees said the Sears store in 
Manhattan Town Center is doing 
well. 

In January, officials of Sears, 
Roebuck and Co. announced the 
closing of more than 1 00 stores 
across the country, as well as the 
elimination of 50,000 full- and part- 
time employees by 1 994. 

At the same time, the company 
announced it would be phasing out 
its catalog by next year. 

The anticipated changes are an 
effort to regain market shares and 
ensure the company's profitability. 
In 1991, Sears fell from first to 
third among top U.S. general mer- 
chandisers, behind Wal-Mart and 
Kmart. 

Ernest Dickey, manager of the 
local Sears, said the national 
changes are not expected to affect 
the Manhattan store. 

The discontinuance of the cata- 
log will affect the store the most 



Dickey said. The Sears employees 
in Manhattan often direct customers 
to the catalog for items that are not 
carried in the store, he said. 

To compensate for the loss of 
the catalog, Dickey said the store 
tries to keep the inventory as active 
as possible. 

He said the announcement has 
not caused a change in the attitudes 
of his employees, 

Paula Templeton, junior in mar- 
keting and Sears employee, said she 
believes her job is secure. She said 
her job will change some without 
the catalog 

Shay Jewett, graduate student in 
student counseling and personal 
services and Scars employee, said 
the only thing her store would have 
to cope with is some cutting back of 
employee hours. 

Jewett said at the time of the 
announcement there was tension 
among employees because they 
didn't know what was going to hap- 
pen. 

The tension was relieved when 
they found out the store would stay 
open, she said.

"It is a romantic comedy and is very much a 
play about love and commitment and about 
loving the person below the skin," said Marci 
Maullar. genera) manager of K-State Theatre 
Group. 

The play itself is unique in more ways than 
one. 

Prelude is a very simple story, but it 
addresses the major issues of the essence of 
love, said Kate Anderson, associate professor 
of theater and director of the play, 

"The content of the play is sort of surreal. It 
is a fairy tale, and it isn't the kind of thing that 
will happen to someone in a normal day." 

Although it is a fairy talc with a happily- 
ever-after ending, there is a message the actors 
hope to communicate to the audience, 

"The whole point of the story is the change 
Peter goes through when he learns he loves Rita 
for who she is and not for what she looks like." 
Catney said. 

The story conveys another powerful 
message when Rita realizes she needs to live 



life to the fullest no matter what the present 
situation is. 

Playing a character within a character was 
the challenge Catney and Walt Boyd, graduate 
student in speech, faced, Anderson said. Boyd 
plays the character of the old man. 

"Usually when you work on a part you 
figure out how Rita would do it, but 1 also have 
to play the old man as if he were Rita," Catney 
said. 

To perfect their parts Catney and Boyd 
would watch each other play their separate 
parts and then try to imitate the characteristics, 
such as facial expressions and body 
movements, that make up the character's 
personality. 

There is a movie out on video of the same 
title. The movie version was written by the 
same author, Craig Lucas, and is very similar to 
the play, Anderson said. 

Catney has avoided seeing the movie until 
after the play. 

"I have intentionally not seen the movie. It is 
hard enough playing the old man playing Rita, 
and I don't want to add trying to play Meg 
Ryan on top of that," she said.

Students may not realize it, but this week 
is designated Campus Safety Week. Then 
again, this may not be the only thing many of 
those students do not realize. 

For example, one in four college-aged 
women have experienced rape or an 
attempted rape since the age of 14. Or that in 
1991, there were 241 reported campus 
burglaiies. 

The week is sponsored in part by 15 K- 
State offices and services, ranging from 
Lafene Health Center to the K-State Police 
Department. 

The purpose of the eye-opening events is 
to educate students in ways they can guard 
their safety, as well as where to go for help 
when their safety is threatened. 

These people may not be able to help 
students avoid car accidents or house fires. 
They can, however, help them deal with 



dangers like rape and robbery. They can 
teach students what to do when these or other 
emergencies arise. 

Campus Safety Week kicked off 
Monday with a panel on rape and campus 
safety awareness and will continue tonight in 
the K-State Union Courtyard with "Personal 
safety, are you at risk?" 

The week will end with a self-defense 
instruction course offered at 7 p.m. Friday in 
Union 212. 

Along with these discussions and 
seminars, several different departments on 
campus will be offering programs and 
information. 

So, even though you may not have 
known that nine out of 10 acquaintance rapes 
go unreported, you can try to educate 
yourself to keep your own safety from being 
compromised.

saying and about who he was. 

Originally the pink triangle was 
a symbol of oppression. Today, it 
is a symbol of pride. It represents 
the queer community's past as 
well as our future. 

During World War II. the 
Nazis embroidered a pink triangle 
on the uniforms of gay and lesbian 
prisoners in concentration camps. 
They used the triangle to single 
out gays and lesbians for special 
torture and persecution because of 
their sexual orientation. 

Initially it seemed weird that 
we would embrace a symbol that 
was given to us by a man who 
tortured and killed so many of us, 
instead of creating our own 
symbol. While we have created 
pride rings and incorporated the 
black triangle, we should not 
abandon the pink triangle. When 
we wear a pink triangle we 
recognize the the lives and 
sacrifices of our brothers and 
sisters who came before us. 

At first, I had some 
apprehension writing 
about the significance of 
the pink triangle. Some people felt 



like I was giving away a secret of 
sorts. Others felt that by telling 
people what the triangle means, I 
would be further branding gays 
and lesbians who wear triangles. 

Somebody who didn't 
previously know what the triangle 
meant will be hostile or violent to 
someone wearing one. This is a 
frightening scenario, and one that 
we all fear will become a reality. 
But that should not prevent us 
from expressing or acknowledging 
who we are. We should not let 
another person's fear or ignorance 
control our lives. 

If somebody only wears a 
triangle necklace in places where 
it is acceptable (i.e. within the gay 
community) or wears it without 
acknowledging what it means, 
what good does it do? Our pride 
needs to extend beyond the 
friendly confines of our 
community. 

Coming out is hard and 
sometimes very painful. If 
we lived in a perfect world, 
we would not have to worry about 
coming out and acknowledging 
our gay. lesbian or bisexual 



identity. But ours is not a perfect 
world. Our sexual identity is an 
issue, and because of this we need 
to be out, be seen and be loud. 

I wear my pink triangles as a 
symbol of who I am and where 1 
come from. The pink triangle 
allows me to show who I am. 

Our symbols allow us to be out 
to society without having to make 
an issue of our sexual identity. 
Because it is impossible to tell if 
somebody is gay, lesbian or 
bisexual, many people assume we 
don't exist. The triangle is one 
way to show that you exist and 
you are proud of who you are. 

I don't believe in making 
people feel uncomfortable. I 
also do not believe in lying 
about who I am to make someone 
feel better about his or her own 
insecurities. If wearing my pink 
triangle makes somebody 
uncomfortable because they now 
know I am a lesbian, then so be it. 
I will not hide who I am to make 
others feel more comfortable. 

Wear your pink triangles to 
show pride for yourself, your 
community and for change.

I told him no. but that there was 
an excellent gay support group on 
campus if that's what he was 
looking for. Not surprisingly, it 
wasn't. 

"Then do sou. like, sit around 
and slam women or what?" he 
asked.

t told him when the next meeting 

was and encouraged him to attend 

Something tells me he didn't. 

My heart was beating fast when 
I hung up the phone. I think I was 
angry. But in retrospect, the 
ignorance of my unknown brother 
served as a valuable reminder. The 
fact that men cannot gather as a 
group without someone thinking 
they're either gay or misogynistic 
(or both) shows not only the 
novelty, but the necessity of such a 
group. 

And now that Just Guys has 
decided to close its meetings 
to women, it is more 
important than ever for us to clarify 
our all-too-easily-misunderstood 
purpose. 

What 1 find particularly 
frustrating is that in order to limit 
the number of anonymous phone 
calls I knew I would get. I racked 
my brain for weeks last year trying 
to think of a name for the group that 
would be neither offensive nor 
threatening. 

1 finally settled on Just Guys 
because of all ihe puns involved in 
the word "just." It's not a perfect 
name, and no man has ever shown 
up at his first meeting knowing 
exactly what will go on, but Just 
Guys has been good enough to 
bring 15-20 men together every 
other week to talk — and that is 
what I wanted. 

See, I'm worried about men. I'm 
worried about women too, but so 
are a lot of capable people who can 



do more to help women than I can. 
I feel more alone in my concern for 
men. I'm worried about the fact thai 
men are the most likely victims of 
violent crime, that most of 
America's homeless are men. I 
wonder why 75 percent of all 
suicide victims are male and why 
the average man dies seven years 
before the average woman. 

If these guys ever got together, 1 
often think, what might they 
discover? For one thing, they might 
discover they're more sexist than 
they thought. But there just doesn't 
seem to be a place where men can 
meet to talk among themselves. At 
least no place that doesn't serve 
beer or have the game on. 

For many people — not just 
radical feminists — men serve as 
convenient "bad guys." Perfect 
scapegoats Some ideologies seem 
to depend on all men being as 
ignorant, unjust and egotistical as 
some men undeniably have been. 
And I do not intend to defend the 
individual behavior of any man But 
many people are so comfortable 
with viewing men as the problem 
that they can't bring themselves to 
admit that men might be part of the 
solution. 

For who knows how long, men 
have had a monopoly on 
almost every conceivable 
kind of power: political, religious, 
economic, intellectual and sexual. 
The time for that to change has long 
since come. 

It sounds corny, but I believe 
there is a deeply masculine power 
that men must fight hard to 
discover, honor and keep within 
themselves. Some will say this 
power is the real problem, that it is 
actually this power that must be 
abandoned at al) costs. But I think 
any man who has been lucky 
enough to discover this power in 
himself has never felt the need for 
any other kind. 

That's why I go to Just Guys 
meetings. I'm looking in myself for 
a power that I can keep, that is 
wholly mine. It's not a fierce, 
macho power, it is serene, selfish, 
and guiltless. I guess this is why I 
feel so strongly about not letting 
women sit in on Just Guys 
meetings. I once said that I could 
express my feelings better when 
women were not around, but I think 
I was tying. 

All I know is that when I sit in a 
circle of men, all of whom have had 
the courage to come to a meeting 
— and I know it takes courage — I 
know that we're all doing valuable 
work within ourselves that might 
otherwise be left undone.

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Professor bats 
1.000 in history

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'Take me out to the ball game." 
In this case, however, it should be 
"take me into the classroom." 

History professor Robert Under 
has taught History of Baseball in 
American Culture for the last three 
spring semesters. 

He has always loved the game of 
baseball and even played semi- 
professional baseball for the Salina 
Merchants and the Salina 
Longhoms, he said. 

"It is a great way to learn some 
American history and enjoy doing 
it," Under said. "Baseball is a super 
vehicle for teaching the history of 
the United States in the last 150 
years." 

He starts out teaching some 
historical background of the game, 
he said. He then focuses on one 
player each decade. He said he tries 
to make one player a prototype of 
the decade because every decade in 
American history has its own 
personality. Toward the end of the 
semester, he discusses some of the 
great pitchers of the game. 

"Teaching the course has a 
double amount of pleasure to it. 
I've enjoyed playing and watching 
the game all my life, and now I am 
getting a chance to teach it," Linder 
said. "Of course, I'm old enough I 
can actually remember back to the 
1940s and 1950s. I kind of serve as 
a living historical document." 

Linder said the students who 
take this class have an appreciation 
of the game. There is no problem 
getting students motivated to read 
the books or do the papers, he said 

Danny Parra, senior in exercise 
science, said he took the class 
because he is a big baseball fan, and 
the history of it is interesting. 

"I was surprised when the game 
of baseball actually started out. I 
thought it started back in the late 
1800s. but it really began in the 
1840s." Parra said. 

He said another interesting fact 
about baseball is that Alexander 
Cartwright invented baseball, not 
AbnerDoubleday. 

"I'm a big sports nut as it is, and 
this just tops it off," John Hadley, 
senior in accounting, said about his 
interest in the class. 

Linder plans to keep improving 
the class as he teaches it, he said. 

"The ultimate ideal would be to 
offer the class for either three or six 
hours. For three hours of credit, the 
class would be as it is now. For six 
hours, I would take students on 
spring break to spring training for a 
week," he said. "We would 
interview players and watch games. 
Then the students would write a 
summary paper on their week." 

Hadley said he has been to 
spring training before, and it was a 
great experience. 

"I hope Professor Linder pursues 
this option to the class," he said. 

Linder said he also would like to 
bring in some former major league 
baseball players to give lectures. 
The students would then cross 
examine them on their experiences. 



He said he wants his students to 
remember at least two things about 
this class. 

"One is that baseball is an 
incredible institution in American 
life," Linder said. "And the other is 
every time they go to a ball game to 
think about the class ." 

The one baseball quote Linder 
uses the most and likes to leave 
with his students is by Jacque 
Barzum in the book "God's 
Country and Mine." 

"Whoever wants to know the 
heart and mind of America had 
better team baseball, the rules and 
realities of the game and do it by 
watching first some high -school or 
small-town teams."

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Wildcats look to erase memories of Mizzou 



Cyclones still winless in Big 8 road games

The Wildcats* play in Monday night's 
nationally televised 67-51 drubbing at the 
hands of Missouri won't roll over into 
tonight's game against Iowa State, 
Wildcat coach Dans Attman said. 

Primarily, he said, because his team 
hasn't had enough time to let it sink in. 

"We're bouncing back after just one 
day's rest." he said. "There just isn't time 
to dwell on iL" 

The Wildcats are 14-4 overall, 4-2 in 
the Big Eight and barely clinging to their 
first Top 25 ranking in five years. They 
will try to erase the memories of the 
Missouri fiasco with a 7:30 game tonight 
against the 14-6 Cyclones. 

"It was a disappointing loss," Altman 
said. "We're going to have to bounce back 
as quick as possible." 

K-State was down by as much as 19 in 
the second half of Monday night's game, 
but at one point cut the deficit to 8. 



"We could have thrown in the towel, 
but we didn't." Altman said. "That 
showed we can bounce back. Now. we 
just have to bounce back even harder." 

But do the players fear a repeat 
performance? 

"Oh. no." guard Anthony Beane said. 
"Oh. no — we'll be back. 

"Iowa State is a good team, but we'll 
just have to come out and play a lot more 
aggressively on both ends of the court." 

Iowa State. 4-3 and in fourth place in 
the Big Eight, lakes a two-game winning 
streak to Manhattan. But the Cyclones, 
who have averaged 95 points in recent 
wins over Nebraska and Colorado, haven't 
won in three conference road games. 

Iowa State has lost on the road to 
Kansas, Missouri and, most recently, 
Oklahoma State. The Cowboys thumped 
the Cyclones, 94-77. 

K-State beat Oklahoma State 75-62 in 
Stillwater. 

"They really need to get a win on the 



road some time," Altman said. "1 know 
they are going to come at us." 

To add to their road woes, the 
Cyclones have been outrebounded in all 
seven of their road games this season — 
by nearly 12 boards a game. K-State has 
outrebounded the opponent in 16 of its 18 
games, including all 1 1 home games. 

Despite Iowa State's lack of success on 
the road. Cyclone coach Johnny Orr said 
he doesn't look at this game as a must-win 
situation. 

"You'd like to win them all." he said. 
"It's hard to get those road wins. Kansas 
found that out in Nebraska, and K-State 
found that out in Missouri." 

Orr also said the Missouri game, in 
which the Cats made a season-low 31.6 
percent of their shots, was not a good 
indication of this season's K-State team 
— a team he called one of the biggest 
surprises in the nation. 

"It was just one of those nights when it 
wouldn't fall in the basket," he said. 
"They're playing very well together. 

"They're playing good defense, they're 
rebounding, and they're doing the things 



they need to do down the stretch to win." 

Iowa State is led by seniors Justus 
Thigpen and Ron Bayless. The tandem is 
the third most-productive guard duo in the 
nation, averaging a combined 31.7 points 
a game — behind only Duke and Florida 
State. 

Combined, the two guards are making 
49 percent of their shots, including 41 
percent from 3-point range. As a team, the 
Cyclones are 
shooting 50 per- 
cent and averag- 
ing more than 85 
points a game. 

But Iowa State 
will have to get 
by the Wildcat 
defense that 
continues to lead 
the Big Eight, 
giving up just 
65.3 points a 
game. The 67 
points K-State 
gave up to 
Missouri was the 



most an opponent has scored on the Cats 
since Kansas scored 71 on Jan. IS. 

And Altman said he still isn't sure what 
happened in Columbia. 

"I don't know what all the factors 
were," he said. "1 don't know if it was the 
ranking. I don't know if it was ESPN. 

"I just know we didn't play well. 
Whatever the reasons, it's over. 

"And we have to move on,"

Look, up in the air. 

From heights of five to 21,000 
feet, falling at speeds of 120 miles 
an hour, it's the K-State Parachute 
Club. 

The need to skydive may be 
elusive to the inexperienced mind 
Why do they do it? 

"Words can't begin lo describe 
the sensation," said Gil Hopson, 
graduate student in journalism and 
mass communications "Skydiving 
certainly has changed my life." 

Scott Haggeny. senior in 
industrial engineering, looks deeper 
into the sport. 

"I don't jump for the rush 
anymore," he said. "I jump more for 
the accomplishment and the 
camaraderie of the sport. 

"There is a real challenge in 
making stacks and formations. It is 
not so much like falling — it is 
more like flying. 1 love the sport. 

There is nothing like it." 
Tim Argo, president of the club and 
graduate student in business 
administration, said it is like 
nothing he's ever tried. 

"There is nothing else like it," he 
said. "1 have tried hang-gliding and 
scuba diving, and they don't 
compare." 

The club at K-State was started 
in 1967. 

There is a one-time $100 
payment for the first class, which 
includes training, equipment and 
one jump. Dues are $25 a semester, 
and there is a $15 fee per jump. 

Argo said there are 20 to 100 
students in the club, depending on 
the time of the semester. 

The club took several third 
places at the National Collegiate 
Skydiving Championship during 
winter break at Clewiston, Fla. The 



competition involved 20 to 25 
teams. 

Main events for collegiate teams 
are the four-way relative works and 
the four-way canopy works. The 
four-way relative works lasts 35 
seconds and starts from about 
9,500 feet. Points are scored for 
specified formations. 

K State's team of Argo, 
Haggeny, Kelly Phillips and Jeff 
Martin took third in the relative- 
works competition. 

The four-way canopy 
works event starts at 8,000 
feet. Divers open their 
parachutes immediately and 
are allowed two minutes to 
make as many stacks as 
possible, rotating from top 
to bottom. They get one 
point for each stack. 

The four-way canopy 
team of Phillips, Haggeny, 
Martin, and Kevin Rawson 
also took third. 

"We are very pleased that 
we were competitive this 
year." Argo said. "The level 
of competition was the best 
it has been in several years." 

Martin placed third in the 
intermediate class. 

Any student can compete 
as long as two of these three 
requirements are met: have 
less than 1.000 jumps, have 
been jumping for less than 
five years, or be under 24 
years old. 

How did these guys 
become involved in 
skydiving? 

"My little brother and 1 
were curious. So. we went to 
a drop zone in Lyons, Kan.," 
Haggerty said. "Well. I 
couldn't be outdone by my 
little brother. So. he and 1 <**. 



took the class together. 

"Basically, when I was working 
on my undergraduate degree, I was 
teaching scuba-diving lessons, I met 
this guy who was a skydiving 
instructor, and after talking to him 
for a while, we decided to switch." 

Argo said the first jump is 
something to be remembered. 

"This is something you have 

been conditioned all your life to be 

afraid of." he said. "Your first jump

While some people cringe at the 
thought of answering a telephone 
survey or filling out a 
questionnaire, the former K-State 
students Wendy Wolff has 
contacted enjoy it. 

They are hotel and restaurant 
management graduates providing 
helpful information for future 
graduates. 

Wolff, senior in hotel and 
restaurant management, is in charge 
of finding K-State alumni from the 
hotel and restaurant management 
program. 

Using a list of contacts and 
phone numbers, she spends hours 
each week trying to locate the 
graduates. 

The list includes more than 150 
students who graduated between 
1984 and December 1992. 

These alumni are asked about 
their current job status, including 
where they are working, when they 
started, how much they are earning 
and what they like or dislike about 
the job. 

They are also asked what 
courses helped them the most at K- 
State and which courses need 
improvement. 

Wolff started this project at the 
beginning of the spring semester 
after inquiring about a hotel and 



restaurant problems course. 

Patrick Pesci, instructor in hotel 
and restaurant management, said 
Wolff was a perfect candidate for 
the independent study course. 

"She has the people skills and 
the organizational skills necessary 
for a job of this magnitude," he 
said. 

Pesci meets with her each week 
to check on the progress of the 
research. Wolff is the type of 
student who doesn't need much 
guidance, he said. She just gets 
things done on her own. 

"It is a time-consuming project, 
but one thai will help so many 



students in hotel and restaurant 
management." Wolff said. 

Once the phone surveys are 
finished, Wolff will produce a 
report on [he information she was 
given about the various companies. 

The final report will be put on 
file later this spring in the hotel and 
restaurant management office for all 
students to use. 

This report will include an 
average salary in the field, the likes 
and dislikes of people working for 
specific companies, where the most 
jobs are available and if there are 
any internship program openings. 

"The graduates I talk to are very 
open and honest about their current 
jobs and responsibilities," Wolff 
said. 



Some alumni talk about their 
frustration with companies they are 
currently working for, she said. 

"The positive and the negative 
comments will be included in the 
report because it's information the 
students need lo know," Wolff said. 

Getting honest feedback from 
the alumni helps instructors realize 
what needs to be improved. 
Petri! lose said. 

The undergraduate students will 
benefit by knowing what to expect 
from various companies, said Lisa 
Regan, junior in hotel and 
restaurant management. 

"This will help all future 
graduates, by giving them 
information and contacts within the 
industry," she said.

Clinton signs series of program cuts 

limiting travel privileges, advisory boards

WASHINGTON — With the 
stroke of a pen. President Clinton 
on Wednesday began the process of 
eliminating 100,000 government 
jobs, dismantling scores of 
commissions and stripping 
executives of many fringe benefits. 

It was the second installment in 
Clinton's campaign to show that 
fiscal belt-tightening — which he 
will ask the entire nation to 
participate in next Wednesday — 
starts at home. 

The era of high living on the 



taxpayers by government officials 
has come to an end, Clinton said as 
he signed a series of orders. The 
reductions are in addition to 
program cuts to be included in the 
president's upcoming economic 
program and budget. 

On Tuesday, Clinton announced 
a cut in the White House staff of 
about 25 percent. 

Americans don't want a 
government that wastes money, a 
government that costs more and 
does less, he told his Cabinet. 

"Now, you and I must deliver," 
he said. 



The new orders will reduce, 
through attrition, the 2.1 million 
full- time civilian federal work force 
by 100,000 by the end of 1995. Ten 
percent of the cuts will come from 
management. Some 200,000 
workers retire or quit each year. 

Other provisions of the plan are 
as follows: 

■ Require cuts in administrative 
costs totaling 14 percent by 1997. 
This includes travel, consulting 
fees, printing and supplies. 

■ Eliminate a third of the 700 
presidential advisory boards and 
commissions. Some examples: the 
Board of Tea Experts and the 
Advisory Panel for the Dictionary 
of Occupational Titles. 



■ Eliminate home to work use 
of chauffeur-driven limousines for 
top Cabinet deputies, except for 
national security reasons. Cabinet 
secretaries will continue to have full 
limo service. 

■ Require all federal executive 
dining rooms to either cover their 
own costs or shut down Ten of 14 
departments had executive dining 
rooms during the Bush 
administration, costing $4 million a 
year, said White House aides. 

■ Further restricted use of 
federal aircraft for non-government 
purposes. Cabinet officials will 
need White House permission for 
such trips. 

House Republicans praised the 



cuts' and urged Democratic 
congressional leaders to do the 
same. 

"We need to pare hack our ow, 
bloated committee staff on Capito* 
Hill," said Rep David Dreier. R 
Calif., ranking Republican on the 
Joint Committee on the 
Organization of Congress 

Clinton's cuts cover neither the 
legislative nor judicial branches of 
government. The military is also 
not covered, nor is the independent 
U.S. Postal Service. 

A week before he unveils 
proposed tax increases, new 
spending and tan breaks to boost 
the economy and lower the deficit, 
Clinton said he wants to prove to

Clad in mittens and sweatshirts, people 
of all ages try their hand, or feet, at ice 
skating on a rink one-eighth the size of a 
regulation hockey rink. 

With smiling faces and an occasional 
wipeout, skaters circle the rink. Some dare 
to brave the center, but others cling to the 
walls. 

Students arrive in groups to play and 
show off, while small children drag their 



parents around by the arm in an effort to 
master the sport. 

Although the rink is small, skaters keep 
the employees hopping and have been doing 
so for about 10 years. 

"We're pretty busy," said Glenn Kipp, 
sophomore in arts and sciences and rink 
employee. "Some days it's slow, some it's 
busy, but on weekends it picks up." 

Located in the Park Pavilion in 
Manhattan City Park, the rink is open daily 
during the season. Ice-skating lessons for 
children, youth and adults, as well as youth 
hockey lessons, are offered. 

About 40 children are enrolled in the 
hockey lessons, and the figure- skating 
classes fill up quickly. However, the rink 
size makes practice difficult. 

Although past Olympians may not call 



the Manhattan rink home, there have been 
competition skaters who have worked for 
the rink, Kipp said. 

In 1987, members of the Manhattan 
Hockey Club had a game in St. Louis. The 
Edmonton Oilers had an exhibition game in 
St. Louis at the same time, and the club 
members were able to meet Wayne Gretzky, 
Kipp said. 

Owned and operated by the city, the 
indoor ice rink is the first of its kind in 
Manhattan. 

"They (the city) used to fill that little 
area in front of Johnny Kaw for people to 
skate in. Then they decided to build an 
indoor rink," Kipp said. 

The rink is a non-profit organization. 
The money made at the rink is the money 
the employees make, Kipp said All profits 
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Wednesday evening. The rink is open until 

get turned are put back into the rink 

Kipp said employees try to keep the 
rink open as late into March as possible, but 
thev are scheduled to close during spring 
break because the ice begins to melt. 

"Once it melts and people fall, they get 
drenched." he said. 

The ice is four inches thick now. Kipp 
said. The skaters are constantly scraping it 
off into snow, and the employees continue 
to build ice as fast as possible by adding 
water on top of the rink. By late March, it is 
usually too warm to keep the rink open, and 
it closes for the season. 

"Towards the end of the season, there's 
so much ice on top. the coils can't freeze it 
all." Kipp said.

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"Lafene Student Death Center" 
is what some students have dubbed 
Lafene Health Center. 

Some students will not set foot 
in Lafene because of a bad 
experience or because they have 
heard of one. Grim tales of lack of 
better judgment, or of dismissal of 
symptoms, are available to anyone 
with a willing ear. 

Ercilia Hernandez, graduate 
student in marriage and family 
therapy, had such an experience. 

Hernandez said she went into 
Lafene with what she thought was a 
cold or the flu, and the physician's 
assistant who saw her agreed and 
told her to continue her treatment of 
over- the counter medication. She 



returned two days later with the 
same problem. 

This time, the physician's 
assistant diagnosed her with 
allergies and gave her medication to 
treat them, she said. 

Renee McKain. a Manhattan 
resident, had a similar experience in 
Lafene. 

McKain. a senior in social work 
at the time of the incident, had a 
high temperature in the morning 
and visited Lafene a couple hours 
later. 

She said her temperature was 
taken at 106 degrees, She said she 
was told by the doctor to take 
Extra-Strength Tylenol and to try to 
get some steep. 

McKain said she went home and 
tried to sleep. By mid-afternoon, 



her roommates found her in an 
incoherent state. They took her to 
the hospital emergency room, 
where her temperature was taken 
again at 106. 

After blood tests were done, 
McKain said she was given 
medication and sent home. She said 
she was also told to try to sleep and 
return in the morning if she still felt 
sick. 

By the next morning she had 
started to feel better, she said. 

"I blame Lafene as a whole, not 
an individual doctor, for what 
happened." she said 

She said she hasn't been to 
Lafene since and won't ever go 
back. 

Dr. Larry Moeller, medical 
director of lafene. said he doesn't 



know what to say to students who 
won't return or go to Lafene. 

"It's their choice," he said. "We 
always look for ways to improve 
ourselves." 

Moeller said there are few 
definite things in medicine, and the 
gray areas outnumber the clear-cut, 
black-and-white areas. 

"With education, communication 
and real caring, you can overcome 
misconceptions," he said. 

There arc peer reviews and case 
consultations, which makes the 
atmosphere like a think-tank, he 
said. 

Lannie Zwcimiller. director of 
Lafene Health Center, said Lafene 
is always interested in hearing from 
students, whether they have 
complaints or compliments. 



There are two suggestion boxes 
in Lafene. One is by the front desk. 
The other is near the pharmacy. 

Zweimiller said complaints can 
be phoned in, written in or given in 
person, and all complaints are taken 
seriously. 

Misdiagnosis is possible, he said, 
whether visiting a doctor or health 
care center. He said Lafene 
investigate all sides of the issue 
when a patient complains. 

He said the cause of some 
misdiagnosis cases might be the 
build-up of patients waiting to be 
seen. 

On an average day, Lafene sees 
between 300 and 400 patients, he 
said. Seventy percent of those

WASHINGTON — General 
Colin Powell said Wednesday he 
will complete his term as chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff if asked 
b> President Clinton, but would 
prefer to leav e a bit early . 

Powell strongly disputed a New 
York Times report that his desire 
to retire early wjs because of 
disagreements with Clinton over 
the new president's policies on 
homosexuals .ind budget cuts. 

Powell, 55. is the nation's 

highest ranking military officer as 

well as the chief mi 1 1 tars adviser 

to the president He has held the 

.inccOct I. 1989. 

"I am not unhappy, I am not 
disappointed, I am not cross with 
the administration," he told CNN. 

Powell said he had wanted to 
quit a month or so before his term 
as Joint Chiefs chairman ends on 
Sept. 30 in order to get his family 
resettled He said he had made his 
wish known privately before 
Clinton took office. 

In a later CNN interview, when 
told that a White House 
spokesmen had said Clinton wants 
him to serve out his full term, 
Powell indicated he would stay on 
the job if asked. 

"1 will stay for whatever period 
of time that the president wishes." 
Powell said. "1 serve ultimately at 
his pleasure, and I haven't heard 
(Clinton wants him to stay through 
September!, but I'm delighted to 
hear thai." 

The law allows Powell, who 
has spent 35 years in the Army, 10 
serve a third two-year term as 
head of the Joint Chiefs. But 
custom dictates that he leave after 
four. 

Overlooked in the flap over 
Powell's retirement plans, was his 
statement Wednesday that he now 
believed the defense budget could 
be cut even more than planned by 
the Bush administration, without 
hurting U.S. security.

Cynthia Riemann. senior in 
industrial engineering and physical 
sciences, was one of only 20 col- 
lege students in the natioi to 
receive this honor. 

A K-State student being n*med 
as an academic all-American ;s the 
equivalent to or even bette f than 
having an athlete who is in all- 
American. Charles Reagan, execu- 
tive assistant to President Jon 
Wefald, said 

"When there are only 20 
throughout the nation, it is a great 
honor. It goes along with the excep- 
tional performance of K-State stu- 
dents in academic competitions," 
Reagan said. 

Riemann was one of 13,042 
applicants in a process that required 
students to send in a standard 
re mi tm 1 , two letters of recommenda- 
tion and a transcript. 

Students were also asked to 
write about their most outstanding 
academic achievement, she said. 

Riemann 's achievement was the 
result of a class she took at K- State, 
which fueled her interest in indus- 
trial waste minimization. 

Each semester, students in the 
product process class make an alu- 
minum vice to learn the manufac- 
turing process. Riemann said heat 
treatment during the process pro- 
duced a cyanide salt that was not 
extremely dangerous but was costly 
to dispose of. 

People are spending a lot of time 
trying to figure out what to do with

industrial waste once it is produced, 
Riemann said. In an attempt to find 
ways to mini- 
mize industri- 
al waste pro- 
d u c t i o n . 
Riemann pro- 
posed a way 
to change the 
heat treatment 
process. 

"I found a 
process that 
produced no 
waste, and 
they are using 
it now," she 
said. 

Ten judges, selected by USA 
Today from various university 
organizations throughout the coun- 
try, picked the 1 3 women and seven 
men for the team. 

Each team member was given a 
cash award, a trophy and a trip to 
Washington, D.C., Riemann said. 

When she was notified of her 
selection in mid- January, Riemann 
said she was very excited. 

"1 was very excited to go. The 
person who went last year told me 
how exciting it was and about the 
incredibly interesting people I'd 
meet." she said. 

Other recipients were from all 
over the nation and in every disci- 
pline, Riemann said. 

Two unique students who stuck 
out in her mind were a formerly 
homeless man and a biochemist 
from Harvard who was graduating 
at the age of 20 

Winning the award also gave 
Riemann a chance to tell others

Slam poetry finds

Where can you go for an 
evening of psychotic love, pyroma- 
nia and sexual frustration? The 
Flamingo Lounge in Lawrence. 

While the club is usually home 
to exotic dancing in a smoke-filled, 
mirror-enclosed room, last Monday 
night was different: Lisa Edmunds 
was performing, 

Edmunds, graduate student in 
English, came to the seedy lounge 
to put on a show for a small yet 
eager audience. 

This was no striptease, although 
there were times when the act got a 
little wild- No, this was an evening 
of poetry. Slam Poetry to be pre- 
cise. 

Slam Poetry is more than just a 
poetry reading. It is an event that 
pits the creative disposition, dra- 
matic interpretation and poetic abil- 
ities of three poets in a three round 
competition. As the name implies, 
the poems are often derogatory and 
usually funny. 

The poets read their own poems, 
which are judged by judges chosen 
at random from the audience. 
Poems are rated on a scale of one to

The idea of Slam Poetry began 
several years ago in Chicago and 
has since moved nationwide. The 
event has found a home in 
Lawrence at (he Flamingo and is 
organized by Cheryl Lester and 
Frank Dotun of Lawrence. 

Taylor Mali, graduate student in 



English, is a regular competitor and 
was a contender in last year's 
"Grand Slam," the championship of 
the contests. 

"The idea of poetry slam is per- 
formance," Mali said. "It's an effort 
to try and revitalize people's inter- 
est in poetry." 

Poetry Slam is not about tradi- 
tional poetry. Actually, it's more 
tike standup comedy. Funny titles 
and introductions aid in a poem's 
overall effectiveness. Some poets, 
like Mali, exploit their names like 
All -Star wrestlers. He is known in 
the Slam Poetry world as Taylor 
"Maximum" Mali. 

The entertainment does not stop 
with the recitation of a poem. 
Audience participation is encour- 
aged. 

"You have an active participa- 
tion in the slam. Let the poets know 
what you think ... so they won't do 
it again," said Dotun. who was the 
MC of Monday night's event. 

Feedback from the audience 
comes in the form of shouts and 
clapping for a well-received poem, 
and a crowd's displeasure has been 
known to result in beer throwing. 

Monday night's "Slam" pitted 
Edmunds against Christine di 
Angelis and Phil Wedge, both from 
Lawrence. 

Edmunds, who described her 
poetry as "a dark sardonic celebra- 
tion of siren ic psychotic love," was 
no Emily Dickenson, but "a mix 
between Allen Ginsberg and 
Andrew Dice Clay." 

She had a captivated audience 
and smashed through the monotonic 
diatribes and troubled perversity of

News program admits 'Dateline' 

report on truck's gas tanks was rigged 



NEW YORK — NBC News 
announced Tuesday that it had set- 
tled a defamation lawsuit brought 
by General Motors Corp, over the 
network's demonstration of a fiery 
pickup truck crash on its "Dateline 
NBC program. 

"We acknowledge and take 
responsibility for the problems GM 



has identified in the demonstration 
crash," Stone Phillips, the pro- 
gram's co-anchor, said. 

"We deeply regret we included 
the inappropriate demonstration in 
our 'Dateline' report. We apologize 
to our viewers and to General 
Motors." 

In a statement from GM lawyer 
Harry Pearce, the automaker said 
NBC had agreed to pay for the 



costs of the GM investigation. 

"In view of NBC's announce- 
ment, and because it is our business 
to design and manufacture great 
cars and trucks and not to be preoc- 
cupied with litigation, we are dis- 
missing the defamation suit that we 
brought Monday," Pearce said. 

"With this matter behind us, we 
trust that the safety record of our 
1973-87 full-size pickup trucks will 
be fairly and objectively examined 

"We're confident on our posi- 
tion that these vehicles are safe wilt 
be upheld when the ongoing inves- 



tigation is concluded." 

Earlier, media watchers had 
commented that NBC News made a 
mistake in not telling viewers it had 
ngged a pickup truck with incendi- 
aries for the report on the gas tanks 

"I think any kind of enhance- 
ment of a test, of an event, 
shouldn't be done in the first 
place," Steve Powers, co-author of 
"How to Watch TV News" and a 
longtime TV newsman, said. "The 
camera can lie, and the viewer 
should be warned when there is a 
manipulation of the image." 



NBC's report on GM's sidesad- 
dle tank design aired Nov. 1 7. Last 
week, an Atlanta jury awarded 
$105.2 million to the parents of a 
teen-age boy killed when his GM 
pickup exploded in flames. GM 
denies its design is unsafe. 

General Motors filed a defama- 
tion lawsuit Monday against NBC 
News. GM had filed a lawsuit sepa- 
rately on Jan. 20 against the 
Gaithersburg, Md. -based Institute 
for Safety Analysis, which staged 
the crash.

Beef critics seek 
warning labels 



ASSOCIATED PUB— 

WASHINGTON — Beef- 
processing critics filed suit in 
federal court Wednesday, seeking 
to make the Agriculture Department 
put warning labels on all hamburger 
meat 

The suit was filed by members 
of the Beyond Beef Coalition in the 
wake of the outbreak of illnesses 
among people, most of them 
children, who ate undercooked 
hamburger at the Jack in-the-Box 
fast-food chain in the Northwest 

It charges that the incidence of 
E. coli bacteria contamination is 
more widespread than generally 
acknowledged, citing estimates by 
the government's Centers for 
Disease Control that there are 
20,000 cases of severe illnesses 
every year because of it. 

"The hamburger disease is much 
more widespread in the United 
States than the secretary of 
agriculture has acknowledged," 
Jcremv Rifkin, the coalition's 



president, said. "If even one more 
person dies from a new outbreak of 
this disease, the responsibility will 
have to lie with the new 
administration " 

The suit seeks injunctions 
prohibiting inspectors from affixing 
"U.S. Inspected and Passed" or 
similar labels on meat and poultry 
products unless they also contain 
specific warnings about the possible 
health effects of E. cofi bacteria. 

The warning labels the group 
wants also would describe 
symptoms of E. coli poisoning and 
et plain the need to cook hamburger 
at a minimum temperature of 160 
degrees Fahrenheit in order to kill 
the bacteria. 

Agriculture Secretary Mike Espy 
told a Senate committee last week 
that his department has nearly 
finished drafting a proposed label 
on how to cook and handle meat. 

Joe! Berg, a spokesman for 
Espy, called the suit ridiculous.

They did it again. 

Defying odds — as well as 
seventh-place preseason picks 
— the Wildcats pulled out yet 
another overtime kin during 
this 15-4 Cinderella season. 

And once again, junior 
transfer Anthony Beane 
provided the spark that finally 
extinguished the Iowa State 
Cyclones, who are now 14-7, 4- 
4 in the Big Eight. 

"We've got the biggest heart 
in the Big Eight," said Beane, 
who drained a last-second 12- 
footer to seal the 68*66 win for 
K-State. 15-4 and 5-2 in the Big 
Eight. 

The win was the fourth 
overtime victory for the Cats in 
as many overtime games. 

"We just dig deeper than our 
opponents," forward Vincent 
Jackson said. "Before the 
overtime, we just said, 'Here we 
go again. Let's do it.'" 

The Cats did it. And they did 
it again with I ate -game heroics 
that have become synonymous 
with Wildcat basketball. 

The Cyclones were up by as 



many as seven points with less 
than three minutes to play when 
junior Askia Jones turned it up. 

Jones took a 3 -pointer from 
the top of the arc that clanked 
off the rim. It took a Wildcat 
roll and fell in, bringing K -State 
to within four at the 2:39 
mark 

"That was a shot that was 
fortunate to go in," Jones 
said. "But when that went 
in. I knew we had a chance 
to come back." 

Just 15 seconds later. 
Jones was fouled by Iowa 
State's Ron Bayless and 
made both ends of a one- 
and-and-one, cutting the 
lead to two. 

After a Cyclone score. 
Jones hit back-to-back 
buckets, a driving 10-footer 
and another trey. That gave 
K-State a one-point lead 
with 1:10 remaining. Ten 
seconds later. Jackson fouled 
the Cyclones' Justus Thigpen, a 
72 -percent tree-throw shooter. 

Thigpen missed, and Julius 
Michalik fouled the Cats' Deryl 
Cunningham, who made one of 
two free throws. 



After a pair of Bayless free 
throws, K-State had a chance to 
win in regulation. But Beane 
couldn't penetrate the lane, and 
his errant pass to Jackson 
resulted in the miss of an off- 
balance, long 3-pointer. 



points in the extra period. His 
pair of free throws with 40 
seconds left gave K-State a 66- 
64 advantage. 

"That's a senior stepping up 
and doing what he has to do to 
help us out," Altman said. 
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"When the game went into 
overtime, everybody seemed 
really confident," Cunningham 
said. "That's like the story of 
our season." 

Senior Aaron Collier, who 
had just four points at the end of 
regulation play, scored six, 



Michalik then hit a five-foot 
jump shot that tied the game at 
66 and set Beane up. 

Beane ran the offense until 
10 seconds remained on the 
clock. It was then that he drove 
toward the basket, looking for a 
shot against Thigpen. 



"I had him figured out," 
Beane said. "I just spun and 
gave him a head fake, and he 
went for it." 
Swish 

But all was not well for the 
Wildcats. As a team, K-State — 
coming off of the heels of a 
season-low 3!. 6 field-goal 
percentage in Missouri — 
shot just 39 percent. 

"Monday night might 
have held on a little longer 
than I thought," Altman 
said. "Maybe that was in 
the back of their minds." 

The loss dropped the 
Cyclones* conference road 
record to 0-4. 

"It was a tough loss," 
Iowa State coach Johnny 
Orr said. "Both teams 
played very hard, and it 
was a. tough game to lose." 
The Wildcats held the 
Cyclones to 20 points below 
their season average. Thigpen, 
who entered the game with an 
1 8- point average, scored just 13 
points against Jackson. That 
marks his conference low for

And the Cats said when the game 
hits overtime, the confidence peaks. 

"As soon as we went into 
overtime, we were back in it," center 
Deryl Cunningham said. "I could see 
that everybody wanted to win." 



Senior Aaron Collier agreed. 

"We're just so confident as a team 
right now anytime we go Into 
overtime," Collier said. 

Again, point guard Anthony Beane 
hit the game- winning shot, a jumper 
from the free -throw line with one 
second left. 

"Unlike most players, I feel 
comfortable in that position," he said. 

Beane also hit a game-winning 
field goal, a 19-footer with nine 
seconds left at Cal Santa Barbara, 

"We feel very comfortable in 
overtime," Beane said. "The team has 
been in this situation many times." 

The last time K-State had four 
overtime games in one season was in 
the 1956-57. when the Cats were 3-1 

The last time the Cats played three 
overtime games in a Big Eight 
conference season was the 1963-64. 



One player that came through in 
the clutch was Collier, 

"I picked it up a notch in 
overtime." said Collier, who scored 6 
of his 10 points in the final period. "I 
wanted to play hard on defense. I was 
fortunate to get a few points." 

The senior hit two baseline 
jumpers in the overtime, including a 
10-footer at 1:05 to break a 62-62 tie. 

Collier then drew a charge on 
Justus Thigpen to send the K-Stater 
to the free-throw line. He hit both 
free throws to give the Cats a two- 
point lead with 39 seconds remaining. 

What does the rash of overtime 
wins say about a team? 

"We're fighters," Collier said. 
"This team is going to fight all the 
way through. We're going to fight all 
the way until the buzzer rings — 
regulation or overtime."

When you walked into 
the arena, banners with 
little quippy quotes were 
scattered all over. 

"Here comes a Cat- 
astrophe," and "Drive Dana to distraction.' 
original, but at least there w as effort. 

The Tiger students arrived, and they 
screamed and hollered at the Wildcat players as 
they went through their warmups. They were on 
the K-State players even before they got into 
their seats. 

"Overrated! Overrated!' 
In the first half, Brian Hen son went to the 
free-throw line listening to a student-led chant: 
" Steve is daddy's favorite!"

Now that's entertainment. 
"Now you're ranked, now you're not." they 
said, as Missouri finished kicking us around the 
arena.

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Professors, students 
need coordinate time 
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Finding a professor outside of 
class can sometimes be frustrating 
for students. However, instructors 
have those same frustrations when 
students don't show up for 
appointments or aren't responsible 
enough to make the effort, 

"I think that many students are 
not very aware of the real world." 
Robin Higham, professor of history, 
said. 

Since 1%3, Higham has been an 
instructor at K-State, specializing in 
military and naval history. 

Currently, he is helping put 
together a book on how to behave 
in society. 

"I think there's a tendency for 
students to live in their own world," 
he said. 

Higham said an average class 
size for him is 40 students. Among 
the students he has known, military 
students stand out as the most 
responsible, he said. 

"Many students who don't have 
this problem have been in the 
military," Higham said. 

He said students often make 
appointments with him and then do 
not show up. He said he would be 
more than happy to return students' 
calls, but most do not leave names 
or numbers where an instructor can 
get back in touch with them. 

"The image of the professor is 
one that he sits in his office and 
teaches classes," Higham said. 
'That's generally not true because 
professors do research and are 
involved in other things. When they 
(students) want an answer, they 
expect a faculty member to be 
there." 

Higham said he lists his office 
hours and his work and home phone 
numbers on the course reading list. 
He said he generally likes to see 
people after class or by 
appointment but will take calls at 
home until 9 p.m. 

"Students in my classes have no 
excuse for not finding me," Higham 
said. "I timed it one time. 1 spent 
1,035 hours in my office, and only 
30 students came in that year." 

Yolanda Young, junior in 
finance, said certain professors; are 
not as available as they think they 
are. 

"One of my professors is only in 
her office one hour a week, and 
that's during another one of my 
classes," she said. 

Young said she is unable to 
speak with this professor at the end 
of class because she has another

class immediately afterward. 

"1 did call her at home once, and 
the next day in class she spoke 
about it," Young said "She made it 
quite clear she did not want to be 
contacted at home." 

Young said she works 22 to 26 
hours a week while carrying 16 
hours of class work. She said she 
finances 100 percent of her college 
expenses. 

"Certain professors have a 
predetermined attitude that a lot of 
students don't work, that they're 
irresponsible," Young said. 

She said she did not know what 
to do about her instructor in this 
situation. 

"They get mad at you because 
you make no effort," Young said. 
"Then you make the effort, and 
they aren't available." 

Bill Feyerharm, associate dean 
of the College of Arts and Sciences, 
said if students have problems, they 
should first try to take care of the 
situation with the instructor before 
going to the dean of their college. 

"Approximately a year ago, the 
provost asked each college to 
designate someone to hear student 
complaints." he said. 

Feyerharm said he was amazed 
at the small number of complaints 
received in the College of Arts and 
Sciences, but this doesn't mean the 
complaints aren't out there. 

Jonathan Holden, distinguished 
professor in English, said he has 
been at K-State since 1977. He said 
he has never really had a problem 
with students being irresponsible or 
forgetting appointments. 

'They almost always call, which 
I appreciate," he said. "All the ones 
I've dealt with are pretty 
responsible."

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U.S. troops could be sent to Balkans 



WASHINGTON — U.S. troop 
could be sent to enforce peace in 
the former Yugoslavia if warring 
factions can negotiate a settlement, 
the Clinton administration said 
Wednesday. 

"Our conscience revolts at 
unending accounts of murder and 
rape," Secretary of Slate Warren M. 
Christopher said, unveiling a six- 
point peace plan after three weeks 
of study by the new administration. 

"No great power can dismiss the 
likely consequences of letting a 
Balkans conflict rage." he said. 

The deepening war, its threat to 
neighboring nations, and the long- 
seated religious and cultural hatred 
now aflame in the area pose a criti- 



cal test for the new president, who 
will also have to marshal world 
opinion behind bis position. 

"We inherit, at this early point in 
our administration, a tragic and 
dangerous situation." Christopher 
said. 

He denounced Serbian ethnic 
cleansing aimed at Muslims in 
Bosnia-Herzegovina and called the 
crisis an important moment for our 
post-Cold-War role in Europe and 
the world. 

President Clinton said earlier in 
the day that the American public 
will support the plan. 

"I think they want us to do more, 
but they want us to do it in a pru- 
dent way." 

The secretary of state announced 
the possibility of using American 



troops as part of an international 
force to enforce peace terms if they 
can be reached. 

"We are prepared to use our mil- 
itary power to enforce the agree- 
ment," Christopher said at a news 
conference. 

At this stage, he said, "it is pre- 
mature to try 10 analyze exactly 
what kind of military power is nec- 
essary." 

Other senior U.S. officials, 
speaking on condition of anonymi- 
ty, said there was no decision yet on 
whether ground troops would act as 
peacekeepers 

But Sen, Richard Lugar. R-lnd., 
a senior member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, said 
Christopher called him and said as 
many as 5.000 to lO.lXX) American 



troops could join a 40,000- member 
NATO force that might go to 
Bo-nia under U.N, auspices once a 
new peace accord is concluded. 

Other key provisions of the 
administration plan include the 
appointment of Reginald 
Bartholomew, the U.S. ambassador 
to NATO, to assist international 
mediators in forging an agreement 
and a pledge to tighten the U.N. 
trade embargo against Serbia and 
Montenegro. 

Christopher, at a news confer- 
ence, denounced the Serbs, accus- 
ing them of a wide range of atroci- 
ties in Bosnia-Herzegovina, but he 
said President Clinton had ruled out 
providing the Muslims with U.S. 
weapons or using U.S. air power to 
silence Serbian mortar fire.

NEW DELHI, India — 
McDonald's has been invited to 
India — but told not to bring its Big 
Mac. 

To sell beef in the land of the 
sacred cow requires a special 
license that is granted only to 
luxury-class hotels catering to 
foreign tourists. ' 

Beef is taboo to Hindus, who are 
82 percent of India's 875 million 



people. Muslims, who are 12 
percent and the country's largest 
minority, don't eat pork. 

So if McDonald's goes ahead 
with its planned $20 million 
investment deal, it probably will do 
what the British-based Wimpy's 
does, 

"Chickenburgers are our hottest 
item," said the duty manager of the 
J 1/2-year-old restaurant on 
Connaught Place, heart of New 
Delhi's tourist district. 



Wimpy's advertises its 
hamburgers as 100 pen em lamb. 
The lentilburger is popular with the 
vegetarian crowd. 

"Most of the flavor is in the 
ketchup and the sauce anyway," 
said David Ginsberg, 33, from 
Huntington, N.Y., an American 
who has eaten in enough fast food 
joints to know, during a 2 1/2-year 
bicycle trek around the globe. "So 
what if there's no beef?"

Motorcyclists urge lawmakers 
not to support helmet law

TOPEKA — Motorcyclists 
urged the House and Senate 
transportation committees 

Wednesday to send a message to 
Congress by rejecting a mandatory 
helmet bill. 

A congressional mandate 
requires that states institute a 
mandatory helmet law by Sept. 30, 
1993. or be forced to transfer 
highway-construction funds to a 
highway -safety fund. 

Motorcycle enthusiasts packed 
the separate committee meetings to 
tell senators and representatives 
they oppose bills in the House and 
Senate requiring cyclists to wear 
protective helmets. 

David Mann, president of 
ABATE of Kansas, a biker's 
education organizaiion, said the 
state is being blackmailed with its 
own money and should not support 
the bills. 

"I would request you to 
introduce a resolution letting the 
federal government know that the 
state of Kansas doesn't need them 
inflicting themselves on our state 
sovereignty," Mann said. 

The bikers also argued that 
education improves motorcycle 
safety more than wearing helmets, 
and that helmets can lead to more 
severe injuries. 

Donald Hoffman, a Topeka 



attorney, spoke in opposition to the 
bills. 

He said that Kan sans participate 
in many dangerous activities such 
as water-skiing, football, baseball 
and rodeos. 

"Motorcyclists do not represent a 
disproportionately higher number of 
these victims than other lawful 
activities, which are not subject to 
government intrusion," Hoffman 
said to the House Committee. 

Rep. Gary Haulmark. R-Lenexa, 
seemed to agree when he said there 
were plenty of activities that cost 
the stale money, such as smoking 
and obesity. 

He asked one witness who 
testified in support of the bill 
whether she would support laws to 
outlaw behaviors such as those. 

But supporters of the bill said 
helmets save lives. 

Rosalie Thornburgh, 

administrator for the office of 
traffic safety in the Department of 
Transportation, cited statistics from 
the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration indicating 
helmets prevent fatalities. 

The NHTSA estimates that 
motorcycle helmets reduce the 
likelihood of a fatality by 29 
percent. 

In Kansas, the fatality rate of 
drivers wearing helmets is 2.84 per 
100, and 3.47 per 100 is the rate 
among riders without helmets. 



Thornburgh said. 

But House committee members 
were skeptical of the statistics. 

Rep. Richard Reinhardt, D-Erie, 
said he would like to see a five-year 
study on motorcycle head injuries 
before conclusions were drawn. 

Cyclists said the benefits of 
helmets are exaggerated. 

Linda Mitchell, a housewife and 
motorcycle rider from Topeka, said 
helmets can actually cause injuries 
due to driver fatigue from the 
weight and heat of the helmet. They 
also can create visibility and 
hearing difficulties for drivers, she 
said.

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Increases in housing fees upset students

The increase in residence hall fees 
has forced residents to re-evaluate 
their living conditions by weighing 
increasing costs against the dorm's 
security, maintenance and food 
services. 

"I don't understand the 
increase in payments. They 
say they can't keep residents, 
but raising rates won't help — 
it'll only get people to leave 
and make things worse," said 
Julie Black, sophomore in 
park resources management 
and Boyd Hall resident. "I've 
lived here four semesters — I 
should at least get some son of 
a discount." 

Some residents have 
combated the higher residence 
hall fee with a previously- 
signed contract to freeze their 
rates for next semester. 

"I signed a non-binding 
guarantee with housing my 
first year here," said Paul 
Kippes, junior in computer 
engineering and third year 
Putnam Hall resident. "My 
housing will still increase, but 
only an equal percentage of 
the fees that other residents 
pay. I'll pay about S360 a 
month." 

Without the prior housing 
agreement, most residents will 
make payments of $395 per 
month. 

"Most people are leaving, but I'm 
not sure if" I'll leave next year," said 
Eric Rogers, freshman in chemical 
engineering and Goodnow Hall 



resident. "I don't think it's cheaper to 
stay — I just think it's easier " 

Many residents enjoy the extra 
services offered, said Khristi 
Willingham, sophomore in pre- 
professional elementary education and 
Ford Hall resident.

Five Housing and Dining Services representatives 
answered questions and concerns on the increase in 
residence hall fees, laundry fees and dining facilities 
on the fourth floor of Marian Hall last night. 

"We set this together because there were a lot of 
rumors that we needed to put to rest," Mark Jones, 
junior in agricultural journalism, said. "They'd heard 
of the increases in laundry and the carpeting of the 
food center. So, I called up Chuck to we if he'd come 
over to give us the inside story on why they were 
doing it." 

Chuck Werring, director of Housing and Dining 
Services, started the discussion with an overview of 
the office's financial status. 

"We are an auxiliary enterprise. We receive no 
funding from the federal government, the slate, city or 
county," Werring said. "We are like a shop in the mall. 

"KSU development is one small shop, and it relies 
on the customers coming in and must have enough 
money to make expenditures.'' he said. "We pay to 
have our shop in the mall. We've been faced with 
challenges, and now we must come up with the 
revenue."

Student Senate focused 
most of its attention on 
housekeeping duties Thursday 
night when five internal bills 
went up for first readings. Two 
of the bills were allocations 
which were passed on special 
orders. 

One such bill was the 
allocation of $85.25 to SGA for 
refreshments at KSU Lobby 
Day in Topeka on Feb. 17. The 
refreshments consist of 
summer sausage and cheese, 
purchased from the K-State 
Dairy. The money will be taken 
from the Associated Students 
of Kansas Line Item Account. 

A second bill was passed for 
special allocation to the SGA 
Legislative Affairs Committee 
in the amount of $19 for rope 
used to hang banners 
advertising legislative forums 
last semester. 

A bill that was passed in 
special orders in last week's 



meeting but was reconsidered 
this week was a bill to allocate 
$10906 to the Women's 
Soccer Club for 5 jerseys. The 
hill was reconsidered because 
clothing cannot be paid for out 
of the Reserves for 
Contingencies account because 
it is a state account. 

After debate, the bill was 
passed for the allocation to be 
taken out of the foundation 
account. 

Also approved was a 
resolution stating Gov. Joan 
Finney's budget recom- 
mendations. This resolution 
was also brought up in last 
week's Senate meeting. The 
intent of it is to show support 
for the 1993 SGA legislative 
priorities on state budgeting on 
behalf of the student body at K- 
State. 

The resolution allows for a 
salary increase for student, 
classified and unclassified 
employees and a 4- percent 
increase in other operating 



expenditures and also 
establishes a $39,700 increase 
in the Youth Education Service 
Program and the Kansas 
Supplemental Grant Program. 
This is a statewide program 
that has a budget of $2.8 
million. 

This resolution is the same 
proposal Finney proposed to 
the Kansas Legislature. 

In other business, Mary 
Farmer, arts and sciences 
senator, was approved as the 
1993 Student Governing 
Association's Elections 
Committee Chair at Thursday's 
Student Senate meeting. 

Another internal matter was 
a change made in the way the 
agenda for Senate meetings 
will be handled. In order for a 
piece of legislation to be 
considered for the agenda of 
that week, the legislation must 
be turned in to SGA by noon 
on Tuesdays.

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AIDS test results at Lafene 
Health Center, although 
confidential, arc not 
anonymous, which produces an 
ongoing battle between Lafene 
and K-State students. 

"We have a sense of 
responsibility to our patients. 
and the anonymous testing in 
our type of facility is simply 
not appropriate," Lannie 
Zweimiller. director of Lafene, 
said. "We are responsible for 
care beyond that one visit." 

While anonymity means 
AIDS tests in which no 
persona) identification is used, 
confidentiality involves 
recording the information in the 
person's medical records. 

"You can tell us exactly 
what you want released," 
Zweimiller said. "The only 
people who can gel your 
records are you and a court of 
law, and they need a court 
order for that." 

Challenging that idea, the 



Communicable Disease Board 
continually meets with the 10 
members of Lafene* s medical 
board to discuss society- 
oriented concerns. 

"We took a pro-anonymous 
stand because of the 
discrimination of AIDS," said 
Stacy Dalton, sophomore in 
grain science and marketing 
and member of the board. 
"Lafene' s altitude that society 
is accepting, and (hat there's no 
discrimination, is unrealistic." 

Zweimiller said he believes 
anonymous testing is what is 
keeping the lid on societal 
acceptance, 

"There's a stigma that's 
been breaking down in our 
society, which is what AIDS 
activists want to happen," 
Zweimiller said. "AIDS is 
being taken out of the closet. 
Although, by staying with the 
anonymity, we are in a sense 
preserving that stigma." 

Another issue of concern for 
students is (he confidentiality 
of Lafene's student workers. 



"Not to hire students is 
totally irresponsible. I just can't 
fathom that." Zweimiller said. 
"They sign an agreement of 
confidentiality, and if they 
violate that, they're 
terminated." 

Cori Koldcr, freshman in 
arts and sciences, is a first year 
chart-runner for Lafene. 

"We have a manila folder, 
and you put (he chart in that, so 
all you can see is the name. 
We're told to keep it in there," 
Kolder said. "Everything's kept 
confidential, and I'm not to talk 
about it outside of work." 

The AIDS test itself can 
consist of a scries of three tests. 
Testing begins with a blood 
screen, and if results are 
positive, a second screen is 
conducted. Positive results on 
the second test lead to a third, 
in order to confirm HIV- 
positive results. 

"The tests are 99.5 percent 
accurate for sensitivity and

Women need to speak up when 
they do not appreciate something 
or when certain actions make (hem 
feel uncomfortable, Emigh said.

Often, women are 
taught to be tolerant even if they 
are being hurt, Bathurst said.

System to carry 5 

newspapers, weather, 
campus information 






Coltefian 

Computing and Network Services 
will sponsor the trial run of a 
university-wide electronic newspaper 
on Monday. 

The University Central Online 
Resource Network, or UNICORN, will 
consist of national and international 
newspapers, local weather and 
university information. 

Anybody can use the lab, and there 



is no fee. 

"A student can go into any lab, and 
even if you have never logged in on 
the mainframe you can log onto 
UNICORN without a user ID," Neil 
Erdwien, associate specialist with 
Computing and Network Services, 
said. 

"There will be three places on 
campus that a user can tap into the 
UNICORN system. Cardwell. Seaton 
and Fairchild are the only buildings on 
campus that have terminal labs," 
Erdwien said. 

UNICORN's on -campus topics will 
include calendars and events, 
academic information, services and 



facilities, weather information, news 
and announcements, policies and 
procedures, employment information 
and miscellaneous items. 

"We can couni how many times 
these topics are brought up and so far 
people have been using weather a lot," 
Erdwien said. 

On a larger scale. UNICORN will 
carry five newspapers. The 
newspapers are offered by a company 
called American Cybercastinj: 
Corporation from Aurora, Ohio The 
American Cybercasiing Corporation 
described its system as. "information 
on world news events, simultaneously 
and inexpensively." 



"The Los Angeles Times, USA 
Today, The Moscow News, The 
Washington Post, and The Washington 
Times will all he available," Erdwien 

Although the papers will be free to 
the user, it will noi be free to 
Computing and Network Services. 

"This will cost us about $300 a 
month. Compared to a lot of stuff, it 
isn't high." Ken Conrow. associate 
director of Computing Services, said. 

Erdwien said that in the future 
UNICORN would like to tap into the 
Collegian's Associated Press 
news wire. 

"All we're doing is a different 



method of distribution. The Collegian 
will be skeptical, but I don't think it 
would hurt their revenue." 

Matt FitzGerald, campus ad 
executive for the Collegian and senior 
in social work, said he didn't think it 
would hurt the Collegian. 

"People aren't going to stop reading 
the Collegian. Who wants to walk over 
to another building and sit down at a 
computer? The newspaper is a lot 
more convenient. I think the old 
fashioned newspaper will be around 
for longer than we think," FitzGerald 
said.

The campus-based recycling program 
has been seriously downsized since its 
inception in early 1989. State budget cuts 
in 1991 forced Division of Facilities to 
eliminate the program. Concern from the 
administration brought the program back 
— with a reduced budget. 

Unfortunately, fewer collection sites 
exist now, and fewer materials are 
accepted. Ackert, Anderson, Bluemont, 
Cardwell, Nichols, Seaton, Umberger and 
Willard halls are the campus buildings 
that still have collection areas. Items 
have to be taken to Howie's Recycling 
daily because there is no place to store 
the materials on campus. 

Yes, recycling programs are 
expensive. The supply of raw recyclable 



materials has finally grown large enough 
that recycling centers are now refusing to 
accept certain materials unless they can 
make a profit on them. 

The good side of this is that it shows 
more people are making an effort to 
recycle The flip side is there are less 
places accepting those materials. 

There needs to be action taken by the 
state to encourage recycling. Established 
collection sites, curbside collection and 
increased funding for state agency 
recycling would help reduce the amounts 
of materials reaching our landfills each 
day. 

Individuals can continue to help by 
recycling everything possible and 
continuing to use products made from 
post-consumer materials. 

And remembering to recycle this 
paper.

Darwin's birthday 
deserves recognition

Feb. 12 is the birthday of 
Charles Darwin. Most biologists 
look upon Darwin as the most 
important person in our 
profession. In 1859, without the 
benefit of genetic knowledge and 
without modern technology, he 
and Alfred Russel Wallace gave 
us the legitimate reasons for the 
evolutionary change in organisms 
that accounts for all biological 
diversity. 

Ernst Mayr has written, "The 
truth is sometimes unpleasant and 
often unpopular. It takes courage 
and moral integrity to become the 
prophet of a new truth, and such a 
prophet is bound to be disparaged 
and maligned." This was indeed 
the fate of Darwin when he 
announced his theory of evolution 
by natural selection. 

The harmony of the living 
universe, Darwin said, is not the 
wisely planned work of a creator 
but the product of an interaction 
of natural forces. Even man, he 
claimed, is part of this evolved 
organic world. ' 

Now. almost ISO years later, 
his basic thesis is universally 
accepted by biologists. "Descent 
by modification" owing to 
"natural selection" has become the 
greatest, most universal, principle 
in biology.

Harassment not a 
solution to allegations

I wish to present this open letter 
to your readers concerning recent 
"alleged segregation" in Jardine 
Terrace. Our council has, in 
cooperation with the Jardine 



family housing coordinator and 
the complainants, resolved this 
issue to the satisfaction of all 
parties involved. Despite 
resolution, some people may be 
unaware of this and harbor 
resentment. Please share this letter 
with your readers. 

To the residents of jardine 
Terrace and the students of Kansas 
State: 

I am writing this letter not as 
the mayor of Jardine or as a 
representative of the Jardine 
governing council but as a 
husband, father and resident 
concerned for my family and 
community. 

Since my responses to the 
Collegian's questions concerning 
"Allegations of segregation in 
Jardine" were printed on Feb. 5, 
my wife and I have received 
harassing telephone calls 
including threats. On three 
separate occasions at least (wo 
unidentified people have called 
our home, once to call me an 
"asshole for pursuing this." This 
climaxed last night 

My wife received a call from a 
person who only identified herself 
as a resident of Jardine and a 
member of a group who "are 
going to get rid of him (me)" and 
that my wife "had better start 
packing." I am painfully aware of 
how stressful this entire situation 
has been for all our residents, and. 
moreover, for the specific parties 
involved. 

My wife and I have worked 
very hard over the past two years 
to make Jardine a better place to 
live. We have met many 
wonderful people and built many 
lasting friendships. This is why we 
are unclear as to why anyone 
would do this. 1 won't apologize 
for assisting these residents. I do 
believe everyone deserves equal 
protection under the law. But I do 
urge these callers to consider that 
threats against anyone will only 
serve to divide our community 
further. 

The proper forum for 
meaningful dialogue exists not in 
veiled threats but in open and fair 
communication. It is in thai spirit 
that I invite anyone upset about 
this issue to meet with me, the 
family housing coordinator or 
with the Jardine Council in person 
to remedy the situation. Only then 
can we as a community again look 
forward and begin (he healing 
process.

Freedom of 
information 
much diluted 



1 believe there are more Instances of abridgement of the freedom of 
the people by gradual and silent encroachment of those in power than 
by violent and sudden usurpations" — James Madison 
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The time has come for 
President Bill Clinton to 
sweep away the last 
vestiges of Cold War paranoia 
and restore the ability of private 
American citizens lo have access 
to the public records of their 
government. 

Passage of the Atomic Energy 
Act of 1946 forbade the 
communication of any data 
concerning the design, 
manufacture and use of nuclear 
weapons. Since then, the 
government has increasingly 
interpreted the need to maintain 
national defense as a mandate to 
restrict access to any information 
that il might deem in any way 
harmful to ihe security interests 
of the United States. 

As Watergate and lran-Contra 
scandals have also shown, the 
highest -ran king members of the 
government seem to have a 
difficult time distinguishing 
between 
matters 
deserving 
legitimate 
national 
secunt> 
secrecy, 
and using 
the law to 
cover 
their 
asses as 
they 
commit 
illega- 
lities 
masque- 
rading M 
policy 
decisions. 

The conflict between the 
need to maintain national 
security and the rights of 
free speech guaranteed in the 
Constitution came to a head in 
late 1979 and 1980. Howard 
Moreland, a reporter for the 
magazine the Progressive, 
informed the government that he 
planned to publish an article 
revealing the technical details 
behind the operation of the 
hydrogen bomb. 

Aghast that one of its most 
jealously guarded secrets was 
about to be revealed to the 
world, the government sought an 
injunction to prevent the printing 
of the article. The matter soon 
went to trial, where Moreland 
revealed that he had obtained his 
information exclusively from 
unclassified sources, published 
material on nuclear weapons and 
physics, and from talking to 
scientists and others who worked 
in the multt-bitlion dollar 
nuclear- weapons industry. 

Eventually the government 
dropped its case because it was 
forced to admit that the 
information restrictions of the 
Atomic Energy Act were 
essentially unenforceable — the 
basic concepts that the H-bomb 
was built upon were common 
scientific knowledge, and the 
particulars of the U.S. H-bomb 
program had not, in fact, been 
revealed.

he blow for free speech 
that Moreland and the 
Progressive struck was 



short-lived. In direct response to 
the United States v. the 
Progressive case, then-President 
Ronald Reagan signed an 
executive order that effectively 
gutted the Freedom of 
Information Act 

FOIA, originally formulated 
in the 1930s as a way for private 
citizens to obtain information, 
required the government to 
explicitly specify why certain 
documents needed to be kept 
secret. Reagan's order changed 
that, and an FOIA request can 
now be denied if any 
government official deems a 
piece of information as 
"security -related." 

The order also reclassified 
information that had previously 
been declassified, changed the 
rules for classifying information, 
and ended the systematic routine 
declassification of government 
records older than 30 years. 

While ostensibly 

tightening supposedly 
lax national-security 
laws, Reagan's order effectively 
closed any avenues American 
citizens had for finding out what 
their government was up to, not 
to mention hampering the 
research efforts of scientists, 
historians and the media, for 
whom the flow of information 
from government sources is 
vital. 

Unfortunately, the restrictions 
of the flow of information have 
taken j^n an increasingly partisan 
nature in the years since 
Reagan's edict. Last November. 
Sen. John Glenn, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on 
Governmental Affairs, released a 
report titled "Serious 
Mismanagement Problems at the 
National Archives and Records 
Administration." 

The report detailed 
allegations that the National 
Archives and Records 
Administration, responsible for 
care and storage of government 
documents, had violated 
statutory requirements for 
impartiality and confidentiality, 
had engaged in prohibited 
activities with other government 
agencies and had taken 
supervision from others besides 
the archivist of the United States, 
Don Wilson. 

Although the position of chief 
archivist is a non-political 
position, the Glenn Report 
suggested that Wilson's conduct 
be reviewed by the president and 
that Wilson review the conduct 
of the National Archives. 



The suspicions of 
inappropriate behavior of 
the National Archives 
should provide President Clinton 
with the perfect opportunity to 
rescind Reagan's executive Older 
and restore the powers of the 
Freedom of Information Act, and 
to remove any hint of 
poliucization from the control of 
government information. It is 
time to ditch the pernicious Cold 
War mentality once and for all 
and reaffirm the basic freedoms 
that this country was founded 
upon.

Eddie and Kay enliven the 
Parkers, and their relationship gains 
spark as they learn to have more fun 
with life. The two couples spend a 
majority of their free time building 
their friendships. Eddie gives 
Priscilla money advice to get them 
out of their debts, and Richard uses 
his music connections to get Kay, 



played by Rebecca Milter, started in 
her music career. 

Their friendship is tested, 
however, when Eddie cons Richard 
and Priscilla into an insurance 
scam, illegally giving them extra 
money. Eddie uses the excuse that 
the Parkers should not play life so 
safely, constantly forcing Richard 
to wonder if he can live without 
taking risks. 

The insurance scam is only the 
beginning, as Richard and Priscilla 
put too much trust in Eddie, and 
their lives are destroyed. Richard is 
accused of murder and spends the 
rest of the movie getting back his 
family and personal honor. 
Unfortunately the plot is nothing 
new, as Richard delves into Eddie's 
past and true identity. 

Again, Pakula's direction leaves 
Kline and Mastrantonio victims, as 
their talent seems trapped and 
restrained in this movie. The script 
doesn't give them much to fall back 
on, either. It seems their characters 
do stupid things, such as believe in 
the untrustworthy couple just to 
keep the movie going. Both Kline 
and Mastrantonio have done much 
better work in their individual 
careen. 



The only break from the 
predictability is Kevin Spacey in 
the role of Eddie.

On Jan. 23. the Wildcats' win in Lincoln 
against the Cornhuskers was pre-empted for 
Denver Nugget basketball. 

Eschenfelder said Prime hoped to make up 
for the recent faux pas by televising the final 30 
minutes of the game — at 7:30 last night. 

No future tapings of the game are scheduled 
at this time.

For those viewers watching the K -State 
basketball game Wednesday night on Prime 
Sports Network — the Wildcats won on an 
Anthony Beane 12- footer at the buzzer. 

But Beane' s late-game heroics, as well as 
the final two minutes of overtime, weren't 
shown on Prime. Instead, viewers were shown 
a NordicTrack™ infomercial. 

"I can't tell you how sorry everybody here 
is," Kevin Eschenfelder, Prime's general 
manager of program operations, said Thursday. 
"If it were me, I would have been livid." 

And many Wildcat fans were. Operators at 
NordicTrack's 800 number — the one that was 
in the infomercial — reported dozens of phone 
calls from viewers who wanted to know what 
was going on. 

"1 would probably took like a porcupine if I 
could put a NordicTrack™ every place they 
told me to stick one," said one operator who 
chose to remain anony- 
mous. "They were irate. 

"I kind of flinched every 
lime the phone rang 
because I knew I was in for 
it." 

Eschenfelder cited an 
automatic switching 
problem as the primary 
reason for the gaffe. He 
said the problem has been 
identified, and Prime has 
taken steps to avoid a 
future occurrence. 

There were rumors that 
TCI. the local cable 
company, was responsible

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For just the second time this season 

— and the first time in nearl\ a month 

— the Wildcats should be playing 
before a full house at 3 p.m. Saturday 
at Bramlage Coliseum. 

As of noon Thursday, only 150 
tickets remained for the weekend 
contest between the Cats and the 
Nebraska Cornhuskers. The flipside of 
that is many of those seats may be 
colored in a Husker sea of red. 

Jack Key, IC-State's chief financial 
officer, said Thursday afternoon 400 
tickets had been sold to Nebraska fans. 
But that doesn't mean just 400 Husker 
fans will attend the game. 

"I think it's safe to say. come game 
time, there will be more than 400 
Nebraska fans here." he said. 

But, for the first time all season, the 
Wildcat fans who have attended the 
games sparked some critical words 
from Wildcat coach Dana Altman — 
specifically the catcalls he said he 
thought he heard. 

"During the timeouts, I usually 
don't hear that stuff." he said. "But I 
did hear some things, and it was a little 
disappointing. There was a lot of time 
left, and we weren't playing well — 1 
will admit that. 

"We didn't give them too much to 
cheer about. But it was still too early to 
throw in the towel." 



But Altman was also quick to praise 
the student section and its importance 
to the Cats. 

"We've been very pleased with the 
students," he said. "The players have 
commented a number of times how 
supportive ihf students are. They keep 
the atmosphere alive. 

"I'd rather dwell on the people that 
are doing a good job for us than the 
people that aren't." 

Saturday's game is the third this 
week for the 1 5-4 Wildcats. 5-2 and in 
sole possession of second place in the 
Big Eight. The Huskers, on the other 
hand, are playing their first game since 
upsetting third-ranked Kansas 68-64 
Sunday, 

Last season, Nebraska came to 
Manhattan after downing second- 
ranked Oklahoma State. At that time, 
the Cowboys had been 20-0. 

K-State won. 70-66. 

How much will that extra practice 
time help Nebraska 1 

"1 think it would be more of an 
advantage if we hadn't already played 
each other," Altman said. 

K State beat the Huskers 66-64 in 
Lincoln on Jan. 23. 

"It just gives them a little extra 
break," Altman said. "It's probably an 
advantage at this time of the year but 
not a big advantage. 

"We're at home, and with a day off 
and a day to get ready, we should be 



fine." 

Cat guard Anthony Beane said he 
agreed his team will be ready. 

"We beat them down there." Beane 
said. "We'll be happy to play them 
here." 

The Wildcats have to be considered 
the favorite if the game goes down to 
the wire. K-State has won all six of its 
games that have been decided by two 
points or fewer, and the Cats are 4-0 in 
overtime games. 

And the Wildcats — 65-percent 
free-throw shooters as a team — have 
made 68 percent of their freebies in the 
final three minutes and overtime. 

In Wednesday night's win over 
Iowa State, K-State was seven for eight 
from the line in that time. Forward 
Vincent Jackson is a perfect 14 for 14 
from the stripe in that time period for 
the season. 

"When we get to that point, we 
think we have a new life," Altman 
said. 

"We've just been able to 
concentrate in those periods, dig down 
a little bit and make something good 
happen." 

But K-State' s five conference wins 
are by an average margin of just 4.4 
points — and that number is skewed 
by the 12-point overtime win over 
Oklahoma State. 

"We're not exactly drilling people," 
Altman said. 

"We're finding a way to get by and 
finding a way to win games."

These are common symptoms of a 
tired team. 

Unfortunately, it could not have 
happened at a worse time. 

Being beaten soundly on Monday 
night by Missouri, on national TV, was 
the first clue that the brick wall was 
near.

after this year. 

Ryan told the Texas Rangers 
on Thursday he would retire at 
the end of the seaJbn. His age, 
his family and his injuries all 
played a part in his decision. 

"I don't want to stay too long, 
and I'd rather be premature in 
leaving baseball than stay too 



late and have to retire in an 
awkward position," Ryan said 
during a news conference at 
Arlington Stadium. 

Ryan, 46 last month, made his 
announcement a week before 
players begin reporting for spring 
training. In doing so. the humble 
Texan who never dwelled on his 
amazing accomplishments set up 
what will surely become one of 
the most celebrated farewell 
tours in baseball history. 

"Nolan walked in this 
morning and said, 'I've been 
thinking about it all winter, and I 
want this to be my last season,*" 
president Tom Schieffer said. 

"What a class way to do it,"

The main dilemma stems from 
the decline of incoming freshmen 
living in the residence halls, he 
said. 

"We house 44 pe.-cent of incom- 
ing freshmen who enroll at K- 
State." Werrmg said. "With the 
decline in number of new students 
that directly affects our budget." 

Werring compared K-State*s 
policies to that of the requirement 
of making freshmen live in the 
dorms at the University of Missouri 
and to the increase of 1 5 percent in 
resident's fees at the University of 



Kansas, 

"It raised a question — how 
would they like the 1 1.4 percent 
increase? No one wants an increase 
in the first place," he said. "So. we 
looked at places we could increase 
revenue and put the charge on 
washer and dryer. The decision was 
made not to go into double-digit 
increase and instead pass it on to 
laundry." 

Residents questioned the amount 
of money expected to accumulate 
from washers and dryers. 

"The average college student 
pays $3.25 per month out of wash- 



ing machines," H. Gene Wiley, 
maintenance superintendent, said. 
"That leaves us with a total of 
between $90,000 and $100,000 out 
of laundry." 

Another concern was about the 
pulling money from the meals and 
redirecting the funds spent on 
theme dinners and festive meals. 

"We spend less than a dollar per 
student on that," said Alex 
Delgadillo, department of housing 
staff assistant. "We try to provide 
something that goes away from the 
routine. It's not mundane, and it's 
something different."

specificity," Dr. Larry Moeller, 
medical director at Lafene. said. "If 
you're truly positive, it will show 
up positive, or truly negative, it will 
show up negative." 

Moeller said patients are coun- 
seled before and after tests and 
made aware of what the results may 
mean. 

"Before testing, we discuss what 
if it is positive, who I'd want to 
share this with. I mean, in terms of 
employability and insurability," 
Moeller said. "And when a test 



comes up negative, people are 
taught not to think they're immune 
to the virus and can't contract it. 
That's purely wrong." 

Moeller said positive test results 
mean continued counseling on at- 
risk behavior and on the conse- 
quences of the results. These 
include not leaving body organs to 
science, no sexual intercourse, and 
making people within their lives 
aware they are patients at risk. 

Some students said they felt the 
responsibility lies with the patient. 

"If they test anonymously and 



then see positive results, they know 
how far it's spread," Dalton said. 
"People need to take responsibility 
for their own actions." 

Jeremy Hoppas, junior in electri- 
cal engineering, said he agreed. 

"You should be the only one to 
know, because that's personal." 
Hoppas said. "I believe people can 
take responsibility for themselves, 
and we should respect people's 
right to privacy.''

According to the Roman 
history of martyrs, two Saint 
Valentines were martyred on 
February 14 by being 
beheaded. 

This is not the only 
unsettling history about 
Valentine's Day. 

Cupid, a Roman god of love 
in Greek mythology, is said to 
shoot unsuspecting victims 
with his arrows. 

A person shot with one of 
these arrows is supposed to fall 
in love. 

But, Cupid was described by 
the ancient Greeks and Romans 
as having both a cruel and 
happy nature. 

According to the World 
Almanac and Book of Facts, 
Cupid's cruelty was shown in 
the treatment of his wife. 

Cupid told his wife. Psyche, 
if she ever saw him in the light, 
he would leave her forever.

"In the second grade. I got a 
Valentine's Day card from a 
girl I had a crush on." said Eric 
Benson, senior in exercise 
science.

wedding. We're using white roses 
and red ties and cummerbunds 
which are associated with the 
house," Cruce said.

"A lot of people do 
balloons and flowers," 
Saathoff said. 

Medlin said that flower 
arrangements in keepsake 
containers are also very 
popular. 

Many florists offer 
arrangements with names 
such as "You Send Me." 
"Cherished Expressions" or 
"Mugs and Kisses." 

The less expensuc 
arrangements, starting at 
about S30. typically feature 



daisies and carnations. 
Miller said 

For $50, more exotic 
arrangements are available, 
such as groupings of 
stargazer lilies and 
alstrocmcria. 

While prices naturally 
vary, most florists have to 
charge a little more during 
the holiday, especially for 
FOMft. 

"It's not an inexpensive 
time to buy roses," Miller 
said. 

Medlin said the cost 
increase can he attributed to 
supply and demand. 
Growers charge more 
around Valentine's Day, 
and some of this is passed 



on to the consumer, 

"We try to absorb most 
of the price increase 
ourselves." Medlin said. 

Bill Paizell. owner of 
Manhattan Floral Co., said 
that the supply of roses 
can't keep up with the high 
demand. 

"The growers can't grow 
roses all year long." he 
said, "and you just can't put 
them in a freezer for six 
months like you would a 
steak."

When a couple announces its engagement, 
it's time to start planning a bridal shower 

Maids of honor, bridesmaids, relatives, close 
friends or co-workers are usually host to 
showers, according to Beverly Clark's book, 
"Showers." 

More recently, it has become an accepted 
norm for the immediate family to have the 
shower at its home 

NVhile keeping in mind the budget and 
amount of space available, the first task of the 
hosts is to invite guests. 

It is helpful to consult with the bride 
regarding the guest list or, if it's a surprise, to 
contact the bride's mother and fiance to compile 
a list. 

Invitations should be sent no later than three 
to four weeks in advance, said Clark in her book. 

Included in the invitation should be the name 
of the host, the name of the person the shower is 
honoring, the date and time of the shower, 
address of the shower with specific travel 
directions. RSVP with the telephone number and 
the shower theme 

Some original shower themes from Clark's 
book include a miscellaneous shower (for co-ed 
parties 1, gift basket showers (where guests bring 
a basket, box or container filled with goods for a 
designated area of the house), or kitchen, hobby, 
recipe, entertaining, lingerie or honeymoon 
shower. 

Whatever the theme, guests should' be 
notified of theme-related requirements or of 
hints the couple has provided. 

To reduce costs, Clark suggests having the 
shower at home or in a friend's backyard. 

She also suggests buying food and liquor at a 
wholesale outlet, eliminating alcohol in 
exchange for exotic fruit drinks, creating floral 
arrangements of one's own and using balloons 
for color. 

Pat Leikam. manager of Mr. P's Party Outlet, 
said people should consider using the same 
colors at the wedding and matching the wedding 
design. 

"You can find a lot of inexpensive decorations if 
you plan the occasion yourself and don't get too 
fancy," Leikam said. 

Garland, streamers and honeycomb bells are 
commonly used. 

Showers usually include socializing, opening 
gifts and games. 

Clark suggests designing the bride's gown 
from toilet paper or using wrapping paper from 
the gift.

LAWRENCE — Classes 
resumed in five University of 
Ktnstl buildings that were 
evacuated and closed after a 
chemical leak, but officials said 
Thursday they still don't know 
what caused the leak or where it 
started. 

Mike Russell, environmental 
health and safety officer for the 
university's Environmental Health 
and Safety Service, said the 
chemical involved Wednesday was 
a mercaptan compound, a smelly 
substance added to odorless gases 
lo make them detectable. 

Marvin, Lindley, Malott and 
Wescoe halls, and the Art and 
Design Building were evacuated 
late Wednesday morning after 
students reported an odor at 
Lindley Hall. 

A handful of students and a 
Lawrence firefighter, Capt, Don 
Beckner, suffered headaches, 
nausea and dizziness after being 
exposed to fumes from the 
chemical. Beckner was taken to 
Lawrence Memorial Hospital, 
where he was treated and released. 

Russell said the highest 
concentraiion of mercaptan was 
found in a vacant laboratory at 
Malott Hall. There was no solid 
evidence to show the substance had 
leaked, and there was no proof it 
was spilled, he said. 

Another mystery ( Russell said, 
was why a high concentration of 
the chemical was found in Lindley 
Hall, located northwest of Malott. 

Russell said he couldn't think of 
any reason the chemical would 
have been used at Lindley. It's 
possible the chemical fumes got 
into the sewage system or into 
steam tunnels that connect several 
buildings on campus, he said. 

Mercaptan is often used in the 
university's laboratories, Russell 
said

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Suspect in murder of CIA employees remains at large

QUETTA. Pakistan — A 28- 
year-old Pakistani wanted by the 
United States quietly slipped back 
into the country, then disappeared 
just before he was accused of mur- 
dering two CIA employees in 
Virginia, relatives said Thursday. 

The Pakistani government 
promised (o track down the suspect. 
Mir Aimal Kansi, and extradite him 
to the United States for trial. But 
family members and friends insisted 
he was innocent. 



Kansi was charged Tuesday with 
capital murder in the Jan. 25 deaths 
of Lansing Bennett, 66, and Frank 
Darling. 28, both CIA employees. 
Two other agency employees and a 
third man were wounded when a 
gunman shot point-blank into cars 
waiting at a stoplight to turn into 
the agency's headquarters. 

Fairfax County Police Chief 
Michael Young said there was no 
known motive for the shootings at 
CIA headquarters in McLean. Va. 

Kansi had been living in the 
United States since early 1991 and 



last worked as a courier for the son 
of a former high-ranking CIA agent 
who became an outspoken critic of 
the agency. The courier service 
made deliveries to CIA headquar- 
ters, but Kansi was not cleared to 
enter the CIA compound. 

He was implicated in the attack 
after a man with the surname Kansi 
bought an airline ticket from 
Washington to Pakistan the day 
after the shootings. A Chinese- 
made AK-47 assault rifle found 
Monday in his Reston, Va., apart- 
ment was identified as the murder 



weapon, and Fingerprints found on 
shell casings at the shooting scene 
matched those in his immigration 
files, officials said. 

Family members said he came 
back about two-and-a half weeks 
ago to Quetta, his hometown in the 
southwestern province of 
Baluchistan, but left on Sunday, 
saying he was going back to the 
United States, family sources said. 

Pakistani intelligence and other 
law enforcement officers suspect he 
may have slipped across the border 
into Afghanistan or Iran. 



An FBI team was expected in 
Pakistan next week to coordinate 
the search with the government. 
Interior Minister Shujaat Hussein 
said 

Hussein said Pakistan was pre- 
pared to turn Kansi over to U.S. 
authorities, and in Washington, 
Slate Department spokesman 
Richard Boucher said an extradition 
treaty with Pakistan would apply to 
this case. 

Hussein and others denied any 
connection between Kansi and a 
Pakistani politician with the same 



last name killed in 1984. They said 
Gul Hasan Kansi, a member of the 
martial law government of former 
dictator Gen. Mohammed Zia ul- 
Haq, was killed by a nephew in a 
land dispute. 

Pakistan's English- and Urdu- 
language newspapers carried short 
front-page stories about the search 
for Kansi. But the stories have gen- 
erated little interest in Pakistan, 
where the CIA is often blamed for 
all the country's ills.

Cleaver calls for 
minority leadership, 

end to issue of skin color

Emanuel Cleaver, mayor ot Kansas City, 
Mo., said in his speech Saturday at K-State' s 
Multicultural Student Leadership Conference 
there is a need for new leaders in the areas of 
multiculturalism. 

"The greatest challenge to Americans is to 
get the ridiculous and stupid issues of skin color 
behind us," Cleaver said. 

Americans have dealt with this issue since 
1619, when people from Europe came to 
America and noticed the difference in the color 
of the people already there, he said. 

It is a problem today around the world. 



Cleaver said. He gave South Africa as an 
example. 

"Even today, 20 million black South 
Africans, who have lived there since the dawn 
of creation, still cannot vote," he said. 

There are many reasons for the 
misunderstandings of race. Cleaver said He 
said people should take a long look at who they 
are and their heritage. 

"We all want to be ahead of someone else. 
We are not satisfied unless we are ahead," he 
said. "Who we are and where we came from 
plays a major role." 

He urged students to provide voices of 
leadership. He emphasized that without this 
kind of minonly leadership, the future for the 
United States looks bleak. 

"If the voices of leadership are not present, 
ihis nation is headed for trouble," he said, "The 
issue is to see people different and have it not 



matter," 

Cleaver said most people today claim not lo 
be racist. However, he said, it is important for 
everyone to be willing to make a change. 

"No one is willing to admit it." he said. "We 
need people who reflect the beauty of America 
and not the beast. You can be in ordinary 
person Tor those extraordinary , difficult ume- 

Dawn Spivey, senior in sociology and 
member of the Multicultural Student 
Leadership Conference Planning Committee. 
said the conference helped promote minority 
leadership on campus. 

"The purpose of the conference is to promote 
leadership and emphasize the importance of 
diversity," she said. 

Spivey said about 200 people attended the 
conference, which included lunch and me 
multicultural workshops.

Students living in the residence halls 
next year will need a roll of quarters in 
addition to laundry detergent when 
visiting the laundry room. 

Starting next fall, it will cost 75 cents 
for a wash and 25 cents for a dry in 
residence hall laundry rooms. 

The main reason for the change was 
to balance short- and long-term goals. 
Chuck Werring, director of the 
Department of Housing and Dining 
Services, said. 

"There is the long -term benefit of 
keeping rental rates lower over the long 
haul," Werring said. 

The department is an independent 
agency. The only money it receives is 
from student rental fees. To combat 
shrinking numbers of students in the 



residence halls, rates are increasing. 

In the past, laundry fees were 
budgeted into the residence hall fees. By 
removing the fee, rates will increase by 
9.8 percent instead of 1 1.4 percent, and 
users of the laundry machines are 
responsible for the costs, 

K-State is the only school in Kansas 
and the Big Eight Conference to offer 
free laundry services. About 2 percent 
of schools in the United States do not 
charge for laundry on a peruse basts. 
Most are private schools, Werring said. 

The existing units can be used 
because they are already equipped with 
coin adapters. Revenue generated could 
be used to add machines in areas where 
there is a need. 

Additional revenue can be used to 
fund other projects. 

"We plan to do some things in the 
buildings such as add more computer 
rooms. This will help with the funding 
for those projects," Werring said. 

By making the users more 
responsible for the service, abuses of the 



machines should be minimized. Abuses 
include underloading and usage by 
people off campus, Werring said. 

Derek Jackson. Haymaker Hall 
director, said he has not heard any 
complaints from residents. 

"They are just questioning why the 
change is being made and what the 
differences were that caused the 
change." Jackson said. 

Other residents are also questioning 
the change 

"We pay so much money here 
already, and we don't really see where it 
goes," said Karen McEachen, freshman 
in occupational therapy and Ford Hall 
resident. 

Some residents question whether the 
change will generate any additional 
money. 

"1 would definitely take my laundry 
home so I wouldn't have to pay here." 
said Tammy Macy, freshman in 
sociology and international studies and 
West Hall resident.

The Mortar Board National 
Honor Society is celebrating its 
75th anniversary this week. 

The national organization was 
founded in 1918. and the K-State 
chapter was founded 10 years 
later. Mortar Board is celebrating 
by emphasizing literacy awareness 
as well as promoting interest in 
the society. 

Mortar Board Vice President 
Dianne Pratt, senior in interior 
design, said the organization will 
have a table set up Wednesday in 
the K-State Union. She said 
members will be passing out 
brochures to make students aware 
of opportunities for volunteer 
work in adult literacy. Two short 
videos also will be displayed on 
literacy, she said. 

"One of the videos is a 
condensed version of a film about 
a man who is grown," Pratt said. 
"He's in his late 40s and has 
gotten through life without 
reading. The film tells how he 
learned to read. I think people like 
that are incredibly talented in 
other ways," 

The group passed fliers out last 
weekend in areas that may have 
high numbers of illiterate adults, 
Pratt said. The fliers announced 
the availability of tutorial services 
in the community. 

Mortar Board was founded by 
the women of Swarthmore, 



Cornell, Ohio State and Michicm 
colleges. In 1928, a K-State 
organization known as XIX 
affiliated itself with Mortar Board. 

Tammy Shearer, senior in 
accounting, is a historian for 
Mortar Board. She said men were 
accepted into the society during 
the 1976-77 school year. K-State's 
chapter now is almost 50 percent 
men. Shearer said. 

"We emphasize scholarship, 
leadership and service," she said. 
"Our membership fluctuates from 
year to year, and this \ear we h.i\e 
around 33 members." 

The society is in the process of 
accepting membership 

applications, which are available 
in the Union Activities Center. 
Applications for Mortar Board are 
due by 3 p.m. Feb. 26. New 
members will be announced on 
March 7. 

Qualifications for membership 
in Mortar Board included a 3.3 
cumulative G.P.A., junior 
standing and participation in 
service activities in the areas of 
scholarship and leadership. 

This year, the society has 
sponsored environmental, as well 
as literacy projects, was host to 
President Wefald's guests at home 
football games, ushered at 
Convocation and Landon lectures, 
and coordinated K-Staie's first 
time as host of Kansas Academic 
Decathlon. The decathlon is a 
series of academic competitions 
for high-school students. 

The society is also having a 
social gathering for members this 
week that will feature Kim Harms, 
a speaker on leadership. 
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Job statistics 
deceiving to grads 
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Deceiving statistics appear to be 
painting a pretty picture for some 
college graduates on the job-hunt- 
ing scene. 

According to the U.S. 
Department of Labor Bureau of 
Statistics, employment is supposed 
to increase 20 percent from what it 
was in 1990 by the year 2005. 
Tying in with that, the jobless rate 
declined to 7.1 percent in January. 

So, what' s the catch? 

The Bureau's Occupational 
Outlook Handbook for 1992-93 
shows the increase will occur in the 
jobs where prior experience and in- 
depth training are expected, leaving 
fewer openings for college gradu- 
ates right out of school. 

Now, those involved in health 
and business services can breathe a 
little easier. 

Health-care majors are providing 
the most entry-level hiring, accord- 
ing to the handbook. Home health- 
care services, such as those of nurs- 
ing homes and health practitioners, 
have projected the highest increas- 
es. Local want ads are a direct 
reflection of this, with several edi- 
tions of the Kansas City Star cover- 
ing three pages with unfilled nurs- 



ing jobs. 

The handbook also showed busi- 
ness services on the rise. Jobs are 
available in management informa- 
tion systems, especially for those 
who teach others how to use com- 
puters. 

With the nation continuing its 
environmental focus, more open- 
ings have bloomed in the areas of 
engineers, geologists, biologists and 
chemists. 

"We see a lot of business and 
engineering students," said 
Mercedes Downing, junior in sec- 
ondary education and Career 
Planning and Placement Center 
employee. "We get the least amount 
of demand for students in the areas 
of human ecology." 

Education, both private and pub- 
lic, is to add 2.3 million jobs to the 
9.4 million created in 1990. 
Teaching jobs as well as aides, 
counselors, and administrative 
staffs are projected to increase. 

"A lot of education majors come 
in." Downing said. "We send out 
credentials. We send out the indi- 
vidual's file to any school district 
they want to "

The sting Rex Walters felt as the 
coin smacked his face was nothing 
compared to the friction some fellow 
Lawrence residents are feeling this 
week. 

In a memo addressed to University 
of Kansas Vice Chancellor Del 
Brinkman, Law School Dean Robert 
Jerry criticized the Washburn 
University law program, its profes- 
sors and students. 

The memo stated Jerry's dis- 
gmntlement about state funding of 
the Washburn Law School and the 
lack of funding for KU. 

"This state support, when com- 
bined with the tuition dollars that the 
Washburn Law School gets to retain, 
has created a situation I never thought 
1 would witness: Washburn Law 
School's resource base exceeding that 
of the KU School of Law," Jerry 
wrote. 

"The state has assisted in the 
advance of a low-quality law school. 
with a faculty whose credentials can- 
not even compare to ours and with a 
student body of significantly lower 
quality.'* 

Jerry continues by writing thai 
there is room in Kansas for two law 
schools, as long as the KU School of 
Law is the only public one 

He said he thinks the state funding 
currently going to Washburn should 
be transferred to KU's budget, and 
Washburn should become a privately- 
funded law school. 

"This would mean that high-quali- 



ty Kansas residents would receive a 
state-subsidized education at KU; 
lower-quality Kansas residents would 
still have an option to get an educa- 
tion in Kansas (i.e. at Washburn)." 

Dan Biles, a 1974 K-State gradu- 
ate and 1977 Washburn Law School 
graduate, is the attorney for the 
Kansas Board of Education He said 
Jerry's memo has been the biggest 
joke around the Statehouse but isn't 
being taken seriously. 

"It has been a principal of discus- 
sion, but not during any of the official 
meetings. Sure, we have been talking 
about it between sessions, but we just 
laugh at how stupid he was to put his 
thoughts into print," Biles said. 

There is speculation that the memo 
was released from within the KU 
Law School. Biles said. Tensions 
have been high in the law department 
following the sexual harassment alle- 
gations filed against a law professor. 

The feuding in the KU Law 
School has sparked tempers, and 
some people at the Statehouse are 
speculating. However, there is no evi- 
dence to support the allegations at 
this time, he said. 

Biles received a fax of the memo 
at his office in Overland Park hut said 
he has no idea where it came from 

"I don't have any idea who sent it. 
but you can tell it has been copied 
quite a few times," he said. 

Most of the hype has been about 
Jerry's assertion that Washburn 
doesn't contribute to the well-being 
of the state, he said. 

Sen. Robert Dole. R-Kan,. would 
probably beg to differ. He graduated 
from the Washburn Law School. 

Out of seven Kansas Supreme 
Court justices, five graduated from 
Washburn Law School, but only one 



graduated from KU Law School. 

"Several of the key politicians in 
Topeka say the memo will get passed 
around when it comes time to deter- 
mine the budget," Biles said. 

"t think it would be a shame, 
though, to penalize KU or the KU 
Law School because of something so 
stupid." 

There is no room in any profession 
for that "we're better than you" atti- 
tude, he said. 

"Professional integrity tells us that 
we don't put one university down 
over another," said Lin Huff-Corzine, 
assistant professor of criminology 
and pre-taw advisor at K- State. 

Each university has a different law 
program. The pre- law program at K- 
State, for instance, stresses the liberal 
arts background. KU and Washburn 
may be different from each other, but 
that's because of the difference in law 
students, Huff-Corzine said. 

If I were KU. I would be con- 
cerned about what was said," she 
said. 

Karen Anderson, senior in human 
development and family studies who 
is planning to attend law school, said 
she thought the issue just made KU 
look bad. 

Jerry shouldn't have made state- 
ments of that nature without realizing 
the consequences involved. Anderson 
said. 

"People should realize that it 
wasn't an official statement from the 
KU Law School. It was just one per- 
son's opinion, however stupid it may 
have been," Anderson said 

"He took the chance of putting his 
ideas into writing, and he'll have to 
face what comes next."

Kiss' cast 
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Let me propose a supposition: 
The purpose of academic theater is 
to educate inexperienced actors and 
technicians. Such training frequen- 
tly involves working with faculty 
members on productions, so 
students benefit from the experience 
of these adult leaders. 

Keep this supposition in mind. 

Saturday, 1 attended the K- State 
theater department's production of 
Craig Lucas' "Prelude to a Kiss." I 
went with the almost naive desire to 



be engaged, entertained and 
challenged. 

More than two long hours later, I 
left the theater angry, with an anger 
fueled by the growing realization 
that the student cast had been 
misled by its faculty leaders. Kate 
Anderson and John Uthoff. 

Lucas offered us an adult fairy 
tale, intimate and introspective — a 
thinking person's fable. The K- 
State performers consistently 
struggled against a director's vision 
and a scenic design that detracted 
from any intimacy and intros- 
pection. 



The movement of the play must 
be sustained by Peter, who 
confronts and allows the audience 
into his mind and heart. The 
language employed by Peter must 
be quiet, literate and honest, 
indicating it must be handled deftly. 

Anderson chose to cast Scooter 
Nelson in the role of Peter. Nelson 
is not a bad actor, but he was the 
wrong actor for this role. 

Nelson is a visceral and 
dangerous actor. His style is that of 
a Brando or a Dean, not of a Fonda 
or a Hutton. The character of Peter 
is literate and introspective — a 



thinker. Nelson struggled with the 
language, mispronouncing words 
and misplacing the emphasis 
between emotion and thought. 

We, the audience, might have 
overlooked this, especially since 
Nelson brought a sincerity to his 
efforts. However, Anderson's 
direction subverted Nelson's 
attempts at developing an intimacy 
and trust with us. 

Every time Peter attempted to 
share with us. a noisy cart was 
rotted on stage, a piece of furniture 
was moved, or a schmaltzy 
squeezebox was played over the 



speakers. 

Certainly Nichols Theatre is a 
poorly designed performance space, 
but there must be a way for the 
director and the designer to 
orchestrate sctne changes so they 
seem less like* an effort at traffic 
control. 

The design concept by Uthoff is 
not intimate and unobtrusive but 
boring and ineffectual. 

Returning to the supposition, 
there is one consolation; A previous 
ihealer advijer of mine once 
remarked that a good student can 
still learn from a bad teacher.

Allegations of sexual harassment 
are mounting against Sen. Bob 
Packwood, R-Ore.. but the 
anonymity of some of his accusers sets a 
dangerous precedent. 

Packwood, elected to his fifth terra 
in November, is under fire from the 
Senate Ethics Committee, which will 
investigate charges that the senator 
made sexual advances toward women 
employees, prospective employees and 
lobbyists between 1969 and 1990. 

The accusations come from 23 
women who told the Washington Post 
about Packwood's alleged actions. Yet, 
only 13 of the 23 women have been 
named. 

Disregarding everything else in this 
case, the right of the accused to face his 
or her accuser is a firm stake that exists 



to prevent the abuse of the powerful 
weapon of blame. 

If every citizen were allowed to fire 
off serious accusations from behind the 
safety of the wall of nametessness, the 
legal system would become a three-ring 
circus of vendettas, jealousies and 
grudges. 

It is often intimidating to accuse 
those who are bigger and stronger than 
you are, and the fear of retaliation is 
usually enough to keep most people 
quiet about severe wrongdoings. Yet, it 
is a matter of personal courage and 
integrity that must be invoked to set 
those wrongs to right. 

As it stands, granting credible 
weight to "phantom accusers," no matter 
what the circumstances, will only serve 
to open a Pandora's Box of trouble.

"So I took him him back to the 
club, and those guys split." 

He borrowed a car and took Dizzy 
home to Lorraine. Dizzy's wife. Some 
time that morning Lorraine called the 
ambulance anyway. 

She recounts. "His heart had 
stopped, and when we got him to the 
hospital, they had to bring him back to 
life on the machines. 

"He's getting confusing here 
recently (1978). Heh. heh ... He puts it 
on religion, but I think he's tired. 
Better late than never. He's kinda 
changed a little bit now."

was camping at Fancy Creek when 
I heard Dizzy Gillespie had died. 
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It was a few days before the 
semester began. It was cold and 
snowing lightly. After the WIBW 580 
noon farm report, a woman's voice 
announced Dizzy's death the night 
before from diabetic complications 

"The jazz great died last night in his 
bedroom in Englewood. New Jersey. 

"Lorraine Gillespie, the balloon- 
checked trumpeter's widow, said that 
Gillespie died white listening to a 
cassette tape of 'Dizzy's Dream,' a be- 
bop composition by 'The Dizz.' 

"John Birks Gillespie was 75 years 
old." 



"The people all left the club except 
Dizzy arid I and this guy named Noble. 
and Noble told me, This guy gave 
Dizzy something, and Dizzy didn't 
know what it was. And he's a dirty so- 
and-so. 

"Noble and I carried Dizzy up, and 
I went back down to get his horn and 
his coat. When ] came back upstairs, 
Dizzy was gone, and way down the 
street were these two guys that gave 
him this shit, and they were walking 
off with Dizzy. 

"'Where you think you're going, 
man?' I said." 

'"He said, "We're taking him to the 
Greenwich Village Hospital."" 

"I said. 'You ain't taking Dizzy 
Gillespie in some funky-ass hospital, 
and the next thing you know it's in the 
papers.'" 



remembered standing 
on the bandstand and then lying in the 
hospital. 

"After, I looked around and saw 
how all these musicians had gotten 
wasted — Charlie Parker, John 
Coltrane — and it suddenly occurred 
to me that I was 57 years old, and I 
said, 'Wait a minute, brother!' 

"Now, I work out twice a day. eat 
the proper foods, stay free from 
alcohol and drugs, t live like a married 
man should. 

"I hope to live to be about 160 so I 
can get some of that money back that I 
give these jive people for my social 
security. I hope I can just worry them, 
wondering, 'Say, when is he going to 
die?' I intend to just hang on. brother." 



Gillespie was a Baha'i, a 
believer in Bahau'llah 
Growing up, 1 had a couple of 
Baha'i friends. Dizzy was their most 
famous popular figure. 

Baha'i is called a cult by some 
people. Legitimacy in our culture is 
established by fame. It made my 
friends less freakish in Silver Lake, 
when people knew that Dizzy 
Gillespie was a Baha'i. 

Gillespie was Nigerian American. 
The woman on the radio said, "In 
press releases, black leaders have 
called Gillespie a hem to many black 
Americans." 

Gillespie knew this. In his 
autobiography he wrote about his 
status as a hero. 

"To be a 'hero' in the black 
community, all you have to do is make 
the white folks look up to you and 
recognize the fact that you've 
contributed to something worthwhile. 
Laugh, but it's the truth."

He gets 
all those subconscious 
desires out on the table 
where we can talk about 
them He supplies motive 
where we didn't think there 
was one. That's something 
that is important when you're 
analyzing a literary work. It 
makes the job of 
understanding something 
much easier. Or, if you don't 
accept Freud's explanation, 
at least it shows you different 
ways to think about issues in 
a work. 

But works of literature 
aren't written in a vacuum.

paper, how hard could it be 
to analyze you? 

The answer is. not hard at 
all. Advertisers play off of 
your subconscious all the 
time. Commercials are 
subconscious attempts to 
make us do something. 

One of my favorites is a 
commercial for All- 
Temperature Cheer: A 
short man in a tuxedo walks 
onto an all black and white 
set, carrying a handkerchief 
stained with lipstick. He puts 
the hanky into a drink shaker 
with ice and All-Temperature 
Cheer and shakes, as tango 
music plays in the 
background. He shakes. He 
then pulls out the 
miraculously clean 

handkerchief and tangos off 
the screen, clamping a red 



rose in his teeth. 

Sure, this ad is an 
interesting diversion, full of 
subtle humor. But ask 
yourself, what made you sit 
through it the hundred times 
you've undoubtedly seen it. 
Was it sheer unwillingness to 
put forth the effort to move? 
Or was it something more — 
some subconscious grip that 
the commercial holds on 
you? 

If you guessed the former, 
let me educate you on the 
dirty feelings that you are 
repressing. This unattractive 
little man is dancing in a 
tuxedo. He is a picture of a 
better lifestyle — a rich 
lifestyle — that you want. 
Your awareness of this 
comes only from television. 
He is part of a fantasy world 
that you want to be a part of. 
Everything is black and 
white. Everything, that is, 
except for the violent 
crimson of the lipstick on the 
handkerchief. It glares at you 
like the stain of sex. But with 
All-Temperature Cheer, he 
cools off his passion in the 
icy wash and cleanses 
himself of his sin. After he 
has done so, he returns to his 
passion, biting the red rose of 
his libido. 

In this fantasy world, the 
results of his actions 
don't matter — he is 
above any reproach — 
because any ill effects will 
be washed away. You want to 
be a part of that world, and 
you sit there, wistfully 
watching him. calling, 
"Come back, Shane, come 
back," as he tangos stage 
left. 

But do you think of this 
when you watch the 
commercial? No! It's all in 
your subconscious. 

Fortunately for you, the 
laugh is on the advertisers. 
Being subconsciously 

trapped by the television 
doesn't make someone go out 
to buy All-Temperature 
Cheer. (Have you ever woken 
up in a motel room in 
Virginia not knowing how 
you got there, holding a box 
of Cheer?) 

However, the power to 
make millions of people into 
mindless idiots for 30 
seconds seems like it would 
appeal to one entity — the 
government. The very 
possibility that some 
government agency and 
Madison Avenue could make 
the entire American voting 
public apathetic to anything 
that policymakers do terrifies 
me. Oh my God, it's 
happening! 



Could Americans really 
be that simple 
underneath their 
conscious minds? The 
psychologists don't think so. 
but we in English know 
better. And if it weren't 
really that way, no one would 
laugh at all those stupid 
phallic jokes, would they? As 
for me. I think I'll spend a 
semester doing independent 
research on the symbolism in 
seven-second sound bites. 
There's got to be something 
there.

Free tutoring is available in Leasure 
Hall in a wide variety of courses for all 
K-State students. 

Cassandra Nicholson, graduate stu- 
dent in student counseling and person- 
nel services and supervisor of the tutor- 
ing center in Leasure 20I, said the stu- 
dents who receive tutoring at the center 
are both traditional and non-traditional. 

"The program exists for every stu- 
dent at K- Stale — we are not limited to 
any particular student," she said. 

Nicholson said the tutoring center is 
a student- funded facility sponsored by 
the Academic Assistance Center. The 
money comes from the Equal 
Opportunity Fund, which is part of the 
tuition fees paid by students, she said. 

She said some of the courses offered 
this semester include mathematics, 
physics, chemistry, statistics, eco- 
nomics, accounting and English 

"Physics, mathematics and chemistry 
are the areas with the highest demand." 
■■he said. 

Nicholson said each department as 
well as all academic advisers know 
about the tutoring program. 

"The tutoring center existed for a 
long time." she said. 

Sarah Caldwell, junior in English, 
said she is tutoring for the second 
semester and finds it a rewarding expe- 
rience. 



"It's very rewarding. I get to watch 
students who have trouble begin to do 
well." she said. 

Caldwell said her job is to help stu- 
dents organize their thoughts and ideas 
and to edit their work, not necessarily 
teaching. 

"The tutor is not teaching — he is 
only assisting in the learning of the 
material," Nicholson said. 

She said the center starts with 20 to 
30 tutors for the semester and increases 
as the demand dictates to as many as 40. 

Funds are available to all the tutors 
as needed, Nicholson said. 

"We don't turn students away — we 
try to find a tutor for them," she said. 

She said recruiting of tutors is done 
through advertising or by direct contact 
with department heads. 

Tutors are both graduates and under- 
graduates, and are selected on the basis 
of an overall GPA of 3,0, an A or B in 
the subject to be tutored and good com- 
munication skills. Nicholson said. 

She said good communication skills 
are important at the center because they 
enhance effective interaction between 
tutors and students. 

Nicholson said the program has been 
progressing because there is an increase 
in the turnout, and the program is being 
referred to other students by their 
friends. 

She said it is important for the pro- 
gram to be progressing in order to 
remain funded. 

Brady Yust, freshman in construction 
science, said he found the program help- 



ful with his trigonometry course. 

"It helps me with the problems I 
can't understand," he said. 

Yust said he told some nf his friends 
about the center in case they needed 
help. 

"You've got to get help before you 
flunk out." he said. 

Nicholson said each tutor has a group 
of five students who are allowed to meet 
three sessions per week for 50 minutes 
per session. 

She said applications are available 
the first day of fee payment. Processing 
takes three to five days, and tutors are 
assigned after the first day of classes. 

"We match the free time of the stu- 
dent with the free time of the tutor to 
avoid conflict," she said. 

Nicholson said the center is used by 
students who are doing well, and want 
to continue doing well, and also those 
who are having trouble

BOSTON — The chairman of 
the House science committee has 
written to 50 universities 
demanding they justify research 
projects funded by last-minute 
provisions tucked into legislation 
without congressional debate. 

The largest of the grants was 
$42 million for a climate-change 
research center at Saginaw Valley 
Slate University in Michigan, a 
small teaching school with 6,500 
students and no research program 

The center, which has space on 
the Saginaw Valley State campus 
but isn't run by the school, is in 
the congressional district of 
former Rep. Robert Traxler, a 
Democrat who was head or i 
congressional appropriations 
subcommittee until he left 
Congress in Januarv 

Despite its size, the grant *.^ 
not formally authorized by 
Congress. There were no hearings 
to consider its merit. 

"It was nursed from lis 
inception by Mr. Trailer," House 
Science Committee Chairman 
George E. Brown, D-Calif . said 
Saturday. "It comes out of the 
NASA budget, but nobody at 
NASA knows about it." 

Traxler had tried to delete

funding for NASA's space station, 
so the agency did not object when 
the appropriation was tucked into 
its budget. Brown said. 

Traxler did not immediately 
return a telephone message left at 
his Bay City. Mich, home 
Saturday. 

But Gary Bachula, a vtce 
president of the consortium that 
runs the climate-change research 
center, said the grant was 
perfectly appropriate and legal. 

He said the money will be used 
to build new headquarters off the 
Saginaw Valley campus for the 
Consortium for International 
f-arth Science Information 
Network. Members of the 
consortium include Saginaw 
Valley, Michigan and Maryland 
universities. University of Califor- 
nia at Santa Barbara and others. 

Brown said such universits 
research grants cost the nation 
S707 million last sear.

Defense allows 

Big 8's worst shooters

Defensive intensity has been the 
glue that has held K-State together 
this season. 

More than halfway through Big 
Eight play, the Wildcats stand in 
second place, a testament to their 
tenacious scoring defense that has 
allowed opponents an average of only 
65.4 points a game — the conference 
low. 

But when that defensive pressure 
disappeared Saturday afternoon 
against the Nebraska Cornhuskers — 
the conference's worst-shooting team 
coming into the game — K-State fell 
apart. 

"We just weren't aggressive on 
defense," guard Anthony Beane said. 
"They were throwing the ball 
wherever they wanted to. Usually that 
isn't something other teams do to us. 

"Usually we're out-defending 
them, making them turn it over and 
catch it where they don't want to — 
where they're not a threat to score." 

Not Saturday. 

Nebraska hit 52 percent of its field 
goat attempts, marking only the fifth 
time this season the Huskers have 
shot 50 percent from the field. 

In Big Eight play, the Huskers 
came into the game hitting 42.9 
percent of their field goal attempts — 
the league low — but managed to 
scorch the Cat defense for six lay-ins 
and two dunks in their 21 -point win. 

'That was as well as we've played this year, 
in every aspect of the game," Nebraska coach 
Danny Nee said, "Passing the ball, free-throw 
shooting, handling K- Stale's pressure — it was 
a real quality win, 

"We executed and passed the ball extremely 
well, but I think fatigue was also a factor." 

K- State's game against Nebraska was the 
team's third in six days. Each game has seen the 
opponents' turnover numbers drop, while the 
Cats have been forcing fewer turnovers of their 
own. 

Nebraska had only six turnovers. 1 3 less than 
the K-State defense has been forcing opponents 
into. The Cats also collected only three steals, 
one more than their previous season-low. 

Assistant coach Pete Herrmann said that 
while K-State' s 26.8-percent shooting from the 
field didn't help matters, it wasn't the main 
reason for the Cats" defensive troubles. 

"We didn't shoot the ball well." he said. 
"But if we give them open shots at point-blank 
range, that's because of their transition offense.

"We were caught five-on-threc, five-on-four. 
They were making the extra pass, and they 
executed what they like to do much better than 
we defended them." Herrmann said. 

The Huskers' 80-point win was the most an 
opponent has scored against the Wildcats since 
Nevada-Reno hit for 81 last December 
Nebraska also 
outrebounded the 
Cats 33-19 on the 
defensive boards. 

And the 21- 
point Big Eight 
road win was the 
Huskers' biggest 
since 1933. 

Forward Vin- 
cent Jackson, who 
has been the Cats' 
leading defensive 
player this season, 
said K-State's 
intensity is a big 
concern. 



"We're not doing the things we're normally 
doing." he said of K-State' s poor defensive 
execution. 

"We need to get back to the things we do 
best, and that's defending aggressively. We did 
in certain spots, but we didn't do it for ihe 
whole game."

After all. bis team had shot just 30 
percent from the field in the first half 
— a number that was bound to go up in 
the final 20 minutes. 

"I thought we were in OK shape 
because we shot the ball so poorly," he 
said. "I thought we would come out. 
somebody would get a little streak 
going and get a couple of jumpers 
down. 

"I thought we'd be able to get 
something going, but we just could not 
hit a shot," Altman said. 

Indeed, the Cats' shooting 
percentage actually went down in the 
final stanza, as K-State connected on 
just nine of 37 second-half shots, a 24 
percent clip. 

Perhaps K-State's worst offensive 
output of the season was best expressed 
when, with less than four minutes to 
play, Askia Jones and Vincent Jackson 
threw up back-to- back air halls. 

But me loss to Nebraska was just the 
latest in a string of sub-par shooting 
performances for the Wildcats. For the 
third time in as many games, K-State 



as shooting the basketball," Altman 
said. 

In Monday night's nationally 
televised loss at Missouri, K-State shot 
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a then-season-low 31.6 percent. 
Wednesday night, K-State escaped with 
a win over Iowa State, despite shooting 
39.7 percent. , 

Then the Cats hit rock bottom with 
Saturday's loss to Nebraska. 

In front of a packed house. K-State 
missed 21 of its 23 shots from beyond 
the three-point arc. And although Brian 
Henson highlighted the fury by missing 
all nine of his treys, be wasn't the only 
Wildcat shooting bricks- 
Jones was three for 13. Anthony 
Beane was two for 1 2. The list goes on 
— and has been since the Cats shot 48 
percent in beating Oklahoma Feb. 3. 
Since that time, Beane has made just 



eight of his 32 shots, a 25-percent clip. 
From three-point range, his is 2 for 15. 
And the Cats' leading scorer, Jackson, 
is 14 for 43. or 33 percent, from the 
field. 

In fact, the team is mired in a 32.6 
shooting slump for the last three games. 

"It's all in game preparation," Beane 
said. "You have to get yourself 
prepared for every game mentally. And 
that's something we all need to work 
on, both as a team and individually." 

Against Nebraska, Altman said, that 
didn't happen. 

"We did not prepare ourselves for 
this game well enough to play, either 
physically or mentally," he said. "And 
it showed " 

Henson is just 
three for 33 from 
three-point range in 
his last seven games 
— a dismal 9 
percent. 

"I've got to get 
over this," he said. 
"I think about it all 
the time. But when 
you think about it.

"It really bothers 
me. A major part of

"When you have an 
open shot the next game, you have to 
take it. You can't think, hey — I'm in a 
slump.

K-State's win over 
Iowa State snaps 
21 -game slump

The drought has ended for the 
Lady Cats. 

K-Stote ended its 21 -game, Big 
Eight losing streak Sunday 
afternoon as the Lady Cats beat 
Iowa State. 67-43, in the James H. 
Hilton Coliseum in Ames. 

But before the victory, the Lady 
Cats lost to Nebraska. 69-50. 
Friday night in the Bob Devaney 
Sports Center in Lincoln, Neb. 

The Lady Cats' last conference 
win came against the Cyclones on 
Jan. 25, 1 992, and this win was the 
team's first Big Eight road victory 
since getting by the Oklahoma 
Sooners on Jan. 14 of last year. 

K-State, 9-13 and 1-10 in the 
conference, ran away from Iowa 



State by shooting 50 percent from 
the field in the second half and 
holding the Cyclones to 27 
percent. 

Coach Susan Yow said she 
wanted her team to work harder in 
the second 20 minutes. 

"In the second half, we asked 
the team to pick up the tempo," 
Yow said. "That led to us shooting 
better in the second half. We felt 
we played into their tempo in the 
first half." 

Iowa State. 2-21 and 1-10 in 
the league, could not keep up with 
K-State after being tied, 20-20. at 
halftime. The Lady Cats went on a 
15-6 run in the first seven minutes 
of the second half to build its lead. 

Shanele Stires contributed to 
the K-State effort in the second 
half by scoring 13 of her 17 points 
in the game. Stires said she also 
felt the first-half play was on Iowa 
State's terms. 

"We were tight in the first half 



because the tempo didn't suit our 
style," she said. "Coach always 
tells us that defense would win 
ballgames for us. We got out of 
Iowa State's tempo with our 
defense." 

The K-State defense forced 23 
turnovers — the second-most by a 
Lady Cat opponent — and held the 
Cyclones to just 28 percent from 
the field, the lowest percentage by 
any K-State foe. 

Offensively, the 1 1 turnovers 
by the Lady Cats was the lowest 
total this year, and K-State had 
four players in double-figure 
scoring. Tying Stires in scoring 
was Kelly Moylan with 17 points, 
including three of seven from 3- 
point range. 

Andrea O'Neal had 14 points, 
and. Leah Honeycutt added 12 
points to go with her 14 rebounds. 
The double-double by Honeycutt 
was the 1 3th of her career, and her 
1 4 rebounds vaulted her into ninth 



place on the career rebound chart 
with 542 boards. 

Friday night, Nebraska's all- 
Amcrica candidate Karen Jennings 
scored 26 points to help the 
Huskers beat K-State. 

The No. 23 Huskers. 17-5 and 
7-3 in the Big Eight, look an 18-6 
lead in the first six minutes of the 
game, but Honeycutt got the Lady 
Cats to within five points, 28-33. 
at halftime by scoring 12 points in 
the first half. 

K-State couldn't score on the 
Nebraska defense. The Lady Cats 
put in 22 points on 33 percent 
field -goal shooting in the second 
half after hitting 40 percent in the 
first half 

Honeycutt finished with 14 
points for the Lady Cats, and 
Stires collected her seventh 
double-double of the season with a 
13-point, 1 1 -rebound performance. 
Lynn Holzman came off the bench 
for a season-high eight points. 



K-State high jumpers continue to break own records

K-State freshman ltai Margalit 
kept his streak alive this weekend 
by again breaking the K-Slate 
indoor high jump record. 

Margalit jumped 7 feet, 5 inches 
at the Husker Invitational in 
Lincoln, Neb He has now set and 
reset the record for the fourth 
consecutive weekend. 

"Itai is jumping exceptionally 
well right now. He even had a 
couple of very close attempts at 
7 '6". I don't know of anyone who 
is jumping as high as he is 
consistently." K-State interim coach 
Cliff Rovelto said. 

"He's getting to the point, 
though, that he won't be able to 
improve this much week after 
week." he said. "There aren't many 
people in the world who jump at 



tliose heights on a regular basis. It's 
realty on another level." 

Margalit said he was pleased 
with his performance — which lied 
a meet record — but hopes to keep 
improving. 

"Actually, it feels great," he said 
"As an athlete, I work to get better 
results, and I'm doing that right 
now. In the second attempt, I 
almost cleared 7 '6". I feel like I can 
do it." 

On his final attempt, Margalit 
twisted his ankle, but he said he 
expects to be fine for the Big Eight 
meet in two weeks. 

Margalit was not the only 
Wildcat to win events at one of the 
top indoor meets in the country. 

Gwen Went land won the 
women's high jump with an effort 
of 6'2-l/4". This ties a K-State 
record. Her jump also made her an 
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automatic qualifier for the NCAA 
indoor meet 

"Now that Gwen has cleared the 
bar at that height, I think she's 
capable of jumping even higher." 
Rovelto said. 

K-State's Randy Helling, 
Anthony Williams, Jared Storm and 
Francis O'Neill teamed up to win 
the 3,200- meter relay. Their time 
made them provisional qualifiers 
for the NCAA meet 

"Randy Helling running first and 
Francis O'Neill running anchor 
both ran exceptionally well," 
Rovelto said. "Then to come back 
in their individual races and 
perform well again is impressive." 

Helling won the 1.000-meter 
run, and O'Neill finished third in 
the mile. O'Neill's time made him a 
plot isional qualifier for the NCAA. 

K-State now returns home to 



play host to the KSU Open. On Feb. 
26-27, the team will travel to Ames, 
Iowa for the Big Eight indoor meet. 
Rovelto said he is looking for big 
things 

"There are onl> a couple of 
teams which have a legitimate 
chance of winning the conference 
championship. 1 think both of our 
teams are in that situation."

Many state legislators are pondering 
social arithmetic in the latest round of 
legislative assaults on un old menace, 
the drunken driver. 

Bills introduced this year in 31 
states reflect a push for more deterrents 
and stricter punishment for intoxicated 
drivers. 

The most common proposal is tow- 
ering the intoxication level from O.tO 
percent blood-alcohol to 0.08 percent 
— about a one-drink difference. 
Another popular proposal is tighter 
penalties on young drunken driven. 

"It's reached a point where most of 
the states have sanctions they consider 
reasonable and effective," said Jeanne 
Mejeur, a policy analyst at the National 
Conference of State Legislatures in 
Denver. 

'They're saying 'We've done what 
we can without impinging on people's 
rights. Now what can we do to get the 
problem drinker off the road?'" she 
said. 

State criminal code books are filled 
with fairly new anti-drunken driving 
laws, enacted at a clip of about 150 a 
year between 1982 and 1990. 

The years of new legislation, com- 
bined with education programs, have 
changed attitudes and driving behavior 
to help cut the carnage blamed on alco- 
hol. 



In 1982, alcohol accounted for 57.2 
percent of the 43,945 traffic fatalities. 
Last year, drinking played a pan in 46 
percent of the 39,500 road deaths, 
according to National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration estimates. 

Washington state Sen. Adam Smith 
has proposed a bill to let drivers who 
drink know that drunken driving 
doesn't merit any second chances. 

"We want to tell them: If you get 
arrested you'll lose your license. If 
you're convicted, you'll lose your 
license plates,*" he said. ""And if 
you're convicted again, you'll lose your 
car.*" 

The 0.10 blood-alcohol standard for 
legal intoxication in 45 stales, translates 
into five drinks within an hour on an 
empty stomach for a 160- pound man. 

More than a dozen states may lower 
the legal definition of drunkenness — 
Pennsylvania from 0.10 blood-alcohol 
to 0.07 and 1 3 others from 0. 1 to 0.08. 
Among the five states already set at 
0.08 is Oregon, where a bill proposes 
lowering it to 0.04. 

Although body size, metabolism and 
alcohol tolerance make it misleading to 
say how many drinks produce a 0.08 
blood-alcohol level, research shows 
that level impairs anyone's judgment 
and reflexes, said Jim Fell, a science 
adviser at the federal highway safety 
agency in Washington 

Taking another tack, bills in six 
states target drinking drivers under 21. 
threatening year-long license suspen- 
sion and community service if their 
blood-alcohol is 002 — which results 
from about one drink — or, in Indiana. 



0.01. 

Ignition interlock devices, which 
keep a car from starting if drivers have 
alcohol on their breath, are proposed as 
part of punishment plans in seven 
states 

The drunken driver's debt to society 
would be added up in real dollars under 
bills in Arizona, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania that would charge drunk- 
en drivers for the cost of police and 
medical rescuers. 

So, who would argue with curbing 
drunken drivers? 

Some believe enough already has 
been done to combat highway intoxica- 
tion. South Dakota already heard a few 
complaints this session — a bill to 
require drunken drivers to perform 
community service died under the 
weight of complaints it would burden 
the bureaucracy. 

And a bill to lower the blood-alco- 
hol limit to 0.08 was thrown out for 
being unfair to responsible drinkers. 

"You're not catching the seriously 
impaired, stumbling, falling-down 
drunk driver." said Curl Mortenson. 
lobbyist for the American Civil 
Liberties Union. "You come after peo- 
ple who are honestly trying to obey the 
law ■." 

Mothers Against Drunk Driving, 
which led the grassroots war that 
inspired the first round of new legisla- 
tion, isn't satisfied. 

'This is the most solvable crime," 
said Milo Kirk, national president of 
Irving, Texas-based MADD. 
"Legislators can't become compla- 
cent." 



Meeting 
expected to be 

cordial, polite

KANSAS CITY, Mo. — The 
announcement of a national peace 
conference for sireet gangs has 
drawn inquiries from several gangs 
that want to be included, an orga- 
nizer said Sunday. 

Meanwhile, plans for the summit 
were "on target for what we're try- 
ing to achieve," Carl Upchurch, the 
summit's chief organizer, said, after 
a weekend planning session in 
Kansas City. Upchurch is director 
of the Council for Urban Peace and 
Justice in Granville, Ohio. 

Gang leaders from Boston. 
Chicago, Los Angeles and 
Minneapolis met earlier this month 
in Washington, D.C., to pledge 
peace and to announce the national 
gathering for April 30-May 2 in 
Kansas City . 

News of the summit was greeted 
with skepticism by police, who said 
they doubted organizers could over- 
come the hatred that exists between 
many of the gangs

Organizers have been meeting 
with gang leaders from several 
cities who wanted to talk about 
joining the summit, Upchurch said 
Representatives from other gangs 
are welcome, he said, "if they want 
to come to the table, absolutely." 

He did not specify which other 
gangs were interested in attending 
the conference. He also did not say 
which groups took part in the week- 
end planning session. 

The criminal records of the 
gangs represented at the 
Washington press conference — 
Crips, Bloods, Different Nation. 
Vice Lords and Disciples of Soul 
— were enough to make Kansas 
City police and city officials wary 
of the conference. 

But Upchurch said organizers 
will address any safety concerns at 
an open forum for citizens when the 
conference opens. 

Upchurch said planners speni 
Friday and Saturday outlining con- 
ference events and suggesting 
potential speakers on the issue of 
economic discrimination. 

The atmosphere was "nice, cor- 
dial, polite," with no friction 
between members of different 
gangs, he said. 
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Clinton administration proposes energy tax 



Legislature to view 
mental health, gaming

Opponents say tax would affect 
middle-class, businesses hardest

WASHINGTON — President 
Clinton appeared Sunday to be 
moving toward a broad energy tax 
based on how much heat a 
particular fuel produces, a levy that 
will increase the cost of electricity, 
heating oil and gasoline. 

The tax would be calculated 
according to how much heat is 
produced by a particular type of 
fuel. It would have the biggest 
effect on the cost of coal, heating 
oil and natural gas. 

Virtually all Americans would 
be affected in some way by 
additional costs. 

Some Republican lawmakers 
called the proposal an across-the- 
board tax on middle-class 
Americans and of businesses trying 
to emerge from the recession. They 
predicted it would not easily be 
accepted by Congress. 

A direct gasoline lax has been 



ruled out in favor of a much broader 
and less visible tax on all energy 
sources in order to spread the effect, 
said an administration official, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

It was unclear how much of a tax 
levy is being envisioned or whether 
some specific environmentally 
friendly fuels — such as solar or 
wind power — might be exempted 
or given compensating tax credits, 
as environmentalists have urged. 

Analysts have estimated that a 
12-cent lax per million British 
thermal units tBtut. across the 
board could generate about $10 
billion in tax revenue. A Btu is a 
measure of the amount of energy 
needed to raise the temperature of 
one pound of water by 1 degree 
Fahrenheit. 

Such a tax would fall most 
heavily on coal as well as natural 
gas and to a lesser extent oil, 
nuclear and hydroelectric power, 
according to Adam Sieminski. an 



energy analyst for NatWest 
Securities Corp. 

The energy lax proposal will be 
announced this week as part of 
Clinton's overall economic 
package Clinton was expected 
immediately to launch a national 
effort to sell the package, including 
the new energy taxes. 

House Speaker Tom Foley, D- 
Wash., said while he personally 
favors a direct gasoline tax, he is 
optimistic that a broad -based tax 
pegged to energy content, or Btu, 
could win congressional approval. 

But while the "Btu lax" does not 
have the same kinds of regional 
opposition as a direct gasoline tax 
or a fee on oil imports, it has a w ide 
range of detractors, including both 
business leaders and 

environmentalists. 

Because such a tax would have 
more of an effect on the price of 
coal and natural gas, compared to 
oil, critics fear it could heighten the 
country's dependence on foreign 
oil. 

Environmentalists have been 



cool toward a Btu tax because it 
would cover renewable energv 
sources such as wind power and 
perhaps inhibit their development. 

They favor a so-called "carbon 
tax" that would be an excise tax of 
fossil fuels based on carbon 
content. 

Various business groups, 
including the electric power 
industry, which relies heavily on 
coal and nuclear, said any broad- 
based energy lax would slow 
economic growth and cost jobs. 

Some consumer groups also 
have raised concern about an 
energy lax, saying it could have the 
most severe consequences on the 
poor. 

"Low-income families shouldn't 
have to pay higher taxes to deal 
with a deftcit problem that they 
didn'i create in Ihe first place," said 
Robert Mclntyre, director of the 
Washington-based Citizens for Tax 
Justice. 



TOPEKA — The Legislature 
this week will address two of the 
most pressing issues lawmakers 
face this year closing one of three 
menial health hospitals in the state 
and Indian gambling 

Sen. Lana Oleen. R-Manhattan, 
said the Senate Federal and Stale 
Affairs Committee and the Senate 
Judiciary Committee will ha\e joint 
hearings Tuesday and Wednesday 
on a bill on Indian gaming com- 
pacts. 

Oleen, chairwoman of the 
Federal and State Affairs 
Committee, said the bill could be 
sent to the Senate floor for debate 
as early as Thursday 

The Indian gambling debate will 
occur in the shadow of a lawsuit 
filed by two tribes — the Kickapoo 
and the Prairie Band Potawatomi — 
against the slate for an alleged fail 
ure to negotiate gaming compacts 
in good faith 

The bill would creaie an 1 1 -per- 
son committee to approve compacts 
negotiated by three of its members. 
The committee would consist of 



Five House and five Senate mem 
bers and one person appointed b> 
ihe governor 

Under federal law. any state that 
regulates some forms of gambling, 
such as parimutuel racing, must 
negotiate a compact with Indian 
tnbes so they can build casinos on 
reserv a lion land. 

A House Appropriations sub- 
committee will have public hear- 
ings on a proposal to close one of 
the three slate hospitals for mental 
retardation. The hospitals are the 
Winfield State Hospital and 
Training Center, the Parsons State 
Hospital and Training Center, and 
the Kansas Neurological Institute in 
Topeka. 

The subcommittee, which look a 
tour of the three hospitals last week, 
will hear testimony Thursday from 
Parsons residents and Friday from 
Winfield residents. 

Rep. Jim Lowther, R-Emporia, 
chairman of the subcommittee, said 
it may visit more programs. 

Lawmakers have heard from 
hundreds of mentally retarded 
patients who are waiting for space 
to open up in community programs.

That's roughly what taxpayers 
spent on the superconducting 
supercollider, one of the nation's 
costliest and most debated science 
projects. 

The difference is the $707 
million in university grants was 
awarded in secret, without debate, 
by legislators currying favor with 
constituents, congressional sources 
said. 

Last September, the 
Congressional Research Service 
reported that such grants have cost 
taxpayers $2.5 billion since 1980. 
The practice is growing. Nearly half 
of the $2.5 billion was distributed in 
1991 and 1992. according to the 
report. 

Among the 50 appropriations 
being investigated by Brown are 
multimillion-dollar grants to 
Columbia University, Tufts, the 
University of Michigan, Hahne- 
mann University in Philadelphia 
and other academic institutions. 

The hidden appropriations were 



arranged by congressmen and 
senators on appropriations 
committees. They are in a position 
to alter bills at the last minute to 
bring federal dollars into their states 
or districts without formal debate 
by Congress, Brown said. 

These legislators are referred to 
in Washington as "the cardinals," 
because they act together in secret, 
just as Roman Catholic cardinals do 
in electing the pope. 

Legislators not on the 
appropriations committees do not 
have the same opportunity to dole 
money out to constituents, Brown 
said. 

"Many of these projects are 
meritorious," Brown said at a 
meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science. "I am not convinced, 
however, that this is a legitimate 
way of financing these projects." 

"Congressional pork-barreling 
threatens many of the science and 
technology initiatives of the new 
administration," Brown said. 



"Money that is diverted by 
Congress. comes out of the hide 
of other programs — publicly 
debated, peer-reviewed, carefully 
scrutinized programs." 

One congressional aide who 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
wanted to be sure the legislator she 
worked for was credited for 
arranging one such project. 

"We're proud of our pork," the 

aide said. 

The 50 projects Brown is 
investigating are costing the 
country $225 million in the current 
fiscal year. Brown said. These 
grants cannot be rescinded, but 
Brown is investigating them to 
determine whether to continue 
funding them next year

Oregon bill calls for everyone to own gun

SALEM, Ore. — State Rep. Liz 
Van Leeuw« says one way to fight 
crime in Oregon is to make 
everyone armed and dangerous. 

The veteran legislator is 
sponsoring a bill requiring each 
home to have at least one firearm 
and ammunition on hand. No one 
would be penalized for failing to 
have a gun, but Van Leeuwen said 
outlaws would get the message 
anyway. 

"Criminals have learned now 
that crime does pay. They're long 
gone when the police get there," she 
says. "They're not as likely to do it 
if there's a threat of deadly force." 

Van Leeuwen, 67, introduced (he 



bill Jan. 29 at the urging of a gun 
dealer. Patterned after a city 
ordinance passed 12 years ago in 
Kennesaw. Ga.. it requires gun 
safety training and exempts those 
who oppose gun possession. 

As word of the state bill sprcjd, 
talk shows from around the country 
came calling. Van Leeuwen, a 
Republican who has served in the 
Legislature since I9HI. said she's 
astonished at the contro\ersy it has 
generated 

The national media "seem 
surprised that regular folks can 
come up with new ideas." she said 
in her weekly newsletter. She 
concedes it isn't likely to pass but 
said it is worth public debute. 

Although Van leeuwen admits 



there's a remote chance increasing 
the number of guns in homes could 
lead to more domestic violence, Jim 
Ricke, the gun store owner who 
requested it, insists it would not. 

Those making that claim "are 
people who don't know which end 
Of a gun to hold onto," he said. 

The city gun ordinance passed in 
Kennesaw. Ga ., in 1981. Burglaries 
initially dropped by 65 percent, to 
19 in 1982. but then began climbing 
and totaled 74 in 1990. 

Van Leeuwen doesn't carry a 
gun but keeps some at home on the 
family grass seed farm near Halsey, 
an agricultural town about 100 
miles south of Portland, where 
armed neighbors have scared off 
would-be thieves. 



Statistics can mislead 
graduates in job search

as those offered at the Career 
Planning Placement Center were 
applauded in "U.S. News & World 
Report 1993 Career Guide." which 
also suggested college graduates 
take some initiative while seeking 
out small firms in order to reap pos- 
itive resume results. 

"Once every two weeks we send 
out information on government jobs 
and information on companies 
through our job pamphlets," 
Downing said. "We also offer inter- 
views on campus with companies. 
You sign up for an interview, and 
the companies choose who to inter- 
view." 

It's these on-campus interview- 
ing and recruitment procedures that 
have dropped 1 1.3 percent in visit- 
ing practices, according to a survey 
of 316 companies by the College 



Placement Council. The same sur- 
vey showed an increase in the cuts 
of recruitment costs. 

Using one's own initiative is the 
underlying factor in the job search. 

"We assist you in helping you 
build for graduate material," 
Downing said. "But you are the one 
who ultimately has to place your- 
self."

Kansans were buffeted by a pair of 
wintry assaults Monday, as one storm 
dumped about a foot of snow and an 
arctic blast thai followed piled snow 
into drifts and sent temperatures 
bionnutting. 

Blizzard-like conditions with winds 
gu sting to 35 mph caused widespread 
drifting in northeast Kansas. Visibility 
was less than 100 feet at limes. 

By 2:30 p.m., the Kansas Highway 
PatroJ closed Interstate 70 from Colby 
west to the Colorado border. Troopers 
spent the day responding to numerous 
accidents and reports of cars that had 
slid off roads. 

"The patrol has been out there 
continuously since 7:30 this morning. 
They're not getting any breaks," said 
Donita Eltegood, a dispatcher for the 
Gove County Sheriffs Department, 
which was asked to help direct traffic. 

"People aren't slowing down around 
accidents" 

Manhattan had its share of snow- 
related accidents as well. 

Riley County Police Department 
dispatcher Barbara Stewart said there 
were about 90 accidents by 7:30 p.m. 

While officers would usualty 
respond immediately to an accident, 
during the snow storm, some accidents 



took precedent over others. 

"We are treating them according to 
how severe they are," Stewart said. 

If it was an injury accident or an 
accident involving at least S500 in 
damages s officers were responding to 
them, she said. 

Those involved in mi- 
were told to exchange insurance 
information and report the accident 
within the next 48 hours. 

An officer with the Kansas Highway 
Patrol in Topeka said there was an 
increase in number of accidents on 1-70 
also. He said very few of them, 
however, were injury-related. 

The officer said he received a large 
number of callers asking about the 
weather, but he couldn't give them 
weather information. 

"We give road reports, but they 
usually ask about the weather 
conditions," he said. "We refer them to 
the weather bureau." 

The road conditions on state 
highways were continuously being 
worked on as nine Kansas Department 
of Transportation trucks sanded and 
salted the roads in the Manhattan and 
Wamego areas. 

An office assistant with the 
transportation department said crews 
had been out since 8 a.m. on Monday 
and would continue until the roads were 



cleared off. 

Drivers encountered snow drifts 3 
feet to 4 feet high around highway 
overpasses, officials said. Still, some 
motorists barreled ahead. 

"It's typical," said a patrol 
dispatcher in Emporia. "People just 
dnn't know how to drive on this stuff" 

The highway patrol reported no 
serious traffic injuries. Sheriff's 
departments around the state said 
ditches and highway medians were 
littered with vehicles that had skidded 
off the road 

The snow was wet and heavy as it 
fell, but became hard-packed and icy 
under the weight of vehicles. 

Forecasters said accumulations were 
expected to reach 8 inches to a foot in 
the southwest, 6-10 inches in the 
southeast and I inch to 3 inches in the 
northeast corner of the state. Light 
snow should continue in the northeast 
but should taper off elsewhere Tuesday. 

School districts in several western 
and south-central counties canceled 
classes in advance of the winter storm. 

The snowfall began in the western 
and southern counties before dawn and 
continued into the evening as the storm 
system crept northeastward at about 20 
mph.

Tunstall said she had no 
knowledge of the other two 
cases. 

The names of those who 
complained have not been 
revealed, even to the Jardine 
Mayor's Council, said Judy 
Brown, junior in political science 
and member of the Jardine 
mayor's council. 

The mayor's council is 
sponsoring a work session at 8 
p.m. Feb, 23 at the Thomas J. 
Frith Community Center at 



Jardine for residents to discuss 
their concerns on this or any 
other matter, Walters said. 

Work sessions are planned 
occasionally as part of the 
council meetings, Walters said. 
The mayor's council meets every 
oiher Tuesday. 

The meetings of the mayor's 
council on Feb. 16 and Feb. 23 
will be open to resident's general 
concerns, but Walters said 
specific concerns should be taken 
to Susanne Tunstall and the 
housing department 

"In some respects it (the work 
session) can be a healing 
process," he said. "It not only 



allows for the residents to talk, 
but it's also for the community 
after the stress it's endured these 
past two weeks." 

At this point there is no 
official plan to investigate the 
complaints any further, Walters 
said. 

"There is no need for a 
commission to pursue something 
that has never been suggested to 
exist," he said. 

At a meeting of t#e mayor's 
council Feb. 9, Wallers said a 
consensus was reached 
concerning how residents are 
assigned housing at Jardine. 

The official position of the 



mayor's council states. "We. in 
having met with the family 
housing coordinator and the 
director of housing, have 
determined (hat applicants for 
residence in Jardine Terrace have 
requested to be situated with like 
applicants of like groups 

"The willingness of the 
housing staff to accommodate 
these residents has led to the 
consolidation of like peoples. 
The housing staff has assured the 
council that it will be their goal 
to place residents on a strictly 
first come, first serve basis,

Clinton 
seeks tax 
support

WASHINGTON — President Clinton issued 
an economic "call to arms" Monday night, 
asking Americans in a televised address to 
accept a painful package of tax increases and 
spending cuts as the price for rebuilding the 
nation's economy. 

The president lambasted the 12 years of 
Republican economics and said the stakes are 
high as he readies his own program. 

"Change this fundamental will not be easy, 
nor will it be quick," he said. "But at stake is the 
control of our economic destiny. 

"More Americans must contribute today so 
that all Americans can do better tomorrow ." the 
president said in his first prime-time speech from 
the Oval Office. 

Clinton's economic program — to be 
unveiled in a speech to a joint meeting of 
Congress Wednesday night — will be a far cry 
from the middle-class tax cuts he advocated 
during his campaign. 

During his II -minute preview, Clinton said 
he had hoped to improve education, reform 
health care and create jobs "without asking more 
of you." However, he said. "I cannot — because 
the deficit has increased so much, beyond my 
earlier estimates, beyond even the worst 
estimates from last year." 

Promising to spread the pain among all, 
Clinton said 70 percent of the taxes he would 
propose "fall on the shoulders of those who 
make more than $100,000 a year." An 
administration official said Clinton meant seven 
out of 10 of the higher taxes would affect the 
wealthy — not that they would pay 7 percent of 
the additional burden. 

The payoff from his plan. Clinton promised, 
will be "millions of long-term, good-paying 
jobs, including a program to jump-start our 
economy with another 500,000 jobs in 1 993 and 
1994." 

Senate Republican Leader Bob Dole 
delivered a crisp response to Clinton's address, 
expressing skepticism that the administration 
was cutting spending far enough before asking 
for more taxes. 

"We've both heard lots of speeches about 
'sacrifice.' but we'll be working with you to 
make certain that sacrifice isn't just a 
presidential code word for more taxes, more 
spending and more mandates from Washington." 
Dole said. That's the kind of sacrifice that will 
break the back of middle -class America and lead 
us right into economic ruin." 

Clinton's plan envisions roughly S5O0 billion 
in tax increases and spending reductions on 
many popular programs over four years to cut 
the deficit Big corporations and wealthy 
Americans face significant boosts in their 
income tax rates. 

One part that will affect all Americans is a 
broad-based energy tax. based on the heat 
content of fuels, including electricity, coal, oil, 
natural gas and gasoline. Clinton has said the 
heat-content approach would be more 
progressive than a tax based strictly on sales. 

The Oval Office appearance was part of a 
public relations blitz to overcome resistance in 
Congress and among the public. GOP leaders 
were sharpening their opposition in advance 
Sen. Phil Gramm, R-Texas, said that "when 
Democrats say 'sacrifice.' they really mean 
'taxes.'" 

Warning that special interests will try to kill 
his plan, Clinton said, "Those who have profited 
from the status quo will oppose changes we 
make, every step of the way. They've already 
lined the corridors of power with high-priced 
lobbyists. They are the defenders of decline, but 
we are the architects of the future." 

Senate Majority Leader George Mitchell said 
he hoped people wouldn't rush to judgment on 
Clinton's program. 

"I emphasized that while it's not likely that 
any one of us will agree with every single point 
in his economic program, it has to be viewed as 
a whole." he told reporters at an AFL-CIO 
meeting in Florida. 

Clinton's speech amounted to a lecture on the 
nation's economic problems and a hint of the 
solutions he proposes to fix them. Using charts 
and graphs — much as Ross Perot did last year 
— Clinton blamed the woes on the policies of 
Ronald Reagan and George Bush. 

"My message to you is clear: the price of 
doing the same old thing is far higher than the 
price of change. That's why you sent me here — 
not to keep this seat warm, but to work for 
fundamental change." 

Over the past 12 years, Clinton said, "the 
federal deficit roared out of control." 

"Look at this," he said, referring (o one graph. 
"The big tax cuts for the wealthy, the growth in 
government spending and soaring health care 
costs — all caused the federal deficit to explode

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Lafene installs 
computer system 



CoUegiin 

Lafene Health Center is prepar- 
ing for the 2 1 si century. 

After three years of planning, the 
first pieces of a new computer sys- 
tem for Lafene have been installed. 
It is expected to take another six to 
eight months before the entire sys- 
tem is installed and all the bugs arc 
worked out. Lannie Zweimiller, 
director of Lafene, said. 

The new system is designed to 
end the traditional paper chase and 
help Lafene run more efficiently. 

"It is designed to be more effi- 
cient, to cut down on time and cut 
down on the volume of paper pro- 
duced," Zweimiller said. 

The old manual system was not 
able to keep up with more than 300 
daily visitors and increasing regula- 
tions. 

Eventually, the physicians will 
have computer terminals in their 
offices. They will be able to order 
items such as lab tests electronical- 
ly. When the test is completed, the 
results will be sent back via com- 
puters. Accounts receivable and 
statistics will be updated in the pro- 
cess. 

The electronic process replaces 
the former method of written 
requests for lab work. This elimi- 
nates the need to have papers 
traversing from floor to floor that 
could pose confidentiality prob- 
lems. Several levels of clearance 
and security block -outs help secure 
confidentiality with the new com- 
puter system, Zweimiller said. 



Most of the changes will be 
internal. 

"Students may never see the 
changes. What they may see is 
quicker check in and quicker phar- 
macy services," he said. 

Card readers have been installed 
at the main registration desk and the 
pharmacy. These readers utilize the 
magnetic strips on the back of stu- 
dent identification cards to check 
on student status. All students who 
have paid fees are listed in the com- 
puter. 

The new computer system was 
funded through reserves budgeted 
from the fiscal 1993 year, 
Zweimiller said. 

To cut down on costs. University 
Counseling Services helped pur- 
chase the system. 

"They will be using the same 
main computer. There will be a lot 
of sharing of hardware and soft- 
ware," Zweimiller said. 

The system will be shared, but 
there will be two separate files, he 
said. 

Like Lafene, Counseling 
Services is still in the process of 
implementing all of the applica- 
tions. Right now, the office is capa- 
ble of scheduling appointments, 
sending electronic messages, word 
processing and accounting. 

"We still have other goals 
including record keeping and elec- 
tronic access to all information sys- 
tems," Fred Newton, director of 
counseling services, said. 

"We are not there yet, and there 
will be a few bugs to work out."

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K-State, KU 
competition 
draws blood 

Years-long showdown benefits 
drive; Wildcats have current record

K-Stale and the University of 
Kansas will be squaring off again. 

The universities will be 
competing to save lives in the Red 
Cross blood drive. 

"The Red Cross visits both K- 
State and KU campuses every 
spring and fall semester, and the 
two schools have competed in the 
past to -ee which could collect the 
most volunteer blood donations," 
Jeff Sneed. Red Cross regional 
representative, said. 

The intrastate competition has 
been going on informally for years, 
said Kalen Larson, director of 
communication for the Central 
Plains Region of America Red 
Cross Blood Service. 

K-State holds the regional record 
for the most units collected at one 
drive. The record was reached 
during the October I983 visit in 
which K-State students donated 
1, 747 units of blood 

The goal of the K State blood 
drive is 1. 000 units of btood as it 
has been in past drives Kt' has had 
lower goals in the past, possibly 
because their drive has lasted only 
three days. This semester's drive 
for KU is scheduled for four days, 
and the goal also has been set at 
1.000 units of blood 

"In the past few years, donations 
from both universities have dropped 
off." Larson said. 

This competition is an effort to 
get university students to realize the 
need for blood, she said. 

Larson uses examples to get 
students to understand how vital 
donating blood is. 

"What if your little brother gets 
in an accident at home tonight? He 
may be many miles away, and he 
needs blood. It is important for the 
blood to be on the shelf, in the 
hospital where he is," she said. 

People need to understand that 
blood must be donated now so it 
can be tested and processed in 



advance of an emergency, Larson 
said. 

Nationwide statistics show 57 
percent of the population is 
qualified to donate btood, Larson 
said. The statistics also show less 
than 6 percent donate. 

Andrea Forbes, sophomore in 
biology, is part of that 6 percent. 

"I give every lime they come to 
the Union," she said. 

Forbes has been giving blood 
since she was a senior in high 
school. She donates blood because 
she might need blood someday, she 
said 

Another student, Kara 
Flinchbaugh, senior in interior 
design, also said she feels it is 
important to donate blood.

Flinchbaugh' s husband, David, 
died in April 1991 from an aialO- 
immune disease. While he »;n in 
the hospital. Flinchbaugh tvas 
receiving at least one-to-two putts 
of blood a day. 

It is rare for young people in 
college to have experienced ttu 
necessity for blood donation, she 
said If he had not hav^ had access 
to a blood bank, he probably would 
have died within the first week of 
being hospitalized. 

"Unless you've experienced 
first-hand someone who needs 
blood, you really don't realize how 
important it is." Flinchbaugh said 

Donors must be at least 1 7 > 
old, weigh at least 1 10 pounds and 
be in general good health In 
addition, a donor must not have had 
hepatitis and can not be in the 
AIDS at-risk behavior group. 

The blood drive will be from 1U 
a.m. to 4 p.m. Feb. 16-19 on the 
third floor of the Union.

While laws legalizing or abolishing 
mercy killings are being debated 
in some countries, others are 
trying to find the elusive yet promising 
middle ground. 

In the Netherlands, the lower house of 
Parliament has passed legislation that makes 
physicians immune from prosecution if they 
follow strict guidelines in mercy killings. The 
upper house's approval and the crown seal 
are expected to follow soon. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Jack Kevorkian, a 
retired pathologist turned mercy killer, has 
announced he will defy a Michigan law that 
makes assisting a suicide a felony. 

Kevorkian did his 13th assisted suicide 
Monday for a man who had been disabled 
with emphysema and congestive heart 
disease for more than 10 years. 



The right to die has been argued for 
some time. Some say such laws as the Dutch 
proposal can be considered a way of 
legalizing murder if you follow strict 
guidelines. Others maintain euthanasia is 
more humane than watching a loved one die 
a drawn-out, excruciating death. 

Americans need to be careful and 
watchful of legislatures confronting the issue, 
but it is becoming clear that a possible 
answer lies somewhere between the two 
extremes. 

Euthanasia can mean painless, peaceful 
death. Consider the family's response to a 
relative's decision to die after the fact. 
Consider the physician who believes they are 
doing the right thing. Consider the person 
who doesn't want to face another day.

Morality is not relative to individuals

One out of four UCLA 
freshman males said they 
would commit rape if they 
knew they could get away with it, this 
according to a survey of 288 students 
conducted by a UCLA psychologist. 

A recent survey of 150 K-State 
students conducted by a public 
relations firm found that 67.4 percent 
of those surveyed cheat. 

These are two of many statistics 
that signify a gap in the ethical 
standards within our society. 

The problem with ethics or 
morality in America is that the notion 
of objective standards has been 
replaced with the subjective 
philosophy of moral relativism. This 
is the belief that moral standards are 
to be defined by each individual 
according to their preferences and 
that the standards of one person 
should not be used to judge the 
actions of another person. 

Universities play a key role in 
the promulgation of moral 
relativism. I would assume 
that anyone who has taken a class in 
the humanities or especially the social 
sciences has encountered this 



teaching, which often goes something 
like this. 

"Every culture has its own unique 
standard of morality. Therefore, we 
can't judge other people or cultures 
by our own culturally defined 
standard of morality. For example, 
family structures and sexual 
behaviors that seem weird to us are 
normal to another culture. There is no 
absolute truth. Truth and standards 
are relative to culture." 

Supporters of this teaching do 
offer cogent arguments for their 
position, yet their claims are based on 
a limited view of reality. 

Social scientists, and 

anthropologists in particular, like to 
stress the differences in cultural 
moralities. However, if you compare 
the moral teachings of every culture 
and civilization in history, you will be 
struck by the similarity of their 
standards. The differences would, for 
the most part, be negligible. 

For example, the Chinese, ancient 
Greeks and Cherokee developed their 
moralities independently of one 
another. Yet, they share many basic 
values such as a respect for, the 



elderly, an esteem for bravery, a 
disdain for thievery and an 
intolerance for murder 

C. S. Lewis suggested a totally 
different cultural morality, one 
consistent with relativistic teachings, 
calling for a country where people 
were honored for running away in 
battle or where a man felt good about 
about betraying his closest friends. 

He writes, "Selfishness has never 
been admired. Men have differed as 
to whether you should have one wife 
or four. But they have always agreed 
that you must not simply have any 
woman you liked." 

Subscribers of moral relativism 
like to wear the halo of 
"tolerance," since they believe 
individual morality should never be 
labeled as wrong. They believe such 
individual morality should be 
tolerated as an individual lifestyle 
choice. 

Today, "tolerance" is not the 
treating of people as equals because 
they are human beings and worthy of 
respect, rather it is the accepting of 
every personal moral option as viable. 
To disagree with this narrow 



position results in being labeled 
intolerant. In 10, 20 or 30 years, this 
thinking may very possibly lead our 
society to extend tolerance" toward 
pedophiliacs. After all, isn't a sexual 
orientation toward children just 
another individual lifestyle choice? 

Issues such as gay rights and 
abortion are supported by the 
framework of moral relativism. 
Several years ago. during a debate at 
my high school, I asked Dick 
Kurtenbach of the American Civrt 
Liberties Union to explain to me what 
a fetus was if it wasn't a person. He 
responded evasively and with 
relativistic flavor, "I'm not going to 
impose my values on you, and you're 
not going to impose your values on 
me." 

The problem with his response 
was that he was, and still is, imposing 
his values on me. For the past 20 
years, the pro-choice movement has 
imposed its values on society. Now. 
the gay-rights movement is seeking tu 
impose its values on many parts of 
society from the military to public 
education. 

Reality demonstrates that the 
question should not be, "Is it proper 



to impose your values on society?" 
but, "Whose values are going to be 
imposed on society 

The bottom line is that moral 
relativism is a subtle assault on 
traditional values and ethics grounded 
in the ludeo-Christian tradition. 
Contrary to the dogma of liberal 
academia, culture is not an 
omnipotent force driving, shaping 
jnd controlling every aspect of our 
lives. Culture is a force but not The 
Force. 

People throughout history have 
shared a common conscience 
and a common ethical standard 
derived from a common source that 
transcends culture. That common 
source is art objective, absolute 
standard of morality that, in pan, has 
been written into our consciences by 
our creator. The goal here is not to 
outline a legalistic ethical standard 
that everyone should live by, but to 
demonstrate the existence of an 
objective, absolute ethical standard 
that is not for us to write or define on 
an individual, relative level, but to 
discover. 
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Cats head to Boulder to face 0-8 Buffaloes

Tonight's contest against the Colorado 
Buffaloes at the Coors Events Center in 
Boulder, Colo., could be the biggest game 
of the season for the Wildcats. 

K-State. at one time 4-1 in the Big 
Eight — with a couple of road victories to 
boot — is now 15-5 overall and 5-3 in the 
conference. The Wildcats were in sole 
possession of second place less than two 
weeks ago. upsetting the likes of No. 16 
Oklahoma and getting ranked for the first 
time in five years. 

Things are different now. 

True, the Cats are still in sole 
possession of second place in the Big 
Eight. And yes, K-State is still off to its 
best start since the 1981-82 season. 

But K-State is also just a game-and-a- 
half away from being the seventh-place 
team in the Big Eight. The Cats are 
struggling offensively and defensively, 
shooting just 33 percent from the field in 
the last three games while allowing their 
opponents to shoot 5 1 percent. 



And this game is the first of a three- 
game swing that includes stops in both 
Lawrence and Norman, Okla. 

"This is a big stretch," Wildcat coach 
Dana Airman said. 

"It's a very tough stretch, a very 
demanding stretch. It'll be interesting to 
see how our team responds." 

Colorado, which has lost 13 of its last 
14 Big Eight games dating back to last 
season — and all eight this season — is 
hungry for a win. 

"If you hadn't slept for two weeks, 
wouldn't you want to sleep?" Buffalo 
coach Joe Harrington said. "Of course 
we're hungry for a win." 

And Harrington may have some added 
incentive to post a home victory. 

During the Buffaloes* 85-61 home loss 
to Oklahoma State on Feb. 3, he had to 
endure chants of "Joe must go" from the 
Colorado student section. Colorado is 
losing its conference games by an average 
of 1 8 points a contest. 

"Obviously, when you haven't won in 
two weeks, you want to win," Harrington 
said. 



Actually, the Buffaloes haven't posted 
a win since a Jan. 20, victory over the 
University of Missouri-Kansas City, 

In Manhattan, Colorado forced K-State 
into overtime before the Wildcats pulled 
out an 83-78 win. 

"They're really dangerous," Altman 
said. "This is a game that, because of our 
close game here, they're really going to 
concentrate on. 

"They're going to be playing awfully 
loose because they have nothing to lose. 
And we're struggling right now. So, I'm 
sure this is a game they think they could 
definitely get." 

For the Wildcats, tonight's game marks 
the fourth in nine days. 

But Altman is quick to dispel rumors 
that fatigue is playing a role in the Cats' 
struggles, particularly Saturday's loss to 
Nebraska. 

"I guess that would be a convenient 
excuse to use," he said, "But we had a day 
off Thursday and a light practice Friday. 
So, we should have been ready." 

A loss to Colorado would put a damper 
on the Cats" once-shiny NCAA 



tournament hopes. 

An 1 8- win season — which would all 
but assure a share in the festivities of 
March Madness — would be hard to come 
by with the remainder of the schedule. 
Following tonight's game, the Cats play at 
Kansas and then Oklahoma. 

K-State then returns home lo play a 
pair of home games to third-place 
Oklahoma State and Missouri — who 
pounded the 
Wildcats in 
Columbia 

The season is 
wrapped up at 
Iowa State, 
where the Cy- 
clones are the 
only Big Eight 
team with a 
spotless home 
record (12-0). 
Iowa State is 26- 
2 at home 
during the last 
two seasons. 

Despite the 



tough upcoming schedule — and the 
recent drought — the Wildcats said K- 
State belongs in the second-place slot of 
the conference. 

"WVre fighters." Anthony Beane said. 
"And there's still no doubt in our minds 
that we're still one of the top teams in the 
Big Eight."

In its 92 years of existence, the Wildcat 
baseball team has never been to the NCAA 
tournament. 

Cat coach Mike Clark said he has taken the 
first step in changing thai — a tough non- 
conference schedule 

With the likes of Arkansas, Wichita State. 
Minnesota and Arizona on K-State*s 1993 
agenda, the Cats are in a position to have one 
of the toughest schedules in the nation. 

Just like Clark said be wants it. 

"If you're going to be great, you have to 
play the great learns," he said "We may get 
our noses bloodied a couple of times, but if we 
funnel that in the right direction, by the time 
we gel to the Big Eight, we're going to be a 
pretty salty ball club." 

But isn't Clark worried thai his team — 28- 
28 last year and in fifth place of the Big Eight 
with an 8-16 record — could suffer some 
shattered confidence during the non- 
conference season? 

"Is playing a weak schedule and gelling all 
of these v. ins and noi being competitive in the 
Big Eight better than being tough and maybe 
going through some lough times and learning 
from it ?" Clark said. 

"If you win a 
ballgame and yet 
your team doesn't 
learn and get any 
better — that's not 
what it's all about. I 
want this team to be 
competitive." 

And being comp- 
etitive simply dur- 
ing the conference 
schedule may not be 
enough. 

"We finished 
second in the Big 
Eight three years 
ago and didn't even 
get a sniff from the 
NCAA," Clark said. 
"What's it going to 
take for us to go to 
a regional? It's 



going to take us knocking iff an Arizona, 
knocking off a Wichiia State a couple of limes. 
beating a Washington. 

"People are asking me questions — it's 
almost like they want me to apologize for 
having a great schedule. I'm not going lo 
apologize." 

Some people who won't be asking for 
apologies from Clark are his players — both 
returners and newcomers, 

"The schedule is going to help us in me Big 
Eight." returning pitcher Dan Driskill said. "En 
past years, we've played teams like NA1A 
teams, and that doesn't help bbjj . 

"If we beat these learns, it's going to make 
us look thai much better " 

And junior Brian Morrow, a transfer firsl 
baseman, said the Cats' tough schedule is the 
right rmne for K- State. 

"This is the toughest schedule I've ever 
seen." he said. "But if you want lo move up. an 
easier schedule is nol the way to go." 

Morrow should know a thing or two about 
tough schedules — he transferred from 
Wichita State, a perennial baseball 
powerhouse. 

Clark said only two of the teams that fall on 
the Wildcats' schedule arc Division II schools. 

"Even those are strong Division II schools "

Our debt is now four times as big as 
it was in 1980." 

He said as the deficit increased, 
"investments in the things that 
make us stronger, smarter and safer 
were neglected — less was invested 
in education, less in our children's 
future, less in transportation, less in 
local law enforcement. An awful lot 
of your money was wasted." 

Rep. Romano L. Mazzoli, D- 
Ky.. came away from a meeting 
with Clinton saying he expected the 



president to propose higher taxes on 
tobacco and alcohol. Clinton also is 
prepared to seek restrictions on 
Medicare payments for doctors and 
hospitals but not increased 
premiums for the elderly. 

Monday night, Clinton promised 
to "chart a course that will enable 
us to compete and win." 

He said, "My message to you is 
clear: The price of doing the same 
old thing is far higher than the price 
of change."

The irony of Russian Gen. Col. Vladimir 
Semenov touring Fort Riley was not lost on 
the men who watched, as he made his way 
around the base Tuesday. 

"It's not something you expected to 
happen," Staff Sgt. )im Lahtunen said. "I was 
in Germany when the wall came down and 

relationships were normalized but " the 7- 

1/2 year veteran said, his voice trailing off. 

Semenov, 52. currently serves as 
commander of the general purpose forces for 
the Russian Federation Before the break-up 
of the Soviet Union, he served as commander- 
in-chief of Soviet ground forces and deputy 
minister of defense. 

Fort Riley was only one of his stops as part 
of a nationwide tour of American military 
bases to see American weapons and training 
methods. Future stops include Fort 
Leavenworth and Fort Cambell, Ky„ before 
an official greeting by army officials in 
Washington, D.C. 

Translators did the communicating as 
Semenov toured a Bradley Fighting Vehicle 
and a Ml A I Tank. However Lahtunen, who 
helped show Semenov the ins and uuts of the 
Bradley, said it was pretty much business as 
usual, even considering the language barrier. 

"He knows what he's doing." Lahtunen 
said. "He asked the same questions I would 
ask." 

Gen. Thomas Hartzog. commander of the 
1st Infantry Division, said he agreed with 
Lahtunen. He said he noticed something else 
as well. 

"We're finding we're much more alike 
than we are dissimilar," he said. "We're all 
soldiers." 

Hartzog said Semenov was fascinated by 
Fort Riley's relationship with the community, 
saying Russian military bases are usually 
isolated. 

"He can't believe the local bakery 
delivers," he said. 

After watching both Bradleys and M1A1 
tanks on a stationary firing line, Semenov 
then witnessed a simulated battle. Hartzog 
said the general was seeing a well-trained 
fighting force. 

"They're going to leave knowing they've 
seen a quality fighting force in action," he 
said. 

Other Fort Riley soldiers echoed Hartzog. 

"He's going to come away with a broader 
knowledge of what we have and how we 
train," Spc. James Ogle said. "We're ready to 
go anywhere." 

But scaring Semenov with military might 
wasn't the purpose of the general's trip. Ma}. 
Bill McCormick said. 

"We're trying to build a military 
relationship." he said. 



Tapes seek 
to educate 
schools

A female elementary school teacher, who was 
the target of strong senual attention from several 
of her male colleagues, told them to stop 
sexual l> harassing her. The next day she found a 
hand -lettered note on her desk, informing her 
"sexual harassment is hard to prove."' The note 
was written on a sanitary napkin. 

This is one of many sexual harassment cam 
with which Bob Snoop, K-State professor of 
educational law. has come in contact. 

The list goes on. 

While discussing the differences between 
\unN and needs, a male teacher singles out a 
female student and announces to the class, 
"Mary may want me. but does she need me' 
Mary, which is it' Do you want me or do you 
need me*" When Mary's mother complained to 
the school authorities, she was told the teacher 
"did not mean anything by the action — that was 
just the way he wav' 

When the parent persisted, the authorities had 
the teacher moklgize to the class. His response 
was. "Class, I hase u> apologize for my actions 
It seems Mary can't take a joke. I guess we can't 
have any fun in this class." 

"Many people are trained to believe they can 
get away with it, or that there's nothing wrong," 
Shoop said when speaking about sexual 
harassment. "This is the reason it is so important 
in the schools to protect the administration, 
teachers, and staff from being sued. But more 
importantly, to educate those in the school 
systems of inappropriate behavior, 

"We train people about how to behave," 
Shoop said "What we must do now is establish 
what is appropriate behas ior ." 

Shoop is the co-founder and president of 
Quality Work Environments Inc.. a production 
and consulting company that has recently 
produced two \ideo tape programs on 
elimination of sexual harassment in the public 
schools and business 

He is also the author of more than 100 journal 
articles, six books and several monographs and 
book chapters on various legal issues. He is now 
in the process of writing a book on school law 
for the classroom teacher and a book on sexual 
harassment in the schools. Both will be 
published by next fall. 

"Sexual harassment is any unwanted action of 
a sexual nature," Shoop said, "That could be 
pictures, cartoons, faxes, E-Mail, jokes, books, 
touching, pelting, groping or that could be 
making a proposition to someone. Sexual 
harassment runs in a variety of different 
designs." 

Sexual harassment has become a widely 
discussed issue in the three years since Anita Hill 
testified against U.S Supreme Court justice 
nominee Clarence Thomas. However, many 
companies and schools shy away from the issue. 

The reason is they do not think it is a very big 
issue. They think they understand sexual 
harassment, and they do not think it is directly 
related to them, Shoop said. 

For the first time this year, in the case 
Franklin v. Gwennelt, the Supreme Court ruled 
sexual harassment is a violation of Title Nine. If 
schools know sexual harassment is occurring and 
do nothing to remedy the problem, they risk the 
chance of losing federal funding as well as

A University official said Tuesday 
K State will respond to charges it 
violated the constitutional rights of a 
student. 

Jennifer Kassebaum, University 
attorney, said K-State will file a 
response by Friday as a result of an 
amended petition for judicial review 
filed by Mark Mazour, junior in 



architectural engineering. 

Mazour alleges, among other 
things, his rights of due process were 
violated by the panel that found him 
guilty of violating the University 
Policy Prohibiting Sexual Violence. 
He charges the chairwoman of the 
panel, Susan Scott, assistant dean of 
student life, was biased against him. 

He was arrested on charges of 
rape and sodomy last fall during the 



basketball ticket cam pout where the 
incident allegedly occurred. The Riley 
County district attorney's office chose 
not to take the case to trial because 
of insufficient evidence. 

The University's response will 
include a complete record of the 
panel's meetings. Kassebaum said. 
She refused to comment on whether 
those records would fetute his 
allegations

Rumors fuel prejudices

Rumors about black people 
involve issues of racism, poverty 
and education, said Jawanza 
Kunjufu, executive director of the 
African American Images Talent 
Center, in his lecture Monday in K- 
State Union Forum Hall. 

He said many people believe 
black Americans arc poor and lazy « 

"If we were lazy, how come they 
brought us here to do their work. 
Maybe they were the ones that were 
lazy." he said 

People who are racists put black 
people into one economic category 
but forget there is more to it, he 
said. 

"Yes, there is 53 percent of 
African Americans below the 
poverty level, and yes, there are 25 
percent that make above $40,000 a 
year," he said. 

Forty percent of black 17-year- 
oid males cannot read beyond the 
sixth-grade level, and 72 percent of 



black American boys will not 
graduate from high school, he said. 

Kunjufu said these two examples 
illustrate the rumor of black 
Americans not being able to exceed 
their parents in academic 
achievement. 

"In Kansas City, kids tease other 
kids for getting good grades. When 
black kids make the honor roll, 
other black kids say they're being 
too white," he said. "Well, if white 
is being smart, what is being 
blackr 

Kunjufu said he would like to 
see students study more because 
practice makes better students. 

'That which you do most will be 
that which you do best." 

Many have the false conception 
black people are inferior, he said. 

"if we are inferior, then why 
discriminate," he said. 

He said many white people 
aren't comfortable with black

Lafene class helps 
teach weight control

Sound nutrition, exercise and 
motivation arc taught in the weight 
control class offered at Lafene 
Health Center. 

The class meets once a week and 
is free to all students who have paid 
health fees, Martha Olson, regis- 
tered dietitian, said, 

"We really don't lecture," Olson 
said. "It's a very informal class. 

"We discuss where we're going, 
each individual goal is set, we pre- 
sent an interesting 10-minuie pre- 
sentation, and then we have a group 
discussion," she said. 

Although the class is taught in a 
group setting, it focuses on the indi- 
vidual. 

The students in the class keep 
detailed lists of everything they eat 
throughout the week to make sure 
they are eating enough of the right 
foods, said Lafene intern Paige 
Brosch, senior in foods and nutri- 
tion-exercise science. 

Students in the class develop 
their own exercise programs. 

"An exercise program is individ- 
ual," said Lafene intern Kristy 
Newlon, graduate student in health 



education "You can't set a program 
for everybody." 

The exercise program is based 
on what the student likes to do. 
Factors include preferred sports and 
activities, amount of time available, 
whether the student likes to exer- 
cise alone or with others and 
whether the student's goal is weight 
control or toning up, Newlon said. 

"The emphasis of the course is 
weight control," Olson said. "Most 
of the students in it need to lose 
some weight, but they are also 
learning overall good health and 
controlling your weight to a healthy 
level. 

"We set goals, not necessarily 
for weight, but behavioral goals," 
Olson said. "Setting the weight 
goals are the least emphasized, but 
we do that just like tests are used as 
a measurement of how you are 
learning the material in a format 
leaching class. Weigh-ins give us 
an idea if we are on track with the 
goals set by the individual." 

The group is very open in dis- 
cussing topics, Brosch said. 

"I think a lot of the people get 
support from the other members of 
the group."

Look out, mom and dad, next year, 
students living in K-State residence 
halls will be bringing their dirty 
laundry home for you to do. You see, the 
halls are going to start charging for the use of 
clothes washers and dryers, which currently 
are available free of charge, to residents. 

According to the Department of Housing 
and Dining Services, the change is necessary 
to keep the room rental rates down over the 
long run. Rates have increased in recent 
years to combat a shrinking number of 
students living in the halls. 

A wash will cost 50 cents, and a dry will 
be 25 cents — a little cheaper than the coin- 
operated laundries located throughout 
Manhattan. 

But will it be cheap enough? 



The housing department needs to 
evaluate what this action may cost them in 
the long run. 

Students are attracted to residence halls 
because of the services and advantages 
offered. Take these away, and the halls may 
suddenly lose their appeal. More students 
may suddenly be looking to live off campus, 
driving up rental rates for apartments and 
houses that are already scarce. 

Less students living in the halls means 
less revenue for the housing department. Less 
revenue means future rate increases. 
Additional rate increases means less students 
wanting to live in the halls. 

And unlike the washing machine, this 
cycle may not end any time soon.

Using Lutone" article. Having 
practiced medicine here at K-State 
for the last 9 1/2 years, I've never 
been more proud and confident of 
the expanded services offered, the 
competent staff who offer them 
and the efficient management of 
[his very complex and 
sophisticated health care system. 

To refer to our huge collective 
efforts of providing quality health 
care to our University as a "Death 
Center" is tremendously insulting 
and disheartening to our team of 
professionals. 

i feel another piece of negative 
journalism resulted. The cases 
presented were not examples of 
negligence nor incompetence; one 
patient with symptoms of 
congestion that initially were 
thought to be infective (a cold) 
and two days later allergic; the 
other patient with a fever (which 
was not 106) who essentially 
received the same treatment from 
a local emergency room as she/he 
received at Lafene on the same 
day. 

The reporter was told that the 
practice of medicine is an inexact 
science, which docs not always 
coincide with the patient's 
preconception and expectations. 
Even with proper treatment, 
outcomes may not meet the 
expectations of some patients and. 
for that matter, their health care 
providers. For the vast majority of 
patients, however, they do. Last 
year, Lafene received almost 
60,000 clinic visits, with more 
than 36.000 of those seen by the 
medical staff. Diagnoses ranged 
from colds to cancer. 

Certainly, there are many in the 
K-State community who could 
give positive testimonials 
regarding their medical care here 
at Lafene. Our medical staff has a 
cumulative 220-plus years of total 
medical education and experience. 
We are re-licensed every year by 
the Kansas Board of Healing Arts 
and must furnish proof of 150 
hours of continuing medical 
education every three years. 

We serve the health care needs 
of thousands of K-Staters in hope 
that we can enhance chances for 
success of tomorrow's 
professionals and leaders. 

I want lo emphatically reassure 
our K-State community that the 
health center is staffed by 
competent, caring professionals, 
who are here to serve needs 
through our departments. 

I think it is time for student 
leadership to appreciate and 



enhance the services available to 
the general student population 
rather than denigrate them. Lafene 
is a huge resource to each of you 
that you all pay for, and 1 welcome 
you all to utilize.

As far as the criminals are 
concerned, there is not a 
grounds well of people 
banning together in support 
of the acts they have 
committed. But that should 
not justify their murder. 

Why Charlie Starkweather 
became a murderer, and 
Dick Cavett a journalist, is a 
pointless matter when 
discussing criminal 

punishments. 

The fundamental question 
is not how severe or heinous 
an act was. but rather what a 
civil society should use as 
punishment for its criminals. 

The great irony of the 
United States judicial system 
is that in the case of capital 
punishment, the punishment 
is ultimately the same as the 
crime. 

Some people may argue 
that the criminal who 
murders another person does 
it with such a malicious 
disregard for life that they 
should not continue to live. 
But that sounds strangely 
familiar lo how society 
treats these criminals. 

Today, people tune in to 
Court TV, "rooting" 
for a prosecution and 
hopefully a stiff sentence. 
An extremely horrifying 
case will be made into a 
movie of the week. 
Hundreds of people stand 
outside a penitentiary, 
hoping to get a glimpse of 
the action. People want to 
watch the execution of a 
criminal on television. 

The death penalty is not 
an individual taking another 
life. It is a society and its 
institutions taking that life. 
Meaning, when a person is 



executed, hanged, given 
lethal injection, put in front 
of the firing squad, or 
strapped into the electric 
chair, it is us — the 
constituent elements of 
society — that arc in effect 
saying it is OK to end 
another life. We are 
effectively giving an 
artificial construct the power 
over life and death 

Freedom should be the 
highest law in the land. 
Regardless of the 
crime, the severity or the 
heinous nature of the act, 
nothing justifies the taking 
of another life. Each and 
every one of us should have 
the right to live if we 
choose. And yes. we should 
have the rieht to die as well. 

The death penalty is 
^rung because it is still one 
person killing another 
person. To eliminate the 
state control over life, the 
decision to be put to death 
should be left to the 
criminal. 

For example, if a person 
is convicted of raping and 
killing a woman, they should 
not be allowed to be an 
active part of society. 
Pretend for a moment that 
life incarceration meanr just 
that — LIFE incarceration. 
This person would never get 
out, never have a chance at 
parole, would never be a part 
of, or threat lo society. The 
person would, in effect, have 
the same impact on the lives 
of those in the community as 
he or she would have if he or 
she were dead. 

People will argue that 
taxpayers should not have to 
pay to keep this man or 
woman alive. But we are 
obligated to pay, because 
there is not a price tag on 
life, and we never have the 
right to kill another human 
being. Period. 

This does not mean 
capital punishment does not 
have a place in society On 
the contrary. While we may 
not have the right to take the 
life of another human being, 
that does not mean we don't 
have control over our own 
lives. 

Going back to our 
scenario, the man 
convicted of rape and 
murder could decide whether 
he wanted to live, or to end 
his life. 

We would not be 
involuntarily approving of 
the murdering of people we 
don't deem good enough to 
live. 

If we realty believe in 
freedom and in the sanctity 
of life, we will not seek to 
justify murder under the 
cloak of compensation or 
fairness. A civil society rises 
above revenge, to respect 
and fairness.

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Grant makes soil clean-up possible

A K -State Professor has heen 
awarded an $89,000 grant for 
finding a new way to deal wilh 
environ menial disasters. 

Lakshmi Reddi, assistant 
professor of civil engineering, is 
working on methods of cleaning 
'immiscibles out of soil. 

"This project will apply to water 
''immiscibles only. Water 
immiscibles are anything thai won't 
mix with water." he said. "These 
pose a problem when they are 
spilled because they are extremely 
difficult to rinse out with water." 

The grant from the National 
Science Foundation's division of 
geomechanies will help fi nance the 



research. The National Science 
Foundation is expected to renew the 
grant until 1995. 

"It is a three-year grant — the 
first year we will receive $29,9X3," 
Reddi said 

The first two years of research 
will be done in the lab. The third 
year. Reddi will try to test his 
equipment in the field. 

"I realize there is a world of 
difference between die lab and the 
Held," he said. 

Sreedhar Challa, graduate 
student in civil engineering, is 
helping with the project, 

"We are only doing lab tests on 
sands. We are not doing any 
research on clays because sand is 
much easier to work with," Challa 



said. 

Reddi said there are a number of 
things he has to do before the actual 
testing. 

"Once we have all the details, 
we will find a contaminated site 
with immiscibles and go there to 
test it out." he said. "We will 
approach the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency to give us a site. This 
will be useful at a number of 
contaminated sites, of which there 
are many in this country." 

The research is useful because 
some spills can contaminate our 
drinking supply, be said. 

"When a petroleum spill occurs 
on the ground, it needs to be 
treated. The pottutants have a 
tendency to go down to our 



drinking water," 

When the pollutants make it 
down to the water supply, the result 
isn't pleasant, he said. 

"The pollutants will go down to 
the water supply and contaminate 
the water. The current cleanup 
practice is to flush water through it, 
but we have found it doesn't work 
very well," Reddi said. 

The old process doesn't work 
because globs of contaminant called 
"ganglia" are still in the soil, he 
said. 

"No matter how hard you flush, 
there are still going to be some 
blobs which stick to the soil by 
virtue of the strong forces existing 
between the soil and the ganglia." 
Reddi said.

Animal rights groups don't understand

easily swayed to support the animal-rights radicals. 

You, the sportsmen and sportswomen, need to educate 
them about the balance of nature and the danger of the 
animal -rights groups. 

I am not for animal rights. I am 
for animal welfare. This 
sometimes includes the hunting 
and killing of animals — for their 
welfare.

This results in an imbalance of nature. People often 
forget that man is a healthy part of nature, an animal who 
hunts fortablefare. 

Hunting is not the only activity the animal-rights 
supporters want to stop. 

They are also trying to stop trapping, fishing, livestock 
production, the lumber industry and some biomedical 
research. 

Animal -rights activists will stop at nothing to inflict 
their beliefs on the public. The following quotes from 
animal rights groups should illustrate my point. 

"It seems to me perfectly natural and a very mora) 
thing to save animals from persecution. Of course, this 
would often mean breaking the law, but those laws have 
been made by a selfish and arrogant human species 
without taking the interests of animals into 
consideration." — Animal Liberation Front. 

"Arson, property destruction, burglary and theft are 
acceptable crimes when used for the animals' cause." — 
Alex Pacheco, People for the Ethical Treatment of

A 1990 Gallup poll showed that 77 percent of 
Americans approve of reasonable use of wildlife.

Wildcat defense continues to struggle

Just when the Cats thought they 
hit a defensive rock bottom — 
with a lopsided 80-59 loss at 
home to Nebraska — they went to 
Boulder, Colo., to face the 
Buffaloes, a team that came into 
the game with an 0-8 conference 
record. 

But Colorado played like 
anything but a winless Big Eight 
team, shooting 59 percent from 
the floor and winning 88-77 — K- 
S tale's third loss in four games. 

The Wildcats allowed 80 points 
or more for the second game in a 
row and couldn't take advantage a 
balmy 49-percent shooting game. 

K-State dropped to 15-6 
overall, but more importantly, the 
Cats" Big Eight record is now 5-4 
— a half game behind Oklahoma 
State for second in the conference. 

The Buffaloes, on the strength 
of a career-high 27 points from 
forward Randy Robinson, 
improved their record to 9-12. 1-8 
in the Big Eight. 

"I'm very disappointed," 
Wildcat coach Dana Altman 
said. "1 really thought our 
players were ready to go I 
thought we were ready to 
compete, to fight. 

"We didn't." 

Specifically, he said, on 
the defensive end. 

The Wildcats, who came 
into the game with the Big 
Eight's No. I defense, gave 
way to a Buffalo offense that 
came into the game averaging 
just 68 points in Big Eight 
play — good for seventh. 

"I don't want to take 



anything away from the way 
Colorado played, but we just 
didn't guard on defense," Altman 
said. "We never gave ourselves a 
chance to win this ballgame." 

K-Siate's defense suffered 
early when, less than 10 minutes 
into the first half, both Vincent 
Jackson and Anthony Beane had 
two fouls and had to sit. 

In the end, Colorado — which 
had made just 43 percent of its 
shots coming into the game — 
connected on 30 of 51 field-goal 
attempts. The 59 percentage is 
their best since shooting 61 
percent in a 1988 game. 

"Defensively, we're just not 
guarding." Altman said. "This was 
not a night we could get up and 
guard. And that's what has been 
winning games for us." 

The Wildcats were also 
outrebounded for just the fourth 
time this season. 33-32. 

The defensive lapse wasted K- 
State's best shooting performance 
since an 86-63 win over Temple 
on Jan. 30 Several Cats broke out 



of shooting slumps, including 
Vincent Jackson, who scored all 
of his team-high 19 points in the 
second half, and Brian Henson. 
who was four for eight from three- 
point range. 

Henson broke a three for 36 
slump from beyond the arc with 
back-to-back treys in the first half. 

But Colorado stilt held a 41-31 
halftime edge, and K State 
couldn't shrink the lead to single 
digits until four minutes remained 
in the game. But a 17-8 run 12 
minutes earlier all but buried K- 
State. At one point, the Buffaloes 
were up by as much as 16 points. 

The win for the Buffaloes was 
just their second in their last 15 
conference games and their first 
since an 87-83 win over Iowa 
State on March 7, 1992. 

Colorado's next game is a Feb. 
20 home contest against 
Oklahoma. And Colorado coach 
Joe Harrington would like things 
to go as well as they did Tuesday. 

"See what I'm wearing 
tonight?" he said. "You can bet 
every stitch *ill be the same on 
Saturday ."

At least the offense is back. 

That is about all the Wildcats 
had to be optimistic about 
following their 1 1 -point loss at 
the hands of the cellar-dwelling 
Colorado Buffaloes. 

After three games in which 
the Cats shot a combined 32.6 
percent from the field, K-State 
connected on 49 percent on 28 of 
57 shooting, including a 54.8- 
percent clip in the second half. 

Forward Vincent Jackson led 
the Cats with 19 points on seven 
for 12 shooting but was held 
scoreless in the first 20 minutes. 
His only three-point attempt was 
an air ball. 

Brian Henson, who was one 
for 1 1 from the field Saturday 
against Nebraska, responded 
with 16 points against Colorado. 

He hit two back-to-back 
three-pointers that closed re- 
state to 25-18 with 8:52 to go in 
the first half. 



Askia Jones completed a 
three-point play at the 7:20 mark 
of the first half thai closed the 
Cats to 29-24. 

But it wasn't enough last 
night. Colorado lit the Cats up 
for 88 points, the most the 
Buffaloes have ever scored in the 
series against K-State — now 
104 games. 

Colorado hit 58.8 percent of 
its shots against the Wildcats, 
including back-to-back three- 
pointers against a rare K-State 
zone defense to grab a lead; at 
15-10, it would never relinquish. 

"They were doing whatever 
they wanted to do," Wildcat 
coach Dana Altman said. 

"They threw it inside anytime 
they wanted to throw it inside. 
They kicked it out anytime they 
wanted to kick it out. 

"This is a game we 
desperately needed, and we 
never gave ourselves a chance to 
win," Altman said. 

For the Buffaloes, their 88-77 



victory was a welcome relief 
from an 0-8 shutout in the Big 
Eight standings. 

"It's certainly great to be on 
this winning streak," Colorado 
coach Joe Harrington said. "I'm 
sure this was a tough game for 
them to lose, but that's the way it 
goes." 

Colorado was led by a career 
scoring night by forward Randy 
Robinson. Robinson had 27 
points on nine of 13 shooting 
and hit nine of 12 free throws. 

"I thought he played one of 
the best games that he ever 
played here at CU." Harrington 
said. "He really had the eye of 
the tiger tonight." 

K- Stale's road trip continues 
Saturday in Lawrence against the 
No. 6 Jayhawks. followed by a 
Tuesday game at Oklahoma. 

"It doesn't get any easier,** 
Altman said. "We have to figure 
out a way to get to seven or eight 
Big Eight wins. Tonight was a 
great opportunity,"

"If we had enough money in the budget," he 
said, "I wouldn't have been breaking NCAA 
rules." 

Capnotti said the money came from his own 
pocket, but he wouldn't say how much money 
he distributed or to which K State athletes. 

Capnotti resigned in November to take a job 
with Nike. 

The Wildcat track program is currently being 
investigated by the NCAA.

Seventy-five percent of all K- 
Siate students change their major at 
least once, Ron Downey, director 
of planning and evaluation ser- 
vices, said. 

Downey and Mike Lynch, assis- 
tant vice president for institutional 
advancement, did a study titled 
"Patterns of Student Changes in 
College Enrollments." The study 
focused on the number of students 
who change their majors. 

"There is a variety of reasons for 
students changing their major." 
Lynch said. "One reason is that 
many students enter the University 
and go undecided, then change it to 
a specific major because of a class 
they took and liked." 

There is an increasing number of 
students who choose not to declare 
a major when they first enroll. 
Lynch said. 

"In the fall of 1992. 1.600 stu- 
dents in arts and sciences were 
undeclared. A very high percentage 
of these students were freshman 
and sophomores. 

"Another reason students change 
their majors is because they take a 
course in their major and find out 
they aren't interested in what they 
thought they were, so. they move to 
something else," he said. 

Some colleges require a certain 
grade point average to continue to 
the advanced level courses. 

"Academic requirements is also 
a reason for a change. Many stu- 
dents come in with a declared 
major but change their major later 
because they are not able to meet 
current grade point average require- 
ments in their field," Lynch said. 

Many students change majors 
once they take difficult courses in 
their fields, he said. 

"An example of this could be 
when a student is majoring in engi- 
neering and is having trouble with 
Calculus HI and finds out that it is 
too difficult, so, he or she then 
decides to change." he said. 

Brian Peak, senior in marketing, 
said he has changed his major three 
limes. He first enrolled in political 
science, and then changed to geog- 
raphy, he said. 

"I took a geography class that 
was really cool and decided to 
change my major to that. But, I was 
sitting in cartography class one day 
making a map, and I realized that 1 
didn't want to get stuck making 
maps the rest of my life, so, I 
changed it to marketing," he said. 

Peak said he chose marketing 
because of his experience in sales 
and because it is something he 
wants to do in the future. 

Some students choose a major 
so they can make money in the 
future, and others choose some- 
thing that will fulfill their interests. 

"When I first enrolled, 1 thought 
I wanted to make money," Kelley 
Toler, senior in education, said. 

Toler said she majored in busi- 
ness, psychology and nursing 
before she finally decided on edu- 
cation. 

"I just got in it and decided 1 
liked it. I just don't want to be 
stuck in something 1 don't like," 
she said. 

There are programs at K-Slate 
designed to help students in finding 
a career. Lynch said. 

"There is a discover program 
starting at the Career Planning and 
Placement Center next week," he 
said. 

A watting list of students want- 
ing to be in this program has 
already developed, he said. 

There are a number of programs 
planned in the future to help unde 
cided students, he said. 

"We are in the process of open- 
ing an Academic and Career 
Information Center in the basement 
of Holt/. Hall," he said. 

Tracey Fraser, coordinator of the 
Academic and Career Information 
Center, said the center is targeted 
for students who voluntarily change 
their major She said the center will 
open Wednesday. 

"The center is designed to assist 
students who are undecided and are 
looking into career options," Fraser 
said. 

"An alumni exchange program 
is being worked on so students will 
be able to call and correspond with 
alumni already employed in certain 
fields. Students will be able to ask 
them what they're are doing and 
what kind salary are they're earn- 
ing." he said. 



Pentagon to OK grant 



K-State-Salina would receive 

money for training program, research

The K-Siaie-Satina pilot train- 
ing program may receive a gram 
proposal for military retraining 
and research. 

The proposal was revised from 
a previous one in order to include 
a wider field of research. 

The Pentagon is expected to 
approve the proposal. Charles 
Reagan, executive assistant to 
President Jon Wefatd, said 
Monday. 

The requested funds total $7.7 
million. Six million would be 
used to buy 1 1 new and 15 used 
airplanes for the training program, 
Reagan said. The remaining S1.7 
million would be spent on labora- 
tory equipment, he said. 

"The last communication I had 
from the Pentagon was they were 
satisfied with the proposal," he 
said. 

Sen. Bob Dole, R-Kan., includ- 
ed the grant proposal in the 
Defense Appropriation Bill, 
which Congress passed in October 
1991, Reagan said. The grant, 
along with 13 others, was given to 



the Secretary of Defense in early 
summer of 1992 for his approval. 

The secretary of defense 
requested a proposal from the 
University in October 1992, 
Reagan said. 

The original proposal stated the 
airplanes would be used for mili- 
tary retraining, said Ken Barnard, 
head of the aviation department at 
K-State-Salina. 

The U.S. Department of 
Defense approved the grant, but 
wvnted the airplanes to be used 
for research as well. 

"They wanted to know how the 
aircraft would be used for 
research," Reagan said. 

The revised proposal was com- 
pleted during the summer of 1992 
and states the airplanes will also 
be used to test composite fiber 
materials, such as fiberglass, 
Reagan said. The interrelationship 
between pilots and machines will 
also be researched. 

Such research will include 
where cockpit controls are placed 
and how the pilot's awareness of 
the surroundings during flight can 
be improved, he said. 
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Currently, the College of 
Technology at K-State-Salina bus 
23 flyable planes, three flyahle 
helicopters and two simulators, 
Reagan said. 

Jack Henry, dean of the 
College of Technology, said the 
original proposal was to use the 
grant money to buy equipment for 
training purposes only. 

"In the beginning, we were 
going to use the planes in our pro- 
gram to train the students." Henry 
'said. "It's part of the process of 
training military people to re-enter 
the civilian work force." 

The College of Technology 
flight training program, called the 
Professional Flight Program, now 
has SO students, he said. Students 
of the two-year program earn pilot 
licenses and associate degrees. 

The research will be conducted 
by College of Technology faculty 
members and professors from K- 
State's College of Engineering. 
Henry said. 

"The major purpose of the 
research is helping the Depart- 
ment of Defense," he said. "We 
have access to pilots here in train 
ing that you can use for research 
projects. So it's a nice fit with 
University research."

Exercise, support goals of group

For most people, picking up a 
pencil and tying a shoe lace are 
easy tasks to perform. But in the 
face of Parkinson's disease, simple 
tasks become increasingly difficult. 

Brian Bonser. senior in biology 
and pre-physical therapy, knows 
this and has been instrumental in 
forming an exercise group to help 
victims of Parkinson's disease. 

"1 had been working with a man 
for some time He had shown great 
improvement since his exercise 
therapy had started," Bonser said. 
"Other people saw what it did for 
him and decided that they would 
like to try it, too." 

The exercise group started in 
June of 1992. People with 
Parkinson's disease meet at the 
Senior Service Center every 
Monday to exercise and socialize. 

"They come and enjoy 
themselves. They socialize. It is a 
camaraderie They offer each other 
a lot of support and that helps them 
physically and emotionally," he 
said. 

Most of the exercises performed 
are not for the cardiovascular 
system. They are motor-skill or 
movement exercises. 

"We do many ranges of 
movement exercises. Parkinson's 
disease causes muscles to become 
stiff and rigid, so, we try to do 
exercises that allow Parkinsonians 
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to have better movement." Bonser 
said. 

"We also do drills in 
coordination. Just walking is an 
effort for some patients. We try to 
give them the confidence to do 
everyday tasks " 

Since the disease affects the 
muscles and the nervous systems, 
speech can also be affected. 

"In the exercise group, we work 
on enunciation drills. We stress 
diaphragmatic breathing, too When 
doing these exercises, they become 
better at talking louder and more 
clearly." he said. 

There is a great deal of support 
for the exercise group, from both 
the state and national level. 

"We can call 800 numbers and 
receive free pamphlets and 
information to distribute at our 
meetings," Slava Orazem. group 
member, said. 

"When I first found out that I

band has been together for a num- 
ber of years. This relationship was, 
however, instigated from a simple 
need for a new start. 

Sean Kelly, vocalist and lead 
guitarist for the band, said his friend 
and former band member, Charles 
Hambleton, convinced him to move 
to Boulder from Vermont about five 
years ago. 

"I wanted a change of 
scenery, and he had connections in 
Boulder because his brother lived 
there. His brother let us sleep on the 
floor of his house for about a 
month. Then we realized we needed 
to get something together if we 
wanted lo survive," Kelly said. 

"We were literally starving 
and had nothing to eat. So Charles 
and I would go to the King-Super in 
Boulder and eat the free samples. 
That's where our name comes from. 

"I think after a while we went 
too far. Sometimes we would go to 
the dented sections where stuff is 



marked down to buy food. Then, 
Charles started to dent stuff off the 
shelves, and we got in trouble. 
That's when we knew we had to get 
our shit together." 

Kelly and Hambleton put 
some ads out for a percussionist and 
guitar players, and the Samples 
were complete. 

The additions of Jeep 
MacNichol, percussionist; Andy 
Sheldon, bassist; and Al Laughlin. 
keyboards, made the band. 

Kelly, co-founder, said 
Hambleton left the band after a year 
and a half because of personal prob- 
lems. 

"Hambleton was the juice that 
got us going. He talked us into get- 
ting the band together," Kelly said. 

The Samples released their 
first self-titled album in 1990. fol- 
lowed by an EP. "Underwater 
People," which includes some live 
tracks, and their current CD, "No 
Room." 

Described as a reggae/rock 



group, they thrive on a "grass routs" 
approach to music and publicity. 

"We really rely on the people 
to make us every bit of what we ure. 
Critics may humble us and say 
we're 'big', but I don't think we've 
reached that point in our career," 
Kelly said. 

"I think it's always a gamble. 
We never know where we will end 
up. It's important that we aren't 
buffered into doing things we don't 
want to do. It has to come natural- 
ly." 

The band's former label. 
Arista Records, "tried to tell us 
what to do and how to write our 
songs," Kelly said. "It was a good 
label, but only if you're Top 40, and 
we're definitely not that. 

"We wanted our music done 
on our terms, so we have a new 
label. W.A.R.? (What Are 
Records?). We were the guinea pigs 
for them because we were the first 
to try them and 'No Room* has 
already sold over 60.000 copies," 



he said. 

Kelly said a big influence for 
the band has been Crosby, Stills, 
Nash and Young. 

"A lot of reviewers compare 
my singing to Sling, but I think 1 
sound different than him, more than 
most would think." he said. 

After this tour, the band goes 
into the studio for more recording. 

They have a lot of songs fin- 
ished, and it will probably sound a 
lot like their First release, Kelly 
said. 

"We're like a puppy as far as 
progression. You don't really nonce 
it until you haven't seen it for a 
while. Then you notice how much 
it's grown." he said. 

"I'd like to be established 
someday, but we're not there yet. 
Right now we're breaking even, 
and we have enough to survive, We 
want to make sure we stay healthy 
and put on a good show every night 
so people are getting their money's 
worth."

We each inspire 
each other." 

Frank Anneberg participates 
regularly in the two groups. 

"The groups have been very 
helpful. I sec what people do, and 
everyone helps each other 
Sometimes it is serious, sometimes 



humorous," Anneberg said. 

The groups help Parkinsonians 
see the effects of the disease, but 
also allow them to know they are 
not alone. 

"Being a part of the group opens 
people's eyes. It gives them a 
reason to go on because they see 
that they can still enjoy life. It 



makes them happier. I know this 
because I've seen the change in 
Frank," Nella Anneberg, Frank's 
wife, said. 

The motto of the American 
Parkinson's Disease Association 
sums up the efforts of both the local 
and national organizations: "To 
ease the burden. To find the cure."

Education key to end 
of sexual harassment

charges for compensatory and 
punitive damages. 

Just this year. California passed 
a state law stating an elementary 
student as young as fourth grade 
can be expelled for sexual 
harassment. 

Snoop said he believes there are 
three groups who need to be 
informed. 

First, the people who could be 
charged with sexual harassment, 
whether that be administration, 
teachers, staff or students, need to 
know valid sexual harassment 
charges could lead the loss of 
finances, job, family or career, he 
said. 

The second group that needs to 
be informed is the people who 
could be harassed. 

"In equal opportunities 
commission cases, civil rights cases 
and cases that have made it to 
court, nine out of 10 victims of 
sexual harassmenls are females," 
Shoop said. 

The final group that needs to be 
informed of the dangers of sexual 
harassment are the organizations, 
such as schools and businesses, he 
said. Without a definite sexual 
harassment policy, they can be 
setting themselves up for lawsuits. 

If they lose the case, their 
insurance company will most often 
not reimburse their loss. If the 
organization is a school, that money 



will come out of the general fund, 
or in other words, the taxpayers 
pockets. 

K-State approved a sexual 
harassment policy in 1983, then 
revised It in 1989 to the current 
policy in use. Jane Rowlett, director 
of the Office of Affirmative Action, 
said that the University handles 10 
to 15 claims of sexual harassment 
each year. 

"The number of claims have 
increased within the past five years. 
About 80 percent of the time, there 
is an agreement reached between 
the parlies involved. It is usually an 
issue of intent verses impact — 
they usually didn't mean for the 
comment or action to have the 
impact it carried," Rowlett said. 

Shoop said he believes a 
proactive program against sexual 
harassment is the first step to 
eradicating sexual harassment in 
any situation, especially in the 
school systems. 

"Begin a proactive program 
explaining to all children, at the 
earliest levels, what is appropriate 
and inappropriate behavior. Then 
watch for violations of appropriate 
behavior and follow it up with a 
sequence of discipline," Shoop 
said. 

"Sexual harassment is not 
something that just springs up in 
45-year-old men. It is something 
that is taught early. Therefore, we 
need to attack it early," he said.

So. tell me, who 
is the real minority?" he said. 

True integration would eliminate 
the white race because colored 
genes are dominant, he said 

"Every combination of genes 
will always equal a darker color." 



Christopher hopes 
leaders will meet 



WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
Slate Warren Christopher said 
Tuesday he does not expect the 
Mideast leaders to give him an 
immediate green light to resume 
stalled peace talks in April. 

Even with U.N. endorsement of 
a U.S. compromise with Israel over 
Palestinian deportations, Chris- 
topher voiced limited expectations 
as he met here with Israeli Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres. 

"The portents are very good," 
Christopher said. 

And, he told reporters he hoped 
to get from the leaders he will meet, 
beginning on Thursday in Cairo, 
some sense on how they feel about 
reopening the negotiations that 
were suspended here in mid- 
December. 

"I hope that subsequently the 
peace process can be restarted," 
Christopher said. 

But, he added, he would not 
expect that to happen during the 
course of his trip. 

Christopher flies to the Middle 
East Wednesday night with stops 
planned in Egypt, Jordan, Syria, 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and Israel. He 
will then meet in Geneva Feb. 25 
with Russian Foreign Minister 
Andrei Kozyrev and go on to 
Brussels the next day for talks with 
NATO foreign ministers about the 
war in Bosnia and tensions in the 
Kosovo region of Serbia. 

Ibrahim Rugova, the elected 
president of Kosovo, appealed at a 
news conference Tuesday for the 
region to be put under a U.N. 
protectorate. He said Serbian para- 
military forces in the predominantly 
ethnic Albanian region were poised 
to provoke a conflict when the time 
is right, and they can perform 
massacres as elsewhere. 

On Bosnia, Christopher last 
week pledged U.S. forces would be 
part of a peacekeeping operation 
under U.N. or NATO command if a 
cease- fire and a settlement of the 
war in the former Yugoslav 
republic were arranged. 

The meeting with Kozyrev is 
designed to arrange a summit 
between President Clinton and 
Russian President Boris Yeltsin. It 
is considered to have high priority 
because of the economic and other 



pressures challenging Yeltsin's 
reform movement. 

The Clinton administration has 
held off inviting Arabs and Israelis 
to return to Washington for talks on 
borders, peace and Palestinian self- 
rule. 

One reason is to give 
Christopher and other policy- 
makers a chance to explore the 
Mideast leaders' thinking. Another, 
however, is Arab disapproval of 
Israel's exile on Dec. 17 of some 
400 Palestinians suspected of 
fomenting violence. 

Christopher and Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin reached 
agreement Feb. 1 on a compromise 
that would repatriate all the 396 
Palestinians from a tent encamp- 
ment in Lebanon by the end of the 
year, and about 100 of them 
immediately. 

The U.N, Security Council last 
Friday called the agreement a step 
in the right direction. Rabin 
declared an end to the crisis on 
Sunday and Christopher told 
reporters Tuesday they thought the 
action taken at the U.N. last Friday 
was a positive action. 

But. he said, before he gets out 
to the region and talks to all the 
parties it would be somewhat 
presumptuous of him to conclude 
peace talks can begin immediately. 

Hanan Ashrawi, spokeswoman 
for the Palestinians, said Saturday 
the deal had no validity and 
represented a blow to the integrity 
of the Security Council and another 
attempt at bailing Israel out. 

Peres, while posing for pictures 
with Christopher at the State 
Department, said peace was in the 
interest of all the parties. 

He said those who criticized 
Israel for not paying attention to a 
Council resolution opposing the 
deportations should pay attention to 
the Council's acceptance of the 
U.S. -Israeli compromise. 

Later, addressing a lunch, Peres 
explained the difficulties in achiev- 
ing peace with the Palestinians. 

"The amount and the scope of 
compromises which are needed are 
heavy," he said. "The bitterness is 
deep. The suspicion is old-aged." 

Rabin, meanwhile, said Chris- 
topher's mission would be 
measured by his ability to renew the 
peace process.

Ian Bautista is neither 
white-haired, nor is he hard of 
hearing. 

But the two have one thing in 
common with Perot and 
Stockdale. The desire for 
leadership, 

Walters, a junior in political 
science, history and 
international studies, and 
Bautista, a senior in political 
science, Spanish and Latin 
American studies, announced 
Wednesday they are running for 



the offices of student foody 
president and vice-president, 
respectively. 

Walters is not a senator. 

But that does not mean he 
has no political experience. He 
has been a member of the 
Jardine Mayor's Council for 2- 
1/2 years and mayor of Jardine 
for one year. Bautista is 
currently the student senate 
chair. 

Both stressed communication 
with students, and Walters said 
he has two main goals for the 
campaign and his possible 
future administration. 

"I would like to work closely 
with different groups, especially 
multicultural groups. I would 
like to see more multicultural 
programs," Walters said. 
"Second, I am concerned with 
getting the public-transportation 



issue solved." 

"Our goal is, by the time we 
leave office, to have plans 
underway for a shuttle system or 
a parking garage," Walters said. 

Bautista agreed. 

"It's time to quit talking 
about things and do it." he said. 

Walters said one of their big 
thrusts will be to look at Senate 
and ask what the role of the 
Student Governing Association 
is. He said he would look at 
cabinet positions and wouldn't 
be afraid to create new ones, 
such as a secretary of 
transportation. 

"Nothing's final, of course, 
but well look at other cabinet 
positions as well. We don't have 
a secretary of education, and 
we're a university," Walters 
said. 

The pair have other ideas for 



direct services to students as 
well 

"I'm interested in making a 
book cooperation through 
SGA," W*t«#r» ysaid. "The 
premise is, students would buy 
and sell books from students. 
We would be providing an 
opportunity for students to 
basically pass used books back 
and forth to one another." 

Communicating with 

students is vital, Walters said. 

"The average student just 
can't figure out what's going on 
with Senate. 1 personally want 
to write an open letter to the 
student body twice a month. 
Maybe establish a hotline so 
students can call, so students 
can know what's going on. and 
we can know what they think. 

'The communication process 
should be right now. The 



campaign is an opportunity to 
begin the communication 
process. Once we take office, 
then we'll institutionalize it. It's 
not a criticism of Senate, but a 
rethinking of what our role is,**" 
Walters said. 

"We realize some of these 
ideas will stand students up on 
their heads, and that's healthy." 

Radical ideas are not always 
a bad thing. Bautista said. 

"K-State has one of the 
strongest traditions of student 
government in the nation. It's 
not necessarily a bad thing to 
took at shaking it up a little bit. 
Maybe it's time to look at 
changing traditions and 
customs." Bautista said. 

Walters also has a pet project 
in mind.

WASHINGTON — President Clinton asked 
Americans Wednesday night to accept one of 
the biggest tax increases in history, pan of a 
tough $499 billion plan to curb massive budget 
deficits and stimulate the economy 

"We must do this together," he said in a 
pointed overture to Congress. 

"This economic plan can't please 
everybody," Clinton said in a 60- minute address 
to a joint session of Congress. "If the package is 
picked apart, there will be something that will 
anger each of us. It won't please anybody. But if 
it is taken as whole, it will help all of us." 

The plan is a mixture of $246 billion in tax 
increases and $253 billion in spending cuts over 
four years. He said his plan would cut $140 
billion from the deficit by 1997 — "a real deficit 
reduction." 

"If we don't act now, you and I might not 
even recognize this government 10 years from 
now," Clinton said. 

He said the deficit would have grown to $635 
billion a year, and the national debt would 
consume almost 80 percent of the gross 
domestic product. 

"Americans have called for change," the 
president said, "and now it is up to those of us in 
this room to deliver for them." 

He warned that lobbyists would try to block 
the program. 

Clinton's prime- time speech was delivered in 
the House chamber, where majority Democrats 
gave a thunderous welcome to the first 
Democrat to bold the White House in 1 2 years. 

Republicans denounced Clinton's plan as a 
massive round di tax nines' GOP lawmakers 
wore buttons that said 'Tax and Spend. Again" 
and "It's Spending. Stupid." 

House GOP Leader Bob Michel said. 'The 
American people would do well to remember: 
When you hear a Democrat call for taxes, do not 
ask for whom the tax rises — it w ill rise for you. 

'Tonight the president mentioned a number 
of new programs that inevitably will cost 
considerable sums of money," Michel said 
"Laudable as they may be, how do we pay for 
them'.' The president's answer is, more taxes on 
everyone." 

Clinton's Cabinet looked on as he spoke, as 
well as his wife, Hillary Rodham Clinton and his 
mother. Virginia Kelley. 

Clinton's plan would spread pain universally, 
although well-to-do people would be hit hardest 

The program would impose higher energy

K-State is falling short of the 1 .000- 
unit goal set for the campus blood 
drive. 

With two days left in the four-day 
drive, K-State is already 180 units 
behind, said Kathy McDonald, 
spokeswoman for the Wichita-based 
American Red Cross Blood Services. 

McDonald said the daily goal for 
donations is 250 units of blood. She 
said 16) units were donated Tuesday, 
and estimated the same amount was 
brought in Wednesday. 

"The reason we are there is because 
there are people in Kansas and 
northwest Oklahoma who need blood 
every day, and we need to get 
donations from healthy citizens," 
McDonald said. 

Reita Currie, a K-State registered 
nurse, health educator and coordinator 
for the K-State/American Red Cross 
Bloodmobile, said many of the 450 
appointments for donations were 
canceled. 

"I'm really disappointed," she said. 
"At one time, we had 1 .700 units, and 
now we can't even get 1 ,000 units." 

Currie and McDonald both said 
they thought bad weather may be a 
cause for the low number of donations 

"It's so important for everyone to 
realize that, right now, there are three 
bum victims in the Wichita area who 
need blood now," McDonald said. 

"When people give blood through 
the Red Cross on the K-State campus, 
they could be helping a friend or 
relative who lives in the 84 county 
region we serve."

Bond increased in preliminary hearing

Scotty R. Adam. 18, the Council 
Grove man accused in the Jan. 23 
slabbing death of Scott Sanders, 19. 
freshman in mechanical engineering, 
was brought up for preliminary hear- 
ing yesterday in Morris County 
District Court. 

Arraignment for Adam has been 
set for 10 a.m., March 2, on one 
charge of aggravated robbery and 
one charge of first degree murder. 

Bond was originally set at 
$50,000 but was increased yesterday 
to $200,000, on the possibility (hat 
Adam would harass other witnesses 
or flee Morris County. 

As the defense called witnesses to 
help determine whether the charges 
would hold, pieces of the story were 
put into place. 

Jane Rickenbrode, the dispatcher 
who was on duty the night of the 
stabbing, said she was talking on the 



radio when Adam entered the build- 
ing. 

"He came up to the window and 
said, 'I'm the one that stabbed that 
guy,'" Rickenbrode said. 'Then he 
asked how 'that guy* was doing." 

She had been informed of the 
stabbing a few minutes earlier and 
had already sent someone to the 
scene. She then called for an officer 
to take a statement from Adam. 

Morris County Sheriff Gary 
Carrier heard the announcement and 
came to the station instead of contin- 
uing to the scene of the stabbing. 

"I walked in, and he was standing 
there by the window, and she was 
standing inside the office, and I 
asked them, 'What happened?'," 
Carrier said. 

Carrier said Adam responded 
immediately, saying, "I wasn't going 
to get my ass kicked," and then, "I 
want a lawyer."

Aerobic-type 
exercise enjoys 
increasing popularity

A new form of aerobic exercise, 
step aerobics, is increasing in 
popularity with exercisers as a 
different way to get in shape. 

"Step aerobics is an aerobic-type 
exercise that works the cardiovascular 
system, and at the same time it works 
your lower body." said Barbie lnbody. 
graduate teaching assistant in 
kinesiology. 

Step aerobics is popular because 
almost anyone can do it. 

"Some people have trouble with the 
high impact-type aerobics. Practically 
anybody can do step aerobics," said 
Katricia Sinn, junior in kinesiology 
and nutrition and step aerobics 
instructor for the Lifestyle 
Improvement through Fitness 
Enhancement program. 

Some say that you get the aerobic 
benefits without all of the hard work. 

"It doesn't feel like you working as 
hard, but you get your heart rate up," 
said Crystal Barber, junior in 
community health and nutrition. 

Barber attends step aerobics 
sessions at the Chester E. Peters 
Recreation Complex. 

Most people start out on a four-inch 
step and then progress up to an eight- 
inch step. 

"You do not want to go higher than 
eight inches because it starts putting 
stress on your joints," lnbody said. 

Step aerobics are offered to students 
through the Rec Complex and the 
LIFE. Program. The L.I.F.E. 
program is offered through the 
Department of Kinesiology. 

The Rec Complex began offering 
step aerobics in January. Since then, 
more sessions have been added 
because of the demand. 

The Rec Complex has 100 steps 
available, which is often not enough, 
said Cheryl Eberting, junior in 
secondary education and Rec Complex 
aerobics instructor. 

Step aerobics sessions at the Rec 
Complex include 45 minutes of 
aerobics and 15 minutes of toning.

Readers Write 
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Religion and science 
can meet and be nice 

Editor, 

In the Feb. 12 letter by Robert 
Bowling and others informing the 
readers of the anniversary of 
Charles Darwin's birthday, they 
reveal a very widespread 
misconception about I he 
relationship between the scientific 
theory of evolution and the 
theological concept of creation. 
They state, "The harmony of the 
living universe, Darwin said, is 
not the wisely planned work of a 
creator but the product of an 
interaction of forces." The error 
here is in seeing God's creative 
activity and the interaction of 
natural forces as alternative or 
anti -ethical ideas. 



In the Bible. God is understood 
as intimately and actively 
involved in natural, law-governed 
processes, and nothing in creation 
is surrendered to a purely natural 
realm independent of God. The 
sun rises and sets; the'clouds bring 
rain to the Earth; and the hawk 
takes flight at God's command. 

Because of the recognition of 
God's imminence and providence, 
the ideas of Darwin were 
embraced by many evangelical 
Christians. Darwin's most 
prominent supporters in the 
United States included Asa Gray. 
a Harvard botanist and Calvinist; 
George Frederick Wright. a 
Congregationalist pastor and 
geologist; and James Dwight 
Dana, a geologist at Yale and also 
a Congregationalist. These 
evangelical Christians all accepted 
evolution and natural selection but 



criticized the reductionist leap 
which rejected God's involvement 
in the process. 

Many evangelical theologians 
also found no inherent conflict 
between evolution and divine 
design or governance. Of special 
interest is B.B. Warfield, who 
argued forcefully for the 
inspiration and complete 
inerrancy of the Bible. He held 
that there was no conflict between 
evolutionary science and belief in 
scriptural infallibility, calling 
himself a "Darwinist of the purest 
water." 

My point in all this is -to show 
the fallacy of the often uncritically 
assumed antagonisms of science 
vs. Christian faith and evolution 
vs. creation. These false 
dichotomies have been thoroughly 
rejected by a wealth of historical, 
scientific and theological

As I was saying, the story I 
encountered had to do with a 
married couple living in Israel 
who are seeking a 
divorce ... sort of. Actually, one is, 
and the other isn't, but let's start at 
the beginning. 

Yahiya Avraham (who is 
now 80} and Ora Avraham 
(who is now 64) were 
married 52 years ago. At me time, 
Yahiya. rhe groom, was 28, and Ora, 
the blushing bride, was 12. Now, in 
this country, that sort of age 
difference would be grounds for 
considerable eyebrow-raising and 
throat-clearing from your average 
Justice of rhe Bsace (unless of course 
die judge were a Martian, in which 
case aD bets are off). But in Israel, it 
was no big deal. 

After 1 2 years of marriage and 
two daughters (for which Ora was 
berated and abused by Yahiya for 
not having given him sons). Ora 
decided she had had enough. "His 
behavior was abhorrent. He treated 
me like chattel," an indignant Mrs. 
Avraham was quoted as saying. 

So she left Yahiya. 

Now, under Jewish law, both 
parties must agree to a divorce. And 
if one party does not agree, the law 
provides for imprisonment as a final 
way of convincing the recalcitrant 
party. Ora tried for 10 years to 
persuade Yahiya to agree, but he 
wouldn't bulge. 

Yahiya was finally sent to prison 
in 1962 and has been there ever 
since. Over the last 30 years 
numerous rabbis have interceded in 
the situation, offering Yahiya 
everything from freedom, to a fancy 
apartment, to religious blessings and 
a host of other things. Yet, nothing 
would soften his position. All 
Yahiya would say is, 'Can't do it. 



can't do it, go away." Ofjviousry, he 
is an avid fan of former president 
Bush's conversational techniques. 

Having heard this sad tale, 
I became curious. What 
have noted personalities 
throughout history said about 
marriage? Would this give some 
insight into what went wrong 
between Yahiya and Ora? 

Maybe Ora left Yahiya 
because she felt as British 
politician Nancy Astor did when 
she said. "I married beneath me 
— all women do." Or maybe 
she called it quits because, as 
French novelist Honore de 
Balzac once said, "The majority 
of husbands remind me of an 
orangutan trying to play the 
violin," 

It could be that Ora suffered 
the same experience as 
described by British novelist 
Jane Austen. "Mrs. Hall of 
Sherboume was brought to bed 
yesterday of a dead child, some 
weeks before she expected, 
owing to a fright. I suppose she 
happened unawares to look at 
her husband." 

Then again, maybe she 
realized, over time, as did 
British poet Samuel Rogers, "It 
doesn't much signify whom one 
marries, for one is sure to find 
next morning that it was 
someone else." 

1 would imagine many 
married couples feel that way 
eventually. 

On the other side of this 
issue. Yahiya would 
probably agree with 
British novelist and poet 
Thomas Peacock, "Sir, 1 have 
quarreled with my wife, and a 
man who has quarreled with his 
wife is absolved from all duty to 
his country,'' 

1 have found myself thinking 
the same thing many a time. 

But what, exactly, is Yahiya 
thinking? Why 30 years in 
prison? Maybe he is thinking 
something like. "If a man stays 
away from his wife for seven 
years, the law presumes the 
separation to have killed him; 
yet according to our daily 
experience, it might well 
prolong his life." a witty 
quotation by British writer Nigel 
Dennis. Or, "In marriage, a man 
becomes slack and selfish and 
undergoes a fatty degeneration 
of his moral being," a sobering 
saying by Robert Louis 
Stevenson. 

It is hard to say what would 
keep a man in prison for 30 
years. 

Though, if 1 were Yahiya, I 
do know what would make me 
come out. It is something his 
wife of 52 years said the last 
time she tried to persuade him to 
agree to the divorce, and he 
again refused. "I haven't seen 
his ugly puss since 1967, and 1 
hope to never see him again." 

Now. how could any married 
man let an opportunity like that 
goby?

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Making business of rubbish 



County joins 
with Howie to 

reduce waste

Howie, the "can lady" and ihe 
"Grand Poo-bah of recycling" all 
came together Wednesday night to 
discuss recycling. 

Monty Wedel. introduced as 
"the Grand Poo-bah of recycling" 
and director of Riley County 
Planning and Special Projects, and 
recycling coordinator, spoke on the 
problems he has encountered and 
the importance of recycling, 

"We had to close the landfill 
last January due to contamination," 



Wedel said. "After it shut down, 
we had to develop a new solid 
waste plan. Recycling was our only 
resort." 

The county has now teamed up 
with Howie's Recycling to reduce 
the solid waste problem. 

Howie's Recycling is owned by 
Howard Wilson and his wife, 
Joann. Although working with the 
county, they are also considering 
other recycling options to improve 
the participation in Manhattan. 

Drop-off centers are still the 
most profitable for the county. 
Curbside pilot programs were 
experimented with and are now 
under consideration. Another 
possibility is bins such as in the 
parking lot of Wal-Man. 



"Recycling is all in the market," 
Howard Wilson said. "We must 
demand to use recycled products. 
Right now, recycled products are 
more expensive than normal 
products, and that is not the way it 
should be." 

Howie's recycles a variety of 
products at this time including 
glass, plastics, newspapers and 
aluminum. 

"The recycling business is 
growing rapidly," Joann Wilson, 
better known as the "can lady", 
said. "We have plans in the future 
to expand to the point that we can 
recycle anything possible." 

"The next time you recycle an 
aluminum can, just think, it will be 
back on the shelf in six weeks," 



Howard Wilson said. 

The No. 1 product being 
recycled in the nation is paper at 41 
percent. 

"It might be a little higher in 
Manhattan due to the amounts used 
at K-State," Wedel said. 

The next highest percentage is 
yard waste at 15 percent. 

Wedel said he believes it is 
important that Manhattan keeps 
moving forward in the area of 
recycling. 

"When it comes to recycling, 
Manhattan is ahead of the limes," 
Wedel said. "But this doesn't mean 
that there is no room for 
improvement."

Athletic administration awaits jurisdiction

In the wake of former track coach John 
Capriotti's admission to paying Wildcat 
student athletes, the K-State athletic 
department is quietly trying to complete 
its own internal investigation, unsure of 
what lies ahead, 

"When we feel satisfied that we've 
looked at every issue, that report will be 
forwarded to the NCAA," Jim Epps, K- 
State's interim athletic director, said 
Wednesday. "Our main objective is to do 
the best possible job we can in terms of a 
very thorough internal investigation of the 
problems. 

"Then, we'll simply await an outcome. 
But we expect substantia] penalties." 

The investigation stems from incidents 
recently made public. Capriotti allegedly 
paid athletes in the track program before 



his resignation in November — a 
resignation, Epps said, the athletic 
administration pushed. 

"Coach Capriotti knew it was time to 
leave." 

But Capriotti maintains he simply paid 
athletes because they were in need of 
financial help, 

"It was hard for me to say no," he said 
Wednesday from his office in Beaverton, 
Ore. "I said no several times, but it was 
hard. 

"I admitted to what 1 did, and that's all 
I can tell you. I have nothing to hide." 

The consequences of Capriotti's 
actions have not yet been determined. The 
NCAA office, without having seen the 
reports of K-State's internal investigation, 
couldn't speculate what disciplinary 
action might be taken. 

Past cases involving similar incidents 



offer different possible actions that might 
be taken against the Wildcat track 
program. 

In December 1986, a story unfolded 
about alumni paying football players at 
Southern Methodist University. Just three 
months later, the NCAA handed down its 
decision — the death penalty for the SMU 
football team. 

Southern Methodist wasn't allowed to 
play football for the 1987 season. The 
next season, SMU was limited to just 
seven games — all on the road. The 
University chose, however, to forego that 
season as well. 

In 1989, SMU won just two of 1 1 
games. 

"And that's two more games than a 
team with 74 freshmen was expected to 
win," Ed Wisneski, SMU's assistant 
athletic director, said. 



More recently, Clemson University 
was put on probation by the NCAA in 
1990 for a student athlete who reportedly 
received and distributed cash payments. 

But the NCAA imposed lesser 
penalties to Clemson because "the 
institution was instrumental in identifying 
and producing the former student athlete 
who received cash payments." 

K-State's case, Epps said, is entirely 
self-reporting. 

But Clemson' s case involved only $50 
to $70, far less than the $10,000 originally 
reported concerning Capriotti — a figure 
he contends is inaccurately high. 

"Given the track record of the 
Committee on Infractions, it gets your 
attention." Epps said. 

The current Wildcat track team stands 
to lose the most if the NCAA uccides to 
hand out a punishment. But interim track 



coach Cliff Rovelto said his team is trying 
not to think about that possibility. 

"Right now, it's important for us to 
lake care of business," he said. "The best 
thing for us is not to dwell on this at the 
moment. They've asked me to coach the 
team, and that's what I'm doing. 

"I don't know what else to say." 

And Capriotti maintains he did what he 
thought was right. 

"I feel bad for the athletes that are in 
the program now because they are all 
innocent," he said. 

'They are the ones who are going to 
have to catch all of the heat, and it should 
be me." 

But, knowing what he knows now, 
would he do it again? 

"1 don't know how to answer that,'* he 
said. "I just want the thing to get done 
with."

Women's rugby team 
has 3 national all stars

Three members of the K-State 
women's rugby team were selected to 
compete with the United States 
national team — a squad dubbed "the 
Eagles." They will compete in June in 
Toronto against the likes of England 
and Wales. 

LaDonna Grenz. graduate student in 
laboratory research and the team 
coach, along with Lonndon Seely, 
senior in criminal justice, and Dana 
Teagarden, senior in environmental 
engineering, will represent K-State. 

The three Wildcats were among 40 
players selected from more than 1 .500. 

The average age of members on the 
Eagles team is 29. Teagarden, 22, will 
be competing for the second year in a 
row as the youngest Eagle. 

"My big goal is to make the World 
Cup traveling team." she said. "This is 
a big step in that direction. I thank God 
that I have not been injured. 

"I am lucky that there is such a 
strong program here that has allowed 
me to grow as a player. This is a team 
sport — it is hard to get better without 
good people around you." 

Seely made the squad in just her 
second year of competition. 

"I was basically shocked, to be 
perfectly honest with you," she said. "I 
felt I had a good chance to make the 
Western team, but not the Eagles. 

"I would like to sec K-State go a 
little farther. For K-State, I can still see 
some goals in the future. We have a 
quality program here, and I want to 
leave a quality program behind. 

"Having three women selected to 
the pool from our team says a lot about 



its quality," Seely said. 

Grenz said she did not let her age, 
29. stop her. 

"My best playing efforts are going 
to come in the next couple of years," 
she said, "Experience is a great asset, 
but when you are playing a 22-year- 
old, it is very hard to keep up. 

"1 want to schedule K-State's team 
to play tough teams that will challenge 
us this year. I would rather lose to a 
great team than beat an easy one. We 
have a really great team this year. We 
have a chance at nationals." 

And Teagarden said she was happy 
to see Grenz make the team. 

"LaDonna making it is pretty cool," 
she said. "She has been the constant 
force here at K-State. This says a lot 
about how hard she has worked. This 
is comparable to someone trying to 
teach themselves to play tennis — and 
then going to Wimbledon." 

K-State is one of four teams that 
plays in the Heart of America Rugby 
Union. K-State competed against the 
best players of seven other unions in 
the first step of the selection process 
for the Eagle team. 

The Western Select Side Team was 
selected from the eight unions, and 
from the Heart of America Rugby 
Union, the three Wildcats were chosen. 
One player for the University of 
Missouri-Kansas City was also chosen. 

The next step was the Inter 
Territorial Tournament (ITT), where 
the selections were made into four 
sectors — Eastern, Western, Pacific 
and Midwest. 

All four players from K-State's 
union were chosen by the national 
selectors to compete on the Eagles. 

"It is great to see that the K-Staie 
women's rugby team is finally starting 
to be recognized," Grenz said. 
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NCAA guidelines need re-evaluation 



Over the years, perception has been that K-State 
pretty much ran a "squeaky-clean" athletic 
department. 

However, even in a well-run athletic department, 
some things the NCAAl frowns on will happen. 

Former K-State track and field coach John 
Capriotti admitted this week he paid athletes on his 
squads. 

Capriotti's resignation, which was a surprise to 
most on campus, came immediately following K- 
State's great showing at the 
Big Eight cross country meet 
last fall. 

Turns out, he was forced 
out when the administration 
found out about his alleged 
"misdeeds." 

And there are enough 
allegations to fill two pages 
of this paper. 

But some of the problems 
raised have to do with the 
NCAA's stranglehold on 
college athletics. 

Capriotti said in a story 
published in the Topeka 
Capital Journal, "wheri an 
athlete sits across the desk 
from me and says his house in the inner city has 
burned, and he has nowhere to go," violating NCAA 
rules wasn't on his mind. 

Helping that student get back on his feet was. 

And there's where my problem with the NCAA 

comes in. 

In this space thiee weeks ago, I stated athletes do 
not deserve allowances, and I firmly believe that. 

But extenuating circumstances do arise. An 
athlete's house burns down, or a family member 




TROY 
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dies, and there ought to be a way for help to be 
offered. 

Just a couple of years ago, Larry Brown was 
trying to convince a basketball player to transfer to 
KU when that athlete's grandmother died. 

Brown paid for his ticket home for the funeral. 

KU went on probation the following summer, and 
Brown's financial help in that situation was one of 
the factors in the NCAA's decision. 

That is wrong. 

In regular life, people do loan their fellow human 
beings money when things like this happen. It's pan 
of human nature. 

But the NCAA, trying to be the watchdog of 
college athletics, oversteps its bounds in cases like 
this. 

In other words, the NCAA doesn't care whether 
an athlete is alive, dead, breathing, bleeding, running 
or jumping. 

As long as they aren't getting high, flunking class 
or getting money, the NCAA keeps their hands off. 

Now, a lot of other allegations have been made in 

this case. 

Everything from scholarship stretching to "head 
games" being used by Capriotti. 

I'm not going to sit here and tell you John 
Capriotti was the nicest man you would ever meet, 
or that he would do anything to help his fellow man. 

And I'm definitely not condoning allowances for 
athletes. 

All I'm trying to say here is when it comes time 
for the NCAA to rule on the punishment to dole out 
in this situation, it needs to take into consideration 
that extenuating circumstances call for extraordinary 
help. 

The NCAA's rules do not count for squat in the 
bigger picture of life. 

And that's the way it should be. 



Sooners, Cyclones post Big 8 wins 

Tigers lose 5th in last 6 games OU downs No. 6 Hawks, 80-77

AMES, Iowa — Iowa State held Missouri to its 
lowest output in seven years and got 10 points from 
Fred Hoiberg down the stretch in beating the Tigers 65- 
50 in Big Eight play Wednesday night. 

The Cyclones {15-8 overall, 5-5 Big Eight) survived 
their own poor shooting to win their 14th straight home 
game and hand Missouri its third straight loss and fifth 
in the last six Big Eight games. 

Missouri (15-9. 4-5) trailed 27-15 at halftime and 
shot a season-low 35 percent. The 50 points were the 
Tigers' fewest since a 66-50 loss at Virginia on Jan. 7, 
1987, and were the fewest Missouri has scored against 
Iowa State since a 49-42 win over the Clones in 195 1 . 

Iowa State, which shot only 37.7 percent, was led by 
Justus Thigpen's 16 points. Hoiberg finished with 15, 
Ron Bayless scored 14, and Loren Meyer had 12. 

Melvin Booker led Missouri with 12 points but 
made only five of 19 shots. The Tigers* poorest 
shooting game previously this season was 35.4 percent 
in a 64-56 loss to Memphis State. 

Despite its shooting woes, Missouri made a game of 
it for a while in the second half, drawing to 43-39 on 
Jeff Warren's putback with 7:26 left. But the Tigers 
made only one field goal over the next six minutes, and 
Iowa State went on a 14-4 run to put it out of reach. 

Hoiberg scored six points during that stretch, 
including two free throws that gave Iowa State a 57-43 
lead with 1:38 to play. After John Bums hit a 3-pointer 
for Missouri. Hoiberg sank two more free throws after 
an intentional foul by Booker, then got loose for a 
layup four seconds later. 

Missouri struggled from the start, missing eight of 
nine shots and turning the ball over six times in the first 
seven minutes as Iowa State took a 9-2 lead. The 
Cyclones never trailed. 



LAWRENCE. Kan. — OU's Terry Evans became 
the Big Eight's career 3-point leader, and Oklahoma 
upset No. 6 Kansas 80-77 Wednesday night, the 
Jay hawks' first conference home loss in three years. 

Oklahoma (17-7, 5-4) won on the road for the first 
time this season. The Sooners did it without star center 
Bryan Saltier, sick with pneumonia. 

Evans, a four-year starter, broke former Wildcat 
great Steve Hensons conference record with his 241st 
3-pointer with 15:43 left in the first half. Evans 
finished with 26 points. 

The Sooners took a 72-62 lead on Angelo 
Hamilton's basket before Rex Walters' 3-pointer 
started a comeback by Kansas (20-4, 7-2). Steve 
Woodberry's jumper cut Oklahoma's lead to 76-75 
with 1 : 10 remaining. 

Evans then made a running 3-pointer and, after 
another basket by Woodbeny. Evans added a foul shot 
with 18 seconds left. In the final seconds, Patrick 
Richey and Woodbeny both missed 3-pointers that 
would' vc tied the score. 

After rutting just two of 15 3-pointers, the Jayhawks 
made three in a row during their comeback. Kansas 
shot just 38 percent overall, its worst r^rrormance of 
the season. 

Oklahoma had lost 13 of its previous 16 (ames at 
Kansas. The Sooners took a four-point lead at halftone 
against the Big Eight leaders and made it 58-48 early in 
the second half. 

Kansas coach Roy Williams pulled his stirtefs just 
three minutes into the second half and sat them out for 
almost nine minutes. 

Bryatt Vann had 17, Hamilton. 16 and Jeff Webster. 
13 for Oklahoma. Adonis Jordan had 16 points for 
Kansas while Walters and Greg Ostertag had 10.

The majority of the people 
who audition are K-State students, 
but occasionally people from the 
community audition as well. 

The performers hold scripts in 
their hands during playwright's 
stage. The rehearsals are minimal, 
and the performers usually don't 
start rehearsing until the week 
before the play. 

"The stage is minimal, too. 
We construct the set with whatever 
we see in the Purple Masque 
Theatre, and there are never any 
walls built." he said. 

Taylor Mali, graduate student 
in English and playwright, has a 
play to be performed Sunday 
called, "If Only Love Came In a 6- 
Pack." 

"The play has loosely 
connected scenes between two men 
who explore different friendships 
and relationships," Mali said. "One 
scene is about two guys who argue 
rather heatedly over what it would 
be like 10 be a woman for 24 hours 
and what they would do." 

There is a class offered in the 
fall and taught by Norman Fedder, 
distinguished professor of speech, 
called Playwriting Workshop. The 
students write plays in the class and 
get credit for them. The 
playwrights can then have them go 
to playwright's stage in the spring. 
They do not get credit for 
playwright's stage. 

Playwright's stage began in 
the spring of 1990, and since then, 
several of the plays have received 
productions at K-State or at various 
places around the country. 

A few years ago, a K-State 
student's play "Any Day 
Wednesday" was done in Nichols 
Theatre on its main stage. It went 
on to the American College Theatre 
Festival and is currently being 
published in an anthology of 
women playwrights.

Ag leaders 
criticize 
Clinton 
address

WICHITA — Leaders from two 
Kansas farm organizations found 
President Clinton's economic 
address Wednesday short on 
agriculture-related specifics, but 
they agreed an energy tax could 
hurt farming. 

"There's no way in the world 
that you can farm or move 
commodities without using 
energy," said Doyle Rahjes, 
president of the Kansas Farm 
Bureau, the state's largest 
agricultural organization. 

"We're very energy dependent. 
It would have a significant impact 
on what we do," said Tom Giessel, 
a Larncd-area farmer and vice 
president of the Kansas Farmers 
Union. 

Giessel said he is worried that 
agriculture may be hard hit by 
spending cuts after already 
sacrificing more than many areas of 
the federal budget. 

'Talk about sharing is not new," 
Giessel said. "But it just hasn't 
happened. Agriculture is about the 
only segment that has taken a real 
hit all of the last 10 to 1 2 years." 

Rahjes said he was pleased the 
president mentioned his support for 
the North American Free Trade 
Agreement and for private 
enterprise having a major role in 
economic recovery. 

"But I was disappointed that he 
didn't mention agriculture," Rahjes 
said. 

Clinton did mention cutting 
federal government interest 
subsidies to the Rural 
Electrification Administration. 

Rahjes said most farmers would 
qualify for the permanent 
investment tax credits Clinton 
mentioned since they have gross 
incomes of less than $5 million a 
year. 

"I want to support him because 
the overall thing he's talking about 
— getting the deficit down — is 
terribly important and absolutely 
essential," Rahjes said. 

Many more specifics are needed 
before the impact of Clinton's plan 
on agriculture can be accurately 
assessed, both Giessel and Rahjes 
said. 

"I hope something changes," 
Giessel said. "Because as it stands, 
things don't work. That's one thing 
1 can agree with him on."

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Proposed bill 
targets dropouts 



TOPEKA — Students who 
drop out of high school could lose 
more than an education if a House 
bill that would place stricter 
requirements on those under IS 
who went to obtain driver's 
licenses is passed. 

Under the bill, on which the 
House Transportation Committee 
held a hearing Wednesday, in 
order to get a license those under 
18 would be required to show 
proof of graduation from high 
school, enrollment in high school 
or that they have been excused 
from school due to circumstances 
beyond their control. 

"The biggest incentive to make 
kids stay in school is to tie it to 
something they really want," said 
Donna Whiteman, social and reha- 
bilitation services secretary. 
"What we're doing right now is 
not working to keep them in 
school." 

Whiteman, a former state rep- 
resentative who introduced a simi- 
lar bill in the House in 1990, said 
SRS favors the bill because 
dropouts tend to require more 
state financial aid, particularly in 
aid to dependent children grants. 
Her bill passed the house but died 
in the Senate. 

Rep. Robert Tomlinson, R- 
Roeland Park, said that 4,900 to 
5,300 high-school age students 
drop out of Kansas schools each 
year, and about 3,500 of them are 
under age 1 8 and could be affect- 
ed by the bill. 

But Tomlinson estimated that 
only about 700 licenses would be 
suspended each year if the hill 
were passed because many 
dropouts would likely get general 
education degrees, turn to alterna- 
tive education or be excused from 
school. 

According to state law, a child 
can drop out of school at age 1 6. 



Most drop out between grades 9 
and II. 

"The U.S. Supreme Court rec- 
ognized that driving is a privilege, 
not a right, but it also recognized 
that driving is also a necessity," 
said John Smith, administrator of 
driver's licenses and driver con- 
trol. 

Smith said the state must pro- 
vide an administrative hearing to 
suspend a license unless it was 
suspended by a court. 

"We can't deny them that hear- 
ing." he said. "We have to give 
them due process." 

But Tomlinson estimated 10 
percent or fewer of the students 
would appeal. 

Schools would be responsible 
for notifying the Division of 
Motor Vehicles if students 
dropped out, under provisions of 
the bill. The department would 
have 10 days to notify the dropout 
of the suspension of his or her 
license. 

Committee Chairman Rex 
Crowell, R-Longton, said the 
hearings would increase the 
amount of administrative paper 
work and that could hinder the 
bill's chances for approval. 

Ten states already require grad- 
uation or enrollment in school for 
a child to receive a driver's 
license, Tomlinson said. He said 
even though the dropout rates in 
these states had not changed, the 
accuracy of dropout rale reporting 
had increased. Their dropout rates 
have also not risen wi.h the 
national average, he said. 

Tomlinson said dropouts could 
also enroll in vocational education 
classes, job preparation training or 
take GED classes for one to two 
hours a week and still retain their 
licenses. 

"This should not be considered 
an anti-driver's license bill or an 
anti-youth bill," he said. "It's a 
pro-education bill."

Universities present aspirations 



Speech pathology 
program to be 

reviewed by regents

TOPEKA — The Kansas Board of 
Regents heard a final review from the 
heads of the state universities about 
their aspiration statements and program 
review recommendations Wednesday. 

The regents are scheduled to act on 
the statements Thursday 

The recommendations touch every 
school at the University of Kansas, 
Dave Schulenburger, acting vice chan- 
cellor for academic affairs, said. 

KU has already begun public hear- 
ings on programs recommended for 
elimination. 

The university heads all told the 
regents the process had been beneficial, 
and the schools were able to work well 



together. 

"We've all taken this extremely seri- 
ously ," said Jon Wefald. K-Stale presi- 
dent. "This has been a monumental 
task" 

Among the most controversial pro- 
grams recommended for review is the 
speech pathology program at K-State. 

Regents Chairwoman Shirley Palmer 
said she has received many letters from 
people concerned that the need for 
speech pathologists would not he met if 
the K-State program is cut. 

Fort Hays State University, Wichita 
State University and KU have speech 
pathology programs. 

Rex Cottle, provost at Wichita State, 
addressed a concern unique to the uni- 
versity, which is searching for a new 
president to replace Warren Armstrong 
The regents are scheduled to interview 
candidates Thursday and Friday in 
Overland Park 

Cottle said the university would like 



to he able to go forward with new pro- 
grams during the search for a president 
and the cutting -hack proccH 

Edward Hammond. Fort Hays State 
president, said his university had given 
itself a pre-test for the 21st century. 

Fort Hays State wants to be able to 
prepare its students for the bio-engineer- 
ing age, which they expect to begin in 
2020; Hammond said. 

He said the three C's for the next 
century are change, collaboration and 
choices. 

One way Fort Hays will prepare stu- 
dents is by keeping a student- teacher 
ratio near 17-to-l and having regular 
faculty teach classes. 

Palmer said she had received several 
calls from people concerned about plans 
to eliminate the home economics degree 
at Fort Hays. 

"It isn't a done deal," Hammond 
said. "All parties will have an opportu- 
nity to present their cases."

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U.N. suspends shipments to Sarajevo 



Lastest move meant to demonstrate 
world body's anger at warring parties 
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UNITED NATIONS — The 
United Nations' decision 
Wednesday to suspend aid ship- 
ments to Sarajevo is the latest 
instance of the world body saying it 
won't sit still, be shot at, and then 
gel blamed for failing to do its job. 

The United Nations is getting 
picky after vastly expanding its 
peacekeeping presence around the 
world in recent years, tripling its 
deployment with major increases in 
forces in Cambodia and the former 
Yugoslavia 

Bouiros Boutros-Ghali. who 
took office as secretary -general 1 3 
months ago. has made it clear he 
will not commit scarce resources 
and the lives of U.N. personnel if 
warring parlies are not willing to 
cooperate and reach peace agree- 
ments. 



The United Nations drew ihe 
line again Wednesday when its 
U.N. High Commissioner for 
Refugees, Sadako Ogala, suspended 
aid shipments to Muslim-held 
Sarajevo and Serb- ruled sections of 
Bosnia. 

Ogata angrily condemned ihe 
Bosnian factions for turning food 
into a political weapon. 

Bosnia's Muslim-led govern- 
ment has blocked the distribution of 
food to Sarajevo's 380.000 resi- 
dents to protest the U.N. failure lo 
get aid to besieged Muslims to the 
east. U.N. officials said Serbs have 
stopped food shipments to an esti- 
mated 100,000 Muslims. 

Earlier demonstrations of the 
U.N. will include: 

■ Boutros-Ghali *s declaration 
Friday that nearly 14,000 peace- 
keepers in Croatia may be with- 
drawn if the Croats don't halt their 



offensive on the Serb enclaves, and 
the two groups don't begin produc- 
tive peace talks. 

■ his plan to withdraw 700 
peacekeepers from Angola by the 
end of April, because the UNTTA 
opposition movement and the gov 
erning MPLA party resumed their 
civil war after signing a peace 
treaty. 

■ his threat lo withdraw U.N 
peacekeepers from the Green Line 
on Cyprus, where Ihey have heen 
stationed since intercommunal vio- 
lence in 1964. They were reinforced 
after the Turkish invasion of ihe 
northern part of the island in 1974. 
Boutros-C'.hali insists that the Greek 
and Turkish Cypriot communities 
reach a political settlement 

■ the abandonment of the peace- 
keeping plan for Western Sahara 
due to a political impasse between 
Morocco, the occupation power. 
and the POLISARIO liberation 
movement The U.N force was 
supposed to monitor a referendum 



on independence or affiliation with 
Morocco. Boutros-Ghali has said 
the plan may have to be scrapped if 
there is no progress toward holding 
the referendum. 

One exception is Cambodia 
Boutros-Ghali said in a report to the 
Security Councit Wednesday that 
UN. peacekeeping troops may have 
to stay (here past their scheduled 
departure date. 

There are 15.700 U.N. troops in 
Cambodia, and the number is to be 
cut by 3, 100 by June, 

The Khmer Rouge has been 
refusing to allow U.N. personnel 
into its territory, and the 
Vietnamese-backed Cambodian 
government has attacked Khmer 
Rouge regions in recent weeks. 

Boutros-Ghali still believes the 
peace process and national elections 
can go ahead even without Khmer 
Rouge cooperation bul recommend- 
ed more security after ihe elections 
while the new government is orga- 
nized.

taxes on every household with 
income of more than $30,000. The 
administration calculated that 
would raise $71.4 billion by 1998. 

The tax would start next July at 
2.5 cents a gallon for gasoline, 2.75 
cents per gallon of heating oil and 
8.75 cents per thousand cubic feet 
of natural gas. It would triple those 
original figures. 



Income-tax rates would jump 
significantly — from 31 percent 
now to 36 percent next year — for 
families with taxable income over 
$140,000 and for individuals over 
$115,000. Clinton said that would 
affect only 1.2 of taxpayers. A 10 
percent surtax which Clinton had 
promised to impose on millionaires 
would be applied to taxable income 
over $250,000.

While frisking Adam for a 
weapon, Carrier asked him if he 
still had the knife. Adam said he 
had thrown it somewhere at the 
scene. The knife, which was admit- 
ted as evidence, had later been 
found at the scene by Kansas 
Bureau of Investigations agents. 

Witnesses had previously said an 
altercation at a local convenience 
store had led up to the stabbing. 
Sanders and his friends had stopped 
on the way back from Emporia 
when Adam and three of his friends 
had gotten into a verbal exchange 
with Scott Miller, one of Sanders' 
companions. 

After the exchange, Adam and a 
friend followed Sanders* vehicle to 
Kansas Highway 57, and two other 
friends of Sanders' pursued in a 
truck. Sanders left his vehicle to 



talk to Adam, as Miller fought with 
Larry Shane, the driver of the truck. 

The passenger in the truck, Andy 
Helton, 18, described the scene. 

"We pulled up in front of 
Adam's car, and I saw Sanders 
crouched by the driver's window," 
Helton said. "1 turned to ge\ out of 
the truck, and when I got out, 
Sanders was lying on the ground. 
He never got back up. 

"I turned to watch Miller and 
Shane fight, and then someone was 
yelling, 'he's dead, he's dead.' 
Then we left." 

One piece of evidence admitted 
was part of the reason charges were 
initially increased from second to 
first degree murder. It was what 
remained of a ball cap that had been 
taken from the scene and burned. 
Carrier said. 

The hat belonged to Sanders.

After three weeks of short 
meetings. Student Senate spent 
four hours discussing legislation 
during Thursday night's meeting. 

After 1-1/2 hours of debate, an 
amendment that would enforce 
strict guidelines during the 
informal period of Senate failed. 



The original bill, which would 
eliminate informal period from the 
agenda, passed. 

A resolution that would appoint 
a parliamentarian for the remain 
der of the 1992-93 term was 
postponed until next week after 
much debate. The debate con- 
cerned the right of the parlia- 
mentarian to have voting privi- 



leges, since the person seeking the 
office is also a senator. 

Also postponed until next week 
was a bill restructuring the finance 
committee of Senate. This bill 
would give interns on finance 
committee voting privileges and 
adjust the number of at-large 
members, senators and interns on 
that committee. 



In first readings, a bill was 
discussed concerning an 
enhancement of the Student 
Publications Inc. fee. This increase 
would adjust Student Publications* 
fee for inflation and would also 
allow Student Publications to 
augment its reserves. 

If passed, the fee would be 
increased from $4,80/full-time. 



$2.40/part-time, $.70/summer to 
$7.80/full-time, $3.90/part-time 
and Sl.l.Vsummer. 

Another bill discussed during 
first readings was a special 
allocation to the Tae Kwon Do 
Club. The allocation would allow

Aspiration 
statements 
presented 
to regents 



TOPE K A — The Kansas Board of Regents 
approved a recommended curriculum Thursday 
for high-school students, aspiration statements 
and program -review recommendations of the 
regents institutions. 

The regents approved a recommended 
curriculum for high-school students wishing to 
enter state universities. 

The curriculum includes completing four 
units of English, three units each of math, 
science and social science and two units of 
foreign language in high school. Courses must 
meet certain requirements to qualify. 

The regents also acted on the aspiration 
statements and program-review recommen- 
dations of the six regents institutions. 

The goal of the study is to more narrowly 
focus each school's mission by eliminating 
programs that are not central to the mission and 
could be belter taught at other regents 
institutions. 

The leaders of the six institutions drew praise 
for the presentations they made to the board. 

Regent Rick Harm an said the report presented 
by K- State President Jon Wefald was the best the 
regents had seen. 

The regents' approval means the universities 
can continue the processes they have in place. 

"All our recommendations were with the 
intention we would go back to the campus and 
initiate due process." University of Kansas 
Chancellor Gene Budtg said. 

The University of Kansas already has begun 
public hearings on programs recommended for 
elimination. 

The universities will eventually bring final 
recommendations for elimination of programs 
back to the regents. 

The board amended the recommendation by 
Wichita State University to allow it to go 
forward with three proposed degrees. 

All other proposed degrees in Wichita State's 
statement must be reviewed by its new president 
before they can be endorsed by the regents. 

The regents planned to interview candidates 
to replace Wichita State President Warren Arm- 
strong Thursday and Friday in Overland Park. 

The university leaders all told the regents the 
aspirations process had been beneficial, and the 
schools were able to work well together. 

"We've all taken this extremely seriously." 
Wefald said. "This has been a monumental 
task." 

The universities proposed to reallocate more 
than $15 million and discontinue 102 degree 
programs. 

Stanley Koplik, executive director of the 
regents, said, "Their actions demonstrate accoun- 
tability to taxpayers who support these 
institutions," Koplik said.

Missionary plane hijacked 



MIAMI — An armed Haitian soldier 
hijacked an American missionary plane 
at an airport in Haiti and ordered it to 
Miami on Thursday, but when it landed 
he emerged with his hands behind his 
head and surrendered to a SWAT team. 

None of the other 1 2 people aboard 
— all believed to be Americans — was 
injured, FBI spokesman Paul Miller 
said. Among the passengers was a 
woman whom the hijacker had taken 
hostage before boarding the plane. 

The hijacker had given his handgun 
to the crew during the flight — about 
two hours after he seized the plane and 
two hours before it landed in Miami, a 
federal law enforcement source said on 
condition of anonymity. 

The hijacker had shot a hole in the 



ceiling of the plane before it took off 
from Cap Kaitien in northern Haiti, said 
Kathleen Bergen, spokeswoman for the 
Federal Aviation Administration. 

The plane, an aging twin-prop DC -3, 
refueled without incident in 
Providenciales Island in the Turks and 
Caicos before flying to Miami. Bergen 
said. It had to refuel because of a 
shortage of aviation fuel in Cap Haitien. 
which is about 600 miles from Miami 

Moments after the plane landed at 
Miami International Airport, the man 
walked out the door with his hands 
behind his head as about 10 SWAT 
team members in dark garb crouched 
nearby. The man then laid down on the 
tarmac, and the officers surrounded him. 

The ending was reminiscent of the 
hijacking a week earlier of a Lufthansa 
jetliner from Europe lo New York's 



Kennedy International Airport. That 
hijacker, a 20-year-old Ethiopian 
student, also walked off the plane with 
his hands behind his head and 
surrendered to a waiting SWAT team. 
None of 104 people aboard was injured. 

It wasn't immediately known 
whether Thursday's hijacking was 
related to the upheaval in Haiti. Tens of 
thousands of Haitians have fled the 
impoverished Caribbean nation by sea 
since the army ousted the country's first 
democratically elected president, Jean 
Bert rand Aristide. in 1991. U.S. policy 
has been to intercept the refugees at sea, 
though some have reached Florida. 

The hijacked plane was owned by 
Missionary Flight International, based in 
West Palm Beach, Fla. A spokesman for 
the missionary service said he had no 
information on the hijacking.

► KU LAW PROPOSING S40-PER-CREDIT-HOUR FEE 



TOPEKA — Problems outlined in an 
accreditation report on the University of 
Kansas School of Law can be solved with a 
$40- per -credit -hour tee charged to students, 
administrators said Thursday, 

The report questioned whether the 
university had the money to finance a htgh- 
quality law school. 

The problem wasn't new to admini- 
strators. 

'Almost all of the major concerns in the 
report had to do with funding.' said Dave 
Schulenburger, acting vice chancellor for 
academic affairs. 

He said Thursday the $40 per-credit 
hour fee charged to law students would 
alleviate the problems. The fee must be 
approved by the Legislature. 

Schulenburger said he believes the fee 



will be approved, and if it isn't, the university 
will find the funds internally. 

The report, issued by the Accreditation 
Committee of the American Bar Association 
in November, said faculty salaries at the 
school of law had deteriorated dramatically 
in recent years. During the past five years, 
the school has dropped into the lowest 
quarter in faculty salaries 

The school's support staff is limited and 
unable to provide adequate support tor the 
school's teaching, research, administrative 
and service missions, the report said. 

The November report said the law lib- 
rary's staff and acquisitions budget is too 
small. 

Budig said the legislators had been 
receptive to the law school's needs, 
including those addressed in the report

AIDS vims rang clear 
throughout Lee Arena as an 
estimated 1 ,200 people made their 
way through the Names Project 
AIDS Memorial Quilt exhibit 
Thursday night.

Russians, known as Great 
Russians, tend to be chauvinistic 
toward non-Slavs, so it is very 
unusual for an Asian-Russian to 
have risen so high up in the 
ranks of the military — not to 
mention one with a Muslim 
background. 

I stood far back in the 
receiving line that formed in 
the lobby of Throckmorton 
Hall when the Russians pulled 
up. The three generals and three 
colonels looked fairly impressive 
in their uniforms and great coats. 
I mumbled something from my 
limited Russian vocabulary as I 
shook each hand, and then was 
struck by something that I hadn't 
quite expected. Nearly all of 
them smiled as they greeted me. 
Good God, Russian generals 
don't smile 1 . I was so surprised 
by this that I barely noticed 1 
was also shaking hands with an 
impressive array of American 
top brass, including Gen. 
Gordon R. Sullivan, chief of 
staff of the U.S. Army, and the 
commanders of Fort Riley and 



Fort Leavenworth. 

I was in for a bigger shock 
later, when I discovered that 
Semenov had a sense of humor. 
After the party had toured the 
agricultural facilities in 
Throckmorton, they went over to 
the Military Science building to 
hear a briefing on the ROTC 
program and meet some of the 
Army and Air Force cadets. The 
cadets all stood at attention as 
Semenov reviewed them, 
stopping to ask a question or two 
of each. 

When he finished, the general 
praised them and congratulated 
the Army cadets for; choosing the 
right branch. "Army is No, 1," 
Semenov said with obvious 
relish, "Air Force is No. 2, and 
Navy is No. .V All of the Army 
cadets were grinning from ear to 
ear. while the Zoomie cadets got 
red in the face, shook their heads 
and looked as if they had just 
chewed on raw lemons. Of 
course, the U.S. Army generals 
found this very amusing, even as 
they attempted to soothe ruffled 
feathers I guess it was a good 
thing there weren't any Marines 
there. 

While this was going on. my 
friend who teaches Russian 
history was talking with Colonel 
Glubenko, Semenov's inter- 
preter. Glubenko referred to 
Gen. Dimitri Yazov, the Russian 
defense secretary who took part 
in the August 1991 coup 
attempt, as an "elderly asshole." 
My friend was astonished to hear 
a Russian officer speak like that 
about a superior, so he told 
him, "Don't lay a macaroni 
noodle on my ear" in Russian, 
which is the equivalent of "Get 
the *%%# out of here." in 
English. "Why, sir." Colonel 
Glubenko responded in perfect 
deadpan English, "1 would not 
hang a macaroni noodle on your 
ear."

Hmm, that's a thought 
that might take some getting 
used to. But then again, it will 
also be difficult to think of them 
as the bogeymen they had been 
portrayed as for so many years. 

My, my, how things have 
changed. Maybe Vladimir 
Mogamadavjch and I will be 
able to have a good laugh about 
it the next time I'm in Moscow.

— the guide 
of life." 



If you have ever gone away 
from a philosophy class and 
thought. "I really don't 
understand what's going on," 
then you're doing something 
right." 

This is how lames Hamilton, 
head of the philosophy 
department, knows that 
students are truly learning 
philosophy. The philosophy 
experience gives people the 
ability to think, critically and 
know the reasons why they 
believe in anything. 

For centuries, philosophers 
have been seen as the 
group who relent- 
lessly tested the 
traditional religious, 
political and moral 
beliefs of the times. 
They have gone against 
the majority to prove, 
not just accept, what they 
should believe or not 
believe. 

But, this is where the 
frustration and misunder- 
standing may come in when 
someone is wrestling 
with philosophical 
ideas. 

"There's a segment 
of society that is deeply 
fearful of rational inquiry 
and fundamental questions 
about human life," John Exdell, 
associate professor in 
philosophy, said. 

"It doesn't mean that what 
someone accepts is wrong, it just 
means that you need to justify 
why you believe it." 

Philosophy can test 
everything someone has taken 
as truth, but in philosophy 
there is more to it than doubting 
everything a person believes. 

"If students work hard 
enough to get themselves a 
little uncertain, and they think 
everything is up for grabs, it 
really isn't up for grabs," 
Hamilton said. 

"Philosophy is a way of 
supplying someone with new 
ways of thinking. Philosophical 
issues are fun. They can be 
compared to puzzles. They're 



not 

exactly 

like puzzles, but 

both philosophy and puzzles 

share me pleasure you get when 

you figure something out." 

This craving to know how 
to back up ideals and beliefs, 
and the satisfaction that comes 
with gaining that knowledge 
may be enough reason to 
pursue philosophy as a career. 
Usually those who pursue 
philosophy become professors 
in their area of specialty, but 
don't look for fortune or fame. 
"No rational person goes 
into teaching philosophy in 
order to earn a great deal of 
money," Hamilton said. 

"The philosophy degree is 
good because of the intellectual 
training you receive," 

Also, training in philosophy 
is highly respected when trying 
to get into law school, and it 
works well with other 
professions such as 
psychology or English, 
Hamilton said. 
If someone is worried 
about finding a job, 
whether it is in 
philosophy or not. 
that person should 
be realistic of 
where any under- 
graduate degree 
would take 
someone, 
he said. 
"If 
you want 
a guar- 
anteed 
job at the end 
of school, then go into 
architectural engineering or 
electrical engineering," he said. 
Exdell said he decided to 
pursue philosophy during the 
1960s, when philosophical 
viewpoints were more prevalent 
because of the political and 
social turbulence of the decade. 
I found myself asking 
questions and exploring the 
motivations of the time." Exdell 
said, 

"My family values influ- 
enced me because I was raised 
to take interest in political 
issues. 

"As a member of society. 1 
had choices to make concerning 
what to believe in, and those 
choices depended upon clear 
thinking about basic issues 
such as justice and liberty," he 
said. "The meanings of these 
words and principles ought to 






guide 
us," 

Today, 
social and 
political 
philosophy is still 
studied, but 
philosophy of 
feminist issues and 
philosophy of family 
issues are the growing areas. 
"This development is a 
result of more women 
going into the field and 
broadening the area. It's 
a major step forward in 
the discipline." Exdell said. 
"The dominant values in 
society have been values 
propagated by men." 
Now, philosophers are 
reconsidering these 
values, he said. 

Angela Bolte, senior in 
philosophy, said she is 
applying to graduate school 
and has studied feminist 
issues. She said she agrees 
philosophy is dealing with more 
social issues today, such as the 
riots in Los Angeles and trying 
to find out why things 
like this have 
happened and 
what can 
be 

done 
about 
them. 

"Philo- 
sophy gets 
vou to think 
deeper about 
a topic," she 
said. 

"You just can't 
look emotionally 
or superficially at an 
issue such as abortion 
and say, 'that's bad.' You 
have to use logic and give 
arguments for all your beliefs. " 

Bolte said she thinks being 
able to back up what a person 
believes in is still important 
when it comes to any issue. 

"A lot of people think 
philosophy is scary, or they're 
intimidated by it. They shouldn t 
feel that way. It's not that 



philosophy 

makes you doubt what you 

believe in, but it makes you 

analyze why you think that 

way and if your reasons are 

correct or not. 

"It does so much for your 

critical thinking skills. You 

don't go around with 

blinders on or follow 

everyone else like 

sheep. Thinking 

critically just isn't 

taught 



enough," she 
said. 
Doug McGaughy, 
senior in history and philosophy, 
said he has also seen the 
emerging use of critical thinking 
and the way feminist issues 
are being studied. 

"Feminist issues criticize 
old views of the world that were 
set up by white men," he said. 
"Vou can analyze something 
you believe, and in the end you 
either still believe it or you 
don't, and you can then find 
something else that's closer to 
what you're looking for." 

Hamilton said philosophy 
is a process that reflects the 
changes in society. Its ideas 
are revised as society's ideas 
are revised. 

"There has been a 
remarkable set of 
changes in 
philosophy," 
Hamilton 
said. "There 
has been a 
rethinking 
of tradi- 
tional philo- 
sophical 
problems 
in light of 
develop- 
ments.

The games just seem to be getting mote 
ami more important 

If the Wildcats want to reach the magic 
number of 18 — the amount of wins that 
all but assures them an invitation to the 
NCAA Tournament — they'll have to win 
a road game somewhere down the line. 

With just two home games to play, K- 
State is going to have to win one of its 
three remaining regular-season road 
games, or in the Big Eight tournament at 
Kemper Arena in Kansas City, to reach the 
I S- win plateau. 

The Jay hawks are 20-4 overall and in 
first place in the conference with a 7-2 
mark. The Wildcats, at 15-6 and 5-4, are 
in third place —land in need of a road win. 

But Saturday's I p.m. game against No. 
6 Kansas, at Allen Fieldhouse in 
Lawrence, may not be the ideal place to 
start looking for a win away from home. 

And, considering the fact that Kansas 
fell to unranked Oklahoma 80-77 
Wednesday night, the Jayhawks may be 



especially hungry. 

"You can look at those things a number 
of different ways," Wildcat coach Dana 
Altman said. "It's obvious we won't sneak 
in there now because they will be trying to 
bounce back from that game. 

"And they haven't lost many at home 
over the course of two or three years — 
especially in the conference." 

Indeed. Kansas' loss to Oklahoma was 
the first home loss against a Big Eight 
team in almost exactly three years, a 77*71 
loss to Missouri in 1990. 

But all is not well in Jayhawkland. 
Kansas has lost three of its last six games 
against Division I teams. And the Hawks, 
who started the season 16-1, are just 4-3 in 
their last seven games — with two of 
those losses coming at home. 

Against Oklahoma, Kansas shot just 38 
percent from the floor — the second-worst 
shooting performance by the Hawks in 
Coach Roy Williams' career. 

"You just dig down deep and find some 
way to improve your play," Williams said. 
"We'll go back and re-study the three 



teams we've lost to and look for common 
threads." 

But Altman isn't convinced that 
"slump" is the best word to describe what 
the Hawks — who have also 
lost to Nebraska. 68-64 — are 
going through. 

"They've just lost two 
close games," he said. 

The Cats, on the other 
hand, are coming off of a pair 
of thumpings — losses to 
Nebraska, 80-59. and 
Colorado, 88-77 — that have 
put big question marks on 
their post- season hopes. 

And Altman said there is 
no doubt what has led to K- 
S rate's demise. 

"The last two games, we 
have not played well 
defensively," be said. "We 
have to get back to that. We're not getting 
loose balls. We're not getting to the 
boards. 

"It was our defense, or lack of defense. 



that got us in trouble in both of those 
games," 

The Wildcats are 0-3 when they give 
up 80 points or more.

Baseball Cats hope to rely on depth

Wildcat baseball coach Mike Clark 
said he has plenty of reasons to be excited 
about this season's K-State team, which 
starts the season this weekend with a 
three-game series in Arkansas. 

The combination of 12 returning 
lettermen and 14 newcomers is expected 
to make the team the deepest squad in 
Clark's seven-year career at K State. 

"In the past, we never had any 
versatility coming off the bench." Clark 
said. 

"We've had a depth problem since the 
day I came here, and judging from the 
record before I came here, it's been a 
problem for 20 or 30 years. 

"We think we have some competitions 
for jobs that we haven't had in the past," 
he said. 

"We can't have positions where we're 
just trying to make due. If somebody slips 
a little bit, we'll have somebody there to 
back him up." 

Brian Culp, a second-team all-Big 
Eighter last season, agreed that depth 
makes for a better team. 



"Position -wise, everybody could start 
somewhere on the field," he said. 
"Unfortunately, we can't put everybody 
on the field. We are going to put a good 
product on the field. 

"I hope the fans come out and back us 
up. All the games are going to be like the 
game against Wichita Slate." 

Not only does the team have depth, it 
has gained several top-notch players — 
players that Clark said will contribute 
immediately. 

Of the new players. Clark said he is 
primarily impressed by two pitchers and 
three position players. 

"(Robert) Merriman and (David) 
Leonhart will give us some instant help 
that we needed some help in," Clark said 
of the left -handed pitchers. 

"They were the best juco transfers in 
the state." 

Merriman ranked 10th in strikeouts per 
inning at Barton County Community 
College, while Leonhart threw a recorded 
87 strikeouts in just 70 innings. He walked 
just 23 batters. 

Offensively, Clark said Chris Hendrix 
and Chriss Hess are big pick-ups. 



"Hendrix and Hess are going to 
contribute right now," he said. 'Their bats 
are going to be in the lineup right away." 

Hendrix earned first-team all -state in 
his last two years of high school, and Hess 
was named the Kansas 1992 Golden 
Diamond Amateur Baseball Player of the 
Year. 

But the most prominent newcomer is 
Brian Morrow, a transfer from Wichita 
State. 

"For a new kid, be is someone who's 
shown good leadership characteristics," 
Clark said. Morrow started in 26 of 
Wichita State's 45 games in 1991, 
accumulating a .284 average in his first 
season of college ball. 

But Clark said because of the number 
of newcomers, he could use several 
lineups to start the season. 

"Depending on who's pitching, we'll 
platoon at third base and shortstop, could 
use any of the three catchers and have four 
different outfielders and three different 
designated hitters," he said, 

"The first 20 games, you could see 17 
to 1 8 different combinations." 

Clark said Scott McFall and Morrow 



will get second and first bases, 
respectively, and Brett Bock will be the 
main closer coming out of the bullpen 

Dan Driskill, last season's pitching ace 
who finished third in the Big Eight with 
nine wins, will return as the No. 1 starter 
and will start the first game of the season 
this weekend against Arkansas. 

Culp said the squad could go a long 
way this season. 

"If we get our sights set high, we have 
enough pitching and hitting to beat 
anybody," said Culp. who batted .358 last 
season in Big Eight games. "We can be 
Top 20, go to the Big Eight Tournament, 
or even go to regional and then go to 
Omaha." 

Omaha is the site of the College World 
Series. 

"I want to wear a ring at the end of the 
baseball season that says Big Eight 
Champions," he said. 

"Many of the players want the same 
thing I want. There is no difference 
between Oklahoma State and K-State 
except expectation. 

"I expect us to win the Big Eight 
conference."

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Live broadcasts build School conference attendance suffers 

students' character

K-State's first TV news show 
will be produced Friday afternoon, 
whether it is ready or not. 

"We're not ready," Tom 
Grimes, assistant professor of 
journalism and mass com- 
munications, said. "If we waited to 
air when we were ready, we'd start 
the second week in May," 

Grimes is the instructor for a 15- 
student broadcast journalism class. 
Each week the class will produce a 
30-minute news program, called 
Channel 2 1 News, including stories 
about K-Slate and Manhattan. 

"No class is ever ready," he said. 

Grimes said there may be 
mistakes, but these are instrumental 
to the learning process. However, 
they will sometimes produce a news 
broadcast that appears unsmooth. 

"Viewers should expect to see 
mistakes on air," Grimes said. "But 
they are watching men and women 
in training. They are allowed to 
make good faith mistakes and then 
learn from them." 

The show will be broadcast from 
Dole Hall. Grimes said the first 
broadcast was originally scheduled 
to be live, but instead the first few 
broadcasts will air taped. 

"The principal function of the 
broadcast is to teach television 
news students how to convey a 
message to an audience," Grimes 
said. "This is to function as a lab." 

Grimes has extensive back- 
ground in TV news. He was 
executive editor and anchor for four 
years at KERA-TV nightly news in 
Dallas, and he produced three PBS 
specials. 

He said there are two ways to 
run a program like this. 

"One is to assign an executive 
producer," Grimes said. "The 
problem is, I end up doing what the 
students should. Students wouldn't 
come into contact with the program 
and all the different aspects." 

The second way to run the show 
is to let the students handle 
everything. 

"I stand back and let the students 
make mistakes," Grimes said. "If I 
see a train wreck coming, then I 



step in." 

Tricia Marsee. junior in 
broadcast journalism, said the 
broadcast will give teal-life practice 
to those involved . 

"It's not the kind of subject you 
learn out of a book," Marsee said. 
"It's not something you can learn 
with a pencil." 

Marsee said it is easier to learn 
hands-on. rather than listening to 
someone lecture. 

"We will be under the same time 
pressures and deadlines the 
professionals are under," she said. 

Dane Petersen, senior in 
broadcast journalism, said it is 
really more of an educational 
experience, but the desired result is 
a professional product. 

"We're not going to be the CBS 
Evening News," Petersen said. "It's 
not going to have a snappy look, but 
I think it will help in the real world. 
There is no substitute for this kind 
of experience." 

Catherine Poindexter, senior in 
broadcast journalism, said this 
experience will help students 
prevent cold feet when they enter 
the job market. 

"When we are thrown to the 
wolves, this will teach us to do 
things as fast as you can," 
Poindexter said. 

Poindexter said this class is a 
stepping-stone for the real world. 

"This class kind of walks us 
through," Poindexter said. 

Grimes said each week the 
students will work in different 
positions in the broadcast, exposing 
them to all aspects of the news. The 
students get experience in 
anchoring, producing, interviewing, 
photography and field work. He 
said he has seen students think they 
want to do one thing and then excel 
in others. 

"I want students to experience 
all of it so they can make a decision 
of what they want to do," he said.

"ft would be better if we were in 
an area where students could pass 
by and say hello, instead of having 
to walk over here," Porter said. "I 
wish I knew how we could get over 
in the Union like some of the other 
schools." 

Principals and counselors said 
the few students who did stop by 
gave them useful information about 
K-Siate. 

Scott Smith, counselor at Blue 
Vatlcy-Stilwell, said the conference 
is very beneficial to the teachers 
and admin istraiors at Blue Valley. 

"All of the feedback we get is 
very positive and shows us that we 
are doing some things right," Smith 
said. "We listen to what the 
students are concerned about and 
pass it along to our staff."

hrow the usual 
stereotypes right 

out of the window. 

These stereotypes include 
those students who. for some 
reason, call it quits part-way into 
their college education or 
never bother to start 
college at all. They 
wander aimlessly through 
life, never knowing what 
to do, and never set foot 
in the ivory halls of 
education again. 

Not so with Gladys 
Myers. 

Myers, a senior in 
human development and 
family studies, attained 
her General Equivalency 
Diploma and regular 
high-school diploma in 
Michigan. She had 
previously dropped out of 
high school after a dispute 
with a teacher. 

She has six children. 

And Gladys Meyers is 62 
years old. 

Thought to be the one of the 
oldest students currently enrolled 
at K-State, Myers returned to the 
college life at the prodding of her 
children. 

"In 1985, my youngest 
daughter decided that she wanted 
to go to college. She said, 'Mom, 
take me over to the college. I 
have an appointment.' And so I 
became interested in it." 

After discussing it with her 
daughter's adviser, Myers eased 
back into the college atmosphere. 
After living in both Kansas and 
Michigan, Myers finally settled 
in Kansas in December 1980 to 
take care of her ill mother. Her 
husband and mother have since 
passed away, hut Myers still 



lives with two of her 
grandchildren. 

In spite of her age, Myers 
feels no discomfort working with 
feilow students the same age as 
her grandchildren. 

"I relate well to young people. 
I always have. I think other

students react well to me." 

Myers said she feels the same 
about her teachers. 

"I don't think thai I'm treated 
special. If I need help, I'm the 
first one to go ask for it. I'm 
interested enough to care about 
what 1 do with my time." 

Being older than most of her 
teachers in the first place, Myers 
has one advantage going into the 
classroom that most other 
students don't — experience. 
Not so much educational 
experience, but a solid 
background in the ups and downs 
life and handing people. 

"I think that's one of the 
things that makes it easier for me 
because my experience with 
others has made it easier for me 
to go ahead and talk. I'm not 



afraid to ask a question." 

As a senior, Myers should be 
graduating in May. Having 
already received an 

interdisciplinary degree from K- 
State, she plans to work with 
senior citizens and perhaps 
children. 

"It sounds like a gripe 
when I say this, and it 
really isn't, but I relate 
well to older people. I 
was raised with older 
people. I was never 
young." 

Myers takes her 
schoolwork as seriously 
as a job. 

"I enjoy it — don't get 
me wrong, but it's also 
important to me that I do 
as well as I can." 

The positive attitude 
Myers holds toward her 
schooling also carries 
over to her opinion of her 
fellow students. 
"I think they're great I 
love them all. We were all young 
once, and too many older people 
forget. I remember the things that 
I used to do. Yes, there's more 
drugs, but I believe kids have a 
tougher time growing up today 
because of all the pressures. Kids 
have to grow up fast, and they 
have a lot of years to be old." 

As far as her opinion of 
growing old, she says it's all a 
state of mind. 

"I'll probably be forever 
young. If I could change one 
thing, it would be going to 
school many years ago instead of 
now and finishing up." 

Putting the exclamation point 
on her youth, Myers was asked if 
she would ever retire.

Ideas aimed at improving corporate 
enterprise and customer focus, a notion 
coined Total Quality Management, is 
taking a foothold on college campuses. 

Theodore Marchese, vice president 
of the American Association for Higher 
Education, gave a presentationThursday 
on the history and components of TQM 
for the Chester E. Peters Lecture in 
student development. 

"Total quality itself is a big tent full 
of ideas," Marchese said. "In 1992. 
these ideas became a big deal." 

He said universities are beginning to 
soak up ideas that have spilled over 
from other fields who have been using 
TQM techniques since the early 1980s, 

Automobile corporations, the armed 
forces and health care have already 
implemented quality management 
techniques. 

Marchese emphasized several 



components TQM involves at a higher 
education level. 

"Quality is what the customer says it 
is," he said. "It is a new mindset about 
listening and service." 

Continuous improvement, fair 
leadership, improving processes, 
creating a unifying organizational 
vision, working as teams and receiving 
rewards are essential pans of TQM as 
well, he said. 

"Quality is the function of results, of 
outcomes," Marchese said. 

It is the job of the institutions to 
develop student talent to the fullest, he 
said. 

"Kansas State University has made 
remarkable strides," Marchese said. 

The K-Slate Union started TQM 
training in May, Julie Groh, Total 
Quality Management coordinator, said. 

"We're trying to make the most 
efficient use of resources at the Union," 
she said. "We want to find out what the 
needs of the students are." 

Groh said student needs are 
incorporated in all phases of the Union, 



and employees from different sections 
of the Union belong to teams that work 
on various tasks. 

Union staff members are phased into 
task groups gradually and do the TQM 
tasks during paid working hours. 

"Our employees are assets," Groh 
said. "They have the knowledge." 

The College of Veterinary Medicine 
is implementing TQM also. Cynthia 
McCahon, assistant professor of 
management, said. 

McCahon is chairwoman of the Total 
Quality Management Awareness Group, 
which was formed in May. 

"TQM basically becomes the way 
you do business," she said. 

McCahon said it is extremely 
important that people have a good 
feeling about being a member of the 
college. 

Ways of encouraging this include 
improving research and leaching, and 
by empowering and training employees. 

"You constantly look at better ways 
of doing things," McCahon said. "The 
possibilities are endless." 
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Students lobby for salary increases

K-Siate students took a page out 
of the special-interest group 
handbook Wednesday and traveled 
to Topeka to lobby Kansas 
legislators. 

"The student lobbyists were 
there in support of K-Slate and 
higher education." said Tim Oswalt, 
senior in finance and slate and 
legislative affairs director for 
Student Body President Jackie 
McClaskey. 

"We lobbied for four priorities. 
These priorities were based on the 
governor's recommendations with 
regard to higher education," Oswalt 
said. 

One priority is an increase in 
unclassified and classified 
employee and student salaries, and 
benefits. 

Another priority is the 
establishment of the Kansas 
Supplemental Grant Program. This 
program uses money collected from 
student fees and provides grants to 
needy Kansas students attending a 
Kansas Board of Regents 
institution. 

Full funding of the Youth 
Educational Services Program is 
also one of the priorities. This 
program pays University students to 
work with at-risk elementary school 
students. 

Finally, a four-percent increase

Too often they are 
the ones who have to make 
sacrifices at budget time, so, it is 
good when they take the time and 
interest to share their concerns with 
their elected officials," Feleciano 
said. 

Jon Whitton, senior in political 



science, was one of the students 
who participated in lobby day. 

"Most of the legislators were 
receptive to the students," Whitton 
said. "Some of them took the time 
to sit down with us and go over the 
problems in funding all of Ihe 
state's needs," he said. "That made 
it interesting and educational for us. 
too." 

As a part of the lobbying effort, 
there was a reception table on the 
second floor of the capitol with 
foods prepared on campus. 

"There were meats and cheeses 
from the Department of Animal 
Science Industry, and ihe Bakery 
Science Club donated bakerv 
goods." Persinger said. "This gave 
the students a good chance to 
mingle with legislators on a more 
casual basis." 

This year's lobby day went well, 
Oswalt satd. 

"We had a larger turnout of 
students than in years past, and 
many of those students had 
participated in a lobby day before 
That previous experience really 
helps," Oswalt said. 



Newspapers stolen 
after wreck photo

HIGHLAND — Hundreds of 
copies of a student newspaper 
were stolen and thrown away after 
the paper published a picture of 
the wrecked car of a student « ho 
died in a traffic accident. 

About 30 students had signed a 
petition asking the editor of the 
Highlander, a weekly newspaper, 
not to publish the photo. 

But the paper went ahead Feb. 
12 and published a front-page 
photo showing the wrecked car of 
19-year-old Darin Hinchman of 
Topeka 

Friends who signed the petition 
said the picture made it difficult lo 
remember Hinchman in life, not in 
death. 

"Those of us who cared about 
him would prefer to remember 
him in life, not death. We are not 
trying to censor you or abridge 
your freedom of speech, rather 
sincerely asking that you consider 
our feelings when making your 
decision,'' the petition said. 

At issue was a photograph 
showing Hinchman's car 
following a two-car accident. The 



caeb occurred Feb. 2, just west of 
Highland tn Doniphan County on 
U.S. Uv 

The accompanying story 
quoted the Brown County sheriff 
as saying the roadway was deadly 
and should be avoided. 

"Our main point of view was it 
was a safety factor," said Melissa 
Blake, co-editor of the paper, 
which publishes about 1,500 
copies twice a month. "Maybe the 
picture stopped someone else 
from driving on that highway," 

The newspaper is usually easy 
to find slacked inside campus 
buildings and distributed around 
town. 

But after Friday's issue 
appeared, copies were taken and 
thrown away as quickly as they 
were distributed. The five- 
member newspaper staff got the 
news out only by taping a copy on 
the window of the journalism 
office. 

"They found stacks and stacks 
in the trash," said Vicki Mellen- 
hruch, a co-editor of the news- 
paper who shot the picture. 

"It's been hairy. We've had a 
lot o( threats."

TOPEKA — Attorney General Bob 
Stephan was among witnesses urging 
the Senate Judiciary Committee on 
Wednesday to change a state law that 
says voluntary intoxication of the victim 
is a defense in rape and sodomy cases. 

Dorthy Miller of Pittsburg, director 
of Safehouse, an agency that provides 
services to victims of sexual assault in 
southeast Kansas, also testified in favor 
of the change. 

She worked recently with a woman 
who was raped at knifepoint but 
couldn't get police to investigate 
because she refused to take an alcohol 
test. 

"If the language of this law is not 
changed, there will be a negative impact 
on prosecution — an impact we can't 
afford to have," she said. "Kansas needs 
more prosecution, rather than less." 

Also strongly supporting the change 
was Gabrtclle Thompson, assistant 
Riley County attorney, who has been 
involved in a case stemming from an 
incident that occurred during a student 
cam pout for K-State basketball tickets 
late last year. 

Not everyone supported the change. 

Shawnee County Public Defender 
Ronald Wurtz. representing the Kansas 
Association of Criminal Defense 
Lawyers, expressed skepticism that the 
advocates knew what the consequence 



of changing the law could be. 

And, Sen. Richard Rock, D- Arkansas 
City, a member of the committee, said 
the Legislature could make things worse 
by over-reacting to an emotional issue. 

Wutu, public defender in Topeka for 
14 years, opposed the change, saying he 
had never seen an unsuccessful 
prosecution because of the law. 

"It will tend more to put the victim 
on trial than the current law," he said, 
adding that the bill "dangerously 
broadens the reach of sexual assault 
charges." 

"Its potential for abuse outweighs 
any benefit it may have in deterring 
those who would use alcohol to achieve 
their sexual desires," Wurtz said. 

Rock was also apprehensive. 

"These things become so involved in 
advocacy sometimes that things become 
more difficult," he said. "It's a very, 
very emotional, difficult aspect of our 
criminal law. It's also very complex 
from a prosecutorial and constitutional 
standpoint." 

At issue is a state taw that says it is 
not rape if the victim voluntarily 
became intoxicated on alcohol or drugs 
before the incident occurred. The 
committee took no action on a bill that 
would remove that language from the 
law. 

Stephan said the law has led to 
absurd results. 

"The mere fact that an individual 



consumes alcoholic liquor or is under 
the influence of a narcotic, drug or other 
substance, that they voluntarily 
consumed or allowed to be 
administered, should not give license to 
sexually assault that individual," the 
attorney genera] said. 

"Regardless of the circumstances of 
the victim, there is no justification to, in 
effect, say that that individual has 
thereby given permission to be sexually 
assaulted. It is almost as absurd as 
saying that if a woman is wearing the 
wrong clothes, then a sexual assault is to 
be expected." 

Ms. Thompson, who has been 
involved in a Manhattan rape case 
involving allegedly voluntary 
intoxication by a rape victim, said a 
judge twice threw the case out because 
of the consent language in the law. 
Charges have been filed a third time in 
the case. 

"The statute, as it is presently 
written, permits rape of a person who 
has become voluntarily or knowingly 
intoxicated or unable to consent because 
of intoxication or the intake of narcotics 
or drugs," she said. 

"There is no reason that I can find or 
that has been explained to me through 
all the controversy of the past several 
months why in selected crimes a person 
can be attacked because that person is 
defenseless due to the ingestion of some 
substance."

AIDS Quilt brings message to Topeka

sheds new light on the AIDS crisis 
and solutions to it. 

"For me, it's been an awakening 
of a visual experience of aware- 
ness," she said. 

That is what the Quilt's visit to 
Topeka is all about, said Mistee 
Leighty, media coordinator for the 
event. 

"The main thing we want is 
awareness," Leighty said. "People 
think diseases like AIDS don't hap- 
pen in Topeka. Kansas." 

To break that stereotype down, 
Leighty said she and others spent 
over 6 months to make sure the 
Names Project AIDS Memorial 
Quilt would get to Topeka. 

"It's like giving birth." she said. 
"But, you know, it's something I 
would do all over again." 

Over 500 middle-school students 
are scheduled to participate in 
AIDS awareness classes today, 
Leighty said. She said she believes 
that kind of education is key to 
solving the AIDS epidemic, 

"I have a 2- 1/2 -year-old daugh- 
ter," she said. "If my working on 
this project can do anything to edu- 
cate people or change one person in 
the future to where my daughter 
can benefit from it, it's been well 



worth the time " 

For Pam Becker, any future 
solution or cure for AIDS is going 
to come too late. 

Becker lost her brother, Mark 
Gregg, to the disease on March 24,

It was obvious there was something 
a little different about the convention- 
eers who had descended on the Wichita 
East Hotel. 

Instead of briefcases full of insur- 
ance documents and schemes to get 
rich quick with no money down, they 
brought guitar and banjo cases. No one 
wore suits or fancy dresses — just blue 
jeans, hats and shirts straight out of the 
nearest western-style clothing store. 

It was "pickin' and grinntn"* time 
as the Kansas Bluegrass Association 
brought its fourth annual Winter 
Bluegrass Festival to Wichita last 
Friday and Saturday. Those in atten- 
dance were treated to a wide array of 
bands, including the Manhattan area 



band Wheatland Express. 

Plenty of jamming room was avail- 
able in hotel meeting rooms, as well. 
Admittedly, the sight of bluegrass 
music being played under the glow of 
fluorescent lighting right across from a 
hotel gift shop seemed, well, a bit 
unorthodox. 

But to those attending the Festival, 
it was not the setting. It was the feel- 
ing. 

"In every stage, bluegrass is real," 
Mike McHugh, president of the KBA. 
said. 'There's no smoke, no mirrors, 
no electronics. There ain't no place to 
hide." 

Unfortunately, despite McHugh's 
words of wisdom, many people did 



find a way to hide. They just didn't 
show up. 

Though no final figures were avail- 
able, McHugh said attendance at the 
festival was way down from previous 
years. He said he had no idea why. 

"Every one of these is a crapshoot." 
he said. 

"You never know why people don't 
come. It's kind of like trying to predict 
the weather." 

Because of low attendance at both 
this year's Winter Festival and other 
festivals the KBA helps sponsor, the 
budget of the organization takes a bath, 
financially speaking. McHugh said. 

As a result, the KBA is now seeking 
funding from outside sources. 

"Bluegrass is a recognized art," 
McHugh said. 

"As such, we qualify for grants 
from Greyhound Charities and the 



Kansas Commission for the Arts. 
We're just starting to pursue that so we 
can upgrade the shows beyond what 
our customer base can support." 

Back over in the jamming rooms, 
finance wasn't a big concern. Instead, 
five guitarists, two banjo players, three 
mandolin players, a fiddle player and a 
bass player were trying to agree on a 
key in which to play the classic blue- 
grass song "Sitting on Top of the 
World." 

One of those guitarists, Wayne 
Graham of Perry, Ok la., said that's just 
a part of bluegrass tradition. 

"Bluegrass isn't really written 
down. It's passed on," he said. 

"Everybody plays it their own way. 
That's what makes it fun." 

Graham goes to as many bluegrass 
festivals as he can. He also brings his 
family. 



"Bluegrass festivals, are a thing I've 
always been able to do that with," be 
said. "Everybody's nice. You just have 
a good time." 

For those looking for something real 
in an era of digital samples, electronic 
drums and electronically en-hanced 
vocals, a grizzled veteran and self- 
described "shade-tree picker" said he 
believes you just need to find a blue- 
grass festival. Anywhere. Anyhow. 

"I like my music eye-to-eye and 
jaw-to-jaw," Bill Bonb of Wichita, 
said. 

Bonb is a former president and 
charter member of the KBA and a vet- 
eran of festivals all over the United 
States. 

"I want it the way it comes out of 
the instrument," he continued. "... 
without any gingerbread or sound 
effects. That's what bluegrass is."

There are those who feel there is 
no place for the death penalty in 
a civilized society. I agree. 
However, in a society that is 
"civilized," all the members thereof 
would behave civilly toward each 
other. There would be no crime, for 
all of the "civilized" citizens would 
obey all the laws of the society — 
those being reasonable laws enacted 
by the "civilized" government. 
Thus far, there has been only one such 
"civilized" society among humans of 
the Earth. An ancient Utopia, it arose 
millions of years ago. Our knowledge 
of its legal practices is limited, but our 
best information indicates that this 
society had no need of a government 
or of laws. Therefore, there was no 
crime. That is not to say that there 
were no tensions between free 
individuals. On the contrary, people of 
today would perhaps find our perfect 
society rather violent and 
unpredictable. 

But there were well-established 
ways to deal with violence. Acts of 
violence were to be revenged in kind. 
Thus, each action had a reaction, and 
all acts received their due 
compensation. Murderers were killed. 
With the rise of governments, new 
moral codes swept societies, and 
breaking the law became a sin. 

But governments were institutions 
of the people, and they could not 



survive without addressing the safety 
of their citizens from violence. The 
old compensatory logic was adopted 
"An eye for an eye" was ;he catch 
phrase of the time. Again, murderers 
were killed. Moreover, 

governmental apparatuses allowed true 
fitting of the punishment to the crime 
Punishment became something of an 
art. Axe murderers got the axe 
Torture and confession were an 
integral part of justice. Upon 
punishment, the criminal recognized 
his crime and repented of it. 

In the "Age of Enlightenment," 
people dreamed of better ways to 
punish criminals. Too often, the laws 
of governments were abused or 
rewritten to cause punishment of those 
who held different opinions than the 
orthodox. Among thinkers, torture and 
punishment left the vogue. 

Today, our justice system is the 
beneficiary of all of these trends. 
My premise is a bit wrong, of 
course — die first society was no more 
"civilized" than any of the rest, 
including ours. But in a way. it held 
the least illusions about justice. Today, 
we have confused the ideas of 
tolerance and justice. Using a 
punishment that is the same as the 
crime is not an irony. It is the way that 
society can firmly illustrate the horror 
of the original crime. The horror 



of violence and of crime is not 
something that should be locked away 
from our awareness in a prison. By 
using long periods of incarceration as 
our punishments, we have created an 
artificial separation between the crime 
and the punishment for the crime. In 
the past, the act and the punishment 
were viewed as one, and justice was 
apparent. 

Today, instead of clearly 
demonstrating how uncivilized a crime 
against society is. we create a separate, 
privileged society inside our prisons, 
where all people are fed, housed and 
given opportunities for advancement 
equally. We have a situation in which, 
examining the cost of living, a prisoner 
often makes more from the state than a 
prison guard. 

Today, the people of our society 
hunger for real justice. They cheer for 
criminals to receive the worst possible 
punishment, because they know that 
the horror of the act must be revenged 
by society in kind. If our society 
cannot find a way to control the 
horror, rather than seeding its spread, 
then we face a bleak future and a 
painful return to the violence of our 
predecessors. 

We cannot delude ourselves into 
thinking that we are too "civilized" for 
the death penalty. Our civilization 
may, indeed, depend upon its use,

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First half buries K-State in 77-64 loss 

But Cats pleased with 2nd-half effort

LAWRENCE — Perhaps not 
all was lost over the weekend, 

K-State fell for the third time 
in as many games with a 77-64 
loss at the hands of the sixth- 
ranked Kansas Jayhawks 
Saturday in Lawrence. And the 
Cats — 15-7 overall and 5-5 in 
the conference — continue to 
fall in the Big Eight rankings. 

But the commonMheme 
following the Cats' fourth loss in 
five games was a positive one. 
For the second half of K-State' s 
eighth straight loss to Kansas, 
the Wildcat defense relumed. 

"Our team, I thought, battled 
back in the second half," Cat 
coach Dana Altman said. "We 
would have liked lo stay a little 
closer in the First half, but we 
battled back." 

Indeed, it was that first half 
that did the Wildcats in. 

In that decisive opening half, 
K-State gave the Hawks back- 
door cuts, open layups and short 
jumpers. As a result, 1 1 of the 
Jayhawks' 16 first-half buckets 
were within nine feet, propelling 
Kansas to a 21-4 record and 
giving them a commanding lead 
in the Big Eight at 8-2. 

"In the first half, Kansas was 
very sharp," Altman said. "But 
we gave some open shots that 
they just knocked down. 

"I was so disappointed with 
the shots we gave up that it took 
a hard-playing second half to 
erase those memories." he said. 

The Cats may have done that. 

"We started getting back to 
what we were doing earlier that 
was getting us victories — 
playing defense," said center 
Deryl Cunningham, who tied a 
career-high 1 5 rebounds. 

"We showed at times that we 
could shut them down and play 
defense. That's what we're 



trying to get back to." 

What did K-State's defense 
do in the second half? 

The Wildcats held Kansas to 
41 percent shooting in the final 
20 minutes, enabling the Cats to 
become the only Big Eight team 
to keep Kansas under the 50- 
percent mark twice this season. 

K-State out scored Kansas 36- 
14 in the second half and forced 
seven turnovers. For the game, 
K-State outrebounded the taller 
Jayhawks 35-31. 

The defensive play was a 
much-needed effort after the 
Cats gave up 80 points or more 
in back-to-back losses to 
Nebraska and Colorado. 

"In those games, we did not 
play hard at all," guard Anthony 
Beane said. "The fire kind of 
died a little. We weren't playing 
with a lot of emotion like we 
normally do. 

"Against KU. the first half 
wasn't pretty. But in the second 
half, we kept fighting. We're 
getting the fire back." 

Beane. who had a career-high 
20 points, held Adonis Jordan to 
three. And Jordan's sole field 
goal came on a fast-break layup. 

In the two games against 
Beane, Jordan — regarded as 
one of the best point guards in 
the nation — shot a combined 
four for 16 and scored just 15 
points. Beane was 13 for 23 and 
scored a total of 34 points. 

"I don't look at it like a one- 
on-one match." Beane said. 
"Adonis is a great player, but I 
just wanted to win — we 
weren't able to do that." 

And although the Cats left the 
game with a rejuvenated de- 
fense, it wasn't enough. 

"You could call it a moral 
victory, but I want to win — 
period." he said. 

"I'm not into moral 
victories."

Wildcat baseball coach Mike 
Clark said before the season he 
expected every game on this 
season's schedule to be a challenge. 

Sunday's road game against 
Arkansas was just that. 

In the end, the Cats came away 
from their season opener with a 10- 
I loss to the 3-0 Razorbacks. 

The weekend series, which was 
originally slated to be a three-game 
set beginning Friday night, was cut 
to the single contest because of 
snow. Sunday's game was played 
with a seven-foot high mound of 
snow on the warning track in the 
outfield. 



The Wildcat bats — almost as 
chilly as the 38-degree temperature 
— stroked just two hits in the nine- 
inning contest. K-State didn't get 
its first hit until the sixth inning, 
when senior Scott Mel all doubled 
down the left-field line. 

The only other K-State hit was 
an eighth-inning single by Jamey 
Stellino. 

"It was like a team who hadn't 
put its spikes on for a month and a 
half against a team that had," Clark 
said. 

Arkansas starting pitcher Brent 
Birch threw a no-hitter for five 
innings. Only three Cats reached 
base against Birch, and he struck 
out seven batters. 



Meanwhile, Wildcat starter and 
last year's ace, junior Dan Driskill, 
was hii hard. He gave up nine runs 
and 10 hits in just 3 2/3 innings 
Eight of the runs were earned. 

But the Wildcats got strong 
relief from David Leonhart. a junior 
transfer. Leonhart pitched 4 1/3 
innings and gave up just four hits 
and one earned run. He also 
recorded five strikeouts. 

"David competed really hard 
today," Clark said. "And as the 
game wore on, we became more 
competitive."

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AIDS quilt, emotions 
on display in Topeka

We are proud of you. We love 
you. Most of all. we miss you. 

Some panels were only sheets of 
muslin, with names spray -painted 
onto them. Others were elaborate, 
with pictures, teddy bears and poet- 
ry sewn into the fabric. 

Kenny G. songs played over the 
intercom, and 20.000 names were 
read aloud, as almost 15,000 people 
visited the Names Project AIDS 
Memorial Quilt over the weekend. 
The quilt was displayed in Lee 
Arena at Washburn Universit\ in 
Topeka. 

"I love you." and "I miss you" 
were common themes on the quilt 
panels. Some people took pictures 
of the panels, and others looked on 
with tears in their eyes. 

"My first thought was "why 
remember the names?'" Beverly of 
Topeka said. She declined to give 
her last name. 

"But I realized if we don't 
remember the names, we won't 
remember them. If we forget them, 
then we forget people who have 
suffered. 

"I have a cousin who died of 
AIDS. He shouldn't be forgotten," 
she said, as tears rolled down her 
cheeks. 

Willie Age 2-1/2. Jamie Age l- 
1/2. 

Many panels included the names 
of children. One quilt said. "AIDS 
kills children too." It lay beside the 
panel bearing Ryan White's name. 
White was a hemophiliac who con- 
tracted the HIV virus through a 
blood transfusion. He made head- 
lines when his school learned he 
had AIDS and refused to allow him 
to continue his education. White 
died in 1992. 

"It makes me mad. It's sense- 



less." Laura Hackett, Washburn stu- 
dent, said. "I'm a nursing student. 
So I look at it from that perspective 
Hearing all the names of people 
who have died. This makes it real." 
Music and A rt were in my broth- 
er's heart and soul. 

The quilt showed the toll AIDS 
has taken on the entertainment 
industry. Rock Hudson's panel was 
hanging on a wall. It only had a 
name and a painted picture of a 
rock. 

Peter Allen was remembered 
with song titles and an album cover. 
Freddie Mercury's panel had a 
Queen logo and pictures of him in 
concert. 

Far more than those, however, 
there were the artists who weren't 
famous. They were only remem- 
bered by a paint brush, a music note 
or a painting. 

"I am awe-struck. I was there the 
first time they opened it in 1987," 
Brian Williams of Topeka said. 
"I've seen it before. I'm always 
afraid I'll find someone I knew." 

/ learned from you, I loved you. 
you are my friend. 

There was also a panel of a per- 
son who was made famous only 
after he died. 

The panel contained the names 
of Tim Barbo and Tom Schwarz. 
Tim's mother, Beverly Barbo of 
Lindsborg. wrote the book, "The 
Walking Wounded." She chronicled 
the life of Tim and his lover, Tom, 
and their deaths through AIDS.

"It's marvelous 
how there are so many of them 
(panels), and each can be different, 
I don't have anyone here that's died 
of AIDS, but I think it's sad. I feel 
sorry for all the families."

Capt. Allen West, instructor for 
K -State ROTC and assistant profes- 
sor of military science, recently 
received the Leo A. Codd Memorial 
Award for most outstanding senior 
ROTC instructor in the nation. 

In early March. West and his 
wife, Angela, instructor in market- 
ing at K-State. will fty to 
Washington, D.C for the award 
presentation. 

The award is given annually to 
one instructor who uses creativity, 
imagination and communication 
skills when instructing cadets. 

West uses his creativity and

imagination to replicate actual sce- 
narios in an effort to make cadet 
training more 
realistic. He 
has sent 

cadets on 
squad mis- 
sions to Tuttle 
Creek, and 
later this 
semester his 
students will 
carry out a 
night recovery WEST 

mission to res- 
cue a downed pilot. 

Although these exercises may be 
more demanding than regular phys- 
ical training exercises, he said the 
situations are more interesting to 
cadets. West said he tries to pack- 
age the training in a way that will 
help cadets know their stuff. 




U. Col. William Cook, professor 
of military science, said he has 
watched the transformation of cadet 
training become more realistic and 
demanding under West's guidance. 

Evidence of West's progress 
came in the results of the cadets' 
performance at the advanced 
course. This 6-l/2-week course 
evaluates the leadership abilities of 
juniors in the ROTC program 
nationwide. 

All of the cadets from K-State 
scored in the upper 50 percent of 
the camp. Cook said. 

Greg Werkowitch, senior in 
modem languages and ROTC cadet, 
said West leads by example. 

•He has not asked us to do any 
thing that he is not willing to do 
himself," he said. 

•West clearly stands out as bet- 
ter than average. Obviously, he's 



the best, or he would not have got- 
ten this award,'' Werkowitch said 

West said he is happy about his 
award, but said he also realizes he 
must keep it in perspective. 

"I was taught not to get compla- 
cent. I've got to keep pressing on 
because when I get my next duty 
station, this award is not going to 
mean anything to them. I'll have to 
start all over," West said. 

From his stay at K-Slate. West 
said he wants cadets to learn pride 
and respect. 

•But most of all I want them to 
know that being an officer rl M 
honorable tradition, and it is some- 
thing not everyone can do." he said 

He wants his students to feel a 
sense of accomplishment when they 
get their commi^mn. West satd. 



Bill would increase state's liability in compact

TOPEKA — A Senate bill that 
would increase the state's liability 
in a five-state radioactive waste 
compact could face rough sledding 
because of uncertainty over locating 
a low-level waste dump. 

Nebraska has declared it will not 
license a proposed site in Boyd 
County, near South Dakota. That 
has undoubtedly raised questions in 
the minds of some lawmakers as 
they consider the bill. 

Kansas' four partners in the 



Central Interstate Low-Level 
Radioactive Waste Compact are 
Arkansas. Oklahoma, Louisiana and 
Nebraska. All have passed identical 
bills increasing their liability in the 
event of a mishap at the dump. 

The Legislature considered the 
bill last year, and critics questioned 
why Kansas should increase its 
share of liability when state 
officials have little control over the 
site's management. 

"I think it's something that at 
this point we need to do," said Sen. 
Don Sal lee, R-Troy, chairman of 



the Energy and Natural Resources 
Committee, which is considering 
the bill. 

The compact has selected 
Nebraska as the host state, and U.S. 
Ecology, the contractor, selected a 
site for the dump that includes part 
of wetlands in north-central 
Nebraska. 

Nebraska Gov. Ben Nelson, who 
said the state would deny a dump 
license, has also filed a lawsuit to 
block construction of the disposal 
facility, citing intense local 
opposition. 



So far, S44 million has been 
spent on the site, and not a spade of 
din has been turned The total cost 
is projected at $122 million. 

Federal law requires a state to be 
a member of a compact or de^elup 
its own waste-storage facilities 
Kansas is currently sending low- 
level waste to a site in Barnwell, 
SC.

Something this simple can be 
easily overlooked. 

Marcia Schuley. assistant 
director of the Career Planning 
and Placement Center, said the

"It 
doesn't have in be a navy blue 
suit. 

"The students who come back 
the next year are not even wearing 
the blue suits because they arc so 
tired of them.

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University files response to lawsuit 



K -State 
responds to 
petition for 
judicial 
review, says 
sexual 
violence 
policy does 
not violate 
Constitution.

K-State is claiming the 
University's policy prohibiting sexual 
violence is constitutional as written, 
and the University's actions against 
Mark Mazour, junior in architectural 
engineering, arc not unreasonable, 
arbitrary or capricious. 

In a three page answer to an 
amended petition for judicial review 
filed by Mazour on Jan. 15 in Riley 
County District Court, the University 
goes on to claim Mazour is not 
entitled to judicial review. 

Mazour filed his petition after a 
University panel found he had 
violated the University's sexual 
violence policy during the fall 1992 
semester. The piling stemmed from 



an incident that occurred at the 
basketball ticket campout. 

Although Mazour was arrested on 
charges of rape and sodomy, the 
Riley County prosecutors office 
declined to prosecute the case 
because of contradictory evidence 
and the fact that both parties had been 
drinking. 

A four member panel was then 
convened by the University, per the 
sexual violence policy, and decided 
Mazour had violated the policy. That 
panel imposed sanctions on him that 
included performing 100 hours of 
community service and enrolling in a 
women's studies class during the 
spring 1993 semester. * 

After having an appeal denied by 
University president Jon Wefald, 



Mazour filed a lawsuit asking that the 
actions taken by the panel he set aside 
or modified, and that the policy be 
found unconstitutional. 

Jennifer Kassebaum, University 
attorney, said, Mazour may not have 
the right to judicial review. 

Kassebaum said according the 
Kansas Statute 77-617 that deals with 
the judicial review process, Mazour 
must have raised questions in his 
petition about K-Statc erroneously 
interpreting or applying the law and 
also about the University's authority 
to establish a sexual violence policy 
within K-State itself before he is 
entitled to judicial review. 

Kassebaum said Mazour did not 
do so but said she did not want to 
venture a guess on whether the court 



would dismiss the suit based on that 
fact. 

Mazour had no comment 
regarding the entire University 
response 

The University's response also 
said several parties named as 
defendants in the suit should be 
dismissed. 

The petition filed by Mazour 
names Kansas State University, the 
Office of the President, the Office of 
the Dean of Student Life and the 
Panel acting under the University's 
policy prohibiting sexual violence as 
defendants 

Kansas statute specifically spells 
out that the petition should have been 
filed only against Kansas State 
Universitv, Kassebaum said. She 



added that she was unsure why Greg 
K icftcr, Mazour' s attorney, named 
the others as parties to the suit. 

Kassebaum once again declined to 
venture a guess on whether or not the 
court would dismiss those parties. 
She said the judge can do anything he 
wants to do. 

Kieffer did not return a telephone 
call asking for comment 

Mazour raised, among others, 
questions in his petition about bias on 
the part of Susan Scott, chairwoman 
of the panel, and also said he was not 
allowed to subpoena witnesses, and 
Kieffer was not allowed to address 
the panel or be present during the 
presentation of testimony or

It turned out to be the Van Goghs' first 
show.

K-State faculty salaries ranked lower than peers

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The quality of education offered at K- 
State could soon begin to deteriorate. 

A report released by Faculty Senate in 
December 1992 indicates that faculty 
salaries at K-State are considerably lower 
than those offered at its peer institutions. 

University administrators said this 
could have a negative effect on the quality 
of education at K-State. 

According to the annual report, which 
was prepared by the Faculty Affairs 
Subcommittee on Faculty Salaries and 
Fringe Benefits, the average salary of K- 
State's faculty is 16 percent lower than the 
average of its peer institutions. 

The peer institutions — North Carolina 
State. Iowa State, Oklahoma State, Color- 
ado State and Oregon State universities — 
were decided by the Kansas Board of 
Regents to be comparable to K-State in 



size and programs. 

The report shows the average faculty 
salary ai these universities is more than 
$48,400, while al K-State the average is 
about $41,500. K-State' s salaries rank last 
out of the six, and an increase of more 
than 25 percent would be needed to match 
the highest average salary. 

The report also indicates K-State's 
salaries have ranked last in the Big Eight 
for the last seven years. 

Provost James Coffman said this gap is 
due to the fact K-State is budgeted at only 
80 percent of its peers. 

"To put things is perspective," 
Coffman said, "At K-State this 20-percent 
gap amounts to about $25 million for the 
instructional budget alone." 

President Jon Wefald said the salary 
gap is not a new development. 

"It has evolved over a long period of 
time," Wefald said. "The state of Kansas 



has not provided enough funding for 
faculty salaries in Kansas as our peer 
states have." 

Wefald said this presents two 
problems. One is that the salary deficit 
makes it more difficult to recruit quality 
faculty. It also, however, makes it difficult 
to retain excellent faculty who are already 
al K-State, he said, 

Coffman said there is already evidence 
of these problems. 

While the Senate study found a 16- 
percent gap in salaries, the regents' figure 
is closer to 10 percent. Coffman said this 
is because the regents' numbers were 
adjusted according to the ranks of the 
faculty members, while the Senate used 
the average of all faculty. 

The reason for the difference, Coffman 
said, is K-State has fewer associate 
professors and full professors than its 
peers. 



The report lists seven recommendations 
for consideration by Gov. Joan Finney and 
the Kansas Legislature. In addition to 
increased funding for salaries, the Senate 
has also requested better funding for 
retirement benefits and an improved 
health-care policy. 

Coffman said the Legislature is 
suggesting a 2.5-percent increase in 
salaries, bul he is concerned that it will 
pass the increase, only to implement 
across-the-board budget cuts later in the 
session. He said this is what has happened 
three out of the last four years 

Albert Hamscher, professor of history, 
said he believes the salary gap has already 
caused a loss of quality faculty. 

"In the last five years, 1 know of three 
members of the history department who 
left primarily because of pay." he said. "In 
my opinion, two of them were among the 
best we had." 



Lafene will 
emphasize 
appointment 
format

Lafene Health Center will be emphasizing an 
all -appointment format, beginning in June, to 
provide clients with a choice of doctors and time 
of visits. 

Larry Moeller, chief of staff and medical 
director at Lafene, said patients will be able to 
choose which doctor they want to see, and the 
date and time they wish to see that doctor. 

He said same-day services will still be 
provided, but the intention is to distribute the 
work load more evenly. ' 

"Part of the day will be same-day 
appointments." he said. "You don't have to plan 
your disease to get it taken care of." 

Lannie Zweimiller, director of Lafene, said 
there will be no change from the present system. 

"It is not a change, it is a greater emphasis on 
making appointments," he said. 

He said the new emphasis is an attempt to 
better manage the flow of patients through 
Lafene's General Medical Clinic, and to 
minimize waiting time. 

Students will benefit from shorter waits as 
well as being able to choose a particular 
physician who they are more comfortable with, 
Michael Burton, chairman of the Student Health 
Advisory Committee and junior in pre-med, said. 

Burton agreed with Zweimiller that it is not a 
change, just a different emphasis. 

"It's basically a more efficient use of time, 
not only for doctors but patients seeking care," 
Burton said. 

Zweimiller said the decision to emphasize the 
all -appointment format was fully supported by 
the Student Health* Advisory Committee after 
they discussed il for nearly a full semester. 

After thorough background checks of health 
services at other institutions, including others in 
the Big Eight, the committee decided to accept 
the recommendation. Burton said. 

"As a committee, we did our research, then 
felt it was a good recommendation," he said. 

The all -appointment format is a common 
trend in most institutions and community clinics 
nowadays, Zweimiller said. 

"Il is the modus operandi now in university 
health centers," Moeller said. 

Patients who request immediate attention will 
first be screened by a nurse, who will determine 
whether or not the particular patient requires 
immediate attention, he said. 

"This will enhance care and deliver even 
more to K-State," he said. 

Moeller said the staff will be split into small 
teams to enhance good communication and 
coordination, in order to make the new emphasis 
work efficiently. 

"No system is perfect but we all feel that this 
is going to be definitely an improvement," he 
said. 

On the average, about 300 to 375 patients 
visit Lafene each weekday during fall and spring 
semesters, he said. There have been as many as 
500 a day. 

Zweimiller said in the last two years, medical 
staff personnel have been added, bul increased 
clientele has nullified the attempt. 

"We cannot, and the student cannot, afford to 
continue adding expensive personnel as a 
resolution to the problem," he said. "If we can 
spread the numbers over the course of the whole 
day, we should see a decrease in the frequency of 
wailing limes." 

Moeller said the public will be made aware of

replaces whistle

The whistle is out, and the sirens 
are in, 

John Lambert, director of public 
safety on campus, said the campus 
tornado whistle that has been blow- 
ing at 10:20 a.m. the first Monday 
of every month will soon be obso- 
lete. 

Sirens were installed on Durland 
and King halls and were tested for 
the first time in February, he said. 

'Those are the official ones, the 
whistle isn't official," Lambert said. 

The National Weather Service 
recommends the sirens be tested at 
least once a month, and K- State has 
been doing that with the whistle for 
more than 20 years, he said. 

The switch occurred because 
people complained they could not 
hear the whistle, Lambert said. 

The siren installation was a 
cooperative effort between K-State 
and Riley County, said Monty 
Wedel, Riley County Planning and 
Special Projects manager. 

"We provided the sirens, and 
they provided the work.." he said. 

The whistle, located at the power 
plant, was operated by the 
University. The sirens will be con- 
trolled by Riley County along with 
other tornado sirens around the 
community, Wedel said. 



Pat Collins, Riley County 
Emergency Preparedness coordina- 
tor, said the sirens will extend the 
range of audibility. 

"These should have a mile 
radius," he said. 

The sirens are equipped with 
dual tone, and they rotate to extend 
their range, unlike the whistle, 
Collins said. 

He said a short minute-long blast 
of the sirens means a test, but if the 
sirens run for three minutes that sig- 
nals an emergency. 

Students were in mind when the 
time frame of the monthly sirens 
was set up. 

"Originally we wanted to make 
people aware," Collins said. 

A transition time when students 
would be switching classes was 
chosen so they would hear it, he 
said. 

Several students are still puzzled 
as to what the sirens mean. 

"No one paid much attention, 
but you knew everyone heard it," 
said Amy Hulsing, sophomore in 
arts and sciences undecided. "I had 
no clue." 

Kristen McGrath, freshman in 
elementary education, said it 
reminded her of the tornado sirens 
at home, but she wasn't sure what 
the sirens on campus meant.

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Like ghost stories about the Purple 
Masque Theatre, rumors surrounding K 
State's outdoor artwork will float 
around campus indefinitely. 

Most of the artwork is more than 20 
years old, and as a result the artistic 
intentions have often been forgotten. 

"Most of the artwork on campus does 
not have any symbolic meaning," Gary 
Woodward, associate professor of art. 
said. 

Others disagree. 

"The artwork probably has 
symbolism, but not in the way that you 
might think," Rex Replogle. associate 
professor of art, said. 

"The artist may have had some 
symbolism in mind, but it could be a 
symbol that no one else is aware of." 

Although it is not immediately 
obvious, much of K-State's outdoor 
artwork was built around the same time, 
using money provided by grants. 

"Between the summers of 1969 to 
1971, K -State conducted a project that 



was an art-in-situation workshop, which 
was designed to give students in art and 
landscape architecture hands-on 
experience," said Jessica Reichman, 
curator of K-Statc's Marianna Kistler 
Beach Museum of Art 

K State received more than $19,000 
in grants for the Educational Facility 
Laboratory of the Ford Foundation to 
help build a scries of environmental 
artwork projects. 

In addition, the University agreed to 
match Ford's grant for at least one of 
the three years. 

This money provided the funds for 
art and architecture students to build 
their designs on campus during the 
summers and still receive academic 
credit. 

"Many of the projects that were done 
during these years aren't even around 
any more." Replogle said. 

Remaining projects include the log

Hall, the five cast concrete brick 
mosaics near Farrell Library, and the 
ceramic frieze above Lafene Health 
Center. 

There is also a 19-ton, concrete and 
stainless steel structure between Seaton 
Hall and Holtz Hall, a relief frieze on 
the main entry way of Umberger Hall, a 
concrete fountain at Farrell Library, and 
the wood and metal artwork on the 
northwest comer of Wit lard Hall, said 
Richmond. 

The other artwork was accidentally 
damaged or demolished for campus 
expansion. 

"Some of the artwork that no longer 
exists includes the decorative painting 
on campus benches, a big mural on the 
side of a building which was visible 
from Claflin. banners in certain halls, 
and a photo mural in the Union, which 
became food-splattered." Replogle said. 

If grants had not been provided, 
much of K-State's art landscaping 
would not exist. The idea to solicit the 



grants from the Ford Foundation was 
the brainchild of a local Manhattan 
artist. 

"Charles Clements was the artist who 
got the grant set up," Replogle said. 

"He conceived the idea and worked 
with it the first two years before leaving 
Manhattan." 

Art and architecture students created 
designs during the regular school year. 
During the first several weeks of the 
summer, final selections were made by 
a jury of seven or eight people, 
including the president of the university. 

"I enjoyed working with the project. 
During the first year we had a big group 
of students and faculty who were 
involved." Replogle said. 

"By the third year, we had a little less 
interest so we had a smaller group. We 
actually had access to more money than 
we had students to build the projects. 

"I only did it the last year, but I had a 
nice time."

The desire to pursue animals, 
whether to hunt. fish, trap or just 
see and photograph, is natural in 
humans.

If there is no interest in 
the outdoors, it is very likely that 
no one has taken the time to 
kindle the interest in hunting, 
fishing or wildlife observation. 
How many parents give their 
daughters rods and reels, 
shotguns or a guide to birds for 
their birthdays and follow these 
gifts up with instruction on their 
use?

I have seen these women walk up 
and down flint hills, crawl on 
their hands and knees, wade 
across streams, get stuck in shin- 
deep mud and even deeper snow. 

I do 
not remember hearing them 
complain. I distinctly remember 
that they enjoyed these 
experiences because they still 
anticipated success just around 
the bend or over the hill. 

Outdoor sports enthusiasts 
need fo actively recruit women 
and kids from single-parent 
families and introduce them to 
our sports.

For Oklahoma coach Billy Tubbs. it's 
time to get even. 

Following the Sooners* 62-61 loss at 
the hands of the uo ranked Wildcats on 
Feb. 3, Tubbs said K-State was not as 
good a team as his Oklahoma squad. 

"We're going to beat the hell out of 
them in Norman," he said immediately 
after the game. 

"That's just Billy being Billy," Wildcat 
coach Dana Altman said. "He needed 
something to stir everything up a little bit, 
and that he did." 

Tubbs will have a chance to back up his 
statement at 7 tonight at the Lloyd Noble 
Center in Norman, Okla., when the 15-7 
Cats take on the 17-8 Sooners. 

"That was not a good statement on my 
part." Tubbs said Monday afternoon. 
"That was probably something I should 
have passed on. I let my emotions take 
over." 

And in doing so, Tubbs may very well 
have given the Wildcats something to 



hang on their locker room bulletin board. 

"I'm pretty sure everyone will have it 
on the back of their minds," point guard 
Anthony Beane said. "We're going to try 
to — no, we will — use that as motivation 
to get us pumped up and make us want to 
fight even more." 

And center Deryl Cunningham said the 
motivational factor might be the key 
ingredient for the Cats to snap their three- 
game losing streak. 

"I hope so," he said "I really don't care 
what it takes. We need some games to get 
into the tournament. We can't give up. 

"I just want to get it done, period." 

For that to happen, the Cats need to 
play the pressure defense they applied to 
Kansas in the second half of Saturday's 
loss, Askia Jones said. 

"You could say we have a little 
incentive," he said. "But we're just going 
to*bave to play our game — defense and 
rebounding — to do the things we need to 
do to win." 

But K-State hasn't seen that type of 
defense for a full game since a 68-66 win 



over Iowa State nearly two weeks ago. In 
their last three games, the Cats are giving 
up an average of 81.7 points a game. And 
this is a team that, for much of the season, 
led the conference in scoring 
defense. 

When the Wildcats limit 
their opponents to less than 70 
points, K-State is 13-1. 

The Cats started the season 
by limiting nine of their first 
11 opponents to 70 points or 
less. K-State was 9-0 in those

Loyola offers break 
from Big 8 schedule 



Lady Cats hope 
for one more win 
before KU game

The 9-15 Lady Cats will try to 
squeeze out another non- 
conference victory tonight, this 
time against the Loyola Ramblers. 
The 7 p.m. game will be played at 
Alumni Gymnasium in Chicago. 

K-State started the season with 
seven wins in its first nine games, 
all against teams outside of the 
Big Eight. But the Lady Cats have 
managed just a 67-43 win against 
Iowa State in the conference, and 
K-State is 1-12 in league play. 

Loyola, a member of the 
Midwestern Collegiate Confer- 
ence, is 5-16 and saddled in an 
eight-game losing streak. Neither 
team has scored more than 77 
points in any game this season. 

Loyola is shooting just 42 
percent from the field for the 
season, including a 29-percent 
mark from three-point range. The 
Ramblers are being outrebounded 
by more than six boards a game 



and turning the ball over 22 times 
each time out. 

For K-State, the game could be 
a warm-up for Sunday's contest 
against intrastate rival Kansas. 

"I think we'll have a good trip 
and come back to our arch- 
rivals," Lady Cat coach Susan 
Yow said. 

The Lady Cats beat the 
Ramblers in the only previous 
meeting for the two squads, a 69- 
56 victory last season in 
B rami age Coliseum. 

The Rambler team is led by 
Stacy Kundtnger, Ginny Hamill 
and Lori Esser. Kudinger leads 
the team in scoring with an 
average of 1 3.4 points per game 
and Hamill averages 10.1 points. 
Esser is averaging four assists and 
8.7 points per game. 

The three juniors combine for 
52 percent of Loyola's scoring. 

The University of Illinois- 
Chicago is the only common 
opponent for the two teams this 
season. Both teams were defeated 
by the Flames — K-State lost 61 - 
60, and Loyola dropped a 65-57 
decision.

K-State ticket prices fit conference norm

Are K-State basketball ticket prices too 
high? 

While the Wildcat athletic department 
has received criticism for raising 
basketball ticket prices during the last five 
years, a comparison of prices around the 
Big Eight suggests the K-State tickets still 
fit well within die conference average. 

Season tickets for students currently 
ran $75 or $95 for a combination 
football/basketball ticket. Faculty-staff 
season passes cost $152, while public 
prices run from $1 90 to $2 1 5, 

K-State Associate Athletic Director 
Jack Key said while tickets to see the 
Wildcats may appear high — especially to 
students — the Cat student body gets one 
of the beat deals in the conference. 

"T think us and KU probably offer the 
best student seating of anyone in the Big 
Eight," he said. "I came from OU, and 
their student section only has seats on one 
side of mid-court. 



when you go around the Big Eight is that, 
for instance, Colorado's student section is 
in the end-zone, where our students gel 
mid-court seats." 

Admission to Colorado's basketball 
games are free for students. 

However, all students are charged a $33 
athletic fee each semester. Football tickets 
are available to students for an additional 
$10. 

"Our number may look high in 
comparison,'' Key said. "But schools like 
Colorado have a $66 student fee. As a 
result, they can offer free tickers. 

"Still, they only drew 3,100 to their 
game with us, and I bet there weren't 500 
students there" Key said. 

The toughest basketball ticket in the 
conference is at Oklahoma State. 

With only 6,381 seats available, 
Gallagher Iba Arena has the smallest 
capacity in the Big Eight and offers the 
Big Eight's most expensive single-game 
and season ticket prices. 

Frank Ross, assistant ticket manager at 
Oklahoma State, said a winning team, high 



demand and a small arena have 
combined for expensive prices. 

"We have a small house, 
and people want to see a good 
product," he said. "Gallagher - 
Iba is not like Bramlage, where 
you have lots of room. We've 
also had a good non- 
conference schedule, which 
helped our demand." 

Ross said while ticket prices 
have been relatively stable in 
the past, they went up $9 
across the board this season. 

For Oklahoma State 
students, the only option is to 
buy an all-sports ticket — 
good for football, wrestling 
and other school sports — for $54. The 
student may men decide to purchase a 
season basketball ticket for an additional 
$110. 

Kansas' situation is simitar lo that of 
the Cowboys. Allen Fieldnousc has been 
sold out since 1986. and 850 people are on 
the waiting list for public season tickets

interview of any witness except 
Mazour himself. 

The University's response 
denies that accusation, but does not 
go into specific charges raised by 
Mazour. Kassebaum said that's 
standard procedure for any legal 
response. 

According to Kansas law, the 
response must simply answer the 
petitioner's allegations by either 
denying them, admitting them or 
saying that they don't know, 
Kassebaum said. 

She said the complete transcripts 
of the panel's actions will be 
looked at by the judge for specific 
evidence related to Mazour's 



claims. 

In the response, the University 
also asks the court to award 
monetary compensation from 
Mazour for costs associated with 
preparing the transcript and time 
devoted to the case. Kassebaum 
said she could not yet put a dollar 
figure on what that amount might 
be. 

Kassebaum refused to comment 
on whether or not there were 
attempts being made to settle the 
case out of court. 

Linda Fox, deputy court clerk, 
said the case wilt be heard by Riley 
County District Judge Harlan 
Graham. No hearing date has yet 
been set, she said.

price spectrum are Oklahoma and 
Nebraska. Single-game tickets run 
from S8 to SI 2, and their season 
ticket prices are also among the Big 
Eight's cheapest. 

Nebraska's ticket prices have 
gone up in each of the last two 
years, but assistant ticket manager 
Cindy Bell said they have still sold 
out all of their Big Eight contests. 

"I can count on my hands the 
number of complaints we've had." 
Bell said. "As long as we win. no 
one cares That's the biggest 
criteria." 

Oklahoma has not had the same 
experience. Although the Sooners 
spent much of the pre-con fere nee 
season ranked in the Top 25. walk- 
up and season ticket sales have 
lagged. 

"It's been tough to call this 
year." John Walker, athletic ticket 
manager, said. "We did not sell out 
the Missouri game, and I can't tell 
you why. 

"Weather and TV have been 
factors, but sometimes we predicted 
a big crowd and didn't get it." 

Despite concerns about K- 
State's attendance. Key said K 
Slate's ticket prices will go up $1 
for football and basketball tickets 



next season, but not on student 
season passes. 

"It was my understanding since 
the student fee came into effect that 
students would not pay more than 
$5 a game for basketball and $7 a 
game for football. 

"That was written into the 
student legislation as pan of the 
student fee." 

K-Smie students currently pay 
$4.70 for a game with a basketball 
season ticket, S4.I7 with a 
combination ticket. 

While student season ticket sales 
were up 495 over last year to 2,670, 
the athletic department only sold 
895 faculty-staff tickets, when they 
had expected to sell around 1,200. 

The primary factor in the drop in 
faculty-staff was a 30- percent price 
increase. Prices for faculty/staff 
season tickets went up $22 over last 
season, but Carol Adolph, athletic 
ticket manager, said the prices 
changed for reasons beyond K- 
State's control. 

"The IRS ruled that the discount 
for faculty-staff tickets has to be 80 
percent of what the public is 
paying," Adolph said. 

"Their prices went up a lot this 
year because of that IRS ruling."

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Students' budgets suffer from credit cards, loans

The sharp silverlblades of the 
scissors might as wt\\ have been 
stabbed through your heart. One cut 
had not affected your livelihood so 
dramatically since birth. 

If you cannot control credit card 
expenditures, you may have to force 
yourself to destroy your cards, said 
Ann Coulson. assistant professor of 
human development and family 
studies. 

If you want to keep your cards, 
other steps can be taken to lessen 
the temptation of overspending. 
Coulson said. A student will not be 
as tempted to use credit cards if 
accessibility is reduced. 

"Leave it at home," Coulson 
said. 

Students often devise ingenious 
ways of creating obstacles to curb 
spending, Coulson said. One 



student put her card in a Ziploc bag 
full of water and froze it, Coulson 
said. 

The magnetic strip of a credit 
card cannot be microwaved, so 
students have to wait for the ice to 
melt, Coulson said. The melting 
period gives the student time to 
evaluate the purchase, she said. 

"If that's the only way students 
can control it. then they should 
freeze their cards," Coulson said. 

Lack of control is why Michael 
Oldfather, associate professor of 
economics, said students have no 
business getting involved with 
credit cards. 

"There's no reason they should 
have one." Oldfather said. They 
really have put a lot of students in 
trouble." 

Credit cards are not the only 
financial mistake students make, 
Oldfather said. Students also make 



unnecessary purchases when it 
comes to insurance, he said. 

"There are hardly any students 
who should have life insurance," 
Oldfather said. "A lot of students 
are misled by insurance agents." 

A modest savings program is 
more effective. Oldfather said. 

Credit life insurance is another 
form of insurance students do not 
need, Oldfather said. 

"It's often attached to a car 
loan," he said. 

When students buy a car, the 
dealer will encourage the student to 
buy credit life insurance, which will 
pay off the loan if the student dies, 
he said. 

"You don't have to buy it," 
Oldfather said. "It's not cheap, and 
it is largely unnecessary." 

Another commonly made 
mistake is large amounts of student 
loans, Oldfather said. 



"1 would borrow as little as 
possible," he said. 

David Hula, instructor in 
economics, said loans can come 
back to haunt a student 

"Don't borrow money to go to 
college unless you're absolutely 
forced into it." he said. 

Students should get a job to pay 
for expenses rather than depend 
completely on loans. Hula said. 

"It means more pain in your 
college years but less pain down the 
road," he said. "A lot of students 
take out more than they should." 

Hula said the key is budgeting 
for necessities first. 

"Any time you have a funding 
constraint, you have to (budget)," 
he said. 

Students should track income 
and expenditures for a few months 
before trying to devise a budget, 
Coulson said. 



"Students should say, 'I 
absolutely have to spend such-and- 
such amount for necessities.*" Hula 
said. 

Anything left over becomes the 
proverbial discretionary income, he 
said. Everybody has to budget — 
some just have a larger base with 
which to work. 

Hula said students usually get 
into trouble when they reverse the 
order of creating their budget 

"Budget for necessities first, no 
matter how painful it is," Hula said. 
"If you reverse the order, you'll 
find yourself in a huge financial 
bind." 

The two keys to financial 
success in college are to take out as 
little student-loan debt as possible 
and budget for necessities first. 
Hula said, 

"Those are the Hula 
hypotheses." 



Although most students do not 
have money to invest. Coulson said 
students should start saving. 

"1 say that, and my students roll 
their eyes." she said. "Even if 
you're only saving a few dollars a 
month, you're starting a good 
habit." 

Richard Baler, junior in political 
science and economics, has not 
fallen into any of the traps most of 
his peers have, he said. 

"I had one semester where I was 
barely able to pay for necessities," 
Baler said. "Since that semester. 
I've become much more fiscally 
conservative. I also have to credit 
my parents for my financial 
responsibility. 

"There are plenty of things I'd 
like to buy, but nothing that's 
financially feasible," he said. "I 
don't let myself fall into that trap — 
I've heard too many horror stories." 
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He should have listened to his heart, not to his friends

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Professor creates fat-free popcorn 
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Aramouni gets 
grant, makes 
snack for diabetics

There' s good news for 
popcorn lovers. 

A K-State researcher has 
developed a light caramel 
popcorn with half the calories of 
regular popcorn and no fat. 

Fadi Aramouni, assistant 
professor of foods and nutrition, 
started working on the new 
caramel popcorn in 1990 and 
received a patent for it in 
December 1992. 

Twin Valley Develop-mental 
Services, a nonprofit 
organization in Greenleaf, 
requested that Aramouni 
develop a sugar-free product for 
diabetics, be said. 

He said he decided to make it 
fat-free as well, 

Aramouni's popcorn can be 
considered fat-free because it 
has less than one-half gram of 
fat. 

"We air pop the corn to avoid 
oil and used a fat and sugar 
substitute in the topping," 
Aramouni said. 

Taking the fat and sugar out 
of the popcorn caused some production 
problems for Aramouni. 

"When you take out the fat, it is hard to get 
a good coating," he said. 

There was also the problem of finding a 
sugar substitute that would give the same bulk 
and preservative effect, he said. 

Aramouni said he had trouble getting the 
popcorn to look right and taste right at the 
same time. 

"You want a product that tastes good first, 
and you also want it to look good," he said. 

The project was funded through Kansas 
Value-Added Center with a S3.000 grant they 
receive from the Kansas Lottery, said Susan 
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ITI houses global 
trade information

Goetsch, assistant director of the Kansas 
Value-Added Center. 

The funds they receive from the lottery are 
earmarked for economic development, 
Goersch said, and are used to provide 
assistance for people who are working on new 
projects in the food, feed, fuel and industrial 
areas. 

"We provide grants and research funds to 
projects like this if we think they show 
potential to compete well in the market 
place," Goetsch said. 

After Aramouni received his grant, it took 
him two years to get the product on the 
market. 



One year was spent on development and 
feasibility testing, and the next year was spent 
on taste and shelf-life testing, he said. 

"The popcorn has a shelf-life of more than 
six months," Aramouni said. 

Twin Valley Developmental Services has 
received the first license to produce and sell 
the popcorn, which is currently on the market. 

Since the recent Kansas City Star article, 
four Kansas companies, one in Missouri, one 
in Oklahoma and one national chain company 
have asked for samples and a license. 

The Kansas Research Foundation checks 
the patent and licensing. 



UNtcmun 
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The K -State International Trade 
Institute can assist students, faculty 
and businesses in their international 
research. 

The institute, located in the KSU 
Alumni Association building, has 
information about every country 
that has an embassy in Washington, 
D.C., Neelima Gogumalla, 
associate director of the institute, 
said. 

On the last count they took, 
more than a year ago, there was 
information on 1S2 countries, she 
said. Since then many more 
countries have sent them 
information. 

The institute's library provides a 
variety of information 

"We try to get as many resources 
in the library as possible, and we try 
not to duplicate it with other 
sources that are available at Farrell 
and the other regents schools," 
Gogumalla said. 

The international trade 
directories at the institute give the 
address, phone and fax number of 
any company in the world. 
Gogumalla said background on the 
countries is updated on a monthly 
basis. She said the institute also 
receives numerous journals and 
publications, 

"You can get a glimpse of 
everything that is going on all 
around the world," Pam Fulmcr. 
administrative officer at the 
institute, said. 

Background information on the 
countries included things like 
marketing plans, government 
legislation, trade needs and tariff 
regulations, she said. People who 
will be doing business or traveling 
overseas can also get information 
about cultural differences. 

If the institute docs not have 



what someone is looking for, they 
can contact the embassies and get it 
for them, she said. 

"We have good contacts with the 
embassies, so. when we need 
something we let them know, and 
they get it to us." Gogumalla said. 

The institute's three goals are 
education, research and service, she 
said. 

"We do practical research for 
companies. We give them help 
dealing with exporting and find 
leads for them," Gogumalla said. 

All the research and exporting 
advice is free. Academic research is 
also done at the institute. Right now 
a survey is being done on all Latin 
American multinational companies 
to see what kind of marketing 
system they have. 

Fulmer said one of the most 
important aspects of the institute's 
service is the annual advertising 
magazine. 

"It is for companies in the 
Midwest to get their names out 
among everyone else in the world 
and to try to get their business," 
Fulmer said. 

Twenty-thousand copies of the 
six-language, full-color magazine 
are sent to more than 1 80 countries. 
Companies pay for the ads, but 
Gogumalla said it is only enough to 
break even. 

The institute also works with the 
United States Agency for 
International Development. They 
sponsor business people from lesser 
developed counties to come to K- 
State for year-long non-degree 
programs. 

K-State is the only regents 
school with a trade institute, she 
said.

Most students purchase their parking 
permits for ihe year. Perm its for the 
reserved stalls are also purchased for the 
year. However, faculty and staff have to 
renew their permits each semester. 

Graduate leaching assistants and 
research assistants, who have been 
appointed lo a position, can also get a 
faculty/staff permit They are charged 
$35 for the permit, the same as regular 
faculty. 

Some faculty will pay more for the 
reserved stalls to avoid the hassle of 
finding parking spoiv The permits for 
10- hour reserved spots are S245, and 
24-hour reserved stalls are S.1.15. 

'There are people willing to pay for 
reserved parking stalls." Dwain Archer, 
manager of Parking Services, -aid "We 
have a waiting list of over 100 right 
now." 

Archer said handicapped faculty and 
students are given the priority of 
reserved stalls 

"We try to get them close to either 
their place of work or study,'" Archer 
said, "but not necessarily next to that 
building."

Students gain experience, get paid

A grant is opening the doors 
for K Suie to provide a 
cooperative education program in 
which students will be able to 
work in their field and get paid. 
The program is similar to an 
internship 

This is the first semester tor 
the K-State comprehensive co-op 
program. 

A Title Eight Higher 
Education Administrative Grant 
has enabled K-State to give all 
students the opportunity to 
benefit from co-ops. 



Toni Herzog. co-op 
coordinator, said the grant is 
designed to pay for the 
administrative costs of getting the 
program started. The five-year. 
$128,202 federal grant is being 
matched by K-State on a 
progressive basis. It will be 
absorbed into the budget by the 
sixth year, 

Herzog said a co-op differs 
from an internship in a couple of 
ways. A co-op experience 
requires the students work in 
several different areas of the 
company, and the students must 
be compensated for their work. 



This may or may not be the case 
with internships 

A co-op lasts between 10 
weeks and a year. 

Deanna Fuller, co-op 
employee relations specialist. 
said co-op students will probably 
get above minimum wage. 
Kenneth Gowdy, associate dean 
of engineering, said an 
engineering co-op student can 
make a starting salary of about 
$ 1 .200 to 12,000 a month. 

He said some of the

Professor patents process to combat E. coli bacteria

A K-State scientist has patented a process that 
may be able to prevent future outbreaks of food 
poisoning just weeks after an outbreak in 
Washington, which left hundreds of people ill 
and two children dead. 

Daniel Fung, professor of food science, 
received a patent on Feb. 1 6 for a technique that 
uses Oxyrase™ enzyme to stimulate the rapid 
growth of pathogens like E. coli OI57:H7 

E. coli is a bacteria which grows in the 
intestinal tracts of animals. Fung said. The 
OI57:H7 strain is being blamed for the food- 
poisoning outbreak in the Northeast, 

His discovery is important, Fung said, 
because it is the fastest known way to grow 
bacteria. 

It takes bacteria eight to 10 hours to grow to 



large enough numbers on their own to be 
detected. But Fung said bacteria treated with 
Oxyrase™ will produce a large enough 
population for detection in four to five hours. 

"Nobody on earth can detect one E. coli in 
food. You normally need eight to 10 hours 
before you can detect the harmfulness in food." 
Fung said. 

It is important to realize the tests on meat are 
performed in a test tube under controlled 
conditions, which prevent environmental 
contamination, Curtis Kastner, professor of 
animal sciences, said. 

Although the new process is not being used in 
slaughter facilities yel, Fung said it shows 
potential for use as a quick test for bacteria. 

Us use would allow meat inspectors to know a 
problem exists before the meat leaves Ihe plant 
and gets into the hands and mouths of 



consumers. 

The test currently being used by the United 
States Department of Agriculture is expensive 
and takes a lot of time, Randall Phebus, assistant 
professor of food science, said. 

"Most of the time is spent in letting E. coli 
grow," Phebus said. 

E. coli can be introduced to meat from the 
animal itself, water supplies or from people, 
Kastner said. 

"This is just one of many reasons that packing 
plant employees are required to wear clean 
clothes and boots and keep their hands clean and 
their hair covered," he said. 

Even the best inspection and hygiene at 
packing facilities does not prevent some meat 
from being exposed to bacteria.

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Garden City studied 
for diversity changes

Janet Benson, associate profes- 
sor of anthropology, found the 
United States a different place after 
traveling abroad for several years 
duriTig the 1960s and 1970s. 

While she waf gone, cultural 
diversity had surgid. and the popu- 
lation had begun changing. 

"It was like rediscovering my 
own society and finding out it had 
changed a great deal," Benson said. 

Her interest in diversity, and her 
involvement in a dbmmunity study 
of Garden Ciry, led her to research 
the effect the changes had on immi- 
grants in Kansas communities. 

"I wanted to continue research in 
southwest Kansas," she said. "1 saw 
a change in the American popula- 
tion." 

Several ethnic groups live in 
Dodge City, Liberal and Garden 
City because of low-paying jobs 
supplied by mea.t- and poultry- 
packing plants, she said. 

Benson said most immigrants 
are from Mexico and Southeast 
Asia, and few of them speak 
English. 

"Communication is one of the 
main issues," she said. 

The research, which began in 
1989. is two-fold. 

Decision makers in the commu- 
nities were interviewed to see what 
they could do to better serve the 
new populations, Benson said. 

The immigrants were also inter- 
viewed to find out how they com- 
municated about crucial problems 
with a language barrier. 

The research also focused on the 
lack of services the immigrants had 
and how they and the communities 
coped with such problems, Benson 



said. 

"The problems are greater with 
families than single males," she 
said. "You can't have the workers 
without providing the services." 

Among the services most immi- 
grants lack is a decent place to live. 

"It's hard to find quality hous- 
ing," Benson said, because of the 
low wages immigrants receive. 

Problems with medical attention 
are abundant as well, she said. 

"People are afraid they will be 
fired if the plant finds out they are 
injured," Benson said. 

Insurance is not issued until an 
employee has worked at a plant 
several months, but high mobility 
of workers makes it difficult to 
obtain, she said. 

Education is another dilemma 
that was researched. 

"Many of them are highly edu- 
cated people" Wilfredo Gutierrez, 
graduate student in sociology, said. 
"If you don't speak English, then 
all the doors are closed." 

Gutierrez was a field assistant in 
the research and a translator for the 
Spanish -speaking immigrants. 

He said even though learning 
centers for adults offer courses in 
English, it is not always easy for the 
immigrants to participate. 

"Some people are too tired 
because they are working very 
hard." Gutierrez said. 

Benson said learning a second 
language takes years, and it is more 
difficult for adults to learn . 

"You don't learn a language 
overnight," she said. 'They need to 
have some type of clearinghouse." 

Some type of basic information 
is needed, such as emergency infor- 
mation in different languages, 
Benson said.

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Theater class helps disabled 
children through enjoyable therapy

"Happy trails to you, until we meet again. 
Happy trails to you, we'll smile until then." 

These words from a Roy Rogers song are 
sung in a class called Theater for Special 
Populations. The special populations include 
emotionally, mentally and physically disabled 
children from area schools. 

"The song does make students smile, and 
singing it is fun," Doyle Baird. senior in 
horticulture therapy, said. 

Fun is a big part of the class. Student leaders 
come up with topics and then have the students 
in the class do skits. The class meets twice a 
week, but the children only attend once a week. 

Rachael Wilkerson. senior in social work, 
said the children who visit are mentally 
challenged, have behaviorial problems or are in 
wheelchairs. 

Children come from the Manhattan and 
Junction City school districts to participate in 
what is a type of drama therapy. 

"We use drama the way a therapist would 
use psychoanalysis. It is the clinical use of 
improvisation," said Norman "Doc" Fedder. 
professor in speech and instructor for the class. 
"We use role playing to feel better about 
ourselves. I use my art of theater for a kind of 
therapy to help people." 

Students, like Baird, find it therapeutic too. 

"I think anything that is enjoyable and 
positive to anything in general is therapy. The 
class is enjoyable and relaxing." Baird said. 

Burt Brim garde, senior in management and 
gerontology, said he is learning to deal with 
special populations as well as other children 
through the class. 

Children come in to do activities about their 
favorite things and activities. They have total 
free imagination. They do what they want,"

Wilkerson said. 

At the beginning of class, everyone gets a 
name tag to designate what group they will 
work in. 

Leaders from the class begin with a warm-up 
activity. This can be acting out a skit of a 
favorite activity or even a favorite Disney 
character, as was done one class period. 

After the warm-up, the main activity begins. 

"One day we did a skit about an amusement 
park. We acted like we were riding a roller 
coaster," Wilkerson said. "We moved around 
and sideways and acted like we were going up a 
hill." 

With all the fun come challenges too, 
Brungardt said. 

"It's hard to get the kids to do what they're 
supposed to do. There are no real limits in the 
class," he said. "In a way, we have to 
manipulate them to come up with ideas for the 
activities." 



Wilkerson also expressed difficulties in the 
class. 

'Trying to get the children to do what you 
want without too many restrictions is difficult. 
It's hard to keep them quiet when they are 
supposed to be quiet." she said 

"Bring down the silence" is heard a lot in the 
class. It is the tactic used to get students and 
children ready to listen, watch and participate in 
skits. 

"We try to get the kids to participate by 
interacting with us. We work to get their guard 
down and express themselves," Brungardt said. 

The class was started around 1980, Fedder 
said There were 12 students in the first class, 
and there are now 36. 

Fedder started the class after coordinating a 
statewide festival for performing arts for 
retarded citizens. He had students help in the 
coaching of the retarded citizens. 

"1 saw the performance, and I was so

He then talked to some colleagues who were 
working with developmentally disabled 
students nn plays and told them he wanted to 
try a class for one semester.

After a series of trials and errors, the class 
has become what it is today, he said. 

"If I gel nothing else out of the class, it's that 
1 can have fun with children." Brungardt said. 

Wilkerson said she enjoys the class because 
it allows her to act crazy. 

"It's fun It's a place to act crazy and stupid 
and nobody cares. It's a play land, an imaginary 
adventure," Wilkerson said 



Military

begins 

at home 



TOPEKA — Military personnel 
must be ready to deploy world- 
wide, and a key element to their 
preparedness is bow they are treat- 
ed in their home communities, the 
commanding general at Fort Riley 
said Tuesday. 

Maj. Gen. William Hartzog tes- 
tified before the Senate Federal and 
State Affairs Committee on a bill 



that would outlaw discrimination 
against military personnel in public 
accommodations. 

He said there are about 50 com- 
plaints of discrimination against 
military personnel in the state every 
year. 

"We certainly don't intend to 
imply that there's a watershed of 
discontent, because that's not the 
case," Hartzog said. 

He said the bill was modeled 



after a North Carolina proposal. 

Hartzog said the federal govern- 
ment will look at community sup- 
port for bases when it considers 
closing them. He urged the com- 
mittee to endorse the bill to send a 
strong message to the federal gov- 
ernment. 

Sen. Doug Walker. D- 
Osawatomie, asked Hartzog how 
the committee could reconcile such 
a bill with the military's past ban 



on homosexuals. 

"The bill and the whole issue 
has to do with leveling the whole 
playing field with being a soldier 
and not being a soldier," Hartzog 
said. 

He said President Clinton has 
addressed the issue of gays in the 
military, and said he would wait for 
guidance from him. Clinton has 
proposed eliminating the ban. 
Major Gen. James Rueger, the 



state's adjutant general, also spoke 
in support of the bill on behalf of 
the Kansas National Guard. 

Clark Lindstrom, spokesman for 
the Kansas Apartment Association, 
testified against the bill. 

The committee's chairwoman. 
Sen. Lana Oleen, R-Manhaitan. 
said the it pertained to public ac- 
commodations, including employ- 
ment and credit worthiness but not 
housing.

It seems that for every dollar FEMA has 
spent responding to natural disasters during 
the past decade, the agency has spent $12 on 
a secret program designed to protect the 
government from a nuclear attack, the Palm 
Beach Post reported on Sunday. 

In fact, national security programs have 
accounted for 78 percent of FEMA's budget 
from 1982 to 1991, dwarfing the 6.6 percent 
of the budget spent responding to events like 
Hurricane Andrew. 

What that misappropriation of money 
has resulted in is an agency ill-suited to meet 
the needs of victims of Mother Nature's fury. 

The city manager of Homestead, Fla., 
pleaded with FEMA to provide hand-held 
radios in the aftermath of Hurricane Andrew 



because the town had only one working 
telephone. 

What he got was high-tech vans capable 
of sending coded, multi-frequency radio 
messages to military aircraft halfway around 
the world, according to Cox Newspapers. 

Meanwhile, victims of the hurricane 
were forced to find shelter wherever and 
however they could, because no shelter 
would be available until days later when tent 
cities were finally assembled. 

Simply put, FEMA needs to re-evaluate 
who it serves. In an era where the threat of 
nuclear war is almost a memory, nobody 
needs bomb shelters and radios with lots of 
fancy knobs and buttons. 

Instead, FEMA should reallocate the 
money spent on those things so they are able 
to respond quickly and be welt prepared to 
meet the needs of victims who have nowhere 
else to turn.

This is in response to the 
Department of Housing's ad in the 
Feb. 1 8 issue of the Collegian. It is 
an ad that is just one more 
example of Housing's current 
preference of good public relations 
over substance. It seems that 
Housing is going out of its way to 
keep students in the dorms by any 
means possible, provided those 
means don't actually involve 
maintaining quality services. 

In 1989, 1 paid $295 a month in 
rent. In the Fall of 1993, incoming 
freshmen will pay $395 a month, a 
34-percent increase in four years. 
And in that time, services have 
generally done anything but 
improve. 

Four years ago. the hall 
provided a free linen exchange 
twice a week. In comparison, we 
no longer have a free linen 
exchange. We don't even get 
linen. Oh well, even if Housing 
won't wash our linen, we can still 
do it ourselves in the free laundry 
facilities. That is, until next year, 
when Housing starts charging for 
laundry. 

Meanwhile, over in the dining 
halls, the quality of food has gone 
down, the portions have decreased, 
workers have been cut and the 
entire system has been remodeled 
to make it more inconvenient. If 
Housing is in such a hurry to cut 
costs, why are they carpeting the 
food centers? Easier to keep clean? 
Maybe carpeting the dining 
centers just makes for good public 
relations with visiting parents and 
din i ng -service-award besto wers . 

Quite frankly, with cuts in 
services, I'm surprised that our 
rent has gone up at all, let atone at 
double the rate of inflation. 
Apparently, for some mysterious 
reason, students just don't want to 
live in the dorms. 

Wake up and smell the coffee. 



Housing. You can't expect to get 
your greedy little hands on more 
profits if you drive all your 
potential customers away. I've 
lived on the same floor for four 
years and have two more years of 
undergraduate school, but I have 
no intention of returning to the 
dorms. I can do better elsewhere. 

I live on a floor that generally 
has one of the highest return rates 
on campus, and even on this floor. 
Housing should consider itself 
lucky if it gets 15 percent of the 
people to return.

As most people are well aware 
by now, the housing department 
sent a letter to its residents about 
the elimination of free laundry 
services. Here are a few reasons 
given in that letter and my 
responses: 

1 . "It is intended to pass on the 
cost to the user rather than pass it 
on to all the residents." — We are 
all users of laundry services, so, 
charging for the washing is not the 
answer. Assuming this charge was 
already in our housing bill, the 
charge for laundry should lead to a 
decrease in monthly payments. I 
don't understand why I should pay 
for the same service twice. 

2. "It will help upgrade 
facilities." — If this one is true, 
more power to them. However, in 
the three years I've been here, I've 
seen an $80 per month increase in 
housing payments, and I have yet 
to see any improvements in our 
facilities. If the housing 
department hasn't used its 
resources for improvements thus 
far, why should I trust them to do 
so in the future? 

3. "It will prevent misuse of 
washers and dryers." — This is 
referring to people not washing or 
drying full loads of clothes.

The practice of outing by 
certain organizations — 
particularly Queer Nation and 
ACT- UP — is controversial to 
say the least. Outing involves 
leaking or acknowledging to the 
press or public that a particular 
person is gay or lesbian, 
effectively bringing them out of 
the closet. 

Coming out of the closet is a 
very private matter. Nobody can 
really make somebody come out 
if they don't want to. We can 
always lie. 

Outing, however, forces 
people to make a decision to be 
honest or to hide. If they are 
honest and own up to their 
identity and their community, it 
is an outing well done. If they 
lie and try to hide their 
sexuality, then we know who is 
willing to align themselves with 
their community. 

Last year at the Academy 
Awards, certain groups 
threatened to out a well- 
known star. Their reasoning was 
that popular, high-profile and 
powerful people need to come 
out of the closet to help 
legitimize and visualize the gay 
community. 

For example, say a well- 
known movie star is at a big 
movie premiere. A publicity 
hound's wet dream. Well, our 
star, Doris Jefloe — oops, my 
anagrams are showing — is 
known to be a lesbian. She has 
been seen at many a gay bar. 



been to many gay-only 
functions, and has frequently 
been in the company of quite a 
few family members. Yet, 
during interviews, she avoids 
the subject of her sexuality. 
Never setting the record 
straight.

The outing process begins 
with a leak to a newspaper, or 
television station, about the 
sexuality of a particular person. 
From that point, the media will 
begin asking questions. Probing 
for possible collaborators.

While the most visible 
outings tend to take place in 
Tinsel Town, that is not 
necessarily where our attention 
should be placed. 

Earlier this year. Coalition 
'93 — a gay transition team that 
advises Clinton — staged the 
attempted outing of Clinton 
Department of Health and 
Human Services appointee 
Donna Shalala. Shalala denied 
the reported accusations. She 
didn't say she wasn't a lesbian, 
rather that she doesn't lead an 
"alternative lifestyle." Huh? 

Is she saying her lifestyle is 
not alternative? Is she straight? 
Is she a lesbian? Who knows. 

Coalition '93 defended the 
attempted outing by reiterating 
the need for increased visibility 
among gays and lesbians in 
high-level positions. And a 
closeted gay man or lesbian 
wouldn't be an appropriate 
means of achieving that kind of 
visibility. 

I don't believe we should be 
branded by our sexuality, nor 
do 1 think that our sexuality 
is, or should be, our most 
dominant trait. But to say that 
our sexuality is not an issue and 
not acknowledge one's sexuality 
is, quite frankly, a lie. 

If we do not make it known 
that we are not heterosexual, 
then people will continue to 
make assumptions. 

The rumors will circulate: 

"Did you hear so-and-so is 
gayr 

"You know she is a big 'ol 
dyke?* 

"He got married? I thought 
he was queer." 

Rumors are useless. Outing 
forces people to confront the 
rumors as well as their own 
identity. 

When highly visible and 
well-known people remain in 
the closet, and allow assumed 
heterosexuality to continue, it 
hurts the diversity of the entire 
community.

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Clinton delays spending increases

Bom, bom, dippy-di-di-dinda, 
doobada, doobada, dooby, dooby, 
dooby, dooby -doo-bop. shoo-ba, 
dip, dip, down, down, dibby-di-di- 
dinda. 

This isn't everyday language, 
nor is it language ever used by most 
people. But for the oldies-doo-wop 
vocal group Streetside, it is 
practically their native language. 

The essence of Streetside has 
been around for 12 years, with 
different members, but with the 
same commitment to music. 

"We have gone from acappella 
and doo-wop to commercials, 
contemporary songs from Billy Joel 
and country music," Pete Kahler. 
Streetside member, said, 

Kahler has been with Streetside 
from its beginning at Manhattan 
High School in 1980. The original 
five members were singing together 
in the bathroom next to the choir 
room, and they realty liked what 
they heard. 

They decided to form a singing 
group because they sounded so 
good together. The five original 
members were all seniors and 
members of Manhattan Pops Choir. 

Other members now include 
Kevin Mott, Mark Kahler, Jason 
Weil and Jarrod DeVault. 

When DeVault started about six 
months ago, he had to learn 40 
songs in two weeks for his first 
performance with Streetside. 

"It was tough. It still is tough," 
he said. 

Streetside has performed at All- 
University Open House, Parents' 
Weekend, Homecoming, a K-State 
basketball game and a Welcome 
Back concert. They have also 
performed at the Kansas State Fair 
in Hutchinson eight years in a row. 

Streetside finished its first album 
10 years after the group had been 
created. The main factors in 
producing an album are money and 
enough demand for the album for it 
to at least pay for itself. The group 
needed a loan to put out the first 
album, and then put in 36 hours of 
studio work. 
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1,000 copies are made in one 
printing of an album. Streetside's 
first album is almost ready for its 
third printing. 

"You don't realize the little 
things that you do in songs at 
shows, until you have to make it 
perfect for a recording," Pete said. 

"It's a permanent record of the 
song." 

The group released its second 
album, "Streetside 2," in September 
1992. 

The second album was done in 
half the time of the first album, Pete 
said. 

For the third album, the group 
hopes to release tapes and compact 
discs. They might want to release a 
third album in another year or so. 

Streetside focuses on vocals, 
with an advanced keyboard for 
background. The keyboard has 
built-in drums and sequences, and 
the ability to save the bits and 
pieces that are wanted for future 
use. 

The largest show Streetside has 
done was opening for Spyro Gyra 
with 25,000 people in attendance. 

The quickest and most profitable 
show was for the International 
Association of Auditorium 
Managers convention in Kansas 
City, where they sang the national 
anthem and made $400. 

The group performs in Kansas, 
Missouri and pans of Nebraska. 

"We travel light. We just have 
the keyboard," Mark said. 

Streetside attributes its longevity 
to its appeal to all ages. 

"At the shows, you see all ages, 
especially grade-school kids," 
Renee McKain, Pete's fiance, said. 

You can get a feel for the crowd 
you are performing for and change 
to songs they like, Mark added. 

Streetside has added more Elvis 
Presley songs to its song list 
because of his popularity. They also 
added female doo-wop groups' 
songs to the list, such as "Lollipop." 

"Which is a killer, because you 
can't breathe while singing the 
song," Mark said. 
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WASHINGTON — President 
Clinton and Democratic 
congressional leaders agreed 
Tuesday to delay Clinton's 
proposed economic stin^ulus- 
spending increases until lawmakers 
can vote on his more painful 
deficit-reduction package. 

The move came after growing 
numbers of rank-and-file 
Democrats expressed concern that 
by voting on the spending boosts 
first, they would appear to be 
shirking — or perhaps even 
abandoning — the tougher votes on 
Clinton's proposed tax increases 
and spending cuts. 

As a result, there will be two 
nearly simultaneous House votes 
sometime between mid-March and 
early April. First will come a 
budget resolution laying out 
unpopular tax increases and 
spending cuts, then Clinton's $16 
billion in short-term spending 
increases on roads and other 
projects. 

White House spokesman George 
Stephanopoulous said that in phone 
calls to House and Senate leaders, 
Clinton asked them to put the 
budget resolution on a fast track so 
they could lock in the spending cuts 
as soon as possible, and they have 
agreed. 

"So, we will be moving the 
budget resolution as the first part of 
the president's economic package 
to make sure the president's 
blueprint for economic change is 
approved as soon as possible," 
Stephanopoulous said. 

House Speaker Thomas Foley, 
D-Wash ., conceded that this meant 
the stimulus package would be 
voted on a week or two later than 
had been planned, and the budget 
resolution would be voted on about 
a month earlier than anticipated. He 



said he expected votes on both 
measures to occur between mid- 
March and April 2, when Congress 
begins its Easter recess. 

Foley said Clinton and top 
Democrats believe that before the 
stimulus investment package is 
considered by the House, it's 
important for members and the 
country io understand they've 
committed to the broad program of 
the president's initiatives, including 
the spending cuts. 

Republicans immediately 
signaled thai the new timetable was 
unacceptable, 

William Pitts, floor assistant to 
House Minority Leader Robert 
Michel, R-Ill., noted that the budget 
resolution simply orders House 
committees to find savings in the 
programs they oversee. The actual 
votes on spending cuts and tax 
increases would come later in 
separate legislation. 

"This doesn't guarantee an 
savings at all," he said. 

The decision was made during 
telephone call among Clinto 
Foley. Senate Majority Leade 
George Mitchell, D-Maine an 
House Majority Leader Richar 
Gephardt, D-Mo. 

Previously, lawmakers ha 
planned to approve the emergent 
spending increases in March, wit 
the budget following a month or 
later. 

Stephanopoulos said the ne 
procedure will mean a slight dela; 
in action on Clinton's stimulu 
plan, but that it was hopeful i 
would mean quicker action on th 
overall package. 

He said he hoped Congres 
could move on the measure over th 
next few weeks, possibly eve 
before Clinton formally submits hi 
budget to Congress on March 23. 

"We want the president 
package passed as quickly a 



possible, and the Congress agrees," 
Stephanopoulos said. 

In addition, (he lawmakers are 
also considering moving up votes 
on the bill containing the actual tax 
increases and spending cuts spelled 
out in the budget. Instead of 
August, as previously expected. 
House Whip David Bonior. D- 
Mich., said the House vote on that 
package could occur as early as 
May. 

The plans emerged amid a 
growing reluctance among 
Democrats to vote for spending 
increases before deficit reduction. 
Some critics have used the analogy 
that such a timetable would look 
like Congress was eating its dessert 
before its spinach. 

"We want to make sure we eat 
our meal in the proper order." 
Bonior said. 

Gephardt, when asked if the 



deficit-reduction vote could occur 
before August, told reporters, "1 
think it can happen before then." 

Rep. Jim SI at (cry of Kansas is 
among several fiscally conservative 
Democrats who have told party 
leaders that the votes on higher 
spending and budget cuts must be 
held closely together. 

"Otherwise, the perception will 
be, 'Here we go again. They're 
going to pass the spending increases 
without enacting the cuts,'" Slattery 
said. * 

Rep. Timothy Penny, D-Minn., 
said, "We need to convey to the 
public that something significant 
and bold has happened. If we 
spread this out over several months 
and do it in pieces, we'll likely end 
up with less rather than more deficit 
reduction."

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NORMAN, Okla. — Twelve 
minutes before the opening tip-off 
of K-State*s Tuesday night game 
against Oklahoma, a chunk of 
insulation from Lloyd Noble 
Center's ceiling fell onto the court 

Two hours later later, the entire 
roof caved in for Sooner coach 
Billy Tubbs and his Oklahoma 
squad. 

The Wildcats — losers of their 
three previous games — strolled 
into the Sooners' backyard and 
posted a thrilling come-from- 
behind victory. 

And in doing so, K-State refuted 
Tubbs' promise that his team 
would "beat the hell out of K- 
State in Norman. 

"We've covered that, and I'm 
sick and tired of it," Tubbs said 
after the game. "I hope we can 
close that subject because I'm 
burned-out on it ." 

Case closed — Wildcats 67. 
Sooners 63. 

Oklahoma and K-State, the top 
and bottom of the Big Eight in 
scoring averages, were indeed 
exact opposites from the field 
Tuesday night. The Cats shot a 
blistering 56 percent from the field 
— including 64 percent in the 
second half — and dwarfed the 
Sooners' 38 percentage. 

"I don't think you can win many 
games snooting the way we did," 
Tubbs said. "One for 21 from 
three-point range isn't going to do 
it" 

The win for the Cats improved 
their record to 16-7 overall and 6-5 
in the Big Eight. K-State is now 
tied with Iowa State for third place. 

"We had been struggling, and 
we knew it," Wildcat coach Dana 
Altaian said. "This was a big win 
to put us back up. It was a really 
good road win." 

The loss dropped the Sooners to 
17-9, 5-6 in the Big EigbL 

"We better get really busy real 
soon, or we can forget about the 
NCAA Tournament," Tubbs said. 

But the second straight loss for 
Oklahoma was in question until the 
end. 

K-State overcame a lackluster 
first half, in which they trailed by 
16 at one point and were behind 
34-28 at half, to post yet another 



unlikely win in this very unlikely 
season. 

But the Cats did it with the 
ingredients that have been working 
all along — tough defense, which 
held Oklahoma to its lowest output 
since 1982, and solid rebounding, 
which outboarded the opponent for 
the 18th time in 22 games despite 
having the conference's smallest 
line-up. 

K-State forced the Sooners into 
a 34-percent shooting effort in the 
final 20 minutes. For one seven- 
minute stretch, Oklahoma did not 
hit a field goal. In that lime, K- 
State went on a 14-2 run that put 
them up by as much as seven. 

But the Sooner pressure defense 
— that hounded the Cats into a 
season-high 26 turnovers — kept 
Oklahoma in the game. 

The Sooners chipped away at 
the Wildcat lead, and with 4:17 to 
play, took a one-point lead of their 
own. Oklahoma led again at the 
2:53 mark, but that was quickly 
erased by an Anthony Beane free 
throw - 

Askia Jones then hit a pair of 
charity tosses, giving K State a 
two-point edge, and Deryl 
Cunningham's pass set up Vincent 
Jackson for a lay-up with 52 
seconds to play. 

Oklahoma's Jeff Webster, who 
led all scorers with 26 points, 
answered at the other end. 

But it was the following melee 
at K-State 's side of the court that 
may have won the game for the 
Cats. . 

With the Sooners down by just 
two points, Bryan Vann stole the 
ball from Jones. But Jones, flat on 
the floor, batted the ball away from 
Vann and right to Beane. 

Beane then passed it back to 
Jones, now back on his feet, who in 
turn kicked it underneath to 
Cunningham for an easy lay-up. 
That put the Cats up by four with 
just 24 seconds to play. 

The win for K-State may have 
alleviated the fears that the 
Wildcats lost the emotion that 
propelled them to a 4- 1 start of the 
Big Eight season. 

"People judge you by the way 
you overcome your obstacles," 
Beane said. "We can fight, and we 
knew that. We just wanted to show 
everyone that this wasn't just a 
dream season."

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio State kept its streak over 
No. 1 teams alive and ended Indiana's chances at a perfect 
Big Ten season. 

The Buckeyes, winners of three of their last 1 1 games, 
broke a 77-77 tie when Jamie Skelton hit his fourth 3-pointer 
with 40 seconds to play, 

Bnan Evans missed a 3-pointer to tie with 1 1 seconds left, 
and he was tied up on the rebound. The possession arrow 
favored Ohio State, and Lawrence Funderburke was fouled 
with 6.8 seconds left, hitting one free throw to clinch it. 

Indiana (24-3, 13-1 Big Ten) had a 13-gaine winning streak 
snapped and lost the chance to become the first team to run 
the Big Ten schedule since the Hoosiers did it in consecutive 
years in 1975 and 1976. 

The victory marked the third straight time that Ohio State 
(13-10, 6-8) has beaten a No 1 team. The Buckeyes beat 
Iowa in 1967 and Indiana in 1983 in rts last two meetings with 
a top-ranked team. 

Indiana again was bothered by poor foul shooting as the 
Hoosiers almost pulled out a victory in regulation. 

Skelton, who finished with 22 points, hit an off-balance 3 
pointer with three seconds remaining to put Ohio State ahead 
71-70. 

With two seconds remaining. Indiana threw the ball the 
length of the court. But Ohio State's Derek Anderson was 
called tor running over a pick. Chris Reynolds went to the line 
with two seconds on the clock and hit the first free throw to tie 
it. but missed the second. 




AC/DC rock Sooners' world 
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K -State's bench watcfw* the final minute* 
of the win at OU, their IWrd tn seven years. 
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NORMAN. Okla. — 
AC/DC rocked Lloyd Noble 
Center Tuesday night. 

No. it wasn't the British 
heavy-metal group, but K- 
State's duo of Aaron Collier 
and Deryl Cunningham that 
shook the Oklahoma Sooners 
all night long. 

When Collier and 
Cunningham combine for 15 
rebounds or more, K-State is 
11-2. The duo grabbed 18 
rebounds against the Sooners 
in the Wildcats' 67-63 win. 

Cunningham tied Askia 
Jones for the team lead in 
rebounding with 10 boards, and 
Collier had his best scoring 
night as a K-Stater. He tallied 
20 points and connected on 1 
of his 1 3 field-goal attempts. 

'There was a point where he 
owned them," coach Dana 
Altman said of Collier's play. 

"Aaron really showed his 
senior leadership tonight. He 
really hasn't gotten the credit 



he deserves this year. 

"His interests are the team's 
best interests," Altman said. 

Against Northeastern 
Illinois, Collier set a Bramlagc 
Coliseum record for field-goal 
percentage by draining eight of 
his 10 attempts. 

Collier said he felt he was 
confident in his shot. 

"I'm capable of getting the 
good shot," said Collier, who 
has hit at least 50 percent in IS 
of K-State's 22 games. "I felt 
confident in my play. 

"I felt I had the hot hand. 
Everything I shot was pretty 
much going in. 

"I got open and took the 
high-percentage shot," he said. 
"I just happened to be open." 

Collier got the Cats going a 
couple of times in the game. 
He opened the game by scoring 
K-State's first six points. 

In the second half, he gave 
K-State its first lead of the 
baltgame at the 13:23 mark and 
proceeded to stretch the lead to 
48-43. 



Collier, despite having his 
best game as a Cat, said he 
could have done more. 

"It was not my best game. 1 
wanted more rebounds," he 
said of his eight-rebound 
performance. 

Cunningham, after pulling 
down 15 rebounds Saturday 
against Kansas, tallied 10. 
against the taller Sooners. 

"We played good in the 
second half of the Kansas 
game, and I figured it would 
carry over to tonight's game," 
said Cunningham, who has 59 
rebounds in his past six games.

The victory gave K- State its I Oth 
victory of the season on 1 5 losses, and 
netted head coach Susan Yow her 
200th career victory, 

"It's good any time you can win on 
the road," Yow said. 

JoMoree Graitan and Shanele Stires 
paced the Lady Cat attack with 16 
points each, while Leah Honeycutt 
added 12. 

Sines also snagged a team-high 1 1 
rebounds, while Grattan connected on 



seven of her ten field-goal attempts. 

"I didn't feel like they were 
guarding me really hard," Grattan said. 
"It wasn't like the girls in the Big 
Eight." 

K-State struggled early against the 
Lady Ramblers. The Lady Cats built a 
four-point lead over the first four 
minutes of the game, but Loyola used 
several Cat turnovers to grab a 14-10 
lead with 1 1:36 left before halftime. 

K-State turned the ball over eight 
times in the first half but had only three 
turnovers in the second. 

Grattan kept the Cats in the hunt by 
hitting five for six attempts from the 
field in the first half. In the first 20 
minutes, she tallied 12 of her 16 points. 



"*I just felt open," Graitan said. "I 
don't know what it was — after 1 hit 
the first shots. I felt more self-assured." 

Yow said Grattan' s performance 
was the highlight of the first 20 
minutes. 

"She was a big key for us in the first 
half," Yow said. 

The lead see-sawed back and forth 
until Stires drained two free throws 
with 15 seconds left in the first half to 
grab a 31-29 lead, one they would not 
relinquish in the second. 

Loyola and K-State traded buckets 
until a 10-2 run over a 3:28 span put 
the Lady Cats firmly in command. 

The Wildcats held as much as a 15-

to help finance cancer studies

Looking into micro- 
scopes, fitting test tubes, and 
growing various kinds of 
bacteria and viruses are what 
many K-State students do in 
Ackert Hall. 

The Center for Basic 
Cancer Research has been 
offering students monetary 
awards for their help in 
studying and testing various 
cancer experi men is. 

Patricia Adams, admini- 
strative assistant for the 
Division of Biology, said the 
Awards Program has grown 
substantially since it was 
started in 1980. 

"The first year we gave 
out only three monetary 
awards. This year we were 
able to give out 24 awards of 
$500 each. This increase has 
shown the remarkable 
growth of our donor 
program,'" Adams said. 



Individuals from around 
the country give private 
donations lo be used in the 
Award Program. These 
donations provide students 
with a stipend for their work 
in studying cancer, 

"We have many people 
who give private gifts to the 
Center. We take this money 
and offer it to students. 
These students have to apply 
for the awards and show 
what area they will be 
studying in cancer research," 
Adams said. 

Many students apply for 
the awards, but it is very 
competitive. 

"Students have to 
approach one of the 
professors and find out if 
that particular lab has an 
opening. Then, with the help 
of the professor, they fill out 
the application and explain 
the importance of the area 
they wish to study. It is very 



competitive because there 
aren't many openings for 
students to get into," Adams 
said. 

The Awards Program 
provides students with 
valuable experience in the 
study of cancer. 

Cheryl Slaybaugh, senior 
in life science and prc- 
physical therapy, is an award 
recipient. 

"I work in Dr. Chapes' 
lab. I started out a year and a 
half ago doing work for 
Biology 698. This year I 
received an award to work in 
the lab," Slaybaugh said. 

Another award recipient 
is Scott Rottinghaus, junior 
in biology and chemical 
science. Rottinghaus has 
been working under Dr 
Consigl) since January 1992. 

"I work under a graduate 
student in Consigli's lab. We 
are studying the structural 
protein in the protein coai of 
the polyoma virus. This virus 
Is the one that causes cancer 
in mice," Rottinghaus said. 



Students working in the 
labs have sent experiments 
into space aboard the 
Shuttle. 

"We have sent experi- 
ments from our lab on the 
Shuttle. We do this to see 
how microgravity affects our 
experiments. Different 
reactions happen in space 
than on Earth," Rottinghaus 
said. 

Medical journals also 
publish the findings of 
students and faculty. 

"Right now, we are 
working on getting an article 
published from our area of 
study," Slaybaugh said. 

Although no cure for 
cancer has been found yet, 
these students and others 
wilt continue with their 
experiments until some 
answer is found. 

"We are only little parts 
of a big project. This project 
will continue for many more 
years, involving many more 
people," Slaybaugh said.

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Bacteria can be reduced 
with proper handling of meats

E. coti can be isolated in one to 
four percent of all meat in the 
stores. Phebus said. 

"You can say that any 
hamburger you buy might have E. 
coli, so you have to handle it 
properly," Phebus said 

The bacteria in the meat is not 
always bad, said Dr. Marty Vanier. 
veterinarian and animal science 
research assistant. 

She also stressed that food, 
especially meat, should be handled 
properly. 

Proper handling methods include 
keeping hot foods hot and cold 
foods cold, keeping kitchens, 
utensils and hands clean and 
cooking hamburgers to an internal 
temperature of 160 degrees. 



Vanier said it is not true that 
other cuts of beef, such as steak, 
need to be cooked to an internal 
temperature of 160 degrees to kill 
E. coli, 

"E. coli live on the surface of the 
meat and don't bore into it," Vanier 
said. "By the lime the center of a 
steak is medium rare, the outside 
has been cooked to a high enough 
temperature to kill any bacteria." 

However, the grinding of meat 
to make hamburger spreads any 
bacteria, making it necessary to 
thoroughly cook burgers, she said. 

"Bad bacteria may always be 
there, but they're usually 
outnumbered by good ones. When 
you get sick, something is out of 
balance," Vanier said.

The International Student Center at K- 
State serves 1,121 students from 95 
different countries in many different 
ways. 

There is one student from Somalia, 
one from Zimbabwe, 69 from Taiwan 
and 2 1 2 from China. This is just the tip 
of the iceberg — there are many more 
students from countries all around the 
world. 

Director of the International Student 
Center Donna Davis said the opportunity 
for American students to interact with 
international students is an important one 
because both can benefit. 

'1 think it is important because it adds 
the international dimension to the 
University and exposes everyone to a 
wealth of knowledge and a better 
understanding of each other," she said. 

"There is no place in the world that 
anyone can go to interact with so many 
different people, but at a university." 

Larry Thorpe, assistant foreign 
student adviser, said he tries to give the 



students some practical advice they need 
to get through all the red tape. 

"There is a lot of paperwork involved.

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Huet- Vaughn appeals Army decision 



Military court asked to overturn 
desertion conviction of Kansas doctor 



FALLS CHURCH. Va. — A 

military appeals court was asked 
Tuesday to overturn the desertion 
conviction of an Army Reserve 
doctor from Kansas who refused to 
serve in the Persian Gulf War 

Dr. Yolanda Huet-Vaughn, of 
Overland Park, served eight months 
in prison after she was court-mar- 
tialed for leaving her medical unit 
when it was called to active duty in 
1991 

During a hearing before the 
Army Court of Military Review on 
Tuesday, Huet-Vaughn's lawyer 
argued the trial judge had erred in 
excluding evidence that would have 
helped to explain the doctor's 



actions. 

Huet-Vaughn said she believed 
she acted according to international 
law and had an obligation to alert 
the American public to what she 
saw as impending war crimes, said 
her lawyer, Louis Font, of Boston. 

She was not permitted to fully 
testify about her intent and motiva- 
tions. Font said. A number of other 
potential defense witnesses were 
not allowed to testify about her 
anti-war views and the lawfulness 
of the Gulf War. he said 

Hillary Richard, a lawyer for the 
National Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee in New York, also 
argued on behalf of Huet-Vaughn 
and said it was a dangerous, unlaw- 
ful, unconstitutional precedent to 



disallow such evidence that was 
vital to the defense. 

A lawyer for the Army, Maj. 
Donna Barlett, contended Huet- 
Vaughn's motivations were amply 
aired at the court martial, and the 
disallowed testimony was irrelevant 
because much of it focused on the 
leg^litvof the war. 

Huet-Vaughn's motives, howev- 
er noble, did not provide a defense 
for desertion, Barlett said. 

If Huet-Vaughn's case is over- 
turned, then any soldier could say in 
any conflict when war crimes might 
occur, 'I'm not allowed to go.' 
Barlett said. That's not a defense. 

A three-judge panel of military 
officers took the case under consid- 
eration after oral arguments. There 
is no deadline for a decision. 

If the conviction is overturned. 
Font said, the Army would have to 



decide whether to seek another trial 
or dismiss the case. 

Huet-Vaughn was senlenced to 
30 months, but the sentence later 
was cut in half. The Army granted 
her clemency and released her from 
a military orison in Aoril 1992 

Huet-Vaughn, who practices 
medicine in Kansas City, Kan . 
attended the hearing and said after- 
ward she would continue to press 
her case if the appeal was denied. 
The next step is the U.S. Court of 
Military Appeals. 

"It is very important to defend 
the right of a citizen soldier to 
refuse orders when they feel that it 
is in violation of international law," 
she said. "Unless we support our 
citizen soldier in doing that, we 
could end up very easily with a situ 
ation like what happened in 
Germany" during Wurld War II.

Communism lives on 



Yeltsin is target 

of demonstration 
at Kremlin

MOSCOW — Rallying behind 
red flags and portraits of Lenin, 
more than 10,000 supporters of 
Communism marched to the 
Kremlin on Tuesday to denounce 
President Boris Yeltsin and urge the 
military to rise against him. 

'The walls of the Kremlin are 
not shaking from our cries. The 
people inside are shaking!" hard- 
line legislator Sergei Baburin 
declared over loudspeakers to the 
biggest pro-Communist demon- 
stration in months. 

Yeltsin was on vacation at his 
country home outside Moscow, and 
there was no immediate response 
from his administration to the 
outpouring of discontent. 

Two years ago, equally large 
protests by Yeltsin supporters 
helped bring him to power. But his 
supporters virtually surrendered the 
streets to pro-Communists this year 
and last year. 

Yeltsin appears to pay little 
attention to the opposition 
demonstrations, despite the 
importance of public opinion as 
Russia heads for a possible 
referendum on the powers of the 



presidency. A defeat in the 
nationwide vote in April could 
cripple his economic reforms or 
even force new presidential 
elections. 

The rally came on Defenders of 
the Fatherland Day, known as 
Soviet Armed Forces Day until the 
Soviet Union collapsed in 1991. 

Leading the march were 1 rows 
of officers in greatcoats and tall fur 
hats, marching in lockstep 15 
abreast and singing revolutionary 
songs. 

They were followed by mostly 
older Muscovites, pensioners and 
veterans, many wearing war medals 
on their breasts. 

Also on foot, surrounded by 
admirers, were several men accused 
of leading the failed August 1991 
coup, including former KGB 
Chairman Vladimir Kryuchkov and 
former Prime Minister Valentin 
Pavlov. 

Police sealed off central 
Moscow to traffic, although the 
crowd — variously esiimated at 
10,000 to 30,000 people — was 
allowed to rally in Martezh Square, 
adjacent to the Kremlin Riot troops 
in buses blocked the entrance to 
Red Square, but there were no 
clashes. 

Some marchers cursed as they 
passed the Western cosmetics and 
clothing stores that have 
mushroomed in the past year on 



Tverskaya Street, formerly Gorky 
Street. 

"We don't need this barbaric 
capitalism," said 67-year-old Ivan 
Chubukov. 

"Under socialism, those who 
worked had enough to eat. Now it's 
the opposite. Those who work 
honestly can't afford to eat." said 
Yekatcrina Kokoshina, 65. 

Many of the marchers carried 
hammer-and-sickle flags and 
portraits of Lenin and Stalin. 

Anti-American and anti-Semitic 
banners also were common. 
"Yeltsin Is an Agent of the CIA," 
said one. "The Russian People Are 
Victims of Zionism and 
Yeltsinism," said another. 

Speakers at the rally accused 
Yeltsin and his defense minister of 
destroying the morale and combat- 
readiness of the army. 

Russia's military has shrunk by 
half, to less than 2.5 million 
soldiers, amid budget cuts and 
rampant draft evasion. 

Many marchers said they hoped 
the army would seize power. 

"The military is the only way 
out. It should restore order. 
Civilians will just keep on arguing 
while the country falls apart," said 
Viktor Kosarev. 85. 

In a TV interview on the eve of 
the holiday, Grachev denied the 
military was ready to revolt against 
Yeltsin.

Opponents of suicide doctor 
want medical license revoked 



SACRAMENTO. Calif. — Officials 
began trying to revoke Dr. Jack 
Kevorkian's California medical license 
Tuesday for helping 15 people commit sui- 
cide in his home state of Michigan. 

'This man is no angel of mercy." said 
Dixon Arnett. executive director of the 
Medical Board of California. "He is unfit to 
practice in this state or any other." 

Kevorkian, reached by telephone in 
Michigan, called the action "nice Gestapo 
tactics" and said the California official* 
were worse than Nazis. 

But the 64-year-old retired pathologist, 
whose Michigan medical license already 
has been suspended, said he wouldn't 
attend the California administrative hear- 
ings. 

"Why bother?" he asked. "They don't 
listen to reason. They don't know me, and 
they don't know what I do." 

Arnett and Assistant Attorney General 
Al Korobkin announced they had begun 
proceedings to suspend and then revoke the 
license Kevorkian received in 1957. They 
accused Kevorkian of unprofessional con- 
duct in helping IS patients, including two 
Calif omians, end their lives. 

"This case is whether a physician has a 
right to assist suicide," said Korobkin. 
"That is prohibited in California. It is pro- 
hibited in most states of the U.S." 

Kevorkian has been able to help people 
commit suicide in Michigan because the

state had no law against it. But a temporary 
ban is scheduled to take effect March 30, 
and legislation that could move that date up 
advanced in Michigan's Legislature on 
Tuesday. 

Arnett said Ihe state Office of 
Administrative Hearings could suspend 
Kevorkian's license in as little as two 
weeks. Kevorkian could appeal to the 
courts. If he practiced medicine in 
California without a license, he could face 
misdemeanor charges and up to a year in 
jail. 

"He is advertising that he is a physician 
by validity of his current California license 
to prospective patients-victims," Arnett 
said. "As far as we know he is not licensed 
in any other place. By suspending his 
license here, we are upping the ante for 
Doctor Kevorkian," 

But Kevorkian said. "The license is 
immaterial to me as long as I can help suf- 
fering humans." 

Kevorkian has promised to defy 
Michigan's upcoming ban on assisted sui- 
cide, and in Lansing. Mich., on Tuesday, 
the House Judiciary Committee approved 
Senate-passed legislation that could help 
Kevorkian's critics move up the effective 
date of the assisted -suicide ban. 

Kevorkian's opponents have said they 
might use the bill, which would exempt 
hospices from the suicide law's felony pro- 
visions, to make the overall anti-suicide 
ban take effect immediately upon being 
passed and signed by the governor.

State considers open admissions 



Proposal would require students

WASHINGTON — A federal 
appeals court ruled Tuesday that 
the U.S. Postal Service can 
challenge proposed stamp prices in 
court over the objections of the 
president and the attorney general. 

When Congress removed the 
postmaster general from the 
presidents Cabinet in 1970, a key 
intent "was to give the Postal 
Service more independence from 
political pressures," said a three- 
judge panel of the U.S. Court of 
Appeals. 

Explaining its order last month 
that effectively stopped then- 
President Bush from firing the 
Postal Service's board of 
governors, the panel said Congress 
never intended for the attorney 
general to be the final arbiter of 
stamp prices. 

"When such disputes do arise. 
Congress has clearly expressed its 
will that the courts, and not the 
Department of Justice, resolve 
them," said Circuit Judge Patricia 
Wald. 

Concurring in the 37-page 
unanimous decision were Circuit 
Judges Stephen Williams and 
Karen LeCraft Henderson. 

The dispute arose in 1991 when 
the Postal Service decided to 
challenge in court a decision by the 
independent Postal Rate 
Commission to establish a new 27- 
cent stamp for computer-coded 
mail. 

The Postal Service opposed the 
special rate, but the Justice 
Department sided with the rate 
commission. When a majority of 
the Postal Service governors 
decided to hire an outside attorney 
to press a court challenge, Bush 
threatened to fire them if they 
didn't back off. 

Shortly before leaving office, 
Bush replaced one of the Postal 
Service's 1 1 governors, but he was 
enjoined by a federal judge from 
carrying out a mass firing. The 
appeals court, meanwhile, has 
given the Postal Service and the 
rate commission until April 16 to 
file papers in the underlying 
dispute over the discount stamp. 



A M OCU T TO PM I I 

TOPEKA — A legislative 
committee Tuesday took up an 
issue that won't seem to go away — 
setting admission standards for state 
universities. 

Two university presidents and 
two Kansas Board of Regents 
members testified before the Senate 
Education Committee in favor of a 
qualified admissions bill. 

The Legislature has rejected the 
proposal in the past, but Republican 
leaders have included it this year in 
an education reform package. 

"I think this is an idea whose 
time has come," said Kansas State 
University president Jon Wefald. 

Under the bill, students would 
have to meet one of several

any of the six state universities. 

They would have to have a grade 
point average of at least 2.0 on a 4.0 
scale in a college preparatory 
curriculum, score at least 23 on the 
American College Test and 
graduate in the upper third of his or 
her high school class. Also, 
everyone would have to hold a 
Kansas mastery of essential skills 
certificate. 

The mastery of essential skills 
certificate does not exist at the 
moment. A bill that would create a 
test for 1 0th graders to earn the 
certificate has been introduced. 

Under the admissions bill, up to 
15 percent of the incoming 
freshmen class could be admitted 
without meeting the standards. The 



standard* also would not apply to 
anyone 21 or older. 

"There are plenty of safety 
valves for anyone who falls through 
the cracks tor whatever reason," 
Wefald said. 

Wefald and others said the main 
intent of the proposal is to 
encourage high -school students to 
take their studies more seriously if 
they plan to go to college. 

Shirley Palmer of Fort Scott, a 
regent, said the standards would not 
reduce the number of admissions at 
any of the schools. The bill, 
however, would reduce the number 
of college failures. Palmer said. 

"The whole philosophy is. let's 
help them be successful after they 
get there," she said. "We should not 
be sending our kids to college if 
they are not prepared." 

She said Kansas is the only state 
in (he nation that does not have 
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some type of admission standards. 

'To me, that's an embarrassment 
to the state of Kansas," she said. 

Also testifying were Emporia 
State University President Robert 
Olennen and Rick Harman of 
Prairie Village, another regent 
Opponents are scheduled to testify 
Wednesday. 

The Legislature has been 
debating creating some minimal 
admissions standards for the state's 
universities for several years. Sen. 
Dave Kerr, R-Hutchinson, the 
committee's chairman, said there is 
always a chance the bill will pass 
this year. 

"If it does, it will be by the 
slimmest of margins." be said.

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WASHINGTON — A rare dis- 
ease is strangling Carol Williams* 
organs and stealing her sight. She's 
46 and afraid she may die before 
the government decides whether 
she deserves federal disability and 
health care benefits. 

Now, President Clinton wants to 
spend $302 million this year to 
modernize Social Security comput- 
ers and to pay overtime and extra 
workers. His goal: quicker benefit 
checks for hundreds of thousands 
of Americans, too sick to work, 
who now wait months for a deci- 
sion. 

"People die; people get evicted; 
people go without medical cover- 
age. The delays are atrocious," said 
Peter McKee, a Seattle attorney 
who specializes in Social Security 
cases. 

Clinton included the $302 mil- 
lion in his economic plan, which 
also calls for spending $1 billion 
during several years for automation 
by the Social Security 
Administration. 

Ron Pollack, executive director 
of Families USA, said extra spend- 
ing to process disability claims 
would be welcome relief. 

'The wailing times have been 
extraordinarily long, and a lot of 
people have suffered terribly wait- 
ing for benefits. Not only were they 
without the income the needed, but 
it often meant they were not getting 
the medical attention they need," 
Pollack said. 

Families USA, a consumer 
group concerned with health care 
costs, said people who seek disabil- 
ity benefits this year will wait an 
average of 189 days before the 
Social Security Administration 
rules on their initial claims. 

But the agency said the average 
wait will be 1 10 days, down from 
126 days during parts of last year. 
Its long-term goal is 60 days. 

Williams, who has an auto- 
immune disease, applied for Social 
Security disability insurance in 
November.

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Puppets teach children about disabilities 




Demonstrations 

raise awareness, 
understanding 



Two members of Pi Kappa Phi 
fraternity are putting on puppet 
shows throughout the country to 
raise awareness of people with 
disabilities. 

The shows are targeted toward 
grade-school children. By the end of 
the semester, almost 6,000 children 
will see the show, said Jeff Kautz, 
sophomore in elementary education 
from Lenore Rhyne College in 
Hickory. N.C. 

Kautz and Chris Phelps, a 
graduate of Touson State University 
in Baltimore, Md., have already 
performed for about 2,500 grade- 
school students. The program, called 
Kids on the Block, is pan of the Pi 
Kap's national philanthropy, PUSH,

The puppet shows were started in 
1976 by a teacher in Columbia, Md„ 
who had a child in class with 
cerebral palsy. She created the 
puppet Mark Riley, who suffers 
from cerebral palsy, to help explain 
the disease to the other children. The 
program has grown to include 
several disabilities, including 
blindness and mental retardation. 

"Basically anything that's out 
there, they talk about it," Kautz said. 

Pi Kappa Phi fraternity bought 
the rights to the Kids on the Block 
program seven years ago. but it is 
not the only organization to perform 
the programs. 

There are other groups out there 
that have the puppets and are doing 
the shows,** Phelps said. 

The show includes three skits 
with one disabled puppet and one 
non-disabled puppet in each skit. At 
the conclusion of each skit, the

children are allowed to ask the 
puppets questions. 

After the skits are finished, 
Phelps and Kautz hold training 
sessions to help the kids understand 
what it is like to be disabled. 

To simulate having cerebral 
palsy, the children put socks on their 
hands and try to tie their shoes. The 
socks help demonstrate the loss of 
muscle control that is associated 
with the disease. 

One of the activities to 
demonstrate blindness involves 
children trying to point at the sounds 
of a beeping ball with their eyes 
closed. 

Melinda Rowe is one of the third - 
grade students at Bluemont School 
who saw the show. She said she only 
had few problems with the activities, 
but other students seemed to have 
more difficulty with them. 

"It took him longer to tie his shoe 

than it took me. and he started after 1 

did,*' Rowe said in reference to the 

boy sitting next to her at the 

program. 

Other students chose a favorite 
puppet. Craig Bojorquez, also a 
third-grader at Bluemont School, 
explained why the puppet with 
cerebral palsy was his favorite. 

"I liked Mark because he was in 
the wheelchair, and 1 have met 
people in wheelchairs lots," 
Bojorquez said. 

Connie Schwandt, third-grade 
teacher at Bluemont School, said 
the program is a good reminder to 
the children that all people are not 
the same. 

"We all have our differences, our 
strengths and our weaknesses,' 
Schwandt said. 

This reminder is especially 
important now that children with 
disabilities are being integrated into 
reg u lar c I assrooms . 

So far, the children are very 
accepting of the differences, 
Schwandt said. 

Kautz and Phelps will be giving a 
program at 7 p.m. in Bluemont 101, 
said Aaron Green, sophomore in 
arts and sciences and philanthropy 

chairman for the local Pi Kap 

chapter. 



Analysis 
to be made 
of Jardine

Emotions rose to a fever pitch 
Tuesday night at a work session for 
residents of Jardine Terrace 
Apartments. ■ 

The session, sponsored by the 
Jardine Mayor's Council, offered 
residents a chance to express their 
thoughts about recent allegations of 
segregation at Jardine. 

By meeting's end, the five 
Jardine mayors who were present 
at the session announced their 
decision to complete a door-to-door 
statistical analysis, to determine if 
segregation does exist at Jardine. 

"We're going to try to do sorr.« 
kind of analysis to see what 
buildings have a segregation 
problem," John Askew, a Jardine 
mayor and senior in education, 
said. "If it's just two buildings, it 
may not be as big a problem." 

Charles Walters, executive 
mayor of Jardine. said it was the 
council's responsibility to complete 
the analysis.

Rental inspection resolution goes to Senate

A resolution concerning the 
inspection of rental property in 
Manhattan will be presented to 
Student Senate Thursday night. 

If the resolution is passed, a 
representative from K-State will 
present it to the Manhattan City 
Commission at a meeting Tuesday 
night. This presentation would alert 
the commissioners to students* 
concerns and ask that they give the 
idea serious consideration. 

"This is not something that I'm 
suggesting for the first 
time. I've presented it 
over many years." said 
Phil Anderson, 

instructor of speech and 
one of the authors of the 
resolution. 

Anderson is also a 
landlord with 1 1 rental 
properties in the city. 

He said he 
anticipates that the 
resolution will move 
from first readings into 
special orders, which 
would allow Senate to 
vote on it Thursday 
night. 

The resolution 
addresses the lack of a 
mandatory rental 
inspection program in 
Manhattan. Anderson 
said. It also addresses 
the many K-State 
students who rent 
property that is unsafe 
according to the 
Building Official and 
Code Administrators 



International (BOCA) code. 

"Right now. Manhattan does not 
inspect on a systematic basis, but only 
when there is a specific problem. It is 
a voluntary basis." Anderson said. 

Many students who rent do not 
know the standards of what makes a 
dwelling safe or unsafe, he said. 

There may be illegal aspects, such 
as unsafe gas space heaters that could 
cause fires and furnaces that are not 
hooked up correctly, Anderson said. 

If the resolution is mandated, there 
is a question of who would pay for the 
required inspections. 



One solution would be for the city 
commission to raise taxes or pass the 
burden of payment to the property 
owner, which in turn would be passed 
to the tenant. 

Although that would raise rental 
rates, the tenant would have the 
satisfaction of knowing the dwelling is 
safe, Anderson said. 

This resolution must be important 
to K-State students in order for the 
commissioners to listen, he said. 
Students must find out which 
commissioners support the bill, 
register to vote for the April election 



Campaign changes proposed

Several changes will be 
proposed to Student Senate in 
Thursday night's meeting 
concerning campaign regu- 
lations. 

"We tried to keep things 
broad so that Senate can focus 
on the specifics." Mary Farmer, 
junior in history and Elections 
Committee chairwoman, said. 

The regulations had to be 
modified to include the recent 
approval of the student body vice 
president on the ballot and the 
Union Governing Board. 

One change the Elections 
Committee will present to Senate 
is the use of banners. 

"Only the president and vice 
president candidates will be able 
to use banners, There just aren't 
enough trees for all the 



candidates to use," Farmer said. 

The areas used for the 
hanging of banners will be on a 
rotation basis and will be drawn 
out of a hat. 

Another change proposed is 
the distribution of campaign 
materials. Candidates may 
distribute campaign literature on- 
campus or in any campus 
building, excluding residence 
halts and the K-State Union. 

Perhaps the most 

controversial change will be 
party campaigning. This change 
would not allow candidates 
seeking office to be affiliated 
with a party on the ballot. 

However, the candidates will 
be identified at each polling table 
as cither being party affiliated or 
non -affiliated. 

There will also be proposed 
changes in the campaign 



expenditure revisions made to 
Senate. The amount of money 
the presidential/vice presidential 
candidates may spend will 
decline. 

Currently, a candidate may 
spend an amount equal to the 
tuition and fees paid by a full- 
time, in-state student for one 
semester. 

The proposed change will 
state the combined candidates 
may spend, in the general 
election, the amount equal to the 
tuition paid by a full-time, in- 
state student for one semester. 

Also, the amount of money a 
candidate for Student Senate, 
Board of Student Publications or 
Union Governing Board may 
spend would be equal to one- 
tenth the tuition paid by a full- 
time, in-state student for one 
semester. 



and vote for the commissioners who 
support a mandatory inspection. 

Students who want to register to 
vote in the April election should do so 
before March 22. The election is 
April 6. 

"The only way this resolution will 
be considered is if the students vote in 
April's election for the candidate who 
supports it," Anderson said. 

In new business. Senate will be 
voting on a recommendation for the 
amendment of rules concerning the 
consumption of alcohol at KSU 
Stadium. Two bills concerning the 
increase of the 
Student Publications 
Inc. fee and a special 
allocation to the Tae 
Kwon Do Club will 
also be voted on.

When the Chinese government 
released several imprisoned high- 
profile dissidents last week, it 
claimed that it was anything but a foreign 
policy maneuver. 

All this means is trjat China would never 
be good at poker, showing how it can't bluff 
its way out of a paper bag. 

With the Clinton administration's 
intention to stress human rights in foreign 
affairs, and with Beijing obsessively courting 
the International Olympic Committee for the 
2000 Summer Games, China has much riding 
on its image. 

China's image, however, has been 
inextricably connected with the images the 
world saw transmitted from Tiananmen 
Square in 1989, when pro-democracy 



activists were crushed by a seething 
government, and a reported 10,000 
participants were arrested. 

The United States* response to the 
Tiananmen massacre consisted of a few stern, 
hollow threats and a handful of slap-on-the- 
wrist policy changes. Since then, China has 
found a way to keep its Most Favored Nation 
status, albeit with restrictions. 

If the Clinton administration wishes to 
stay true to its word, it can't allow China to 
pass off a few token concessions as a 1 80- 
degree about-face. 

Until the Chinese government realizes 
that the rest of the world holds the winning 
hand, it will refuse to put all of its cards on 
the table. 

Until then we should control the pot.

Christianity: 
An intellectual 
suicide story 




Among the many fallacies 
associated with religion, 
none is more widespread 
— or more disastrous in its 
effects — than the myth that 
there is an "absolute moral 
standard." Yet. this was again 
the subject when a columnist in 
this paper recently whined about 
how our society has fallen prey 
to the evil clutches of "moral 
relativism" and how it has lost 
the so-called "objective 
standards" of Christian morality. 
1, for one. have heard 
enough. 
I say

rive set 
of moral 

principles which, by their very 
nature, work contrary to man's 
happiness and well-being. 
Stripped of their cryptic, biblical 
babbling. Christian ethics are 
actually more conducive to 
misery and despair than to 
happiness. 

"If not traditional Christian 
values, then what?" you might 
ask. 

The most obvious aspect to 
consider in answering that 
question is that man is a living 
entity, a biological organism, 
who faces the alternative of life 
or death. It is this struggle for 
survival that generates the 
concept of "value." Thus, what 
we "value" determines how we 
will act. 

What, then, are the "right" 
goals for us to pursue? What are 
the "values" our survival 
requires, and how do we 
determine them? That is the 
question that the science of 
ethics attempts to answer, and 
that is why we do indeed need a 
code of ethics ... but not a 
religious one. and certainly not a 
Christian one. 

I think many would agree that 
the ultimate human goal is 
"happiness." Christians 
would say this can best be 
achieved through the use of 
"religious morality." A 
discerning person would 
respond by saying that the best 
method is through reason and 
the use of a "rational morality." 
Christian dogma would have 
you believe that religious and 
rational morality are the same, 
but actually they are as different 
as life and death. 

A rational morality is based 
on "standards," which arc 
principles used to predict the 
consequences of one's actions; 
they are statements of "natural 
necessity." For example, one 
ought to do "x," if one wants 
such and such. In rational 
morality, there is no "ought" 
divorced from purpose. One 
does not "obey" a standard; one 
adopts and follows it in a given 
context, for a given purpose. 

Religious morality, on the 
other hand, is based upon 
"rules." which are ultimately 



derived from the alleged 
commandments of a 
supernatural being. A rule is a 
"sanctioned" principle of action. 
A sanction is a physical or 
psychological means of coercion 
or intimidation used for the 
purpose of motivating obedience 
to a principle of action. 
Religious morality defends an 
absolute, universal moral order 
established by a god and 
existing independently of man. 
It is thus man's foremost duty to 
obey the dictates of this 
supernatural lawgiver. 

The most obvious 
characteristic of religious 
morality is its 

authoritarian nature. While a 
standard appeals to the motive 
of desiring its goal, a rule 
appeals to the motive of fearing 
its sanction. To the question, 
"Why should I do this?" religion 
answers, "Because it is the will 
of God." To the further 
question, "Why should I obey 
the will of God?" religion 
answers, "Because he will 
reward or punish you 
accordingly, either in this life or 
in an afterlife." Religious 
morality thus relies on the 
crudest form of sanction: the 
threat of physical force — 
which is manifested by the 
Christian doctrine of hell. But 
that is not all. 

Recall that a sanction may be 
psychological as well. A 
physical sanction causes the 
emotion of fear, but a 
psychological sanction causes 
the emotion of guilt. Religions 
(particularly Christianity) have 
long recognized the importance 
of inculcating a sense of guilt in 
order to motivate people to obey 
God's rules, and Christianity has 
effectively done so through the 
most effective sanction ever 
invented: sin. 

Sin is disobedience to God, 
and for the Christian this 
represents something 

monstrously evil. Included 
within the concept of sin is a 
negative moral evaluation, so 
that the admission of sin entails 
an additional admission of evil 
or wrongdoing. This directly 
undercuts a person's sense of 
self-esteem, which adds to its 
effectiveness as a manipulative 
device. However, this concept 
ultimately leaves the Christian 
with the following example of 
circular reasoning: "One should 
not disobey God, because to do 
so is a sin. And what is sin? Sin 
is disobeying God" 

Guilt and fear, not love, 
are therefore the 
fundamental emotions 
that Christianity seeks to induce. 
This stands in stark contrast to 
the rational conception of 
morality, where man is of 
central concern (not God), 
where man's life is the standard 
of value (not God's), and where 
moral principles function for 
human welfare (not God's). 

One can only conclude that 
the so-called "traditional 
Christian morality" is truly 
vicious and enormously 
harmful. Unfortunately, this 
view of morality is adopted by 
many — with the result that 
millions of unthinking people 
practice a "morality" that 
amounts to emotional and 
intellectual suicide.

Student helps with youth basketball teams

Julie Sahlfeld didn't want to leave 
basketball behind. 

A four-year player ai Beloit High 
School, Sahlfeld missed the 
competition that came with her time 
on the hardwood. 

"I missed basketball a lot because 
now all I get to do is play intra- 
murals," she said. "I jumped at the 
chance to do something else." 

Now a junior in elementary 1- edu- 
cation, Sahlfeld found another outlet 
as one of 12 K-State students who 
coach in the Manhattan Parks and 
Recreation winter basketball leagues. 

The leagues have first to eighth 
graders of all skill levels who 
compete in Manhattan grade school 
gymnasiums. 

"I thought that this would be a 
great experience," she said. "I thought 



that if I ever teach at the seventh- or 
eighth-grade level, I could coach 
junior high if a position was open." 

Although she had plenty of 
playing experience, coaching turned 
out to be another matter entirely. 

"I thought I could do this — 1 got 
fourth-grade girls — and I had played 
basketball, but I ended up talking to 
my high-school coach. W'hal do I do. 
where do 1 start?' 

"He said that you start with the 
basics. You start with dribbling. You 
start with passing — show them how 
to play defense." 

In January, Sahlfeld and the other 
coaches divided the girls into a six- 
team league that played on Saturday I 

"For the first couple weeks we had 
peel-off name-tags. Even during the 
first few games, ! was like, 'You, you 
and you — go out and play.' We've 
gotten down just about all of them 
now." 



Sahlfeld said one of the most 
gratifying aspects is seeing the 
improvement of the players over the 
last couple of months. 

"Oh my gosh, they've improved so 
much — in practice and in games I 
just cannot believe it Literally from 
one Saturday to the next." 

Although there have been a lot of 
players who took it very seriously, 
she said social-time was the main 
agenda for some. 

There are a couple girts ... I don't 
know if they want to be your friend, 
but they linger around the practices 
and hang on you. 

"You just want to say, 'shoo'. 
They're just there to gab with the 
other girls." 

Even at the fourth-grade level. 
Sahlfeld also said the girls quickly 
discovered their preferred positions. 

"They all want to play point," she 
said, "t don't care if they are 4-foot-7- 
inches, they want to play point guard. 

"I tell them that they don't get the 



points there — it's, a lot better to play 
down low. gel the rebounds and a 
chance to make the point again. 

"I think it's because they think 
they get the hall and get to dribble a 
lot* They go, 'OK, when do I pb> 
guard?." and I'll say, 'maybe next 
quarter.'" 

Although the leagues arc winding 
up play for thin season, Sahlfeld said 
she might like to coach volleyball in 
the fall and basketball next winter. 

'I would like to pick up the fifth- 
grade girls next year — have the 
vi me ones and teach ihem a little bit 
more, 

'I had one parent come up to me 
the other day and say that her 
daughter couldn't finish the season 
because of her ankle, and she said, 1 
really appreciate what you've done 
for my daughter and this whole team.' 

"It made me feel good, and made 
me feel like 1 was teaching them 
something — they had gotten 
something out of it " 
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Who said hunting 
season is over? 

The weather sucks, the fishing sucks, hunting season is 
over, and you've got cabin fever — bad. 

Do not be discouraged. There is always something to do 
in Kansas, As long as it is cold, the crows will stick around 
and provide some late-season snooting. 

Here's how to do it. Buy one of those plastic owls — the 
kind you use to scare pigeons away Then, through a mail 
order catalog, buy three or four crow decoys In the game- 
call section of some catalogs, they will have crow tapes. This 
tape is simply a recording of crows attacking an owl. 

You will need to steal your roommate's portable stereo, 
grab your shotgun. A LOT of cheap shells, and a good 
hunting buddy (either sex is fine). 

Call around to the county landfills, and find out if they 
have any crows. Don't feel silly — you won't be the first 
crow inquirer of the season Just ask them if they have any 
crows residing in their dump. 

Drive to the landfill and find a landowner in the vicinity. 
You won't have any trouble getting 
permission to hunt crows — they're 
not exactly a protected species. 

Find a spot where you can sit, 
preferably in the sun and out of the 
wind. If the wind is out of the north, 
sit on the south side of the shelter. If 
you are silting on the south side of the 
shelter, try to hum land on the north 
side of the landfill so you can see the 
crows coming. Vice versa if the wind 
is out of the south. 

This will help two ways. Firsi, 
the wind will be going toward the 
landfill, earning with it the sound of 
the owl and crow tape, enabling even 
tar away birds to hear the tape. 
Secondly, your back will appreciate 
your makeshift hedge-wood chair. 

Place the owl decoy about 20 yards in front of where 
you will be hiding. The best spot I've found for a set is up on 
a fence post. Here it is easily seen by the crows, and it draws 
them down closer to you, making for some interestingly 
close, quick and difficult shooting. 

If you are hunting with more than one person, don't 
worry about somebody not being able to get a shot. When 
crows decide to attack an owl, they do an odd thing. They 
split up. circle around and come in from different directions. 
So. don't be concerned if someone seems out of the way. 
They will get a shot. 

Group the crow decoys around the owl about three or 
four feet away. Have a couple on the ground and a couple on 
the fence or in a nearby tree. 

Stick the boom box with the tape, playing close to the 
set. Simply sticking the stereo in deep grass is usually 
sufficient. Don't worry about camouflage — the normally 
weary crow is too furious to look for danger 

Crows hate owls and will attack them viciously. Upon 
hearing this commotion, it's not unusual for the whole flock 
to come bombing inio your dekes. 

This is when the fun begins. Remember, take a lot of 
shells, be safe and find a good recipe for crow. Do not shoot 
anything you won't eat. If you need a recipe for crow, write 
me, and I'll send you one. 

Crow season lasts until March 10, open statewide, and 
there is no limit. 

Also this weekend at Red Rock Game Farm, a two-dog. 
two-man competition. The competition will be timed and 
most scoring will be done to evaluate the dogs.

Student Publications, KSU alcohol consumption dominate debates 



CoUcpK 

After much debate, Student Senate 
passed a bill regarding the Student 
Publications Inc. fee enhancement in 
Thursday night's meeting. 

This fee will increase the line- item fee 
from $4.80/full-time, $2.40/part-iime, 
$.70/summer to $7.80/full-time, 
$3.9G/part-iime and $.85/summer. 

The enhancement was proposed 
because of the increase of inflation and a 
drastic decrease in advertising revenue, 
said Sarah Caldwell, junior in English 
and ex-officio member of Senate. 

"There was over a $76,000 loss in fis- 
cal year 1993 in the Student Publications 
budget," Caldwell said. 

Arguing against the fee increase was 
Stephen Seely, freshmen in agricultural 



economics and agriculture senator. 

"All of the people I've talked to say 
they don't want the Collegian," Seely 
said. 

"1 tell them the Collegian might be cut 
to three days a week, and they've all said 
'so what,'" Seely said. 

There have been many attempts to cut 
costs by Student Publications in past 
years, said Kelly Levi, senior in journal- 
ism and mass communications and mem- 
ber of the Board of Student publications. 

Those cuts have included reducing 
travel to cover events, decreasing the 
number of pages of the Collegian and 
cutting the distribution and circulation, 
she said. 

Eric Henry, graduate in arts and sci- 
ences and arts and sciences senator, said, 
"If you have something that's top quali- 



ty, you keep it." 

Also passed in Senate was a resolu- 
tion concerning the recommendation for 
an amendment to the rules concerning 
consumption of alcohol at KSU Stadium. 

"This will confine the drinking to one 
area instead of throwing cans alt over the 
stadium. This will lead to less littering," 
Mike Munson, junior in business and 
business administration senator, said. 

The resolution recommends the 
Administration amend its alcohol and 
cereal malt beverage policy to allow the 
consumption of 3.2 beer before K- State 
home football games in the southeast 
corner of the stadium's east parking lot. 

A special allocation of $284.08 to the 
Tae Kwon Do Club was passed in second 
readings. 

This allocation allows the Tae Kwon 



Do Club to pay a national registration fee 
and purchase target pads, body shields, 
sparring pads, headgear, c-gloves, shin- 
guards and boots. 

Passed unanimously in special orders 
was a resolution for a mandatory rental 
inspection program in Manhattan. 

Student Governing Association will 
send a representative of the K-Statc stu- 
dent body to the Manhattan City 
Commissioner's special work session in 
Manhattan City Hall at 3:30 p.m. 
Tuesday. 

This resolution will strongly urge the 
city to adopt the most recent edition of 
the Building Officials and Code Admini- 
strators International (BOCA) code. 

It also will urge the development of a 
comprehensive, mandatory rental inspec- 
tion program for all rental dwellings. 



MOGADISHU. Somalia — U.S. Marines 
and Nigerian soldiers pounded at snipers with 
machine guns and grenades for five hours 
Thursdy> , shutting down relief activity in this 
devastated city with the heaviest shooting in 
weeks. 

Three U.S. Marines and two Nigerian 
soldiers were Mounded in the firefighi in an area 
rocked hv ami-foreigner noting Wednesday that 
left at least six Somalis dead. 

Sniper fire hit the hotel where most 
foreign journalists stay. U.N. headquarters and a 
relief agency a half-mile away also reportedly 
came under fire. Most of the shooting came from 
the Nigerians, who fired without restraint at any 
niche ihe> believed might harbor a sniper. 

In the southern port of Kismayu. about 
2,300 U.S. and Belgian troops combed the city 
for weapons and rounded up fighters loyal to 
warlord Mohamed Said Hirsi, known as Gen. 
Morgan. He was under a midnight Thursday 
deadline to move his forces north of Kismayu or 
face Western attack. 

At least 60 sullen fighters in dusty civilian 
clothes surrendered in Kismayu. They gave up 
43 rifles and machine guns. 

Relief workers in Mogadishu stayed in 
their compounds and aid deliveries were at a 
standstill for a second consecutive day A deputy 
U.N. spokesman in New York, Ahmad Fawzi, 
said officials were not considering withdrawal of 
U.N. aid workers from Mogadishu. 

The U.S. -led coalition came to restore 
order and ensure food gets to starving Somalis. 
But violence in Somalia this week has increased 
friction between rival factions and raised 
questions about the ability of foreign troops to 
maintain order in a nation loaded with weapons 
but without a government. 

U.N. Secretary General Boutros Bouiros- 
Ghalt said late Thursday in New York that unrest 
will not complicate the planned transition to a 
U.N. command, in which most of the 17,000 
remaining American servicemen and women 
would go home. 

"I believe that the situation has been very 
much exaggerated ... and that the U.N. will be 
able to do our transition according to the 
schedule which has been established," he told 
the Associated Press. 

Bouiros-Ghali said Wednesday the 
transfer could take place in several weeks. 

In central Mogadishu, the air smelted of 
gunpowder and smoke drifted along streets near 
a major traffic circle where Thursday's gun 
battle started 

More than 400 Marines searched for 
weapons in houses in the district after the battle, 
but apparently found little Traffic returned to 
the streets after the shooting stopped.

Soon, cable subscribers will not be 
able to find their TV shows on the usual 
channels. 

Beginning April 1, TCI of Kansas 
Inc. is realigning its channels. 

"The channels are being rearranged 
for technical reasons," Ron Frazier, gen- 
eral manager of TCI Manhattan, said. 

The cable company will group the 
broadcast channels together and move 
the satellite channels out of the lower 
channel numbers. 

For example, CNN, one of the satel- 
lite stations, will be moving from 
Channel 5 to Channel 35 in the new con- 
figuration. 

Another move will be WDAF, an 
NBC affiliate that broadcasts out of Kan- 
sas City. This broadcast station will be 
moving from Channel 36 to Channel 4. 

The broadcast channels affected are 
KTKA in Topeka, KSHB in Kansas City 
and WDAF in Kansas City. The satellite 
channels affected arc CNN, WGN and 
WTBS. AH other channels will be in the 
same place they were before the realign- 
ment. 

This also will allow the cable compa- 
ny to offer low-cost basic service, 
Frazier said. 

The basic service will include only 
the broadcast stations, along with ME-U 
and KTWU (PBS). This service will be 
offered for $10 a month. 

Satellite stations and broadcast sta- 



_ lions are offered in the expanded basic 
service. 

"The realignment also will give cus- 
tomers who subscribe to the basic ser- 
vice the option to gel premium channels, 
such as HBO and Showtime, without 
subscribing to expanded service," 
Frazier said. 

Wade Willson, senior in vocal perfor- 
mance, said he is considering going back 
to the basic service and adding one pre- 
mium channel.

So the 
change is nice for us," Featherston said. 

Andrea Brainard, senior in music edu- 
cation, said she would change to the 
basic service. 

"With all the channels, we just do a 
lot of channel flipping anyway," 
Brainard said.

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Pet bonds influence child development

The relationship small children develop with 
their pets has a strong effect on their human 
development, a K -State professor said. 

Over the past six years. Robert Poresky, 
associate professor of human development and 
family studies, has done extensive research on 
the bond between children and their pets. 

His research began following a grant from the 
College of Veterinary Medicine in I986. 

"I got together with James Coffman, who was 
then the dean of veterinary medicine, and we 
looked at the idea of doing the research." 
Poresky said. 

After receiving a grant for the research, he 
devised a way to rate the relationship between 
pets and humans. 

Using an empathy test he and his colleagues 
designed,, Poresky concentrated on studying the 
emotional and social skills of children between 
the ages of three and six. 

In cases where the children had strong 
relationships with their pets, he found their 
emotional and social development to be much 
higher than children without pels. 

Most of (he animals involved in the studies 
were dogs and cats because they are the popular 
family pets. 

Even though 90 percent of the families 
studied had a pet in the home, the cognitive 
levels of development varied greatly, he said. 
This was due in large part to the varying degrees 
of the human and pet relationship. 

The important part of the study was not 
whether a pet was present but what kind of bond 
the child had developed with the animal. 

Dr John Lyons, a Manhattan veterinarian, 
emphasizes the importance of relationships 
between children and animals. 

"I think we are just starting to realize how 
important the relationship is between children 
and their pets," Lyons said. "It is so important 
for our children to develop a human and pet bond 
because of the proven increase in human

"To determine their level of empathy, I would 
ask the children questions about how they felt in 
certain situations. I would ask them how their 
dog felt when they took him to the park to play."

Energy conservation was the word on 
everyone's lips during the 1970s and 
'80s. Today, even with environmental 
concerns taking a high position on the 
political agenda, the case for responsibly 
using fossil fuels has dropped from the 
national scene. That's too bad because Kansas 
has much to offer. 

The Kansas Energy Policy Committee 
recently released its long-awaited report that 
recommends the state take measures to 
encourage the conversion of local government 
and school district vehicles to compressed 
natural gas. 

This may seem a little overboard, but in 



the long run the state could turn a renewed 
interest in natural gas into a profitable venture 
— the report said that natural gas production 
could make money for the state if the national 
usage increased. 

Consider that Kansas has 9 trillion cubic 
feet of natural gas reserves, or 6 percent of the 
nation's total. In comparison, Kansas 
produces a little more than 1 percent of the 
nation's oil reserves. 

In the midst of saving trees, dolphins and 
the ozone layer, we shouldn't lose sight of the 
aged idea that, as an alternative to fossil fuels, 
Kansas natural gas can go a long way in 
keeping our world clean.

Most historians would date 
the beginning of the Cold 
War to the breakdown in 
relations between the United States 
and the Soviet Union in the period 
following World War II I think a 
more accurate date would be the 
outbreak of the Bolshevik 
Revolution in October 1917 It was 
then that a great fear gripped this 
country, a 
fear of the 
-Red 

Menace." It 
was a fear 
that led the 
United 
States to 
invade 
Russia in 
1918. 

It was 
fear that led 
the United 
States to 
pass the 
Espionage 
Act in 

1917. and the Sedition Act in 1918. 
The Espionage Act prevented 
anyone from doing anything that 
might give aid to the enemy, incite 
insubordination, disloyalty or 
refusal of duty to the armed forces, 
or advocated treason, insurrection 
or forcible resistance to any U.S. 
law. The Sedition Act made it 
illegal to do or say anything that 
might be construed as "disloyal, 
profane, scurrilous, or abusive" 
about the government, the 
Constitution, the Army or the Navy, 

More than 1,500 people were 
prosecuted under these laws. One 
filmmaker was sentenced to 25 
years in jail for making a film about 
the American Revolution because it 
risked stirring up sentiment against 
our British allies. Socialists Victor 
Berger and Eugene V. Debs 
received similar sentences for 
advocating resistance to the war. 
While in jail. Debs received more 
than I million votes in the 
presidential election of 1920. 

The Supreme Court upheld the 
acts, insisting that a "clear and 
present danger" overrode the right 
to free speech. 

In World War II. both the 
freedom -loving United States 
and Great Britain were eager to 
make common cause with Stalin's 
Soviet Union to fight Adolf Hitler 
and Nazism. Nearly 30 million 
Russians died defending their 
country from Nazi Germany To 
this toll, one can add roughly 20 
million more who perished under 
Stalin's schemes of forced peasant 
collectivization and paranoid 
purges. 

Perhaps 50 million dead and the 
razing of his country explain 
Stalin's desire to occupy Eastern 
Europe as a buffer after World War 
II. Instead, the United States, which 



lost less than one-half million dead, 
chose to perceive Stalin's actions as 
yet another example of Communist 
perfidy. By 1947, the former allies 
were yet once again eyeballing each 
other over a rapidly growing stock 
of baroque weaponry that now 
included nuclear weapons. 

Once again, fear of the Red 
Menace gripped the country. In 
1947, Congress enacted the 
National Security Act, which 
created the National Military 
Establishment, the National 
Security Council and the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 

Under the goading of Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy, the U.S. 
House Committee on Un- 
American Activities hunted for 
evidence that Communists had 
infiltrated the government, leading 
to televised investigations of the 
State Department and the Army. 

Anti-Communist hysteria led 
Congress to pass the McCarran Act 
in 1950. which made it unlawful to 
"combine, conspire, or agree with 
any other person to perform any act 
which would substantially 
contribute to ... the establishment of 
a totalitarian dictatorship." Despite 
President Truman's objection that 
the law would "put the government 
in the business of thought control." 
it was passed. Despite his exertions, 
McCarthy never uncovered a single 
Communist agent in government. 

Fear of Communist aggression 
placed American troops into 
undeclared wars in Korea (33,000 
U.S. dead) and in Vietnam (55.000 
U.S. dead). Paranoia on the part of 
ex-McCarthyite Richard Nixon led 
directly to the Watergate scandal 
Fearing damage to the prestige of 
the office of the presidency so soon 
after the Vietnam debacle, Nixon's 
successor, Gerald Ford, "pardoned" 
him to prevent a trial from taking 
place 

Fear of the spread of 
Communism in Central America 
led to the Iran-Contra scandal in the 
Reagan administration. On 
Christmas Eve. 1992, lame-duck 
President George Bush 'pardoned" 
six individuals indicted for 
misconduct by Iran-Contra 
investigators, in order to prevent a 
politically embarrassing trial. 

In 1989. the Soviet Union 
relaxed its grip on Eastern Europe, 
and in August 1991 ceased to exist 
as a political entity. Many Cold 
Warriors have proclaimed a 
'Victory" over Communism. 

But what have we bought with 
our "victory?" The military budget 
hovers at S300 billion annually, and 
attempts to cut it draw cries from 
defense workers who have become 
addicts to the military -industrial 
complex. Old fears persist, 
preventing the United States from 
sending adequate financial 
assistance to Russia, which is in 
distinct danger of suffering a 
relapse into authoritarian rule. 
Worst of all. freedoms lost to (he 
"clear and present danger" remain 
lost. 

The time has come to stop 
selling our souls to those who 
would protect us from our fears. 
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"We'll have the egg drop 
soup and a can of your 
best lubricant, please."

Happy birthday to you, happy birthday to 
you, happy birthday dear Tex Avery, 
happy birthday to you. 

That's kinda like something we'd sing to 
perhaps the greatest cartoon director of all 
time. 

Frederick Bean "Tex" Avery came into this 
world via Taylor, Texas, on Feb. 26, 1908. 
Who could have foreseen, back then, that this 
kid would be the pioneer of me notorious Avery 
cartoon double-take (eyes out of sockets, jaw 
crashes through floor, feet slap against head, 
piercing scream — you've seen it)? 

Avery revolutionized the burgeoning animation 
industry by injecting a strange humor that 
combined wild exaggeration, tawdry gags and 
sexual innuendos. 

He started work with Water Lane of "Woody 
Woodpecker" fame in 1936. then moved to 
Warner Bros., where be worked with the likes 
of Chuck Jones and Bob Clampett. It was here, 
in January 1939, that Avery's directorial debut 
premiered with "Golddtggers of *49." starring 
Porky Kg. 

After a stint at Warner, Avery caught on with 
MGM Studios where he produced every major 
non-Hanna-Barbera cartoon from 1942-55. 
Some of these classics include "Daredevil 
Droopy." "Bad Luck Blackie." "Ventriloquist 
Cat," "Swing Shift Cinderella" and "Droopy's 
Double Trouble." 

Avery milestones include inventing the 
character of Daffy Duck and coming up with 
the famous Bugs Buuny "What's up. Doc?" 
catchphrase, both during his stint at Warner Bros, 
studios. 

Tex Avery retired from full-time cartoon 
production in 1955 and died of cancer on Aug. 
26. 1980.

off ei\ thdl magical brew 
that many people can't 
seem lo live without. 
Either black or 
with cream, sweetened 
or not, a good cup of 
java is hard to beat. 
Taking the remains of pulverized dried 
beans, filtering hot water through them and 
then drinking the concoction may not seem 
so appealing to some people. But then why 
has coffee been such a commodity for 
hundreds of years! 
What's the story with coffee! 
Names like Arabica, espresso and 
cappuccino suggest a wide and varied history 
for the little bean that helps start the day off 
right. 

Coffee, and its equivalent in most languages, 
comes from the Arabic word "kahwa," 
which suggests the origins of the drink. 
Many legends are associated with its 
discovery. One of which is the story of 
Kaldi, an Arabian goatherder, who one 
day found his goats dancing in the meadow. 
He noticed the goats had been eating from 
a red berry bush. So, he tried a few and found 
himself dancing with the herd, 

A monk from a local monastery happened 
upon the frolicking crowd. Being a man of 
science, he experimented with the red berries. 
He discovered that the beans within the 
berries, when dried and boiled, were quite 
tasty and helped him to stay awake during 
evening prayers. 

While the story of Kaldi may or may not 
be factual, it is generally believed that the 
drink originated in Ethiopia. Beans from 
the Arabica tree were harvested, dried and 
then cooked in water, which was then drunk 
while still hot. 

The drink as we know it today, came into 
general use in Africa and the Middle East 



during the 15th century It was 
quickly accepted and took the form of a 
social pleasure, enabling the first coffee 
houses to be established. 

As coffee entered trade routes and made 
its way to Europe, the idea of the coffee 
house took hold, creating popular traditions 
like the French care. However, the intnxiuction 
of the stringent beverage was not welcomed 
with open arms. Its immediate popularity in 
Italy caused priests to shun the drink calling 
it the "wine of Satan.' Pope Oement VIII, 
however, enjoyed the drink so much that he 
baptized it as a Christian beverage. 

Coffee caused controversy in England as 
well. In 1674, women formed a group 
called the "Keepers of the Liberty of Venus" 
to protest the time their menfolk spent in coffee 
shops. They claimed coffee made their 
husbands infertile. The men prompHy replied 
printing handbills and news articles to 
vindicate their performance and the virtue 
of their drink. 

Controversy over coffee is certainly not 
ds active in today's society, White some 
people may argue over health concerns, 
coffee has never been so popular. With 
more than 50 countries exporting coffee, it 
is one of the leading commodities in 
international trade, bringing in more than 
$10 billion annually. 

Americans alone drink more than 430 
million cups each day. Manhattan represents 
a good cross section in that figure. 

"We sell over fifteen pounds of coffee 
every day," Bonnie Zach, manager of Espresso 
Royale, said. 

That's enough to serve 500 people." 

People drink coffee for a variety of reasons. 
Some might just enjoy a good cup o" joe, others 
for the caffeine high. 

'I drink coffee because I was brought up 
with it" Bud Wteedeppt, junior in philosophy 



and political science, said. 

He said he is a regular at 
the Espresso Royale. 

Some people 

disapprove of coffee because 
of its high amount of caffeine. 

"We want everyone to 
be able to appreciate coffee," 
Zach said, "that's why we 
offer all of our drinks 
decaffeinated.' 

Thanks to the wonders of modem 
science, coffee lovers can now revel 
in a vast array of flavors and styles. 
Espresso, the Italian word for "quick 
brew* is a strong, dark coffee, filtered 
through steam. Cappuccino is a drink that 
mixes espresso and frothy milk. 

A number of flavored coffees are also 
available on the market. 

The new rise in popularity of the coffee 
house has hit hard all across the country. Ten 
coffee shops have recently opened in Kansas 
City, including Javagia and the Classic Cup. 
Some see it as a passing phenomenon. 

"I think its a fad* Carrie Beets, junior in 
women's studies said. 

"Its a return of the Beat generation." 

Zach disagrees. 

'Research shows that the coffee house is 
not a passing trend," Zach said. 

'I think the coffee house is establishing itself 
as a tradition, much like it has in Europe." 

For hundreds of years, people have been 
going to coffee shops to enjoy a hot cup of 
coffee and spend time with friends. Plans 
for the Revolutionary war were thought 
out in a coffee house in Boston. Writers like 
Hemingway wrote their best works over 
coffee. 

For being such a little bean, coffee has had 
an enormous impact on our lives. 

Brew it. Drink it. Enjoy.

The last time K-State was in the 
NCAA Tournament, the Berlin Wall 
collapsed in Germany, and the San 
Francisco 49ers beat the Denver 
Broncos 55- 10 in the Super Bowl. 

Indeed, the Wildcats lost in the 
first round of I990's March 
Madness 10 Xavier, falling 87-79 in 
Indianapolis. 

But with an upset victory over 
Oklahoma Tuesday night, the 
Wildcats, now 16-7 and 6-5. have 
rekindled that Tournament fire. 

"We've got three games 
remaining/' senior Aaron Collier 
said. "We figure if we snag two, 
we' II be in pretty good shape." 

K-State has an opportunity to 
post one of those wins Saturday 
afternoon at Bramlage Coliseum, 
with a 3:10 p.m. game against the 
J7-5 Oklahoma State Cowboys. 

The Wildcats need those two 
wins to assure them of a winning 
conference record and a place in the 
upper echelon of the Big Eight. An 
8-6 record in one of the toughest 
leagues in the nation would all but 
assure them of a tournament berth. 

"How many is it going to take?" 
Wildcat coach Dana Altnian said. 
"I'm not even going to try to figure 
out how many it's going to take. 



The Cowboys, winners of four- 
in-a-row and seven of their last 
eight, are second in the Big Eight 
with a 7-4 mark — just a game 
behind Kansas. 

And Oklahoma State is riding a 
momentum swing that was capped 
with an improbable victory Wednes- 
day night against Columbia. Center 
Bryant Reeves caught a pass at halt 
court with two seconds to play, and 
threw up a 45- footer that banked in, 
sending the game into overtime. 

The Cowboys won. 77-73. 

"I just fumbled the ball when I 
was supposed to catch it," Ree\e^ 
said. "The only thing left to do was 
throw it up." 

Oklahoma State was the victim of 
a game-tying three-pointer the last 
time these two teams played. 
Anthony Beane connected from 25 
feet on Jan. 9 to send that game into 
overtime. 

K-State won, 75-62. It was the 
Cowboys* second home loss in three 
years. 

"When you hit a shot like that at 
the buzzer, it gives you a lot of 
momentum," Cowboy coach Eddie 
Sutton said, who is one win shy of 
career victory No. 500. "We had it 
happen to us earlier this year when 
Beane hit that shot 

"But it gave us the momentum 
this time." 
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"With the power ranking and all 
those things that the> consider. I just 
don't know." 

If K-State wins just one of its 
three remaining games, the Cats 
would be on the bubble. And their 
weak non-conference schedule has 
contributed to a weak power 
ranking. Seven wins might not be 
enough. 

"I think the team that gets to 7-7 
will definitely have to be 
considered." Alim.m said. "Anybody 
who's at 7-7 will have a good 
opportunity." 

Bui if the Wildcats want to get 
that seventh win in Saturday's 
Raycom game, they'll have to get by 
one of the league's hottest teams.

The K-State men's and women's track 
and field teams will be on the hunt for con- 
ference titles this weekend, as they travel to 
Ames, Iowa, to compete in the Big Eight 
Indoor Track and Field Championships. 

Before the season, the conference 
coaches picked the Wildcat men to finish 
third and the women to finish second. 

"That's the way it may turn out, but 
we've still got to run the meet this 
weekend," K-State interim coach Cliff 
Rovelto said. "They could just tally the 
results from the season and determine a 
champion, but they don't." 

Rovelto said he expects a lot of high 
scoring to be done, but by just a few teams. 
In the women's race, K-State will challenge 
Nebraska for the league crown. In the 
men's competition, Iowa State, Nebraska 
and K-State are listed as the front-runners. 

He said K-State is noi hampered by any 
serious injuries right now. 

The women will rely heavily on Gwen 
Wcntland this weekend. Weniland, who 
will participate in the pentathlon, long jump 
and high jump, is the conference's top-rated 
high-jumper and second-rated long- jumper. 

Besides Wentland in the long jump. 
Rahma Mateen and DeeDee Tribue have 
the conference's third and fourth best 
efforts this season, respectively. 

The middle-distance runners and long 
sprinters must also score a lot of points for 
the women to be successful, Rovelto said. 

He said he is counting on lrma 
Betancourt and Paulette Staats to perform 
well in their events. Betancourt has the fifth 
best conference time in the 800-meter run 
and the fifth best time in the mile Staats 
has produced the second-best 1,000-meter 
time and the fourth-best mile in the Big 
Eight this season. 

On ihe men's side, Nebraska is again 
heavily favored. 

"Nebraska has to be the favorite," Iowa 
State coach Bill Bergan said. "They return 
power in a lot of events." 

"Nebraska's depth is good at every 
single event." Rovelto said. "They also 
have great qualify at most spots." 

As with the women, the middle-distance 
races are important if the K-State men plan 
on scoring high, Rovelto said. 

The Wildcats ace led by Francis O'Neill, 
who has a conference-best time in the 
1.000-meter run and the second best time in 
the mile. K-Sute's 4X800 relay team holds 
the best conference mark of the season. 

One event the Cats are looking to sweep 
is the high jump. Wildcats have recorded 
the top three marks in the conference, K- 
State record holder Itai Mar gal it is the Big

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I Snipers trade fire with Marines Pets, children share special bond

Marine Col. Fred Peck, the U.S. 
military spokesman, said the 
firelight appeared to have started as 
a battle between rival Somali 
groups. He said Nigerian soldiers 
guarding the area became involved, 
and Marines rushed to help. 

The shooting began at the traffic 
circle and spread along a main road 
to the hotel housing most foreign 
journalists. Almost two dozen 
Nigerian soldiers guarding the hotel 
directed a heavy barrage against 



suspected snipers 

One Marine attributed 90 
percent of the gunfire during the 
battle to Nigerian troops. A 
Nigerian officer said his men 
wanted to drive out the snipers. 

Journalists saw one dead Somali 
who was shot in the traffic circle. 
Three Marines suffered minor 
gunshot wounds, while two 
Nigerians also were hit by bullets, 
military officials said. 

During rioting Wednesday, 
protesters threw rocks at the hotel 



and threatened to attack it as part of 
protests against foreign troops and 
other foreigners in Somalia. 



The rioting began after 
Mohamed Farrah Aidid claimed the 
U.S. -led coalition allowed 
Morgan's men to attack supporters 
of an Aidid ally in Kismayu. About 
two dozen people arc believed to 
have died in the fighting Monday in 
Kismayu, about 300 miles south of 
Mogadishu.

Poresky said. 

"Most of them would say the 
dog was happy and had fun, which 
showed that they were developing 
emotions," 

Poresky determined the child's 
empathy level by talking with the 
child but assessed the pet bonding 
level by speaking to the parents. 

Parents were asked what they 
thought about the relationship 
between the pet and the child. They 
were also asked about the child's 



responsibilities in caring for the pet. 

Parents said children who had a 
strong bond with their pets were 
vc/y cooperative and helpful. Those 
children who didn't have a 
relationship with the pets were less 
cooperative and harder to get along 
with. 

Poresky also said he found an 
increase in intellectual functioning 
in children with strong ties to their 
pet. 

In 1989, he traveled to Monaco 
for a conference on the relationship 



between humans and animals. 
Poresky was a featured speaker at 
the three day conference and has 
since traveled around the United 
States giving speeches on the 
human and pet bond 

He has created several reports 
about his findings. He said they all 
have a universal factor. 

"The relationship humans 
develop with animals is very 
special." he said. It helps us all 
grow in ways we sometimes don't 
even realize."

"Yakfest," a Marlatt Hall disc 
jockey, dance and keg party, was 
hosted on the second floor Satur- 
day night with tickets promising 
party goers all the 3.2 beer they 
could drink. 

"It's more or less a party or 
dance," said Brian White, junior in 
general business administration 
and creator of Yakfest. "It's not 
focused on serving as much as just 
being a social event." 

While the first stages of party 
planning included the usual dance 
with prizes, food and soda. White 
said the recent increase in housing 
rates gave residents grounds for 
this type of celebration. 

"Basically housing was talking 
about the retention levels, how to 
keep people in the dorms and ail 
thai, so we decided on this big 



social gathering," White said. 
"They used to have alcohol parties 
10 years ago. We can have an 
alcohol party as long as guidelines 
are met." 

Consent for the party was 
channeled through the Marlatt Hall 
Governing Board, K-State 
Association of Residence Halls, the 
University and the Department of 
Housing and Dining Services. 

"It's been allowed for 20 years 
with approval since the early '70s 
provision." David Yoder, Marlatt 
director, said. 

White said residents bad 
meetings with the hall governing 
board first, then the KSUARH and 
next with the housing department. 

The students in Marlatt came 
up with the idea," Chuck Werring, 
director of the housing department, 
said. "Then it was up to the hall 
governing board and the 



Association of Residence Halls 
group to pursue it and go over it 
for approval." 

The KSUARH is the governing 
body of the residence halls that sets 
policies and procedures. 

"The ARH voted to and 
amended the policies," said Derek 
Jackson, director of Haymaker Hall 
and KSUARH adviser. "It was not 
to suspend the policy. It was 
unclear whether or not to they 
could make the jurisdiction over 
the party or not.

Yoder said me tickets detracted 
from the party's original purpose.

The Kansas Department of 
Transportation has approved a grant 
that will improve existing 
intersections at Bluemont Avenue 
and Tuttle Creek Boulevard. 

Before the grant was approved, a 
detailed study of the intersection 
was done to see how the traffic flow 
could be lessened and re-routed. 

"A $15,000 study was done to 
see what improvements could be 
made to take some of the pressure 
off of the intersection. Several 
solutions were found to solve the 
problem," Jerry Petty. Manhattan 
director of community 

development, said. 

The study was financed by 
public and private money. Petty 
said. The city of Manhattan, 
Pottawatomie County and Eastside 
Business Association each 
contributed $5,000. 

"It's rare to see private 
organizations get involved in things 
like this. EBA came to us with the 
money and asked us to help them 
do a study," Petty said. 

The results of the study showed 
that the lack of adequate stacking 
distance between Tuttle Creek 
Boulevard and Bluemont Avenue 
and Frontage Road is the main 
problem, 

"There are two possible projects 
that are being considered to 
alleviate the problem. One is 
opening up the Leavenworth Street 
intersection and the other is 
straightening out McCall Road and

tying it directly to TCB," said 
Chuck Williams, assistant director 
of public works and transportation. 

Petty said a T-intersection will 
be made at McCall Road and Tuttle 
Creek Boulevard.

Saturday, a bomb thought to have been 
planted by the Irish Republican Army 
exploded in a busy market area of 
London, injuring 14 people, including 3 
children. 

That same day, a crude explosive packed 
with steel nails detonated in a crowded coffee 
shop in Cairo, Egypt, killing four. 

American readers read news like this 
and are apt to shake their heads in sympathy, 
then move on to the movie reviews. The 
terrorism that seems commonplace in almost 
every other country couldn't seem to touch 
us in the cozy confines of America. 

Now it has. 

When evidence showed that Friday's 
World Trade Center disaster was triggered by 
a car bomb, the cracks in our veneer of 



security began to spread. 

As a nation, we have been 
extraordinarily lucky. We made it through 
such anxious times as our conflicts with 
Libya and Iraq, countries with extensive 
terrorist networks. 

Our national security agencies are 
incredibly capable, mammoth organizations. 
But how do you stop anyone wanting to park 
a car wired with explosives? 

Let's hope the World Trade Center 
tragedy doesn't encourage others in the 
advantages of terrorism of America, and let's 
wake up as a nation and realize that we really 
aren't any safer than the north London child 
shopping with his mother or the Swedish 
tourist sitting at a Cairo cafe.

That time of year is fast 
approaching again. Aspiring 
students have already begun to 
announce their candidacies for Student 
Governing Association offices. Our 
trees will be coated with little colored 
sheets of their dead brethren. 

And 1 am prompted to ask myself. 
"Why?" Apparently, my lack of 
understanding is shared by an 
overwhelming majority of the student 
body. Given that SGA is supposed to 
represent us, I would say the lack of 
student interest in its actions is bad. A 
major problem with the system of 
SGA governance is the failure to 
attract students representative of 
diverse interests to run for office. It is 
an indisputable fact that a 
disproportionate number of student 
senators are affiliated with greek 
organizations. 

In the last election, more than two- 
thirds of (he candidates listed 
themselves as greek. In addition, a 
large number of those who listed 
"residence hall" as their living group 
were also greek-affiliated. This 
contrasts sharply with the fact that less 
than one-fourth of K-State students are 
greek. 

The most under -represented 
students are the non-greek halt 
of K-Staters who live off- 
campus. These students are 
represented by only a handful of 
senators. It is easy to see why ideas 
like a campus shuttle system have 
collected dust for years. The students 



most interested in off-campus 
concerns have only a liny voice in the 
Student Senate 

A governing system that cart turn 
a majority into a minority 
obviously needs an overhaul! 
In the current situation, bad decisions 
are often made. The raise in the 
athletic fee. for instance, was opposed 
from the start by a large majority of 
the student body. Senate's own 
opinion poll showed that more than 
two- thirds of student respondents were 
against the hike. But Senate ignored 
the figures and went ahead with the 
increase. 

Many senators believe (heir 
constituents do not know the issues as 
well as they do, and they are. 
therefore, more willing to go against 
popular opinion because they have 
more information. The problem with 
(his attitude is (hat if the students are 
uninformed on issues, it is the Senate's 
fault. SGA's job is no( only to 
represent the students, but also to 
inform them. And that's a job senators 
and other officials have woefully 
ignored. 

Furthermore, the amount candidates 
may spend on their campaigns under 
current rules is a travesty. Candidates 
for president and vice president are 
allowed to spend up to the amount of 
in-state tuition and fees — $920.45. 
Candidates for Senate may spend up to 
10 percent of that amount. I don't 
know of many good candidates who 
have that much money to throw 



around. And the necessity of 
fundraisers for campus campaigns is 
ludicrous. 

Campaign expenditures should be 
cut to a reasonable level. Twenty 
dollars should be plenty for any 
candidate to make copies, put up a 
banner, or send campaign literature 
over bum .ii I Perhaps, this way we can 
vjve our beautiful campus from its 
yearly inundation by campaign 
garbage. Amounts of campaign 
expenditures for each candidate should 
be submitted to the Collegian for 
printing in the election issue. Finally, 
residence affiliation should be printed 
on the ballot so voters may make 
informed choices about candidates 
who share their concerns and needs. 

After election, there are further 
things SGA can do to keep the 
students more informed. With 
better reporting in the Collegian and 
on DB-92 of what the SGA is doing, 
including the successes it has had. 
students may become more involved 
in their government. 

Furthermore, new forums could be 
established, such as a campus issues 
forum on the campus mainframe, for 
students to air their opinions and let 
their senators know what they think. 

It is too much to expect ordinary 
students to come to Senate meetings 
on Thursdays. Instead, Senate must 
come out to the students, open its eyes 
and ears, and let us in.

Opportunity to 
change BOCA is here 

Editor, 

From informal surveys taken in 
my classes, most students support 
the idea of a mandatory rental- 
dwelling inspection program for 
the city of Manhattan. The KSU 
Consumer Relations Board and the 
Students" Attorney, Dianne Urban, 
spend much of their time dealing 
with problems stemming from 
tenant/property owner relations. 



many of which involve questions 
of tenant safety. 

Since I984, Manhattan has 
followed the BOCA (Building 
Officials and Code Administrators 
International) code. It establishes 
basic safety measures to include 
rental dwellings. 

Since rental-dwelling inspec- 
tions are not mandated by the city, 
houses and apartments are only 
subjected to the BOCA code on a 
voluntary or complaint-driven 
basis. Only a small friction of 
current Manhattan rental housing 
has been inspected for basic safety 
considerations, and yet there arc 
hundreds, if not thousands, of 
houses in Manhattan that were 
converted into multiple units, 
which were never subjected to any 
kind of basic safety check. 

The Landlords Association of 
Manhattan is opposed to a 
mandatory rental dwelling 
inspection program for numerous 
reasons, which they are free to 
make public as they see fit. The 
last time the question of a 
mandatory -inspect ion program was 
raised by the Manhattan City 
Commission, the Landlofds 
Association arrived in force; no 
one from the University even 
bothered to show up to speak in 



favor of such an idea. 

To compound the political 
difficulty of the problem, most K- 
State students are not registered to 
vote locally, although 

approximately 14,000 live off- 
campus and would be eligible. 

On March 2 is a city 
commission meeting that will 
include the question of whether 
Manhattan should accept the most 
recent version of the BOCA code, 
The Landlords Association will 
probably turn out again in 
significant numbers to oppose any 
attempt to strengthen the existing 
safety codes. 

The commission meeting will be 
at 3:30 p.m., at City Hall. 1 1th and 
Poyntz, in the Commission 
Chambers. 

If you think a rental inspection 
program would be good for the city 
of Manhattan, and good for you, 
register to vote at 1 10 Courthouse 
Plan (Fifth and Humboldt Streets), 
and vote for the commission 
candidates who will work to 
implement a rental inspection 
program.

OSU's 78-61 win puts Cats in must- win situation

Just four days after upsetting the Sooners 
in Norman, Okla. and revitalizing NCAA 
Tournament hopes, the Wildcats crashed 
back down to earth Saturday afternoon 
against Oklahoma State. 

K-State. 16-8 overall, blew its chance at 
getting that all -important seventh Big Eight 
win. falling 78-61 to the second-place 
Cowboys. The loss leaves the Cats with a n- 

6 conference mark, while the Cowboys 
improved to 1 8-5 and 8-4. 

"We're not going to get in at 6-8." 
Wildcat coach Dana Altman said "We've 
got to have a good week next week." 

That pivotal week begins with a Tuesday 
night game against the Missouri Tigers at 
Bramlage Coliseum. 

"That's a must-win," senior Aaron Collier 
said. "We're pressured now. We have to win 
this one. We have to win this one." 

A victory against the Tigers would assure 
K State of a .500 conference record. 

More importantly, though, it would keep 
the Cats in the hunt for a Tournament berth 
even if they fail in the season finale against 
Iowa State in Ames — a very likely 
scenario, considering the Cyclones are 15-0 
at home this season 

But a victory against Missouri wouldn't 
assure K-State of an NCAA invitation At J- 

7 in the conference, and sporting a weak 
power ranking, the Cats could be bypassed it 
they don't post a win in the first round of the 
Big Eight tournament. 

"Any of them down the stretch is 
important," Wildcat center Deryl Cunning- 
ham said "We don't know what they're 
saying about the Tournament, so in my e> es, 
we're just taking them one at a time 

"I'd rather get to 8-6. Certain people lit 
down and say, 'Well, 7-7 will do it.' 

"But I don't play them games In my 
mind, I'm going to try and win every 



ballgame. period." 

So, what happened Saturday? 

"We had just come off of a big win in 
Norman." guard Anthony Beane said. "The 
confidence level was high, and we were real 
hyped and ready to play. 

"But I think we wanted it too bad. We got 
over-excited." 

That excitement — which caused the Cats 
to take several impatient shots — caused K- 
State to shoot just 35 percent for the game, 
including 29 percent in the first half. K-State 
made just four of 18 three- pointers — a 22- 
percent clip 

And the Cats were out-rebounded 58-33. 

The game resulted in K-State's fifth 
conference loss this season by more than 10 
points. And it jeopardized the Cats' first 
Tournament berth in three years. 

I think K-State, by winning, 
automatically gets into the NCAA 
Tournament," Cowboy coach Eddie Sutton 
said. "I think they'll still get there if they can 
win another ballgame." 

Sutton doesn't have to worry about 
needing another victory. 

"This put us in a position where we're 
guaranteed to be there." he said. "Before the 
season began, 1 don't think anyone would 
ban e thought that we would have a chance to 
tie the Jay haw kv" 

Indeed, Oklahoma State — a preseason 
pick for sixth in the Big Eight — is just one 
game behind Kansas. And the Cowboys face 
the Hawks next Saturday to end the 
conference regular season. 

But for the Cats, it's an NCAA berth — 
MM a first- place Big Eight finish — that is 
the primary concern. 

"1 think 7-7 would put us on the bubble." 
Collier said. "But I don't really know how 
all that works. We figure if we could get 8-6, 
we could definitely get in. 

"But at 7-7 ... I think they think our non- 
conference schedule wasn't very tough That 
could really hurt us in the long run."

K -State's 1-13 mark 

in conference equals 
worst in school's history

LAWRENCE — Angela Aycock 
wished for something more than just a 
Kansas win over intrastate rival K-State 
Sunday — she wanted some icing on 
her birthday cake as well. 

Aycock connected on 1 2 of 14 field 
goals for 26 points and grabbed nine 
rebounds Sunday afternoon in Alien 
Fieldhouse to help the Jayhawks ease by 
the Lady Cats for a 77-45 win. 

The loss for K-State (10-16, 1-13 in 
the Big Eight) gives them the eighth 
seed in the Big Eight Tournament this 
weekend in Salina against the No. I 
seed, Colorado (24-2, 12-2). Kansas 
( I S-8, 9-5) received the fourth seed. 

K-State's Big Eight record is the 
worst in school history, matched most 
recently in the 1987-88 season. 

Aycock, who just turned 20, shot 
85.7 percent from the field, giving her 
the best day of her career. Teammate 
Lisa Tate made six out of seven 
attempts for 12 points. Together, they 
made more shots than the entire Lady 
Cat team (18-16). 

Aycock said she felt that everything 
was going right for her. 

"You're on a high when you have 
things going your way," she said. 
"When I was looking forward to today 
as a special day, I was pretty strung out 
just thinking about it." 

Lady Cat coach Susan Yow said the 
Hawks, who shot 55 percent from the 
floor, were on fire. 

"They were hot." she said. "They 
shot the tights out of the basket. 

"Aycock truly came through to the 
form on the person she is on the floor," 



she said. "I thought she had a 
tremendous game. She just played a 
great offensive game for them. Hew of 
those shots were layups when someone 
was not in her face." 

Meanwhile. K-State was 16 for 60 
from the floor — 27 percent. 

"I thought we were very, very cold," 
Yow said. 

The Hawk defense shut 
down Shanele Stires 
offensively and on the 
boards. 

"Shanele Stires is a 
much better player than 
she showed," Yow said of 
Stires, who scored 22 
points and hauled down 
16 rebounds Jan. 31 
against Kansas in Man- 
hattan. "She didn't shoot 
the ball well, and that's 
what created the 30-point 
deficit." 

Stires finished with 
nine points and seven 
rebounds. She made just 
one of her 10 shots. 

Both teams traded 
baskets early until Kansas 
went into a zone defense 
with the game tied at 16. 

'They went zone on us 
and slowed us up." Yow 
said. "We had some things 
we could have done out of 
the zone, and we weren't 
connecting out of the 
zone. We just weren't in 
sync" 

And Kansas coach 
Marian Washington said 
she was just doing what 
was best at the time 

"In the first half, I 
thought the zone would 
help," she said. "In the 



second half, we went back and forth 
from man to zone to throw them off a 
bit and give us some quick baskets." 

After the tie. Kansas went on a 6 1 -29 
run for the rest of fhe game. 

Leah Honeycutt led the Lady Cats in 
scoring and rebounds with 12 points and 
nine boards. Gretchen Bertrand added 
nine points for K-State.

The K-State men's and women's track 
teams fulfilled preseason expectations this 
weekend by finishing third and second, 
respectively, at the Big Eight Indoor Track 
and Field Championships in Ames, Iowa. 

Before the season started, coaches from 
the league tabbed K-State to finish in those 
exact places. 

"The meet was pretty much true to form," 
K-State interim coach Cliff Rovelto said. 

In the women's events, perennial power 
Nebraska dominated the meet. In scoring 
160 points, the Huskers won or placed 
second in 1 1 of 17 events. The Huskers have 
now won I A straight indoor titles. 

The Wildcats scored 92 points, scoring in 
1 3 of the 14 events they entered. 

"I was very pleased with the teams. We 
had some great performances this weekend," 
Rovelto said. 

Gwen Wentland pulled off a tnfecta of 
placements as she finished fourth in the 
pentathlon, second in the high jump and 
eighth in the long jump. 

"Gwen had a phenomena) performance to 
come back after the pentathlon and jump six 
feet in the high jump," Rovelto said. 

Wentland' s jump of 6 feet 2 inches set a 
new collegiate indoor pentathlon high-jump 
record. 

In other women's events, Rahma Mateen 
finished second and Kathy Janicke third in 
the long jump Paulette Staats was second in 
the 1,000-meter run. Irma Betancourt 
finished third in the 800-meter run. 

Jennifer Hillier. whom Rovelto tailed the 
most improved athlete on the Wildcat squad, 
placed third in the 3,000-meter run and in 
the mile run. Nicole Green placed second in 
the 400-meter dash, and Linda Shea was 
second in the 600. 

On the men's side. Nebraska and Iowa 
State, who have won the last 10 
championships, fought it out again this year. 
In the end. the two-time defending 
champion Cyclones were too much as they 
outscored the Huskers 145-112. K-State 
finished third with 82 points 

Perhaps the most impressive performance 
of the weekend was logged by K-State's 
Thomas Randolph, who won the 55 -meter 
dash. Randolph's time of 6. 17 seconds is the 
second fastest in the country this season. 
Randolph had only the third-best time in the 
conference entering the meet. 

"They've never seen me go that fast 
before,'' he said. "I've never seen me go that 
fast before. I've been waiting four years to 
win the Big Eight. So there was a lot of 
adre nalineflowing." 

Not only did Randolph surprise himself, 
he caught the rest of the Big Eight off guard. 

"Two of the three that had qualified (for 
the NCAAs) were in the Big Eight, and he 
just destroyed them head -to- head," Rovelto 
said. "To win by almost one-tenth of a 
second, that's a phenomenal run," 

Randolph was one of four Wildcats to 
win events. Travis Livingston won ihe 55- 
meter hurdles, Anthony Williams set a new 
Big Eight record in winning the 1 .000-meter 
run, and Percell Caskins won the high jump. 

For the Wildcats, one strong performance 
after another helped the two teams. 

"There was a stretch of about an hour- 
and-a-half where we got on a roll," Rovelto 
said. "Both teams helped each other out. 
Everyone was getting excited about what 
was going on on the track."

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Bomb cause of Trade Center blast 



FBI uncertain of who is responsible; 

investigation will not be completed soon 



NEW YORK — The FBI 
confirmed Sunday that a bomb 
caused the explosion at the World 
Trade Center but was unable to say 
who placed it and why. The investi- 
gation could take several months, 

"We aren't going to complete 
this crime scene investigation for 
some time," said James Fox, head 
of the FBI's New York office. "A 
lot of people have been laid off 



recently. You've got some drug 
dealers upset with the VS. govern- 
ment. It could be terrorists upset for 
other causes. There are just so many 
possibilities." 

Fox said agency explosives 
experts had concluded a bomb 
caused Friday's lunch-hour blast 
that wrecked four underground 
floors and rattled the 1 1 0-story twin 
towers with earthquake-like force. 

"We are prepared to say at this 
time thai it definitely was a bomb. 



in the opinion of the FBI," Fox said 
on WCBS-TV. 

Also Sunday, Police Commis- 
sioner Raymond Kelly told a news 
conference there had been 50 
telephone calls claiming respon- 
sibility for the blast, which killed 
five people and injured more than 
1,000 others. Two people are still 
missing, but efforts to search the 
rubble have been hampered by 
falling debris at the blast site. 

"We're analyzing all the phone 
calls," Kelly said. "We are making 
verbatim transcripts." 

Kelly confirmed one phone call 



came in one hour after the blast and 
the others followed. 

Investigators reportedly have 
been paying special attention to the 
early phone call, which was from a 
man who cited the strife in the 
former Yugoslavia. 

FBI director William Sessions 
told NBC News Saturday there was 
some indication the explosion 
might be connected to the trouble in 
the former Yugoslav republics, and 
meetings planned at the United 
Nations in New York to try to 
mediate the fighting there. 



City commission hopefuls

WACO, Texas — A fierce gun 
battle erupted Sunday as more than 
100 law officers tried to arrest the 
head of a heavily armed religious 
cult. At least four federal agents 
died, and the cult's leader said a 2- 
year-old was killed. 

At least 1 5 agents were wounded 
in the 45-minute shootout at the 
isolated compound of the Branch 
Davidians' sect about 10 miles east 
of Waco. Several sect members 



were also reportedly wounded, offi- 
cials said. 

Sect leader Vernon Howell, who 
also is known as David Koresh, told 
CNN he was shot several times and 
that a 2 -year-old child was among 
those killed. 

The battle began when federal 
agents hidden in livestock trailers 
stormed the main home of the sect, 
witnesses said. The agents had war- 
rants to search the compound for 
guns and explosives and to arrest 
Howell, said Les Stanford of the 



Bureau of Alcohol. Tobacco and 
Firearms in Washington 

After a cease-fire was negotiat- 
ed, ambulances and helicopters 
removed wounded agents as other 
law enforcement officers remained 
encamped at the scene. 

The standoff continued into the 
night, and at about 6 p.m. violence 
flared again, the ATF said, when 
three members of the sect came out 
of the compound and fired on the 
agents.

"The tickets should have been 
rethought," Yoder said- "They don't 
really reflect our intent." 

With liability concerns being the 
biggest worry. White said he and 
another person would be the only 
ones serving the alcohol while 1 2 
bouncers monitor the party to 
ensure nothing got out of hand. 

"Everybody and anybody could 
be held libel." Jackson said. 

White said through his method 
of monitoring everyone's alcohol 
intake, possible problems were 
alleviated. 

'There will be alcohol only in 
the lobby,** White said. "And you 
can't bring something into the 
party." 

For those who have driving 



concerns, members of the hall were 
chosen as designated drivers. 

"The big issue with drunk 
drivers is to encourage responsible 
drinking," White said. "We're not 
trying to promote getting smashed 
and a free ride home. It's just a nice 
social event for those who are over 
and underaged." 

While some of the drinking 
concerns may have stemmed from 
the fact that this week begins 
Alcohol and Other Drug Awareness 
Week, many concerns were tied to 
the party from its initial start. 

"1 didn't know this awareness 
week was coming up," Yoder said. 
"Bui we have taken strong 
procedures to ensure responsible 
drinking." 

Weiring said he was aware of 



the week, and the appropriate steps 
had been taken. 

The party included about S300 
worth of food plus the money spent 
on door prizes, the renting of the 
soda machine and dispenser. White 
said. 
, "The alcohol was bought on 
separate funds," White said. "It was 
not supplied by the hall. Rules 
prohibit the hall to supply it- It was 
supplied by the organizers of the 
party and contributions." 

Tickets were $1 bought in 
advance or $2 at the door. The 
dance was open to anybody in the 
residence halls. Door monitors 
began carding at 8 p.m. Dancing 
started at 9 p.m. 

As the lobby became packed 
with party-goers, residence hall 



staff members wearing yellow T- 
shirts with "security" written on the 
back continued their mainstay at 
every lobby exit, taking drinks and 
enforcing the existing policies. 

"It looks like they put together a 
well thought-out party," Marcia 
Hellwig, freshmen in business 
administration, said. 

As far as making the Yakfest an 
annual event, White said he is 
uncertain. 

•There's a lot of controversy on 
the whole shebang." White said. 
"When we planned it, we were 
projecting and hoping it would be 
an annual thing. There's never been 
a dance recently to this magnitude 
spent. I couldn't tell if it would be 
again in the future."

The polls will open at 7 a.m. to 
allow voters in Riley County to 
participate in today's primary 
election. 

The election will narrow the city 
commission field from eight 
candidates to sin and will narrow the 
candidates for USD #383 School 
Board from four to two. 

Riley County Election Officer 
Ilene Colbert expects a rather small 
turnout for the election. 

"1 have said there will be 20 
percent, but that could be off a bit," 
Colbert said. "It is difficult to predict 



a turnout for an election like this 
one." 

Anyone interested in voting in the 
primary must have already registered. 
But it is not too late to register for the 
general election, which is April 6. 

People who voted in Riley County 
for the presidential election in 
November should be currently 
registered. 

Students living on-campus and 
who are registered to vote in the 
primary will vote at Marlatt School. 
Students living off-campus will vote 
in their respective precincts. 

Candidates for city commission 
continued to campaign right up to the 



election. A League of Women Voters 
forum is scheduled for 1 1:30 a.m. on 
the day of the election. 

"I am planning on attending a 
forum Monday evening, and I will 
attend the forum scheduled for the 
day of the election," city commission 
candidate Sydney Carlin said. 

Though six of the eight candidates 
for city commission will advance, the 
candidates didn't take it lightly. 

"I have placed a great deal of 
importance on the primary," 
incumbent Gene Klingler said. "I 
don't think you want to spend all of 
your money and shoot your whole 
wad early, but you still have to treat it 



as very important. 

Carlin said she has not taken the 
primary lightly. 

"I have been working very hard 
from the word go. and I have treated 
this election as highly important 
Carlin said. "If I advance to the 
general election, 1 will try and get out 
more, but I feel I have worked hard." 

Carlin said she would look 
forward to working with students 
from the University if elected. 

"I care about the students and their 
needs. I hope to work very closely 
with the University," Carlin said. 

Other candidates could not be 
reached for comment.

Engineering students were able to interact 
with Donald Ralhbone, the Dean of the College 
of Engineering, Monday night at a students' 
forum organized by the engineering council. 

"We sponsor the students' forum every 
semester in order to inform students of what is 
going on in the college as well as allow them to 
ask questions or express concerns to the dean," 
said Jill Dirksen. junior in architectural engineer- 
ing and president of engineering council. 

The equipment tee engineering students pay 
every semester was one of the topics Rathbone 
discussed with the students. 

"The engineering fee is always a hot issue with 
the students because they wan to know where 
their money goes." said Todd Lakin, sophomore 
in industrial engineering and an engineering stu- 
dent senator. 

The equipment fee 
generates more than 
$500,000 of revenue 
for the college, 
Rathbone said. Of that 
money, half of it goes 
to the departments 
within the College of 
Engineering, and the 
other half goes to the 
dean's office, he said. 
"We will have an 
accreditation check 
next fall," Rathbone 
said. "The equipment 
fee is important so that 
wc can maintain the 
amount of equipment 
sufficient for accreditation," he said. 

Another important aspect of the fee is the abil- 
ity it gives the College of Engineering to match 
funds that are given from other sources — federal 
and private industry, for example. 

"We never had that matching capability before 
the student-equipment fee," Rathbone said. 

Because of the matching capability, Rathbone 
said he would guess that the College of 
Engineering will have around $ I million worth of 
equipment generated by S250.000 student money 
that goes to the dean's office. 

"We still have a lot to finalize, but that is a 
match of three or four to one for every dollar the 
student fee generates," he said, 

Rathbone said the personal computers class- 
room was the major target for fee money last 
year and still is this year. 

The construction of Phase III of Durland Hall 
was another topic discussed by students at the 

forum. 

'Throckmorton is currently under construc- 
tion, and the Farrell project will last for another 
three years, so we are realistically looking at 
another five years before we can get moving on 
Phase III," Rathbone said. 

The good news is that the college is either the 
first or second priority behind the library, 
Rathbone said. 

Students also asked about the minors program 
and how it will be handled if it is passed by 
Faculty Senate. 

"Basically, the College of Engineering faculty 
are in support of the minors program," Rathbone 
said 

If the minors program does become a policy. 
Rathbone said, it would be up to each department 
in the College of Engineering to decide the 
requirements for a minor.

She left Pordand. Ore., with only two 
pairs of shorts and one pair of pants. 
Around her neck, she carries a small red- 
and-gold pouch filled with "a lot of love 
and caring." She calls herself a "bag 
lady." 

Meet Judith Hyde, a 49-year-old 
letter carrier. She is walking 2,827 miles 
from Portland to Washington, DC. 

"Judith's Journey" is an effort to raise 
awareness about the need for education 
about AIDS. 



She was in Manhattan Sunday 
Monday and Tuesday as part of her walk 
across the nation to increase AIDS 
awareness. 

Hyde was "introduced" to the disease 
four years ago, when a friend of hers 
called from Texas and told her he had 
AIDS. 

"1 really never thought I'd know 
anyone with AIDS," Hyde said. 

She said her friend did not fit into 
what she knew as the high-risk groups. 
He was not gay, nor was he an 
intravenous drug user. 



She flew to Texas, and while she was 
there, she was introduced to a number of 
medical personnel and volunteers who 
worked with AIDS patients and their 
families. After returning to Oregon, she 
became a volunteer for local AIDS 
organizations. 

Hyde immediately realized the need 
fix education about HTV and AIDS, and 
she came up with the idea for a walk 
across America. 

"I'm not a crusader, but I am an 
mgry mother," Hyde said, "There is no 
12-year-old. or 18-year-old, or 80-year- 



old who deserves to die from making a 
mistake." 

She said the main goal of her walk is 
for people to become educated about 
AIDS and to talk about the disease. 

"Don't keep it quiet anymore, 
please." she said. "If we're going to be 
silent, we're going to have too many 
deaths." 

Hyde said she believes the only way 
to minimize the risks for HIV is for 
people of all ages to become educated

Humanitarian aid taken by Serbs

SARAJEVO. Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— The first food and medicine dropped 
by U S. planes for hungry Muslims 
reportedly fell mostly into the hands of 
Serbs waging a fierce attack Monday 
on a government enclave in eastern 
Bosnia. 

Up to 10,000 refugees from the 
fighting were reported cowering on the 
slopes of an icy mountain as Serb tanks 
stormed into the Cerska region, an area 
that has gone without aid since the 
Bosnian war erupted almost a year ago. 
Hundreds died in fighting in that area 
Sunday. Bosnian radio claimed. 

Officials of Bosnia's Muslim-led 



government in Sarajevo said the U.S. 
attempt to get food to Muslims 
surrounded in the east appeared to have 
been an almost total failure. 

A defense official in the 
government-held town of Tuzla said 
bundles with food and medical supplies 
fell on Serb lines in the rugged, 
inhospitable mountains around Cerska, 
an area where up to 20.000 Muslims are 
besieged 

Gen. Ratko Mladic, commander of 
Serb forces in Bosnia, also said some of 
the aid landed in Serb-held areas, where 
it was not intended. 

A statement from Defense Secretary 
Les Aspin and Joint Chiefs of Staff 
Chairman Gen. Colin Powell said, "the 



airdrop last night was successful ... we 
can confirm that many of the bundles 
landed in clear areas within the 
identified drop zone, which is in the 
area of Cerska." , 

But a senior Pentagon official, 
speaking on condition of anonymity, 
said only about a third of the bundles 
appeared to have landed in the target 

zone. 

As night fell in Bosnia, only one 
package had been reported found by 
Muslims some 20 miles northwest of 
Cerska in the direction of Tuzla. the 
Bosnian news agency BH Press said, 
quoting a ham radio report.

Rec explains 
expansion plans

A slide show and presentation 
describing the future expansion of 
Chester E. Peters Recreation 
Complex was given on the third 
floor of Marlatt Hall by Raydon 
Robel. director of Recreational 
Services. 

"There are some exciting things 
ahead," Robel said. The 450.000 
people we see come to the Rec 
Complex now will expand consid- 
erably." 

Following the 81 -percent stu- 
dent-hody vote in favor of redirect- 
ing funding for the expansion of the 
Rec Complex, the architects trav- 
eled several places to look at other 
schools and decided how die build- 
ing will change in appearance. 
Robe) said. 

"There will be construction on 
the west side of the building and the 
north," Robel said. "It will replace 
where the parking lot is now, and 
70 to 80 feet of the new parking lot 
will cut into what are now the play- 
ing fields. We'll lose parking by 
going to the west, but we'll pick it 
up at the playing field. We're also 
looking at extending up toward 
KSU Stadium." 

Construction will involve a mall- 
type approach, with the north side 
developing into a hallway where 
the entrance to the new gym will 
display new restrooms, be said. 

"The offices will be relocated to 
a larger lobby in the entrance," 
Robel said. "Offices will now be on 
the first floor instead of the sec- 
ond." 

Robel said highlights will 
include a resource center where 
nutritional guidance will be offered. 



a larger gym to cope with the intra- 
mural spectator problems, 300 
square feet for an Olympic free- 
weight area, a table tennis-only 
room and 10.000 feet allotted for 
the weight and fitness area. 

'There'll be a light-weight free- 
weight area, where smaller dumb- 
bells will be at hand," Robel said. 
'There'll also be a body-pans area, 
circuit area, stretch area and an 
exercise multi-purpose area for step 
aerobics and stairclimbers." 

The current track that caters to 
walkers and joggers will be expand- 
ed as well, with four lanes of road 
and an eighth of a mile coverage. 

"It becomes a touring track," 
Robel said. "It will be open in the 
middle to look at the mall area, with 
a weight and fitness area with glass 
to look over the north at the aero- 
bics area as well." 

The cardiovascular equipment 
will be moved around the building, 
and machines will be found in dif- 
ferent locations, such as the 
crossover points and the strength 
and fitness areas. This is so bicy- 
clists and stair climbers will be able 
to view their surroundings while 
working out, Robel said 

"There'll be a few bicycles scat- 
tered out so people can watch bas- 
ketball and cycle away," he said. 
"They'll also be able to look out the 
glass and watch their friends 
arrive." 

Construction on the Rec 
Complex is to begin in August, and 
it will take about 18 months until 
the completion of it. 

"Construction will be phased in. 
so that the main entrance will be 
open as long as possible." Robel 
said.

No pets allowed — a simple 
statement that should clearly 
define the rules of having a pet in 
a residence. 

Many college students live in 
houses that forbid pets out decide 
to own one anyway. 

Juli Salberg, property manager 
at Abbott Management, said they 
used to allow pets but don't 
anymore. 

"In one complex we allowed 
cats, because they could be litter- 
trained. Cats are OK, but then 
people started keeping dogs. The 
dogs were kept inside all day and 
just made a mess. They can 
destroy a place in nothing flat. It 
was just easier for us to go no 
pets at all," she said. 

Salburg said she has witnessed 
apartments that have been almost 



destroyed by a dog. 

"Once, a dog tore down the 
mini-blinds and ripped up the 
carpet by the door trying to get 
out. Dogs can really tear stuff up. 
not to mention going to the 
bathroom all over the place," 
Salburg said. "One time, our 
tenants moved out. and we had to 
spray the place because it was 
infested with flea*." 

She said it is not unusual for a 
renter to break the pet rules. 

"We usually give them a call 
or drop them a note. We remind 
them that pets are not allowed. 
Normally, they are real good 
about it. They say *no problem* 
and find another home for the 
pet," Salberg said, 

Lynn Schumacher is the 
attendant at the animal shelter in 
Manhattan. She said once in a 
while a student may have to 
return a pet because of landlords' 
orders. 

"The majority of college 



students are just as good pet 
owners as anyone else. But 
sometimes they adopt a new pet 
without asking their landlord and 
have to return it," she said. 

She said college students gel a 
bad rap as irresponsible pet 
owners. 

"People say that there are so 
many strays in this town because 
college students leave them here 
when they move, but I don't think 
that's true," Schumacher said. 
"They also understand the 
importance of having a pet 
spayed or neutered." 

Schumacher said she highly 
recommended checking out the 
rental agreement before obtaining 
a pet. 

"If more students made sure 
they were allowed to have pets, 
they would be more reliable pet 
owners. Some think they can 
sneak a pet into their place, and 
they have to end up bringing the 
pet back."

Wildcat senior forward Aaron 
Collier can describe tonight's game 
against the Missouri Tigers with 
three words. 
"It's a must." 

Indeed, K-State needs a win in 
tonight's game at 7 in Bramlage 
Coliseum to keep its hopes for an 
NCAA tournament berth alive. The 
Wildcats, 16-8 overall and in fourth 
place with a 6-6 conference record, 
need two wins in their next three 
games to assure them of an 
invitation. 

And considering K-State's final 
home game is at Iowa State's Hilton 
Coliseum — where the Cyclones 
are 15-0 this season - the game 
with Missouri offers the Cat*, the 
best chance at a win. 

"It's a must- win for us." senior 
forward Vincent Jackson said. "If 
we can get Mizzou, we'll be going 
to Iowa Slate feeling really 
confident. 

"We just have lo put everything 
behind us and play this game like 
it's the last game of the season." 

And junior point guard Anthony 
Beane reiterated the same point. 

"Ob, yeah." he said. "There's no 
doubt. It's easy to see — we've got 
to have one." 

But would one be enough ' 
Since the NCAA expanded the 
tournament lo 64 teams, every Big 
Eight team that has finished with at 
least a share of fourth place and 
won at least 17 Division I games 
has been invited. 

At the same time, however, three 
Big Eight teams have finished 7-7 
in the conference without getting a 
berth — but none of those teams 
had 17 Division I wins. 

And Missouri, 15-12 and 4-8. 
just may be the Big Eight team that 
best gives the Cats a chance at that 
seventh conference win. 

Missouri has been the product of 
bad luck recently. The Tigers have 
lost six in a row. and their last three 
tosses have come by a total of just 
six points. Five of Missouri's eight 



conference losses have been by four 
or fewer points. 

On Feb. 2 1 in Columbia, Mo., 
the Tigers and Cornhuskers were 
lied with five seconds to play. 
Missouri had the ball and a chance 
to take the final shot. 

But Lamont Frazier's in bounds 
pass was stolen by Jamar Johnson, 
who was fouled and made the 
decisive free throw. 

"We make the key mistakes at 
the end of ballgames." Siewart said. 
The key mistake against 
Oklahoma State, he said, was not 
fouling Bryant Reeves at mid-court. 
Reeves' buzzer-beater sent the 
game into overtime, and the 
Cowboys won by four. 

Stewart said, at the time-out 
prior to Reeves' shot, he told his 
players to foui whoever caught the 
ball before the act of shooting. That 
would send the Cowboys to the 
free-throw line with just two shots. 

"All we had to do was foul, and 
the game was over." Siewart said. 

Saturday, Missouri had a 68-61 
lead against Oklahoma with three 
minutes left. But three missed shots, 
three turnovers and a Frazier miss at 
the buzzer resulted in a 69-68 loss. 

"When we get down to the point 
where we can win, we miss the 
shot, or we throw the ball away," 
Siewart said. "That's a sign of guys 
that are struggling.'" 

Missouri's last win was a 67-51 
victory over K-State more than 
three weeks ago. 

Carol Adolph. athletic ticket 
manager at K-State. said there are 
"thousands" of tickets available for 
tonight's game — which could be a 
good sign for the Cats. 

K-State is 0-3 when the crowd 
surpasses the 10,000 plateau. 

And in the last two home game*, 
K-State has shot a combined total of 
just 3 1 percent from the field. 

"The last two games, the home- 
court advantage has not done us 
much good," Cat coach Dana 
Altman said. 

"But we'd still rather play at 
home."

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Cult releases more children following shootout 



WACO. Texas — A heavily- 
armed religious cull released six 
more children Monday, and authori- 
ties negotiated nonstop, trying to 
resolve a standoff at a fortified 
compound where six people died. 

The leader of the cult, who said 
he believes he is Jesus, told his 
mother, "I'm dying, all rightT' after 
Sunday's gun battle with an army 
of police and federal agents. 

In all, the cult Branch Davidians 
allowed at least 10 children to 



leave. More children were believed 
to be inside the bullet-scarred com- 
pound. 

An army of police and federal 
agents ringed the group's fortified 
compound. They kept up negotia- 
tions a day after a rain of gunfire 
killed four federal agents and two 
members of the sect, one reportedly 
cult leader David Koresh's daugh- 
ter. 

"We negotiated through the 
night, and they are negotiating 
again this morning," said Sharon 
Wheeler, a spokeswoman for the 



federal Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms. She declined to say 
who was negotiating for the cult. 

At least 75 people remained in 
the compound about 10 miles east 
of Waco, about a third of them chil- 
dren, authorities said. Koresh said 
many of the children were his. 

Three people arrested after the 
shootout were charged Monday 
with attempted murder of a federal 
law enforcement officer and use of 
a firearm during commission of a 
violent crime, said Jim Deatley, a 
spokesman in the U.S. Attorney's 



office. 

The FBI sent its elite Hostage 
Rescue Team to the scene Monday, 
said a federal law-enforcement offi- 
cial who spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

The standoff began Sunday after 
a 45 minute gun battle with about 
100 ATF agents, who were trying 
to serve arrest and search warrants 
on Koresh for federal firearms 
charges. Later Sunday, three people 
tried to shoot their way out of the 
one-squarc-block compound, ATF 
agents said.

and talk about it. 

"I can't do the educating, but I 
can talk about the need for 
education," Hyde said. 

On her journey, she walks about 
10 miles a day, from 8 a.m. until 
noon. She then spends her 
afternoons speaking to groups in 
the communities where she stops. 

Not one of the communities she 
has visited has been unaffected by 
HIV or AIDS, Hyde said 

"Everywhere I go, people say 
'we're glad you're doing the walk, 
but AIDS is not here,'" she said. 

Hyde has been approached, 
however, by someone in every 
community who has a story about 
how AIDS has affected their life, 
she said. 

The only means of support for 
Hyde's walk comes from 
communities she visits because she 
is officially on an unpaid leave of 
absence from her job. 

Hyde said the best pan about her 
journey is the people she meets.

"The Americans didn't get good 
marks on their first examination, so 
they should try again," said Mural 
Efendic, head of an association of 
eastern Bosnians, as he monitored 
ham radio exchanges in the 
Bosnian presidency building in 
Sarajevo. 

U.S. officials in Germany said 
more airdrops were planned but 
would not say when. 

The aid operation is the most 
direct U.S. involvement in Bosnia, 
where some 100,000 people have 
been killed or are missing in nearly 
a year of brutal warfare. 

Each of the U.S. C-130 
Hercules transport planes on 
Sunday night's mission parachuted 
nine 1 ,500-pound crates of military 
rations and one crate of medical 
supplies. The operation is mostly 
intended to help Muslims, but U.S. 
officials say aid will also be 
dropped for Croats and Serbs. 

The American planes are flying 
above 10,000 feet to minimize the 
risk of anti-aircraft fire. 

To stress the humanitarian 
nature of the operation, the 
transports are not escorted by 
combat aircraft. But U.S. Navy 
warplanes from the aircraft carrier 
John F. Kennedy are patrolling 
over the Adriatic offshore from 
Bosnia and could respond to an 
attack on U.S. transports.
